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This  surname  is  spelled  Smellie, 
SMILEV  Smelly  and  Smelley  in  England 
and  Scotland.  It  is  evidently 
a  Xorman  name  with  an  ancient  history  and 
the  family  has  won  some  distinction  both  in 
England  and  Scotland.  The  family  bears  the 
same  coat-of-arms  in  England  as  the  Smellet 
family,  and  as  the  names  are  pronounced  alike 
in  French,  it  is  possible  that  Smellet  is  the  older 
spelling.  The  arms  of  the  family  Smellie  in  both 
Scotland  and  England  are :  Azure  a  bend  or 
betw^een  a  lion  rampant  in  chief  and  a  bugle 
in  base  stringed  argent.  The  crest  of  the 
Smellet  and  Smellie  families  is  different.  Of 
the  Smellie.  A  dexter  hand  holding  a  crescent 
proper.  Motto :  Industria  virtus  et  fortitudo. 
(Industry,  courage  and  boldness). 

The  .\merican  branch  is  descended  from  the 
Scotch  branch.  William  Smelley,  the  progeni- 
tor, went  from  Scotland  to  Ireland  about  1614, 
at  the  time  that  the  Scotch  and  English  Prot- 
estants took  possession  of  the  province  of 
Ulster  in  the  north  of  Ireland.  He  settled  on 
a  Scotch  grant,  receiving  his  land  June  10, 
1614.  from  William  Stewart,  Laird  of  Dun- 
<lafF,  who  had  a  thousand  acre  grant  in  the 
precinct  of  Portlough,  county  Donegal,  Ulster. 
But  eventually  the  seat  of  the  family  came  to 
be  Antrim,  an  adjoining  county,  and  thence 
came  the  American  immigrants  about  1740  to 
New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Pennsyl- 
vania. The  English  name  Smelley  is  doubtless 
the  original  of  Smiley.  The  family  even  in 
America  does  not  agree  in  spelling  the  sur- 
name. We  find  Smillie.  James  D.  Smillie  is 
a  prominent  American  author.  We  find  John 
Smilie.  a  Scotch-Presbyterian,  leading  the  op- 
position to  the  adoption  of  the  federal  consti- 
tution in  Pennsylvania.  He  was  from  Fayette 
county.  In  1890  there  were  thirteen  births  in 
Smilev  families  in  Ireland,  of  which  eleven 
were  in  the  county  of  Antrim. 

It  is  .stated  that  five  brothers  and  sisters — 
at  any  rate  five  of  the  same  family — came  to 
America  at  the  same  time.  John  Smiley  set- 
tled in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  and  is  the 
ancestor  of  the  Haverhill  family  of  this  sur- 
name :  Francis  Smiley  settled  in  Windham, 
\evv  Hampshire,  and  Margaret,  probably  their

sister,  married  Francis  Smith,  of  Salem,  New 
Hampshire.  Perhaps  the  other  two  were  the 
Pennsylvania  pioneers.  In  many  cases  fami- 
lies were  divided  in  this  way,  some  settling  in 
I^ennsylvania  or  Massachusetts,  others  in  New 
Hampshire.  Francis  Smiley  came  to  Wind- 
ham, November  3,  1743,  and  bought  Thomas 
Monson's  farm,  now  or  lately  owned  by  Mrs. 
Isaiah  Dinsmoor.  He  died  March  16,  1763, 
aged  seventy- four  years.  He  was  a  tithing- 
man  in   1746,  constable  in  1749. 

(I)  John  Smiley,  born  in  Antrim  county, 
Ireland,  1720,  was  son  or  nephew  perhaps,  in- 
stead of  brother  of  Francis  Smiley  mentioned 
above,  who  was  born  in  1692.  Hugh  Smiley, 
as  well  as  John  and  Francis  Smiley,  were  on 
the  list  of  polls  in  Haverhill  in  1741,  and  paid 
taxes  in  1741.  They  lived  in  East  Haverhill. 
John  alone  remained,  however.  In  1748  he 
was  a  signer  of  a  petition  containing  the  names 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Haverhill.  He  or  his  son 
John  was  in  the  military  service  in  1757.  He 
died  at  Haverhill,  November  12,  1774,  aged 
fifty- four  years,  three  months.  He  married, 
about  1740,  Mary  Cannon.  Children,  born  in 
Haverhill:  i.  Hugh,  December  7,  1741,  sol- 
dier in  the  revolution;  married,  1763,  Mary 
Gage.  2.  Agnes,  June  10,  1743.  3.  Mary, 
September  20,  1745.

(II)  Williarii  Smiley,  son  of  John  Smiley 
(i),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  August  19,  1747. 
He  was  a  soldier  in  the  revolution  in  Captain 
Moses  McFarland's  company.  Colonel  John 
Nixon's  regiment,  in  1775:  also  in  Captain 
John  Ford's  company  at  the  battle  of  Ticon- 
deroga  in  1776,  also  in  Captain  Nathaniel 
Lindsey's  company  in  Rhode  Island,  1776-77. 
In  later  years  he  was  a  pensioner  and  after- 
wards his  widow  received  a  pension  for  liis 
revolutionary  service.,  as  a  certificate  in  the 
probate  records  at  Salem  shows.  He  was  a 
taxpaver  in  Haverhill,  a  saddler  bv  trade.    He 
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was  deacon  of  the  Haverhill  church.  He  died 
November  25,  1804.  He  married,  about  1772, 
Hannah  Nelson,  who  died,  his  widow,  at  Hav- 
erhill, January  3,  1840.  Children,  born  in 
Haverhill  except  the  first  three  who  were  born 
in  Haverhill:  i.  Jonathan,  February  8,  1773. 
2.  John,  February  12,  1774.  3.  William, 
March  10,  1776.  4.  James,  March  7,  1778.  5.

Farland,  who  died  May  29,  1823.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  the  revolution  in  Captain  Closes  Mc- 
Farland's  company.  Colonel  John  Nixon's 
regiment,  in  1775 ;  also  in  Captain  Sawyer's 
company  in  1775:  in  Captain  Oilman's  com- 
pany. Colonel  Nixon's  regiment  in  1776.  Chil- 
dren, born  in  Haverhill:  i.  Francis,  born  Oc- 
toober  25,  1781.  2.  Mary,  May  10,  1784.  3. 
Nathan,  January  29,  1787.  4.  James,  June 
30,  1789.  5.  !Mary,  April  27,  1793.  6.  Louisa, 
May  I,  1807. 

(H)  Dr.  David  Smiley,  son  of  John  Smiley 
(  I ),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  April  10,  1760, 
and  was  educated  in  the  common  schools.  In 
early  life  he  was  bound  out  to  a  shoemaker, 
but  at  th^  age  of  seventeen  enlisted  in  the 
revolutionary  army  and  was  for  three  months 
at  Winter  Hill  during  the  siege  of  Boston ;  he 
enlisted  afterward  and  took  part  in  the  battle 
of  Stillwater,  serving  at  West  Point  and  in 
New  Jersey  campaigns.  He  was  finally  placed 
in  command  of  a  small  guard  at  Fishkill. 

(HI)  William  Smiley,  son  of  William 
Smiley  (2),  was  born  in  Dracut,  Massachu- 
setts, March  10,  1776.  He  was  a  leading  citi- 
zen of  Haverhill  where  he  lived  from  infancy ; 
was  representative  from  Haverhill  in  the  gen- 
eral court  in  1807  and  1808.  He  married,  Oc- 
tober 6,  1805,  Polly  Kimball.  .A.mong  their 
children  was  William,  mentioned  below ; 
Amos,  James,  Hezekiah. 

(IV)   William     Smiley,     son     of     William 


Smiley  (3),  was  born  about  1808.  He  was  a 
very  prominent  man  in  Haverhill,  a  manufac- 
turer and  dealer  in  shoe  findings  in  Haverhill 
to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1870.  In  his  later 
years  he  was  a  Republican  in  politics.  He 
was  a  member  of  various  societies  and  organi- 
zations and  popular  among  his  townsmen, 
possessing  their  esteem  and  confidence  to  an 
unusual  degree.  In  religion  he  was  a  Baptist. 
He  married,  first,  Fannie  Eaton,  daughter  of 
Ward  and  Rebecca  (Eaton)  Eaton,  of  Keene, 
New  Hampshire.  They  had  two  children: 
Cieorge,  died  aged  two  years.  Harriet,  who 
died  in  1901  :  she  was  the  wife  of  T.  P.  Abell. 
of  Haverhill,  and  mother  of  two  children: 
Aristine  H.,  who  resides  with  Miss  Julia  F. 
Smiley;  Townsend  P.,  died  at  age  of  twelve 
years.  Mrs.  Smiley  died,  and  Mr.  Smiley 
married,  second,  Sarah  Eaton,  sister  of  his 
first  wife,  and  their  children,  born  in  Haver- 
hill, were:  i.  William  H.,  born  1834,  died  in 
1898;  married,  first,  Hattie  Thompson;  sec- 
ond. Mrs.  Sultana  (Allen)  Lord,  a  widow: 
children  of  first  wife :  i.  Eva  M.,  born  June. 
1870;  ii.  Helen,  born  1876.  married  H.  H. 
(lilman,  of  Haverhill.  2.  Julia  F.,  born  1836, 
resides  at  the  homestead  in  Haverhill,  Mass- 
achusetts, much  honored  and  beloved  by  all 
who  know  her.

HOPKINSON      migrant      ancestor,      was 

born  in  I£ngland  al)OUt 
1610.  The  llopkinson  family  is  of  ancient 
English  origin.  He  came  to  this  country  in 
the  employ.  })robably  as  an  apprentice,  of 
Jacob  Eliot.  He  was  admitted  to  the  first 
church  at  Boston,  January  6,  1638-39,  and 
was  dismissed  to  Rowley  church,  November 
24,   1639.     He  was  admitted  a  freeman   May 

13,  1640.  In  1643  ^^^  ^^^^  ^"  ^^^^  ^"^^  ^  ^1^^^ 
house-lot  on  IVadford  street,  Rowley.  His 
wife  An»,  who  came  to  this  countrv  with  him.

(VII)  Samuel  Warren  Hopkinson,  son  of 
Paul  Hopkinson  (6),  was  born  in^ast  Brad- 
ford, October  i,  1828.  He  lived  in  that  vil- 
lage, now  the  town  of  Groveland,  until  he  was 
seventeen  years  old,  and  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  there.  He  went  to  Baltimore, 
Maryland,  and  worked  for  two  years,  then 
returned  to  Bradford  and  built  at  14  Church 
street,  his  present  residence  in  which  he  has 
lived    since    1857.      He   was   engaged   in    the 
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manufacture  of  shoes  until  1892  when  he  re- 
tired, and  was  one  of  the  best  known  manu- 
facturers of  the  city  of  Haverhill.  He  is 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Dan- 
vers  Insane  Hospital,  an  office  he  has  filled 
with  credit  for  the  past  thirty  years.  He  is 
president  of  the  City  Five  Cents  Savings  Bank 
of  Haverhill  and  a  member  of  its  investment 
board.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Haverhill  board 
of  water  commissioners,  and  chairman  of  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  Elmwood  cemetery 
of  Bradford.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican, 
and  has  been  selectman  of  Bradford,  overseer 
of  the  poor  and  assessor  for  a  number  of 
years.  He  was  formerly  president  of  the 
Mechanics'  and  Farmers'  Institute  and  also 
of  the  Musical  Institute  of  Haverhill.  He 
and  his  family  are  members  of  the  Congrega- 
tional church  of  Bradford,  and  Mr.  Hopkin- 
son  was  choir  master  there  for  thirty  years. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Pentucket  Club  of 
Haverhill;  of  Merrimac  Lodge  of  Free 
Masons;  of  the  Pentucket  Chapter;  of  the 
Haverhill  Commandery,  Knights  Templar, 
and  is  at  present  the  oldest  Mason  living  in 
his  section  and  probably  the  oldest  of  his 
lodge.  Early  in  the  civil  war  Mr.  Hopkinson 
was  selectman  of  Bradford  and  active  in  pro- 
moting enlistment  and  giving  aid  and  comfort 
to  the  soldiers  at  the  front;  in  1862  he  was 
appointed  quartermaster  at  Camp  Lander, 
Hamilton,  Massachusetts.  Later  he  was 
appointed  assistant  provost  marshal,  and  was 
commissioner  of  the  board  of  enrollment  of 
the  sixth  Massachusetts  district.  He  was 
appointed  assistant  assessor  of  internal  rev- 
enue for  the  Haverhill  district,  and  later  was 
special  agent  of  the  treasury  department  at 
Washington  with  his  headquarters  in  Haver- 
hill, whence  he  went  as  ordered  by  headquar- 
ters. Mr.  Hopkinson  has  achieved  distinc- 
tion in  business  and  public  life,  and  has  been 
prominent  in  church  and  society.  Gifted  with 
exceptional  ability,  he  has  been  industrious, 
enterprising  and  prudent  in  his  aflfairs.  He 
has  shown  the  same  care  and  interest  in  ad- 
ministering public  and  private  trusts  that  he 
has  given  to  his  own  aflfairs.  His  personal 
qualities  have  attracted  friends  and  com- 
manded their  esteem  and  confidence.  No  man 
in  Bradford  or  Haverhill  has  a  higher  stand- 
ing than  Mr.  Hopkinson,  perhaps  none  have 
more  friends. 

1851,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Lawrence,  born  May  20,  1833, 
daughter  of  Isaac  and  Laura  (Willard)  Law-

famous  Willard  clock  makers.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Hopkinson  have  had  four  children:  i.  Law- 
rence Morse,  born  1852,  died  in  infancy.

Anthony  Colby,  the  immigrant 
COLBY      ancestor,  was  born  in  England, 

of  an  ancient  English  family. 
He  probably  came  with  Governor  Winthrop. 
As  early  as  1630  he  was  in  Boston,  was  pro- 
prietor in  1633  "^  Cambridge,  and  in  1635 
owned  two  houses  there.  He  was  admitted 
a  freeman  May  14,  1634.  He  sold  out  his 
property  in  Cambridge  and  removed  to  Salis- 
bury, Massachusetts,  where  he  received  land 
in  the  first  division  in  1640  and  again  in  1643. 
He  was  one  of  the  first  commoners  of  the 
town  of  Amesbury,  in  1654  and  1658,  and  his 
widow  received  grants  in  1662  and  1664  upon 
his  rights.  He  sold  his  house  and  two  acres 
of  land  in  Salisbury  in  1647  to  William  Sar- 
gent, seaman,  and  removed  west  of  the 
Powow  river,  between  Salisburv  and  Ames- 
bury.  He  had  a  grant  of  land  for  his  son 
John  in  1660,  and  a  town  lot  west  of  the  pond. 
He  married  Susanna  Haddon  (?)  or  Sargent, 
daughter  of  William  Sargent.  He  died  Feb- 
ruary II,  1660.  The  inventory  of  his  estate 
was  dated  1662-63.  His  widow  Susanna 
married  second,  William  Whitridge,  in  1663 ;

widow  of  Timothy  Colby  (4).  His  first  wife 
f'ied  June  3.

He  renewed 
his  covenant  with  the  Second  Amesbury 
Church  about  1733-35,  and  was  called  Jr.  to 
distinguish  him  Itom  an  older  man  of  the 
same  name.

(VII)  Tohn  Quincy  Adams  Colby,  son  of 
James  Colby  (6),  was  born  in  N^w  London, 
New  Hampshire,  September  12,  1827.  He 
married  Sarah  Jane,  daughter  of  Stephen  and 
Clemantine  (Kimball)  Colby,  of  Haverhill. 
They  resided  in  Lake  Village,  New  Hamp- 
shire.    He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
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district  schools  of  his  native  town  and  at  New 
Lx)ndon  Academy,  and  at  an  early  age  began 
teaching  in  the  public  schools.  The  same 
years  he  was  bookkeeper  for  an  industr>'  at 
Lake  X'illage,  and  at  length  embarked  in  bus- 
iness for  himself  as  a  manufacturer  of  bed- 
steads, with  his  factory  in  Lake  Village.  He 
removed  to  Haverhill,  but  after  living  in  that 
city  two  years  he  returned  to  Lake  \'illage, 
where  he  resided  until  his  death  in  1858.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Free  Will  Baptist 
Church.

(VHI)  John  A.  Colby,  son  of  John  Q.  A. 
Colby,  was  born  in  Lake  \'illage.  New  Hamp- 
shire, in  1858.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  of  Haverhill,  and  graduated  from  the 
high  school  in  1879,  immediately  beginning  his 
business  career  as  treasurer's  clerk  in  the 
office  of  the  Haverhill  &  Groveland  Street 
Railway  Company,  of  which  he  became  treas- 
urer in  1884,  and  general  manager  as  well  as 
treasurer  in  1890,  serving  in  these  positions 
until  the  road  was  merged  with  others  in  the 
lx)well,  Lawrence  &  Haverhill  Street  Railway 
Company.  He  left  the  railway  business  then, 
and  became  manager  of  the  Duncan  Estate,  a 
large  undivided  property,  in  which  business  he 
is  engaged  at  the  present  time. 

He  is  a  musician  of  no  mean  order,  has  a 
well-cultivated  baritone  voice,  and  was  a 
member  of  the  First  Universalist  Church 
Quartette  for  fourteen  years.  He  is  a  staunch 
Republican,  but  has  never  been  especially 
active  in  politics  except  in  the  mayoralty  con- 
test of  1906,  and  his  able  conduct  of  that  cam- 
paign will  long  be  remembered  in  Haverhill, 
because  of  the  illustrated  newspaper  articles 
showing  what  he  considered  the  financial  mis- 
management in  connection  with  the  building 
of  the  new  high  school.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Pentucket  Club,  and  greatly  interested  in 
the  Haverhill  Historical  Society,  being  on  the 
house  committee,  and  a  leading  spirit  in  its 
w(jrk ;  the  building  for  which  was  donated  by 
one  of  the  Duncan  family.  He  is  a  trustee  of 
the  Haverhill  Savings  Bank,  and  interested  in 
all  the  local  public  charities. 


Ancestors  of  the  Browns 
BROWX       mentioned     in    this    narrative 

settled  in  the  district  of  Car- 
lisle, Massachusetts,  many  years  prior  to  its 
incorporation  as  a  town  (1805),  and  a  list  of 
polls  dated  May  28,  1754,  contains  the  names 
of  eight  legal  voters  named  Brown.  Included 
in  this  list  is  Thomas   Brown  Sr.,  who  was 


perhaps  the  first  of  the  name  to  settle  there, 
but  no  further  information  concerning  him  is 
given  in  the  "History  of  Carlisle."  It  is  quite 
probable,  however,  that  the  Browns  of  Car- 
lisle were  descendants  of  Peter  Brown,  the 
"^Mav-flower"  Pilgrim. 

Asa  Nicholas  Brown  was  bom  in  Carlisle. 
Januar)'  20,  181 1.  He  was  a  produce  dealer, 
and  in  1850  was  residing  in  Charlestown, 
Massachusetts,  later  going  to  La>%Tence,  and 
still  later  to  Chautauqua,  Xew  York,  where  | 
he  engaged  in  the  same  business.  He  died  in 
Lawrence.  June  25,  1898.  He  married  Har- 
riet Pearson,  daughter  of  Ira  and  Abigail 
(Bancroft)  Pearson,  of  Reading.  In  common 
with  the  majority  of  that  name  in  America  he 
was  a  descendant  of  John  Pearson,  who  came 
from  the  county  of  Essex,  England,  and  set- 
tling at  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  in  1643,  erect- 
ed a  mill  for  dressing  cloth.  In  the  "History 
of  Rowley"  he  is  designated  "a  Puritan  of  the 
Puritans,"  and  his  thirteen  children  were  all 
given  scriptural  names.  Asa  Nicholas  and 
Harriet  (Pearson)  Brown  reared  two  chil- 
dren: Emma,  died  in  infancv:  and  Earl 
Nicholas. 

Earl  Nicholas  Brown  was  born  in  Charles- 
town.  October  20,  1850.  He  began  his  edu- 
cation in  the  Lawrence  public  schools,  and 
completed  it  at  a  commercial  college  in  Bos- 
ton. He  assisted  his  father  in  the  produce 
business  at  Chautauqua  until  1870,  when  he 
was  admitted  to  partnership,  and  he  was  asso- 
ciated with  the  elder  Brown  until  1877,  when 
he  returned  to  Lawrence.  In  1881  he  estab- 
lished himself  in  the  second-hand  furniture 
business  and  conducted  it  successfully  for 
more  than  twenty-five  years,  or  until  March, 
1907,  when  he  retired.  In  politics  he  acts 
with  the  Republican  party.  In  his  religious 
belief  he  is  a  Congregationalist.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men 
and  the  Pilgrim  Fathers. 

March  29,  1870,  Mr.  Brown  was  married, 
in  Lawrence,  to  Lucy  Cora  Greer,  who  was 
born  in  Danville,  P.  Q.,  October  29,  1850. 
daughter  of  John  and  Mary  Greer.  The  chil- 
dren of  this  union  are:  Harriet  Earl,  born 
November  29,  1870,  and  Edson  Walter,  born 
November  22,  1885.  Mrs.  Lucy  C.  Brow^n 
died  August  24.  1895. 


The  first  recorded  informa- 
SPALDING     tion   concfTning  the   Spald- 

ings  of  New  England  is 
contained  in  the  following  items  returned 
from  the  town  of  Braintree  to  the  recorder  in 
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Boston,  and  published  in  the  "New  England 
Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,"  vol.  3, 
page  247:  ''Benjamin  the  sonne  of  Edward 
SpaJden.  his  wife,  was  born  7,  (2),  1643, 
Grace  the  daughter  of  Edward  Spalden  his 
Hife  was  buryed  (3)  1641.  Margaret  the 
wife  of  Edward  Spalden  dyed  1640."  This 
Edward  Spalding  ( i ) ,  ( spelled  in  the  records 
Spalden),  arrived  from  England  about  the 
year  1633,  and  first  settled  in  Braintree,  where 
he  became  a  freeman  in  1640.  The  latter  fact 
is  conclusive  proof  that  he  was  a  church  mem- 
ber in  good  standing.  By  his  wife  Margaret 
he  had:  John,  born  about  1633;  Edward, 
bom  about  1635 ;  and  Grace,  previously  men- 
tioned. His  second  wife,  Rachel,  referred  to 
in  his  will,  bore  him  four  children :  Benja- 
min, mentioned  in  records  above;  Joseph, 
bom  October  25,  1646;  Dinah,  born  March 
14,  1649,  and  Andrew,  the  date  of  whose  birth 
is  recorded  in  the  succeeding  paragraph.  Ed- 
ward Spalding  Sr.,  the  immigrant,  removed 
to  Chelmsford  immediately  after  the  settle- 
ment of  that  town,  going  there  in  1653  ^^^ 
receiving  a  grant  of  twenty-five  acres  in  the 
division  of  lands.  At  the  first  town  meeting, 
November  23,  1654,  he  was  chosen  a  select- 
man, and  also  served  in  that  capacity  in  1656, 
1660  and  1 66 1.  In  1643  he  was  surveyor  of 
highways,  and  in  1666  was  chosen  with  three 
others  to  survey  the  "Newfield"  (afterward 
North  Chelmsford).  His  will  was  dated  Feb- 
ruary 13,  1667,  and  he  died  February  26, 
1670. 

(H)  Andrew  Spalding,  youngest  child  of 
Edward  and  Rachel  Spalding,  was  born  No- 
vember 19,  1652.  In  his  father's  will  he  was 
given  the  homestead,  which  he  occupied,  and 
for  many  years  he  was  a  deacon  of  the  church, 
holding  that  office  at  the  time  of  his  death, 
May  5.  1713.  He  was  married,  April  30,  1674, 
to  Hannah  Jefes,  daughter  of  Henry  Jefes, 
of  Billerica,  Massachusetts,  and  her  death 
occrrred  January  21,  1730.  Their  children 
w<rp:  Hannah,  died  March  10,  1677; 
Andrew,  born  March  25,  1678;  Henry,  who 
will  be  again  referred  to:  John,  born  August 
20.  1682;  Rachel,  born  September  26,  1685, 
married  Samuel  Butterfield,  December  7, 
1703:  William,  born  August  3,  1688;  Joanna, 
l)orn  October  8,  1689-90,  married  Josiah  Flet- 
cher; Benoni,  born  February  6,  1791 ;  Mary,

(Ill)  Henry  Spalding,  third  child  of  An- 
<^rew  and  Hannah  (Jefes)  Spalding,  born  in 
Chelmsford,  November  2.  1680,  died  there 
April  4,  1720.     He  was  married,  probably  in 


1703,  to  Elizabeth  Lund,  also  spelled  Lun  and 
Lunn.  She  was  born  September  29,  1684, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Lund,  one  of  the  original 
settlers  in  Dunstable  (now  Nashua),  New 
Hampshire.  Her  father  was  an  old  soldier, 
and  her  brother  Thomas  was  killed  by  In- 
dians, September  5,  1724.  Elizabeth,  who 
survived  her  husband,  was  the  mother  of  five 
children:  Henry,  see  next  paragraph: 
Thomas,  born  July  30,  1707;  William,  born 
March  17,  171 1;  Leonard,  born  December  i, 
1713;  Eleazer,  born  May  29,  1717.  The  latter 
probably  died  young. 

(IV)  Henry  (2)  Spalding,  eldest  son  of 
Henry  and  Elizabeth  (Lund)  Spalding,  was 
born  in  Chelmsford,  November  22,  1704.  In 
1724  he  was  a  member  of  Captain  Robert 
Richardson's  snow-shoe  company,  and  evi- 
dently became  prominent  in  local  military 
affairs,  as  he  was  known  as  Colonel  Henry 
Spalding.  He  was  a  lifelong  resident  of 
Chelmsford  and  his  death  occurred  at  the  age 
of  eighty-eight  years,  April  29,  1792.  He  was 
first  married  February  i,  1725,  to  Lucy  Proc- 
tor, of  Chelmsford,  a  descendant  of  Robert 
Proctor,  one  of  the  original  settlers  in  that 
town,  and  she  died  June  i,  1742.  His  second 
wife,  whom  he  married  April  27  of  the  fol- 
lowing year,  was  Marah  Adams,  who  in  the 
legal  documents  executed  during  the  settle- 
ment of  her  husband's  estate  signed  her  name 
Mary.  Henry  Spalding  was  the  father  of  ten 
children.  Those  of  his  first  union  were: 
Samuel,  mentioned  in  the  succeeding  para- 
graph;  Lucy,  born  February  i,  1728;  Sarah, 
born  June  10,  1734,  married  Henry  Fletcher, 
of  Chelmsford;  Henry,  born  February  11, 
1736:  Abel,  born  February  and  died  March, 
1740.  The  children  of  Henry  Spalding's  sec- 
ond marriage  were:  Zebulon,  born  March  2, 
1744;  Daniel,  born  June  21,  1746;  Mary,  bom 
February  10,  1749,  married  Philip  Parkhurst, 
of  Chelmsford,  March  14,  1771 ;  Thomas, 
born  November  24,  1750;  Thankful,  the  date 
of  whose  birth  does  not  appear  in  the  record 
at  hand.  Of  the  children  who  grew  to  matur- 
ity, all  resided  in  Chelmsford  except  Samuel 
and  Daniel,  who  settled  in  Merrimack,  New 
Hampshire. 

(V')  Samuel  Spalding,  eldest  child  of 
Henry  and  Lucy  (Proctor)  Spalding,  was 
born  in  Chelmsford,  January  31,  1726-27. 
When  a  young  man  he  acquired  possession  of 
a  large  tract  of  wild  land  in  Merrimack,  New 
Hampshire,  of  which  town  he  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers;  erecting  a  house  and  clearing 
quite  a  large  tract  prior  to  going  there  per- 
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manently,  and  his  original  farm,  situated 
northwest  of  Hetacook  Pond,  is  or  was  re- 
cently owned  by  Reed  family.  His  landed 
estate  embraced  a  large  area  which  was 
divided  into  farms  and  distributed  among  his 
sons.  He  was  large  of  stature,  possessed  un- 
usual strength,  and  a  powerful  voice  which 
could  be  heard  distinctly  for  a  distance  of  two 
miles.  Early  in  the  revolutionary  war  he  en- 
tered the  Continental  army  as  a  lieutenant, 
serving  under  General  Washington  at  the  bat- 
tle of  White  Plains,  New  York,  October  28, 
1776,  and  he  was  honorably  discharged  in 
December  of  that  year.  He  died  in  Merri- 
mack, September  u,  1797.  On  May  3,  1753, 
he  married  Sarah  Woods,  born  March  8, 
1730,  in  Chelmsford,  daughter  of  Samuel  and 
Mary  (Parker)  Woods  of  that  town.  She 
survived  her  husband,  and  died  of  spotted 
fever  at  the  age  of  eighty-five  years,  April 
10,  1815.  Their  children  were:  Samuel,  born 
August  22,  1754;  serveil  as  a  private  in  the 
revolutionary  war  during  the  years  1779,  '80 
and  *8i ;  Abijah,  born  June  18,  1756;  Sarah, 
born  October  14,  1758,  died  February  8, 
1774;  Henry,  born  November  3,  1760;  Oliver, 
born  February  6,  1763;  Isaac,  see  next  para- 
graph; Silas,  born  June  11,  1767;  Asa,  born 
April  5,  1769. 

(VI)  Captain  Isaac  Spalding,  fifth  son  and 
sixth  child  of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Woods) 
Spalding,  was  born  in  Merrimack,  August  20, 
1765.  With  a  view  of  providing  him  with 
the  advantage  of  a  liberal  education,  his  father 
placed  him  in  the  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Fiske,  of 
Wilton,  New  Hampshire,  who  was  to  prepare 
him  for  college,  but  owing  to  change  in  the 
elder  Spalding's  circumstances  this  intention 
had  to  be  abandoned,  and  it  was  deemed  ad- 
visable that  Isaac  should  learn  a  trade.  He 
was  accordingly  apprenticed  to  a  Mr,  Farley, 
a  tanner  of  Hollis,  New  Hampshire,  and  after 
serving  his  time  he  engaged  in  business  with 
Jeremiah  Prichard,  in  New  Ipswich,  New 
Hampshire.  About  the  year  1800  he  removed 
to  Wilton,  same  state,  where  he  followed  his 
trade  in  connection  with  farming,  and  he 
resided  there  for  the  rest  of  his  life,  which 
terminated  June  2,  1830.  He  was  conscien- 
tious in  business  affairs,  possessed  sound 
judgment,  was  a  reliable  friend  and  a  highly 
estimable  neighbor.  April  9,  1795,  he  mar- 
ried for  his  first  wife  Mary  Ritter,  who  died 
April  27,  1808,  and  on  November  9,  1809,  he 
married  for  his  second  wife  Mary  Flynn  Col- 
burn,  of  Milford,  New  Hampshire.  Captain 
Isaac  Spalding  was  the  father  of  nine  chil- 


dren, eight  of  whom  were  of  his  first  union: 
I.  Isaac,  born  February  i,  1796.  2.  Moses, 
of  whom  more  later.  3.  Charles,  born  No- 
vember 4,  1798.  4.  Henry,  born  October  8, 
1800.

(VII)  Moses  Spalding,  second  child  of 
Captain  Isaac  and  Mary  (Ritter)  Spalding, 
was  born  in  New  Ipswich,  March  10,  1797. 
He  was  married.  May  29,  1823,  to  Anna  Hunt 
Kimball,  daughter  of  John  Kimball,  of 
Wilton,  and  he  resided  upon  a  farm  in 
that  town.  Moses  Spalding  died  Novem- 
ber, 1879,  and  his  wife  died  in  1864.  They 
reared  four  children :  Edward  Henry,  born 
March  12,  1825;  Isaac  Kimball,  born  July  21, 
1826;  William  Ritter,  a  more  extended 
account  of  whom  follows;  John  Augustine, 
born  May  29,  1837. 

(VIII)  William  Ritter  Spalding,  third  son 
of  Moses  and  Anna  H.  (Kimball)  Spalding, 
was  born  in  Wilton,  April  8,  1828.  His  edu- 
cational opportunities  were  limited  to  the 
primitive  district  school  system  of  that  day, 
but  his  natural  intelligence  enabled  him  to 
acquire  knowledge  through  other  channels, 
and  he  developed  rapidly  into  an  unusually 
able  business  man.  As  a  youth  he  left  home, 
and  going  to  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  enter- 
ed a  clothing  store  as  a  clerk.  In  1846,  when 
but  eighteen  years  old,  he  located  in  Law- 
rence, where  he  shortly  afterward  established 
himself  as  a  clothing  merchant  at  163  Essex 
street,  and  for  many  years  he  carried  on  a 
large  and  profitable  business,  accumulating 
a  substantial  fortune.  He  made  numerous 
advantageous  investments,  was  especially  in- 
terested in  enterprises  of  a  public  or  semi- 
public  character,  and  his  citizenship  was  of  a 
type  eminently  worthy  of  the  highest  com- 
mendation. His  death,  which  occurred  De- 
cember 29,  1891,  was  sincerely  regretted  by 
his  fellow-citizens,  and  he  is  held  in  aflPection- 
ate  remembrance  by  his  family,  his  surviving 
personal  friends  and  business  associates.  In 
politics  he  was  a  Republican.    He  attended  the

.Unitarian  church.  The  following  extract 
from  an  obituary  notice  published  in  a  local 
newspaper,  gives  a  brief  account  of  his  con- 
nection with  the  business,  political,  financial 
and  other  interests  of  the  city. 

"Wilham  R.  Spalding,  one  of  the  leading 
business  men  of  this  city,  joined  the  great 
majority  this  morning  at  his  residence,  36  East 
Haverhill  street.  The  cause  of  his  death  was 
polypus  of  the  ear,  from  which  he  has  been 
a  sufferer  for  the  past  six  years,  and  to  relieve 
which  he  had  been  operated  on  three  times. 
He  was  confined  to  his  home  six  weeks  pre- 
vious to  dissolution.  His  age  was  sixty-three 
years.  Mr.  Spalding  has  been  in  business  in 
Lawrence  for  more  than  forty  years,  and  con- 
sequently was  the  oldest  merchant  in  the  city. 
He  obtained  the  charter  for  the  Merrimack 
Valley  horse  railroad,  and  was  largely  instru- 
mental in  securing  its  completion.  He  was  for 
several  years  one  of  the  directots  of  the  Con- 
cord railroad,  was  at  one  time  director  of  the 
Lowell  and  Lawrence  railroad,  and  was  ap- 
pointed by  Governor  Rice  inspector  of  the 
Tewksbury  almshouse.  He  served  in  the  city 
government  of  1863  as  councilman,  and  in 
1862  as  alderman  from  ward  two.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  first  city  government.  At  his 
death  he  w^as  treasurer  of  the  Lawrence  Sav- 
ings Bank*  and  president  of  the  Pemberton 
National  Bank.  Mr.  Spalding  did  not  belong 
to  any  of  the  secret  orders.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Veteran  Firemen's  Association, 
having  served  as  captain  of  the  old  Niagara 
Engine  Company,  No.  2,  in  1856,  from  which 
he  obtained  his  familiar  title  of  Captain.  His 
death  makes  the  third  among  the  veteran  fire- 
men within  the  last  few  days,  closely  following 
the  demise  of  Carleton  Payson  and  Nathan 
Holt." 

On  August  I,  1850,  Mr.  Spalding  married 
Mary  Abby  Ham,  who  was  born  in  Rochester, 
New  Hampshire,  August  4,  183 1,  daughter  of 
Israel  and  Abigail  E.  (Waldron)  Ham.  Israel 
Ham,  who  was  a  native  of  Rochester,  died 
there  in  1837.  Abigail,  his  wife,  whose  birth 
took  place  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  was  of 
an  old  and  highly  estimable  colonial  family  of 
that  locality,  representatives  of  which  figure 
quite  prominently  in  local  history.  Mrs. 
Spalding  became  the  mother  of  six  children, 
all  of  whom  were  born  in  Lawrence:  i.  Wil- 
liam Walter,  born  December  29,  1853;  was 
cashier  of  the  Lawrence  Savings  Bank;  now 
resides  .in  Boston.  2.  Anna  Elizabeth,  born 
October  8.  1856;  is  wife  of  Eugene  F.  Mc- 
Questen,    M.   D.,  a  prominent    physician    of 


Nashua;  he  died  July  19,  1906.  3.  Abby  Kim- 
ball, born  September  14,  1858:  became  wife  of 
Elmer  W.  Eaton,  June  11,  1885;  died  Decem- 
ber 14,  1888.  4.  Mary  Ritter,  born  May  13, 
1 86 1.  5.  Charles  Edward,  born  March  8, 
1863 ;  was  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Spalding 
&  Elms,  Boston,  dealers  in  tailors'  trimmings. 
6.  Josephine  Mabel,  born  August  31,  1872. 
The  Misses  Josephine  M.  and  Mary  R.  are 
residing  with  their  mother,  in  Lawrence. 


The  Buxtons  are  of  English 
BUXTON      origin    and    the    founders    in 

this  country  of  the  branch 
mentioned  below  were  Quakers.  Two  broth- 
ers of  this  name,  one  of  whom  was  James  (i ), 
came  to  America  about  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century  and  settled  in  Smithfield, 
Rhode  Island. 

(II)  Jonathan  Buxton,  son  of  James,  was 
born  in  Smithfield,  in  1765,  and  was  reared  to 
the  occupation  of  a  farmer.  In  1798  he  went 
to  Londonderry,  Vermont,  as  a  pioneer,  ac- 
companied by  his  family,  and  they  were  seven 
days  in  reaching  their  destination.  Jonathan 
proceeded  to  establish  a  home  in  the  wilder- 
ness. He  acquired  possession  of  two  hundred 
acres  of  land  which  he  cleared  and  improved 
into  a  good  farm,  and  in  due  time  the  primi- 
tive log  cabin  which  sheltered  the  family  dur- 
ing the  earlier  years  of  their  residence  in  Lon- 
donderry gave  place  to  a  frame  dwelling.  Jon- 
athan Buxton  died  in  Slatersville,  Rhode 
Island,  a  centenarian,  in  1866.  He  married 
Salome  Easton,  probably  a  descendant  of 
Thomas  and  Ann  Easton,  who  came  from  the 
county  of  Hertford,  England,  in  1665  or  '68, 
settling  in  Providence.  Thomas  Easton  died 
in  1 691.  In  an  ancient  land  title  his  property 
is  described  as  situated  "by  the  highway  that 
goeth  to  Pawtucket."  Thomas  and  Ann  Eas- 
ton were  the  parents  of  three  children:  I. 
Joanna,  married  Thomas  Martin ;  2.  Thomas, 
married  Priscilla  Harding.  3.  Henry,  mar- 
ried first,  Elizabeth  Martin ;  second,  Sarah 
Harding.  Jonathan  and  Salome  (Easton) 
Buxton's  children  were:  i.  Nathan.  2.  Ben- 
jamin. 3.  Jason.  4.  John.  5.  Daniel.  6. 
Selah.  7.  Cyrus.  8.  Lucy.  9.  Hannah.  10. 
Philena. 

(III)  Berfjamin  Buxton,  second  child  of 
Jonathan,  was  born  in  Smithfield,  Rhode 
Island,  September  28,  1797.  He  was  taken  to 
Londonderry  by  his  parents  during  his  infancy, 
and  when  old  enough  to  assist  his  father  he 
participated  in  the  laborious  toil  which  falls  to 
the  lot  of  a  farmer  in  a  newly  settled  commu- 
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nity.  As  he  grew  older  he  rendered  valuable 
aid  in  clearing  more  land  for  tillage  and  graz- 
ing purposes,  and  the  whole  of  his  active  life 
was  devoted  to  the  improvement  and  cultiva- 
tion of  the  homestead  property.  Their  home- 
stead was  destroyed  by  fire,  which  they  never 
rebuilt,  but  resided  in  another  house  on  the 
property.  Benjamin  Buxtcm  died  January  19, 
1875.  He  married  Mary  Brainard  Temple, 
born  December  30.  1806,  died  February  21, 
1859,  daughter  of  Jabez  (5),  born  March  i, 
1763,  died  September  28,  1850,  and  Hepzibah 
(Emerson)  Temple  of  Londonderry.  Through 
Jonathan  (4),  Richard  (3),  and  Robert  (2), 
she  was  a  descendant  of  Abraham  (i)  Tem- 
ple, an  immigrant  from  England,  who  was  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  as  early  as  1636.  He 
was  first  assessed  in  Salem  on  five  acres  of 
land  in  1638,  and  afterward  received  a  sim- 
ilar amount.  He  probably  followed  some 
mechanical  occupation,  but  records  of  him  are 
meagre.  His  name  appears  in  the  Salem  town 
records  for  the  last  time  in  1639,  and  as  there 
is  no  evidence  that  he  went  elsewhere,  it  is 
thought  that  his  death  occurred  shortly  after 
that  date.  He  was  perhaps  twice  married,  but 
neither  the  Christian  or  the  surname  of  his 
wife  or  wives  can  be  ascertained  with  cer- 
tainty. His  children  were:  Richard,  Tobias 
and  Robert.  Robert  Temple  was  born  about 
1639,  and  bought  and  sold  real  estate  in  Salem 
in  1660,  in  which  year  he  was  fined  for  wear- 
ing silver  lace^  as  he  was  adjudged  not  to 
possess  sufficient  property  to  warrant  such  ex- 
travagance. He  is  supposed  to  have  moved 
shortly  afterward  from  Salem  to  Saco,  Maine, 
where  he  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1675, 
and  his  wife  and  family  returned  to  Massa- 
chusetts. His  children  were:  Richard,  Rob- 
ert, Thomas  and  Phebe.  Thomas  went  to 
England  and  settled  in  London.  Richard 
Temple,  eldest  son  of  Robert,  was  bom  in 
Saco  in  1667-8,  and  going  to  Reading,  Mass- 
achusetts, as  a  youth,  entered  the  service  of 
Deacon  Thomas  Bancroft.  His  death 
occurred  there  November  28,  1737,  and  his 
gravestone  is  still  standing  in  the  ancient  cem- 
tery  at  South  Reading.  He  was  baptized  No- 
vember 8,  1687,  i^i  Reading.  He  married  De- 
borah Parker,  born  in  Reading,  August  15, 
1674,  daughter  of  Thomas  Parker,  and  she 
died  May  8,  1751.  Their  children  were: 
Josiah,  Thomas  (died  young),  Jonathan, 
Phebe,  John,  Elizabeth,  Jabez,  Ruth,  Thomas 
and  Ebenezer.  Jonathan  Temple,  third  child 
of  Richard,  was  born  in  South  Reading  and 
resided  there  his  entire  life.    He  was  admitted 


to  what  is  now  the  First  Church  of  Wakefield 
in  1727,  was  chosen  deacon  in  1746,  and  pre- 
sented the  church  with  a  silver  cup.  He  died 
May  20,  1789.  He  was  married  August  2, 
1734,  to  Sarah  Borden,  of  Wilmington,  and 
she  died  October  26,1801.  His  children  were : 
Sarah,  Mary,  Jonathan.  Jabez  and  Daniel. 
Jabez  Temple,  fourth  child  of  Jonathan,  was 
born  in  South  Reading,  March  i,  1763.  He 
went  to  Francestown,  New  Hampshire,  thence 
to  Londonderry,  Vermont,  where  he  died  Sep- 
tember 28,  1850.  His  wife,  who  was  before 
marriage  Hepzibah  Emerson,  bore  him  eight 
children :  Susanna,  Rebecca,  Hepsibah,  Anna, 
Persis,  Samuel,  Jabez  and  Mary  Brainard. 
Mary  Brainard  Temple  became  the  wife  of 
Benjamin  Buxton  as  previously  stated,  and 
her  death  occurred  February  21,  1859.  She 
was  the  mother  of  eleven  children:  George, 
born  March  17,  1832  (died  April  4,  1857)  ; 
Henry,  born  March  5,  1833;  William  Frank, 
see  next  paragraph;  Mark  R.,  born  August  9, 
1836:  Myron,  born  December  7,  1837;  Har- 
riet, born  September  25,  1839;  Susan,  born 
February  17,  1841 :  Aurilla,  born  August  27, 
1842;  Parker,  born  January  30,  1845;  R^' 
becca,  born  August  2"],  1847,  ^'^^  February 
21,  1853;  ^"^  Mary  E.,  born  July  22,  1849, 
(died  February  9,  1850). 

(IV)  William  Frank  Buxton,  third  child 
of  Benjamin  and  Mary  B.  (Temple)  Buxton, 
was  b^rn  in  Londonderry,  December  ii,  1834. 
From  the  district  school  he  entered  the  West 
River  Academy,  and  after  concluding  his  at- 
tendance there  he  taught  school  for  some 
time  during  the  winter  season,  his  summers 
being  devoted  to  farming.  In  1854  he  went 
to  Nashua,  New  Hampshire,  where  for  three 
years  he  worked  in  the  cloth  room  of  a  cotton 
mill,  and  he  was  for  a  similar  length  of  time 
employed  in  a  flour  and  grain  store.  In  i860 
he  formed  a  connection  with  the  advertising 
department  of  the  Ayer  (medical)  Company 
of  Lowell,  and  for  several  months  was  en- 
gaged in  distributing  calendars,  visiting  Wil- 
mington, Delaware,  Baltimore,  Maryland ; 
Washington  and  Georgetown,  D.  C. :  Alexan- 
dria, Virginia:  Philadelphia;  New  Brunswick 
and  Trenton,  New  Jersey ;  New  London,  Con- 
necticut; and  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  In 
May,  1861,  he  enlisted  at  Lowell  in  the  Sec- 
ond Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteer  In- 
fantry for  service  in  the  civil  war,  and  served 
with  credit  for  more  than  a  year,  participating 
in  several  notable  engagements.  At  the  battle 
of  Cedar  Mountain,  August  9,  1862,  two 
musket  balls  passed  through  his  leg,  shatter- 
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ing  the  bone,  and  after  lying  upon  the  field 
helpless  and  unattended  for  three  nights  and 
two  days  he  was  carried  to  a  tobacco  barn  in 
Culpeper,  whence  he  was  removed  two  days 
later  to  Alexandria,  having  as  yet  received  no 
medical  attendance.  His  comrades  regarded 
his  case  as  hopeless  and  when  the  wounded 
were  being  taken  to  a  point  still  farther  re- 
moved from  the  seat  of  war  he  was  not  in- 
cluded among  those  tD  be  sent,  but  he  pleaded 
so  earnestly  and  effectively  as  to  be  trans- 
ported with  the  rest  to  David's  Island,  where 
on  August  25,  some  two  weeks  after  being 
wounded,  he  received  his  first  surgical  treat- 
ment. \\  hen  partially  recovered  he  asked  for 
a  furlough,  which  was  refused,  but  when  his 
condition  became  more  thoroughly  understood 
by  the  authorities  he  was  honorably  discharged 
December  22,  1862,  having  been  confined  in 
the  hospital  nearly  four  months.  Returning  to 
his  home  in  Londonderry  he  spent  some  fifteen 
months  in  regaining  his  strength,  and  having 
purchased  his  father's  farm  was  able  in  the 
spring  of  1864  to  attend  to  some  of  the  lighter 
duties.  In  1867  he  removed  to  Lawrence, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  on 
a  modest  scale,  but  selling  out  shortly  after- 
ward he  purchased  land  on  Broadway,  upon 
which  he  erected  a  building  suitable  for  his 
needs,  reserving  the  first  floor  for  a  place  of 
business  and  fitting  up  the  upper  portion  as  a 
residence.  Here  he  continued  in  business  for 
eighteen  years.  In  1885  he  applied  for  a  posi- 
tion in  the  Boston  custom  house,  was  accepted, 
and  remained  in  the  government  service  until 
1903^  serving  as  night  inspector  for  thirteen 
years  and  weigher  some  five  years.  His  re- 
tirement was  made  necessary  by  serious  physi- 
cal disability  resulting  from  the  severe  injury 
he  received  in  the  army.  Two  operations,  the 
first  in  1902  and  a  second  in  the  following 
year,  failed  to  produce  the  beneficial  results 
anticipated,  and  in  1904  the  limb  was  ampu- 
tated. Politically  Mr.  Buxton  is  a  Republican. 
In  his  religious  belief  he  is  a  Universalist.  He 
is  a  comrade  of  Post  No.  146,  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic. 

In  March,  1863,  he  married  Irene  F.  Smith 
Carr,  born  in  Ripley,  Maine,  March  22.  1843, 
daughter  of  James  Carr  of  that  town.  She 
died  April  18,  1882,  and  December  16,  1889, 
at  Lawrence,  he  married  for  his  second  wife 
Mrs.  Ann  Maria  Arnold,  a  widow,  born  in 
Chesterfield,  New  Hampshire,  November  12, 
1833.  daughter  of  David  and  Lattie  (Howe) 
Arnold,  a  prosperous  farmer,  and  she  (Mrs. 
Buxton)  married  for  her  first  husband  Frank 


Willson.  Mr.  Buxton's  first  wife  bore  him 
four  children:  i.  Cora  May,  born  May  30, 
1865,  died  July  30,  1866.  2.  Alice  E.,  born 
January  27,  1868,  died  February  10,  1871.  3. 
Martin  W.,  born  September  2,  1870,  died  Feb- 
ruary 13,  187 1.  4.  William  Martin,  born  June 
17,  1872.  The  latter  married  Laura  Franklin 
and  has  two  children :  Irene  V.  and  Alice  E. 
He  is  a  druggist  in  Westboro,  Massachusetts. 


The  Dow  family  of  England  dates 
DOW  back  to  the  very  beginning  of  the 
use  of  surnames.  John  Dow  (i), 
the  English  ancestor  to  whom  the  American 
family  traces  its  ancestry,  died  at  Tylner, 
county  Norfolk,  England,  in  July,  1561,  and 
was  buried  July  7,  1561.  His  will  mentions 
two  brothers,  William  and  Thomas  Dow,  and 
children:  i.

(II)  Thomas  Dow,  son  of  John  Dow 
(i),  was  born  in  Tylner,  England;  was  after- 
ward in  Runham,  also  of  Norfolk  county.

(IV)  Henry  Dow,  immigrant  ancestor  of 
the  Amercian  family,  the  son  of  Henry  Dow 
(3),  was  born  about  1608,  in  county  Norfolk. 
His  brother  Francis  settled  in  Salisbury, 
Massachusetts,  and  was  a  proprietor  there  in 
1640,  but  returned  to  England  and  was  of 
Salisbury,  England,  in  1664;  his  son  Peter 
sold  the  father's  rights  at  Salisbury,  Massa- 
chusetts^ in  1674.  Another  brother,  Thomas, 
settled  in  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  as  early 
as  1642,  when  he  was  admitted  a  freeman; 
bought  land  and  house  there  in  1648  and  re- 
moved later  to  Haverhill;  died  May  31,  1654, 
leaving  a  will  mentioning  wife  and  children. 
Henry  Dow  married  first,  February  11, 
1630-1,  Joan,  widow  of  Francis  Nudd,  of 
Ormsby,  England.  She  had  a  son  by  her  first 
marriage,  Thomas  Nudd,  who  came  with  the 
Dow  family  to  Hampton,  New  Hampshire, 
and  is  the  ancestor  of  the  Nudd  family  of 
Hampton,  the  only  family  of  this  name  in 
New  England.  The  Dows  lived  at  Ormsby 
until  they  decided  to  emigrate.  Henry  Dow 
received  permission  to  leave  the  country  April 
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II,  1637,  giving  his  age  as  twenty-nine,  his 
wife's  as  thirty,  and  having  with  him  also  four 
children  and  one  servant,  Anne  Manning,  aged 
seventeen.  He  settled  later  in  the  year  at 
Watertown,  Massachusetts,  and  was  admitted 
a  freeman  there  May  2,  1638.  He  removed 
to  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  in  1644,  and 
bought  of  John  Sanders  a  house  and  lot  where 
later  John  J.  Leavitt's  store  was  located.  His 
homestead  was  owned  and  occupied  by  de- 
scendants until  1854.  He  was  representative 
to  the  general  court  in  1655  and  1656,  and 
selectman  in  1651 ;  on  an  important  committee 
of  three  to  examine  grants  of  lands  and  high- 
ways appointed  in  1658.  He  died  April  21, 
1659,  at  Hampton.  His  will,  dated  April  16, 
and  proved  October  4,  1659,  bequeathed  to 
wife  Margaret,  sons  Henry,  Joseph,  Daniel, 
Thomas,  Jeremie;  daughters  Mary  and  Han- 
nah. His  first  wife  died  at  Watertown  and 
was  buried  there  June  20,  1640.  He  married 
second,  1641,  Margaret  Cole,  of  Dedham, 
Massachusetts.  She  married  second,  Richard 
Kimball,  of  Ipswich.  (See  Kimball  family). 
Children:  i.  Thomas,  baotized  at  Ormsby, 
England,  December  27,  163 1 ;  buried  at 
Watertown,  July  10,  1641.

(VI)  Ephraim  Dow,  son  of  Thomas  Dow

ticut, and  finally  to  Coventry,  Connecticut.  He 
married,  November  8,  1726,  Elizabeth  Clark,  of 
Rowley,  daughter  of  Humphrey  and  Eliza- 
beth Clark.  She  died  March  26,  1790,  aged 
eighty-six.  His  estate  was  administered 
March  12,  1 750-1.  Children,  baptized  at  Ips- 
wich, Massachusetts:  i.  Lucy,  baptized  No- 
vember 5,  1727;  married,  April  21,  1748, 
Joshua  Coggeshall,  Jr.,  and  resided  at  Coven- 
try, Connecticut.

When  a  young  man  he 
settled  in  Hanover,  New  Hampshire,  and  is 
the  ancestor  of  all  of  the  name  in  that  town. 

He  was 
elected  to  the  unique  office  of  key-keeper  of 
Hanover  in  1776-1777  and  78.  He  married 
first,  April  2T,  1758,  Ann  Millington,  and  sec- 
ond, November  17,  1795,  Rebecca  Everett, 
Children:  i.

(VIII)  Salmon  Dow,  son  of  Lemuel  Dow 
(7),  was  born  in  1762,  and  brought  up  in 
Hanover,  New  Hampshire.  He  was  a  soldier 
in  the  revolution,  enlisting  from  Hanover, 
July  3,  1780,  aged  eighteen,  in  Captain  Sam- 
uel Paine's  company.  Major  Benjamin  Whit- 
comb's    regiment,    and    served    in    the    Coos 
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country  in  1780;  was  in  the  same  company  in 
1781  detailed  for  the  defence  of  the  western 
frontiers.  According  to  the  census  of  1790 
be  was  married  and  living  in  Hanover  and  had 
one  daughter.  He  was  a  farmer  all  his  active 
life.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
diurch.  He  married  Benton.  Chil- 
dren: I.  Salmon,  Jr.;  mentioned  below.  2. 
Agrippa.  married  Polly  Storrs,  of  Hanover, 
XeH'  Hampshire ;  had  nine  children,  and  lived 
to  be  nearly  one  hundred  years  old.

(IX)   Salmon  Dow,  son  of  Salmon  Dow 
(8),  was  born  in  Hanover,  New  Hampshire, 
about  1801.  He  was  brought  up  on  his  father's 
farm  and  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  town.     He  learned  the  trade  of  shoe- 
maker and  followed  it  for  some  years,  finally 
embraking  in  the  business  of  retail  shoe  dealer 
in  Hanover.    He  resided  for  a  time  in  New- 
bury. Vermont,  and  in  1853  was  steward  of 
a  Methodist  Seminary  in  that  tpwn.     He  be- 
came a  well-known  man  of  business  in  Han- 
over  and  was  highly  respected  and  honored 
by   his    townsmen.      He    married    Elizabeth 
Bush,  daughter  of  Fairbanks  Bush.    Mr.  Dow 
and  his  wife  were  both  members  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  church.     Children:     i.  Albert 
H.,  born   1826,  died    1902;    married    Cleora 
Tenney,  of  Hartford,  Vermont;  no  children. 
2.  Eveline    E.,   bom    1828,    married    Charles

(X)  Salmon  Azro  Dow,  son  of  Salmon  Dow 
(9),  was  born  in  Hanover,  New  Hampshire 
October  2,  1838.  He  received  his  early  edu- 
cation in  the  public  schools  of  Hanover  and 
of  Newbury,  Vermont,  and  in  the  seminary 
at  the  latter  town  of  which  his  father  was  an 
officer  at  one  time.  He  came  to  Haverhill, 
Massachusetts,  in  1861,  to  teach  and  to  study 
music,  for  which  he  had  a  special  gift.  For 
several  years  he  was  engaged  in  teaching  the 
piano  to  pupils  in  Haverhill  and  vicinity,  be- 
came a  leader  in  his  profession  and  was  the 
first  teacher  employed  as  vocal  instructor  in 
the  public  schools.  In  1887  he  established  his 
present  business  in  Haverhill,  and  he  has  built 
up  a  flourishing  trade  in  pianos,  musical  mer- 
chandise and  art  goods.  In  his  art  department 
Mr.  Dow  makes  a  specialty  of  fine  picture 
framing.  His  store  is  at  124-126  Merrimack 
street,  Haverhill.  He  is  a  member  of  Merri- 
mack Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  Haverhill;  of 


Grace  Methodist  Episcopal  church  of  which 
he  has  been  organist  for  the  past  thirty-five 
years,  and  of  the  Haverhill  Board  of  Trade. 
In  politics  he  is  a  Republican,  and  has  served 
on  the  school  committee.  He  married,  in  1863, 
Mary  A.  Piper,  who  was  born  in  Quincy, 
Illinois.  Children:  i.  William  C,  born  at 
Haverhill  in  1865,  educated  there  in  the  public 
schools,  and  associated  in  business  with  his 
father ;  was  chosen  captain  of  Company  F, 
Eighth  Regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Militia,  and  served  in  Cuba  during  the  Span- 
ish war,  as  captain  of  Company  K,  Forty- 
third  Regiment,  United  States  Volunteers, 
in  the  Philippines ;  returned  home  and  died  in 
1901 ;  married  Nellie  Glazier;  no  issue.  2. 
Alice  E.,  born  1870,  married  Dr.  I.  E.  Chase, 
of  Haverhill.  3.  Howard  B.,  born  in  1879, 
educated  in  the  Haverhill  schools,  associated 
with  his  father  in  business;  is  unmarried,  4. 
Franklin,  died  in  infancy. 


It  can  hardly  be  said  that  all  of 
CURTIS     the  Curtis  families  now  so  well 

scattered  throughout  the  New 
England  states  are  descendants  of  a  common 
immigrant  ancestor,  or  that  they  all  sprang 
from  the  same  English  family  of  that  name 
on  the  other  side  of  the  Atlantic.  The  immi- 
grant ancestor  of  the  branch  of  the  family 
treated  in  this  place,  was  one  of  four  brothers 
who  came  to  America  sometime  between  1632 
and  1640,  and  its  appears  that  these  brothers 
did  not  settle  themselves  together  in  the  same 
plantation.  One  of  them,  William  Curtis,  is 
mentioned  as  having  come  over  in  the  ship 
"Lion"  in  1632,  and  it  may  be  presumed  that 
his  brothers  came  with  him  or  very  soon  after- 
ward; and  it  is  equally  probable  that  each  of 
them  looked  about  for  a  favorable  location  be- 
fore making  permanent  settlement.  These 
brothers  were  Richard,  Thomas,  John  and 
William  Curtis,  but  it  seems  that  as  John  left 
no  children  his  name  is  not  so  frequently  men- 
tioned by  the  several  chroniclers  of  the  family 
history.  He  had  a  house,  however,  in  that 
part  of  the  town  of  Scituate  which  for  many 
generations  was  known  as  Curtis'  hill,  and  his 
buildings  there  were  burned  by  the  Indians 
during  King  Philip's  war.  In  the  early  gener- 
ations of  the  family  life  in  New  England  the 
name  Curtis,  as  now  universally  known,  was 
variously  spelled  in  town  and  parish  records, 
and  appears  as  Curtis,  Courtis,  Curtes,  Cur- 
ties,  Curtice,  Courtiss,  Curtise  and  Curtize. 
This  awkward  spelling  has  sometimes  led  to 
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confusion  and  occasional  errors,  but  generally 
the  several  families  are  easily  connected. 

( T )  Richard  Curtis,  founder  of  the  Marble- 
head  branch  of  the  family,  appears  to  have 
been  a  man  of  considerable  importance.  He 
did  not  remain  long  in  Marblehead,  although 
some  of  his  descendants  continued  to  live 
there,  and  the  particular  family  here  to  be 
treated  came  of  progenitors  who  dwelt  there 
through  many  generations.  However,  each  of 
the  immigrant  brothers  are  entitled  to  some 
notice  in  these  annals.  Richard  Curtis  had 
lands  in  Marblehead  in  1648,  and  in  the  same 
year  bought  lands  in  Scituate  and  built  his 
house  not  far  from  the  harbor.  He  married 
Anna,  daughter  of  John  Hollet  (the  name 
correctly  written  is  Hallett,  but  appears  fre- 
quently in  the  records  as  Hollet).  Her  father, 
John  Hallett,  planter,  was  one  of  the  Coni- 
hassett  partners  in  1646,  and  his  house  was 
built  near  the  harbor.  He  was  an  extensive 
land  owner,  and  Hallett's  island,  near  **the 
stepping  stones,"  was  named  in  allusion  to 
him.  He  was  in  Scituate,  or  had  lands  assign- 
ed to  his  right  there,  in  1668,  although  he  was 
in  Yarmouth  in  1650  and  had  a  son  born  there 
in  that  year.  The  children  of  Richard  and 
Anna  (Hallett)  Curtis:  Anna,  born  1649; 
Elizabeth,  born  165 1 :  John,  born  December  i, 
1653;  Mary,  born  1655;  Martha,  born  1657; 
Thomas,  born  March  18,  1659 ;  Deborah,  born 
1661 ;  and  Sarah,  born  1663.  Richard  Curtis 
died  in  Scituate  in  1693.  His  will,  dated 
1692,  gives  "to  oldest  son  John  two-thirds  of 
my  real  estate,  he  providing  for  my  wife 
Lydia"  (the  Hallett  family  record  says  that 
Anna  Hallett  married  Richard  Curtis, 
although  the  Curtis  records  mention  her  name 
as  I.ydia)  during  her  life.  The  remaining 
third  share  in  his  lands  was  devised  to  his 
son  Thomas,  and  some  provision  also  was 
made  for  his  daughters,  whom  he  mentions 
as  Hannah  Curtis,  Elizabeth  Brooks,  Mary 
liadcockc  and  Martha  Clarke.  John  Curtis, 
elder  son  of  Richard  and  Lydia  (or  Anna) 
(Hallett)  Curtis,  married,  1678,  Miriam, 
daughter  of  William  Brooks,  and  had  chil- 
dren: Marcy,  born  1678-79;  Hannah,  born 
1681  ;  and  William,  lx)rn  September  15,  1683. 
William  Curtis,  the  only  son  of  John  Curtis  and 
Miriam  Brooks,  married  Rachel  Stodder,  born 
in  1698,  and  was  a  daughter  of  Deacon  Sam- 
uel Stodder,  who  went  from  Hingham  to 
Scituate  in  1690,  and  settled  on  the  west  side 
of  Brushy  hill.  The  children  of  William  Cur- 
tis and  Rachel  Stodder  were  John,  born  1708; 
Samuel,  born  171 1;  Rachel,  born  1712;  \Vil- 


liam,  born  1714;  Rachel  (2d),  bom  1717; 
Samuel  (2d),  born  17 19,  and  Elizabeth,  born 
1722.  The  last  son,  Samuel,  married,  in  1745, 
Rachel  Briggs,  and  had  a  son  Samuel,  married, 
1777,  Ruth  Nash. 

Thomas  Curtis,  one  of  the  four  immigrant 
brothers,   was   in   Scituate   in    1649.      Before 
that  he  lived  in  Georgiana,  and  is  called  of 
York  in   the   Scituate   records.     Two  of  his 
children  were  born  and  baptized  in  the  second 
parish  in  Scituate,  Elizabeth  in  1649  and  Sam — 
uel  in  1659,  and  besides  these  he  also  had  st, 
son  Benjamin.     Samuel,  1659,  married  Eliza. — 

bcth and    had    children :     Elizabetlm  ^ 

born  1694;  Samuel,  born  1695;  Benjamin, 
born  1699;  and  Abigail,  born  1703.  Benja. — 
min  Curtis,  son  of  Samuel  and  Elizabeth,  mar — 
ried,  1723,  Rebecca  House,  and  had  Samuel , 
born  1734;  Job,  1736;  Benjamin,  1737;  Re- 
becca, 1738;  James,  1739;  Elijah,  1740;  Mary", 
1742,  and  Charles,  1744. 

William  Curtis,  brother  of  Richard  and 
Thomas  Curtis,  and  with  them  •  comprising 
three  of  the  four  immigrant  brothers,  bor< 
arms  in  Scituate  in  1643.  He  married  and 
his  farm  was  on  the  North  river,  but  th^ 
name  of  his  wife  does  not  appear.  His  chil  — 
dren  were  Joseph,  born  1664;  Benjamin,  1666  Z 
W'illiam,  1668;  John,  1670;  Miriam,  1673  ^ 
Mehitabel,  1675;  Stephen,  1677;  Sarah,  1679  Z 
and  Samuel.  1681.     Of  these  children  Joseph^ 

married  Rebecca and  had  children,  bu't 

there  was  no  son  Samuel  among  them.  Ben- 
jamin Curtis,  brother  of  the  Joseph  last  men- 
tioned, married  Mary  Sylvester  and  had  at 
large  family  of  eleven  children,  but  there  was 
none  of  the  name  Samuel.  John  Curtis,  broth- 
er of  the  last  Benjamin  and  Joseph,  married 
Experience  Palmer,  settled  in  Hanover,  and 
had  sons  John  and  Bezaleel.  Samuel  Curtis, 
youngest  son  of  William  the  immigrant  and 
brother  of  Joseph,  Benjamin  and  John  just 
mentioned,  lived  on  the  paternal  farm,  and 
in  1707  married  Anna  Barstow.  Their  chil- 
dren were  Samuel,  born  1708:  Anna,  171 1: 
Martha,  1713:  Miriam,  1715;  Deborah,  1717: 
Simeon,  1720;  Amos,  1722;  and  Mehitabel, 
1726.  , 

Samuel  Curtis,  born  in  Marblehead,  March 
16,  1739-40,  married,  January  17,  1760. 
Deborah  Tucker,  and  by  her  had  several  chil- 
dren, among  them  a  son  Samuel,  born  Sep- 
tember 29,  1765,  married  Dorcas  Low,  of 
Cape  Ann  and  Gloucester.  He  was  progenitor 
of  the  Gloucester  Curtises.  His  wife  Dorcas 
was  daughter  of  William  Low  and  Dorcas 
Ellery.     William  Low  was  son  of  John  Low 
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and  Mary  Allen.     They  married,  January  20, 
1786.     Their  son  John,  brother  of  William, 
was  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  his  time  in 
Massachusetts,   an   officer  of   the  revolution, 
with  the  rank  of  colonel,  a  delegate  to  the 
first  state  convention,  held  at  Watertown  in 
1776,  and  also  a  delegate  to  the  convention  for 
ratifying  the  federal  constitution,  and  several 
times  representative  of  Gloucester  to  the  gen- 
eral court.    William  Low,  son  of  William  Low 
and  Dorcas  Ellery,  is  said  to  have  been  an 
officer  on  board  a  letter  of  marque  ship  from 
Newburyport  during  the  war  of  the  revolu- 
tion, and  to  have  been  made  prisoner  by  a 
British  ship  and  carried  to  New  York,  where 
he  was  confined  in  a  prison  ship  for  a  whole 
year.    After  his  escape  or  release  he  walked 
barefoot  and  hatless  to  his  home  on  Cape  Ann. 
John  Low,  who  married  Mary  Allen  was  the 
third    son     of     Thomas     Low     and     Sarah 
,     Symonds,   and   grandson   of  deacon   Thomas 
Low,  of  Chebacco  parish   (Essex).     Deacon 
Low  was  a  son  of  Thomas  Low,  of  Ipswich, 
'     1643, 2ind  the  latter  is  supposed  to  have  been 
a  son  or  near  relative  of  Captain  John  Lowe, 
master  of  the  ship  "Ambrose,"  which  was  one 
of  John  Winthrop's  fleet  "in  the  time  of  the 
great  immigration  of  1630." 

Samuel  Curtis  and  Dorcas  Low  had  nine 
children:  Dorcas,  married  first.  Isaac  Har- 
vey; second,  William  Low,  and  had  by  her 
first  husband.  Dorcas,  John,  Isaac,  Lucy, 
Sarah  and  Edward  Harvey;  Judith,  married 
EHas  Day,  July  14,  1828,  seven  children  (see 
Day  family)  :  Samuel,  who  died  young;  Wil- 
ham,  John,  Fales,  Benjamin,  Samuel  and 
Henry. 

Samuel  Curtis,  eighth  child  of  Samuel  and 
Dorcas  Low  Curtis,  was  born  in  Gloucester, 
181 2,  and  always  lived  on  Cape  Ann.  For 
many  years  during  the  earlier  part  of  his  bus- 
iness life  he  followed  the  sea  and  made  a  num- 
ber of  foreign  voyages.  Later  on  he  became 
owner  and  master  of  a  trading  vessel,  but  after 
a  time  he  gave  up  seafaring  life  and  took  to 
a  farm,  at  Riverdale,  in  Gloucester,  near  where 
the  anchor  works  are  built  up.  There  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  days,  engaged  in 
successful  pursuits,  and  having  taken  some 
active  part  in  town  affairs.  For  several  years 
he  was  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  also  served 
as  superintendent  of  the  almshouse  and  sup- 
erintendent of  streets  in  Gloucester.  He  mar- 
ried twice.  His  first  wife,  Hannah  Allen,  was 
mother  of  all  his  children.  His  second  wife 
was  Mrs.  Hannah  Bray.  Samuel  and  Hannah 
(Allen)  Curtis  had  seven  children:     i.  Han- 


nah, who  married  Alonzo  Harvey;  both  now 
dead.  2.  Samuel,  married  Eliza  Gorham 
Babson;  lives  at  Riverdale  in  Gloucester  (see 
post).  3.  Elizabeth,  married  Alonzo  Harvey, 
his  second  wife.  4.  Henry,  died  in  infancy. 
5.  Henry,  married  Isadore  V.  Sherman;  lives 
in  Gloucester;  five  children.  6.  Howard  A., 
married  first,  Abbie  Pulcifer;  second,  Marilla 
Stone;  three  children  by  first  and  two  by  sec- 
ond wife;  lives  in  Gloucester.

Samuel  Curtis,  second  child  and  eldest  son 
of  Samuel  Curtis  and  his  first  wife,  Hannah 
Allen,  was  born  in  Gloucester,  July  27,  1837, 
and  always  has  lived  in  that  town  and  subse- 
quent city.  When  a  young  man  he  learned  the 
trade  of  mason,  and  after  working  a  short 
time  as  a  journeyman  he  became  a  master 
mason  and  contractor  and  engaged  in  con- 
tract work  for  about  twenty  years.  In  1878 
he  purchased  a  part  of  the  old  Low  farm  at 
Riverdale,  where  hk  has  since  lived,  and  where 
during  the  last  twelve  or  more  years  he  has 
carried  on  market  gardening  and  floriculture. 
His  home  is  in  one  of  the  most  attractive  local- 
ities on  Cape  Ann,  in  the  vicinity  where  his 
ancestors  dwelt  a  century  and  more  ago;  and 
there  in  a  large  and  comfortable  house  he  en- 
joys the  fruits  of  a  life  of  industry  and  hon- 
est eflPort.  In  politics  Mr.  Curtis  is  a  Repub- 
lican, and  was  alderman  in  Ward  6,  Glouces- 
ter, 1887-88.  The  family  attend  the  Congre- 
gational church. 

November  25,  i860,  Samuel  Curtis  married 
Eliza  Gorham  Babson,  born  August  22,  1838, 
daughter  of  John  Low  Babson  and  Mary 
Hodgkins,  granddaughter  of  Nathaniel  Bab- 
son and  Eliza  Gorham  Low,  and  a  descendant 
of  some  of  the  most  prominent  okl  families 
of  Cape  Ann.  (See  Gorham  and  Low  fam- 
ilies). Children:  i.  Walter,  born  January 
15,  1862,  died  aged  five  days.  2.  Lizzie  S., 
born  January  2^,  1863 :  a  school  teacher  for 
the  last  twenty  or  more  years,  in  Gloucester. 
3.  Emma,  born  May  13,  1864;  lives  at  home 
with  her  parents.  4.  Ernest  Samuel,  born  No- 
vember 10,  1867;  market  gardener  and  florist 
in  company  with  his  father ;  married,  Septem- 
ber 2^,  1896,  Alice  Hodgkins;  one  child, 
Ernest  Sumner  Curtis.  5.  Louise,  born  No- 
vember 28,  1873;  rnarried,  June  3,  1903, 
Clarence  K.  Bates  :  children  :  Emma  and  Mil- 
dred Bates.

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Captain  John  Gorham  was  the 

GORHAM     ancestor     of     the     numerous 

families  of  the  surname  Gor- 
ham in  New  England.  His  descent  is  traced 
from  De  Gorram  de  la  Tanniere,  near  Gor- 
ham, in  Maine,  on  the  borders  of  Brittany. 
Several  members  of  the  family  removed  to 
England  in  the  eleventh  century,  and  many  of 
the  name  were  men  of  note,  but  the  immediate 
ancestors  of  Captain  John  Gorham  appear 
not  to  have  enjoyed  the  same  celebrity.  His 
father,  Ralph  Gorham,  and  his  grandfather, 
James  Gorham,  lived  in  Nprthamptonshire  at 
Benefield,  where  John  was  baptized  January 
28,  1620-21.  Ralph,  born  1575,  came  with 
his  family  to  New  England  and  was  in  Ply- 
mouth in  1637. 

Little  is  known  of  Ralph  Gorham  or  his 
family.  The  birth  of  his  son  John  is  recorded, 
and  he  probably  had  other  children,  evidently 
a  son  Ralph,  born  in  England,  for  he  is  called, 
March  4,  1638-39,  **the  elder,*'  showing  that 
then  there  were  two  persons  of  that  name  in 
the  Plymouth  colony.  It  is  probable  that 
Ralph  Gorham  died  about  the  year  1643,  ^ 
widower,  and  having  an  only  son  John,  who 
inherited  his  property.  This  is  inferred  from 
the  fact  that  no  settlement  of  his  estate  ap- 
pears in  the  records — none  was  required  if  he 
had  only  one  heir  and  he  of  legal  age.  During 
the  seventeenth  century,  besides  John  and  his 
descendant,  no  other  person  of  the  name  Gor- 
ham is  mentioned  as  a  resident  of  the  colony. 

Of  the  early  life  of  John  Gorham  little  is 
known,  but  he  had  a  good  common  school  edu- 
cation, was  brought  up  in  the  Puritan  faith, 
and  during  life  was  a  consistent  and  exem- 
plary christian.  He  is  believed  to  have  served 
an  apprenticeship  with  a  tanner  and  currier 
of  leather,  working^ at  that  business  in  the 
v^inter  and  following  some  other  occupation 
in  the  summer.  At  an  early  age  he  was  com- 
pelled to  rely  on  himself,  having  no  family 
associations  to  sustain  him  and  little  means  to 
aid  him  in  business  pursuits ;  but  he  grew  up 
an  honest  man  and  his  descendants  have  in- 
herited not  only  his  good  name  but  generally 
this  trait  of  his  character.  In  1643  he  mar- 
ried Desire  How  land,  daughter  of  John  and 
Elizabeth  I  lowland,  who  came  over  in  the 
''Mayflower,"  in  1620,  one  of  the  first  born  in 
Plymouth,  a  pattern  of  good  works. 

In  1652  Captain  John  Gorham  removed  to 
Yarmouth,.  Maine,  and  bought  a  farm.  He 
served  in  King  Philip's  war  and  took  part  in 
several  battles.  At  Swamp  Fort  in  the  Nar- 
ragansett  country,  December  19,  1675,  where 


the  power  of  the  Narragansetts  was  crushed, 
he  suflPered  seriously  from  cold  and  fatigue 
during  the  expedition,  and  from  the  effects 
he  never  recovered.  He  was  taken  with  fever 
at  Swansea,  died  there  and  was  buried  Febru- 
ary 5,  1675,  age  fifty- four. 

Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Gorham,  born 
August  2,  1652,  was  brought  up  and  worked 
at  the  trade  of  a  tanner.  In  wealth  he  ranked 
next  to  his  brother  James,  who  was  the  richest 
man  in  Barnstable.  He  was  a  man  of  influ- 
ence, and  during  the  latter  part  of  his  life  was 
almost  constantly  engaged  in  the  public  ser- 
vice. He  was  with  his  father  in  King  Philip's 
war.  On  June  5,  1690,  he  was  appointed  cap- 
tain in  the  unfortunate  Canada  expedition, 
and  subsequently  became  lieutenant  colonel  of 
militia. 

Colonel  Shubael  Gorham,  born  1686,  was  a 
man  of  enterprise,  and  perhaps  the  greatest 
act  of  his  life,  that  for  which  his  name  will 
ever  be  remembered,  was  the  active  and  effi- 
cient part  which  he  took  in  obtaining  the 
grants  made  by  the  general  court  of  Massachu- 
setts for  the  benefit  of  the  officers  and  soldiers 
who  took  part  in  King  Philip's  war,  or  for 
their  lawful  representatives.  He  spent  a  large 
sum  of  money  in  promoting  the  settlement  of 
Gorhamtown,  Maine,  but  his  speculations  in 
wild  land  proved  unfortunate.  He  was  colo- 
nel of  the  Seventh  Massachusetts  regiment  in 
the  Louisburg  expedition,  and  also  captain  of 
the  first  company. 

Colonel  John  Gorham,  born  December  12, 
1709,  was  distinguished  as  an  officer  of  the 
colonial  forces  in  the  later  French  and  Eng- 
lish wars.  He  lived  in  Barnstable  until  1742, 
then  removed  to  Falmouth,  now  Portland, 
and  some  time  was  a  resident  at  Gorham.  In 
1749  he  lived  in  Boston.  He  built  the  first 
mills  in  the  town  of  Gorham,  Maine,  and  was 
a  large  land  owner,  but  did  not  become  a  per- 
manent resident  there.  After  the  close  of  the 
French  wars  he  visited  Europe  and  was  pre- 
sented at  the  court  of  St.  James.  He  died  of 
smallpox  in  London  about  the  year  1750, 
while  prosecuting  his  claims  for  expenses  in 
the  Louisburg  expedition.  Colonel  Gorham 
married,  March  9,  1731-32  (?),  Elizabeth 
Allyn,  who  is  said  to  have  been  one  of  the 
most  accomplished  ladies  of  her  time.  Their 
son  Solomon  died  in  Gloucester,  Massachu- 
setts, December  20,  1795,  age  forty-seven; 
their  daughter  Elizabeth  married  Daniel 
Rogers,  of  Gloucester  (see  Rogers  family)  ; 
their  daughter  Mary  married  Eben  Parsons, 
also  of  Gloucester.     After  the  death  of  Col-

The  American  ancestor  of  this 
LOW  branch  of  the  Low  family  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  Captain  John 
Lowe,  master  of  the  ship  "Ambrose,"  in  the 
"great  immigration"  of  1630.  Thomas  Low 
was  of  Ipswich  as  early  as  1643,  and  died  Sep- 
tember 8,  1677,  leaving  a  son  Thomas  and  a 
grandson  Thomas,  the  latter  then  not  twenty- 
one  years  old.  The  son  Thomas  is  believed  to 
have  been  Deacon  Thomas  Low  of  Chebacco 
parish  (Essex),  who  died  April  12,  171 2,  and 
the  grandson  Thomas  is  supposed  to  be  iden- 
tical with  Thomas  Low  who  settled  in 
Gloucester  about  1692  and  married  Sarah 
Symonds.  He  died  February  8,  1698,  leaving 
sons  Symonds,  Thomas  and  John,  and  a 
daughter  Elizabeth.  John  Low,  the  third  son 
of  Thomas  Low  and  Sarah  Svmonds,  married, 
January  20,  1726,  Mary  Allen,  and  their  sec- 
ond child  was  Colonel  John  Low,  born  May 
17,  1728. 

Colonel  John  Low  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  men  of  his  time  in  ]Massachusetts 
historv.  His  home  in  Gloucester  was  on  or 
near  the  ancestral  estate  and  he  owned  there 
a  valuable  farm,  but  the  business  to  which  his 
attention  was  chiefly  given  was  that  of  trade 
and  fishing.  The  latter  he  carried  on  from 
'Squam  river,  which  for  several  years  before 
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the  revolutionary  war  was  the  scene  of  active 
business  in  that  line.  In  these  pursuits  he 
acciuired  property,  and  being  a  man  qualified 
by  education,  character  and  talents  for  public 
service,  the  town  found  in  him  a  ready  and 
efficient  official. 

In  1775  he  had  advanced  to  the  rank  of  lieu- 
tenant colonel  in  the  militia  and  afterward 
became  a  colonel,  a  title  by  which  he  was 
known  to  the  end  of  his  life.  He  was  a  repre- 
sentative to  the  general  court  held  in  Water- 
town,  May  21,  1776,  a  delegate  to  the  conven- 
tion for  forming  the  state  constitution  and  to 
that  for  ratifying  the  federal  constitution.  He 
also  served  several  times  as  representative  to 
the  general  court  of  the  commonwealth;  and 
besides  serving  the  town  in  these  higher  offices 
he  was  fretiuently  chosen  selectman  and  for 
many  years  was  a  deacon  in  the  Fourth 
cluirch.  It  was  while  on  the  road  to  his  home 
from  a  meeting  of  the  selectmen  that  his 
career  was  suddenly  ended  by  death,  Novem- 
ber 3.  I7(/).

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President  John  Quincy  Adams,  son  of  Pres- 
ident John,  dissented  from  the  conclusion  of 
Viis  father  to  the  effect  that  Henry   Adams 
was  of  Devonshire.     Savage  agrees  with  the 
younger  Adams  that  the  immigrant  was  of 
Braintree,  county  Essex,  and    some    of    the 
sons  from  Chelmsford  in  that  county.     The 
pedigree  of  Henry  Adams,  tracing  his  ances- 
try to  Ap  Adam,  the  father  of  John  or  Lord 
Ap  Adam,  who  was  called  to  Parliament  by 
Edward  I  as  baron  of  the  realm  from  1296 
to  1307,  and  stating  that  he  came  out  of  the 
marches  or   borders   of   Wales   into   Devon- 
shire, has   been   discredited   by  genealogists, 
though  proof  of  error  seems  as  much  wanting 
as  proof  of  correctness.     H  correct,  the  line- 
age includes   kings  of  England  and   France, 
and  goes  back  to  Charlemagne. 

The  name  of  Henry  Adams's  wife  is  un- 
known, though  it  is  generally  believed  that  she 
returned  to  England  with  her  daughter  Ursula 
and  died  there.    Henry  Adams  died  at  Brain- 
tree,  October  6,  1646,  and  was  buried  on  the 
eighth.

(V)  President  John  Adams,  son  of  Deacon 
John  Adams  (4),  was  born  in  Braintree,  now 
Quincy,  Massachusetts,  October  19,  1735.  He 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1755,  and 
taught  school  and  studied  law  at  Worcester 
for  two  years.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Suffolk 
bar  in  1758,  and  began  practice  in  Boston, 
residing  at  Braintree  until  1768,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Boston.  He  was  employed  as  coun- 
sel, together  with  Jeremiah  Gridley,  the  head 
of  the  Boston  bar,  and  James  Otis,  the  orator, 
to  present  a  petition  to  the  governor  and 
council  that  the  courts  might  proceed  with 
business,  though  no  stamps  were  to  be  had, 
and  he  was  chosen  one  of  a  committee  to  draft 
instructions  to  the  representatives  of  the  town. 
In  17770  he  was  chosen  a  representative  in  the 
general  court,  a  position  which  he  occupied 
for  a  number  of  years,  though  his  practice  was 
larger  than  that  of  any  other  lawyer  in  the 
province.  He  was  conspicuous  as  an  adviser 
and  leader  of  the  patriot  party.  He  was  one 
of  five  delegates  chosen  by  Massachusetts  to 
the  congress  of  1774  at  Philadelphia;  was  a 
member  of  the  provincial  congress  on  his  re- 
turn, and  in  1775  was  again  chosen  a  delegate 
to  the  second  continental  congress.  The  war 
had  already  begun,  and  Washington  was 
chosen  commander-in-chief.  Adams  was  a 
leading  spirit,  and  upon  him  devolved  the  pres- 
idency and  the  burden  of  the  board  of  war, 
which  won  for  him  the  encomium  of  "the  clear- 
est head  and  firmest  heart  of  any  man  in  Con- 
gress." He  went  abroad  as  commissioner  to 
France  in  February,  1778,  and  for  the  next 
ten  years  much  of  his  time  was  spent  in  the 
service  of  his  country,  as  commissioner  to 
France,  minister  to  England  and  to  Holland. 


Through  his  efforts  a  loan  of  two  million  dol- 
lars was  negotiated  in  Holland,  which  proved 
of  great  value.  He  was  vice-president  with 
Washington  from  1789  to  1797,  and  president 
from  1797  to  1801.  He  then  returned  to  his 
large  farm  and  home  in  Quincy,  where  he 
passed  the  remainder  of  his  life,  devoted  main- 
ly to  writing,  and  died  July  4,  1826,  a  few 
hours  after  the  death  of  his  former  associate 
and  friend,  Thomas  Jefferson.  His  son  wrote 
of  him:  "In  figure,  John  Adams  was  not 
tall,  scarcely  exceeding  middle  height,  but  of 
stout,  well-knit  frame,  denoting  vigor  and  long 
life,  yet  as  he  grew  old,  inclining  more  and 
more  to  corpulence.  His  head  was  large  and 
round,  with  a  wide  forehead  and  expanded 
eyebrows.  His  eye  was  mild  and  benignant, 
but  when  excited,  expressed  the  vehemence  of 
his  spirit."  He  has  been  described  as  a  man 
of  greater  learning  and  force  than  any  of  his 
contemporaries,  but  of  ungovernable  temper 
and  undue  self-esteem.  His  services  to  his 
country  were  of  inestimable  value.  He  mar- 
ried, February  24  (October  25?),  1764,  Abi- 
gail Smith,,  born  November  23,  1744,  died 
October  28,  1818,  daughter  of  Rev.  William 
and  Elizabeth  (Quincy)  Smith,  of  Wey- 
mouth, Massachusetts.  She  is  described  as  a 
woman  of  superior  abilities  and  great  good 
sense.  Her  letters,  written  to  her  husband 
during  the  revolution,  are  interesting  and  val- 
uable for  the  light  they  throw  on  the  life  of 
that  period.

(VI)  Hon.  John  Quincy  Adams,  LL.D., 
son  of  President  John  Adams  (5),  was  born 
in  the  south  house  on  Franklin  street,  Quincy, 
July  II,  1767.  He  began  his  public  career  in 
early  boyhood,  going  abroad  with  his  father 
when  ten  years  old.  He  served  as  private 
secretary  to  the  minister  to  Russia  when  he 
was  only  fi  f teen  years  old.    Much  of  hiseduca-

(VH)  Hon.  Charles  Francis  Adams,  LL. 
D.,  son  of  John  Quincy  Adams  (6),  was  born 
in  Boston,  August  18,  1807,  and  died  there 
November  21,  1886.  He  resided  much  of  his 
earlier  life  with  his  parents  in  Europe,  and 
early  became  master  of  several  of  the  mod- 
ern European  languages.  He  returned  and 
graduated  at  Harvard  College  in  1825,  soon 
after  his  father  was  inaugurated  president. 
He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  Daniel  Web- 
ster in  Boston,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar 
of  Suffolk  county  in  1828.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Whig  party  and  of  the  Massachusetts 
legislature  from  1831  to  1836.  He  was  nom- 
inated for  the  vice-presidency  by  the  Free  Soil 
Republicans  on  the  ticket  with  Martin  Van 
Buren  in  1848;  elected  to  congress  from  the 
third  district  of  Massachusetts  in  1858,  and 
re-elected  in  i860.  President  Lincoln  appoint- 
ed him  minister  to  England  in  1861,  where  he 
continued  till  1868,  a  position  which  his  father 
and  grandfather  had  filled  before  him.  and 
which  now  required  the  highest'order  of  diplo- 
matic ability.  Mr.  Adams  acquitted  himself 
with  great  firmness  and  success  through  the 
most  trying  conditions,  and  proved  himself  an 
American  of  great  patriotism  and  diplomatic 
ability.  He  married,  September  3,  1829,  Abi- 
gail B.  Brooks,  born  in  Med  ford,  April  25, 
1808,  died  June  6,  1889,  youngest  daughter 
of  Peter  C.  Brooks,  of  Boston.

The  Quincy  family  of  Amer- 
QUINCY      ica    and    England    has     had 

many  distinguished  men  in 
both  ancient  and  modern  times.  The  surname 
is  said  to  be  derived  from  the  name  of  a  town 
in  Normandy.  In  the  Roll  of  Battle  Abbey 
the  name  appears  several  times,  spelled  Quan- 
cey,  Quinci  and  Quincy.  It  is  not  found  in 
Domesday  Book,  and  the  earliest  record  of 
land  titles  of  the  family  is  in  the  manor  of 
Buckby,  in  Northamptonshire,  being  given  by 
Henry  II  to  the  famous  Baron  Saher  de 
Quinci,  who  signed  the  Magna  Charta.  His 
son  Roger  became  third  Earl  of  Winchester. 
At  one  time  the  American  family  possessed  a 
parchment  pedigree  of  the  lineage  back  to  the 
time  of  the  Norman  Conquest,  but  unfortun- 
ately it  has  been  lost.  The  arms  used  by  the 
family  after  coming  to  America :  Gules  seven 
mascles  conjoined  or — three,  three  and  one. 
Motto:  Sine  macula  macla.  These  arms 
were  found  on  the  seal  of  an  unexecuted  will 
of  Edmund  Quincy,  son  of  the  American  im- 
migrant, affixed  about  1698,  and  on  the  family 
tombstones. 

(I)  Edmund  Quincy,  father  of  the  Ameri- 
can immigrant,  resided  at  Wigsthorpe,  a  ham- 
let in  the  parish  of  Lilford,  county  of  North- 
ampton. He  was  buried  at  Lilford,  March  9, 
1627-8.  His  will  was  proved  in  the  district 
court  at  Peterborough,  March  14,  1627-8,  by 
his  widow  Anne.  His  widow's  will  is  dated 
January  29,  1630- 1.  She  was  then  living  at 
Wigsthorpe.  The  will  was  proved  at  the  pre- 
rogative court  of  Canterbury,  April  6.  163 1, 
by  John  Quincy.  son  and  executor.  Edmund 
Quincy  was  a  yeoman  of  the  middle  class,  not 
educated,  but  thrifty  and  prosperous  and  of 
good  social  standing.  He  owned  the  lease- 
holds of  several  farms,  and  the  bequests  in 
bis  will  were  on  the  scale  that  only  a  man  of 
iome  wealth  could  afford.    His  will  mentions 


a  habitation  or  dwelling  house  to  be  erected  by 
his  son  Edmund  upon  his  freehold  at  Thorpe 
(Wigsthorpe).  That  he  stood  high  in  the  esti- 
mation of  his  neighbors  is  shown  by  his  two 
elections  to  the  office  of  church-warden  and  by 
the  excellent  marriages  of  his  daughters. 
Edmund  Quincy  was  baptized  December  21, 
1559-  He  may  have  been  the  son  of  John, 
Thomas  or  Richard  Quincy,  all  of  whom  were 
living  in  that  parish  at  the  time  of  his  birth.

(H)  Edmund  Quincy,  son  of  Edmund 
Quincy  (i),  was  the  immigrant.  He  was  bap- 
tized at  Lilford,  May  30,  1602,  and  was  mar- 
ried at  Lilford  to  Judith  Pares  (Paris).  The 
children  they  had  in  England  were  doubtless 
baptized  at  Achurch  (or  Thorpe- Achurch ) , 
county  Northampton,  England.  About  the 
time  of  his  father's  death  in  1628  he  emigrated 
to  New  England,  afterward  returning  to  Eng- 
land to  bring  his  family.  He  came  again  with 
his  family  in  company  with  Rev.  John  Cotton, 
from  Lincolnshire,  England,  landing  in  Bos- 
ton.

But  in 
the  revolution  the  stones  were  robbed  of  the 
lead,  and  all  knowledge  of  their  object  would 
have  been  lost  had  not  President  John  Adams 
remembered  the  engravings  on  the  lead.  The 
same  vandals  broke  the  tablet  on  which  the 
coat  of  arms  was  inscribed  on  the  Quincy 
tomb.

(IV)  Judge  Edmund  Quincy,  son  of  Colo- 
nel Edmund  Quincy  (3),  was  born  in  Brain- 
tree.  October  14,  i6iBi.  He  graduated  at  Har- 
vard College  in  1699.  ^^  ^^as  in  the  public 
service  almost  all  his  life,  as  a  magistrate, 
councillor,  and  justice  of  the  supreme  court. 
He  was  also  colonel  of  the  SuflFolk  regiment, 
a  very  important  military  body.  In  1737  the 
general  court  appointed  him  its  agent  to  rep- 
resent it  in  the  adjudication  of  the  disputed 
boundary  between  Massachusetts  Bay  and 
New  Hampshire.  He  died,  however,  very 
soon  after  his  arrival  in  London,  February  23, 
1737-8,  of  the  small-pox,  which  he  had  taken 
by  inoculation.

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Adams,  by   Captain   Preston,  who  gave  the 
word  of  command  to  the  soldiers  that  fired  on 
the  crowd,  to  conduct  his  defence  and  that  of 
bis  men,  they  having  been  committed  for  trial 
for  murder.     *     *     At  that  moment  of  fierce 
excitement  it  demanded  personal  and  moral 
courage  to  perform  this  duty.     *     *     He  did 
his  duty,   and   his   prophecy    (that   the   time 
would  come  when   the  people  would  rejoice 
that  he  became  an  advocate  for  the  prisoners) 
soon   came    to    pass.     Notwithstanding    his 
youth  (he  was  but  twenty-six  at  the  time  of 
the  trial)  he  was  taken  into  the  counsels  of  the 
elder  patriots  and  his  fervid  eloquence  in  the 
popular    meetings,    and    his    ardent    appeals 
through  the  press,  were  of  potent  effect   in 
rousing  the  general  mind  to  resist  the  arbi- 
trary acts  of  the  British  ministry.    He  .was  one 
of  the  first  that  said,  in  plain  terms,  that  an 
appeal  to  arms  was  inevitable,  and  a  separa- 
tion from  the  mother  country  the  only  security 
for  the  future.     In  1774  he  went  to  England, 
partly  for  his  health,  which  had  suffered  much 
from  his  intense    professional    and    political 
activity,  but  chiefly  as  a  confidential  agent  of 
the  patriotic  party,  to  consult  and  advise  with 
the  friends  of  America  there.    His  presence  in 
London,  coming  as  it  did  at  that  most  critical 
moment,  excited  the  notice  of  the  mini.sterial 
party,  as  well  as  of  the  opposition.    *     *     He 
had  interviews,  by  their  own  invitation,  with 
Lord  North  and  Lord  Dartmouth,  and  was 
received  and  treated  in  the  kindest  and  most 
confidential  manner  by  Doctor  Franklin,  Lord 
Shelburne,  Colonel  Barre,  Governor  Pownall 
and  many  others  of  the  leading  men  in  opposi- 
tion at  that  time.    The  precise  results  of  his 
communications  with  the  English  Whigs  can 
never     be     known.       They    were   important 
enough,  however,  to  make  his  English  friends 
urgent  for  his  immediate  return  to  America, 
because  he  could  give  information  viva  voce 
which  could  not  safely  be  committed  to  writ- 
ing.    *     *     His  health  failed  seriously  during 
the  latter  months  of  his  residence  in  England 
and  his  physician,  Dr.  Fothergill,  strongly  ad- 
vised against  his  undertaking  a  winter  voyage, 
assuring  him  that  the  Bristol  waters  and  the 
summer  season  would  restore  him  to  perfect 
health.     His  sense  of  public  duty,  however, 
overbore   all  personal   considerations   and  he 
set  sail  on  the  sixteenth  of  March,  1775,  and 
died  off  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  April  26. 
In  his  last  hours  he  repeated  again  and  again 
his  heart's  desire  for  one  hour  with  Samuel 
Adams  or  Joseph  Warren.     His  contempora- 
ries always  spoke  of  his  gift  of  eloquence  as 


something  never  to  be  fogotten,  and  as  of  a 
higher  strain  than  that  of  the  other  famous 
orators  those  times  called  forth.  His  voice  is 
described  as  combining  strength,  sweetness 
and  flexibility  in  an  extraordinary  manner,  and 
old  citizens  have  told  me  that  they  could  hear 
him  at  the  head  of  State  Street  when  he  was 
speaking  in  the  Old  South  Church.  Josiah 
Quincy  Jr.  was  barely  thirty-one  years  of  age 
when  he  thus  died,  as  truly  perhaps,  in  the 
cause  of  his  country  as  his  friend  Warren  who 
fell,  less  than  two  months  afterwards,  on 
Bunker  Hill.  Their  names  have  been  com- 
monly and  not  unjustly  associated,  together 
with  that  of  James  Otis,  who  had  been  already 
removed  from  active  life  by  mental  disease,  as 
those  of  men  to  whom  the  Revolution  was 
largely  owing,  though  they  were  not  permitted 
to  assist  in  its  progress,  or  to  witness  its  tri- 
umph." 

He  married,  October  26,  1769,  Abigail, 
daughter  of  Hon.  William  Phillips,  of  Bos- 
ton. 

(Vn)  President  Josiah  Quincy,  only  child 
of  Josiah  Quincy  Esq.  (6),  was  born  February 
4,  1772.  At  the  age  of  six  years  he  was  sent 
by  his  mother  to  begin  his  education  in  Phil- 
lips Academy,  Andover,  Massachusetts.  After 
eight  years  there,  he  entered  Harvard  College, 
graduating  in  1790  with  the  highest  honors  of 
his  class.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1793. 
It  soon  appeared,  however,  that  he  was  des- 
tined to  a  more  conspicuous  career  than  that 
which  is  opened  by  practice  in  courts  of  law. 
He  was  elected  to  congress  in  1805  as  the 
candidate  of  the  Federalist  party,  and  stood 
from  that  time  until  181 3  a  leading  champion 
of  the  foundation-principles  of  the  Federal 
constitution,  eloquently  expounding  and  en- 
forcing them  on  all  questions  of  the  day. 
These  included  the  disposal  to  be  made  of 
slaves  surreptitiously  imported -into  the  United 
States  after  the  year  1808,  the  Embargo,  the 
purchase  of  Louisiana  and  the  war  of  1812. 
His  party  was  all  this  time  in  a  minority,  call- 
ing the  more  for  mingled  discretion  and  cour- 
age on  his  part:  and  he  proved  himself  fully 
equal  to  the  call.  Mr.  Quincy  retired  from 
congress  of  his  own  accord,  and  for  ten  years 
devoted  his  energies  to  scientific  farming  on 
the  ancestral  estate  at  Quincy  (formerly 
Braintree),  and  to  the  exercise  of  a  large  hos- 
pitality there,  partly  toward  strangers  drawn 
to  him  by  the  attractions  of  his  home  and  per- 
sonal character:  and  to  various  personal  ob- 
jects in  which  he  became  interested  in  his 
native  town,  serving  for  seven  or  eight  years 
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out  of  ten  as  state  senator  and  representative 
in  the  general  court.  For  about  a  year  he  was 
judge  of  the  municipal  court  of  Boston,  and  in 
that  office  had  occasion  to  lay  down  for  the 
first  time  a  definition  of  libel  which  has  since 
been  universally  adopted  in  this  country  and 
in  England,  namely,  "that  the  publication  of 
the  truth  from  good  motives  and  for  a  justi- 
fiable end  is  not  libelous."  From  1823  to 
1828  he  was  mayor  of  Boston,  an  eminent  ex- 
ample of  official  devotedness,  integrity,  wisdom 
and  taste.  The  next  year  after  his  retirement 
from  the  mayoralty  he  was  chosen  and  inaug- 
urated president  of  Harvard  College. 

"Under  his  administration,"  it  has  been 
truly  said,  "the  finances  of  the  college  were 
reduced  to  order,  its  instruction  enlarged  and 
extended  in  every  direction,  the  library  multi- 
plied and  the  new  building  for  its  reception 
erected,  the  observatory  was  established,  and 
in  every  particular  he  left  the  institution  in  the 
most  flourishing  condition,  both  as  to  prosper- 
ity and  usefulness  that  it  had  ever  been  from 
its  foundation."  He  established  new  relations 
with  the  students  of  social  intercourse  and 
administered  the  discipline  of  the  college  with 
a  firmness,  mingled  with  kindness,  which  se- 
cured him  respect  and  aflPection.  After  the 
commencement  of  1845,  when  he  was  in  his 
seventy-fourth  year,  he  took  leave  of  Cam- 
bridge and  removed  to  Boston,  between  which 
city  and  his  estate  at  Quincy  he  divided  his 
year  about  equally.  He  took  his  farm  again 
into  his  own  hands  and  amused  himself  with 
conducting  its  economy  for  more  than  ten 
years,  when  he  resigned  it  into  the  hands  of  his 
eldest  son  and  gave  the  leisure  which  the  man- 
agement of  his  own  private  affairs  and  of  ex- 
tensive trusts  permitted  him  to  reading  and 
his  pen  and  constant  intercourse  with  society 
and  his  many  friends.  His  life  thus  declined 
with  gradual  and  almost  unperceived  decay 
in  the  society  of  his  children,  grandchildren 
and  friends,  the  most  revered  and  honored 
man  of  the  city  where  he  lived,  rounding  out 
a  life  of  singular  freedom  from  misfortunes  by 
an  old  age  of  extraordinary  vigor  and  enjoy- 
ment. His  interest  in  public  affairs  remained 
to  the  last  and  he  was  one  of  the  few  examples 
of  a  man  keeping  at  least  abreast  with  his 
time  to  extreme  old  age." 

He  was  never  accused  even  by  his  worst 
enemies  of  any  self-seeking.  His  public  spirit 
was  real  and  his  disinterestedness  perfect.  He 
died  July  2,  1864,  over  ninety-two  years  of 
age.  Born  before  the  revolution,  dying  at  the 
close  of  the  civil  war,  he  saw  the  growth  and 


took  part  in  the  making  of  the  American  na- 
tion. There  are  two  portraits  of  President 
Quincy  by  Gilbert  Stuart,  one  of  the  year 
1806,  owned  by  the  heirs  of  Edmund  Quincy, 
of  Dedham,  (the  other  of  1826  is  in  the  Bos- 
ton Art  Museum).  A  statue  by  Story  stands 
in  Memorial  Hall,  Sanders  Theatre,  at  Har- 
vard College;  and  another  by  Ball  provided 
for  in  the  will  of  the  late  Hon.  Jonathan  Phil- 
lips, of  Boston,  is  on  Court  Square,  Boston. 

President  Quincy,  June  6,  1797,  married 
Eliza  Susan,  daughter  of  Colonel  John  Mor- 
ton, a  native  of  the  north  of  Ireland,  one  of 
the  most  prominent  and  wealthy  merchants  of 
New  York  city  before  the  revolution,  an 
earnest  and  self-sacrificing  patriot  during  the 
struggle  for  independence.  Her  mother  was  a 
daughter  of  Jacob  Kemper,  an  immigrant  from 
Germany  to  America  in  1741,  born  at  Bacha- 
rach,  a  fortified  town  on  the  Rhine,  of  which 
his  father.  Colonel  Kemper,  was  military  gov- 
ernor, the  office  being  hereditary  in  the  male 
line  of  the  family.  Of  his  mother  her  son 
writes  that  she  "was  characterized  by  great 
sensibility  of  temperament,  qualified  by  sound 
judgment  and  infallible  good  sense,  by  a  re- 
fined taste  and  love  of  literature,  and  manners 
at  once  dignified  and  engaging."  Children: 
I.  Eliza  Susan,  born  in  Boston,  March  15. 
1798,  whose  contributions  to  the  history  of  this 
family  have  been  drawn  upon  freely  in  this 
sketch ;  she  added  not  a  little  to  our  knowledge 
of  both  private  life  and  public  affairs  in  New 
England  colonial  and  provincial  life;  she  died 
at  the  family  mansion  at  Quincy,  January  17, 
1884,  aged  nearly  eighty-six.  2.  Josiah,  bom 
January  26.  1802,  graduate  of  Harvard,  1821 : 
married  Mary  Jane  Miller;  was  president  of 
state  senate  1842  to  1844;  mayor  of  Boston

(VTH)  Edmund  Quincy,  son  of  President 
Quincy  (7),  was  born  February  i,  1808.  He 
graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1827; 
married  October  14,  1833,  Lucilla  P.,  daughter 
of  Daniel  P.  Parker.  He  died  April  17,  1877. 
He  lived  in  Boston  and  Dedham,  devoting  his 
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time  to  the  care  of  his  property  and  letters. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  His- 
torical Society.     We  quote  from  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society, 
June.  1877;  "In  him  we  saw  the  scholar  who 
was  not  a  recluse ;  the  man  of  refinement  and 
gentleness  who  could  buffet    the    storms    of 
prejudice  and  passion  in  defence  of  a  high 
principle  and  retain  a  serene,  cheerful  spirit, 
unmarred  by  any  taint  of  bitterness  or  cyni- 
cism ;  a  man  who,  ever  youthful  in  spirit,  dwelt 
with    fondness   upon   the   days  gone  by   and 
upon   an  ancestral  line   so    linked    with    the 
glories  of  the  past.     *     *     While  he  grew  in 
intellectual  force,  and  in  the  knowledge  of  all 
that  was  richest  and  best  in  classic  literature, 
and     fostered   such    growth    with    persistent 
study,  the  shadow  of  seventy  .summers  never 
crept  over  the  youth  fulness  of  his  spirits ;  and 
however  young  the  company  he  might  be  with, 
his  laugh  was  the  heartiest  and  his  wit  the 
keenest.     His   familiarity    with    the    English 
poets  and  novelists  and  with  the  Greek  and 
Latin  classics  was  most  remarkable,  and  his 
aptness  at  (juotation  gave  the  point  to  many  a 
joke  and  the  pith  to  many  an  argument.    His 
loved  Horace  was  the  constant  companion  of 
his  travels ;  and  he  daily  made  it  his  duty  and 
his  pleasure  to  store  his  memory  with  passages 
of  favorite  authors.    *     *     When  we  see  com- 
bined  with    these    qualities    an    untarnished 
life,  perfect  integrity  of  character,  and  consci- 
entious devotion  to  high  principle,  we  feel  that 
the  vacant  place  would  remain  unfilled  but  for 
the  certainty  that  such  an  influence  leaves  its 
impression   upon   those   who   are  encouraged 
and  inspired  by  his  example.    The  more  active 
duties  of  citizenship  possessed  few  attractions 
for  him;  though  interested  and  always  inform- 
ed upon  the  questions  of  the  day,  whether  of 
local  or  national  importance,  he  chose  to  leave 
to  others  the  more  pubhc  administration  of 
affairs/'    His  activity  in  the  anti-slavery  cause 
made  him  a  prominent  if  not  a  popular  figure 
in  public  life  during  a  memorable  period  in  the 
national  life.     We  quote  from  a  memorial  of 
the  American  Academy  of  Arts  and  Science, 
of  which  he  was  a  member:     "For  a  short 
perio<l  it  looked  as  if  there  might  be  danger 
of  his  subsiding  into  the  respectable  but  som- 
nolent career  of  a  fastidious  critic  about  town. 
*     *     *     In  order  fully  to  draw  out  his  vigor 
there  was  need  of  some  strong  appliance  in  the 
living  and  acting  world  about  him.     Just  the 
thing   happened    in   its  most    striking  aspect, 
when    in     November,    1837,  there    came    the 
ghastly  intelligence,  from  the  town  of  Alton, 


Illinois,  that  a  respectable  clergyman  had 
there  been  deliberately  murdered  by  a  ruthless 
mob  solely  on  account  of  his  persisting  to  sub- 
stitute a  second  printing  press,  with  the  pur- 
pose of  exposing  the  wrongfulness  of  negro 
slavery,  for  an  earlier  one  which  had  been 
ruthlessly  destroyed.  It  roused  Mr.  Quincy 
at  once  and  from  that  date  he  stood  forth  an 
altered  being.  He  had  found  a  work  to  do  and 
he  faithfully  performed  it.  *  *  What  a 
change  came  over  Mr.  Quincy  by  reason  of 
the  bold  step  he  had  taken  can  be  understood 
only  from  an  examination  of  the  papers  he  has 
left  behind  him.  Those  who  sympathized  with 
him  were  a  handful.  *  *  So  long  as  a  slave 
remained  in  chains  the  demagogues  were 
mostly  arrayed  on  the  side  of  the  masters.  It 
was.  this  class  that  it  became  the  business  of 
Mr.  Quincy  to  assault  and  he  did  not  spare 
them.  *  *  Mr.  Quincy  never  sought  an 
office  or  peddled  a  place.  In  a  word  he  was 
^oroughly  independent,  a  quality  more  often 
praised  than  practiced  among  men  of  his  class, 
when  they  undertake  to  meddle  with  politics 
at  all." 

(IX)  Dr.  Henry  Parker  Quincy,  son  of 
Edmund  Quincy  (8).  was  born  in  Boston, 
October  28,  1838.  He  was  prepared  for  col- 
lege at  Dedhara  and  Boston  in  private  schools, 
and  was  graduated  from  Harvard  College  in 
1862.  He  studied  medicine  at  Harvard  Medi- 
cal School,  and  received  his  degree  of  M.  D.  in 
.1867.  He  then  spent  four  years  abroad  in  the 
study  of  medicine,  returning  to  this  country  in 
1873  to  become  instructor  in  histology  in  the 
Harvard  Medical  School.  He  was  an  author- 
ity in  his  specialty,  and  for  a  score  of  years 
continued  in  the  medical  school.  He  had  a 
wide  acquaintance  in  professional  circles,  and 
was  widely  known  in  the  exclusive  social  cir- 
cles of  Boston  and  Dedham,  where  he  had  a 
residence.  His  Boston  residence  was  at  452 
Beacon  street.  He  died  March  11,  1899.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  Natural  History  Society, 
the  Boston  Society  of  ^Icdical  Science,  the 
Dedham  Historical  Society,  the  Colonial  Soci- 
ety of  Massachusetts,  the  Bostonian  Society, 
and  of  numerous  clubs  and  other  social  organ- 
izations. He  was  a  member  of  the  council  of 
the  Colonial  Society  of  Massachusetts,  and  the 
following  tribute  to  his  memory  from  the 
Transactions  of  the  Society  (]).  108.  vol.  vi), 
was  delivered  by  Bishop  Lawrence:  "The  first 
and  the  enduring  impression  of  Dr.  Quincy  is 
that  of  a  simple  and  charming  personality.  He 
was  one  of  those  men  who  throw  a  beam  of 
light  into  the  life  of  every  one  with  whom  they 
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come  in  contact,  cheerful  in  disposition,  genial 
in  temperament,  kindly,  thoughtful,  sympa- 
thetic with  youth  and  tender  in  his  regard  for 
old  age,  he  gained  the  affection  and  confidence 
of  a  large  number  of  people.  He  had  the 
genius  of  friendship.  The  way  in  which  a 
man  is  regarded  by  those  of  his  own  profes- 
sion is  often  a  severer  test  of  character  than 
the  estimate  of  him  in  social  life.  Every  phy- 
sician and  student  who  came  under  Dr.  Quin- 
cy's  instruction  speaks  of  him  with  affection 
and  regard.  Though  not  a  man  of  exceptional 
ability  he  had  the  valuable  trait  of  making  the 
best  of  his  natural  powers.  His  enthusiasm 
for  his  work  as  well  as  his  interest  in  the 
young  men  of  his  classes  enforced  by  his  own 
charming  personality  made  him  an  excellent 
instructor  in  the  Department  of  Histology  at 
the  Harvard  Medical  School.  His  best  work 
was  in  the  use  of  the  microscope  and  as  an 
anatomical  draughtsman.  He  had  that  regard 
for  exactness,  that  sensitiveness  to  form, 
artistic  sensibility  and  appreciation  of  shades 
of  coloring  which  enabled  a  man  to  reveal  to 
others  by  pencil  and  brush  the  wonders  of  the 
human  frame.  His  work  as  a  draughtsman  is 
of  permanent  value  and  specimens  are  pre- 
served to-day  in  the  Medical  School  and  by 
different  professors,  not  only  as  valuable  con- 
tributions to  medical  science,  but  also  as  work 
of  delicate  and  artistic  execution.  Dr.  Quincy 
had  a  simple  and  deep  religious  faith.  His 
studies  of  the  human  body  and  into  material 
things,  so  far  from  drawing  him  into  a  mater- 
ialistic spirit,  led  him  into  a  deeper  reverence 
for  his  Heavenly  Father.  Born  a  Unitarian, 
later  a  member  of  King's  Chapel,  he  was  led 
into  the  Episcopal  Church  and  a  few  years 
ago  was  confirmed  at  Emmanuel  Church,  Bos- 
ton. Dedham  was  his  ancestral  home,  and 
one  found  Dr.  Quincy  at  his  best  in  the  midst 
of  his  family  life  and  domestic  interests  in  the 
beautiful  old  homestead  backing  upon  Charles 
river  and  overlooking  the  meadows.  He  be- 
came an  officer  of  old  St.  Paul's  Church  in 
that  county  town  and  to  the  citizens  there  rep- 
resented everything  that  was  finest  in  the 
courtesy,  chivalry,  public  spirit  and  high  char- 
acter that  his  name  suggests.  The  influence  of 
his  life  will  long  be  felt  in  the  Medical  School 
and  among  the  large  circle  of  physicians  and 
men  of  all  callings  who  are  better  for  having 
had  the  privilege  of  his  friendship." 

He  married,  June  20,  1877,  Mary,  daughter 
of  Charles  Francis  Adams.  She  survives  him, 
residing  at  the  homestead  in  Dedham.

Edmund  Rice,  immigrant  ancestor, 
RICE  was  born  in  Barkhamstead,  Eng- 
land, in  1594.  He  probably  came 
to  America  early  in  1638.  He  settled  in  Sud- 
bury, and  was  a  proprietor  and  selectman  there 
in  1639.  The  village  plot  of  Sudbury,  now 
Wayland,  was  laid  out  in  the  fall,  and  he  was 
one  of  the  first  to  build  his  house  there.  His 
house  lot  was  on  Old  North  street,  near  Mill 
Brook.  He  received  his  share  in  the  river 
meadows  divided  September  4,  1639,  April  20 
and  November  18,  1640,  and  shared  also  in 
all  the  various  divisions  of  uplands  and  com- 
mon lands,  receiving  altogether  two  hundred 
and  forty-seven  acres.  He  built  a  second 
house  in  the  south  part  of  the  town  between 
Timber  Neck  and  the  Glover  farm,  near  the 
spring.  He  sold  some  land  there  to  Thomas 
Axtell  and  Philemon  Whale,  both  of  whom 
built  their  houses  there.  He  sold  his  home 
September  i,  1642,  to  John  Morre,  and  Sep- 
tember 13,  1642,  took  a  six  year  lease  of  the 
Dunster  farm  on  the  east  shore  of  Lake 
Cochituate.  He  bought  land  between  that  of 
Mary  Axtell  and  Philemon  Whale  and  his 
own,  thus  locating  his  homestead  at  Rice's 
spring.  Then  he  bought  Whale's  house  and 
nine  acres,  forming  the  nucleus  of  the  Rice 
homestead,  which  he  sold  finally  to  his  son 
Edmund,  and  which  was  occupied  by  Edmund 
and  his  descendants  down  to  a  recent  date. 
September  26,  1647,  he  leased  for  ten  years  the 
Glover  farm,  which  is  within  the  present  limits 
of  Framingham.  He  bought  April  8,  1657,  the 
Jennison  farm  of  two  hundred  acres,  extend- 
ing from  the  Dunster  farm  to  the  Weston  line 
and  June  24.  1659,  he  and  his  son  bought  the 
Dunster  farm.  Besides  these  grants  and  pur- 
chases the  general  court  gave  him  fifty  acres 
at  Rice's  End,  in  1652,  and  eighty  acres  near 
Beaver  Dam  in  1659.  He  was  a  prominent 
citizen.  September  4.  1639,  he  was  on  the  first 
committee  to  apportion  the  meadows;  select- 
man 1639,  1644,  and  later  at  various  times; 
deacon  after  1648;  deputy  to  the  general  court 
1654-56.  He  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for 
Marlborough,  and  received  a  house  lot  and 
moved  there  in  1660.  He  died  May  3,  1663, 
aged  sixty-nine,  according  to  one  record.  He 
gave  his  age  as  sixty-two  in  1656.  He  mar- 
ried first,  in  England,  Tamazin  ,  died

(H)  Thomas  Rice,  son  of  Edmund  Rice 
(i),  was  probably  born  in  England.  He  mar- 
ried  Mary  ,  and  resided  in  Sudbury, 

Massachusetts,  until  1664,  when  he  moved  to 
the  adjacent  town  of  Marlborough.  Six  of  his 
children  were  born  in  Sudbury,  the  rest  in 
Marlborough.  He  died  November  16,  1681. 
His  family  was  remarkable  for  the  longevity 
of  the  children ;  an  interesting  but  not  entirely 
reliable  article  on  this  family  appeared  in  the 
Boston  Gazette,  December  26,  1768.  His  will, 
dated  November  11,  1681,  proved  April  4, 
1682,  bequeathed  to  Thomas,  Peter,  Nathaniel 
and  Ephraim.

(II)  James  P.  Grimes,  son  of  Mark  and 
Tammy  (Priestly)  Grimes,  was  born  at  Sandy 
Ray,  on  Cape  Ann,  March  6,  1803,  and  died 
in  Rockport,  November  11,  1885.  During  the 
earlier  years  of  his  business  life  he  was  a 
freighter  on  the  sea,  and  at  one  time  was  mas- 
ter and  principal  owner  of  the  schooner  "John 
Brooks,"  sailing  from  Rockport  to  Boston 
and  ports  along  the  Maine  coast,  freighting 
fish,  potatoes  and  other  produce.  After  leav- 
ing the  sea  he  was  proprietor  of  a  fish  market 
in  Rockport,  and  also  carried  on  a  large  busi- 
ness in  furnishing  vessels  with  supplies.  He 
was  a  capable  business  man,  strictly  honest  in 
all  his  dealings,  careful  in  his  habits  and 
methods,  and  a  consistent  member  of  the  Con- 
gregational church.  He  had  a  large  family 
of  children,  and  provided  for  them  according 
to  his  means,  and  it  was  always  his  earnest 
desire  that  each  of  them  should  be  given  a 
good  education,  the  benefits  of  which  he  him- 
self by  reason  of  circumstances  could  not  se- 
cure. He  married,  August  28,  1825,  Clarasy 
(Clarissa)  Hoyt,  born  January  6,  1806,  died 
November  3,  1875.  They  had  children:  i.

(Ill)  Loring  Grimes,  son  of  James  and 
Clarasy  (Hoyt)  Grimes,  was  born  in  Rock- 
port  March  10,  1840,  and  during  the  period 
of  his  business  life  has  been  closely  and  ac- 
tively identified  with  the  best  interests  and  his- 
tory of  that  town.  From  early  boyhood  he 
has  devoted  his  attention  to  work,  and  when 
in  the  employment  of  other  men  it  never  was 
a  hardship  to  him  to  work  before  breakfast 
in  the  morning  or  after  supper  at  night.  As 
a  boy  he  attended  the  town  school,  for  it  was 
his  father's  desire  that  all  of  his  children 
should  have  a  good  common  school  education. 
But  when  not  in  the  school  room  Loring 
Grimes  was  always  at  work,  earning  money 
at  some  useful  employment,  and  whatever  he 
earned  he  saved.  One  of  his  early  employers 
was  the  late  Addison  Gott,  who  afterward 
was  his  partner  in  business. 

Since  1867  Mr.  Grimes  has  been  more  or  less 
actively  engaged  in  the  fisheries  of  Rockport 
and  Gloucester,  although  during  more  recent 
years  his  operations  have  turned  somewhat 
in  various  others  channels,  and  he  has  large 
interests  in  real  estate,  farm  lands  and  village 
residence  property.  For  more  than  thirty 
years  he  has  been  a  director  of  the  Rockport 
National  Bank,  and  its  president  since  Feb- 
ruary, 1892.  He  has  a  large  interest  in  and 
is  director  and  president  of  the  Sandy  Bay 
Pier  Company,  owning  wharves  and  docks  in 
Rockport.  Few  men  on  Cape  Ann  have  more 
extended  business  acquaintance  than  he  and 
few  indeed  are  there  whose  business  careers 
have  been  more  deservedly  rewarded,  and  that 
without  ever  having  profited  by  the  misfor- 
tunes of  his  fellow  men.  He  is  known  as  a 
liberal,  public  spirited  citizen,  having  due  re- 
gard for  the  rights  and  interests  of  other  men, 
and  every  just  measure  which  has  been  pro- 
])osed  for  the  public  welfare  has  found  in  him 
an  earnest  and  effective  supporter;  and  every 
worthy  charity  and  public  institution  in  Rock- 
port has  found  in  him  a  generous  donor.  He 
is  a  Master  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow,  and 


in  politics  is  a  Republican.  January  i,  1867, 
Loring  Grimes  married  Rebecca,  daughter  of 
the  late  Amos  Rowe  and  his  wife,  Rebecca 
Stanley,  and  a  descendant  of  some  of  the  most 
prominent  old  families  of  Cape  Ann.

Wilder      Thompson      Bowers 
BOWERS     was  born  in  Baldwin,  Maine, 

February  22,  1824,  died  at 
Lynn,  May  19,  1904.  He  was  a  son  of  Wilder 
Bowers,  who  was  born  at  Billerica,  Massachu- 
setts, received  his  education  there,  but  soon 
after  went  to  Baldwin,  Maine,  to  help  care 
for  tracts  of  land  owned  by  his  father,  and  re- 
mained there  as  a  farmer  during  his  lifetime. 
He  married  Sarah  Hay  Thompson,  bom  at 
Standish,  Maine. 

Wilder  T.  Bowers  received  his  education  in 
the  comipon  schools  and  Fryeburg  Academy, 
the  latter  institution  receiving  its  name  in 
memory  of  one  Frye  who  was  called  to  Frye- 
burg in  its  early  settlement  to  act  as  a  leader 
in  subduing  disturbances  caused  by  Indians. 
Mr.  Bowers  first  engaged  in  business  with  his 
father  at  Baldwin,  he  conducting  a  saw  and 
grist  mill,  and  remained  with  him  until  he  was 
twenty-one  years  of  age  w^hen  he  went  to 
Bangor,  Maine,  and  remained  about  four  years 
in  the  employ  of  the  Morse  Lumber  Company. 
Early  in  his  business  career  he  was  a  member 
of  the  firm  of  Dakin  &  Bowers,  manufacturers 
of  looking  glass  and  picture  frames  in  Bangor, 
Maine.  He  then  became  interested  in  the  old 
daguerreotypes,  at  that  time  so  popular,  his  first 
experience  dating  in  1848.  In  1852  he  estab- 
lished a  studio  in  Milwaukee,  Wisconsin,  and 
a  few  years  later  removed  to  Keokuk,  Iowa, 
where  he  made  the  first  ambrotypes  and  the 
first  negatives  made  on  the  Mississippi  river. 
In  the  spring  of  1854  he  came  to  Lynn,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  in  June  of  the  same  year  bought 
out  the  picture  business  of  the  firm  of  Whit- 
more  at  Lynn  and  continued  making  pictures 
there  for  forty  years,  taking  photos,  until  ill 
health  compelled  him  to  retire  from  business 
about  1901.  He  took  a  great  interest  in  the 
advancement  of  the  photographic  art,  and 
served  two  years  as  president  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Photographers'  Association.  His  pro- 
fession brought  him  in  touch  with  some  of  the 
higher  arts,  music,  painting  and  sculpture.  He 
reveled  in  nature  and  possessed  the  power  of 
discovering  the  skill  of  the  artist  in  the  master 
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painting.  As  a  critic  he  was  a  man 
ent  judgment.

(II)  Joseph  Swasey,  son  of  Joseph  Swa- 
sey (i),  was  baptized  in  Salem,  September 
19,  1666,  but  was  born  several  years  earlier 
and  died  at  Salem,  in  17 10.  He  owned  land 
and  house  in  Salem  and  left  a  widow,  whose 
name  is  unknown.  The  inventory  of  his 
estate  was  dated  November  6,  17 10,  his  eldest 
son  Samuel  being  appointed  administrator.

Son  John  brought  up  in  the  Swasey  family 
after  the  death  of  his  mother. 

(III)  Joseph  Swasey,  son  of  Joseph 
Swasey  (2),  was  baptized  August  16,  1686,  at 
Salem.  He  bought  land  at  Newbury,  of  John 
Wainwright,  April  8,  1712,  adjoining  land  of 
Abraham  Cole.  He  bought  land  at  Newbury 
also  May  29,  17 17,  of  Pennel  Titcomb.  Joseph 
Swasey  was  a  shipwright  by  trade.  He  re- 
sided on  Plum  Island  on  land  bought  of  Abial 
and  Anthony  Somerby,  of  Newbury,  formerly 
belonging  to  their  grandfather,  Anthony  Som- 
erby, by  deed  dated  June  16,  1714.  Joseph 
deeded  to  his  son,  Joseph  Swasey,  land  at 
Newbury,  December  6,  1745.  He  died  before 
1770  and  his  estate  was  settled  by  deed.  Sam- 
uel Sweasy,  shipwright ;  Edward  Swasey, 
shipwright;  Moses  Todd,  wig-maker,  and 
Elizabeth  Todd,  his  wife,  all  of  Newburyport; 
Joseph  Swasey  (sic)  and  Ebenezcr  and  John 
Sweasy,  all  of  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  "desir- 
ing to  settle  the  estate  of  their  honored  father, 
Joseph  Swasey,  late  of  Newburyport,"  exe- 
cuted a  formal  division  of  his  real  estate.  May 
31,  1770.  The  next  instrument  recorded  at 
Salem  after  this  deed  was  one  of  John  Hazel- 
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tine,  of  Haverhill,  to  Samuel  Swazey,  of  New- 
biiryport,  homestead  and  forty  acres  of  land, 
adjoining  lands  of  Captain  Bradley  and  Jona- 
than Shepard,  and  Captain  Nehemiah  Emer- 
son's, the  deed  being  dated  November  7,  1771 ; 
his  son  Moses  being  a  witness  to  this  deed. 
This  deed  is  the  key  to  the  ancestry  of  this 
line,  as  shown  in  the  public  records.  Children 
born  at  Newbury:  i.

(IV)  Samuel  Swasey,  son  of  Joseph 
Swasey  (3),  was  born  in  Newbury,  now  New- 
buryport, about  1712.  His  brothers,  Joseph 
and  Ebenezer  Swasey,  of  Exeter,  sold  land 
received  in  the  division  of  the  estate  Novem- 
ber 5,  1771,  to  Joseph  Swasey,  barber,  and 
Stephen  Swasey,  carpenter,  both  of  Newbury. 
Samuel  Swasey  remained  a  resident  of  New- 
bury. He  deeded  to  his  son  Moses,  doubtless 
the  eldest,  his  land  in  Haverhill  that  he  bought 
of  John  Haseltine,  mentioned  above,  consist- 
ing of  dwelling  house  and  forty  acres  of  land. 
He  attempted  to  entail  the  land,  bequeathing 
the  homestead  to  Moses  and  his  "eldest  male 
heir  forever."  This  land  adjoined  the  farms 
of  Captain  Daniel  Bradley,  Jonathan  Shepard 
and  Nehemiah  Emerson,  and  the  deed  is  dated 
October  25,  1782.  Appleton  Swasey  bought 
the  farm  of  Jonathan  Shepard  at  auction,  his 
deed  being  dated  December  26,  1793,  and  set- 
tled alongside  his  father.  Moses  is  mention- 
ed below. 

(V)  Moses  Swasey,  son  of  Samuel  Swasey 
(4),  was  born  in  Newburyport,  about  1735. 
He  was  the  first  settler  of  the  name  in  Haver- 
hill, doubtless  coming  in  1771  to  the  farm  his 
father  bought  of  John  Haseltine  and  which 
later  was  deeded  to  him.  He  was  prominent 
during  the  revolution  in  Haverhill,  though  not 
credited  with  service  in  the  field.  He  contrib- 
uted clothing  and  supplies  and  actively  sup- 
ported the  revolution.  Among  his  children 
were  Appleton,  mentioned  below;  Stephen,  a 
mariner,  died  in  Haverhill  in  1804. 

(VI)  Appleton  Swasey,  son  of  Moses 
Swasey  (5),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  about 
1760.  He  was  a  mariner  when  he  bought  his 
farm  in  Haverhill,  December  26,  1793.  He 
sold  this  farm  in  1820.  He  married  Betsey 
(or  Elizabeth)  Plummer.  He  and  his  wife 
Betsey  deeded  to  Hiram  Plummer  land  left 
by  *'their  honored  father''  (her  father)  on 
the  highway  leading  from  the  west  bridge  to 


the  west  parish  and  by  Dale's  land  and  Moody 
Chase's  land,  the  deed  being  dated  June  12, 
1 81 7.  He  was  a  well-to-do  farmer,  and  lived 
in  Haverhill  all  his  life.  He  was  a  Baptist  in 
religion,  and  a  Democrat  in  politics.  Chil- 
dren born  in  Haverhill:  i.

(VII)  William  Swasey,  son  of  Appleton 
Swasey  (6),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  about 
1808.  He  was  also  brought  up  and  educated 
in  the  common  schools  of  his  native  town. 
He  followed  farming  from  an  early  age,  and 
also  engaged  in  the  lumber  business,  cutting 
timber  and  hauling  it  to  his  mill  where  it  was 
converted  into  lumber  ready  for  the  market 
He  was  a  Democrat  in  politics,  and  a  Baptist 
in  religion.  He  married  Louvina  Simpson, 
born  in  New  Hampshire,  died  in  1849.  Chil- 
dren, born  in  Haverhill :  Hiram,  James,  Otis 
West,  born  1837,  mentioned  below;  John  A, 
Hazen  K.,  Elizabeth. 

(VIII)  Otis  West  Swasey,  son  of  William 
Swasey  (7),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  1837. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  of  Haverhill.  He  established  his  bus- 
iness as  manufacturer  of  blackboards  for 
schools,  etc.,  when  a  young  man,  and  built  up 
a  very  extensive  and  profitable  concern.  He 
had  an  office  and  factory  in  Boston,  and  the 
firm  name  was  Swasey  &  Company.  He  re- 
tired from  business  in  1890,  and  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life  attended  to  his  real  estate 
and  other  investments.  He  died  at  his  home 
in  Haverhill,  July  19,  1907.  He  had  many 
sterling  qualities  and  stood  high  in  the  esti- 
mation and  confidence  of  his  townsmen.  In 
business  he  displayed  indefatigable  integrity 
as  well  as  astuteness  in  his  dealings,  and  he 
had  a  perfect  mastery  of  the  details  of  manu- 
facturing and  selling  his  product.  He  was 
a  faithful  attendant  of  the  Baptist  church. 
In  politics  he  was  a  Republican,  but  not  active 
in  political  contests.  He  married,  1877,  S.  Fan- 
nie Pecker,  born  in  1840,  daughter  of  William 
and  Mary  B.  (Smith)  Pecker,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Bartholomew  Pecker,  an  early 
ship-builder  of  Haverhill.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Swasey  had  no  children,  but  adopted  a  niece, 
Lille  Averill,  born  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  Decem- 
ber 31,  1878,  daughter  of  Fred.  W.  and  Inez 
S.  (Pecker)  Averill.  Mrs.  Swasey  was  a 
school  teacher  before  her  marriage,  from  1858 
to  1875,  in  Haverhill.

James  Burdakin,  founder 
BURDAKIN     of  the  family  of  that  name 

in  Massachusetts,  was  born 
in  England.  It  is  said  that  he  was  of  a  wealthy 
family  but  of  an  adventurous  disposition.  He 
located  in  Boston  about  1785.  He  purchased 
of  Thomas  Smith,  by  deed  dated  October  16, 
1793,  a  lot  of  land  fifty  by  eighty  feet  situate 
on  the  westerly  side  of  Pleasant  street,  Bos- 
ton, and  built  his  dwelling  house  thereon.  He 
was  himself  a  houscwright  by  trade.  He  mar- 
ried, June  6,  1791,  Patty  (Martha)  Jackson, 
of  Roxbury.  Massachusetts ;  Rev.  Samuel 
Stillman  performed  the  marriage  ceremony. 
James  Burdakin  died  in  1797,  and  his  widow 
Martha  became  insane,  disappeared,  and  none 
of  her  family  ever  heard  when  or  where  she 
died  or  where  her  body  was  buried.  Children, 
born  in  Boston:  i.

(II)  Joseph  Burdakin,  son  of  James  Bur- 
dakin (i),  born  in  Boston,  1792;  married 
there,  November  8,  1812,  Nancy  Clark,  born 
November  14,  1795,  died  October  30,  1884, 
daughter  of  John  and  Nancy  (Curtin)  Clark. 
He  died  March  23,  1829.  He  had  a  common 
school  education,  and  learned  the  trade  of 
tailor.  Later  he  studied  medicine  and  became 
what  was  called  a  Thomsonian  doctor,  prac- 
ticing in  Boston  in  winter,  and  in  Middlebury, 
\^erniont,  in  summer.  In  Vermont  he  did  a 
thriving  business,  patients  coming  to  him  from 
long  distances.  In  1818  he  resided  in  No.  6 
Middle  (now  Hanover)  street;  at  another 
time  he  kept  a  shoe  store  at  103  Court  street, 
Boston,  and  resided  at  13  Cambridge  street. 
In  Colonel  Clapp's  "History  of  the  Boston 
Light  Infantry,"  published  many  years  ago,  in 
the  Boston  Saturday  E^'cning  Gazette,  it  ap- 
pears that  Joseph  Burdakin  joined  that  organ- 
ization in  July,  1 814,  and  served  about  seven 
years.  In  October,  1814.  during  the  war  of 
18 1 2,  he  served  with  his  country  at  Fort 
Strong,  in  Boston  ?I arbor.  After  his  death 
his  widow  married,  in  1831,  Victor  Eaton,  of 
Reading,  Massachusetts.  He  died  November 
14,  1847,  She  had  no  children  by  her  second 
marriage.

(III)  John  Clark  Burdakin,  son  of  Joseph 
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Bnrdakin  (2),  born  in  Middlebury,  Vermont, 
February  14,  181 5,  died  November  5,  1887. 
He  was  brought  up  by  his  grandfather,  John 
Clark,  in  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  and  by 
his  aunt,  Mary  Kent,  of  West  Newton,  Mass- 
achusetts. At  an  early  age  he  entered  the  em- 
ploy of  Francis  Draper,  in  his  britannia-ware 
factory  at  East  Cambridge.  He  afterward 
embarked  in  business  on  his  own  account, 
opening  a  meat  and  provision  store  in  the  base- 
ment of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church  at 
East  Cambridge.  His  business  prospered,  and 
later  he  established  a  large  market  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Cambridge  and  Fourth  streets,  in  East 
Cambridge,  and  continued  with  much  success 
for  a  number  of  years.  During  the  last  few 
years  of  his  life  he  was  the  custodian  of  the 
Middlesex  county  court-house  at  East  Cam- 
bridge. He  was  a  constable  for  many  years. 
He  was  a  man  of  strong  sympathies  and  firm 
convictions.  In  his  younger  days  he  became 
an  intense  Abolitionist,  and  his  house  was  for 
a  time  a  station  of  the  historic  "Underground 
Railroad,"  on  which  runaway  slaves  made 
their  way  to  Canada  and  freedom.  He  voted 
with  the  Free  Soil  party  during  its  existence, 
and  followed  its  leaders  into  the  Republican 
party  at  its  organization,  remaining  a  loyal 
and  influential  Republican  to  the  day  of  his 
death.  Though  he  never  sought  public  office, 
he  was  selected  several  times  an  overseer  of 
the  poor  of  Cambridge.  ?Ie  was  an  earnest 
supporter  of  the  temperance  movement.  In 
religion  he  was  liberal,  and  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  Universalist  church  in  East 
Cambridge,  one  of  its  deacons,  for  a  time  sup- 
erintendent of  its  Sunday  school.  Few  men  in 
Cambridge  w^ere  better  known  and  none  more 
respected  than  Mr.  Burdakin.  He  married, 
June  20,  1838,  Catherine  Eliza  Nutting,  born 
at  Pepperell,  Massachusetts,  December  20, 
1818,  died  January  18,  1904,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Pamelia  (Williams)  Nutting.

(IV)  John  Howard  Burdakin,  son  of  John 
Clark  Burdakin  (3),  was  born  in  Cambridge, 
November  3,  1840.  He  spent  the  years  of  his 
youth  in  his  native  town  and  attended  the 
public  schools  there.  At  the  age  of  seventeen 
he  entered  the  employ  of  William  V.  Thomp- 
son, a  conveyancer,  whose  office  was  in  Bos- 
ton. He  then  accepted  an  appointment  in  the 
Middlesex  registry  of  deeds  at  Cambridge. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  civil  war,  while  he  was 
visiting  in  New  York  City,  he  enlisted  in  the 
Twenty-second  regiment,  New  York  National 
Guard,  and  served  subsequently  at  Harper's 
Ferry,  Winchester,  and  elsewhere  in  the 
Shenandoah  Valley.  After  he  was  mustered 
out  he  returned  to  Massachusetts,  and  in  1863 
found  employment  as  clerk  in  the  Norfolk 
registry  of  deeds  at  Dedham,  Massachusetts, 
under  James  Ford,  register.  Early  in  1873, 
upon  the  passage  of  an  act  authorizing  the 
register  of  deeds  to  appoint  an  assistant,  Mr. 
Burdakin  received  the  appointment.  Mr. 
Ford  having  declined  a  re-election  in  1873, 
Mr.  Burdakin  received  the  Republican  nomin- 
ation and  was  elected  his  successor.  Since 
that  time  by  successive  re-elections  he  has  held 
the  office  to  the  present  time,  both  parties  unit- 
ing in  nominating  him.  He  has  performed 
his  duties  with  efficiency  and  has  the  utmost 
confidence  and  approval  of  the  members  of  the 
bar  and  of  the  citizens  of  the  county.  Mr. 
Burdakin  is  a  member  of  Dedham  Post,  No. 
144,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic ;  of  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society;  cur- 
ator and  librarian  of  the  Dedham  Historical 
Society;  and  trustee  of  the  Dedham  Public 
Library.  He  married,  November  18,  1874, 
Ella  L.  Smith,  born  in  Dedham,  April  22, 
1850,  daughter  of  Nathaniel  and  Mary  E.

John   Nutting,  immigrant  an- 
NUTTING     cestor  of  this  family,  born  in 

England,  came  to  Massachu- 
setts not  long  before  1650,  probably  from 
county  Kent.  He  was  one  of  the  petitioners 
for  the  township  of  Chelmsford  in  the  spring 
of  1655.  He  joined  the  church  July  13,  1656, 
and  was  one  of  eight  contributors  to  buy  cat- 
echisms  for  the  church,   May  30,   1660,   his 
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share  being  eleven  shillings  three  pence.  His 
three  eldest  children  were  baptized  August  3, 
1656.  He  removed  to  Groton,  Massachusetts, 
and  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  that  town. 
He  owned  one  hundred  acres  of  land  bound- 
ed on  the  north  by  Captain  Josiah  Park's  land, 
on  the  south  by  Bacldicook  Pond,  and  on  the 
east  by  the  town  commons.  He  had  other  land 
on  the  other  side  of  the  river.  He  had  a  sub- 
stantial house  that  was  used  as  one  of  the  gar- 
risons. When  the  Indians  descended  upon 
Groton,  in  King  Philip's  war,  his  garrison  was 
taken,  he  was  slain,  and  two  others  wounded. 
His  widow  w^ent  to  live  in  Woburn,  where  her 
sister  Ruth,  wife  of  Samuel  Blodgett,  was 
living.  His  sons  John  and  James  settled  in 
Grcton  after  the  war;  his  sons  Jonathan  and 
Ebenezer  settled  in  Cambridge  and  Med  ford, 
Massachusetts.

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The  Hart  family  is  well  distributed 
HART  through  England,  Scotland,  Ire- 
land and  America.  In  spelling  the 
usage  varies  widely.  We  find  Hart,  Hartt, 
Harte,  Heart  and  Hearte,  besides  the  ancient 
O'Hart  of  Ireland.  The  O'Hart  family  is 
traced  back  in  O'Hart's  Irish  pedigrees  to 
Milesius  of  Spain,  and,  in  turn,  Milesius  has  a 
pedigree  traced  back  to  the  Biblical  genealo- 
gies of  Adam.  From  1699  B.  C.  the  kings  of 
Ireland  with  the  dates  of  their  reigns  are 
given  in  this  work.  Some  of  the  descendants 
have  used  the  spellings  Hart  and  Harte,  omit- 
ting the  particle  "O."  Another  branch  of  the 
Irish  family  of  Hart  is  of  English  origin, 
descending  from  Stephen  Hart  of  Westmill, 
Hertfordshire,  living  about  1300,  through  Sir 
Percival  Hart,  born  about  1500,  who  is  the 
ancestor  of  families  in  Clare,  Limerick  and 
Kerry,  Ireland. 

Malachi  Hart  was  born  in  county  Cork,  Ire- 
land, and  lived  there  all  his  life.  He  married 
Ellen  Desmond.  Children:  Michael,  Daniel 
D.,  Patrick,  Malachi,  Mary,  Bridget,  Ellen. 
All  these  lived  in  Lawrence,  Massachusetts. 

John  Desmond  Hart,  son  of  Malachi  Hart, 
was  born  July  10,  1819,  in  Roscarberry,  coun- 
ty Cork,  Ireland,  and  received  his  early  educa- 
tion in  his  native  parish.  He  came  to  America 
when  a  young  man,  and  found  employment 
first  on  the  new  railroad  from  Andover  to 
Boston.  He  had  charge  of  the  cement  work 
on  the  large  dam  built  during  the  construc- 
tion of  this  railroad.  Later  he  was  gardener 
for  General  Henry  K.  Oliver,  of  Lawrence. 
He  finally  embarked  in  businvrss  en  his  own 
account,  and  for  twenty-five  years  was  a  retail 
grocer  in  Lawrence.  He  acquired  a  com- 
petence, and  sold  out  his  business  about  1879. 
He  lived  in  retirement  the  rest  of  his  days. 
He  died  at  his  home  in  Lawrence,  January 
18,  1900.  He  was  a  loyal  Roman  Catholic  in 
religion,  and  served  his  parish  on  the  com- 
mittee that  purchased  land  for  the  church.  He 
was  a  generous  contributor  to  the  charities 
and  to  his  church.  He  was  a  Democrat  in 
politics,  and  a  citizen  of  large  influence.  He 
married,  October  13,  1853,  Ann  Lawler,  born 
August  29,  1825,  daughter  of  Philip  Lawler.

The  origin  of  this  surname  is 
TUCKER      somewhat  uncertain,  but  it  is 

supposed  to  be  one  of  those 
derived  from  a  trade  that  of  "fuller"  or  "tuck- 
er.'' The  family  is  ancient  in  England,  and 
has  arms  of  record  for  1079  and  1080:  Barry 
wavy  of  ten,  argent  and  azure  on  a  chevron 
embattled  between  three  sea-horses  naiant  or, 
fi\e  gouttes-de-poix.  Crest:  a  lion's  gamb, 
erased  and  erect  gules,  charged  with  three  bil- 
lets in  pale  or,  holding  in  the  foot  a  battle-ax 
argent,  handle  of  the  second.  Motto:  Nil 
desperandum.  George  Tucker,  of  Milton- 
next-Gravesend,  England,  was  a  man  of  note 
in  that  ancient  place.  Queen  Elizabeth  con- 
veyed the  manor  to  him  in  1572.  Of  the 
twelve  principal  inhabitants  of  Gravesend  and 
Milton,  in  1572,  George  Tucker  is  mentioned 
as  third.  Henry  Tucker  was  mayor  of  Graves- 
end  and  Milton  in  1637.  Soon  after  this  the 
Tucker  family  disappears  and  no  further  trace 
of  it  is  found  in  the  records  of  Gravesend  and 
Milton,  confirming  the  generally  accepted  tra- 
dition that  about  this  time  the  younger  mem- 
bers of  the  family  emigrated  to  America. 

(I)  Robert  Tucker  is  supposed  to  have 
come  to  this  country  with  a  company  from 
Weymouth,  England,  with  Rev.  Dr.  Hull,  to 
Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was  in 
1635.  He  afterwards  removed  to  Gloucester, 
where  he  held  the  office  of  recorder,  and  where 
it  is  probable  that  some  of  his  children  were 
born.  He  went  back  to  Weymouth  and  held 
several  important  offices  there.  About  the 
time  that  the  town  of  Milton  was  incorporated 
in  1662,  he  removed  to  Milton  and  purchased 
several  adjoining  lots  on  Brush  Hill,  of 
Widow  Farnsworth,  Elder  Henry  Withington 
and  Mrs.  Fenno,  containing  in  all  about  one 
hundred  and  seventeen  acres,  and  bordering 
on  lands  that  his  son  James  had  purchased 
sometime  previous.  He  was  town  clerk  for 
several  years  and  deputy  to  the  general  court. 
He  was  active  in  the  church,  being  on  the 
church  committee.  He  died  March  11,  1682, 
at  the  age  of  seventy-eight.  He  married 
Elizabeth  Allen.

Bernard  Capen,  immigrant  an- 
CAPEN  cestor  of  the  old  American  fam- 
ilies of  this  name,  was  born  in 
England,  1552,  and  came  from  Dorchester, 
England,  about  February  26,  1632.  He  mar- 
ried "on  Monday  in  Whitsun,  1596,''  Joan 
Purchase,  daughter  of  Oliver  Purchase.  He 
was  one  of  the  original  grantees  of  Dprches- 
ter,  Massachusetts;  proprietor,  August  5, 
1633;  admitted  freeman.  May  25,  1636.  The 
original  homestead  was  upon  Washington 
street  near  Wheatland  avenue.  The  family 
has  been  prominent  in  Dorchester  from  the 
first  settlement  to  the  present  time.  Among 
the  most  influential  and  useful  citizens  of  the 
town  have  been  the  lineal  male  descendants  of 
Bernard  Capen.  He  lived  but  a  few  years 
after  coming  to  the  new  world.  He  died  No- 
vember 8,  1638,  aged  seventy-six  years.  The 
stone  which  marked  his  grave  was  the  first 
tombstone  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  colony, 
and  is  now  preserved  by  the  New  England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society,  Boston.  His 
will,  dated  October  9,  1638,  proved  Novem- 
ber 19,  1652,  bequeathed  to  wife  and  son  John. 
He  probably  had  a  sister  who  married  George 
Dyer,  whom  he  calls  his  "brother  Dyer,"  and 
makes  him  overseer  of  his  estate  in  will.  The 
widow  Joan  died  March  26,  1653,  aged  sev- 
enty-five years.  The  widow  Dorothy  Upsall, 
widow  of  Nicholas  Upsall,  of  Dorchester, 
names  John  Capen  as  her  brother  and  Eliza- 
beth Swift  and  Honour  Hannam  as  her  sis- 
ters.

eral court  six  years ;  town  clerk  thirteen  years ; 
a  military  officer  fifty  years,  the  last  rank  he 
held  being  that  of  captain  of  the  entire  militia 
of  the  town.  He  married  first,  Redegon, 
daughter  of  Nicholas  Clapp,  of  Venn  Ottery, 
England,  and  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  Oct- 
ober 20,  1637;  married  second,  September  20, 
1647,  Mary,  daughter  of  Samuel  Bass,  of 
Braintree,  Massachusetts.

(VI)  Samuel  Capen,  son  of  Robert  Capen 
(5),  was  born  in  Stoughton,  Massachusetts, 
1745.

This  tavern  was  built  by  Deacon 
Tucker,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  the  town, 
in  1742,  "on  the  common  and  most  general 
road  to  Rhode  Island."  Samuel  was  a  famous 
singer  and  composer,  author  of  a  book  con- 
taing  some  exquisite  tunes  entitled  "Norfolk 
Harmony,"  and  at  his  house  often  held  meet- 
ings of  the  singing  club.  From  the  tavern  at 
South  Canton  he  removed  to  a  house  on  Pleas- 
ant street.  Canton,  (built  by  John  Wentworth 
Jr. )  and  lived  there  until  his  death,  October 
7.  1809.  General  Elijah  Crane  succeeded  him 
as  keeper  of  the  old  tavern.  Samuel  Capen 
(2d  as  the  record  has  it)  was  a  private  from 
Stoughton  in  Captain  Simeon  Leach's  com- 
pany. Colonel  Benjamin  Gill's  regiment,  sent 
to  fortify  Dorchester  Heights,  March  4, 
1776;  sergeant  also  in  Captain  Leach's 
company,  Colonel  Gill's  regiment,  statipned 
at  Braintree,  March  21,  1776,  when  there 
were  British  ships  in  Boston  harbor.  He 
had  perhaps  other  service,  there  being  sev- 
eral of  this  name  in  Stoughton  during  the  rev- 
olution. In  his  will  proved  December,  1809, 
he  bequeaths  to  widow  Elizabeth,  children 
Samuel  and  Olive  Wentworth,  and  grand- 
daughter Eliza,  daughter  of  John  Capen,  de- 
ceased. He  married,  August  6,  1767,  Eliza- 
beth Withington.  Children,  bom  at  Canton:

f  VH)  Samuel  Capen,  son  of  Samuel  Capen 
C6),  was  born  in  the  old  tavern  at  South 
Canton,  May  27,  1777.  He  resided  in  Canton, 
and  held  many  offices  of  trust  and  honor  in 
the  town.  He  died  January  22,  1863,  in  the 
house  he  erected  at  Canton  Corner,  in  1849. 
He  was  a  prominent  manufacturer  of  hats 
(luring  his  active  life.  He  was  for  three  years 
a  representative  to  the  general  court  from 
Canton ;  town  clerk  a  number  of  years,  and 


town  treasurer  for  twenty-one  years.  He  was 
a  director  of  the  Neponset  Bank,  now  the  Ne- 
ponset  National  Bank  of  Canton.  In  politics 
he  was  a  Democrat ;  in  religion  a  Universalist. 
He  married  Lois  Howard.  Children,  born  at 
Canton:  i.  John,  born  April  28,  1808.  2.

(Vni)  George  Capen,  son  of  Samuel 
Capen  (7),  born  at  Canton,  September  3, 
1817,  died  there  February  23,  1863.  He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  and  learned  the 
trade  of  machinist.  He  was  endowed  with 
unusual  skill  and  made  good  use  of  his  abil- 
ities as  a  manufacturer  of  machinery  in  Can- 
ton. He  had  unusual  force  of  character  and 
intelligence,  was  eminently  trustworthy  in  bus- 
iness, and  was  a  faithful  adviser  to  many 
friends  in  various  circumstances.  He  was 
a  most  useful  citizen  in  public  as  well  as  pri- 
vate life.  He  took  an  active  part  in  town 
affairs,  serving  many  years  as  a  member  of  the 
school  committee  and  as  town  treasurer.  In 
1855  he  was  representative  to  the  general 
court  from  his  district  and  succeeded  his 
father  as  treasurer  of  Canton  in  1856-57.  Be- 
fore the  civil  war  he  was  a  Democrat,  but  in 
his  last  few  years  he  gave  his  support  to  the 
Lincoln  administration.  He  married  Clara  B. 
Boyden,  (laughter  of  Daniel  and (Cleve- 
land) Boyden.

(IX)  Samuel  H.  Capen,  son  of  George 
Capen  (8),  was  born  in  Canton,  March  12, 
1848.  He  received  his  early  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town  and  in  var- 
ious private  schools,  supplemented  with  a 
course  in  the  Stoughton  Institute  at  Sharon, 
Massachusetts.  At  the  age  of  eighteen  he  be- 
gan to  work  in  the  general  store  in  Canton  as 
clerk.  After  three  vcars  he  took  a  similar 
position  in  the  clothing  house  of  George  A. 
Fcnno  &  Company,  of  Boston,  remaining  as 
salesman   for  that  firm  for  four  years.     Mr. 
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Capen  then  embarked  in  business  for  himself, 
purchasing  the  general  store  of  A.  E.  Tucker 
of  Canton.  He  carried  on  a  large  and  flour- 
ishing business  in  Canton  for  a  period  of  fif- 
teen years.  In  1877  he  was  appointed  deputy 
sheriff  by  Sheriff  Rufus  C.  Wood.  In  1886 
he  added  to  his  business  as  deputy  sheriff  that 
of  fire  and  life  insurance,  succeeding  to  the 
agencies  of  William  Mansfield,  of  Canton. 
Mr.  Capen  has  always  taken  an  active  part  in 
public  affairs,  and  is  one  of  the  prominent  Re- 
publicans of  his  county.  He  was  elected 
twice  to  the  board  of  selectmen  of  Canton, 
and  served  with  credit.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  first  board  of  engineers  of  the  Canton 
fire  department,  and  maintains  his  interest  in 
that  branch  of  the  public  service.  He  was  for 
many  years  elected  a  constable  at  the  annual 
town  meetings.  In  1899  he  was  elected  sheriff 
of  the  county  of  Norfolk,  succeeding  Augus- 
tus B.  Endicott,  and  by  re-election  has  held 
this  office  to  the  present  time,  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  all  citizens  of  the  county.  Mr.  Capen 
was  for  many  years  a  trustee  of  the  Canton 
Institution  for  Savings.  He  is  prominent  in 
the  Masonic  order,  a  member  of  Blue  Hill 
Lodge,  of  which  he  is  past  master ;  Mount 
Zion  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  com- 
mander of  Cypress  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar.  He  belongs  to  Blue  Hill  Lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows.  In  religion  he  is  a  Unitarian. 
His  home  is  at  Village  avenue,  Dedham.  He 
married,  October  24,  1871,  Adelaide  A.  Tuck- 
er, daughter  of  Aaron  E.  and  Elizabeth  Ann 
(Taber)  Tucker.  Children  born  at  Canton:

The  Webber  family  originated 
WEBBER  in  Saxony,  and  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  fifteenth  century 
(1450)  migrated  into  England  and  purchased 
lands  in  Somersetshire.  The  race  has  been 
prolific,  and  in  the  course  of  time  became 
divided  into  several  branches  and  located  in 
different  parts  of  England :  Surrey,  Devon- 
shire, Kent  and  Cornwall.  One  branch  set- 
tled in  Holland  and  another  in  Leith  in  the 
county  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  and  of  this 
branch  Michael  Webber  who  died  in  Glouces- 
ter, Massachusetts,  in  the  year  1729  was  a 
descendant.  The  surname  Webber  now  in 
America,    although    more    or     less     remotely 


affiliated,  has  many  different  sub-origins  from 
various  migratory  members  of  the  several 
branches  of  the  old  Saxon  stock.  Of  the  coats- 
of-arms  of  the  English  Webber  families  en- 
titled to  coat  armour,  there  is  found  the  spec- 
ification of  six  belonging  to  the  families  that 
settled  in  the  several  counties  of  England,  and 
also  the  branch  which  settled  in  Scotland.  By 
a  certain  similarity  in  the  blazonry  it  is  evident 
that  these  families  were  all  connected  and 
sprang  from  one  parent  stock,  although  each 
had  different  crests  showing  their  definite  sep- 
aration. That  of  Webber  of  Cornwall  is 
described  as  follows:  "Between  three  hursts 
a  chevron  engrailed,  azure,  bearing  three  amul- 
ets argent;  crest:  a  wolf's  head."  The  arms 
of  the  Scotland  Webbers  were  nearly  the 
same,  having,  however,  a  falcon  for  the  crest 
in  place  of  a  wolf's  head,  and  having  the  chev- 
ron plain  instead  of  engrailed. 

(I)  Michael  Webber  was  born  in  Leith, 
county  of  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  in  1639,  and 
by  trade  was  a  caulker,  which  occupation  un- 
doubtedly had  something  to  do  in  connection 
with  his  immigration  to  New  England,  for 
there  was  great  need  of  men  of  his  vocation 
in  the  colonies  at  that  time.  The  year  of  his 
emigration  from  Scotland  cannot  be  accurately 
given,  but  it  must  have  been  soon  after,  or 
possibly  before,  his  apprenticeship  was  com- 
pleted. He  was  an  early  settler  of  Falmouth, 
Maine,  and  in  1690,  when  the  settlement  at 
that  place  was  destroyed  by  the  Indians,  his 
buildings  were  burned  and  he  and  his  family 
were  driven  away.  He  next  appears  at  Glou- 
cester, on  Cape  Ann,  in  Massachusetts,  where 
his  daughter  Mary  was  born  May  16,  1701,  . 
and  from  this  it  is  evident  that  he  came  to 
Gloucester  as  early  as  1700.  Other  of  his 
children  may  have  been  born  there,  of  whose 
birth  there  is  no  record.  In  1702  Michael 
Webber  returned  with  his  family  to  Falmouth, 
where  he  built  a  house  on  the  Perpooduck  side 
of  the  river.  Here  he  enjoyed  the  comforts  of 
home  for  only  the  brief  period  of  one  year; 
for  on  August  10,  1703,  during  the  second 
year  of  Queen  Anne's  war,  almost  the  entire 
settlement  of  nine  families  at  that  place  was 
inhumanely  slaughtered  by  the  Indians,  and 
among  those  killed  was  Deborah  Webber,  wife 
of  Michael  Webber,  who  was  knocked  in  the 
head,  dying  instantly.  Mr.  Webber  himself 
escaped  and  soon  afterward  returned  to  Glou- 
cester, where  he  received  a  grant  of  land  from 
the  town.  On  this  land  he  built  a  house  and 
lived  there  until  his  death,  January  12,  1729, 
aged  almost  ninety  years.    There  is  a  tradition 
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that  Michael  Webber  was  married  twice,  but 
the  name  of  his  first  wife  is  not  known;  it  is 
believed  that  by  this  marriage  there  was  a  son 
James,  and  perhaps  other  children.  His  second 
wife  was  Deborah,  daughter  of  Nathan  and 
Ann  Bedford,  her  father  having  been  one  of 
the  prominent  men  of  Scarborough,  Maine, 
and  constable  of  that  town  in  1665.  In  1675 
he  was  licensed  by  the  selectmen  to  keep  a 
house  of  entertainment  for  strangers,  and  his 
ordinary  appears  to  have  been  in  the  locality 
of  Blue  Point  Ferry.  In  1679  he  removed  to 
the  mouth  of  the  Spurwick,  and  died  there  in 
1 68 1.  Children  of  Michael  and  Deborah

(II)  Michael  Webber,  second  son  of  Mi- 
chael and  Deborah  (Bedford)  Webber,  born 
at  Falmouth,  Maine,  1689,  died  about  1760. 
February  11,  1760,  his  widow  Sarah  was  ap- 
pointed to  administer  his  estate.  He  first  ap- 
pears in  Gloucester  as  the  head  of  a  family 
March  11,  1714,  when  he  received  a  grant  of 
land  at  Fresh  Water  cove  and  became  a  per- 
manent settler.  He  bought  lands  of  Nathaniel 
Ellery  in  1725,  and  of  John  Mariner  in  1730, 
and  by  further  grants  from  the  town  became 
quite  an  extensive  land  owner.  He  also  was 
one  of  the  original  proprietors  of  New  Glou- 
cester, Maine,  1736,  and  many  of  his  descend- 
ants were  among  the  early  settlers  of  that 
town.

He  was  a  promi- 
nent member  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  it  is 
said  of  him  that  he  was  an  exemplary  Chris- 
tian, esteemed  for  his  many  excellent  traits  of 
character.

(\')  General  John  Webber,  third  chikl  and 


second  son  of  Michael  and  Sarah  (Campbell) 
Webber,  was  born  in  Gloucester,  Massachu- 
setts, October  29,  1786;  died  December  16, 
1858.  During  the  war  of  1812-15  he  served  as 
first  lieutenant  of  Captain  Woodman's  com- 
pany. Colonel  Foxcroft's  regiment,  stationed 
at  Portland  harbor.  In  181 5  he  was  commis- 
sioned captain,  and  by  subsequent  promotions 
he  attained  the  rank  of  major-general.  After 
having  represented  his  native  town  in  the 
Maine  legislature  in  1825,  he  removed  to 
Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  and  became  a  per- 
manent resident  there.  He  was  chosen  to  fill 
many  positions  of  trust  and  responsibility,  and 
died  at  the  age  of  seventy-two  years,  and  was 
buried  with  masonic  honors  by  Tyrian  Lodge 
of  Gloucester,  of  which  he  was  a  member. 
General  W'ebber  married,  November  10,  1823, 
Harriet  Sawyer,  born  at  Gloucester,  January 
17,  1793,  died  there  November  3,  1872,  daugh- 
ter of  Abraham  Sawyer  and  Rachel  Dolliver 
his  wife,  and  by  whom  he  had  two  children :  i.

(VI)  John  Somes  Webber,  second  child 
and  only  son  of  General  John  and  Harriet 
(Sawyer)  Webber,  was  born  in  Gloucester, 
Januar}'  19,  1827,  died  March  16,  1890.  For 
many  years  he  was  prominently  identified  with 
the  business  life  of  that  town  and  subsequent 
city.  He  attended  public  schools  and  received 
parental  training  from  his  father,  that  of  sur- 
veyor and  civil  engineer.  I  lis  early  days  were 
passed  in  the  then  unsettled  portions  of  the 
state  of  Maine,  where  with  his  father  he  was 
employed  in  surveying  boundary  and  township 
lines,  which  pursuit  he  followed  most  of  the 
time  from  about  1840  to  1852,  gaining  a  large 
experience  in  his  profession  and  a  general 
knowledge  of  the  history  and  topography  of 
Maine,  and  also  gaining  the  acquaintance  of 
several  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  New  Eng- 
land political  history.

By  principal  occupation  he  was  a 
sail  maker,  and  while  his  life  was  protracted 
and  drawn  through  varying  scenes  it  was  re- 
markably uniform  and  quiet.  On  Front 
street  in  Gloucester  he  was  born  and  always 
lived ;  the  house  in  which  he  was  born  and  died 
was  built  the  year  before  his  birth ;  and  it  was 
his  home,  either  as  a  member  of  his  father's 
family  or  as  the  head  of  a  household.  His 
habits  and  disposition  were  uniformly  tem- 
perate and  even,  and  it  is  a  somewhat  remark- 
able fact  that  during  his  long  life  he  never 
had  occasion  to  call  a  physician  to  attend 
him  professionally.

among  whom  may  be  men- 
tioned ^William  H.  Dolliver  and  the  late  John 
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Somes  Webber,  have  made  no  attempt  to 
trace  the  connection  of  Paul  Dolliver,  the  pro- 
genitor of  the  branch  of  the  family  of  that 
surname  under  consideration  here,  with  the 
other  English  Dollivers,  and  notably  with  the 
family  of  Robert  Dalyber,  whose  son  Samuel 
appears  to  have  been  the  immigrant  ancestor 
of  an  important  branch  of  the  family  at  Mar- 
blehead  and  Gloucester.  That  these  branches 
were  of  the  same  original  stock  there  is  little 
doubt ;  their  respective  descendants  in  the 
earlier  generations  in  New  England  so  regard- 
ed it,  but  their  exact  relationship  seems  never 
to  have  been  determined.  In  writing  of  the 
Dollivers  of  Gloucester,  Mr.  Babson  says  that 
Paul  appears  in  the  town  at  a  date  somewhat 
later  than  Peter.  William  II.  Dolliver,  the 
genealogist  of  the  Dollivers  who  are  the 
descendants  of  Peter,  and  incidentally  of 
some  of  the  others,  speaks  of  having  found 
Paul  in  1707  on  the  boundary  line  of  Richard 
Dolliver,  in  the  commoners  account  of  land 
of  that  date,  and  that  naturally  he  might  be 
associated  with  Peter  as  a  near  relative ;  but 
that  he  was  informed  by  Mr.  Webber,  one  of 
the  descendants  of  Paul,  that  the  latter  came 
to  this  country  from  Cornwall,  England,  about 
1710. 

(I)  The  statement  of  Mr.  Webber  being 
accepted  as  accurate,  it  may  be  said  that  Paul 
Dolliver  was  the  ancestor  of  the  branch  of  the 
family  here  treated;  that  he  first  appears  in 
Gloucester  history  in  17 10,  and  by  occupation 
was  a  cooper.

The  Ward  family  has  an  ancient 
WARD  and  distinguished  English  his- 
tory. The  records  extend  back 
to  the  days  of  Ward,  a  captain  who  came  from 
Normandy  with  William  the  Conqueror.  The 
first  of  the  family  to  assume  an  additional 
name,  so  far  as  we  know,  was  William  de  la 
Ward,  who  resided  in  Chester,  England,  in 
II 75.  The  Wards  of  Yorkshire  spread  grad- 
ually over  the  adjoining  counties,  and  the  sim- 
ilarity of  their  arms  indicate  a  common  origin, 
probably  in  Yorkshire.  The  arms  are :  Azure, 
a  cross  baton,  or.  Crest,  a  wolf's  head, 
erased. 

(I)  William  Ward,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  born  in  England  in  1603,  probably  in 
Yorkshire.  He  came  to  New  England  before 
1639,  when  he  was  living  in  Sudbury,  Massa- 
chusetts; was  admitted  a  freeman  May  10, 
1643;  was  deputy  to  the  general  court  1644; 
was  for  a  number  of  vears  chairman  of  the 
board  of  selectmen  in  Sudbury,  and  commis- 
sioner to  end  small  causes,  appointed  by  the 
general  court.  He  and  eight  others  were  the 
original  petitioners  for  the  grant  of  land  of 
which  Marlborough  was  founded.  As  origin- 
ally laid  out  the  town  included  not  only  the 
present  city  of  Marlborough,  but  Westbor- 
ough,  Southborough,  and  Northborough. 
Ward  moved  thither  in  1660,  the  year  the 
town  was  incorporated.  He  deposed  October 
4,  1664,  ^^^^t  he  was  sixty-one  years  old.  He 
had  a  fifty  acre  house  lot  on  the  south  side 
of  the  road,  nearly  opposite  the  meeting  house. 
He  was  elected  deacon  of  the  church.  His 
lands  finally  extended  westward  to  what  is 
called  Belcher's  Pond,  near  which  was  built 
the  tavern  of  his  son-in-law,  Abraham  Wil- 
liams, who  married  the  eldest  daughter.  He 
suffered,  with  the  other  settlers,  great  priva- 
tion and  loss  during  King  Philip's  war.  One 
son  was  slain  and  his  buildings  burned  and  his 
cattle  killed.  He  died  August  10,  1687.  His 
will,  dated  April  6,  1686,  bequeathed  to  wife

The  surname  Dolliver,  in 
A^ER     some  of  its  several  ways  of 

spelling,  has  been  known  in 
land  history  since  the  earliest  times 
Dny,  and  in  Europe  the  name  is  one 
mtiquity.  Savage  gives  an  account 
eph  DoUiber  at  Salem  in  1633,  but  it 
I  that  the  name  was  known  among 
tions  at  least  several  years  previous 
le.  The  earliest  seat  of  the  family 
igland  appears  to  have  been  at  Mar- 
id  in  the  vicinity  of  Salem,  and  one 
has   it  that  the  first   Doliber  there 


came  from  Cape  Ann,  which  for  more  than 
two  centuries  has  been  one  of  the  principal 
places  of  abode  of  the  family. 

According  to  reliable  authority  the  name 
seems  to  have  originated  in  Wales,  and  is  de- 
rived from  Bvr  and  Dal,  which  names  de- 
scribe  a  short  valley,  in  which  the  family  under 
the  name  of  Dalyber  is  said  to  have  lived  in 
early  times.  The  name  appears  frequently 
in  various  records  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Gourly 
is  authority  for  the  statement  that  William 
Dalyber  was  baptized  in  the  church  at  St. 
Mary's  at  Stoke  Abbot  in  the  year  1558. 

There  is  a  record  of  the  will  of  Robert 
Dalyber  of  Sellettes,  in  the  parish  of  Stoke 
Abbot,  Dorsetshire,  yeoman,  dated  March  20, 
1632,  and  admitted  to  probate  May  27,  1633, 
in  which  the  testator  mentions  a  wife,  not 
named,  and  also  an  eldest  son  Robert,  sec- 
ond son  Tristram,  son  Samuel,  son  Joseph, 
daughters  Sara  and  Rebecca,  two  sons  in  law 
and  their  children.  This  Robert  Dalyber  was 
the  father  of  Samuel  Doliber  of  Marblehead. 
He  was  baptized  at  Stoke  Abbot,  according  to 
ilie  parish  records  of  the  church  at  St.  Mary's, 
in  the  year  1608.  He  is  known  to  have  been 
at  Marblehead  as  early  as  1649,  when  he  was 
one  of  the  selectmen  of  that  town.  He  un- 
doubtedly married  in  England  and  brought  his 
wiff  with  him  to  America.  The  records  at 
Salem  show  the  names  of  his  son  Joseph  and 
his  daughters  Dorothy  and  Rebecca.  The 
name  of  his  wife  and  the  date  of  her  death 
is  not  known. 

(I)  Samuel  Doliber  (or  Dolliver)  left 
Marblehead  and  took  up  his  abode  at  Glouces- 
ter, on  Cape  Ann,  about  1652,  for  June  29, 
that  year,  he  bought  of  Thomas  Mailward,  of 
Newbury,  formerly  of  Gloucester,  his  farm 
of  forty  acres  of  upland  and  ten  acres  of 
marsh  at  the  place  called  Freshwater  cove. 
August  I,  1654,  he  married  second,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Robert  Elwell,  whose  name  ap- 
pears in  the  records  in  1635  as  one  of  the  wit- 
nesses in  connection  with  the  conduct  of 
Thomas  Warrenton.  Robert  Elwell  was  ad- 
mitted freeman  in  1640,  and  joined  the  church 
at  Salem  in  1643.  In  1642  he  bought  lands  in 
Gloucester,  and  lived  first  at  the  harbor  and 
afterward  on  the  eastern  point,  where  most  of 
his  land  was  situated.  He  was  selectman  in 
1649  '^"^1  several  times  afterward,  a  commis- 
sioner "for  ending  small  causes"  in  1651,  and 
sometimes  was  addressed  as  "goodman."  He 
died  May  18,  1683.  By  his  wife  Mary  Elwell, 
Samuel  Dolliver  (his  name  was  also  given  as 
Dolever,  Doliber,  Dalyber  and  Dalliber)  had

fll)  William  Dolliver,  eldest  child  and  son 
of  Samuel  and  his  wife  Mary  (Elwell)  Dolli- 
ver,  was  born  in  Gloucester,  August  17,  1656. 
He  was  known  as  Captain  Dollivcr,  a  title 
probably  derived  from  his  maritime  employ- 
ment. His  excellent  parentage  and  marriage 
connection  w^ould  denote  that  he  was  a  man  of 
character,  but  he  appears  to  have  fallen  into 
unfortunate  ways,  and  after  some  domestic 
trouble  left  the  town,  and  all  trace  of  him 
appears  to  have  been  lost.  His  wife  Ann 
seems  also  to  have  had  her  full  share  of  mis- 
fortune, and  was  under  suspicion  of  witch- 
craft in  1692,  and  although  perfectly  innocent 
in  that  respect,  her  mind  evidently  became  un- 
balanced because  of  domestic  afflictions. 
From  that  time  her  care  and  that  of  her  chil- 
dren devolved  on  her  father.  Rev,  John  Hig- 
ginson,  who  is  said  to  have  been  at  heavy  ex- 
pense on  that  account.  The  records  do  not 
give  the  number  or  names  of  these  children, 
but  Mr.  Higginson's  will,  made  in  1705,  and 
proved  in  1708,  mentions  "daughter  Dolliver's 
children,  Sarah,  Peter  and  Paul."  From  this 
it  is  clear  that  William  and  Ann  had  at  least 
three  children  living  at  the  time  Rev.  John 
lligginson's  will  was  made,  and  thus  it  is  be- 
yond question  that  the  branch  of  the  Glou- 
cester   family   of   Dollivers   here   treated   are

Elwell  through  their  son  William,  who  mar- 
ried Ann  Higginson  and  had  the  three  chil- 
dren above  mentioned.  They  married  Octo- 
ber 4,  1682.  Her  father.  Rev.  John  Higgin- 
son, was  of  Saybrook  and  Guilford,  Connec- 
ticut, and  Salem.  Massachusetts.  His  wife 
w-as  Sarah  Whitfield,  daughter  of  Rev.  Henry 
Whitfield  of  Guilford.  Rev.  John  Higginson 
was  a  son  of  Rev.  Francis  Higginson,  who 
died  in  Salem,  August  6,  1630,  leaving  a 
widow  Ann  and  nine  children. 

(HI)  Peter  Dolliver,  son  of  Captain  Wil- 
liam and  Ann  (Higginson)  Dolliver,  is  said 
by  Rabson,  in  his  "History  of  Gloucester,"  to 
have  come  to  the  town  about  1707,  and  in  the 
next  year  bought  land  on  what  afterward  be- 
came Spring  street.  His  name  does  not  after- 
ward appear  in  town  records  until  his  mar- 
riage with  Abigail  Sanders,  January  25,  1722. 
He  afterward  lived  in  Gloucester,  and  died 
there  of  small  pox,  February,  1764.    His  wife 


x\bigail,  born  in  Gloucester,  June  29,  1705, 
was  daughter  of  Thomas  Sanders,  third  son  of 
widow  ^lary  Sanders,  who  came  to  Glouces- 
ter in  1702  with  her  seven  children.  Her  sons 
were  shipwrights,  and  were  attracted  to  the 
town  on  account  of  the  activity  in  shipbuilding 
which  began  about  that  time.

(VI)  Edward  Symes  Lang  Dolliver,  young- 
est child  of  Captain  William  and  Elizabeth 
(Foster)  Dolliver,  born  in  Gloucester,  Sep- 
tember 30,  1809,  died  there  August  4,  1890. 
When  quite  young  he  went  to  New  York 
City,  and  for  some  time  previous  to  1837  was 
engaged  in  the  French  importing  trade.  Dur- 
ing the  period  of  financial  depression  which 
was  most  severely  felt  in  all  business  circles 
about  the  year  1837,  the  firm  of  which  he  was 
a  member  was  compelled  to  suspend.  Soon 
afterward  he  came  with  his  wife  to  Glouces- 
ter, and  in  1838  started  a  dry  goods  store  at 
the  corner  of  Front  (Main)  and  Short  streets. 
From  about  1840  to  1842  his  partner  was  T. 
Sewell  Lancaster,  but  in  the  year  last  men- 
tioned Mr.  Dolliver  left  the  dry  goods  trade 
and  became  sole  proprietor  of  a  furniture  bus- 
iness, which  was  afterward  his  chief  occupa- 
tion so  long  as  he  engaged  in  active  pursuits. 
He  soon  purchased  and  moved  his  stock  to  a 
building  which  stood  where  his  ancestor,  Peter 
Dolliver,  located  in  1707,  and  there  in  1861 
he  erected  a  substantial  building.  For  many 
years  Mr.  Dolliver  was  a  prominent  figure  in 
Gloucester  business  circles,  and  is  remembered 
as  a  thoroughly  honest  man,  somewhat  reserv- 
ed in  manner  but  always  courteous  and  gentle- 
manly. He  retired  from  business  because  of 
his  advanced  years,  failing  sight  and  partial 
deafness.     He  died  in  Gloucester  at  the  age 


of  nearly  eighty-one  years.  While  living  in 
New  York  he  married  Helen  Amelia  Carroll 
of  that  city. 

Of  the  family  life  and  antecedents  of  Helen 
Amelia  Carroll  little  is  known,  but  from  in- 
formation gathered  from  various  sources  it  is 
understood  that  the  family  descended  from 
Irish  ancestors.  Her  father,  George  Carroll, 
born  about  1796,  was  a  son  of  George  and 
Bridget  Carroll,  who  are  said  to  have  had  a 
large  family  of  thirteen  children,  George  being 
the  only  one  of  them  who  grew  to  maturity. 
The  elder  George  died  in  Albany,  New  York, 
May  9,  1800;  his  wife  Bridget  died  June  13, 
1837,  at  the  age  of  ninety  years.  George 
Carroll,  son  of  the  parents  just  mentioned, 
was  made  a  Master  Mason  in  St.  John's 
Lodge,  No.  I,  of  New  York,  January  24, 
t8ii;  was  elected  junior  warden,  December, 
1813;  senior  warden,  December,  1814;  master, 
December,  181 5.  October  14,  1824,  "the 
lodge  was  draped  in  mourning  as  a  token  of 
respect  to  the  memory  of  its  late  master, 
George  Carroll."  Mr.  Carroll's  wife  was  Ann 
D.  Hutchinson,  and  by  her  he  had  three  chil- 
dren :  Helen  Bush  Carroll,  born  May  28, 
181 5,  died  June  21,  1816;  Depeyster  Seymour 
Carroll,  born  November  13,  1816,  died  Febru- 
ary 24,  1 81 8;  and  Helen  Amelia  Carroll,  born 
November  5,  1818,  and  who  became  the  wife 
of  Edward  Symes  Lang  Dolliver.  Their  chil- 
dren: I.  George  Carroll,  born  in  New  York, 
March  9,  1837;  became  acting  master's  mate 
in  United  States  navy,  and  was  killed  in 
action  March  28,  1863,  on  bpard  steamer 
"Diana,"  in  Atchafalaya  river,  near  Brazier 
City.  Louisiana,  at  the  time  of  the  capture  of 
that  vessel  by  the  Confederates.  2.  Helen 
Justine,  born  in  Gloucester,  January  21,  1840.

(VH)  Edward  Dolliver,  only  surviving  son 
of  Edward  Symes  Lang  and  Helen  Amelia 
(Carroll)  Dolliver,  was  born  in  Gloucester, 
September  29,  1843.     After  receiving  an  edu- 
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cation  in  the  public  schools  he  worked  in  his 
father's  store  until  the  second  year  of  the  late 
civil  war.  In  August,  1862,  he  enlisted  as  a 
private  in  Company  G,  Eighth  Massachusetts 
Volunteer  Infantry,  served  one  year,  and  was 
mustered  out  in  August,  1863.  In  July,  1864, 
he  re-enlisted  in  the  same  company  and  regi- 
ment, and  served  one  hundred  days.  Since 
1879  he  has  held  the  office  of  city  treasurer  of 
Gloucester,  and  since  1869  has  been  a  director 
of  the  Sawyer  Free  Library  of  Gloucester, 
being  also  at  the  present  time  one  of  the 
library  trustees  and  clerk  of  the  board.  Sep- 
tember 10,  1868,  Mr.  Dolliver  married  Har- 
riet P.  Rust,  of  Gloucester,  born  December  14, 
1847,  <^i^d  May  11,  1902.  Children  were  born 
of  this  marriage:  i.  George  Carroll  Dolli- 
ver, born  in  Gloucester,  September  26,  1869; 
graduated  from  Tufts  College,  1891 ;  and  from 
Harvard  Medical  School,  1895;  practiced  in 
Boston  about  two  years;  died  December  30, 
1897;  married,  September  10,  1895,  Helen 
Gage  Hopkins,  of  Arlington,  Massachusetts. 
No  children.  2.  Robert  Bruce  Dolliver,  born

Joseph  Foster  (Jeremiah  4,  John 
FOSTER  3,  Reginald  2,  Reginald  i), 
was  born  in  1730,  in  Che- 
bacco  parish,  Ipswich,  now  the  town  of  Essex, 
Essex  county,  Massachusetts.  His  father 
was  Jeremiah  Foster  (4),  also  of  Ipswich, 
born  1691,  died  March  25,  1769,  and  was  a 
mariner;  and  his  mother  was  Dorothy,  daugh- 
ter of  Nathaniel  and  Joanna  Rust;  she  died 
May  14,  1745. 

Joseph  Foster  was  the  sixth  of  a  family  of 
thirteen  children,  and  a  great-great-grandson 
of  Reginald  Foster,  who  is  believed  to  have 
come  to  this  country  from  Exeter,  Devon- 
shire, England,  and  who  settled  in  Ipswich  in 
1638.  as  is  stated  in  "The  Descendants  of  Reg- 
inald Foster,*'  Boston,  1876.  He  also  was  a 
great-great-grandson  of  John  Dane,  of  Ips- 
wich, author  of  "A  Declaration  of  Remark- 
able Providence  in  the  Course  of  My  Life." 
Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Dane  and  wife 
of  Reginald  Foster  (2)  was  Colonel  Foster's 
great-grandmother.  Elizabeth  Dane  was  a 
niece  of  Rev.  Francis  Dane,  forty-eight  years 
minister  at  Andover,  Massachusetts,  who 
boldly  denouncing  the  witchcraft  delusion  of 
1692,  was  prominently  connected  with  the 
trials  at  Salem  when  almost  every  member  of 
his  family  was  under  arrest  or  suspicion,  and 


a  daughter  and  granddaughter  were  tried  and 
condemned  to  death.  About  1756  Joseph  Fos- 
ter married  Lydia,  daughter  of  Daniel  Gid- 
dings,  of  Chebacco,  born  1732,  died  July  27, 
1784,  and  was  the  mother  of  all  of  Joseph 
Foster's  children.  He  married,  second,  Han- 
nah, widow  of  Isaac  Somes,  by  whom  she  had 
six  children,  but  none  by  her  marriage  with 
Joseph  Foster. 

In  early  life  Colonel  Foster  made  many 
voyages  at  sea,  being  in  1760  master  of  the 
schooner  "Wolfe,"  at  Gibraltar,  and  in  1761 
of  the  schooner  "Joseph,"  in  the  West  Indies. 
In  1762  he  returned  and  settled  permanently 
in  Gloucester,  where  he  engaged  in  commerce, 
and  from  1766  to  1771  and  probably  before 
and  afterwards,  he  had  trading  vessels  to 
Cadiz,  Malaga,  Gibraltar,  St.  Kitts,  Monte 
Christo,  St.  John's,  Guadaloupe,  the  West  In- 
dies, also  coasting  and  fishing.  He  was  promi- 
nent in  Gloucester  during  the  revolution,  and 
was  colonel  of  the  forces  there.  In  1782  he 
was  captured  in  command  of  the  rebel  letter- 
of-marque  "Polly,"  and  was  a  prisoner  of 
war  on  parole  at  Windsor,  Nova  Scotia,  in 
July  of  that  year.  This  parole  paper  is  still 
preserved.  He  is  said  to  have  been  drummed 
through  Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  in  retaliation 
for  similar  treatment  inflicted  by  him  on  Brit- 
ish prisoners  at  Gloucester. 

At  a  town  meeting  held  in  Gloucester,  De- 
cember 28,  1772,  to  protest  against  "the  des- 
potic measures  adopted  by  the  British  Minis- 
try" in  opposition  to  "the  rights  and  liberties 
of  the  people  of  the  American  Colonies," 
Joseph  Foster  was  chosen  one  of  the  seven 
members  of  the  "Gloucester  Committee  of 
Correspondence"  then  elected,  who  on  March 
6,  177s,  "were  continued  in  office.  In  1774  he 
was  one  of  the  five  selectmen  of  Gloucester, 
and  in  1775  was  representative  of  that  town 
to  the  general  court  of  Massachusetts.  In 
1779  he  was  one  of  five  delegates  to  the  con- 
vention to  form  the  state  constitution,  and 
after  the  close  of  the  revolution  he  was  again 
representative  to  the  general  court  in  the 
years  1784,  1785  and  1786,  and  onebf  the  four 
representatives  in  1788.  At  a  town  meeting, 
March,  1774,  Joseph  Foster  was  chosen  one 
of  two  special  constables  appointed  "in  case 
the  small-pox  should  come  into  the  town, 
they  having  had  it."  In  March,  1775,  he  gave 
2  pounds  8  shillings,  being  one  of  the  largest 
contributors  toward  117  pounds  7  shillings  I 
penny,  raised  in  Gloucester  for  the  relief  of 
the  distress  caused  in  Boston  by  the  act  of 
parliament  in  shutting  up  that  port.    Through- 
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out  the  period  of  the  revolution  he  was  active 
in  many  ways  in  supporting  the  cause  for 
which  the  colonies  were  contending  and  had 
immediate  command  of  the  Gloucester  com- 
pany of  minute-men  in  defending  the  town  and 
also  in  various  aggressive  operations.  In 
1779,  during  the  "period  of  great  poverty,"  he 
gave  provisions  from  his  store  for  the  relief 
of  many  distressed  families. 

Colonel  Foster  died  December  9,  1804,  pos- 
sessed of  a  large  estate.  By  his  first  wife, 
Lydia  Giddings,  he  had  seven  children;  all 
probably  born  in  Gloucester:  i.  Mary,  born 
1757,  died  in  Ipswich,  December  25,  1785; 
married,  July  17,  1777,  Nathan  Wade,  born  in 
Ipswich,  February  27,  1750,  son  of  Timothy 
\\'ade  and  Ruth  Woodbury.  After  the  death 
of  his  wife  Mary  he  married,  October  29, 
1788.    Hannah    Treadwell,   born    in    Ipswich, 

1763,  died  May  14,  1814.  He  was  captain  of 
the  Ipswich  minute-men  at  Bunker  Hill,  and 
later  held  a  commission  as  colonel  in  the  revo- 
lutionary    service.      2.  Lydia,    born    ; 

baptized  September,  1760,  in  First  church, 
Gloucester ;  died  before  January  19,  1808 ; 
married  John  Osborne  Sargent,  of  Glouces- 
ter, a  great-grandson  of  W^illiam  Sargent  2d 
of  Gloucester  (Epes,  Epes,  William).  3. 
Sarah,  born  1762,  died  November  i,  1836; 
married  William  Dolliver  (2)  of  Gloucester, 
cousin  of  William  Dolliver,  who  married  her 
sister    Elizabeth.     4.   Joseph,   born    May   23, 

1764.  He  was  third  mate  of  the  rebel  letter- 
of-marque  "Polly,"  of  which  his  father  was 
captain;  was  captured,  1782,  by  the  English, 
and  was  a  prisoner  of  war  on  parole  at  Wind- 
scir.  Nova  Scotia.  July  of  that  year.  He  lived 
in  Gloucester,  and  was  one  of  the  selectmen 
1798  and  several  times  afterward.  He  was  a 
sea  captain,  and  was  lost  at  sea  in  1816,  never 
having  been  heard  from  after  sailing  from 
Gloucester  August  i,  1816,  in  the  sloop  "Wil- 
liam." In  1782  he  married  Rebecca  Ingersoll, 
born  in  Gloucester,  August  26,  1759,  died 
April  2Ty  1820,  having  had  a  large  family  of 
thirteen  children.  §•  Elizabeth,  born  January 
22,  1766,  died  January  22,  1854,  in  Boston; 
married,  November  25,  1789,  William  Dolli- 
ver, of  Gloucester,  who  died  October  10,  1841. 
They  had  seven  children  (see  Dolliver  fam- 
ily). 6.  Judith,  born  in  1772,  died  October 
22,  1 84 1,  in  Dorchester,  Massachusetts;  mar- 
ried Bradbury  Saunders.  Being  left  a  widow 
she  kept  a  fashionable  young  ladies'  boarding 
school  at  Dorchester  from  about  1800  to  1820. 
7.  Benjamin,  born  April,  1774,  was  master  of 
brigantine   "Polly,"  and   on   the  4th  of  that 


month  was  captured  by  the  English  frigate 
"Sircsse,"  at  Point  a  Pitre,  Guaoaloupe.  This 
is  the  last  that  is  known  of  him.  His  ship 
was  probably  named  for  his  wife  Polly,  who 
afterward  married  Joseph  Locke. 

The  surname  Dewhirst  is  a 
DEWHIRST     place      name     meaning     a 

wooded  tract  frecjuented  by 
deer.  The  seat  of  the  family  in  Lancashire, 
Krigland,  where  the  family  has  been  promi- 
nent manv  centuries  is  Dewhirst,  and  the 
coat-of-arms  is:  Ermine  three  escallops  gules. 
Crest — A  wolf's  head  ermine.  The  Middle- 
sex county  branch  of  the  Dewhirst  family  is 
evidently  related,  bearing  the  same  arms. 
Their  crest  is :  A  wolf's  head  ermine  collared 
azure.  Motto — Spes  mea  in  Deo.  One  prom- 
inent branch  of  the  family  is  in  Cheshire, 
where  the  late  George  Dewhirst  bought  Ough- 
rington  Ilall  of  George  TrafFord  in  1864.  The 
name  appears  among  the  earliest  surnames  in 
England.  On  the  old  Hundreds  Rolls  the 
Prior  of  Dcrhirste  is  mentioned,  and  in  the 
reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  we  find  the  name 
spelled  Dewhirste.  At  the  present  time  the 
family  is  found  in  many  counties  in  England. 
( D  Charles  Dewhirst  was  born  about  1800 
in  England  and  lived  most  of  his  life  in  York- 
shire, He  was  a  hand-loom  weaver  by  trade. 
He  married  Betsey  Marshall,  also  a  native  of 
England.  They  came  to  America  in  1854  and 
spent  their  last  years  with  their  son,  James 
Dewhirst,  of  Haverhill.  Massachusetts.  He 
died  there  in  1865  and  his  wife  soon  after; 
she  arrived  in  this  country  in  1854.  They 
were  Baptists  in  religion.  Children:  Sarah, 
Samuel,  James,  mentioned  below ;  Martha, 
Anna,  Richard.  Charles.  Four  others  died  in 
infancy  in  England. 

(II)  James  Dewhirst.  son  of  Charles  Dew- 
hirst (i),  was  born  in  Todmorden,  York- 
shire, England,  June  14,  1830.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  accjuired  in  his  native  land.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-one  he  decided  to  come  to 
America  and  sailed  June  17,  185 1,  on  the 
ship  "Daniel  Webster"  and  landed  at  Boston, 
Massachusetts.  He  lived  and  worked  in  the 
mills  for  three  years  in  Lawrence,  Massachu- 
setts: then  went  to  North  Andover,  where  he 
lived  three  years,  after  which  he  moved  to 
Haverhill.  He  learned  the  trade  of  dyer  but 
followed  it  only  a  short  time.  In  1862  he 
opened  a  hotel  in  Haverhill  on  the  corner  of 
Water  and  State  streets,  and  until  1902  con- 
ducted a  hotel  with  much  success.  At  that 
time  he  retired,  though  he  retains  the  owner- 
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ship  of  the  hotel,  the  present  New  Gordon,  a 
very  handsome  and  commodious  public  house. 
Mr.  Dewhirst  invested  in  Haverhill  real  estate 
and  devotes  his  time  since  he  retired  to  the 
care  of  his  property.  He  exhibited  a  peculiar 
aptitude  for  the  line  of  business  in  which  he 
engaged,  and  no  man  in  the  city  has  a  more 
creditable  career  and  none  stands  higher  in 
the  esteem  of  his  townsmen.  He  came  to  this 
country  a  poor  boy,  dependent  upon  his  own 
exertions  and  labor,  and  through  his  own 
thrift  and  industry  acquired  a  handsome  com- 
petence. Mr.  Dewhirst  was  formerly  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Haverhill  board  of  trade.  He  is  a 
member  and  generous  supporter  of  the  Prot- 
estant Episcopal  church,  and  was  a  prime 
mover  in  raising  funds  for  the  chimes  in  the 
tower  of  Trinity  Church.  He  has  given  freely 
not  only  to  the  benevolences  of  his  own 
church  but  to  all  charities  and  funds  that  ap- 
pealed to  him  as  worthy  of  support,  and  is 
rightly  counted  among  the  men  of  public  spirit 
in  the  city  of  Haverhill,  as  one  willing  to  help 
promote  its  welfare  at  every  opportunity. 

He  married,  first,  in  1857,  Ann  Fisher  John- 
son, of  North  Andover,  Massachusetts.  He 
married,  second,  1868,  Anna  Maria  Fielden. 
Child  of  first  wife:  i.  Frank,  born  October, 
1858.  married  in  1886  Sarah  Glusky,  and  has 
daughter  Beatrice,  born  in  1888.  Child  of 
second  wife:  2.  Jessie  F.,  born  March  13, 
1875,  resides  in  Haverhill. 


The  surname  Webster  is  of 
WEBSTER     ancient   English  origin,  being 

a  trade  name,  a  colloquial  term 
for  weaver.  The  most  important  English 
family  of  this  name  claims  descent  from  John 
Webster,  who  was  a  resident  of  Bolsover, 
Derbyshire,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  IV.,  and 
whose  descendants  are  settled  in  Essex,  in 
which  county  as  well  as  in  Cambridgeshire 
and  Huntingdonshire  Henry  IV.  granted  John 
Webster  large  estates  about  1400.  The  Scotch 
family  of  Webster,  very  likely  also  descended 
from  this  John  Webster,  were  in  Edinburgh- 
shire before  1700,  probably  not  long  before 
that  date,  however.  There  is  no  other  family 
of  this  surname  in  Scotland  bearing  arms, 
though  descendants  are  found  in  other  sec- 
tions of  the  country.  The  armorial  bearings 
of  the  Webster  family  of  Edinburgh:  Argent 
a  fesse  gules  between  three  crosses  crosslet 
fitchee  azure.  Crest:  The  sun  rising  out  of 
the  sea  proper.  Motto — Emergo.  Of  the 
American  families  of  the  surname  Webster 
there  are  two  important  branches.    John  Web- 


ster, who  came  from  Suffolk,  England,  pro- 
genitor of  Daniel  Webster,  is  mentioned 
below.  John  Webster,  from  Warwickshire, 
England,  settled  in  Connecticut  and  was  pro- 
genitor of  the  dictionary  genius,  Noah  Web- 
ster. 

(I)  John  Webster,  the  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  born  in  England  and  as  early  as  1634  was 
a  proprietor  and  resident  of  the  town  of  Ips- 
wich, Massachusetts.  He  seems  to  be  the 
same  John  Webster,  baker  by  trade,  who  was 
admitted  an  inhabitant  of  Salem  in  1637  and 
had  a  grant  of  land;  who  was  witness  in  the 
Essex  court  in  1639  and  applied  for  land  at 
the  Creek  in  1642.  He  married  Mary  Shat- 
swell,  sister  of  John  Shatswell,  who  remem- 
bered her  in  his  will.  She  married  second, 
October  29,  1650,  John  Emery,  Sr.,  of  New- 
bury, and  removed  with  him  to  Haverhill.  He 
and  his  son,  John  Emery,  were  apj>ointed 
guardians  of  Israel  Webster,  aged  eighteen; 
and  Nathan  Webster,  aged  sixteen,  at  their 
request  November  26,  1662.  The  family  re- 
moved to  Newbury  from  Ipswich.  Adminis- 
tration was  granted  to  John  Webster's  widow 
Mary,  November  4,  1646,  and  later  at  her  de- 
sire devision  was  made  to  the  eight  minor 
children;  to  the  eldest  son  John  the  farm,  he 
paying  to  the  youngest  son  five  pounds  or 
quarter  of  the  value  of  the  farm;  Mary,  Ste- 
phen and  Hannah  to  have  equal  shares  in  the 
island  .bought  of  Widow  Andrews;  Elizabeth, 
Abigail  and  Israel  to  have  twenty  nobles 
apiece;  all  at  twenty-one  years  of  age.  Chil- 
dren: I.  John,  born  1632,  married,  June  13, 
1653,  Ann  Batt.     2.  Hannah,  married,  April 

1,  1657,  Michael  Emerson,  and  had  daughter 
Hannah,  who  married  Thomas  Duston  and 
was  the  heroine  of  Indian  captivity.

(II)  Stephen  Webster,  son  of  John  Web- 
ster (i),  was  born  in  1637,  in  Ipswich,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  died  May  10,  1694.

2,  1676;  second.  May  26,  1678,  Judith  Broad. 
Stephen  came  to  Haverhill  with  his  mother 
and  step- father,  John  Emery,  Sr.  He  served 
under  Sergeant  John  Webster  in  the  second 
garrison  in  1690.  His  widow  Judith  waived 
her  right  to  administer  the  estate,  asking  the 
appointment  of  sons  John  and  Stephen.     Ste- 
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phen  Sr.  and  wife  deeded  to  John  Light,  Oc- 
tober 20,  1673,  a  parcel  of  land.  He  bought 
land  in  Haverhill  of  Nathan  Gould,  of  Ames- 
bury,  in  August,  1672;  of  Thomas  Dow,  July 
26,  1673;  ^f  Elizabeth  Swan,  April  17, 
1661,  and  of  John  Williams,  March  2, 
1665.  His  sons  John  and  Stephen  sold 
their  shares  in  the  estate  to  their  brother 
Nathan,  March  11,  1728-9.

He  mar- 
ried, March  10,  1736,  Ruth  Hazeltine,  who 
died  June  24.  1766.  He  married  second,  Abi- 
gail (Webster)  Cheney,  widow,  October  14, 
1766.

Hannah,  Moses,  Jesse,  Samuel,  Thomas, 
.Amos  and  Daniel;  to  Moses  Emery,  his  wife's 
son;  to  four  grandchildren.

He  was 
a  soldier  in  the  revolution  in  Captain  Timothy 
Eaton's  company,  Colonel  Johnson's  regi- 
ment, April  19,  1775,  and  later;  also  sergeant 
in  Cai)tain  Eaton's  company.  Colonel  Edward 
Wigglesworth's  regiment,  at  Ticonderoga  in 
1776.  Children,  born  in  Salem:  i.  Betsey, 
born  May  11,  1781 ;  died  1866.

(VI)  Thomas  Webster,  son  of  Samuel 
Webster  (5),  was  born  May  5,  1795,  at  Salem, 
New  Hampshire,  and  died  there  June  3,  1873. 
He  married  at  Atkinson,  New  Hampshire, 
Lydia  Noyes,  born  1806,  died  March  25,  1853, 
at  Salem.  He  was  a  farmer  all  his  life,  living 
on  the  homestead  without  interruption.  His 
father  died  when  he  was  only  nine  years  old. 
He  attended  the  district  school  several  terms 
but  was  largely  self-educated.  He  cut  lumber 
extensively  in  the  season,  and  was  a  man  of 
some  means  and  much  influence  in  the  com- 
munity. He  had  three  hundred  acres  of  land. 
He  was  prominent  in  town  affairs  and  was 
highly  esteemed  for  his  integrity  and  good 
judgment.  He  was  often  chosen  appraiser  in 
making  inventories  of  estates,  etc.  He  was 
collector  of  taxes  for  a  number  of  years  and 
often  highway  surveyor  and  selectman  of  the 
town.  He  was  a  Congregationalist  in  reli- 
gion and  served  on  the  building  committee 
when  the  stone  church  was  erected  in  the  first 
parish  of  Methuen.  He  was  active  and  influ- 
ential in  town  affairs.  Children:  i.  Samuel, 
born  at  Salem,  in  1828;  mentioned  below.  2. 
Amos  Noyes,  born  April  20,  1830,  at  Salem;

(V^H)  Samuel  Webster,  son  of  Thomas 
Webster  (6),  was  born  at  Salem,  New  Hamp- 
shire, 1828,  and  died  November  15,  1886,  at 
Methuen,  Massachusetts.  He  was  educated 
in  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town.  He 
began  his  business  career  as  clerk  in  a  gro- 
cery store  and  subsequently  engaged  in  busi- 
ness in  Methuen  as  proprietor  of  a  general 
store.  He  also  carried  on  a  large  milk  busi- 
ness and  was  very  successful.  When  he  sold 
it  he  established  a  livery  stable  in  Methuen 
and  carried  on  that  business  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  He  was  one  of  the  best  known 
and  most  popular  citizens  of  the  town.  In 
politics  he  was  a  Republican;  in  religion  a 
Congregationalist.  He  was  a  member  of  no 
secret  societies.  He  married,  in  1849,  Sarah 
Morrill,  born  1823,  at  Warner,  New  Hamp- 
shire; died  1906  in  Methuen,  daughter  of 
John  and  Rebecca  (Call)  Morrill.  Children, 
born  in  Methuen:  i.

(VH)  Amos  Noyes  Webster,  son  of 
Thomas  Webster  (6),  was  born  in  Salem 
April  20,  1830.  He  lived  in  his  native  town 
until  about  twenty-three  years  old  and  was 
educated  there  in  the  public  schools  and  at 
Atkinson  and  Methuen  academies.  He  helped 
his  father  on  the  farm  in  his  youth  and  con- 
tinued with  him  after  he  came  of  age.  He 
studied  veterinary  surgery  and  medicine  under 
Dr.  W^ood,  of  Lowell,  and  has  been  practicing 
in  Methuen  since  1892.  In  politics  Dr.  Web- 
ster is  a  Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Congregational  church.  He  married,  January 
22,  1 861,  Kate  Cluff  Kimball,  born  September 
13,  1835.  at  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  daugh- 
ter of  Reuben  and  Sally  (Maynard)  Kimball.

The    surname    Crowell    was 
CROWELL     formerly  spelled   Crow   and 

Crowe,  and  is  akin  to  Crow- 
ley. There  were  two  immigrants  of  the  name 
in  Massachusetts,  both  from  England,  before 
1650 — John  Crow,  or  Crowell,  mentioned  be- 
low ;  and  William  Crowell,  who  was  at  Ply- 
mouth before  1643,  ^"^  ^^^  land  allowed  him 
June  I.  1663,  in  respect  of  his  uncle,  Mr.  John 
Atwood,  deceased;  died  January,  1683-4,  aged 
about  fifty-five  years;  will  dated  January  2, 
1683,  proved  March  6  following,  bequeathed 
to  brothers  in  Coventry,  England:  Samuel, 
Robert  and  Thomas  Crow,  sister  Mary  and 
husband  John  Harbart;  also  to  Ebenezer 
Spooner  and  Ephraim  Thomas,  his  wife  Han- 
nah being  residuary  legatee. 

The  seat  of  the  ancient  family  of  Crow  was 
at  I>rasted,  county  Suffolk,  and  Bilney,  coun- 
ty Norfolk,  and  their  coat-of-arms :  Gules  a 
chevron  between  three  cocks  crowing  argent 
Most  of  the  other  armorials  of  the  Crow  and 
Crowe  families  of  England  are  but  variations 
of  this  design  of  the  three  cocks,  suggesting 
that  the  origin  of  the  surname  had  more  to  do 
with  the  cock  than  the  bird  called  Crow.  The 
Crowe  family  is  prominent  in  Ireland,  and 
bears  a  different  coat-of-arms  from  the  Eng- 
lish family  of  Crow.  The  surname  Crow 
occurs  in  the  Hundred  Rolls  as  early  as  1200. 
There  is  a  tradition  in  the  American  family 
that  the  ancestors  were  Welsh. 

(I)  John  Crowell  (generally  spelled  Crow 
in  the  early  records),  immigrant  ancestor, 
came  from  England  and  settled  in  Charles- 
town,  Massachusetts,  as  early  as  1635.  His 
wife  preceded  him  the  year  before,  and  upon 
her  arrival  in  this  country  had  bought  a  house 
of  William  Jennings.  A  copy  of  the  list  of 
possessions  in  Charlestown  is  found  in  Mid- 
dlesex Files,  Book  ii.  He  was  a  town  officer 
at  Charlestown,  and  was  given  the  title  of 
**Mr."  reserved  for  ministers  and  men  of 
gentle  birth  or  superior  station.  Crowell  sold 
ten  acres  of  land  on  the  Mystic  Side  (Mai- 
den) to  W.  Palmer;  a  farm  at  Dorchester  to 
Thomas    Makepeace    before    1641 ;    and    his 
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house  and  lot  in  Charlestown  in  1638  to 
Mathew  Avery.  His  wife  Elishua  joined  the 
Charlestown  church  January  4,  1634-5.  He 
was  admitted  freeman  1640^  and  was  deputy  to 
the  general  court  1641-3  from  Yarmouth.  He 
removed  to  Yarmouth  and  took  the  oath  of 
allegiance  to  the  Plymouth  colony  December 
18,  1638.  He  was  a  magistrate  at  Yarmouth 
as  early  as  1640.  He  died  January,  1673.

In 
1654  a  John  Crow  was  a  proprietor  of  Biller- 
ica,  Massachusetts.  A  widow  Elizabeth  Crow- 
ell married  at  Salem,  Massachusetts,  October 
20,  1727,  Daniel  Abbott,  and  may  have  been 
his  daughter-in-law.  The  only  child  traced  is 
John  Jr.,  mentioned  below. 

(HI)  John  Crowell,  son  of  John  Crowell 
or  Crow  (2),  was  born  at  Yarmouth  in  1662. 
He  settled  in  Salem  and  Manchester,  which 
was  set  off  from  Salem  and  incorporated  as  a 
town  May  14,  1645.  His  widow  Margaret 
died  at  Manchester.  Children,  born  at  Man- 
chester: I.  Samuel,  born  November  7,  1686;

Her  father 
was  born  August  4,  1663,  son  of  Samuel  and 
Sarah  (Tuck)  Allen.  Samuel  Allen  Sr.,  was 
born  January  8,  1632,  died  1700,  resided  at 
Old  Neck,  Salem  or  Manchester;  was  select- 
man in  1676-77-88-93.  William  Allen,  father 
of  Samuel  Allen  Sr.,  was  the  immigrant,  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Manchester,  Massachu- 
setts, bom  in  England,  1602.    Allen  came  from 


Manchester,  in  the  old  country,  and  settled 
first  at  Cape  Ann,  now  Gloucester,  1624;  re- 
moved to  Naumkeag,  later  called  Salem,  and 
was  among  the  old  settlers  there  when  Gover- 
nor Endicott  came  over  in  1628.  Allen  moved 
to  Jeffries  Creek,  as  Manchester  was  called, 
about  1640 ;  was  admitted  a  freeman  May  18, 
163 1 ;  was  selectman  in  1641 ;  was  a  carpenter 
by  trade,  and  built  the  first  frame  house  in 
Manchester,  his  own;  was  an  ^'influential  and 
enterprising  citizen"  according  to  the  contem- 
porary records  of  the  town  of  Salem.  Chil- 
dren of  Samuel  and  Sarah  (Allen)  Crowell, 
born  at  Manchester:  i.

He  was  a  soldier  in 
the  revolution  from  Haverhill,  sergeant  in 
Captain  Richard  Ayer\s  company  (second 
Haverhill),  Colonel  Johnson's  regiment,  on 
the  Lexington  alarm,  April  19,  1775;  second 
lieutenant  in  Captain  Timothy  Eaton's  com- 
pany. Colonel  Huntingdon's  regiment,  com- 
missioned February  3,  1776;  also  second  lieu- 
tenant in  Captain  Samuel  Johnson's  company, 
at  Ipswich,  April  30,  1777,  among  the  officers 
drafted  from  the  command  of  Brigadier  Gen- 
eral Michael  Farley  (Essex  county)  by  a 
resolve  dated  April  11,  1777,  to  march  to 
Rhode  Island  to  reinforce  the  troops  under 
General  Spencer.  This  company  was  raised 
in  Haverhill,  Andover,  Methuen,  Bradford 
and  Boxford.

In  1876,  at  the  invitation  of  the  city  govern- 
ment, he  deHvcred  the  address  on  the  occa- 
sion of  the  centennial  of  the  national  inde- 
pendence, and  he  was  chosen  to  read  a  poem 
at  the  quarter  millenial  celebration  of  the 
founding  of  the  town  of  Haverhill,  and  this 
poem  was  read  on  that  occasion,  two  months 
after  his  death.  His  address  on  the  presenta- 
tion of  the  portrait  of  Harriet  Newell  to  the 
Bradford  Academy  is  published  in  the  me- 
morial volume.  Dr.  Crowell  was  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Center  Congregational  Church, 
which  he  joined  in  1849.  He  was  at  one  time 
clerk  of  the  society  and  superintendent  of  the 
Sunday  school,  and  for  the  last  twenty  years 
of  his  life  was  deacon  of  the  church.  He  or- 
ganized and  for  many  years  taught  a  class  of 
young  men  in  the  Sunday  school,  with  an 
average  attendance  of  fifty  or  more,  and  a 
total  membership  from  first  to  last  of  many 
hundreds.  The  good  work  that  Dr.  Crowell 
accomplished  in  this  way  alone  can  hardly  be 
estimated  or  appreciated,  it  was  done  so  quiet- 
ly and  well. 

During  the  closing  months  of  his  life.  Dr. 
Crowell  was  an  intense  sufferer  from  the 
disease  that  ended  in  his  death  April  28,  1890, 
at  the  age  of  sixty-six  years,  seven  months.' 
The  interment  was  at  Linwood  Cemetery 
"He  delighted  in  the  natural  scenery  of  Hav- 
erhill/' writes  his  biographer,  "and  some  of 
the  most  beautiful  of  the  poetical  selections 
which  follow,  express  the  charm  which  he 
found  in  its  skies  and  hills,  its  blossoming 
meadows,  its  noble  river.  Equally  with  the 
scenery  of  the  town  he  loved  its  traditions,  its 
historic  scenes,  its  romantic  associations.  He 
felt  too  a  vivid  interest  in  whatever  concerned 
its  material  and  spiritual  progress,  its  adorn- 
ment and  purifying,  and  honorable  name."  A 
younger  physician  said  of  him:  "Forceful 
and  energetic,  intent  on  results,  yet  willing  to 
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yield  when  others  pointed  out  the  better  way; 
of  the  purest  habits  of  action,  speech  and  even 
thought;  of  no  dull  temper  but  easily  roused 
to  a  righteous  wrath  when  occasion  seemed 
meet ;  kindly  aff ectioned,  interested  in  general 
affairs,  fond  of  social  pleasure ;  of  a  fine  pre- 
sence, with  a  good  voice,  an  unusual  dignity, 
a  courtly  bearing — such  a  man  it  is  not  an 
e very-day  fortune  to  know  and  to  lose."  Of 
his  literary  gifts  his  biographer  writes:  **If 
ever  he  tried  to  disguise  his  personality,  it  was 
sure  to  peep  forth  in  some  subtle  turn  of 
thought  or  trenchant  phrase.  How  tender, 
kindly  and  apt  were  the  words  which  he  gave 
to  the  memory  of  the  dead,  and  who  can  ever 
speak  so  fitly  of  him  as  he  spoke  of  those 
friends  who  went  before  him  to  the  unseen 
world?  Yet  his  spoken  words  possessed  a 
force  and  spirit  even  beyond  the  written.  Let 
some  earnest  occasion  touch  and  quicken  his 
feelings  and  the  whole  soul  of  the  man  would 
spring  into  vivid  and  intense  activity.  How 
surely  did  he  say  the  thing  that  should  be 
said;  how  unfalteringly  did  the  arrows  of 
those  "winged  words"  hit  the  mark ;  how  well 
he  understood  the  power  of  good,  plain  Eng- 
lish to  reach  the  hearts  of  his  hearers.  Often 
amidst  the  little  company  gathered  for  their 
stated  Thursday  evening  worship  in  the  ves- 
try of  the  Center  Church  would  he  take  up  the 
theme  of  the  hour  very  calmly  and  (juietly, 
and  as  he  went  on,  find  new  suggestion  and 
illustration,  till  in  himself  and  others  there 
was  kindled  a  glow  that  seemed  hardly  less 
than  inspiration.  *  *  *  *  n^  delighted 
in  opening  his  heart  and  home  to  the 
young  men  who  came  within  his  reach,  not 
only  in  connection  with  his  Sunday  school 
class  but  in  many  other  ways.  By  word 
and  example  he  thus  became  the  awakener  of 
a  new  intellectual  and  spiritual  life  in  num- 
bers through  whom  the  power  of  his  influence 
still  lives.  The  calls  upon  him  for  profess- 
ional and  public  service  seemed  never  to  stand 
in  the  way  of  those  opportunities,  constantly 
occurring,  of  giving  individual  help  and  sym- 
pathy. That  he  could  bestow  himself  thus 
generously  in  varied  directions  indicates  the 
versatility  of  powers  which  was  perhaps  the 
most  remarkable  thing  about  him.  He  did  so 
many  things  well.  He  could  always  find  time 
for  something  more,  and  it  was  all  so  easy 
and  spontaneous  that  no  one  of  the  many  who 
came  and  went,  realize  his  special  debt.  And 
though  these  ceaseless  ministrations  could  not 
be  otherwise  than  a  tax  upon  his  vital  powers 
yet  he  fnund  in  them  a  deep  inward  joy  and 


a  perpetual  refreshment.  While  thus  seeing 
much  of  the  serious  side  of  life,  his  soul  was 
always  open  to  all  genial  and  sunshiny  in- 
fluences and  full  of  the  keenest  of  wit  and  hu- 
mor in  literature  and  of  the  ludicrous  in  every- 
day experiences.  His  abandon  was  as  gen- 
uine as  that  of  a  boy  and  made  his  conversa- 
tion varied  and  delightful.  *  *  Every 
visitor  to  his  hospitable  home  will  remember 
how  he  lent  wings  to  the  hours  by  lively  anec- 
dote, happy  jest  or  sudden  bit  of  mimicry,  as 
well  as  by  more  earnest  thought  of  comment 
on  the  themes  that  were  engrossing  the  minds 
of  men  in  the  realm  of  politics,  science  or 
theology.  In  the  dwelling  which  his  cultured 
taste  had  made  so  beautiful  with  his  favorite 
books  and  pictures,  his  conversation  was  the 
chief  charm  and  his  presence  a  never-failing 
sunshine.  Always  was  he  alive  to  the  finger 
tips,  touching  outward  existence  in  a  thousand 
ways,  and  finding  in  it  an  overflow  of  blessing. 
Life  was  sweet  and  good  to  him,  for  he  knew 
the  blessed  art  of  drawing  the  best  out  of  men 
and  circumstances.  On  his  sunny  bank,  the 
first  crocusses  of  the  year  blossomed;  no 
garden  plot  was  so  dainty,  so  velvety  green,  so 
kindly  inviting  to  the  gaze  of  every  passer-by. 
Especially  was  he  happy  in  that  home  life  to 
which  he  gave  the  best  of  himself,  the  freshest 
and  brightest  of  his  talk,  and  to  the  heart  of 
which  he  retreated  when  the  cares  of  outside 
life  permitted,  with  a  sense  of  security  and 
repose  that  no  trouble  ever  touched  and  that 
the  lapse  of  years  rendered  only  more  deep 
and  complete.'*  To  quote  a  stanza  written 
February  22,  1889: 

"  My  home  is  filled  with  sweetest  sounds, 
Each  voice  is  music  in  my  ear; 
My  inward  life  with  peace  abounds 
My  rest  is  found  securely  here." 

Dr.  George  Cogswell  said  of  Dr.  Crowell: 
"As  a  practitioner  he  was  judicious,  careful 
and  attentive.  Xo  extravagance  in  practice 
or  price  marked  his  course.  No  poor  widow 
ever  complained  that  she  had  spent  all  her 
living  on  this  physician  and  was  nothing  bet- 
tered, but  rather  grew  worse.  He  walked  the 
streets  of  Haverhill,  unchallenged  as  a  poet, 
scholar  and  Christian  gentleman."  Of  his 
address  before  the  Massachusetts  Medical 
Society,  the  famous  Dr.  Jarvis  said :  "This  is 
the  best  address  we  have  had  for  twenty  years 
— his  manner  fine,  his  enunciation  and  voice 
perfect/'  And  that  was  the  verdict  of  the 
audience  as  a  whole.  The  venerable  poet, 
John  G.  Whittier,  a  life-long  friend,  said  in 
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a  letter  written  at  the  time  of  Dr.  Croweirs 
death:  **In  the  long  annals  of  his  and  my 
native  city  there  is  no  memorial  of  a  truer 
and  worthier  man.  He  was  the  beloved  phy- 
sician, whose  presence  in  the  sick  chamber 
was  a  benediction,  and  by  the  public  at  large 
he  was  loved  and  honored  as  a  genial,  benevo- 
lent and  active  citizen,  interested  in  every 
good  cause  and  work.  He  had  all  the  rare  and 
beautiful  characteristics  of  a  Christian  gen- 
tleman. He  made  me  richer  by  his  friendship. 
In  looking  forward  to  the  near  close  of  a  pro- 
longed life  I  have  been  pleased  to  think  of  him 
as  one  who  might  speak  kindly  and  tenderly 
of  me  in  the  club  which  honors  me  by  its  name 
and  of  which  he  was  the  founder  and  presi- 
dent. It  seems  strange  that  he  should  pass 
before  me.  into  the  great  mystery  towards 
which  we  are  all  moving,  where  the  mercy  of 
the  All-merciful  is  our  only  ground  of  hope 
and  confidence." 

Dr.  Crowell  married  first,  June  7,  1854, 
Sarah  Bradley  Johnson,  died  October  21, 
1859,  daughter  of  Samuel  Johnson.  He  mar- 
ried second.  October  31.  1861,  Caroline  Cor- 
liss, bom  September  20,  1829,  in  Haverhill, 
daughter  of  Ephraim  Corliss.  (See  Corliss 
family).  Child  of  first  wife:  i.  William 
Henry,  born  October  6,  1857;  died  September 
16,  1858. 

George  Corliss,  immigrant 
CORLISS  ancestor,  was  born  in  Devon- 
shire, England,  about  16 17, 
son  of  Thomas  Corliss.  He  came  to  New 
England  in  1639  and  settled  in  Newbury, 
Massachusetts,  and  removed  soon  to  Haver- 
hill, where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life.  He 
settled  in  1640  in  the  west  parish  of  Haver- 
hill, and  the  farm,  now  known  as  Poplar 
Lawn,  is  still  in  possession  of  a  direct  descend- 
ant, having  been  in  the  family  ever  since.  He 
was  the  first  settler  in  that  part  of  the  town, 
and  built  a  log  house  in  1647.  His  name  was 
on  the  list  of  freemen  1645;  constable  1650; 
selectman  1648-53-57-69-79.  His  will  was 
dated  October  18,  1686,  and  he  died  October 
19,  1686.  It  is  a  remarkable  coincidence  that 
George  Corliss,  his  son  John  and  his  grand- 
son John  all  died  on  the  same  farm,  and  each 
one  sitting  in  the  same  chair.  He  married, 
October  26,  1645,  ^^  Haverhill,  Joanna,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  Davis.

It    is    believed    that    the 
GREENLE.\F     surname  Greenleaf  of  the 

family  here  given  is  a 
literal  translation  of  the  French  Huguenot 
surname  Feuillevert.  The  name  has  not  been 
found  in  English  parishes  other  than  at  Ips- 
wich, county  Suffolk,  England,  and  it  is  be- 
lieved that  the  family  came  with  thousands  of 
other  French  refugees  to  England  after  the 
Revocation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  and  at 
earlier  times  when  persecution  was  rife. 

(I)  Edmund  Greenleaf,  immigrant  ances- 
tor of  the  American  family,  was  baptized  at 
St.  Mary's  la  Tour,  in  Ipswich,  Suffolk,  Janu- 
ary 2,  1574,  son  of  John  and  Margaret  Green- 
leaf. Among  the  family  relics  still  preserved 
is  a  cane  brought  to  this  country  by  Edmund. 
The  initials  "J.  G."  are  engraved  on  the  sil- 
ver band  near  the  head.  He  settled  in  the  old 
town  of  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  where  for 
some  years  he  kept  a  tavern.  He  was  ad- 
mitted a  freeman  March  13,  1639.  He  was  a 
silk  dyer  by  trade.  He  was  a  commissioner  of 
the  general  court  to  end  small  causes,  1642; 
was  captain  of  the  military  company ;  request- 
ed discharge  from  military  service  November 
II,  1647.  He  removed  to  Boston  with  his 
wife  Sarah  about  1650,  and  located  his  dye- 
house  "by  the  spring"  July  30,  1655.  His 
wife  Sarah  died  January  18.  1662-63.  He 
married  second,  Sarah  Hills,  widow  of  Wil- 
liam, and  this  marriage  was  unhappy.

He  was  in  the  rev- 
olution, in  Captain  Samuel  Huse's  company, 
Colonel  Jacob  Gerrish's  regiment,  on  guard 
at  Winter  Hill,  from  November  10,  1777,  to 
April  4,  1778,  and  had  various  other  service.

Emerson,  born  July  23,  1762,  died  March  29, 
183s,  youngest  daughter  of  William  and  Abi- 
gail (Patee)  Emerson,  of  Methuen.  Chil- 
dren: I.  Benjamin,  born  September  25,  1786;

James  Chapman,  ancestor 
CHAPMAN  of  this  family,  was  an  Eng- 
lish soldier  of  an  ancient 
English  family.  He  married  into  the  Rowan 
family  in  Ireland,  and  settled  in  County  Wex- 
ford, near  the  home  of  his  wife's  people.  He 
was  a  farmer  all  his  active  life  after  leaving 
the  army.

All 
the  children  settled  at  St.  Catharine's,  Pro- 
vince of  Quebec,  Canada,  where  some  of  them 
and  their  families  are  still  living. 

(II)  Nicholas  Chapman,  son  of  James 
Chapman  (i),  was  born  in  the  town  of  Fet- 
herd,  in  County  Wexford,  Ireland,  January  2, 
1798,  and  died  in  1891.  He  was  brought  up 
on  his  father's  farm  in  his  native  town  and 
received  a  good  education.  He  learned  the 
trade  of  shoemaker  and  followed  it  in  his 
native  town  until  1824,  when  at  the  age  of 
twenty-six  he  decided  to  seek  his  fortune  in 
the  new  world.  He  came  to  America  and  set- 
tled in  Quebec,  Canada.  In  1848  he  moved 
to  the  frontier  and  cleared  a  farm  from  the 
virgin  forests  *of  four  hundred  acres  in  ex- 
tent, and  cultivated  it  the  remainder  of  his 
life.     The  township    was    named    Tingwick. 


He  became  one  of  the  most  prominent  and 
prosperous    men  of    that    section.     He    was 
active  in  public  affairs  and  held  the  office  of 
justice  of  the  peace  and  local  magistrate  many 
years.     He  was  a  Liberal  in  politics,  and  a 
man  of  large  influence  in  his  party.    He  was 
chairman  of  the  town  council  and  zealous  of 
the  growth  and  welfare  of  the  town.    He  was 
a  faithful  Catholic  in  religion,  and  did  much 
for  the  religious  and  secular  education  of  the 
children  in  the  early  days  of  the  settlement. 
Before   a   public   school   was   established   he 
opened  his  doors  to  the  children  of  his  neigh- 
bors and  taught  them  with  his  own  children 
the  rudiments  of   an   English  education   for 
several  years.     He  married    first,    Catherine 
Walsh;  second,  Bridget  Walsh.

(Ill)  John  Walsh  Chapman,  son  of  Nich- 
olas Chapman  (2),  was  bom  at  St.  Cather- 
ine's, Province  of  Quebec,  Canada,  June  8, 
1846.  The  family  moved  into  the  wilderness 
when  he  was  about  two  years  old  and  he  was 
brought  up  in  the  rough  surroundings  of 
life  on  the  frontier,  and  educated  largely  at 
home.  He  followed  farming  on  the  home- 
stead with  his  father  until  iSiSg,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  and  engaged 
in  the  manufacture  of  dies.  He  was  in  busi- 
ness there  for  a  period  of  twenty  years,  re- 
moving finally  to  the  city  of  Haverhill  in  the 
same  county.  He  continued  there  the  manu- 
facture of  dies  for  use  in  cutting  leather,  etc., 
in  the  shoe  factories,  and  he  is  at  present  one 
of  the  largest  manufacturers  in  his  line  in 
this  country.  In  addition  to  supplying  the 
manufacturers  in  this  country  he  ships  many 
dies  to  other  countries  and  has  customers  all 
over  the  world.  He  employs  ten  *or  more 
skilled  mechanics  in  the  manufacture  of  this 
unique  product.     His  shop  is  at  Adams  place. 

Mr.  Chapman  is  a  Republican  in  politics  and 
has  been  for  many  years  prominent  in  the 
temperance   movement,   a   firm   believer    and 
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advocate  of  total  abstinence  for  the  individual. 
In  religion  he  holds  to  the  faith  of  his  ances- 
tors, and  is  a  member  of  St.  James  parish  of 
the  Roman  Catholic  church,  Haverhill.  He 
married  Jane  Henry,  born  at  St.  Catherine's, 
Canada,  daughter  of  John  and  Margaret  (Cu- 
sack)  Henry.  His  wife  died  March  7,  1886, 
and  he  married  second,  Isabella  Halloran, 
born  in  Prince  Edward  Island.  Children:  i. 
Harry,  born  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  April  21, 
1874,  died  December  28,  1906;  was  associated 
in  business  with  his  father ;  married  Alice 
Mahar,  and  had  two  children — John  H.  and 
Alice  L.  2.  Jane  P.,  born  October  26,  1875, 
married  Patrick  Walsh,  of  Victoriaville,  Que- 
bec, Canada;  before  marriage  she  taught  in 
the  public  schools  of  Haverhill  for  six  years;

Helena  M.,  born  July  17,  1877,  was  educated 
in  the  parochial  schools  of  Haverhill ;  is  a 
well  known  public  reader  and  teacher  of  elo- 
aition  and  reading,  residing  with  her  parents 
in  Haverhill. 


In      the      Anglo-Saxon,      Danish, 
RAND     Dutch  and  German  languages  the 

word  rand  signifies  a  border,  mar- 
gin or  edge.  It  first  appears  in  England  as  a 
patronymic  in  the  early  part  of  the  fifteenth 
century,  when  there  were  Rands  at  Rand's 
Grange,  a  small  town  near  Bedale,  and  also 
in  Yorkshire  in  1475.  In  Evelyn's  Diary  he 
mentions  **his  friend,  Dr.  Rand."  The  name 
is  found  in  the  London  records  as  early  as 
1633:  in  Ripple,  Kent,  in  1600;  in  Gateshead, 
county  Durham,  1578;  in  Northamptonshire, 
Bedfordshire,  Lincolnshire,  Essex  and  other 
counties  at  later  dates.  There  are  numerous 
coats-of-arms  borne  by  branches  of  this  fam- 
ily in  England.  There  were  three  early  immi- 
grants of  this  name  to  New  England.  James 
Rand  settled  in  Plymouth,  coming  in  1623 
in  the  ship  "Ann,"  but  probably  returned  be- 
fore 1627.  Francis  Rand  came  to  Rye,  New 
Hampshire,  and  has  many  descendants.  Rob- 
ert Rand  is  mentioned  below. 

(I)  Robert  Rand,  immigrant  ancestor, 
born  in  England,  settled  in  1635  in  Charles- 
town.  Massachusetts.  In  1638  he  owned  a 
hbuse  there  on  the  west  side  of  Windmill  Hill, 
sixty-six  acres  and  three  commons.  He  died 
in  1639  or  1640.  In  1658  his  widow  Alice 
and  son  Thomas  had  a  town  grant  of  thirty- 
four  or  thirty-five  acres  of  woodland  and  nine 
commons  in  Charlestown.  Alice  was  a  sister 
of  Mary,   wife  of  Captain  Richard  Sprague, 


said  to  be  a  daughter  of  Nicholas  Sharpe. 
Both  Captain  Richard  and  his  wife  left  lega- 
cies in  their  wills  to  various  members  of  the 
Rand  family.  Alice  died  August  5,  1691, 
aged  ninety-eight,  according  to  the  town  rec- 
ord, ninety-seven  according  to  her  gravestone.

nX)  Frank  Nathaniel  Rand,  son  of  Alvin- 
za Rand  (8),  was  born  January  20,  1863,  in 
Morrisville,  Vermont.  He  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town  and  at 
the  Johnson  State  Normal  School.  He  taught 
school  for  two  years,  and  then  came  to  Hav- 
erhill, Massachusetts,  where  he  was  first  em- 
ployed as  a  collector,  then  for  several  years 
was  engaged  in  the  produce  business.  He  was 
in  the  employ  of  the  firm  of  Foster,  Weeks 
&  Company,  produce  dealers  and  commission 
merchants,  of  Boston,  for  two  years.  In  1894 
he  returned  to  Haverhill  and  established  him- 
self in  the  real  estate  business,  beginning  in 
a  small  way  and  winning  a  notable  success. 
His  office  has  become  one  of  the  best  known 
and  busiest  real  estate  agencies  in  eastern 
Massachusetts.  His  business  has  extended  to 
all  the  towns  and  cities  of  that  section,  and 
he  has  recently  opened  another  office  in  the 
neighboring  city  of  Lawrence,  and  is  doing  a 
successful  business  there  also.  He  is  an  ex- 
cellent example  of  a  self-made  man,  indus- 
trious, energetic  and  enterprising.  Mr.  Rand 
has  been  active  in  public  affairs  and  in  other 
lines  of  business  also.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
Haverhill  Board  of  Trade,  and  has  been  its 
president  for  the  years  1905- 1906- 1907.  The 
board  has  accomplished  much  important  work 
since  he  has  been  president,  and  demonstrated 
the  usefulness  of  such  a  body  to  the  commer- 
cial and  manufacturing  interests  of  the  city. 
Mr.  Rand  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Haverhill  Construction  Company  and  is  its 
treasurer.  He  is  a  director  of  the  Haverhill 
Co-operative  Bank,  and  a  trustee  of  the  Hav- 
erhill Savings  Bank.  He  was  city  marshal 
of  Haverhill  in  1905.  He  was  for  two  years 
C 1905-06)  president  of  the  Young  Men*s 
Christian  Association,  and  is  an  active  and 
loyal  member.  He  was  appointed  notary  public 
and  justice  of  the  peace  by  Governor  Green- 
halge  in  1896,  and  re-appointed  in  1903  by 
Governor  John  L.  Bates.  He  is  a  Prohibi- 
tionist in  national  politics;  he  was  a  delegate 
to  the  national  convention  of  the  Prohibition 
party  in   1900,  held  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and 


the  one  held  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  1904. 
He  was  a  delegate  to  the  convention  at  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  July,  1908.  He  was  appointed  a 
member  of  the  finance  commission  for  the  city 
of  Haverhill  early  in  the  year  1908.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Free  Baptist  church:  Mutual 
Relief  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows;  Fraternal 
Council,  No.  15,  Junior  Order  United  Ameri- 
can Mechanics.  No  man  has  shown  a  greater 
degree  of  public  spirit  and  a  better  apprecia- 
tion of  the  duties  of  citizenship  than  Mr. 
Rand.  Personally  attractive  and  popular,  he 
has  a  wide  influence  in  the  city,  and  is  respect- 
ed not  only  for  his  ability  and  success  in  busi- 
ness, but  for  his  sterling  character  and  intel- 
lectual attainments. 

Mr.  Rand  married.  May  15,  1888,  Lettie 
M.  Lepper,  born  in  1865,  in  Enosburgh,  Ver- 
mont, daughter  of  William  and  Mary  J. 
(Clendennin)  Lepper,  the  former  of  whom 
was  born  in  Scotland  and  settled  in  Enos- 
burgh, Vermont.  Children:  i.  Howard  Ben- 
jamin»  born  June  13.  1889,  student  in  Haver- 
hill high  school.

William  Winslow,  or  Wynce- 
WINSLOW   low,  the  first  of  the  lineage  as 

traced  in  England,  had  chil- 
dren: I.  John,  of  London,  afterwards  of 
Wyncelow  Hall,  was  living  in  1387-88;  mar- 
ried Mary  Crouchman,  who  died  in  1409-10; 
styled  of  Crouchman  Hall.  2.  William,  men- 
tioned below. 

(II)  William  Winslow  was  son  of  William 
Winslow  (i). 

(III)  Thomas  Winslow,  son  of  William 
Winslow  (2),  was  of  Burton,  county  Oxford, 
having  lands  also  in  Essex;  was  living  in 
1452.  He  married  Cecelia,  one  of  the  two 
daughters  and  heiress  of  an  old  family — Tans- 
ley.     She  was  called  Lady  Agnes. 

(IV)  William  Winslow,  son  of  Thomas 
Winslow  (3),  was  living  in  1529.  Children: 
I.  Kenelm,  mentioned  below.  2.  Richard, 
had  a  grant  from  Edward  VI  of  the  rectory 
of  Elksley,  county  Nottingham. 

(V)  Kenelm  Winslow,  son  of  William 
Winslow  (4),  purchased  in  1559,  of  Sir  Rich- 
ard Newport,  an  estate  ♦called  Newport's 
Place,  in  Kempsey,  Worcestershire.  He  had 
an  older  and  very  extensive  estate  in  the  same 
parish,  called  Clerkenleap,  sold  by  his  grand- 
son, Richard  Winslow,  in  1650.  He  died  in 
1607,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew.  He  mar- 
ried Catherine  .     His  will,  dated  April 
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14,  1607,  proved  November  9  following,  is 
still  preserved  at  Worcester.  Only  son,  Ed- 
ward, mentioned  below. 

(VI)  Edward  Winslow,  son  of  Kenelm 
Winslow  (5).  born  in  the  parish  oi  Saint  An- 
drew, county  Worcester,  England,  October  17, 
1560,  died  before  1631.  He  lived  in  Kempsey 
and  Droitwich,  county  Worcester.  He  mar- 
ritd  first,  Eleanor  Pelham,  of  Droitwich; 
second,  at  St.  Bride's  Church,  London,  No- 
vember 4,  1594,  Magdalene  Oliver,  the 
records  of  whose  family  are  found  in 
the  parish  register  of  St.  Peter's,  Droitwich. 
Children:  i.  Richard,  born  about  1585-86; 
died  May  20,  1659 ;  married  Alice  Hay,  daugh- 
ter of  Edward  Hurdman ;  resided  at  Dray- 
coat,  parish  of  Kempsey.  2.  Edward,  gover- 
nor of  Plymouth  Colony,  born  October  18, 
1595,  at  Droitwich;  died  May  8,  1655;  mar- 
ried first,  at  Leyden,  May  16,  1618,  Elizabeth 
Barker;  second,  May  12,  1621,  Susan  (Ful- 
ler) White,  (who  came  in  the  "Mayflower*' 
.  with  Winslow),  widow  of  William  White  and 
|P>  mother  of  Peregrine  White,  the  first-born  in 
the  colony.  3.  John,  born  April  16,  1597; 
died  1674,  in  Boston :  married,  October  12, 
1624,  Mary,  daughter  of  James  and  Susanna 
Chilton.  4.  Eleanor,  born  April  22,  1598,  at 
Droitwich;  remained  in  England.  5.  Josiah, 
born  February  11,  1605-06;  died  December  i, 
1674;  sent  over  as  accountant  to  Mr.  Shir- 
ley, 163 1 ;  lived  at  Marshfield,  Massachusetts ; 
married,  1636,  Margaret  Bourne.  6.  Gilbert, 
born  October  26,  1600;  came  in  the  "May- 
flower" with  Edward ;  signed  the  compact ; 
returned  to  England  after  1623,  and  died 
there.  7.  Elizabeth,  born  March  8,  1601-02;

buried  January  20,  1604-05,  at  St.  Peter's 
Church.  8.  Magdalen,  born  December  26, 
1604,  at  Droitwich :  remained  in  England.

(VH)  Kenelm  Winslow,  son  of  Edward 
Winslow  (6),  was  born  at  Droitwich,  county 
Worcester,  England,  April  29,  1599,  and  bap- 
tized May  3,  1599.  He  was  the  immigrant 
ancestor.  He  came  to  Plymouth  probably  in 
1629  with  his  brother  Josiah,  and  was  admit- 
ted a  freeman  January  i,  1632-3;  was  sur- 
veyor of  the  town  of  Plymouth  1640,  and 
was  fined  ten  shillings  for  neglecting  the  high- 
ways. He  removed  to  Marshfield  about  1641, 
having  previously  received  a  grant  of  land  at 
that  place,  then  called  Green's  Harbor,  March 
5.  1637-8.  This  grant,  originally  made  to 
Josiah  Winslow,  his  brother,  he  shared  with 
Love  Brewster.     His  home  was  "on  a  gentle 


eminence  by  the  sea,  near  the  extremity  of 
land  lying  between  Green  Harbor  and  South 
Rivers.  This  tract  of  the  township  was  con- 
sidered the  Eden  of  the  region.  It  was  beau- 
tified with  groves  of  majestic  oaks  and  grace- 
ful walnuts,  with  the  underground  void  of 
shrubbery.  A  few  of  these  groves  were  stand- 
ing within  the  memory  of  persons  now  living 
(1854)  but  all  have  fallen  beneath  the  hand 
of  the  woodman."  The  homestead  he  left  to 
his  son  Nathaniel.  Other  lands  were  granted 
to  Kenelm,  as  the  common  land  was  divided. 
He  was  one  of  the  twenty-six  original  pro- 
"j^rietors  of  Assonet  (Freetown)  Massachu- 
setts, purchased  of  the  Indians  April  2,  1659, 
and  received  the  twenty-fourth  lot,  a  portion 
of  which  is  still  or  was  lately  owned  by  a 
lineal  descendant,  having  descended  by  inher- 
itance. Kenelm  was  a  joiner  by  trade,  as  well 
as  a  planter.  He  filled  various  town  offices; 
was  deputy  to  the  general  court  1642  to  1644 
and  from  1649  to  1653,  eight  years  in  all.  He 
had  considerable  litigation,  as  the  early  court 
records  show.  He  died  at  Salem,  whither  he 
had  gone  on  business,  September  13,  1672, 
apparently  after  a  long  illness,  for  his  will 
was  dated  five  weeks  earlier,  August  8,  1672, 
and  in  it  he  describes  himself  as  "being  very 
sick  and  drawing  nigh  unto  death."  He  may 
have  been  visiting  his  niece,  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Cor  win,  daughter  of  Edward  Winslow.  He 
married,  in  June,  1634,  Eleanor  Adams, 
widow  of  John  Adams,  of  Plymouth.  She 
survived  him,  and  died  at  Marshfield,  where 
she  was  buried  December  5,  1681,  aged  eighty- 
three.  Children:  i.  Kenelm,  mentioned  below.

(V^III)  Kenelm  Winslow,  son  of  Kenelm 
Winslow  (7),  born  about  1635,  at  Plymouth, 
died  November  11,  1715,  at  Harwich,  in  his 
seventy-ninth  year  (gravestone).  He  removed 
to  Cape  Cod  and  settled  at  Yarmouth,  after- 
wards Harwich,  and  now  Brewster,  Massa- 
chusetts. His  homestead  was  on  the  west 
border  of  the  township,  now  called  West 
Brewster,  Satucket,  or  Winslow's  Mills.  He 
was  mentioned  in  the  Yarmouth  records  in 
1668.  Harwich  was  then  a  **constablerick"  of 
Yarmouth.  In  records  he  was  called  "Colonel 
Winslow,  planter  or  yeoman."  He  bought 
large  tracts  of  wild  land  in  what  is  now  Roch- 
ester, Massachusetts,  on  which  several  of  his 
children  settled.    The  water  privilege  remains 
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in  the  family  to  the  present  day.  In  1699  he 
deeded  it  to  his  son  Kenelm,  and  in  1873  it  was 
owned  by  William  T.  Winslow  of  West  Brew- 
ster. Kenelm  Winslow  bought  of  George 
Dennison,  of  Stonington,  Connecticut,  one 
thousand  acres  of  land  in  Windham,  later 
Mansfield,  March  11,  1700,  for  thirty  pounds. 
He  gave  land  October  7,  1700,  to  son  Samuel, 
who  sold  it  to  his  brother  Kenelm,  but  neither 
Samuel  or  Kenelm  lived  in  Windham.  Octo- 
3,  1662,  he  was  fined  ten  shillings  for  ** riding  a 
journey  on  the  Lord's  day,'*  yet  he  rode  sixty 
miles  to  Scituate  on  three  occasions  to  have  a 
child  baptized  in  the  Second  Church  there: 
Kenelm,  1668;  Josiah,  1670:  and  Thomas, 
1672.  He  was  on  the  committee  to  seat  the 
meeting  house  October  4,  1714.  He  married. 
September  23,  1667,  Mercy  Worden,  born 
about  1 64 1,  died  September  22,  1688,  in  her 
forty-eighth  year,  daughter  of  Peter  Jr.  and 
Mercy  Worden,  of  Yarmouth.  Her  grave- 
'  stone  is  in  the  Winslow  graveyard  at  Dennis. 
It  is  of  hard  slate,  from  England,  and  is  the 
oldest  stone  in  the  yard.  The  burying  ground 
is  near  the  road  leading  from  Nobscusset  to 
Satucket,  a  short  distance  from  the  Brewster 

line.      He   married   second,   Damaris  , 

who  was  living  as  late  as  March  27,  1729.  His 
will  was  dated  January  10,  171 2,  and  proved 
December  28,  1715.

(IX)  Kenelm  Winslow,  son  of  Kenelm 
W^inslow  (8),  baptized  at  Scituate  August  9, 
1668,  died  March  20,  1728-9,  in  his  sixty- 
second  year.    He  inherited  the  homestead,  and 


was  a  clothier  or  fuller  by  trade.  His  business 
was  at  Satucket,  or  Winslow's  Mills,  and  was 
prosperously  conducted  by  himself  and  his 
heirs.  He  bought  of  his  brother  Samuel  land 
at  Windham,  now  Mansfield,  October  7,  1700. 
He  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Mansfield, 
October  20,  1703,  and  sold  this  land  to  Ben- 
jamin Hall,  June  20,  1709.  He  bought  of 
Nathaniel  Hall  of  Lewis,  Pennsylvania,  **all 
the  land  that  belongs  to  my  brother,  Joseph 
Hall  of  Mansfield,  deceased  intestate."  Mr. 
Winslow  was  a  man  of  distinction  in  the  town 
and  county.  He  was  town  treasurer  five 
years  beginning  in  1707;  selectman  three  years 
from  17 13;  deputy  to  the  general  court  in 
1720;  in  1708  was  on  committee  to  settle  the 
bounds  between  Harwich  and  Yarmouth,  and 
was  on  other  committees  of  like  character.  In 
171 5  he  was  appointed  to  **look  to  the  boys  on 
Sabbath  days  to  keep  them  from  playing  in 
meeting."  He  was  sole  executor  of  his  father's 
will.  He  married,  January  5,  1689-90,  Bethia, 
daughter  of  Rev.  Gershom  and  Bethia 
(Bangs)  Howe  of  Yarmouth,  granddaughter 
of  Edward  Bangs,  of  Plymouth,  who  came 
in  the  ship  "Ann"  in  1623.  She  married  sec- 
ond, July  20,  1732,  Joseph  Hawes.  The  will 
of  Kenelm  Winslow.  dated  January  22, 
1728-9,  proved  March  24,  1728-9,  bequeathed 
to  brother  Edward,  wife  Bethia,  sons  Kenelm, 
Thomas  and  Seth ;  to  various  grandchildren ; 
he  directed  that  negro  and  mulatto  slaves  be 
sold,  and  the  proceeds  divided.  The  estate 
was  inventoried  at  2684  pounds  six  shillings. 
His  son  Kenelm  was  executor.  Children:  i.

(X)  Kenelm  Winslow,  son  of  Kenelm 
Winslow  (9),  born  in  Harwich,  1700,  died 
June  28,  1783,  (gravestone  in  Winslow  bury- 
ing ground  at  Dennis).     He  was  a  prominent 
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man,  and  held  various  offices.  He  was  one  of 
thirteen  justices,  September  27,  1774,  to  sign 
the  following  document :  "Whereas  there  has 
been  of  late  several  acts  of  the  British  Parlia- 
ment passed  tending  to  introduce  an  unjust 
and  partial  administration  of  Justice;  to 
change  our  free  constitution  into  a  state  of 
slavery  and  oppression  and  to  introduce 
Popery  in  some  parts  of  British  America,  etc. ; 
therefore  we  the  subscribers  do  engage  and 
declare  that  we  will  not  accept  any  commis- 
sion in  consequence  of  a  uncomformity  to  said 
acts  of  Parliament,  nor  upon  any  unconstitu- 
tional regulations;  and  that  if  either  of  us 
is  required  to  do  any  business  in  our  offices  in 
conformity  to  said  acts  or  in  any  way  con- 
trary to  the  charter  of  this  province  we  will 
refuse  it  although  we  thereby  lose  our  commis- 


sion. 


Mr.  Winslow  was  a  clothier,  and  carried  on 
the  business  on  the  estate  of  his  father,  having 
a  fulling  mill  at  Stony  Brook  in  1728.  He 
inherited  the  homestead  at  Harwich.  He  mar- 
ried first,  September  14,  1722,  Zerviah  Rider, 
died  April  5,  1745,  aged  forty-two  years;  mar-

They  are  buried  in 
the  Winslow  burying  ground  at  Dennis.  Chil- 
dren, born  at  Harwich,  all  by  first  wife:  i.

William   Hayward,  the  im- 
H  AY  WARD     migrant     ancestor     of     the 

Hayward  family  in  Amer- 
ica, was  born  in  England  or  Ireland.  Thomas 
Hayward,  of  Duxbury  and  Bridgewater,  with 
whom  he  seems  to  have  been  connected,  was 
from  Aylesford,  England.  There  is  a  tradi- 
tion in  the  family  that  the  early  ancestors 
came  from  Denmark  and  settled  in  Ireland. 
There  is  another  tradition  also  to  the  effect 
that  the  founders  of  this  family  in  America 
were^  when  children,  induced  to  go  aboard 
ship  just  before  sailing,  and  were  brought  to 
this  country  and  bound  out  to  a  farmer  to  pay 
their  passage.  In  all  likelihood,  however,  the 
name  and  family  are  English,  although  it  may 
have  originated  in  England  with  the  conquest 
of  the  Danes.  The  name  is  spelled  Ha  wared, 
Haywood,  Heywood,  Heyward,  Haiward,  ancj 
in  fact  as  many  ways  as  human  ingenuity  can 
devise,  and  there  is  no  more  difficult  name  to 
trace  through  the  maze  of  bad  spelling  and 
numerous  individuals  of  the  same  name  in  the 
same  towns. 

(I)  William  Hayward  was  first  of  Charles- 
town  in  1637.  He  was  of  age  when  the  colony 
settled,  and  a  proprietor  in  the  year  men- 
tioned ;  he  removed  to  Braintree,  whence  per- 
haps the  tradition  that  the  first  comers  settled 
in  Dedham,  a  neighboring  town.  One  John 
Haywood,  who  lived  in  Dedham,  died  without 
having  sons  to  perpetuate  his  name.  William 
was  deputy  to  the  general  court  in  1641  from 
Braintree.  He  signed  his  own  name  William 
Haywood  as  witness  to  a  deed  of  William 
Ever  ill  in  1654.  He  was  drowned  May  10, 
1659,  when  about  forty-five  years  old,  and 
when  most  of  his  children  were  minors.  Ad- 
ministration was  granted  June  14,  1659,  to  his 
widow  Margery,  for  herself  and  children.  She 
died  July  8,  1676.  The  administration  of  her 
estate  was  granted  August  i,  1676,  to  her  son 
Jonathan.  Children :  i.  Samuel,  first  of  the 
name  to  locate  in  Mendon,  where  his  broth- 
er-in-law, Ferdinando  Tliayer.  located,  bought 
a  bouse  lot  April  6,  1672,  and  later  acquired

{[])  William  Hayward,  son  of  William 
Hayvvard  (i),  was  born  in  Braintree  or  vicin- 
ity, about  1650.  His  father  was  drowned  in 
1659,  and  he  seems  to  have  gone  to  live  with 
relatives  at  Bridgewater  and  Duxbury,  where 
several  branches  of  the  Hayward  family  were 
living,  but  the  exact  relationship  seems  impos- 
sible to  determine.  William  first  appears  on 
the  public  records  at  Swansea,  near  Duxbury, 
in  1672,  the  same  year  that  William  married 
Sarah  ,  and  their  children  are  all  re- 
corded at  Swansea.  He  as  well  as  his  broth- 
ers appear  to  have  had  land  at  Mendon,  and 
his  sons  Jonathan,  Samuel  and  William  settled 
there  or  in  the  vicinity,  but  he  may  have  lived 
at  Swansea  all  his  life.  Apparently  the  author 
of  the  Mil  ford  history  believes  he  settled 
about  the  time  that  his  son  Jonathan  came  to 
Mendon.

(Vni)  Frank  Aldrich  Fales,  son  of  Eli- 
phalet Newman  Fales  (7),  was  born  October 
13,  1848,  at  Norwood,  Massachusetts.  He 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  that 
town,  and  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter,  at 
which  he  worked  for  five  years.  He  then 
became  superintendent  of  the  lumber  yards  of 
the  firm  of  Clark  &.  Letherbee,  of  Boston.  In 
1877  ^^^'  Fales  embarked  in  the  grain  and  feed 
business  in  Norwood  and  has  continued  with 
marked  success  to  the  present  time.  He  has 
been  prominent  in  public  life  in  Norwood. 
From  1880  to  1886  he  was  an  engineer  of  the 
Norwood  fire  department.  He  was  elected 
selectman  and  assessor  in  1882,  and  bv  sue- 
cessive  re-elections  held  these  offices  twenty 
years  in  succession.  In  1886-87-88  he  was 
representative  to  the  general  court  from  the 
first  Norfolk  representative  district,  and  was 
state  senator  for  the  second  Norfolk  district 
during  the  years  1900-01-02.  He  served  on 
important  committees  in  the  legislature  and 
ranked  among  the  most  useful  and  efficient 
legislators.  In  1903  he  was  appointed  post- 
master of  Norwood,  and  was  re-appointed  in 
1907  for  four  years.  He  is  an  active  and  in- 
fluential Republican  in  politics,  and  has  fre- 
quently served  his  party  in  the  various  nomi- 
nating conventions.  Mr.  Fales  is  a  promi- 
nent member  of  the  First  Universalist  Church 
of  Norwood,  and  has  been  for  five  vears  a 
member  of  its  parish  committee.  He  is  a 
member  of  Orient  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. : 
Hebron  Chapter.  R.  A.  M. :  Cypress  Coni- 
mandery,  K.  T.,  of  Hyde  Park;  Aleppo  Tem- 
ple, A.  A.  O.  N.  M.  S.,  of  Boston;  Tiot 
Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  which  he  was  first  noble 
grand :  Nahatan  Tribe,  I.  O.  R.  M. :  K.  of  P. : 
A.  and  H.  A.  Co..  of  Boston.  He  is  president 
of  the  Norwood  Business  Men  and  Board  of 
Trade,  a  director  of  the   Norwood   National 
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Bank,  a  member  of  the  executive  committee, 
and  president  of  the  Old  Home  Week  Associ- 
ation of  Norwood. 

He  married,  November  24,  1887,  Jennie 
Florence  Train,  born  at  Piermont,  New  York, 
October  30,  1861,  daughter  of  Asahel  and 
Sarah  Ann  (Stanton)  Train.

A    recent    contributor    to    the 
BROOKS     Brooks    family    genealogy    has 

mentioned  Henrv  Brooks,  of 
Concord  and  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  as  the 
immigrant  ancestor  of  his  particular  branch 
of  the  general  family  of  that  surname  on  this 
side  of  the  Atlantic  ocean ;  but  none  of  the 
several  writers  who  have  contributed 'to  the 
history  of  this  interesting  family  has  furnished 
any  clue  respecting  the  place  and  date  of  birth 
of  the  immigrant  or  the  year  in  which  he  came 
to  America,  and  the  published  ships'  lists  of 
passengers  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of 
the  seventeenth  century  make  no  mention  of 
his  name. 

Farmer  in  his  "Register  of  the  First  Settlers 
of  New  England"  speaks  of  Henry  Brooks, 
of  Concord,  as  probably  the  freeman  in  1638 
under  the  name  of  Brook,  and  inclines  to 
associate  him  with  one  Mr.  Brock ;  but  more 
recent  investigations  have  shown  that  these 
names  as  well  as  the  persons  were  entirely 
distinct,  and  that  the  first  appearance  of 
Henry  Brooks  in  New  England  colonial  his- 
tory, so  far  as  any  contemporary  account  or 
parish  or  town  record  tends  to  disclose,  is 
that  of  having  been  admitted  to  the  rights  of 
freeman  in  Concord,  Massachusetts,  March 
14.  1639.  His  name  next  appears  on  the  tax 
list  of  Woburn  in  1649,  when  he  was  propri- 
etor of  land  in  that  town.  He  was  selectman 
in   1669-71-72.

(VHI)  Reuben  Brooks,  son  and  only  sur- 
viving child  of  Reuben  and  Nancy  (Eames) 
(Allen)  Brooks,  is  a  native  of  Rockport, 
Massachusetts,  and  for  more  than  forty  years 
has  been  a  prominent  figure  in  the  business 
life  of  that  town  and  of  the  city  of  Gloucester. 
As  a  boy  he  attended  the  public  schools  in 
Rockport  and  in  1859  was  a  student  at  Pierce 
Academy,  Middleboro,  Massachusetts.  After 
leaving  school  he  went  into  his  father's  store, 
working  there  as  clerk  and  also  assisting  in 
the  management  of  the  business.  He  event- 
ually succeeded  his  father  in  the  ownership 
of  the  store,  and  carried  on  the  business  as 
sole  proprietor  until  1882.  In  1880,  in  part- 
nership with  William  N.  LePage  under  the 
firm  name  of  the  Russia  Cement  Company,  he 
founded  the  business  of  manufacturing  and 
selling  what  has  since  become  known  through- 
out the  world  as  "LePage's  Glue."  In  1882 
the  partnership  was  changed  to  a  corporation, 
others  becoming  interested,  and  in  1886  Mr. 
LePage  sold  all  his  interest  to  his  associates, 
since  which  time  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
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ks  the  business  has  been  developed  to  an 
lished  industry  of  world  wide  reputation, 
many  years  Mr.  Brooks  was  a  prominent 
ber  of  the  Congregational  church  of 
port,  serving  for  twenty  years  as  organist 
for  several  years  as  superintendent  of  the 
ay  school.

The  history  of  many  notable 
BABSON  New  England  families  by  rea- 
son of  some  imperfection  in 
records  cannot  be  traced  with  definite  accuracy 
to  European  ancestors.  The  references  which 
purport  to  contain  lists  of  names  of  all  immi- 
grants to  the  shores  of  America  do  not  show 
the  names  of  many  ancestors  who  are  known 
to  have  been  settled  in  New  England  previous 
to  the  year  1650.  This  appears  to  be  true  with 
respect  to  the  family  under  consideration  here, 
and  all  historians  and  genealogists  of  the  last 
half  century  have  been  obliged  to  content 
themselves  with  the  mere  announcement  that 
Isabel  Babson,  widow  and  midwife,  was  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  as  early  as  the  year 
1637  and  soon  afterward  went  to  Cape  Ann 
with  her  only  son  James.  There  is  an  ancient 
tradition  in  the  family,  however,  which  runs 
to  the  effect  that  the  surname  Babson  was  at 
some  period  in  the  earlier  generations  various- 
ly known  as  Babason,  Barbason  and  Baboson, 
and  was  so  written  in  records  by  clerks  whose 
understanding  of  the  orthography  of  English 
surnames  was  decidedly  meagre. 

The  Gloucester  records  show  that  Isabel 
Babson  had  grants  of  land  there,  and  also  that 
she  purchased  an  estate  in  what  now  is  the 
center  of  the  city.  The  title  to  a  part  of  this 
property  remained  in  the  family  for  a  century 
and  a  half.  She  died  in  Gloucester,  April  6, 
1 66 1,  aged  eighty- four  years,  leaving  an  estate 
valued  at  twenty-seven  pounds  six  shillings, 
which  descended  to  her  son  James. 

(I)  James  Babson,  ancestor  of  all  the  Bab- 
sons  of  New  England  and  probably  of  all  of  the 
name  in  this  country,  went  with  his  mother^ 
to  Gloucester  and  settled  near  Little  Good 
Harbor.  He  was  a  cooper  by  trade,  but  culti- 
vated his  land  and  at  his  death  left  a  small 
farm,  which  went  into  possession  of  Thomas

W'itham,  who  had  married  one  of  his  daugh- 
ters. He  died  in  1683.  I"  1647  he  married 
Elinor  Hill,  who  died  March  14,  1714,  aged 
eighty-three  years.

He  was  born  in  1687  and  died 
before  1743.  His  wife  died  about  1779.  From 
the  sons  of  this  marriage  are  descended  nearly 
all  of  the  Babsons  of  Cape  Ann.  8.  Eliza- 
beth, 1665.  9.  Ebenezcr,  1668,  died  before 
1696.  He  is  the  Ebenezer  Babson,  says  the 
author  of  the  "History  of  Gloucester,''  who 
found  a  place  in  the  *'Magnalia"  of  Cotton 
Mather,  where  in  a  letter  written  from  Rev. 
John  Emerson,  he  figures  in  "the  diabolical 
work  by  which,  in  1692,  the  town  (Glouces- 
ter) was  kept  in  a  state  of  agitation  and  alarm 
for  several  months.  He  may  have  been  dis- 
tinguished in  an  encounter  with  a  less  ethereal 
enemy,  and  thus  have  been  the  occasion  of  the 
local  saying,  *the  knife  that  Babson  killed  the 
bear  with.' " 

ill)  John  Babson,  fourth  son  of  James 
and  Elinor  (Hill)  Babson,  born  in  Glouces- 
ter, Massachusetts,  in  1660,  died  in  1737.  He 
had  a  grant  of  land  in  1695  of  two  or  three 
acres  at  Straitsmouth  to  "set  up  fishing  upon." 
By  further  grants  and  purchase  he  became 
owner  of  twenty-seven  acres  there,  which  he 
held  several  years  and  probably  improved  by 
carrying  on  the  fishery,  and  sold  in  172 1.  In 
1686  he  married  Dorcas  Elwell,  daughter  of 
Josiah  Elwell.  They  both  died  in  1737. 
Josiah  Elwell,  whose  wife  was  Mary  (Collins) 
Elwell.  was  a  son  of  Robert  Elwell,  whose 
name  first  appears  in  New  England  history  in 
1635  as  a  witness  in  connection  with  "the  out- 
rageous conduct  of  one  Mr.  Thomas  Wanner- 
ton  at  the  eastward."  He  was  admitted  free- 
man in  1640.  and  a  member  of  the  church  in 
Salem  in  1643.  He  owned  lands  in  diflFerent 
parts  of  Gloucester,  lived  for  a  time  at  the 


harbor  and  afterward  settled  permanently  on 
Eastern  Point,  where  most  of  his  land  was 
situated.  He  was  selectman  in  1649  and  sev- 
eral times  afterward,  commissioner  for  end- 
ing small  causes,  and  by  reason  of  his  char- 
acter and  influence  in  the  town  was  usually 
addressed  as  Goodman  Elwell.  John  and  Dor- 
cas (Elwell)  Babson,  had  several  children, 
three  of  whom — Elias,  born  1687,  John,  1691, 
and  Josiah,  1703 — died  within  a  few  weeks 
in  1720.  His  son  James,  born  1689,  is  be- 
lieved to  have  been  the  father  of  Isaac  Bab- 
son, of  Wenham,  who  died  quite  young  in 
Bristol,  England,  leaving  several  children,  one 
of  whom,  Isaac,  graduated  from  Harvard 
College  in  1779  and  soon  afterward  went  on 
board  the  privateer  "Buccaneer"  as  steward. 
He  spent  several  years  in  seafaring  life  and 
in  1 786  settled  in  Hopkinton,  New  Hampshire, 
and  engaged  in  trade.  In  1796  he  removed  to 
Manchester  and  died  there  July  31,  1800. 

(III)  John  Babson,  son  of  John  and  Dor- 
cas (Elwell)  Babson,  born  in  Gloucester, 
169 1,  died  there  in  -1720,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
nine  years.  He  married  and  had  two  chil- 
dren, James  and  William.  James  became  a 
sea  captain  and  died  September  3,  1759,  leav- 
ing a  son  James,  who  was  commander  of  a 
privateer  during  the  revolution,  and  who  died 
October  10,  1790. 

(IV)  William  Babson,  younger  son  of  John 
Babson,  was  a  sailor  and  fisherman  and  was 
lost  overboard  on  a  voyage  to  the  Grand 
Banks  about  1749.  He  married  and  left  a  son 
William. 

(\')  William  Babson  Jr.,  son  of  William 
Babson.  married,  in  1797,  Anna  Rogers,  born 
in  1754,  died  in  June,  1826,  daughter  of  Rev. 
John  Rogers.  William  Babson  Jr.,  died  De- 
cember 30.  183 1.  He  was  brought  up  to  a 
seafaring  life  and  after  several  years  spent 
in  privateering  and  mercantile  voyages  set- 
tled down  in  business  at  Annisquam.  Rev. 
John  Rogers,  whose  daughter  Anna  became 
wife  of  William  Babson  Jr.,  ^yas  a  son  of  Rev. 
John  Rogers,  of  Kittery,  Maine,  and  was  born 
there  in  August,  1719.  He  graduated  from 
Harvard  College  in  1739,  and  his  ordination 
over  the  Fourth  Church  took  place  February 
I.  1744.  His  ministry  continued  for  a  period 
of  more  than  thirty-eight  years,  and  it  is  not 
known  that  during  the  time  anything  occurred 
to  disturb  the  harmony  of  the  parish,  although 
the  events  of  the  revolutionary  war  so  de- 
pressed all  interests  in  the  town  that  his  salary 
as  minister  was  not  fully  paid  and  he  died 
with  the  parish  owing  him  a  considerable  sum 
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of  money.  He  died  October  4,  1782.  He 
married,  first,  Susannah  Allen ;  married,  sec- 
ond. Mary  Ellery;  married,  third,  Abigail 
Woodward.  His  father,  Rev.  John  Rogers, 
of  Kittery,  now  Eliot,  Maine,  was  born  Janu- 
ary 19,  1692.  died  October  16,  1773.  He  grad- 
i;ated  at  Harvard  College,  171 1;  married, 
October  16,  17 18,  Susannah,  daughter  of  Ma- 
jor John  Whipple,  of  Ipswich ;  she  died  Octo- 
ber 22,  1779.  His  father.  Rev.  John  Rogers, 
was  born  at  Ipswich,  July  7,  1666,  died  De- 
cember 28,  1745.  He  graduated  at  Harvard 
College  in  1684,  preached  at  Ipswich,  and 
married.  March  4,  1691,  Martha  Whitting- 
ham.  who  died  March  9,  1659.  His  father, 
Rev.  Dr.  John  Rogers,  was  born  at  Coggshall, 
Essex.  England,  January  11,  1630,  and  came 
with  his  father  to  New  England  in  1636.  He 
was  graduated  at  Harv-ard  College  in  1649, 
studied  both  physic , and  divinity,  assisted  in 
the  ministry  at  Ipswich  and  was  also  employ- 
ee! as  the  principal  physician  in  the  town.  In 
Jnme,  1676.  he  was  unanimously  chosen  pres- 
ident of  Harvard  College,  which  office  he  de- 
clined. After  the  decease  of  President  Oakes, 
he  was  again  elected  in  April,  1682.  and  in- 
stalled August  12,  1683,  but  died  suddenly  on 
the  day  succeeding  commencement  of  the  next 
year.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of 
Major-General  Daniel  and  Patience  (Dudley) 
Denison,  the  latter  of  whom  was  a  daughter 
of  Governor  Thomas  Dudley,  son  of  Captain 
Roger  Dudley.  His  father,  Rev.  Nathaniel 
Rogers,  was  born  at  Haverhill,  1598,  died 
July  3,  1655.  He  entered  Emanuel  College, 
Cambridge ;  his  first  sermon  was  preached  at 
Sproughton,  in  Norfolk;  sailed  from  Graves- 
end  to  Boston :  settled  at  Ipswich,  where  he 
preached  the  Gospel.  He  married  Margaret, 
daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Crane,  of  Coggshall, 
Essex,  England.  His  father.  Rev.  John 
Rogers,  of  Dedham,  was  educated  in  the  Uni- 
ver.sity  of  Cambridge,  and  for  many  years  was 
a  famous  preacher  of  Dedham,  Essex,  Old 
England.  He  died  in  1636.  He  was  remark- 
able for  his  zeal,  and  appeared  to  be  a  man  of 
great  piety,  as  well  as  a  preacher  of  extraordi- 
nary earnestness. 

(VI)  William  Babson,  son  of  William  Jr. 
and  Anna  (Rogers)  Babson,  was  one  of  the 
foremost  business  men  of  Gloucester,  and  died 
June  29,  1848,  after  a  long  and  succesful 
career  in  trade  and  commerce.  He  married 
Polly  (Mary)  Griffin,  who  died  October  16, 
1 82 1.  They  had  children:  i.  William,  born 
July  I.  1802.  died  January  22,  1817.  2.  Mary, 
January  13,  1804,  married  Solomon  H.  Davis. 


3.  Esther  Griffin,  February  1,  1806,  married 
Elias  E.  Davison.  4.  John  James,  June  15, 
1809,  see  forward.  5.  Edward,  February  18, 
181 1,  married  Amanda  Stanwood.  6.  Robert 
Elwell,  March  8,  181 3.

(\'ll)  John  James  Babson,  second  son  and 
fourth  child  of  William  and  Polly  (Griffin) 
Babson,  born  in  Gloucester,  June  15,  1809, 
died  in  that  city,  April  13,  1886,  the  last  sur- 
vivor of  eight  children.  As  a  boy  he  enjoyed 
only  such  educational  advantages  as  the 
schools  of  his  native  town  then  afforded,  and 
at  the  age  of  fourteen  years  entered  the  store 
of  his  father,  who  then  and  until  his  death 
in  1848  was  an  enterprising  and  prosperous 
merchant,  engaged  in  both  domestic  and  for- 
eign trade.  There  the  boy  had  abundant  leis- 
ure for  reading,  which  he  turned  to  the  best 
uses,  and  there  he  accjuired  or  strengthened 
the  marked  taste  for  study  and  historical  in- 
vestigations which  he  never  lost.  Before  he 
had  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  he  was 
appointed  a  member  of  a  committee  to  secure 
subscribers  for  the  Gloucester  Lvceum,  an 
institution  designed  to  promote  the  diffusion 
of  useful  knowledge  by  means  of  lectures  and 
debates ;  and  a  few  years  later,  in  December 
1832,  he  gave  a  lecture  before  it  on  "Early 
Maritime  Discoveries."  In  March,  1832,  he 
was  elected  recording  secretary  of  the  lyceum, 
held  the  office  three  years  and  subsequetly 
filled  other  offices  in  connection  with  it.  From 
1870  until  his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors,  and  for  the  last  five  years 
was  its  president.  In  later  years  the  lyceum 
became  the  nucleus  of  a  public  library,  and  on 
its  endowment  and  the  creation  of  a  board 
of  trustees  Mr.  Babson  was  elected  chairman 
of  the  board  and  served  in  that  capacity  until 
the  time  of  his  death. 

From  1836  to  1855  ^^'"-  Babson  was  cashier 
of  liic  Gloucester  Bank,  and  then  retired  from 
active  pursuits,  although  from  1862  to  1870 
he  was  one  of  the  directors  of  the  institution 
which  afterward  became  the  Cape  Ann  Na- 
tional r>ank.  His  retirement  from  business 
gave  him  leisure  for  literary  pursuits  and  for 
public  service  in  various  ways.  At  several 
periods,  beginning  so  far  back  as  1834  and 
ending  in  1880,  he  was  a  member  of  the  school 
committee,  his  entire  service  covering  a  per- 
iiT  of  thirty  years:  and  during  the  greater 
])art  of  this  time  he  was  chairman  of  the 
board,  and  in  1855-56  and  from  1862  to  1870 
he  performed  the  duties  of  the  office  of  super- 
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intendenl  of  schools.  ^'Thoroughly  devoted 
to  the  cause  of  education/*  says  one  who  was 
a  teacher  while  he  was  connected  with  the 
schools,  "he  worked  with  such  singleness  of 
purpose,  such  persistent  energy,  that  he  revo- 
lutionized the  school  system,  and  for  his 
labors  in  this  direction  Gloucester  owes  him 
an  incalculable  and  increasing  debt."  It  was 
during  his  administration  that  the  old  school 
district  system  was  abolished  in  favor  of  the 
new  graded  system. 

In  1859  he  was  one  of  the  selectmen  of 
Gloucester,  for  five  years — 1859-60-75-76-77 — 
was  a  member  of  the  lower  house  of  the  state 
legislature,  and  for  two  years,  1861-62,  a 
U'cniber  of  the  Massachusetts  senate.  In 
rebriiary,  1864,  he  was  appointed  one  of  the 
state  bank  commissioners,  an  office  for  which 
he  was  especially  well  qualified  by  his  former 
experience  as  a  cashier  and  director,  and  he 
continued  the  discharge  of  its  duties  until  De- 
cember, 1865,  when  the  office  was  abolished. 

I;i  i860  Mr.  Babson  gave  to  the  press  his 
most  important  literary  work,  his  "History  of 
the  Town  of  Gloucester,  Cape  Ann,  including 
the  Town  of  Rockport."  It  was  an  octavo 
volume  of  more  than  six  hundred  pages,  and 
was  among  the  earliest  of  the  better  class  of 
town  histories.  In  the  preparation  of  the 
work  he  showed  un\vearied  diligence,  and  be- 
stowed on  it  the  most  careful  and  conscien- 
tious labor.  In  1876  he  published  a  quarto 
volume  of  "Notes  and  Additions,"  extending 
to  nearly  a  hundred  pages,  which  had  already 
appeared  in  a  local  newspaper.  When  strick- 
en with  his  fatal  illness  he  had  nearly  finished 
a  new  and  carefully  revised  edition  of  his 
history.  The  great  merit  of  the  "History  of 
(jloucester"  at  once  attracted  general  notice, 
and  in  November,  i860,  Mr.  Babson  was 
elected  to  membership  in  the  Massachusetts 
Historical  Society,  then  as  now  a  distinguished 
honor.  Circumstances  made  it  impossible  for 
him  to  attend  the  society  meetings  regularly, 
and  while  he  did  not  make  any  contributions 
to  the  printed  volumes  of  the  society  he  laid 
on  the  table,  in  1869,  a  large  scrap-book  in 
which  he  had  written  this  inscription :  "This 
\^olume  is  composed  of  articles  relating  to  the 
part  borne  by  Gloucester  in  the  War  of  the 
Rebellion,  taken  from  the  file  of  the  Cape 
Ann  Advertiser,  a  weekly  newspaper  publish- 
ed in  Gloucester.  Prepared  for  the  Massachu- 
setts Historical  Society,  and  presented  by 
John  J.  Babson,  a  member  of  the  Society." 

In  the  early  summer  of  1871  Mr.  Babson 
went  abroad  with  his  WMfe,  visiting  Scotland, 


the  east  coast  of  England,  Belgium,  Germany, 
Switzerland,  France,  and  the  center  and 
southwest  of  England,  arriving  home  again 
in  November  of  the  same  year.  While  abroad 
he  was  particularly  interested  in  matters  con- 
nected with  the  fisheries  and  the  settlers  of  his 
native  town.  He  spent  some  time  at  the  im- 
portant fishing  port  of  Wick,  in  the  extreme 
northeast  corner  of  Scotland,  where  he  made 
investigations  relative  to  the  Scottish  fisher- 
ies. He  also  visited  the  old  cities  of  Glouces- 
ter and  Bristol,  England,  to  seek  for  traces 
of  early  settlers  of  Massachusetts  who  were 
supposed  to  have  come  from  that  part  of  the 
mother  country.  His  own  family  name  was 
entirely  unknown  there,  although  tradition 
pointed  to  Bristol  as  the  place  from  whence 
his  ancestors  came.  His  investigations  result- 
ed in  the  discovery  that  with  comparatively 
few  exceptions  the  first  settlers  of  New  Eng- 
land did  not  belong  to  families  famous  in  the 
mother  country;  it  is  here  that  their  best  rec- 
ord is  found. 

In  1876,  on  the  occasion  of  the  centennial 
exhibition  at  Philadelphia,  Mr.  Babson  pre- 
pared and  published  a  short  historical  account 
of  **The  Fisheries  of  Gloucester,  from  the 
first  Catch  by  the  English  in  1623  to  the  Cen- 
tennial Year  1876."  This  is  a  very  interest- 
ing and  valuable  monograph,  embodying  much 
information  not  found  elsewhere.  To  the 
"Standard  History  of  Essex  County/'  pub- 
lished in  1878,  he  contributed  the  chapters  on 
Ciloucester  and  Rockport. 

His  interest,  however,  was  not  confined  to 
educational  and  historical  investigations  alone, 
and  he  not  infrequently  was  called  on  to  pre- 
side and  officiate  at  public  meetings.  At  the 
dedication  of  the  Collins  schoolhouse  in  1864 
and  of  the  Sawyer  Free  Library  building  in 
1884  he  delivered  addresses,  both  of  which 
were  printed.  For  several  years  he  was  pres- 
ident of  the  Cape  Ann  Horticultural  Society, 
for  some  years  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Essex  Agricultural  Society,  and  a  member  of 
the  Essex  Institute,  Salem,  and  the  New  Eng- 
land Historic  Genealogical  Society. 

Mr.  Babson  married,  first,  June  17,  1832, 
Mary  Coffin  Rogers,  who  died  December  5, 
1842,  daughter  of  Timothy  and  Clarissa  (Cof- 
fin) Rogers,  and  by  whom  he  had  four  sons 
and  one  daughter.  He  married,  second,  June 
14.  185 1,  Ann  Mason,  daughter  of  Alphonzo 
and  Lucy  (Stratton)  Mason.  By  her  he  had 
one  son.  His  children:  i.  William,  born  No- 
vember 5,  1833,  see  forward.  2.  John  James, 
September   16,   1835,  died  October  18,   1846.

(VIII)  William  Babson,  eldest  son  and 
child  of  John  James  and  Mary  Coffin 
(Rogers)  Babson,  was  born  in  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts,  November  5,  1833,  and  for 
more  than  fifty  years  has  been  connected  in 
one  capacity  and  another  with  the  Gloucester 
Bank  and  the  Gloucester  National  Bank.  He 
fitted  for  college  at  Phillips  Exeter  Academy, 
but  on  account  of  sickness  was  compelled  to 
abandon  the  idea  of  a  thorough  collegiate 
education.  Having  taken  a  long  sea  voyage 
for  the  benefit  of  his  health,  he  returned  home 
and  in  1855  was  made  assistant  to  the  cashier 
r»f  the  Gloucester  Bank,  serving  in  that  capa- 
city six  years.  August  i,  1862,  he  was  elected 
cashier  and  still  holds  that  position.  On  Jan- 
uary 19,  1861,  Mr.  Babson  married  Mary  Isa- 
!>el  W'yman,  daughter  of  Oliver  C.  Wyman,  of 
Boston,  and  has  had  children:  i.  Robert 
Tillinghast,  born  Gloucester,  February  3, 
1862,  graduated  from  Harvard  College,  A.  B., 
1882;  Boston  University  Law  School,  LL.  B., 
1885;  practices  in  Boston;  married,  June  14, 
1900.  Alice  Carey  Jordan,  daughter  of  Wil- 
liam Hight  Jordan,  of  Gloucester  (see  Jordan 
family),  and  has  two  children:  Harriet 
Worcester,  born  Brookline,  April  18,  1901, 
and  William,  born  July  24,  1903.  2.  Mary 
Coffin,  born  Gloucester,  January  18,  1864, 
lives  in  Gloucester.  3.  William,  born  Glouces- 
ter, August  24,   1866,  died  January  9,   1866.

Mediaeval    history   informs 
BURNHAM     us  that  Walter  le  Burnahm 

went  into  England  at  the 
time  of  the  conquest  with  William  of  Nor- 
mandy, in  the  train  of  his  cousin  german. 
Earl  Warren,  and  at  the  survey  (1080)  was 
made  lord  of  the  Saxon  villages  of  Burnham, 
county  of  Norfolk,  and  of  many  other 
manors :  and  that  from  this  manor  he  took  his 
surname  of  De  Burnham  and  became  the  pro- 
genitor of  the  numerous  family  of  that  name, 
which  has  been  spelled  as  Bernham,  Burnam 
and  sometimes  as  Barnham.  In  the  old  Anglo- 
Saxon  it  is  Beornhom,  Byrnhom,  etc. ;  the 
old  Norse  Bjorn ;  the  old  Anglo-Saxon  Boern 
and  Bum,  (a  bear)  according  to  Ferguson  in 
his  "English  Surnames"  mean  "chief,"  "hero," 


"man."  Other  authorities  give  its  meaning 
as  a  knight,  a  noble,  etc. ;  and  it  also  has  been 
used  to  distinguish  a  town,  a  village,  and  a  rich, 
level  meadow.  When  applied  to  a  person  the 
name  signified  the  name  of  its  principal  officer 
or  lord ;  when  applied  to  a  place,  a  town  or  vil- 
lage by  a  river.  But  probably  it  never  was  used 
as  a  surname  until  after  the  conquest,  when 
Walter  added  De  Burnham  to  his  name.  The 
name  is  found  in  very  early  Saxon  history, 
and  in  the  genealogy  of  the  kings  of  Bernicia 
it  appears  as  Boernhom,  (sometimes  Byrn- 
hani),  son  of  Bofa,  great-grandson  of  Alric, 
descended  from  Woden.  King  Alfred  the 
great  in  his  will,  made  before  A.  D.  900,  men- 
tions Burnhamme,  county  of  Somerset,  and 
Burnham,  county  of  Sussex. 

According  to  the  "Encyclopedia  of  Herald- 
ry," Burnham,  Bernham  and  Barnham,  with 
the  various  corruptions  of  those  names,  Bur- 
nam, and  Barnam,  bore  for  arms — sa.  a  cross 
between  four  crescents  ar. — which  would 
seem  to  imply  that  the  three  names  were  orig- 
inally identical.  There  can  be  no  doubt  of 
Burnham,  Bernham  and  Burnam,  but  Barn- 
ham, and  its  abbreviation,  Barnum,  in  both 
English  and  American  records  seem  to  be 
distinct.  The  Burnham  seal  (iioo)  "was 
round,  of  an  inch  and  a  half  over,  with  a  man 
completely  armed  on  horseback,  a  drawn 
sword  in  his  hand." 

In  America  the  name  Burnham  is  found  very 
early  in  the  records  of  both  Massachusetts 
and  Connecticut.  Lieutenant  Thomas  Burn- 
ham, of  Ipswich,  served  in  the  Pequot  expedi- 
tion of  1636-37.  From  the  best  information 
obtainable  it  appears  that  three  brothers,  John 
Thomas  and  Robert  Burnham,  sons  of  Robert 
Burnham  and  Mary  Andrews  his  wife,  of 
Norwich,  Norfolk  county,  England,  came  to 
America  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  1635, 
in  the  ship  "Angel  Gabriel,"  in  charge  of  their 
maternal  uncle,  Captain  Andrews,  master. 
They  were  wrecked  on  the  coast  of  Maine, 
and  with  the  freight  thrown  overboard  at  the 
time  of  the  disaster  was  a  chest  belonging  to 
the  boys,  which  contained  many  of  their  val- 
uables. After  his  ship  had  been  wrecked 
Captain  Andrews  went  to  Chebacco  (Ips- 
wich), taking  the  boys  with  him,  and  settled 
there.  John  and  Thomas  Burnham,  only  boys, 
served  with  others  of  the  colonists  in  the 
expedition  against  the  Pequot  Indians,  and 
when  grown  to  manhood  they  remained  at 
Chebacco  and  became  freemen  there.  Robert 
removed  to  Boston  and  while  there  became 
one  of  the  company  that  purchased  the  town 
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of  Dover  in  New  Hampshire.  He  afterward 
removed  to  that  place,  erected  his  "garrison 
house"  at  Oyster  river,  became  a  freeman,  and 
many  of  his  descendants  are  yet  in  that  state. 
John  Burnham  was  appointed  deacon  of  the 
church  at  Chebacco.  He  became  the  owner  of 
a  large  tract  of  land  lying  on  the  east  side  of 
what  afterward  became  known  as  Haskell's 
creek.  In  later  years  many  of  his  descendants 
went  from  Chebacco  to  other  places.  His 
grandson,  Ebenezer  Burnham,  settled  at 
Windham,  Connecticut,  and  himself  became 
progenitor  of  a  large  family  of  descendants. 
Others  of  John's  family  settled  in  New 
Hampshire  and  Maine. 

(I)  Thomas  Burnham,  with  whom  we  have 
particularly  to  deal  in  this  narrative,  joined 
the  expedition  against  the  hostile  Pequots  in 
1636  or  1637;  was  selectman  in  1647;  on 
town  committees ;  sergeant  of  Ipswich  com- 
pany of  militia,  1664;  ensign,  1665;  received 
from  Governor  Dudley  his  commission  as 
lieutenant  in  1683.  In  1683,  1684  and  again 
in  1685  ^^  ^'^s  chosen  deputy  to  the  general 
court.  In  1667  "Thomas  Burnham  is  granted 
the  privileges  of  erecting  a  saw  mill  on  the 
Chebacco  river,  near  the  falls ;"  and  in  1657 
it  was  ordered  that  "a  road  or  way  be  laid 
out  through  Thomas  Burnham's  land,  across 
the  swamp."  In  1678  "Ensign  Thomas  Burn- 
ham, of  Ipswich,  has  right  of  commonage 
according  to  law."  He  became  owner  of 
much  real  estate  in  Ipswich  and  also  in  Che- 
bacco. and  his  houses  and  farms  were  even- 
tually divided  between  his  sons  Thomas  and 
James.

fill)  John  Burnham,  of  Chebacco,  second 
child  and  second  son  of  Thomas  and  Mary 


(Tuttle),  Burnham,  born  1648,  died  January 
12,  1704.  This  John  Burnham,  from  whom 
most  of  the  Burnhams  in  Essex  county  are 
descended,  settled  in  Chebacco,  first  near  the 
head  of  Whittredge  creek,  and  afterward  re- 
moved to  the  Falls.  In  1689  he  became  pro- 
prietor of  the  grist  mill  there,  and  that  proper- 
ty with  other  lands  in  the  vicinity  afterward 
remained  in  the  family  through  many  gener- 
ations of  his  descendants.  The  following  ex- 
tract from  the  town  records  will  be  found  of 
interest  in  the  present  connection:  "1687. 
John,  son  of  Thomas  Burnham,  having  raised 
the  dam  two  feet  higher,  which  was  likely  to 
damage  the  town  very  much,  has  liberty  to 
move  his  mill  on  Chebacco  river,  but  he  is  not 
to  damnific  any  former  grant."  June  6.  1668, 
John  Burnham  married  Elizabeth  Wells,  who 
died  in  1717.

( I\')  Captain  Jonathan  Burnham,  seventh 
son  and  child  of  John  lUirnham  and  Elizabeth 
Wells  his  wife,  born  October  10,  1685,  ^'^^ 
April  3.  1773.  The  scene  of  his  life  was  laid 
during  the  years  which  followed  King  Philip's 
war  and  those  which  preceded  the  American 
revolution,  a  period  during  which  the  colonists 
knew  very  little  of  the  blessings  of  peace; 
and  Captain  Jonathan  himself,  as  had  his  an- 
cestors before  and  his  descendants  after  his 
time,  saw  service  in  the  wars  with  the  French 
and  Indians,  and  held  a  commission  as  cap- 
tain. He  married  twice.  His  first  wife. 
whom  he  married  March  17,  17 10,  w^as  Mary 
Perkins,  and  after  her  death  he  married,  May 
30,  1730,  Martha  Foster,  born  1700,  died 
February  20,  1790.  Five  children  were  born 
of  his  first  and  seven  of  his  second  marriage:

He* 
retired  from  active  pursuits  about  i860.

(\^I1I)  Leonard  A.  Burnham,  eldest  child 
of  Leonard  Burnham  and  his  wife  Rhoda 
Plummer,  was  born  in  Gloucester,  September 
18,  1837,  and  since  he  left  the  public  school 
of  the  town  has  been  actively  identified  with 
the  business  life  and  history  of  Gloucester, 
village  and  city,  in  many  ways.  About  i860, 
with  some  assistance  from  his  father,  he  started 
in  the  grocery  business  on  Main  street,  in  a 
building  on  land  of  which  he  is  now  the  own- 
er. In  1864,  in  the  disastrous  fire  which  swept 
away  much  of  the  business  section  of  Glouces- 
ter, he  met  with  serious  loss,  but  afterward 
he  started  again,  this  time  in  partnership  with 
his  brother  Alphonzo,  under  the  firm  name  of 
L.  A.  Burnham  &  Brother.  The  firm  contin- 
ued in  successful  business  until  about  January 
I.  1869,  when  Leonard  A.  Burnham  sold  his 
interest  in  the  store  to  his  brother.  A  part  of 
the  stock  carried  by  the  firm  consisted  of 
fishing  tackle  and  other  supplies,  and  in  the 
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course  of  trade  the  partners  were  daily 
brought  in  contact  with  dealers  in  fishing 
lines ;  and  when  he  sold  out  his  interest  to  his 
brother  Leonard  A.  Burnham  he  formed  a  part- 
nership with  Moses  B.  Jackman,  of  Newbury- 
port,  in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  cotton 
lines  for  fishing,  and  to  a  certain  extent  for 
other  purposes.  The  firm's  wares  were  manu- 
factured at  Newburyport  under  the  supervis- 
ion of  Mr.  Jackman,  while  Mr.  Burnham  se- 
cured the  customers  and  built  up  the  trade, 
which  in  time  became  very  extensive.  The 
business  was  carried  along  in  this  way  until 
about  1884,  when  the  firm  was  dissolved.  In 
November  of  the  same  year  Mr.  Burnham  es- 
tablished the  business  of  manufacturing  lines 
in  Gloucester,  and  in  the  course  of  time  be- 
came perhaps  the  largest  producer  in  his 
special  line  of  goods  in  the  country.  It  is 
still  continued  under  his  sole  proprietorship 
and  has  yielded  its  owner  very  gratifying 
results.  Besides  his  factory  enterprise,  which 
has  occupied  much  of  his  attention  for  many 
years,  Mr.  Burnham  has  been  and  still  is 
closely  identified  with  other  business  interests 
and  institutions  of  Gloucester.  He  was  elect- 
ed a  director  of  the  Gloucester  National  Bank 
in  1883,  vice-president  in  1891,  serving  in  that 
capacity  until  1899,  and  as  president  for  the 
next  eight  years,  from  1899  to  January  i, 
1907.  From  1870  to  1877  he  was  treasurer  of 
the  First  Universalist  Church  of  Gloucester. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  various  subordinate 
bodies  of  Odd  Fellows,  and  for  fifteen  years 
served  as  deputy  grand  patriarch.  For  all  of 
seven  years  he  has  been  chairman  of  the  par- 
ish committee  of  his  church,  and  at  various 
times  has  served  on  important  special  com- 
mittees in  making  repairs  and  improvements, 
and  also  has  contributed  liberally  to  the  funds 
raised   for  church  maintenance. 

July  27,  1865,  Mr.  Burnham  married  Eliza 
A.  Farnum,  youngest  daughter  of  Jacob  and 
Rebecca  (Foster)  Farnum,  granddaughter  of 
Benjamin  and  Ruth  (Saltmarsh)  Farnum, 
great-granddaughter  of  Deacon  Benjamin  and 
Dolly  (Holt)  Farnum,  and  great-great-grand- 
daughter of  Timothy  and  Dinah  Farnum,  of 
North  Andover,  Massachusetts.  Deacon  Ben- 
jamin Farnum,  son  of  Timothy,  w^s  born 
December  26.  1746,  and  died  December  4, 
1833.  His  wife,  Dolly  Holt,  was  born  August 
19,  1741,  and  died  July  25,  1815,  daughter  of 
Jcxscph  and  Dorothy  Holt.  Jacob  Farnum  and 
his  ancestors  in  generations  anterior  to  his 
own  spelled  their  surname  as  here  written,  but 
some   of   his   children   changed   the   name   to 


Farnham.  Jacob  Farnum  and  Rebecca  Foster 
were  married,  April  27,  1826,  and  lived  to 
celebrate  their  golden  wedding  anniversary  in 
1876.  At  that  time  Jacob  was  seventy-three 
years  old  and  his  wife  Rebecca  was  one  year 
his  junior.  They  were  married  by  the  Rev. 
Bailey  Loring,  of  North  Andover.  When  he 
was  thirteen  years  old  Jacob  Farnum  went  to 
the  old  home  of  his  ancestors  in  North 
Andover,  there  to  live  with  his  grandfather, 
Deacon  Benjamin  Farnum,  and  when  eighteen 
years  old  he  was  furnished  by  the  Deacon 
with  a  full  equipment  for  military  duty,  in- 
cluding a  horse  and  saddle.  At  the  age  of 
twenty-one  he  was  presented  with  a  note  for 
$200  in  order  that  he  might  qualify  as  a  voter. 
**At  the  age  of  nineteen  years,"  says  a  family 
manuscript,  *'he  commenced  to  visit  at  Mr. 
Nathan  Foster's,  where  he  was  so  well  re- 
ceived and  everything  was  so  agreeable  that 
he  continued  in  that  business  for  the  space  of 
four  years.  Even  a  courting  stable  was  pro- 
vided, which  of  course  proved  very  accept- 
able." When  he  went  to  live  with  his  grand- 
father there  was  no  agreement  as  to  the 
wages  to  be  paid  him  by  the  Deacon,  but  at 
the  death  of  the  latter,  at  the  age  of  eighty- 
seven  years,  Jacob  received  compensation  for 
his  services.  When  he  was  twenty-two  years 
old  Jacob  Farnum  was  given  the  third  degree 
in  Masonry  in  St.  Matthew's  Lodge  in  And- 
over. 

Jacob  and  Rebecca  (Foster)  Farnum  had 
seven  children,  all  born  at  North  Andover: 
Rebecca  F.,  born  December  26,  1827,  married 
a  Mr.  Jenkins;  Jacob  L.,  born  November  22, 
1829,  died  November  i,  1831 ;  Jacob  L.,  (the 
second  child  so  named),  born  September  15, 
1832:  Susan  F.,  born  February  11,  1835,  mar- 
ried a  Mr.  Abbott ;  Benjamin  H.,  bom  Octo^ 
ber  20,  1838,  married  a  Mr.  Fuller;  Eliza  A., 
born  August  9,  1840,  married  Leonard  A. 
Burnham  and  lives  in  Gloucester. 


The  Lamprey  family  of 
LAMPREY      England  and  Ireland  is  of 

considerable  antiquity, 
though  not  at  any  period  very  numerous  or 
widely  scattered.  The  Lamprey  coat-of-arms, 
as  given  in  Burke's  General  Armory  is:  Or 
three  crosses  crosslet  fitchee  in  chief  gules. 
Crest:  A  hand  holding  a  cross  crosslet  fitchee 
in  pale  proper.  The  American  branch  of  the 
family  has  lived  with  few  exceptions  in 
Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  where  the  pion- 
eer settled,  and  the  family  has  never  been 
large  numerically.     Until  recent  generations. 
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since  1800,  the  family  remained  practically  in 
Hampton  and  a  few  New  Hampshire  towns 
not  far  distant.  In  the  revolution  five  of  the 
name  all  from  Hampton  served  in  the  army — 
Benjamin,  Levi,  Daniel,  Samuel  and  Simon — 
all  bearing  orthodox  Scriptural  names. 

(I)  Henry  Lamprey,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  born  in  England  in  1616,  according  to 
his  own  deposition  made  in  1666  and  the  rec- 
ord of  his  age,  eighty-four,  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  August  7,  1700.  With  him  came  to 
America  his  wife  Julien  or  "Gillyen,"  as  the 
old  records  have  it  spelled.  For  a  few  years 
they  lived  in  Boston,  where  one  of  their  chil- 
dren was  born  as  early  as  1654.  About  1660 
they  located  in  Hampton  and  there  they  lived 
the  remainder  of  their  days.  He  was  a  coop- 
er by  trade.  A  pretty  story,  the  truth  of 
which  we  have  no  reason  to  doubt,  has  been 
handed  down  from  generation  to  generation 
regarding  the  marriage  of  the  progenitors  of 
this  family.  JuHen,  we  are  told,  was  a  little 
woman,  and  she  received  for  her  dowry,  at 
marriage,  her  weight  in  gold,  one  hundred  and 
twelve  pounds.  The  chest  in  which  this  treas- 
ure was  given  is  still  preserved  by  descend- 
ants, and  at  last  accounts  was  owned  by  Mor- 
ris Lamprey,  of  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  His 
wife  died  at  Hampton,  May  10,  1670.  Chil- 
dren: I.  Henry,  born  about  1641 ;  married, 
July  24,  1686,  Elizabeth  Mitchell;  resided  in 
Stratham;  signer  of  a  petition  of  the  inhabi- 
tants to  the  governor  and  council  in  1709  ask- 
ing to  be  incorporated  as  a  town  perhaps  of 
Exeter  in  1666:  Hampton  records  give  one 
child,  Mary,  born  August,  1692.  2.  Daniel, 
tradition  says  he  never  married  but  remained 
on  the  homestead  and  had  as  a  housekeeper  a 
**kinswoman"  to  whom  he  gave  the  east  half 
of  his  house  lot,  which  she  afterwards  sold  to 
John  Knowles:  but  it  is  found  that  Daniel 
Lamprey  was  allowed  from  the  treasurer  of 
the  province  in  171 1  "his  debenter  for  money 
paid  Roger  Swaine  for  entertaining  his  son, 
being  sick  in  the  military  service,  fifteen  shill- 
ings" and  it  appears  that  the  name  of  his  son 
was  Benjamin.

He  resided  in  Hampton  and  his  house  was 
on  the  highway  leading  from  Nook  Lane  to 
I^ittle  River  bridge,  laid  out  as  then  in  use, 
May  7,  1734.    The  place  is  or  was  lately  occu- 


pied by  the  heirs  of  James  and  Samuel  C.

He  set- 
tled on  the  homestead  of  her  father,  now 
the  Leavitt  place,  opposite  the  old  cemetery.

(X'H)  Alfred  Asa  Lamprey,  son  of  Asa 
Lamprey  (6),  was  born  May  26,  1832,  at  Gil- 
manton, New  Hampshire,  and  died  November 
17,  1904  at  Lawrence,  Massachusetts.  He 
was  educated  in  the  district  schools  of  his 
native  town  and  worked  between  terms  on  his 
father's  farm  until  he  left  home  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  and  went  to  4.awrence.  There  he 
began  to  work  for  Mr.  Searles  as  a  bookkeep- 
er, but  after  a  time  removed  to  Boston.  When 
his  father  died  in  1850  he  returned  to  Gilman- 
ton for  three  years.  In  1853  he  established  a 
retail  grocery  store  in  Lawrence  in  partner- 
ship with  James  Rae  Simpson,  and  the  firm 
became  very  prosperous.  In  1878  he  sold  his 
interests  to  his  partner,  and  Mr.  Simpson  has 
continued  the  business  to  the  present  time, 
having  his  son  in  partnership  in  recent  years. 
After  retiring  from  the  grocery  business  Mr. 
Lamprey  established  his  lumber  business  in 
Lawrence  and  built  up  a  flourishing  trade. 
After  a  few  vears  the  business  was  incor- 
porated  under  the  title  of  Lawrence  Lum- 
ber Company,  and  Mr.  Lamprey  continued 
as  treasurer  and    manager    until    his    death. 


November  17,  1904.  Mr.  Lamprey  had  an 
extraordinary  capacity  for  business.  He  was 
energetic,  enterprising  and  persistent.  Up- 
right and  honorable  in  every  walk  in  life,  he 
was  a  man  of  great  force  of  character  and 
of  large  influence.  He  was  a  leader  in  finan- 
cial affairs  as  well  as  in  business,  president  of 
the  Broadway  Savings  Bank;  vice  president 
of  the  Lawrence  National  Bank.  He  was  a 
Democrat  in  politics  and  an  active  political 
factor  during  his  life.  He  served  two  years  in 
the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Lawrence 
and  for  several  years  on  the  school  board.  He 
married,  October  25,  1854,  Matilda  Adams 
Gamble,  born  July  8,  1832,  at  Linneus.  Maine, 
daughter  of  Alexander  and  Jennie  (Nevins)

The  Pitcher  family  of  ancient

As   early    as     1637,     Richard 
JORDAN      Gibson,  a    clergyman    of    the 

Established  Church  of  Eng- 
land, was  settled  on  Richmond  Island,  in  what 
is  now  the  state  of  Maine.  About  the  close 
of  1640,  or  early  the  following  year,  he  re- 
moved to  Portsmouth  and  is  believed  to  have 
been  the  first  minister  at  that  place.  Rev. 
Robert  Jordan  succeeded  to  the  place  made 
vacant  by  the  departure  of  Mr.  Gibson,  and 
tradition  has  it  that  these  two  clergymen 
divided  their  Sunday  ministrations  between 
the  Spurwink  and  Casco  settlements  and  Saco, 
in  Maine. 

(I)  In  these  annals  it  is  not  assumed  that 
the  Rev.  Robert  Jordan  was  the  ancestor  of 
all  of  the  persons  of  that  name  who  afterward 
lived  in  New  England,  but  that  he  was  the  an- 
cestor and  progenitor  of  one  of  the  strongest 
branches  of  the  great  Jordan  family  in  Amer- 
ica there  can  be  no  doubt.  Rev.  Robert  Jor- 
dan was  a  priest  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  came  to  Maine  in  or  about  1640.  At  that 
time  he  was  twenty-nine  years  old.  He  is  be- 
lieved to  have  emigrated  in  one  of  Mr.  Tre-

lawney's  trading  vessels  to  New  England.  In 
1641  he  was  one  of  the  referees  between  Win- 
ter and  Cleaves,  and  from  this  fact  it  is  reason- 
ably argued  that  he  had  not  then  married  Mn 
Winter's  daughter. 

Edward  Godfrey,  the  first  settler  of  York, 
Maine,  and  for  some  time  governor  of  the 
western  part  of  the  colony,  and  who  was  asso- 
ciated with  Robert  Jordan  as  magistrate, 
wrote  a  letter  to  the  home  government  on 
March  14,  1660,  and  there  speaks  of  him  as 
having  long  experience  in  the  country,  **ec|ual 
with  any  in  Boston. "  He  also  mentions  Mr. 
Jordan  as  **an  orthodox  devine  of  the  Church 
of  England  and  of  great  parts  and  estate,  con- 
ceded by  all  to  be  an  active  and  enterprising 
man.  placed  by  education  above  the  mass  of 
the  people  with  whom  he  connected  himself.'* 

Although  he  was  a  man  of  superior  educa- 
tion and  possessed  a  considerable  estate  in 
lands  and  other  property,  with  much  influence 
among  those  of  the  planters  who  were  of  his 
own  religious  faith,  his  ministrations  as  a 
priest  of  the  Episcopal  church  were  not  well 
received  by  many  of  the  inhabitants,  who 
found  occasion  to  present  an  account  of  his 
ministrations  to  the  colonial  government,  and 
thus  it  was  that  he  was  commanded  to  appear 
before  the  general  court  and  make  answer  in 
respect  to  his  alleged  iniquitous  ])ractices ;  and 
he  was  charged  to  desist  therefrom  in  future, 
under  pain  of  punishment.  But  these  things 
did  net  deter  him  in  the  performance  of  what 
he  regarded  as  his  manifest  duty,  and  they 
ultimatclv  led  to  the  establishment  and  full 
recognition  of  the  church,  and  also  to  a  divi- 
sion of  the  colony  and  the  creation  of  pro- 
vinces. 

The  precise  time  in  which  Rev.  Robert  Jor- 
c'an  came  to  America  is  not  known,  neither  is 
the  place  of  his  birth  in  England  known  to 
his  descendants,  but  he  is  believed  to  have 
come  over  in  1639,  from  Dorsetshire  or  Dev- 
onshire, in  both  of  which  ])laces  the  surname 
Jordan  had  many  representatives  at  that  time 
and  for  manv  vears  afterward.  The  name 
as  here  written  exists  in  England,  Ireland  and 
Wales,  and  has  been  variously  spelled  Jor- 
daine.  Jordayne,  Jorden.  Jordin  and  Jordan. 
The  first  Jordan  who  settled  in  Wales  was  of 
Anglo-Norman  origin,  one  of  the  companions 
of  Martine  de  Tours  in  the  time  of  the  con- 
(|ucst.  A  Robert  Jordan  married  a  Cokers  in 
Bland  ford,  county  of  Dorset,  and  had  Robert 
Jordan,  who  became  a  merchant  in  Melcomb, 
also  of  Dorsetshire,  and  who  is  supposed  to 
have    married    into    the    T^itzpen    or    Phi[)pen 


family.  Their  coat-of-arms  was  nine  daggers 
on  a  shield,  with  a  lion  rampant  in  the  center. 
The  arms  of  the  Dorsetshire  and  Somerset- 
shire Jordans  have  on  their  shield  a  lion  ram- 
pant, and  the  Wiltshire  Jordan  arms  have  a 
bent  arm  holding  a  dagger.  From  this  simi- 
larity there  can  be  little  doubt  of  the  kinship 
of  these  various  Jordan  families  in  Europe. 

Rev.   Robert  Jordan  married,  at  Richmond 
Island,   Sarah,  only  daughter  of  John  Win- 
ter.    On  the  death  of  Mr.  Winter,  in   1645, 
Mr.  Jordan  was  appointed  to  administer  the 
estate.     By  his  marriage  he  became  possessed 
of  extensive  tracts  of  land  and  was  regarded 
as  a   wealthy  man,   **a  source  of   influence," 
says  one  writer,  *Svhich  he  failed  not  to  exert 
in  favor  of  his  church  and  politics."  He  after- 
ward removed  from  the  island  to  the  mainland 
portion  of  his  estate  and  occupied  the  planta- 
tion called  Spurwink,  a  name  which  has  since 
been   retained.     On   account  of  his  religious 
principles  and  declarations  he  was  the  object 
of  suspicion  and  was  believed  by  some  of  the 
inhabitants   to   entertain    feelings  of  hostilit)* 
to  the  Puritan  government  of  New  England, 
but  such  was  not  the  case.    He  was  forbidden 
to  marry  or  baptize  any  persons,  but  this  in- 
junction  he  disregarded  and   in   consequence 
was  twice  arrested  and  imprisoned  in  the  jail 
at   Boston,  first  in    1654  and  again  in  1663. 
For  many  years  he  held  the  office  of  magis- 
trate, or  judge.     During  the  second  war  with 
the  Indians  he  was  compelled  to  flee  with  his 
family,  and  so  hurriedly  that  many  of  his  val-  ■ 
uable  pai)ers  were  left  behind  to  be  destroyed 
by  the  savages.     He  went  to  Portsmouth  in 
New  Hampshire  and  took  up  his  abode  there, 
where  he  died  in  1697,  in  his  sixty-eighth  year. 
Several  years  before  his  death  he  had  lost  the 
use  of  his  hands,  and  was  therefore  unable  to 
sign  his  will,  which  devised  his  estate  to  his 
wife  and  six  sons.     His  widow,  Sarah,  sur- 
vived him  and  in  1686  was  living  at  Newcastle 
in  Portsmouth  harbor.    Children  of  Rev.  Rob- 
ert  and    Sarah    (Winter)    Jordan:      i.  John, 
born    at    Falmouth,    Maine;    married,     1667, 
Elizabeth     Styleman,     of     Portsmouth,    New 
Hampshire.

Katherine ;  died  1729.    Five  of  the  six 

sons  of  Rev.  Robert  Jordan,  all  of  them  cx- 
ce[)t  Samuel,  were  living  at  Spurwink  in  169CX 
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the  year  of  the  destruction  of  Falmouth  by 
the  Indians.  They  were  compelled  to  find  re- 
fuge elsewhere  and  for  eight  years  the  plan- 
tation at  Spurwink  was  deserted;  but  in  1698 
they  were  among  the  first  who  returned  to 
their  old  home  lands  to  begin  life  anew.  In 
1703,  during  the  period  of  the  earliest  French 
and  Indian  wars,  which  began  in  1702,  the 
settlement  at  Spurwink  was  again  attacked 
and  twenty-two  persons  by  the  name  of  Jor- 
dan were  either  killed  or  carried  away  cap- 
tives by  the  Indians  to  Canada. 

(II)  Dominicus  Jordan,  third  child  and 
son  of  Rev.  Robert  and  Sarah  (Winter)  Jor- 
dan, was  born  at  Spurwink  (now  Cape  Eliz- 
abeth, Cumberland  county,  Maine)  previous 
to  1665,  and  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  an 
attack  upon  that  place  in  1703.  In  1675,  then 
being  only  a  youth,  he  had  left  Spurwink 
with  his  father's  family  on  account  of  the 
attack  on  the  settlement  during  King  Philip's 
war.  and  six  years  afterward  he  returned 
with  his  wife.  It  appears  that  he  had  pre- 
viously selected  a  piece  of  land  and  his  father 
had  promised  that  it  should  be  his  at  the 
proper  time.  In  1679  his  father  died  and 
under  the  will  Dominicus  came  into  pos- 
session, July  I,  1679,  of  one  thousand  acres 
of  land  at  Spurwink.  He  was  a  prominent 
man  in  the  settlement  and  was  one  of  the  trus- 
tees to  whom  the  town  of  Falmouth  was  deed- 
ed by  President  Dan  forth.  In  1678  he  admin- 
istered the  estate  of  Ralph  Tristram.  The 
second  Indian  w^ar  again  brought  danger  to 
the  settlement,  and  in  1690,  when  Falmouth 
was  devastated,  Spurwink  was  deserted  and 
remained  unoccupied  until  the  peace  of  1698. 
Family  tradition  says  that  Dominicus  Jordan 
was  a  man  of  large  stature  and  of  great 
strength  and  endurance;  the  gun  used  by  him 
was  more  than  six  feet  long,  and  it  was  the 
custom  of  the  owner  to  keep  the  gun  and 
ammunition  close  at  hand  all  the  time.  The 
Indians  feared  him;  in  war  he  was  their 
deadly  enemy,  but  lived  in  friendly  terms  with 
them  in  time  of  peace.  He  was  called  "The 
Indian  Killer.*'  On  the  breaking  out  of  hos- 
tilities in  1703  a  party  of  Indians,  appearing 
friendly,  called  on  Mr.  Jordan  on  August  10, 
to  buy  some  goods.  He  did  not  suspect  their 
treacherous  design  and  was  waiting  on  them, 
when  one,  who  had  watched  the  opportunity 
unnoticed,  struck  a  hatchet  into  Mr.  Jordan's 
head.  Death  soon  followed.  His  wife  and 
family  of  six  children,  and  his  youngest 
brother,  Jeremiah,  were  made  prisoners  and 
led  through  the   wilderness  to  Canada.     All 


were  finally  restored,  except  a  daughter  who 
remained  with  her  captors  in  Canada. 

In  168 1  Dominicus  Jordan  married  Han- 
nah, daughter  of  Ralph  Tristram,  of  Winter 
Harbor,  now  Riddeford,  Maine.  Ralph  Tris- 
tram was  made  freeman  in  1655,  and  may 
have  settled  at  Biddeford  several  years  prior 
to  that  (late.  For  many  years  he  was  a  useful 
and  worthy  townsman,  and  died  in  1678.  His 
children  were  Samuel,  Nathaniel,  Benjamin, 
Rishamer,  Rachel,  Ruth,  Freegrace,  Hannah 
and  David  Tristram.  Children  of  Dominicus 
and  Hannah  (Tristram)  Jordan:  i.  Domini- 
cus, born  1683;  died  May  20,  1749.  2.  Sam- 
uel, born  1684:  see  forward.  3.  Mary  Ann, 
born  at  Spurwink,  1687;  August  10,  1703, 
the  Indians  murdered  her  father  and  carried 
her  and  the  rest  of  the  family  to  Canada.  The 
others  were  redeemed,  but  she  remained  with 
her  French  masters,  who  changed  her  name 
to  ''Arabelle."  She  is  mentioned  by  Stoddard 
in  his  Journal,  171 3,  as  ** Arabella  Jordan,  at 
Trois  Rivers."  She  never  returned  to  her 
people,  but  claimed  her  share  in  her  father's 
estate,  receiving  her  part  in  1761.  4.  Eliza- 
beth, born  at  Spurwink,  1690;  married,  1714, 
Captain  Humphrey  Scammon,  born  Kittery, 
May  10,  1677,  and  died  at  Saco,  1734;  eight 
children.  5.  Hannah,  born  at  Spurwink,  1693 ; 
married  Joseph  Calef,  of  Boston,  a  tanner; 
two  children.     6.  Nathaniel,  born  1696;  died 

1783-84. 

(Ill)  Samuel  Jordan,  second  son  and  child 
of  Dominicus  and  Hannah  (Tristram)  Jor- 
dan, born  1684,  died  December  20,  1742.  At 
the  time  of  his  father's  death,  Samuel  was 
eighteen  years  old,  and  with  his  mother  and 
all  of  her  children  he  was  carried  to  Canada 
by  the  Indians  and  held  a  prisoner  there  for 
seven  years,  six  years  by  the  Indians  and  one 
year  by  the  French.  He  then  made  his  escape 
with  two  other  prisoners,  who  were  aided  by 
an  Indian  woman  named  Mary,  who  led  them 
througl]  the  woods  to  Casco  Bay.  When  they 
arrived  at  Falmouth,  not  being  known,  they 
were  denied  admittance  untiF  the  generous 
"Mary"  succeeded  in  making  herself  known  to 
the  men  in  the  fort.  After  this  Samuel  is  be- 
lieved to  have  spent  some  time  with  his  uncles 
at  Winter  Harbor,  and  in  17 17  his  name  is 
found  recorded  there.  He  afterward  opened 
a  store  there  and  for  many  years  bis  was  the 
only  place  of  business  of  its  kind  in  the  town. 
On  account  of  his  knowledge  of  the  Indian 
language,  acquired  during  his  captivity,  he 
was  of  great  service  to  the  government  in  the 
capacity  of  interpreter.     After  the  treaty  of 
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1 717  he  was  engaged  chiefly  as  interpreter  and 
also  acted  as  Indian  agent  for  the  government. 
In  1725  he  was  captain  of  a  company  of  mili- 
tia. Captain  Jordan  was  a  man  of  great 
energ}^  and  perseverance,  prominent  in  town 
affairs  and  his  own  business,  and  in  the  Con- 
gregational church,  of  which  he  was  a  mem- 
ber. He  was  a  farmer  and  merchant  and 
lived  at  Winter  Harbor,  as  then  known,  but 
now  Biddeford.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  in  business  with  his  son  Rishworth,  and 
they  were  never  known  to  sue  or  distress  a 
debtor.  At  '^'ork,  Maine,  in  1718,  Captain 
Samuel  Jordan  married  Olive,  daughter  of 
James  and  Mary  (Rishworth)  Plaisted,  of 
Brunswick,  Maine,  born  May  i,  1698,  died 
1763.  Children  of  Captain  Samuel  and  Olive 
(IMaisted)  Jordan:  i.  Rishworth,  born  1719; 
see  forward.  2.  Olive,  born  1722;  married, 
1739,  Rev.  Ivory  Hovey,  born  July  14,  1714, 
died  November  4,  1803.  He  graduated  from 
Harvard  College  1735;  was  ordained  minister 
October  29,  1740;  studied  medicine,  and  in 
1744  began  practice  at  Mattapoiset,  where  he 
was  principal  physician  until  his  dismission-  in 
1765.  He  was  afterward  installed  at  Monu- 
ment Ponds,  in  Plymouth,  where  he  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life  and  preached  until  a 
few  days  before  his  death.  3.  Sarah,  born 
1724;  died  1756;  married,  1739,  Rev.  Samuel 
Hill,  of  Maiden,  who  graduated  from  Har- 
vard College,  1735,  and  was  pastor  of  the 
First  church  in  Marshfield,  Massachusetts, 
1740-52.  4.  Hannah,  born  1726:  married  De- 
cember I,  1743,  Rev.  Moses  Morrill,  who 
graduated  from  Harvard  College  in  1737,  and 
was  settled  at  Biddeford  in  1742;  died  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1778;  twelve  children.  5.  Samuel, 
born  1729;  died  October  19,  1802;  married 
Mercy  Bourn.  6.  Tristram,  born  May  13, 
1731  :  died  November  i,  1821;  married  Han- 
nah Goodwin.  7.  Mary,  born  1733;  died 
about  1760;  married  Philip  Goldthwait,  of 
Boston. 

(IV)  Rishworth  Jordan,  eldest  son  of  Cap- 
tain Samuel  and  Olive  (Plaisted)  Jordan, 
born  1 7 19,  at  Winter  Harbor,  Maine,  died 
April  18.  1808.  He  was  six  feet  in  height, 
and  broad  shoulderecl,  of  light  complexion, 
and  ])ossessed  a  very  strong,  loud  voice.  His 
form  was  very  erect  until  bowed  by  old  age. 
He  wore  small  clothes,  a  three-cornered  hat 
and  a  wig.  His  home  was  in  the  lower  part 
of  the  town  of  Winter  Harbor  (Biddeford). 
During  the  early  years  of  the  revolutionary 
war  he  was  appointed  judge  of  the  court  of 
common  ])leas,  of  which  he  afterward  became 


chief   justice,   and   was   universally   esteemed 
for    his   able   and   upright   discharge    of  the 
duties  of  that  office.     For  more  than  half  a 
century   he   took   a   prominent    part     in    the 
affairs  of  the  town  and  church,  having  been  a 
member   of  the   latter   from  early  manhood. 
Judge  Jordan  married,  in  Kittery,  1742,  Abi- 
gail,  daughter   of   Colonel   Timothy   Gerrish, 
born    1720,   died    October    25,    1,794.      Judge 
Rishworth  and  Abigail  (Gerrish)  Jordan  had 
children:    i.  Olive,  born  1744;  married,  1765, 
Dr.  Daniel    Pierce,    of    Kittery.     2.   Abigail, 
born  1746;  died  August  6,  1771 ;  married,  No- 
vember 3.  1768,  William  Vaughan.    3.  Sarah, 
born  1748;  married  first,  1769,  Captain  Paul 
Junkins,  of  York ;  second,   Elisha  Ayres,  of 
Saco.

(V)  Major  Rishworth  Jordan,  second  son 
of  Judge  Rishworth  and  Abigail  (Gerrish) 
Jordan,  born  at  Biddeford,  Maine,  1754,  died 
there  October  23,  1843,  having  spent  his  entire 
life  in  that  town.  His  old  home  is  one  and 
one-half  miles  from  Saco  Falls.  He  married, 
first,  Sarah  Forsyth,  who  died  in  1786,  aged 
thirty-five  years;  second,  Sarah  (Goodwin), 
wndow  of  Temple  Hight,  of  Berwick.  Maine. 
She  died  February  26,  1825.  Children  of 
Rishworth  and  Sarah  (Fors)kh)  Jordan:  i. 
Rishworth.  born  in  Biddeford.  1780;  see  for- 
ward. 2.  Ichabod,  born  February  2,  1782; 
died  August  7,  1874;  married  Betsey  Nason. 
He  carried  on  a  country  store  many  years, 
was  prominent  in  town  affairs,  held  various 
offices  of  trust,  represented  his  town  in  the 
general  court  at  Boston,  and  for  many  years 
w^as  deputy  sheriff  of  York  county.  3.  Tem- 
ple, born  1784:  died  1803,  unmarried.  4. 
Sarah  Goodwin,  born  1786;  married  William 
Hooper,  of  Saco:  two  children. 

(VI)  Rishworth  Jordan,  eldest  of  the  four 
children  of  Major  Rishworth  and  Sarah 
(Forsyth)  Jordan,  born  in  Biddeford,  Maine, 
1780.  died  in  that  town.  1858.  He  married, 
first,  Lydia  Gilpatrick;  second,  Harriet  Mor- 
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rill ;  third,  Elizabeth  Peabody.  All  his  chil- 
dren were  born  of  his  first  marriage.  He  was 
a  farmer  and  lived  nearly  all  if  not  quite  his 
entire  Iffe  at  Biddeford.  His  children  were:

Sally,  born  1812;  died  1854.  3.  Mary,  born

(\TI)  William  Hight  Jordan,  eldest  child 
and  only  son  of  Rishworth  Jordan  ai\d  his  first 
wife,  Lydia  Gilpatrick,  was  born  in  Biddeford, 
Maine,  1807,  and  died  there,  1849.  His  busi- 
ness occupation  was  that  of  quarrying  stone, 
at  Rockport,  Massachusetts,  and  his  death  at 
the  age  of  forty- tw^o  years  was  in  part  due  to 
an  accident  which  befell  him  while  endeavor- 
ing to  relieve  one  of  his  workmen  upon  whom 
a  stone  had  rolled.  However,  he  lived  sevr 
eral  years  after  this  misfortune,  married,  and 
eventually  died  from  natural  causes.  He  mar- 
ried, at  Rockport,  January  22,  1844,  Lydia 
Tarr,  a  descendant  of  one  of  the  old  families 
of  Gloucester  and  of  whom  mention  will  be 
found  in  these  annals.  .After  the  death  of  her 
husband,  Lydia  Tarr  Jordan  married  again. 
William  Hight  and  Lydia  (Tarr)  Jordan  had 
children:  i.  William  Hight  Jordan;  see  for- 
ward. 2.  Mary  Sylvester  Jordan,  born 
December  25,  1847;  ^^^^  Siged  about  six 
months. 

(\TII)  William  Hight  Jordan,  only  sur- 
viving child  of  William  Hight  Jordan  and  his 
wife  Lydia  Tarr,  and  a  descendant  of  the 
eighth  generation  of  Rev.  Robert  Jordan  and 
Sarah  Winter  his  wife,  was  born  in  Rock- 
I>ort,  Massachusetts,  October  30,  1845,  ^"^ 
has  spent  his  entire  business  life  in  Essex 
county,  always  at  Gloucester,  where  for  many 
years  he  has  been  actively  identified  with  bus- 
iness pursuits.  As  a  boy  he  attended  the 
Gloucester  public  schools,  later  during  a  part 
of  one  year  was  a  student  at  Atkinson  Acad- 
emy, and  in  the  winter  of  1861-62  he  took  a 
business  course  at  Comer's  Commercial 
School  in  Boston.  In  April,  1862,  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Company  G,  Eighth  Massachu- 
setts Volunteer  Militia,  which  regiment  in 
July  of  the  same  year  was  mustered  into  the 
United  States  service  for  nine  months  as  the 
Eighth  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry. 
The  regiment  continued  in  service  a  few  days 
less  than  one  year,  then  returned  home  and 
was  mustered  out,  still  retaining  its  militia 
character.  In  1864,  on  President  Lincoln's 
call  for  troops  for  one  hundred  days,  the  reg- 


iment was  again  mustered  into  service  for  that 
period. 

In  April,  1865,  Mr.  Jordan  began  his  busi- 
ness career  as  bookkeeper  for  Rowe  &  Smith, 
of  Gloucester,  fish  merchants  and  vessel 
owners,  and  continued  with  that  firm  until  it 
was  dissolved,  December  31,  1867,  and  was 
succeeded  by  the  new  firm  of  Rowe  &  Jordan, 
of  which  William  H.  Jordan  was  the  junior 
member.  In  July,  1887,  Mr.  Rowe  died,  and 
soon  afterward  the  surviving  partner  pur- 
chased the  estate's  interest  in  the  firm  and 
continued  the  business  as  sole  proprietor 
under  the  style  of  Wm.  H.  Jordan,  producer 
and  curer  of  fish,  until  February,  1900,  when 
he  changed  somewhat  the  character  of  the 
business  and  became  a  jobber  and  distributor 
of  fish  to  the  trade  in  general.  In  March  of 
the  same  year  Mr.  Jordan  was  appointed  col- 
lector of  the  port  of  Gloucester,  and  in  Janu- 
ary, 1903,  he  admitted  as  his  partner  in  the 
shipping  business  Orlando  Merchant,  the  style 
of  the  firm  being  Wm.  H.  Jordan  &  Co.,  as 
since  known  in  trade  circles  throughout  the 
country. 

When  he  became  collector  of  customs  at 
Gloucester  Mr.  Jordan  disposed  of  his  fleet 
of  fishing  vessels,  which  at  one  time  was  one 
of  the  most  valuable  fleets  sailing  out  of  the 
harbor  at  Gloucester.  And  besides  his  exten- 
sive operations  as  a  producer,  curer  and  ship- 
per of  fish,  which  now  have  extended  over  a 
period  of  forty  years,  Mr.  Jordan  has  been 
closely  identified  with  the  business  institutions 
of  Gloucester.  For  about  twenty  years  he  was 
a  director  of  the  old  Atlantic  Halibut  Com- 
pany, and  about  the  same  length  of  time  a 
director  of  the  Gloucester  Mutual  Fisherman's 
Insurance  Company ;  a  director  and  vice-pres- 
ident of  the  City  National  Bank  for  about 
eighteen  years ;  director  of  the  Gloucester 
National  Rank  about  twelve  years,  four  or 
five  years  its  vice-president,  and  president  since 
January  i,  1907. 

But  Mr.  Jordan's  interest  in  Gloucester  in- 
stitutions has  not  been  confined  exclusively  to 
those  of  a  purely  business  character,  and  his 
time  and  energies  have  not  been  directed  solely 
to  the  advancement  of  personal  ends.  He  is 
known  as  a  liberal,  public  spirited  citizen,  who 
appreciates  the  importance  of  his  home  city 
from  every  point  of  view  and  is  willing  to  con- 
tribute his  share  to  the  public  welfare.  For 
many  years,  covering  several  diflPerent  occa- 
sions of  public  celebration,  he  has  taken  an 
active  part  in  preparing  for  events  of  that 
character.     He  was  president  of  the  associa- 
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tion  formed  to  celebrate  the  two  hundred  and 
fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  settlement  and 
founding  of  Gloucester  (1623-1892)  and  was 
chief  marshal  of  the  parade  on  that  occasion. 
In  1896  he  was  elected  by  the  veterans  of 
1861-65  major  of  the  McKinley  and  Hobart 
Battalion,  composed  exclusively  of  veterans  of 
the  civil  war,  and  three  time  he  has  served  as 
colonel  on  the  staff  of  the  Commander-in- 
Chief  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
He  has  been  chairman  of  the  board  of  park 
commissioners  of  Gloucester  since  the  organ- 
ization of  the  commission,  a  member  of  the 
school  board  of  Gloucester  about  twenty- 
seven  years,  president  of  the  Gloucester  Elec- 
tric Company  since  its  organization  about 
twelve  years  ago,  and  now  is  a  member  of 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Sawvcr  Free  Li- 
brary  and  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors 
of  the  same  institution. 

January  6,  1870,  William  H.  Jordan  mar- 
ried Harriet  Ellen  Worcester,  of  Hoi  lis.  New 
Hampshire,  born  July  14,  1845.  Two  children 
were  born  of  this  marriage :  i.  Alice  Cary  Jor- 
dan, born  in  Gloucester.  November  22,  1870: 
married.  June  14,  1900,  Robert  T.  Babson, 
formerly  of  Gloucester,  now  of  Brookline, 
Massachusetts:  has  two  children — Harriet 
Worcester  Babson.  born  in  Brookline,  April 
18,  1901  :  and  William  Babson  ('2d),  born  in 
Brookline,  July  24,  1904.  2.  Annie  Mans- 
field Jordan,  born  in  Gloucester,  April  17, 
1872.  died  May  13,  1907. 


Captain  Loren  Benjamin  Nauss 
XAl^SS  probably  was  the  first  represen- 
tative of  his  family  name  in 
Gloucester.  The  period  of  his  life  there  was 
something  like  thirty  years.  He  was  brought 
up  to  a  seafaring  life,  as  were  several  of  his 
ancestors  before  him  and  others  of  the  same 
family.  About  1869  or  '70  he  came  to  Cape 
Aim.  evidently  to  engage  in  the  fisheries  for 
which  Gloucester  has  long  been  famous,  with 
the  ho])e  of  improving  his  condition  as  hun- 
dreds of  others  had  done.  After  he  took 
command  of  the  first  vessel  he  sailed  out  of 
Gloucester  harbor  for  the  banks  of  Newfound- 
land, and  he  did  succeed  in  bettering  his  con- 
dition in  every  way  during  the  twenty  years 
he  followed  the  fisheries,  and  then  quit  the 
sea  for  mercantile  pursuits,  engaging  in  a 
business  in  which  he  had  no  previous  experi- 
ence and  which  had  no  relation  whatever  to 
any  business  in  which  he  ever  before  engaged : 
but  he  made  a  splendid  success  of  his  enter- 
prise, for  he  was  a  capable,  level-headed  and 


straightforward  man,  and  with  the  small  capi- 
tal he  had  to  invest  in  1890  he  made  a  com- 
fortable fortune  in  the  next  ten  years;  made 
it  by  good  management  and  square  .dealing, 
and  he  deserved  the  reward  he  gained. 

Captain  Nauss  was  born  about  1849,  '" 
Chester,  Lunenburg  county,  Nova  Scotia,  and 
was  a  son  of  Benjamin  Nauss,  who  probably 
was  born  in  Chester,  and  a  descendant  of 
Scotch  ancestors,  although  the  family  name 
has  been  known  in  the  province  for  several 
generations  and  still  has  many  representatives 
there.  There  is  a  tradition  which  runs  to  the 
effect  that  the  Nausses  were  once  seated  in 
the  states,  in  southern  Pennsylvania,  the  Vir- 
ginias and  perhaps  still  farther  south,  and 
that  about  the  beginning  or  a  short  time  pre- 
vious to  the  revolution  they  came  into  New 
England,  and  thence  crossed  over  to  Nova 
Scotia.  How  much  importance  is  to  be  at- 
tached to  this  tradition  is  questionable,  for  the 
.\mcrican  genealogical  references  make  no 
account  of  the  family,  and  the  name  itself  is 
.rarely  found  in  any  published  records  in  the 
New  England  states.  Still,  by  intermarriage, 
the  Nausses,  at  least  those  of  the  family  here 
considered,  became  connected  with  some  of 
the  old  colonial  families  of  New  England. 
Maine  ai)pears  to  be  the  locality  from  whidi 
came  several  of  the  families  allied  to  the 
Nauss  surname  by  marriages. 

licnjamin  Nauss,  father  of  Captain  Nauss, 
was  a  fisherman  and  is  supposed  to  have  spent 
\\\o<si  of  his  life  in  Lunenburg  county.  He  mar- 
ried Sarah   Mosier,  perhaps  written  Mosher, 
either  being  correct.     Although  she  is  under- 
stood to  have  been  a  Nova  Scotian.  she  came 
of  an  old  Maine  family  whose  name  appears 
in  published  records  in  the  various  forms  of 
Mosier,     -Moshier,    Mosher,    Mozier,    Mozear 
and  Mozhear.  but  Mosier  is  the  form  in  which 
the     name     a])pears     most    frequently.     The 
Mosiers  were  in  Falmouth,  Maine,  as  earlv  as 
1640,  when  Hugh  Mo,sier  and  Thomas  Wise 
bought  a  considerable  tract  of  land  extending 
from  Tukey's  bridge  in  Deering  to  Martin's 
point.     Mosier  soon  afterward  abandoned  his 
purchase  and  went  farther  down  the  bay  and 
died  there,  leaving  two  sons,  James  and  John. 
These  brothers  occupied  the  islands,  now  in 
the  town  of  Free])ort,  which  were  called  after 
them  the  great  and  little  -^Tosiers,  but  which 
in    more    recent   years    have   been    know^n    as 
Moges.       Benjamin     and     Sarah      (Mosier) 
Nauss  had  several  children,  among  whom  were 
Loren    Benjamin,    James    Oscar,    Calvin    S., 
Emma   E.    and   John    Addison,   all   of   whom 
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eventually  came  to  live  in  New  England,  as 
also  (lid  their  parents.  James  Oscar  Nauss 
was  a  blacksmith  by  trade  and  after  living  for 
a  time  in  Massachusetts  he  returned  to  Nova 
Scotia  and  was  first  a  fisherman  and  after- 
ward a  farmer.  Calvin  S.  Nauss  lived  for  a 
time  in  \\'altham  and  afterward  in  Boston, 
where  he  died.  He  was  a  good  fisherman,  and 
in  Waltham  proved  to  be  an  excellent  watch- 
maker, but  a  roving  disposition  prevented  him 
from  making  a  success  of  life.  Emma  E. 
Nauss  married  John  E.  Gorman  and  lives  in 
Somerville,  Massachusetts.  John  Addison 
Nauss  followed  the  fisheries  in  Gloucester  for 
several  years  and  afterward  moved  to  \\'^alt- 
ham,  where  he  met  accidental  death. 

Captain  Loren  Benjamin  Nauss  came  from 
Nova  Scotia  to  Gloucester,  Massachusetts, 
about  the  year  1869,  and  at  once  went  into  the 
fisheries.  He  had  been  brought  up  to  the 
sea,  engaged  in  the  coastwise  and  West  Indies 
trade,  and  when  nineteen  years  old  was  master 
of  a  vessel.  For  several  years  he  sailed  out 
of  Gloucester  as  skipper  of  fishing  vessels 
owned  by  persons  other  than  himself,  but  as 
soon  as  he  could  command  the  means  he 
l)oiight  an  interest  in  the  vessels  he  sailed  and 
thus  earned  both  a  captain's  share  in  the  catch 
as  well  as  a  part  owner's  profits.  He  became 
half  owner  of  the  "Moro  Castle"  and  sailed 
her  many  trips  to  the  banks,  later  had  a  share 
in,  and  was* captain  of  the  ''George  S.  Bout- 
well,"  and  still  later  owned  a  half  interest  in 
the  "Belle  A.  Nauss,"  named  in  allusion  to 
his  own  daughter.  This  schooner  was  lost  at 
sea  May  30,  1890,  and  while  this  was  his  only 
serious  accident  during  twenty  years  of  sea 
life.  Captain  Nauss  sold  out  his  interests  in 
the  fisheries  to  engage  in  other  pursuits.  On 
June  9.  1890.  ten  days  after  the  loss  of  the 
** Belle  A.  Nauss,"  Captain  Nauss  bought  out 
the  lumber  yard  formerly  owned  by  Swett  & 
Company  and  as  sole  proprietor  continued  the 
business  with  gratifying  success  until  Febru- 
ary I,  1896,  when  he  took  as  partners  his 
sons,  Charles  S.  and  Loren  H.  Nauss,  and 
began  operations  on  a  larger  scale  than  be- 
fore, under  the  firm  name  L.  B.  Nauss  & 
Sons.  On  April  20,  1898,  the  firm's  business 
was  still  further  increased  by  the  purchase  of 
the  Fitz  J.  Babson  lumber  yard,  stock  and 
good  will,  and  by  this  acquisition  the  firm 
became  by  far  the  largest  in  its  line  on  Cape 
Ann.  This  prestige  never  has  been  lost;  on 
the  contrary,  since  the  death  of  the  senior 
partner,  and  particularly  since  February  i, 
1902,  when  Charles  S.  and  Loren  H.  Nauss 


became  proprietors,  the  business  of  the  firm 
has  increased  from  fifty  to  seventy-five  per 
cent,  more  than  ever  before. 

Captain  Nauss  died  in  Gloucester,  October 
4,  1901.  About  seventeen  weeks  previous  to 
his  death  he  suffered  a  severe  attack  of  rheu- 
matism and  this  was  followed* by  an  attack  of 
paralysis  which  resulted  in  his  death.  In  busi- 
ness circles  in  Gloucester  his  death  was  re- 
garded as  a  public  loss,  not  because  Captain 
Xauss  was  a  public  character  in  a  political 
sense,  but  a  business  man  of  unquestioned  in- 
tegrity, remarkably  successful  in  his  own  en- 
deavors and  one  whose  influence  was  always 
for  the  public  good  and  whose  interest  in  the 
welfare  of  the  city  and  its  institutions  was  as 
unselfish  as  it  was  earnest,  and  generous. 
Politically  he  was  a  strong  Republican,  but 
he  never  held  office  and  never  wanted  it.  In 
religious  preference  he  was  a  Baptist  and  he 
was  brought  uj)  strictly  under  that  influence. 
He  was  a  member  and  at  one  time  president 
of  the  Master  Mariners'  Association  of  Glou- 
cester, a  Templar  Mason  and  also  a  member 
of  the  subordinate  bodies  of  that  order.  Cap- 
tain Nauss  married,  in  1869,  Annie  Weir,  who 
survives  him.  She  was  born  in  St.  Johns, 
Newfoundland,  daughter  of  Richard  and 
Mary  E.  (Harding)  Weir. 

The  family  of  Weir  is  one  of  ancient  and 
good  standing  in  Scotland,  and  the  name  is 
said  to  have  been  written  originally  Vere.  In 
colonial  days  in  New  England  there  were  per- 
sons who  wrote  their  names  Weare,  Weir, 
\\'eyer,  Wier,  Wire  and  Wyer,  all  probably 
variations  of  the  same  original  form  and 
sr)me  of  them  undoubtedly  belonging  to  the 
same  general  family.  The  first  representative 
of  the  name  in  New  England  of  which  we 
have  any  account  was  Robert  Wyer,  of  Bos- 
ton, 1646.  A  Peter  Weare  died  in  'Newbury 
in  1653.  and  another  Peter,  whose  name  is 
foun'l  in  almost  everv  of  the  above  mentioned 
forms  of  spelling,  was  made  freeman  in  1656 
and  was  prominently  associated  with  the 
events  of  early  history  in  Kittery  and  York 
in  the  province  of  Maine.  The  Hardings  (the 
mother  of  Captain  Nauss'  wife  was  a  Hard- 
ing) went  to  Maine  froiVi  Barnstable,  Cape 
Cod,  and  several  families  of  that  name  were 
earlv   settlers  there. 

Captain  Loren  Benjamin  and  Annie  (Weir) 
Nauss  had  children:  i.  Charles  S.,  born  in 
Gloucester.  January  20,  1871 :  was  educated 
in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  that  city, 
and  in  the  Massachusetts  Agricultural  College 
at  Amherst.     After  completing  two  years  of 
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his  course  at  college  he  left  to  take  charge  of 
certain  duties  in  connection  with  the  manage- 
ment of  his  father's  business,  and  he  has  been 
an  important  factor  in  the  success  of  that 
business  from  that  time  to  the  present.  On 
April  23,  1897,.  he  married  Fanny  Elizabeth 
Furfrey,  of  Beverly.  2.  Isabelle  Augusta, 
born  in  Gloucester,  November  5,  1873,  ^^^' 
ried  John  Andrew,  electrical  contractor  of 
Gloucester.  3.  Loren  Harding,  see  forward. 
Loren  Harding  Nauss,  youngest  child  and 
son  of  Captain  I^oren  Benjamin  and  Annie 
(Weir)  Nauss,  was  born  in  Gloucester,  April 
3,  1875.  He  was  educated  in  the  (jloucester 
public  and  high  schools  and  later  took  a  prac- 
tical business  course  in  the  Bryant  &  Stratton 
Business  College,  Boston.  He  left  the  high 
j^^chool  in  1890  and  went  to  work  in  the  office 
of  the  city  engineer  of  Gloucester,  remained 
there  a  few  months  and  then  began  work  for 
his  father,  driving  team  and  doing  whatever 
was  asked  of  him  for  the  next  three  years, 
until  1893,  when  he  started  on  his  business 
course  in  Boston.  This  course  was  finished 
in  1894,  upon  which  he  returned  to  his  father's 
office,  worked  there  as  clerk  until  February  i, 
1896,  and  then  with  his  brother  Charles  S. 
became  partner  in  the  firm  of  L.  B.  Nauss  & 
Sons,  as  is  fully  mentioned  in  a  preceding 
paragraph.  Mr.  Nauss  has  been  a  director  of 
the  City  National  Bank  of  Gloucester  since 
1902,  and  also  is  a  director  of  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  of  Gloucester, 
the  Gloucester  Fresh  Fish  Company  and  of 
the  Massachusetts  Retail  Lumber  Dealers'  As- 
sociation. He  married,  December  15,  1897, 
Grace  Smith,  daughter  of  Ariel  (now  dead) 
and  Marie  D.  (Roberts)  Smith,  the  latter  a 
daughter  of  John  Roberts,  of  Vinal  Haven, 
Maine.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Nauss  have  children: 
Dorothy,  born  July  8,  1899.  Robert  Weir  and 
Rachel,  twins,  born  July  21,  1902.  Richard 
Harding,  born  April  11,  1904. 


For  something  more  than 
ROBINSON  half  a  century  the  descend- 
ants of  Abraham  Robinson, 
who  was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  first  col- 
ony on  Cape  Ann,  have  been  engaged  in  a 
faithful  endeavor  to  discover  record  evidence 
of  the  relationship  of  Abraham  with  the  Rev. 
John  Robinson,  of  Amsterdam  and  Leyden  in 
Holland,  the  faithful  pastor  of  the  congrega- 
tion of  Puritans  who  after  a  .sojourn  in  that 
country  found  at  last  a  safe  refuge  at  Ply- 
mouth in  New  England. 

There  are  many  circumstances  of  the  early 


Robinson  life  which  tend  to  confirm  the  be- 
lief that  Abraham  was  the  son  of  Rev.  John, 
and  there  is  nothing  which  tends  to  a  diflFerent 
opinion ;  but  from  the  fact  that  there  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  preserved  any  record  of 
the  birth  of  Abraham  as  one  of  the  sons  of 
Rev.  John,  or  of  his  immigration  to  New  Eng- 
land with  the  pastor's  widow  and  other  sons, 
John  and  Isaac,  as  some  writers  have  asserted, 
the  descendants  of  Abraham  never  have  felt 
quite  sure  of  the  relation,  although  there  is 
little  doubt  of  the  fact.  The  researches  of  the 
most  recent  investigators  give  no  new  positive 
light  on  the  subject,  and  the  relation  of  Rev. 
John  and  Abraham  Robinson  still  remains  a 
family  tradition,  just  as  it  has  been  for  more 
than  two  hundred  years. 

Tradition  has  it,  says  Will  A.  Robinson,  of 
Gloucester,  in  a  paper  presented  at  the  gath- 
ering of  "The  Robinsons  and  their  Kin  Folk" 
in  1906,  "that  after  the  death  of  Rev.  John 
Robinson  his  widow  with  two  sons,  Abraham 
and  Isaac,  came  to  America;  and  further: 
The  Leyden  records  of  the  year  1622  give  the 
family  of  Rev.  John  Robinson  as  follows: 
Wife,  Bridgett,  or  Brigetta,  White;  children: 
John,  born  1606:  Bridgett,  1608;  Isaac,  1610; 
Mercy,  1612:  Favor,  1614;  Jacob,  1621,  Feb- 
ruary 17. 

"From  this  record,"  says  the  same  writer,  "it 
will  be  seen  that  the  sons  were  given  Bible 
names — John,  Isaac  and  Jacob.  The  first 
daughter  was  named  Bridget,  for  the  mother, 
and  John  was  probably  named  for  the  father. 
The  suggestivencss  of  this  naming  must  be 
apparent,  so  the  query  naturally  arises,  if  an 
Isaac  and  a  Jacob,  why  not  an  Abraham  pre- 
ceding these?  H  there  are  any  cases  in  the 
record  of  the  genealogy  of  the  Robinson  fam- 
ily where  the  son  Isaac  was  not  preceded  by 
Abraham,  they  are  the  exceptions  and  not  the 
rule.  The  fact  also  that  the  name  Jacob  is 
not  so  frequently  used  lends  strength  to  our 
supposition  that,  where  Isaac  was  followed  by 
Jacob,  he  was  without  doubt  preceded  by  an 
Abraham,  in  token  of  patriarchal  succession. 
According  to  the  record  John  was  born  in 
1606,  or  when  his  father  was  thirty-one  years 
old.  .Xn  older  son  may  have  preceded  John 
named  Abraham,  or  a  second  son  may  have 
been  born  to  whom  was  given  this  name.  In 
the  Leyden  records  we  have  only  the  year  of 
birth  given,  not  the  month  and  day:  thus  John 
may  have  been  born  in  the  first  part  of  1606 
and  Bridget  in  the  last  part  of  1608,  or  nearly 
three  years  apart,  which  would  allow  for  the 
birth  of  a  second   son  between.     It  is  quite 
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possible  that  there  was  an  older  son  named 
Abraham,  who  mav  have  been  absent  from 
home  when  the  census  was  taken  in  Leydcn  in 
1622:  for  the  Levden  record  was  a  census  rec- 
ord.  and  not  a  record  made  at  a  birth." 

The  theory  of  the  relation  of  Rev.  John  and 
Abraham  Robinson  advanced  in  the  article 
above  quoted  is  well  based  and  in  accord  with 
the  ancient  traditions  of  the  family,  even  from 
Abraham's  time ;  but  the  chronicles  of  various 
writers  and  genealogists  are  not  fully  agreed 
in  respect  to  the  immigration  of  the  family. 
In  an  article  read  before  the  Robinson  Asso- 
ciation in  1900  Charles  E.  Robinson  said: 
"Isaac  Robinson,  at  the  age  of  twenty-one, 
came  over  from  England  in  the  ship  *Lyon/ 
in  1631.  for  Massachusetts.  He  was  the  son 
of  the  Rev.  John  Robinson,  of  Leyden,  and 
the  ancestor  of  all  of  the  Robinsons  in  Amer- 
ica, who  are  descendants  of  the  Rev.  John,  as 
there  is  no  evidence  that  his  widow  and  other 
chihlrcn  ever  came  over  to  this  country,  as 
has  been  claimed  by  several  writers." 

At  the  same  meeting  Rev.  Dr.  Robinson 
read  a  paper  in  which  he  said  that  "of  the  six 
children  of  John  Robinson,  two  sons,  John 
and  Isaac.,  are  known  to  have  come  to  Ply- 
mouth. Mass.,  in  1630."  One  of  the  most  im- 
portant chronicles  bearing  on  that  point  in 
question  is  that  written  by  Rebecca  Webber, 
wife  of  Samuel  Webber,  who  was  president  of 
Harvard  College  from  1806  to  18 10,  entitled 
"Descendants  of  Rev.  John  Robinson,"  in 
which  it  is  stated :  "When  the  Pilgrim  Fathers 
of  Xew  England  left  Holland  to  seek  an  asy- 
lum in  America,  where  they  might  enjoy 
liberty  of  conscience,  they  left  behind  them 
their  venerable  pastor,  the  Rev.  John  Robin- 
son, who  promised  to  join  them  next  year, 
but  was  prevented  by  death  from  fulfilling  his 
promise. 

"About  two  years  after  the  landing  of  the 
Pilgrims  they  were  followed  by  Mr.  Robin- 
son's widow  and  two*sons.  These  continued 
in  the  colony  at  Plymouth  till  the  year  1626. 
Early  in  the  spring  of  that  year  one  of  the 
sons,  with  several  other  persons,  left  Ply- 
mouth to  explore  the  bay  in  order  to  find  a 
suitable  place  for  a  fishing  station.  Th^y 
landed  at  Agassquam,  since  called  Cape  Ann 
where,  finding  a  commodious  harbor  and 
plenty  of  building  material  they  concluded  to 
set  up  a  fishing  stage  there,  make  preparations 
for  removing  their  families  from  the  other 
side  of  the  bay,  and  establish  a  permanent 
"Settlement  at  that  place." 

In  speaking  of  the  first  settlement  on  Cape 


.\nn,  Pabsoh's  "Gloucester"  says  "it  is  said 
that  these  men,  led  by  a  son  of  Rev.  John  Rob- 
inson, landed  at  Agassquam,"  etc.  This  son 
was  Abraham  Robinson,  the  progenitor  of  the 
Gloucester  and  Cape  Ann  Robinsons,  of 
whom  it  is  the  purpose  of  this  narrative  to 
treat. 

Of  the  early  life  and  ancestry  of  Rev.  John 
Robinson,  of  Amsterdam  and  Leyden,  little 
is  known  except  that  he  was  the  spiritual  head 
and  leader  of  the  persecuted  band  of  Pilgrims 
who  found  temporary  freedom  in  Holland  and 
ultimately  embarked  for  America  and  planted 
their  famous  colony  at  historic  Plymouth 
Rock.  Throughout  the  remaining  few  years 
of  his  life  the  pastor  kept  himself  in  commun- 
ication with  those  of  his  congregation  who 
had  come  to  America  and  while  it  is  known 
to  have  been  his  purpose  to  follow  them 
there  he  was  kept  at  Leyden  until  death  over- 
took him.  He  was  born  1575  and  died  March 
I.  1625.  His  wife,  was  Bridgetta  White,  by 
whom  according  to  the  Leyden  census,  which 
recorded  the  names  of  only  those  of  his  chil- 
dren who  in  1622  comprised  his  home  family, 
he  had  six  chiklren,  tlic  name  and  year  of 
birth  of  each  of  whom  is  given  in  a  preced- 
ing paragraph. 

In  these  annals  it  is  not  asserted  that  Abra- 
ham Robinson,  the  progenitor  of  the  Cape 
Ann  family  of  that  surname,  was  a  member 
of  Rev.  Tohn  Robinson's  household  in  1622, 
but  it  is  most  confidently  believed  that  he  was 
his  son  and  must  have  been  living  elsewhere 
at  that  time;  and  in  view  of  all  the  circum- 
stances which  have  been  set  forth  in  preced- 
ing paragraphs  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  Abra- 
ham was  in  fact  the  son  of  the  Rev.  John, 
but  insomuch  as  genealogical  accuracy  will  not 
permit  such  an  assumption  this  family  account 
must  begin  with  Abraham  Robinson  in  the 
first  generation. 

(I)  Whatever  his  parentage,  ancestry  or 
place  of  birth,  Abraham  Robinson  who  led 
that  party  of  colonists  from  Plymouth  to  Cape 
Ann  in  the  year  163 1  and  there  planted  a  set- 
tlement, must  have  been  a  man  of  strong  char- 
acter and  great  determination,  worthy  of  the 
distinguished  parentage  ascribed  to  him  and 
worthy  of  the  admiration  of  his  descendants 
in  all  generations  since  his  time.  The  year  of 
his  birth  being  unknown  there  appears  to  be 
no  means  by  which  to  determine  the  span  of 
his  life,  but  he  died  February  23,  1645,  after 
having  lived  on  the  cape  about  fourteen  years. 
The  name  of  his  wife  was  Mary,  but  little 
else  is  known  of  her  except  that  she  died  April

17,  1690,  having  borne  her  husband  one  son, 
Abraham,  who  was  a  year  old  at  the  time  of 
his  father's  death;  and  that  after  the  death  of 
her  first  husband  Mary  married,  July  15, 
1646,  William  Brown,  who  died  in  1662,  and 
later  she  became  the  wife  of  Henry  Walker, 
who  survived  her  and  died  August  20,  1693.  . 
(II)  Abraham  Robinson,  son  of  Abraham 
and  Mary  Robinson,  who  was  born  in  1644, 
is  said  to  have  been  the  first  child  of  English 
parents  born  on  Cape  Ahn ;  and  according  to 
family  tradition  he  lived  to  attain  the  remark- 
able age  of  one  hundred  and  two  years.  He 
was  living  in  1730,  eighty-five  years  after  the 
death  of  his  father.  In  making  mention  of 
him  Babson's  "Gloucester"  savs  that  on  com- 
ing  to  maturity  he  "received  several  lots  of 
land  bequeathed  to  him  by  his  stepfather 
Brown,  and  in  1668  grants  at  Eastern  Point, 
where  he  fixed  his  residence  and  lived  to  a 
great  age."  *  *  *  "From  the  mention  made 
of  him  in  his  stepfather's  will,  the  date  of  his 
land  grants  and  the  time  of  his  marriage,  it 
may  be  reasonably  inferred  that  he  was  in 
early  childhood  at  the  time  of  that  event :  and 
that,  if  he  lived  to  be  a  centenarian,  his  death 
must  have  occurred  about  1740.  Family  tra- 
dition has  preserved  the  memory  of  an  ancient 
silver  vessel  once  in  his  possession,  which  is 
said  to  have  beep  used  by  his  celebrated  an- 
cestor on  baptismal  occasions.''  Abraham 
Robinson  married,  July  7,  1668,  Mary  Ilar- 
randaine,  born  in  1649,  died  September  28, 
1725,  aged  seventy-six  years.  She  was  a 
daughter  of  Edward  and  Sarah  Harrandaine. 
Edward  Harrandaine  (Babson's  "Gloucester" 
gives  the  name  as  Ilaraden)  came  from  Ips- 
wich, and  in  1657  bought  of  Robert  Dutch  a 
house,  barn  and  land  in  Gloucester.  Part  of 
this  property  was  on  Planter's  Neck,  where 
Dutch  had  a  fishing  stage.  Harrandaine 
added  to  his  possessions  at  this  place  by  sub- 
sequent purchases  and  appears  to  have  been 
the  first  permanent  settler  in  that  part  of  the 
town.  The  place  of  his  residence  and  business 
was  undoubtedly  at  Squam  Point.  He  died 
May  17.  1683,  leaving  an  estate  of  two  hun- 
dred and  eighty-five  pounds.  His  wife  Sarah 
died  March  4.  1 691.  Abraham  and  Mary 
(Harrandaine)  Robinson  had  children:  i.

(III)  Abraham   Robinson,   fifth  child  and 
eldest  son  of  Abraham  and  Mary   (Harran- 
daine)   Robinson,   was  born    on    Cape    Ann. 
October   15,   1677,  and  died  there  December 
28.  1724  (on^  authority  gives  the  date  of  his 
death  as  November  25,  1724).     He  was  one 
of  the  earliest  settlers  on  the  north  side  of 
the  cape,  and  in    1706  had  a  grant  of  four 
acres  of  land   on  the  southwest  side  of  the 
brook  running  into  Plum  cove.     In   1710  he 
and   his  brother-in-law,  Joseph  York,  had  a 
grant  of  land  "to  try  whale's  oyle  on."    To 
what  extent  he  carried  on  the  whale  fishery 
is  not  known,  but  the  inventory  of  his  estate 
showed   that   he  possessed   some   implements 
used  in  the  business.    He  married,  first,  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1703,  Sarah  York,  daughter  of  Sam- 
uel York,  born    1645,  died  March    18,  1718, 
and  his  wife  Hannah,  born  1654,  died  Novem- 
ber 28,  1724.

He  was  sometimes  known  as  An- 
drew Robinson  Jr.,  and  also  as  Andrew  2d, 
the  latter  being  more  correct,  for  the  elder 
Andrew  was  his  father's  brother.  He  mar- 
ried. January  i,  1736.  Martha  Gardner,  bom 
November  5,  1713,  daughter  of  Joseph  Gard- 
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ner,  born  October  23,  1672,  whose  father, 
James  Gardner,  married,  June  19,  1661,  Eliz- 
abeth \'inson.  born  May  16,  16 — ,  died  March 

4,  1684,  a  daughter  of  William  and  Sarah 
\'inson,  or  Vinsonne.  Andrew  and  Martha 
(Gardner)  Robinson  had  children:  i.  An- 
drew, born  March  3,  1738,  died  young.

(\')  Jonathan  Robinson,  third  child  and 
son  of  Andrew  and  Martha  (Gardner)  Rob- 
inson, born  on  Cape  Ann,  April  21,  1742, 
died  there  January  30,  182 1.  He  married, 
January  10,  1765,  Anna  Batting,  born  July, 
1744,  youngest  child  of  Abraham  and  Ann 
(El well)  Batting,  and  by  whom  he  had  seven 
children.  For  his  second  wife  he  married, 
July  26,  1795,  Mrs.  Sarah  Batten,  widow  of 
Roland  Batten.  The  children  of  Jonathan  and 
Anna  (Batting)  Robinson  were  as  follows:

Smith.  Joseph  Riggs  was  a  son  of  Joseph 
Riggs,  born  September  26,  171 3,  and  married, 
October  25,  1738,  Priscilla  Allen.  Joseph 
Riggs  was  a  son  of  Andrew  Riggs,  born  Jan- 
uary 8,  1681,  and  married,  January  20,  1704, 
Mary  Richardson.  Andrew  Riggs  was  a  son 
of  Thomas  Riggs  Jr.,  born  December  7,  1666, 
died  in  August,  1756,  and  married,  November 


22,  1687,  A""  Wheeler,  born  1632,  died  Sep- 
tember 28,  1723.  Thomas  Riggs  Jr.,  was  a 
son  of  Thomas  Riggs,  born  1632,  died  Feb- 
ruary 26,  1722,  and  who  married,  June  7, 
1658,  Mary  Millctt,  born  1640,  died  January 

23,  1695,  and  who  was  a  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Sarah  (Leach)  Millett.  Two  children 
were  born  to  John  and  Sally  (Riggs)  Robin- 
son: I.  Ann,  who  became  the  wife  of  Will- 
iam Hayden  and  had  by  him  three  children :

(VII)  John  Robinson,  youngest  of  the  two 
children  of  John  and  Sarah  (Riggs)  Robin- 
son, born  in  Gloucester.  April  4,  1806,  died 
there  August  18,  1892.  He  was  a  shoemaker 
by  trade  and  later  a  school  teacher.  Leaving 
Gloucester  he  removed  with  his  family  to 
Manchester,  Massachusetts,  where  he  work- 
ed at  his  trade  of  shoemaking.  When  about 
forty-four  years  old  he  went  to  Alton,  Illinois, 
taught  school  there  several  years  and  in  1875 
after  the  death  of  his  wife,  returned  to  Glouces- 
ter to  pass  the  remaining  years  of  his  life. 
He  was  a  man  of  excellent  education  and 
character,  a  consistent  member  of  the  Baptist 
church,  and  in  politics  originally  a  Whig  and 
afterward  a  Republican.  On  April  8,  1830, 
Mr.  Robinson  married  Sarah  Lufkin  Inger- 
soll,  born  in  Gloucester,  January  26,  1807, 
died  in  Alton,  Illinois,  September  i,  1875, 
daughter  of  David  Smith  Ingersoll,  baptized 
May  13,  1774,  married,  February  5,  1803, 
Sally  Butler,  born  1775,  died  September  26, 
1849.  David  Smith  Ingersoll  was  a  son  of 
John  Sargent  Ingersoll,  born  July  6,  175 1, 
married,  November  22,  1772,  Lydia  Smith, 
daughter  of  David  and  Sarah  (Eveleth) 
Smith.  John  Sargent  Ingersoll  was  a  son  of 
Josiah  Ingersoll  Jr.,  born  July  21,  1716,  died 
January  13,  1789,  married,  April  11,  1740, 
Bathia  Sargent,  born  June  18,  1724.  Josiah 
Ingersoll  Jr.,  was  a  son  of  Josiah  Ingersoll, 
baptized  June  10,  1694,  and  married,  Decem- 
ber 30,  171 2,  Mary  Stevens,  born  February  2, 
1694.  Josiah  Ingersoll  was  a  son  of  Samuel 
Ingersoll,  who  was  born  about  1646,  and 
whose  wife's  name  was  Judith.  Samuel  and 
Judith  Ingersoll  had  eight  children,  among 
whom  was  a  daughter  Rebecca,  who  married 
Captain  Andrew  Robinson.  Samuel  Inger- 
soirs  father  was  George  Ingersoll.  John  and 
Sarah  Lufkin  (Ingersoll)  Robinson  had  chil- 
dren: *i.  John  Smith,  born  April  26,  1831, 
enlisted  in  the  Seventh  Illinois  Volunteer  In- 
fantry, and  died  in  a  hospital  during  the  war 
of  1861-65.     2.  Sarah  Ann,  January  i,  1832, 
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married  Sylvester  Lowe,  died  1887.  3.  Mary 
Eliza,  December  31,  1834.  4.  William  Lam- 
son,  September  5,  1837,  married  Georgiana  P.

(VIII)  David  Ingersoll  Robinson,  young- 
est child  and  son  of  John  and  Sarah  Lufkin 
(Ingersoll)  Robinson,  was  born  in  Manches- 
ter, Massachusetts,  and  is  the  only  one  of  the 
descendants  of  Abraham  Robinson  in  a  direct 
line  to  himself  who  was  not  born  on  Cape 
Ann.  At  the  time  of  his  birth  his  father  was 
working  at  his  trade  of  shoemaking  and 
teaching  a  singing  school  in  Manchester,  and 
when  the  latter  removed  to  Illinois  David 
accompanied  the  family  to  Alton,  where  he 
was  educated  and  where  for  a  time  he 
too  was  a  public '  school  teacher.  In  May, 
1864,  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  D, 
One  Hundred  and  Thirty-third  Illinois  Vol- 
unteer Infantry,  and  soon  afterward  was 
transferred  to  Company  H,  of  the  same  regi- 
ment. His  enlistment  was  for  a  term  of  one 
hundred  days,  but  he  was  in  service  from  May 
until  the  latter  part  of  September.  He  again 
re-enlisted  and  received  appointment  as  lieu- 
tenant, but  on  account  of  severe  illness  he  was 
prevented  from  being  again  mustered  into  the 
service.  From  that  time  until  the  close  of  the 
war  he  was  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  provost 
marshal  of  the  district  and  afterward  for  a 
time  engaged  in  mercantile  pursuits,  but  in 
1868  he  returned  to  Gloucester,  where  until 
the  present  time,  about  forty  years,  he  has 
been  actively  identified  with  the  business  and 
political  history  of  the  city  and  of  Essex 
county. 

Soon  after  returning  to  Gloucester  Mr. 
Robinson  engaged  in  the  fisheries  and  still  is 
identified  w^ith  that  leading  industry  of  the 
citv.  He  has  been  treasurer  of  the  American 
Halibut  Company  since  its  organization  as  the 
Atlantic  Halibut  Company.  For  five  years  he 
was  president  of  the  Gloucester  Fishermen's 
Institute,  and  now  is  its  treasurer,  and  he  also 
is  a  director  of  the  City  National  Bank  of 
Gloucester.  Since  attaining  his  majority  he 
has  taken  an  earnest  interest  in  public  affairs 
and  for  many  years  has  been  recognized  as 
one  of  the  staunch  Republicans  of  Essex 
county.  He  was  president  of  the  city  council 
during  the  mayoralty  term  of  Dr.  Joseph  Gar- 
land. He  was  elected  mayor  of  the  city  in  the 
fall  of  1886,  and  was  re-elected  in  the  fall  of 
1887,   during  which   time    many    public    im- 


provements were  made,  among  them  the  erec- 
tion of  the  high  school  building,  court  house 
and  police  station.  It  was  during  his  second 
term  as  mayor  that  the  question  of  liquor 
licenses  became  an  important  factor  in  his  ad- 
ministration. Gloucester  had  voted  to  license 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  but  Mr.  Rob- 
inson declined  to  sign  the  licenses  as  then 
required  by  law.  A  mandamus  was  about  to 
be  issued  by  the  court  at  the  instigation  of  the 
liquor  dealers  to  compel  him  to  do  so,  when 
he  resigned  the  office  rather  than  make  the 
sale  of  liquors  legal  over  his  signature.  He 
was  elected  a  third  term  in  1895.  In  1902  he 
was  a  member  of  the  governor's  council  with 
Governor  Crane  and  in  1903  with  Governor 
Bates.  In  the  fall  of  the  year  last  mentioned 
he  was  elected  treasurer  of  Essex  county  and 
was  re-elected  for  a  second  term  in  the  fall 
of  1906.  In  the  same  year  he  was  elected 
president  of  the  association  known  as  "The 
Robinsons  and  their  Kin  Folk." 

On  January  21,  1869,  Mr.  Robinson  mar- 
ried Helen  Amanda  Smith,  born  June  6,  1841, 
daughter  of  Samuel  E.  and  Hannah  (Gott) 
Smith,  and  a  descendant  of  John  Smith  Jr., 
of  whom  and  his  descendants  mention  is  made 
in  these  annals.  Three  children  have  been 
born  to  David  Ingersoll  and  Helen  Amanda 
(Smith)  Robinson:  i.  Will  Austin,  bom 
Gloucester,  March  8,  1874.  2.  Emma  Jane 
Cook,  Gloucester,  November  8,  1875.  3- 
Helen  Dun  ford,  Gloucester,  November  9.

In  noting  the  events  in  connec- 
SMITH  tion  with  the  arrival  and  settle- 
ment of  the  earliest  representa- 
tives of  the  Smith  surname  in  Gloucester  and 
on  Cape  Ann  the  historian  of  that  town  gives 
the  names  of  three  John  Smiths,  but  does  not 
assume  to  connect  them  as  members  of  the 
same  general  family,  either  in  close  or  remote 
relation.  The  first  of  these  John  Smiths 
appears  to  have  lived  in  that  part  of  the  town 
which  for  many  years  has  been  known  as  the 
Eastern  Point,  and  was  there  before  the  year 
1701. 

(I)  The  second  John  Smith,  who  appears 
as  the  progenitor  of  the  family  proposed  to 
be  treated  in  this  place,  may  possibly  have 
been  in  some  manner  related  to  the  John  Smith 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  paragraph,  but 
is  not  believed  to  have  been  his  son,  althougli 
he  was  known  as  John  Smith  Jr.,  thus  indi- 
cating that  he  bore  the  same  name  as  his 
father.     The  first  John    Smith    had    several 
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sons,  but  none  among  them,  according  to  the 
records,  bore  the  christian  name  of  John. 
John  Smith  Jr.,  of  the  line  here  treated,  had  a 
wife  whose  name  was  Susanna.  She  was 
born  probably  about  1697,  for  at  the  time  of 
her  death,  which  took  place  March  2,  1725, 
she  was  then  a  widow  and  was  then  reported 
as  being  forty-six  years  old.  John  and  Su- 
sanna had  several  children,  but  the  names  of 
all  of  them  are  not  known.  Among  them  was 
a  son  Joseph. 

(  H)  Joseph,  son  of  John  Jr.  and  Susanna 
Smith,  was  born  March  20,  1709.  He  mar- 
ried, February  26,  1730,  Abigail  Gardner, 
born  August  29,  1708,  a  daughter  of  James 
and  Abigail  Gardner,  and  granddaughter  of 
James  Gardner,  who  married  Elizabeth  Vin- 
son, daughter  of  William  and  Sarah  Vinson, 
as  is  mentioned  more  fully  in  the  sketch  of 
the  Robinson  family. 

(HI)  James  Smith,  son  of  Joseph  and  Abi- 
gail (Gardner)  Smith,  was  born  December  8, 
1740.  He  married,  May  18,  1762,  Priscilla 
Rjggs,  born  March  3,  1740,  daughter  of 
Joseph  and  Priscilla  (Allen)  Riggs.  Among 
the  children  of  James  and  Priscilla  (Riggs) 
Smith  was  a  son  Charles. 

(IV)  Charles  Smith,  son  of  James  and 
Priscilla  (Allen)  Smith,  born  in  Gloucester, 
April  I,  1772,  died  November  9,  1845.  ^^^ 
married,  Alay  13,  1797,  Nancy  Robinson,  born 
in  Gloucester,  May  19,  1777,  died  there  Febru- 
ary 20,  1828,  second  daughter  of  Jonathan  and 
Anna  (Batting)  Robinson,  and  a  descendant 
of  Abraham  Robinson,  as  may  be  seen  by  ref- 
erence to  the  Robinson  family  history.  After 
the  death  of  his  first  wife  Mr.  Smith  married 
her  sister,  Martha  (Patty)  Elwell,  widow  of 
Samuel  Elwell,  and  former  widow  of  William 
Trask.  Charles  and  Nancy  (Robinson) 
Smith  had  children:  i.  James,  born  Febru- 
ary 2rj,  1798,  died  February  23,  1828.  2.

Edward     Howard     Haskell 
HASKELL      was     born     in     Gloucester. 

Massachusetts,  October  5, 
1845.  f^^  came  of  excellent  English  stock, 
tracing  his  ancestry  back  to  William  Haskell, 
who  was  born  in  England  in  161 7,  and  at  the 
early  age  of  fifteen  came  to  Beverly,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  finally,  in  1643,  removed  to 
Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  which  became  his 
permanent  home.  In  the  records  of  those  now 
distant  days  we  find  that  William  Haskell  was 
among  the  prominent  citizens  of  this  quaint 
New  England  town,  for  his  name  appears  sev- 
eral times  as  captain  of  the  train  band,  as 
deacon  of  the -church,  as  selectman,  and  for 
eighteen  years  he  was  a  representative  to  the 
general  court.  Colonel  Haskell's  lineage  from 
this  old  Gloucester  citizen  who  held  so  high  a 
place  among  his  fellow  townsmen,  is  distinct- 
ly followed  through  the  successive  generations 
of  Mark,  William,  William  Jr.,  EHas,  Wil- 
liam, an  officer  of  the  revolutionary  war,  and 
William  H.  William  H.,  his  father,  married 
Mary  Smith.  On  the  side  of  his  grandmother 
he  is  a  descendant  of  Andrew  Bray,  who, 
with  his  brother  Isaac,  served  under  Captain 
Nathaniel  Warren  at  Bunker  Hill. 

At  the  age  of  fourteen  having  attended 
both  the  common  and  high  schools  of  Glouces- 
ter, he  secured  a  position  at  the  office  of  the 
Gloucester  Telegraph  and  started  upon  the 
career  in  which  he  hoped  to  do  his  life's  work. 
No  sooner,  however,  had  he  begun  to  show 
his  promise  in  this  direction  than  the  war 
broke  out,  and,  though  but  sixteen  years  of 
age,  he  enlisted  in  Company  C,  Twenty-third 
Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers.  This 
was  in  September,  1861.  Three  months  later 
he  is  found  assigned  to  special  duty  with  the 
signal  corps  under  Burnside.  He  was  a  partic- 
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ipant  in  the  engagement  at  Roanoke  Island,  at 
Newbern,  North  Carolina,  at  this  latter  place 
suffering  a  slight  wound,  and  also  at  Fort 
Macon.  Thus  early  did  the  young  man  exper- 
ience the  realities  of  that  eventful  war  in 
which  he  was  to  play  so  brave  and  continuous 
a  part.  In  1862  he  was  with  the  Army  of  the 
Potomac,  though  soon  after  transferred  to 
the  command  of  General  Pope  in  Virginia. 
With  General  Pope  he  was  in  the  engagements 
of  Cedar  Mountain,  Kelly's  Ford,  Rappahan- 
nock Station,  Manassas  Junction,  and  of  Bull 
Run.  During  the  latter  part  of  1862  and  until 
August,  1863,  he  was  employed  as  instructor 
in  the  signal  service  in  the  instruction  camp  at 
Georgetown,  District  of  Columbia.  It  was  at 
this  time  that  it  was  his  special  task  to  report 
each  day  to  Secretary  Stanton  at  the  War  De- 
partment. This  gave  him  the  opportunity  of 
almost  daily  contact  with  President  Lincoln 
and  the  members  of  his  cabinet.  In  the  winter 
of  1863-64  he  served  with  General  Burnside 
in  the  East  Tennessee  campaigns,  and  at  the 
seige  of,  Knoxville.  The  following  summer 
he  served  on  the  staff  of  General  Schofield, 
and  later  with  General  Sherman  in  Georgia. 
At  Kenesaw  Mountain,  Marietta,  and 
throughout  the  investment  of  Atlanta,  he 
seemed  to  bear  a  charmed  life,  for  though 
almost  constantly  under  fire  he  escaped  with- 
out injury.  After  this  record  of  long  and 
valiant  service  he  was  at  last  honorably  dis- 
charged in  October,  1864. 

The  war  over.  Colonel  Haskell  returned  to 
Gloucester  and  once  more  took  up  his  work 
in  the  office  of  the  Gloucester  Telegraph.  Here 
he  spent  two  years,  devoting  himself  with 
marked  fidelity  and  enthusiasm  to  his  jour- 
nalistic duties,  but  was  compelled  on  account 
of  his  health  to  abandon  this  branch  of  bus- 
iness and  seek  another  demanding  less  ner- 
vous strain.  In  1875  he  became  identified 
with  the  paper  trade,  and  soon  gave  evidence 
of  those  marked  characteristics  as  a  business 
man  that  made  him  the  large  and  successful 
factor  in  this  department  of  manufacture  that 
he  has  become.  For  some  years  he  was  treas- 
urer of  the  Rum  ford  Falls  Paper  Company, 
whose  mills  are  among  the  most  celebrated 
of  the  newspaper  mills  of  the  country.  His 
prominence  in  the  paper  making  world  led 
to  his  election  as  president  of  the  Boston 
Paper  Trade  Association,  and  for  three  years 
he  held  this  office,  discharging  its  various 
duties  with  extraordinary  ability  and  efficien- 
cy. As  a  paper  manufacturer  he  will  be 
known  among  the  most  successful  in  the  state. 


In  1896  he  became  actively  interested  in  the 
organization  of  the  Great  Northern  Paper 
Company,  which  has  since  been  developed  into 
the  largest  news  paper  making  plant  in  the 
world,  now  producing  nearly  five  hundred  tons 
of  paper  each  day.  The  business  interests  of 
Boston  and  its  commercial  prosperity  have 
always  found  an  active  friend  in  Colonel 
Haskell.  He  has  been  ready  upon  all  occa- 
sions to  further  every  project  that  has  looked 
to  the  advancement  of  the  city  as  a  business 
centre.  Twice  he  has  been  vice-president  of 
the  Boston  Associated  Board  of  Trade,  an 
organization  which  has  been  of  invaluable 
service  to  the  city  in  the  widening  of  its  com- 
mercial activities,  and  he  has  also  been  an 
active  member  of  the  Boston  Merchants  Asso- 
ciation. 

Outside  of  his  business  life  he  has  served 
his  native  town  and  state  in  innumerable  ways 
in  response  to  the  call  of  his  fellow-citizens, 
who  have  honored  him  with  positions  of  fa"ust 
and  responsibility.  In  1877  ^^  represented 
Gloucester  in  the  lower  branch  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  in  1880  was  assistant  adjutant  gen- 
eral on  the  staflF  of  Governor  Long.  This 
office  he  held  till  1883.  He  was  also  secretary 
of  the  Republican  State  Convention,  and  ren- 
dered in  this  capacity  exceptional  service. 
Twice  he  was  elected  a  delegate  to  the  Na- 
tional Republican  Convention,  once  in  1880, 
and  also  in  1884,  serving  as  secretary  of  the 
National  Convention  in  the  former  year.  In 
1882  he  was  councillor  from  the  Fifth  Mass- 
achusetts District,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
council  of  Governor  Butler.  For  two  years 
he  was  the  senior  member  in  the  council  of 
Governor  Robinson.  As  chairman  of  the 
finance  committee  he  rendered  valuable  aid 
during  the  encampment  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  when  it  met  in  Boston  in  1890. 
and  also  served  in  the  same  position  in  1904. 
During  these  years  he  has  also  served  on  the 
staff  of  several  of  the  commanders-in-chief 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic — Com- 
manders Merrill,  Alger,  Adams,  Black,  and 
Blackmar.  He  is  at  present  one  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Soldiers* 
Home. 

This  busy  life,  crowded  with  the  affairs  of 
business  and  matters  of  high  political  import, 
has  not  narrowed  Colonel  Haskell's  activities 
to  the  exclusion  of  other  interests  of  large 
importance  for  the  welfare  of  the  state.  He 
has  been  a  foremost  champion  of  the  temper- 
ance movement,  allying  himself  in  many  ways 
with  the  Massachusetts  Temperance  Society, 
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and  the  National  Temperance  Society,  giving 
generously  of  his  time  and  money  to  further 
the  ends  for  which  these  societies  were  organ- 
ized. Other  forms  of  public  service  have 
found  in  him  also  a  staunch  supporter.  He 
has  served  on  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and 
Charity,  as  trustee  of  the  Newton  Hospital, 
as  trustee  of  the  Massachusetts  Homoeopathic 
Hospital,  as  president  of  the  board  of  trustees 
of  the  New  England  Baptist  Hospital,  and  in 
a  multitude  of  ways  has  sustained  and  assisted 
the  endeavors  of  others  who  have  sought  to 
minister  to  the  needs  of  the  unfortunate  and 
the  suffering. 

Colonel  Haskell  is  a  Baptist,  a  member  of 
the  Newton  Centre  Baptist  Church,  where  he 
now  resides,  and  is  prominent  in  many  forms 
of  denominational  activity  throughout  the 
state  and  country  at  large.  As  president  of 
the  American  Baptist  Home  Mission  Society, 
a  national  organization,  he  occupies  a  position 
in  the  denomination  of  wide  influence.  But 
his  sympathies  are  broader  than  the  boundar- 
ies of  his  own  land.  He  is  closely  identified 
with  the  work  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  has 
but  recently  returned  from  an  extended  trip 
to  China  and  Japan  as  a  member  of  a  delega- 
tion from  the  United  States  to  get  a  first-hand 
impression  of  the  foreign  field  and  the  results 
of  missionary  work. 

Not  often  does  a  life  touch  with  such  help- 
ful influence,  so  many  fields  of  service.  Hon- 
ored in  the  business  world,  associated  with  the 
mihtary  leaders  of  the  state,  identified  with 
many  of  our  noblest  charities,  and  an  active 
servant  in  the  cause  of  religion.  Colonel  Has- 
kell occupies  a  position  among  his  fellows 
attained  by  but  few. 

His  wife,  to  whom  he  was  married  in  1866, 
is  Hattie  J.,  the  daughter  of  William  and 
Sarah  H.  Munsey.  Three  children  have  been 
born  to  them — one  son,  and  two  daughters: 
Edward  A.,  Marion  B.,  and  Edith  L. 


The    surname     Harnden    is

missioners were  sent  to  York  county  to  visit 
the  associates  and  ask  them  to  take  the  oath 
of  allegiance  to  Massachusetts.  Captain  Plais- 
ted, the  associate  from  Kittery,  said  that  he 
was  sent  by  his  town  to  meet  the  commission- 
ers, and  demanded  to  know  "by  what  right  the 
government  of  Massachusetts  Bay  claimed  to 
govern  Maine  and  were  they  to  submit  to  it,  that 
he  might  render  himself  faithful  to  those  that 
sent  him."  As  has  been  mentioned,  Captain 
Roger  Plaisted  was  killed  by  Indians  October 
16,  1675.  "There  was  a  gravestone,"  says  Sul- 
livan's "History  of  Maine,"  "near  the  road  in 
Berwick  on  the  land  which  was  Plaisted's  near 
where  the  battle  was  fought,  upon  which  was 
this  inscription:  'Here  lies  the  body  of  Sam- 
uel Plaisted,  Esquire,  who  departed  this  life 
March  20,  1731-32,  age  36;  near  this  place  lies 
buried  the  body  of  Roger  Plaisted  who  was 
killed  by  the  Indians  October  16,  1675,  age  48; 
also  the  body- of  his  son,  Mr.  Roger  Plaisted, 
Jr.,  who  was  killed  at  the  same  time.'  " 

Olive  Plaisted,  widow,  administratrix,  and 
William  and  James  Plaisted,  administrators, 
of  the  estate  of  her  late  husband,  Roger  Plais- 
ted, and  their  father,  settled  all  accounts  with 
Eliakim  and  William  Hutchinson  "from  the 
beginning  of  the  world  up  to  August  17, 
1676."  Roger  and  Olive  Plaisted  had  eight 
children:  i.  Roger,  of  Kittery,  who  was 
killed  by  the  Indians,  October  16,  1675.  He' 
married,  in  1669,  Hannah  Furber  and  had 
Frances,  who  married  Daniel  Simpson,  of 
York.  He  died  October  5,  1747,  and  Frances 
died  October  11,  1747.

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debenture,  rum,  cotton  wool,  molasses,  all  of 
which  being  on  board  said  ship,"  etc.  6.  Ich- 
abod,  bom  1663,  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire, previous  to  1700,  in  which  year  he  re- 
moved to  Berwick,  Maine.  The  council  of 
New  Hampshire  met  at  Portsmouth,  October 
15,  1697,  and  voted  to  send  Captain  Ichabod 
Plaisted  to  New  York,  "to  congratulate  the 
arrival  of  my  Lord  BcUamont,"  for  which 
duty  he  was  paid.  He  was  councillor  of  the 
province  of  Maine  for  several  years  and  also 
for  some  time  was  judge  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas.  Williamson's  history  says,  "no 
other  name  of  his  time  in  the  province  of 
Maine  was  more  distinguished  in  military  mat- 
ters and  the  service  of  the  province."  He  mar- 
ried, January  5,  1692-93,  Mary,  youngest 
daughter  of  Christopher  Jose,  of  Portsmouth, 
and  died  November  16,  171 5.  After  his  death 
his  widow  married  a  Mr.  Brown,  of  Salem, 
Massachusetts.  His  four  children  were :  Sam- 
uel, born  June  10,  1696,  died  March  20,  1731 ; 
graduated  from  Harvard  College  171 5;  mar- 
ried, August  4,  1 7 17,  Hannah  Went  worth.

John  Plaisted,  fourth  son  and  child  of  Cap- 
tain Roger  Plaisted  and  Olive  his  wife,  set- 
tled in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  about 
1679,  and  is  mentioned  by  his  biographer  as 
"a  most  distinguished  man."  He  was  member 
of  the  New  Hampshire  assembly  from  1693 
to  \'/2'j\  speaker  of  the  house  in  1696,  1717 
and  1727:  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court 
of  New  Hampshire  in  1719;  member  of  the 
royal  commissioners  from  1702  to  1716;  and 
also  served  as  deputy  surveyor  of  the  king's 
woods.  He  married  Mary  Pickering,  (laugh- 
ter of  John  and  Mary  fStanyan)  Pickering, 
of  rV)rtsmouth.  Thev  had  six  children,  but 
the  following  enumeration  of  them  may  not 
be  given  in  the  correct  order  of  birth:  i.

Elisha  Plaisted,  son  of  John  and  Mary 
(Pickering)  Plaisted,  was  of  Kittery  and  Ber- 
wick, and  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of  his 
town  during  the  period  of  his  active  life.  In 
September,  17 12,  the  day  next  following  that 
on  which  he  was  married,  the  town  of  W^ells 
was  attacked  by  Indians  and  he  was  made  pris- 
oner and  taken  to  Canada.  In  a  few  days  he 
was  ransomed  by  his  father  on  payment  of  a 
large  sum  of  money,  the  amount  said  to  have 
been  three  hundred  pounds.  He  lived  in  that 
part  of  Kittery  which  afterward  was  set  off 
and  incorporated  as  Berwick,  and  was  one  of 
the  first  selectmen  of  that  town,  in  1715.  In 
17 14  he  represented  Kittery  in  the  general 
court.  His  wife,  whom  he  married  September 
16,  171 2,  was  Mary,  daughter  of  Colonel  John 
and  Hannah  Wheelwright,  of  Wells.  She  was 
born  May  i,  1694,  and  bore  her  husband  ten 
children:  i.

In  1865  he  left  Albion  and 
went  to  Waltham,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
remained  for  six  years  and  learned  the  trade 
of  tinsmithing  and  sheet  metal  working.  He 
next  went  back  to  the  farm  for  a  year,  then 
went  to  Medford,  Massachusetts,  and  learned 
plumbing  and  the  stove  business.  In  1874  he 
settled  in  Everett,  Massachusetts,  and  estab- 
lished himself  in  business  as  a  hardware  deal- 
er, and  so  continued  successfully  until  April 
I,  1902,  when  he  retired  from  that  line  and 
went  into  the  real  estate  business  in  which  he 
now  is  actively  engaged.  He  is  also  a  direc- 
tor of  the  Everett  Bank,  on  committee  of  in- 
vestments. Politically  he  is  affiliated  with  the 
Republican  party,  but  always  has  declined 
office.  Mr.  Plaisted  married,  first,  Lottie 
Dodge,  January  i,  1872.  He  married,  second, 
in  November,  1896,  Mrs.  Arabella  (Plaisted) 
Small,  widow  of  Alfred  Small,  to  whom  she 
was  married,  December  31,  1871,  and  daughter 
of  John  Plaisted,  brother  of  Simon  Plaisted, 
the  father  of  George  Wilson  Plaisted.  No 
children  were  born  of  either  marriage. 

John  Plaisted,  father  of  Arabella  (Plaisted) 
(Small)  Plaisted,  married  Thankful  Babb, 
born  in  Buxton,  Maine,  April  10,  1821,  daugh- 
ter of  Peter  and  Thankful  Babb.  Peter  Babb 
was  a  revolutionary  soldier.  He  enlisted  at 
Scarboro,  July  20,  1781,  at  the  age  of  seven- 
teen years,  and  served  in  Captain  Williams' 
company  of  Colonel  Vose's  regiment,  and  was 
wounded  and  discharged  after  two  years  of 
service.  John  Plaisted  was  a  carpenter  in  his 
earlier  years  and  later  became  a  farmer.  He 
lived  in  Portland  and  in  Limington,  Maine. 
His  children,  all  born  in  Limington,  were: 
I.  Byron  G.,  enlisted  in  Company  C  of  the 
Tenth  Regiment  of  Maine  troops,  and  died 
at  home,  in  August,  1862,  from  wounds  re- 
ceived in  service.

Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution.  Her 
mother  was  an  honorary  member  of  the  Eliz- 
abeth Wadsworth  Chapter  (which  organiza- 
tion was  named  in  allusion  to  the  mother  of 
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ihe  poet,  Henry  Wadswortli  Longfellow),  of 
Portland,  Maine.  Mrs.  Plaisted  is  a  member 
of  the  Congregational  church. 


Hrolf  Nefja  Jarl,    a    Viking, 
CUSHINCi     was    the    progenitor    of   the 

Gushing  family,  and  the  line- 
age connecting  the  American  family  with  this 
Xorse  chief  is  remarkably  interesting.  In  the 
Scandinavian  Sagas  relating  to  the  latter  half 
of  the  eighth  century  from  750  to  800,  which 
may  be  regarded  as  the  period  in  which  reliable 
Xorse  history  begins,  frequent  mention  may 
be  found  of  "this  \'iking  and  his  ancestors  in 
Trondjem  and  the  Maeras  of  Norway:  and 
in  later  centuries  of  his  descendants  in  Nor- 
mandy and  England  as  well.

Malahjulc,  and  a  daughter, 
Hild  or  Ragnhild,  who  married  Rognvald 
Maera-Jarl,  who  in  return  for  assistance  ren- 
dered him  by  Harold  Fair  Hair  in  the  Con- 
(juest  of  Norway  was  made  chief  ruler  over 
not  only  the  two  Maeras,  but  also  Ramsdel. 

(11)' Hild  or  Ragnhild,  daughter  of  Hrolf 
Nefja  (i),  married  Rognvald  Maera-Jarl. 
They  had  three  sons  and  a  daughter. 

(IH)  Gongu  Hrolf,  second  son  of  Rogn- 
vald Maera-Jarl  and  Hild  (2),  was  called 
Walking  Rolf.  He  became  early  a  great  Wxk- 
ing  leader,  especially  in  the  east.  Returning 
from  one  of  his  expeditions  soon  after  Har- 
i  old's  conquest,  he  committed  acts  of  depreda- 
tion in  \ikin,  and  King  Harold,  who  was 
then  in  \'ikin,  was  very  angry  when  he 
heard  of  it,  and  announced  the  outlawry 
of  Hrolf  from  Norway.  In  vain  Hrolf's 
mother  appealed  to  the  king.  Accordingly 
Hrolf,  accompanied  by  his  Uncle  Malahjulc 
as  councillor,  and  a  numerous  following,  sailed 
for  the  Hebrides:  whence  thev  made  con- 
cjuests,  ultimately  gaining  from  V'alland,  now 
France,  about  912  A.  D.,  the  great  Jarls' 
Realm,  known  soon  after  as  Normandie.  Thus 
Hrolf,  so  well  known  in  later  history  as  Rollo, 
became  the  founder  and  first  earl  or  duke  of 
Xorniandy.  establishing  the  great  feudal  nobil- 
ity of  Ruen.  ancestors  of  the  Sovereign  fam- 
ilies and  Norman  Fiarons  of  Normandy  and 
Fn^land  '.like.  In  this  manner  Malahulcinus 
(le  Toesini.  as  Malahjulc  was  called,  became 
l>ossessed  of  Toesini  and  Conches. 

(II)  Malahjulc.  son  of  Hrolf  Nefja  Jarl.

(III)  Hugo  de  Toesini.  son  of  Malahjulc

cestors of  the  English  houses  of  Cholmonde- 
ley.

(VII)  Hugh  de  Toesini,  son  of  Ralf  (6), 
surnamed  de  Limesay  from  his  Norman  seig- 
neurie,  was  living  in  1060  and  had  several  sons 
who  accompanied  William  the  Conqueror,  to 
whom  they  were  related  as  nephews  through 
their  mother,  who  was  William's  half-sister.

(Vni)  Josiah  Stearns  Cushing,  son  of  Wil- 
liam Gushing  (7),  was  born  in  Bedford,  Mass- 
achusetts, May  3,  1854.  He  received  his  edu- 
cation in  the  public  and  high  schools  of  Clin- 
ton and  Med  ford.  He  began  to  learn  the  trade 
of  printer  when  fourteen  years  old  in  the  Uni- 
versity Press  oflfice  in  Cambridge.  He  work- 
ed as  a  journeyman  there  and  also  in  the  print- 
ing offices  of  Rockwell  &  Churchill,  Rand, 
Aver>'  &  Company,  and  Alfred  Mudge  &  Son 
in  Boston,  and  the  Riverside  Press,  and  John 
Wilson  &  Son,  in  Cambridge.  He  was  a  skill- 
ful craftsman,  possessing  mechanical  ability  of 
a  high  order.  In  1878,  with  a  very  modest 
capital  saved  from  his  wages,  he  ventured  to 
start  in  business  on  his  own  account,  establish- 
ing a  typesetting  plant  in  a  small  room  at  the 
corner  of  Milk  and  Federal  streets,  Boston. 
His  first  work,  a  book  given  him  on  trial,  with 
a  promise  of  more  work  if  that  proved  satis- 
factory, was  such  a  superior  specimen  of  the 
printer's  art  that  he  won  immediately  a  con- 
siderable patronage  and  was  soon  obliged  to 
enlarge  his  quarters.  His  business  increased 
rapidly,  and  in  1889,  when  he  had  been  in  bus- 
iness a  little  over  ten  years,  he  took  a  floor  in 
the  Estes  Press  building,  on  Summer  street, 
Boston,  and  increased  his  force  to  one  hundred 
and  twenty-five  compositors.  In  1895  he 
located  his  business  in  Norwood,  Massachu- 
setts, a  suburb  of  Boston,  in  the  Norwood 
Press  building  erected  for  the  purpose,  in 
association  with  Berwick  &  Smith,  whose  bus- 
iness is  press-work  exclusively.  Later  the 
firm  of  E.  Fleming  &  Company,  bookbinders, 
were  added  to  the  combination,  thus  complet- 
ing the  largest  bookmaking  plant  in  the  United 
States.  The  Norwood  Press  ranks  among 
the  foremost  printing  concerns  in  this  country 
and  in  some  respects  is  unique.  Mr.  Gushing 
is  the  designer  of  several  faces  of  type  in 
general  use  in  the  United  States  and  extremely 
popular,  in  both  book  and  commercial  work. 
Mr.  Cushing  has  made  a  specialty  of  college 
text  books  and  standard  educational  works  in 
various  languages,  and  the  Cushing  fonts  for 
Greek,  Hebrew  and  other   foreign  languages 


arc  the  standard  in  this  country.  His  designs 
for  mathematical  signs  and  symbols  are  also 
in  general  use.  At  one  time  for  a  period  of 
four  years  he  had  as  partner  George  A.  Went- 
worth,  professor  in  Phillips  Academy,  Exeter, 
and  author  of  a  popular  series  of  mathematical 
text-books.  Mr.  Cushing  is  president  of  the 
Norwood  Press  Company,  the  corporation 
owning  the  real  estate,  etc.,  in  Norwood.  For 
many  years  he  had  the  contracts  for  printing 
the  reports  of  the  United  States  supreme  court 
and  the  United  States  courts  of  appeals. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honor- 
able Artillery  Company  of  Boston  and  was 
elected  second  lieutenant  in  1894,  first  lieuten- 
ant in  1900,  and  commander  in  1902-03.  He 
is  a  prominent  Mason,  a  member  of  Joseph 
Warren  Lodge  of  Boston,  of  Boston  Com- 
mandery,  and  of  the  various  bodies  to  the 
thirty-second  degree.  He  was  the  first  pres- 
ident of  the  Norwood  Business  Association, 
chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  public 
library  of  Norwood,  and  for  nine  years  pres- 
ident of  the  Boston  Typothetae.  He  is  ex- 
commqdore  of  the  Winthrop  Yacht  Club, 
owner  of  the  yachts  "Owl,"  "Nimbus"  and 
"Lilias,"  and  until  recently  also  a  member  of 
the  Massachusetts,  Hull,  Jeffries,  Corinthian 
and  Atlantic  Yacht  Clubs.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Boston  Athletic  Association  and  of  the 
Aldine  Association  of  New  York,  and  an 
ex-president  of  the  Boston  Club,  the  oldest 
dining  club  in  America,  and  the  acknowledged 
birth-place  of  the  Republican  party.  From 
1900  to  1907  inclusive  he  served  on  the  staff 
of  Colonel  James  A.  Frye,  commanding  the 
First  Heavy  Artillery,  M.  V.  M.,  as  first  lieu- 
tenant and  regimental  commissary  and  as  cap- 
tain and  quartermaster,  respectively.

Richard  Barker,  immigrant 
BARKER  ancestor,  was  born  in  Eng- 
land, and  settled  in  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  as  early  as  1643.

James 
P>arker,  of  Rowley,  was  admitted  a  freeman

(VII)  Jacob  Barker,  son  of  John  Barker 
(6).  was  bom  in  North  Andover,  May  3,  1840. 
He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  town  and  at  Phillips  Academy,  And- 
over. He  worked  on  the  farm  when  a  boy, 
and  continued  with  his  father  on  the  home- 
stead, and  succeeded  to  the  ownership  when 
his  father  died.  At  one  time  he  sold  the  farm 
to  his  brothers  John  and  Clinton,  but  after  a 
few  years  bought  back  the  share  of  John  and 


continued  farming  in  partnership  with  his 
brother  as  long  as  he  lived.  After  Clinton 
Barker  died  he  bought  the  interests  of  his 
widow,  and  since  then  has  been  sole  proprie- 
tor of  the  farm.  The  homestead  comprises 
one  hundred  and  seventy-five  acres  of  land 
and  supports  a  large  dairy.  Mr.  Barker  is 
engaged  in  general  farming.

The      English      family     of 
CHADWICK     Chadwick,   from  which  the 

American  Chadwicks  are 
descended,  springs  from  a  hamlet  named 
Chadwick  in  Rochdale,  Lancashire.  William 
de  Chadwyke,  the  first  of  the  name,  was  born 
about  1355  and  in  141 3  was  called  "Senior,*' 
then  having  a  son  William  of  age.  His  des- 
cendant, John  de  Chadwyk,  of  a  few  genera- 
tions later,  was  progenitor  of  the  Chadwicks 
of  Chadwick ;  the  Chadwicks  of  Healey  Hall 
and  of  Mavcsyn,  Rid  ware,  the  Chadwicks  of 
f\idleston  Court.  Herefordshire,  late  of  Swin- 
ton  Hall,  Lancashire.  The  arms  of  the  Chad- 
wicks of  Chadwick :  Gules  an  escutcheon  with- 
in an  orle  of  martlets  argent:  Crest:  a  lily 
argent  stalked  and  leaved  vert.  The  Swin- 
ton  Hall  family  bears  the  same  arms.  Motto: 
In  candorc  Dccits.  Crest:  In  front  of  two 
crosses  crosslet  fitchee  in  saltire,  the  flower 
and  stem  of  a  white  lily  slipped  proper.  A 
branch  of  the  family  in  Cornwall  spells  the 
name  sometimes  Chadock,  and  bears  similar 
arms  showing  relationship.  Crest:  On  a 
ducal  coronet  or  a  martlet.  The  similarity  of 
names  indicates  that  the  Healey  branch  of  the 
family  is  that  from  which  the  American  family 
given  below  is  descended,  though  all  the 
American  Chadwicks,  Chadocks  and  Shat- 
tucks  are  undoubtedly  from  the  original  stock 
at  Chadwick,  Lancashire.

The  arms  are  the  same  or  very  similar  to 
the  original  arms  of  the  Chadwicks.  Motto: 
Stans  cum  Rege.  Charles  Chadwick,  the  first 
of  the  name  to  settle  in  New  England,  was 
admitted  a  freeman  of  Watertown,  Massachu- 
setts, May  18,  1631 ;  was  town  officer  and 
deputy  to  the  general  court;  died  April  10, 
1682,  aged  eighty-six.  His  will  dated  June 
30,  1681,  bequeathed  to  wife  Elizabeth,  who 
died  February  22,  1684,  kinsmen  Thomas  and 
John  Chadwick;  to  the  eldest  son  of  Thomas

The  surname  Goodrich  in 
GOODRICH      England  is  very  ancient.    It 

was  originally  Godric,  from 
whence  we  get  Godricus,  Godryke,  Goodryke, 
Guthrich,  Guthridge,  Gothridge,  Godridge, 
Goodridge,  and  the  latter  form  survived  until 
a  very  recent  date  in  this  branch  of  the  family. 
In  the  correspondence  between  Colonel  Birch, 
commander  of  the  parliamentary  forces  in 
the  siege  of  Goodrich  Castle  and  Sir  Henry 
Lingen  who  defended  it,  the  latter  called  it 
Guthridge  Castle,  while  Birch  called  it  Good- 
rich Castle.  The  Saxon  word  god  is  clearly 
the  primary  root  of  the  name  and  has  the  same 
meaning  as  the  Gothic  giith  and  the  Danish 
gnd.  Whether  the  suffix  ric,  rick,  or  rich 
really  meant  rich,  or  had  the  same  meaning  as 
when  added  to  bishop,  as  bishopric,  signifying 
dominion  or  rule  over  a  district,  is  not  entirely 
certain.  The  name  Godric  is  found  in  Eng- 
land as  early  as  870,  not  of  course  as  a  sur- 
name, as  the  custom  of  using  surnames  came 
into  use  several  centuries  later.  The  famous 
old  Goodrich  Castle  dates  back  to  the  era  be- 
fore the  Norman  Conquest,  the  Goodriches  be- 
ing unquestionably  of  Saxon  origin.  Its  ruins 
stand  on  a  commanding  eminence  near  the 
southwestern  extremity  of  Herefordshire, 
Wales,  on  the  eastern  bank  of  the  river  Wye, 
sixteen  miles  from  Hereford  and  four  from 
Ross.  It  was  a  typical  fortified  castle  of 
medieval  Saxon  style  with  Norman  additions. 
Its  history  would  fill  a  volume  by  itself.  It 
was  dismantled,  and  all  but  destroyed,  by  the 
Roundheads  during  the  civil  war  by  order  of 
Parliament,  dated  March  i,  1647. 
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There  were  five  pioneers  of  this  family  in 
New  England  before  1640.  William  Good- 
rich, born  near  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  England, 
settled  in  Wethersfield,  Connecticut;  married, 
October  4,  1648,  Sarah  Marvin,  progenitor  of 
most  of  the  name  in  New  England.  John 
Goodrich,  his  brother,  settled  also  in  Wethers- 
field, son  of  John  of  Hegesset,  who  died 
in  England  in  1632,  and  grandson  of  Will- 
iam of  Hegesset,  SuflFolkshire,  who  died  in 
163 1.  Richard  Goodrich,  who  settled  in 
Guilford,  Connecticut,  in  1639,  was  proba- 
bly of  this  same  family.  The  other  two 
bear  similar  names.  William  and  John  Good- 
rich. William  is  mentioned  below.  John  may 
have  been  his  brother;  he  was  of  Water  town 
in  1637,  admitted  freeman  1642,  and  is  said  to 
have  died  on  a  return  voyage  to  England  in 
1644.  It  is  thought  that  he  may  have  been  son 
of  Richard  and  Muriel  (Evans)  Goodrich. 
H  so,  his  pedigree  may  be  traced  to  about  the 
year  1465. 

(I)  William  Goodrich,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  probably  born  in  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  Suf- 
folk county,  England,  and  with  his  wife  Mar- 
garet came  to  New  England  about  1634.  As 
early  as  1636  he  was  one  of  the  proprietors  of 
Watertown.  Massachusetts,  and  he  was  ad- 
mitted a  freeman  in  1642.  His  homestall  of 
five  acres  was  in  or  near  the  northern  bound- 
ary of  the  present  Mount  Auburn  cemetery, 
about  half-way  between  Watertown  Center 
and  Harvard  Square.  Cambridge.  He  died 
in  1647  and  the  inventory  of  his  estate  was 
dated  April  3.  1647.  He  was  a  comparatively 
young  man,  probably  less  than  forty  years  old 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  widow  married 
John  Hull,  of  Newbury,  Massachusetts, 
whither  she  went  with  her  Goodrich  children. 
Hull  (lied  October  i,  1670,  and  she  died  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1683.

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sleeping  on  the  stocks  nearly  all  the  time  of 
the  War  of  1812;  that  she  was  built  by  John 
Goodrich,  five  of  whose  grandsons  command- 
ed their  own  vessels — Captain  John  Goodrich 
(/),  of  Portsmouth;  Captain  Amos  Tappan 
{/).  Captain  Phineas  Goodrich  (7),  Captain 
Jeremiah  Cioodrich  (7),  and  Captain  John 
(joodpich,  of  Haverhill.  John  Goodrich  \5) 
was  a  soldier  in  the  revolution,  a  private  m 
C'aptain  Ebenezer  Colby's  company,  Colonel 
Johnson's  regiment,  on  the  Lexington  alarm.

(VI)  James  Goodrich,  son  of  John  Good- 
rich (5),  born  in  Haverhill  in  1773,  married 
Hannah  Parker,  daughter  of  William  Parker, 
f>f  Bradford,  Massachusetts,  and  removed  to 
Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire.  They  had 
thirteen  children. 

(VII)  Colonel  John  Goodrich,  son  of 
James  Goodrich  (6),  born  1794,  married  Mary 
Gay,  of  Haverhill,  and  resided  in  Portsmouth ; 
was  colonel  of  state  militia  in  1827-28;  owned 
several  vessels  and  was  captain  of  one;  was 
engaged  in  the  lumber  trade  with  his  brother, 
Captain  Amos  Goodrich;  and  when  the  rail- 
road was  built  to  Boston  established  the  first 
express  business;  they  bought  the  Jaffray 
house  built  in  1723  and  they  and  their  des- 
cendants resided  there ;  Colonel  John  was  call- 
ed a  very  handsome  man. 

(VIII)  Rev.  Massena  Goodrich,  son  of 
Colonel  John  Goodrich  (7),  of  Portsmouth. 
was  born  in  Portsmouth  in  1819;  married. 
1846,  Charlotte  E.  Nutter,  and  was  ordained 
in  the  Christian  ministry  in  1845  ^"  ^^^  ^"^' 
versalist  church  of  Haverhill.  It  is  said  that 
half  his  parishioners  were  related  by  ties  of 
blood  or  marriage.  He  also  was  pastor  in 
parishes  at  East  Cambridge,  Waltham,  Mass- 
achusetts; Lewiston,  Maine;  Pawtucket  and 
Burrillville,  Rhode  Island,  and  he  celebrated 
the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  his  ordination  in 
a  sermon  preached  January,  1895,  ^^  Burrill- 
ville. He  celebrated  his  golden  wedding  at 
his  home  in  Pawtucket  in  1896.  He  was 
deemed  one  of  the  best  Greek  and  Hebrew 
scholars  in  his  denomination,  reading  the 
Bible  in  both  these  languages  yearly  until  his 
death.  For  two  years  he  was  professor  of 
Biblical  languages  in  St.  Lawrence  Univprsity, 
Canton,  New  York,  and  he  contributed  many 
articles  to  the  denominational  papers.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  wrote  the  editorials  for 
ihe  Pawtucket  Gazette  and  Chronicle.    He  also 


wrote  the  History  of  North  Providence  in 
1865  and  of  Pawtucket  in  1876.  Children:

(VTI)  Daniel  Goodrich,  son  of  John  (6) 
and  Mary  (Johnson)  Goodrich,  born  in  West , 
Parish,  Haverhill,  January  17,  1820,  died  in 
February,  1906.  He  was  educated  in  the  com- 
mon schools  and  attended  Bradford  Academy 
when  that  institution  was  conducted  as  a 
school  for  boys  and  girls,  and  one  of  the  teach- 
ers at  that  time  was  Benjamin  Greenleaf,  the 
author  of  Greenleaf s  Jrithnietic.  Upon 
reaching  his  majority  Mr.  Goodrich  entered 
upon  his  business  career;  he  established  a 
shoe  manufacturing  business  which  he  con- 
ducted alone  for  a  time,  when  he  took 
as  a  partner  Daniel  Fitts,  the  firm  name 
appearing  as  Fitts  &  Goodrich.  This  contin- 
ued about  four  years  when  Dudley  Porter  was 
admitted  as  a  member.  Mr.  Fitts  retired  about 
one  year  later,  when  the  firm  became  Good- 
rich &  Porter  and  was  thus  known  for  twenty- 
eight  years.  In  1890  the  firm,  which  had  be- 
come widely  known  by  the  shoe  trade  through- 
out this  and  foreign  countries,  dissolved  and 
the  present  firm  of  H.  B.  Goodrich  &  Com- 
pany succeeded  to  the  business.  When  Dan- 
iel Goodrich  practically  retired  from  the 
aflfairs  of  the  company  there  probably  was  no 
man  in  Eastern  Massachusetts  better  known  in 
the  shoe  manufacturing  business  than  he. 
Although  a  '  man  ripe  in  years  he  re- 
tained his  faculties  to  the  last  and  was 
known  for  his  wonderful  retentive  memory. 
He  had  always  shrunk  from  public  life,  pre- 
ferring his  home  and  his  family,  to  which 
he  was  devotedlv  attached.  C3ne  of  his 
chief  delights  was  his  library,  where,  sur- 
rounded by  his  family,  he  took  pleasure  in  the 
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books  it  contained.  His  memory  was  so  re- 
markable and  retentive  that  after  reading  a 
poem  or  a  book  he  was  able  to  recite  passages 
from  either  years  after.  While  of  keen  liter- 
ary taste,  Mr.  Goodrich  never  became  con- 
nected with  any  of  the  organizations  in  the 
city,  preferring  to  spend  all  of  his  leisure 
time  at  his  home,  and  his  only  social  connec- 
tions were  with  the  Pentucket  Club  and  he 
was  one  of  the  leading  members  of  the  First 
Universalist  Church  of  which  he  was  a 
deason. 

He  married  in  1841,  Marion  Brickett,  a 
native  of  Haverhill,  Massachusetts.  Their 
children  were:  i.  Hazen  B.,  born  in  1842, 
now  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes 
under  the  style  of  H.  B.  Goodrich  and  Com- 
pany; he  married  Mary  E.  Lane,  and  had  one 
son,  Hazen  L.,  who  died  in  1902;  he  married 
Mary  J.  Goodwin,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
and  has  one  child,  Mariette.  2.  Annie  Eliza- 
beth Goodrich. 

Only  a  few  months  before  his  death  Mr. 
Goodrich  said:  "I  often  hear  people  say 
they  dread  to  grow  old.  Tell  them  it  is  not  to 
be  feared.  I  have  found  age  as  agreeable  as  any 
other  part  of  my  life."  He  repeated  Whittier's 
"The  Eternal  Goodness"  not  an  hour  before 
the  end,  fully  conscious  that  it  was  approach- 
ing, saying,  "It  is  all  right."  His  life  was  a 
lesson  to  all  of  how  a  reasonable  man  should 
live  and  die,  for  it  was  all  deserved  and  earned 
by  a  life  of  correct  living. 

The  male  members  of  the  failiily  were  all 
tall  and  commanding  in  appearance,  courteous 
but  modest  and  unassuming  in  manner. 
Love  of  kin  was  a  strong  trait  in  their 
character.  They  inherited  a  thirst  for 
knowledge,  historical  books  and  deep  philo- 
sophical reading  being  their  special  de- 
light. An  elderly  lady  in  Haverhill  once  re- 
marked that  she  "never  knew  a  Goodrich  who 
was  not  intelligent  and  an  excellent  conver- 
sationalist." Hospitality  and  generosity  were 
marked  characteristics  of  the  family.  It  was 
a  common  saying  that  no  person  was  ever 
turned  away  hungry  from  their  doors,  their 
table  always  being  furnished  with  the  best  the 
market  supplied.  One  of  them  taught  succes- 
sive generations  how  to  remember  the  poor 
by  laying  in  many  bushels  of  potatoes  yearly 
for  his  children  to  distribute  among  the  needy 
ones.  This  example  was  followed  for  several 
generations.  Xo  needy  person  ever  applied  to 
a  Goodrich  in  vain,  writes  one  who  knew  the 
family  well  for  several  generations. 


The  surname  Crane  has  an  ancient 
CRANE    English  history  dating  back  to  the 

Hundreds  Rolls  of  the  thirteenth 
century,  and  was  probably  a  Norman  local 
name  earlier.  Its  similarity  to  the  name  of  a 
bird  has  caused  some  of  the  families  to  adopt 
the  crane  as  a  symbol  on  their  coat-of-arms, 
and  indeed  some  branches  of  the  family  may 
have  adopted  the  emblem  before  taking  the 
surname.  The  coat-of-arms  of  the  Crane  fam- 
ily of  Suffolk,  England,  to  which  some,  if  not 
all  the  American  families,  belong,  is:  Argent 
a  fesse  between  three  crosses  crosslet  fitchee 
gules.  Crest:  A  crane  proper.  There  have 
been  many  distinguished  Englishmen  of  this 
name  from  the  earliest  use  of  the  surname. 
There  were  a  number  of  pioneers  of  this  fam- 
ily in  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut  before 
1650. 

(I)  Henry  Crane,  immigrant  ancestor,  born 
in  England,  in  1621,  settled  in  Dorchester, 
Massachusetts,  and  is  progenitor  of  the  fam- 
ily to  which  L'nited  States  Senator  Winthrop 
Alurray  Crane  belongs.  He  bought  a  farm  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty  acres  of  land  with 
house  and  buildings  in  Dorchester  in  that 
part  set  off  as  Milton,  September  i,  1654.  The 
first  road  over  Milton  Hill  was  laid  out  by  his 
house,  passing  through  the  Dorchester  woods 
from  Braintree  to  Roxbury  and  was  laid  out 
by  the  town  of  Braintree.  He  was  selectman 
of  Milton  in  1679-80-81  and  was  trustee  of  the 
first  meeting  house  in  Milton.  He  was  en- 
gaged in  iron  manufacture  in  Milton  and  ac- 
quired considerable  property.  There  is  an 
autograph  letter  of  Henry  Crane's,  written 
May  7,  1677,  and  preserved  in  the  Massachu- 
setts Archives,  vol.  30,  i,  239,  in  answer  to 
an  order  to  dispose  of  three  Indian  servants, 
the  colony  having  made  it  unlawful  to  hold 
Indians  in  bondage.  He  pleaded  for  time  to 
comply  with  order  to  save  himself  from  loss 
in  the  sale  of  his  slaves.     He  married  first

At  the  time  of  his  death 
Clark  owned  land  at  the  planting  field  and  at 
Wrentham,  besides  his  homestead.

rebuilt  and  in  June,  1861,  Mr.  Ciarke,  as  agent 
and  manager  of  the  new  Pemberton  Company 
started  the  machinery  of  the  new  mills.  He 
was  then  but  twenty-six  years  old,  but  he 
proved  well-equipped  and  capable,  and  for 
thirty-seven  years  filled  the  office  with  ability, 
adding  in  the  meantime  the  management  of 
the  Methuen  Manufacturing  Company  and  an 
establishment  manufacturing  jute,  etc.,  in 
Salem,  IMassachu setts.  The  supervision  of 
these  three  separate  and  important  industrial 
plants,  producing  a  variety  of  goods  and  pre- 
senting a  multitude  of  problems,  of  difficulties 
and  arduous  daily  tasks,  kept  him  exceedingly 
busy :  but  so  methodical  and  efficient  were  his 
plans  of  work  that  he  found  time  to  acquire 
a  general  knowledge  of  current  literature  and 
of  scientific  progress  and  discovery  seldom 
attained  by  men  burdened  with  business  respon- 
sibilities. He  fully  reaHzed  the  value  of  con- 
stant study  and  thorough  mental  equipment. 

In  a  memoir  written  after  his  death,  Hon. 
Robert  H.  Tewksburv,  said:  **Few  manufac- 
turers  have  stood  so  fairly  between  wealthy 
employers  and  daily  workers  as  did  he,  or 
have  so  fully  secured  the  confidence  and  good- 
will of  both.  Very  few  citizens  have  so  fully 
comprehended  the  need  of  the  general  public 
for  religious,  charitable  and  educational  organ- 
izations and  helps,  or  have  been  willing  and 
able  to  so  efficiently  assist  in  founding  and  sus- 
taining them.  As  an  employer -he  knew  the 
needs,  and  righted,  as  best  he  could,  the 
wrongs  of  the  employed ;  as  a  director  and 
manager,  he  never  forsook  the  standard  of 
right  in  pursuit  of  gain,  or  won  temporary  suc- 
cess by  sacrifice  of  principle.  He  could  rapidly 
sift  the  unimportant  and  transitory  from  the 
vital  and  enduring  in  political  and  religious 
doctrines  and  movements.  The  purity  of  his 
domestic  life,  his  transparent  honesty  and 
notable  industry  in  business  his  loyalty  to 
friends  and  to  the  right  were  the  conspicuous 
traits  in  his  rare  character  *  *  **In  Mr. 
Clarke  a  love  of  music  and  of  the  fine  arts, 
a  pleasing  and  inspiring  presence  and  social 
habit,  a  pleasant  wit  that  never  wounded 
friends  or  critics,  an  appreciation  of  humor 
and  acknowledgment  of  merit  wherever  found 
— all  combined  to  suggest  when  his  fellow  citi- 
zens were  startled  by  the  news  of  his  sudden 
death,  the  oft-quoted  couplet: 

"  He  was  a  man,  take  him  for  all  in  all; 
I  shall  not  look  upon  his  like  again  " 

''Absorbed  by  no  trivialities,  tempted  by  no 
elusive    schemes,   guided   by   intelligence   an<l 
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sound  judgment,  ever  controlled  by  principle 
and  an  abiding  faith  in  God  and  in  pure  and 
undefiled  religion,  gathering  inspiration  from 
revelations  in  the  Word,  in  nature,  in  history 
and  from  exemplary  human  models,  his  life 
developed  along  lines  that  were,  in  the  best 
sense,  manly,  progressive  and  successful. 

*'It  was  by  no  self-seeking  of  his,  but  because 
of  his  conspicuously  apparent  fitness  to  lead 
and  control,  that  at  the  time  of  his  death 
he  was  efficiently  directing  the  aflPairs  of  im- 
portant organizations."  He  was  president  of 
the  Boston  &  Lowell  Railroad  Company ;  pres- 
ident of  the  Lawrence  Savings  Bank;  presi- 
dent of  the  Lawrence  Board  of  Trade;  presi- 
dent of  the  New  England  Cotton  Manufac- 
turers* Association ;  president  of  the  Lawrence 
City  Mission ;  chairman  of  the  Lawrence  Park 
Commissioners.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Home  Market  Club  of  Boston,  and  a  Repub- 
lican in  politics.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Tex- 
tile Club,  of  the  American  Society  of  Mechan- 
ical Engineers,  of  the  Local  Monday  Night 
Club,  of  Lawrence  Lodge  of  Free  Masons. 
He  was  a  director  of  the  Bav  State  National 
Bank  of  Lawrence.  For  twenty-six  years  he 
was  a  member  of  the  City  Mission :  he  was  a 
prominent  member  of  the  Home  Club.  He 
was  a  director  of  the  Boston-Duenwig  Zinc 
Company  of  Boston :  member  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Board  of  Pan-American  Exposition 
managers;  formerly  president  of  the  Textile 
Club  of  Massachusetts;  trustee  and  friend  of 
the  Lowell  Textile  School ;  member  of  the 
advisory  board  of  the  Philadelphia  Museum. 
He  was  a  charter  member  of  the  Lawrence 
High  School  Alumni  Association,  in  which  he 
took  much  interest.  The  only  public  office 
that  he  held  was  member  of  the  school  com- 
mittee for  several  years.  He  was  a  valued 
member  and  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  First 
Unitarian  Church  of  Lawrence.  After  Wil- 
liam C.  Chapin  closed  his  long  and  honorable 
career  as  agent  of  the  Pacific  Mills,  the  posi- 
tion was  oflPered  Mr.  Clarke,  but  he  declined. 
He  retired  from  business  January  i,  1898.  He 
(lied  at  his  home  in  Lawrence,  November  6, 
1899. 

In  a  sermon  preached  in  Grace  Church, 
November  12,  1899.  Right  Reverend  William 
Lawrence,  bishop  of  Massachusetts,  said  of 
Mr.  Clarke:  "He  stood  to  the  community  as 
a  man  not  merely  of  high  morality  and  gener- 
ous impulses,  but  also  as  a  man  of  deep  and 
simple  faith.  He  was  one  of  those  who  talk 
but  little  of  their  religious  life,  but  to  whom 
religion  is  real  and  personal.    He  was  a  strong 


supporter  of  the  institutional-religious  life  of 
the  city  and  in  his  death  our  neighboring 
parish  has  suflFered  a  heavy  loss.  In  past  years 
I  have  often  gone  to  him  for  advice  on  matters 
connected  with  the  morality  or  the  religious 
life  of  this  community.  His  sound  judgment 
and  broad  sympathy  always  gave  help  and 
inspiration.  Such  men  may  or  may  not  hold 
public  office,  they  may  or  may  not  be  widely 
or  popularly  known ;  they  form,  however,  the 
backbone  of  the  character  of  a  city.  If  a 
prophet  were  seeking  for  righteous  men  in  this 
city,  Mr.  Clarke  would  have  been  one  upon 
whom  his  eyes  would  have  first  rested." 

Rev.  George  H.  Young,  pastor  of  the  church 
to  which  Mr.  Clarke  belonged,  said  at  the 
.same  time:  *'Men  and  women  in  all  stations 
of  life  among  us — low  and  high,  poor  and 
rich,  heterodox  and  orthodox,  of  one  political 
party  or  other — all  have  said  our  foremost 
citizen  has  been  taken,  the  beauty  of  Israel  has 
fallen.  It  is  universally  agreed  that  he  has 
stood  prominent  in  all  that  makes  for  nobility 
of  character.  He  was  always  willing  to  serve. 
Years  ago,  to  my  acknowledgment  of  hesi- 
tancy as  troubling  him  with  personal  matters 
in  which  he  had  been  very  kind  in  rendering 
me  service,  he  responded :  'My  shoulders  are 
broad  and  they  increase  in  that  regard  with  all 
added  service.'  Could  he  render  any  kind- 
ness? No  man  more  ready  to  give  it — ^not 
grudgingly,  but  willingly.  Faithful  was  he  in 
every  trust.  Genial  was  he  in  every  relation. 
Earnest  was  he  in  every  fibre  of  his  character. 
He  loved  fun  and  jollity,  and  among  his  inti- 
mates could  convulse  the  circle  with  his  wit 
and  humor.  He  was  fond  of  books.  He  was 
better  read  than  is  the  average  business  man — 
better  read  than  many  professional  men.  It 
was  always  a  wonder,  when  literary  friends 
were  discussing  books,  to  see  his  readiness  in 
criticism.  *  *  Had  he  been  a  preacher,  his 
voice  would  have  been  potent  for  all  higher 
ideals  in  character  and  for  promulgating 
noblest  though  regarding  all  that  goes  to  make 
up  exalted  things — and  such  a  position  he 
could  have  honorably  filled.  Had  he  been 
mayor  of  his  city,  or  congressman  or  governor 
of  the  state,  he  would  have  labored  for  that 
high  grade  of  political  service  in  which  party 
is  secondary  and  things  that  make  for  private 
virtue  and  public  honor  are  held  sacred  and 
supreme — and  such  a  position  he  could  have 
honorably  filled.  *  *  Every  corner  of  his 
heart  was  pure,  every  secret  place  of  his  soul 
was  clean,  every  nook  of  his  mind  was  active 
in  good  things.     Does  such  praise  seem  ex- 
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?  Yet  who  can  contradict  it  or  pick 
1  it?  No  cleaner  man,  no  purer  man, 
e  inspiring  character  have  I  known.  If 
nt  to  set  up  a  goal  for  youthful  ambi- 
ve  can  point  to  his  memory.  If  we 
to  state  who  in  all  these  fifty  years  of 
e  of  the  community  is  universally  con- 
as  standing  in  the  front  rank — aye,  in

fatherhood  of  God.  The  embodiment  of  dig- 
nified and  independent  manhood,  the  life  of 
Frederick  E.  Clarke  was  such  that  a  mother 
might  urge  her  boy  to  emulate  it.  He  dwelt 
upon  the  heights,  he  breathed  the  air  of  the 
mountains ;  and  there  he  remains  transfigured, 
our  loving  leader  still,  on  those  celestial,  love- 
lit  heights ;  an  inspiration  to  us  and  to  all  the 
future,  in  our  longings  after  holier  thoughts, 
nobler  living  and  broadening  spirituality." 

Mr.  Clarke  was  himself  an  excellent  ex- 
ample of  the  ideal  he  depicted  in  his  admirable 
address  to  the  New  England  Cotton  Manufac- 
turers' Association  as  president:  "There  is 
not  an  avenue  in  the  realms  of  science  but  may 
be  explored  with  profit  to  the  manufacturer; 
and,  while  he  labors  industriously  in  his  appli- 
cation of  the  laws  of  mechanics,  of  the  results 
of  investigations  in  science  and  of  the  deduc- 
tions from  varied  experience,  he  must  also 
give  his  deep  and  earnest  thoughts  to  the 
social,  educational  and  moral  welfare  of  his 
work  people,  that  they  too  may  have  the  up- 
ward impulse  of  improvement  and  maintain 
their  superiority  to  the  machines  they  watch 
over  and  direct." 

A  memorial  volume  was  published  contain- 
ing the  memoir  of  Mr.  Tewksbury,  selections 
from  Bishop  Lawrence's  sermon  and  the 
memorial  sermon  of  Mr.  Young;  resolutions 
and  tributes  of  various  bodies  with  which  he 
had  been  connected,  press  notices  and  editor- 
ials, and  four  typical  addresses  of  Mr.  Clarke, 
that  at  the  semi-centennial  celebration  of  the 
city,  that  at  the  high  school  alumni  meeting 
in  1898,  that  before  a  meeting  of  the  state 
board  of  trade,  and  that  before  the  meeting  of 
the  New  England  Cotton  IManufacturers'  As- 
sociation at  Montreal,  October  5,  1899. 

Mr.  Clarke  married,  October  20,  1858,  Har- 
riet A.  Porter,  of  Lawrence,  born  August  21, 
1835,  daughter  of  Thomas  R.  and  Julia  A. 
(Hathaway)  Porter,  of  Taunton,  Massachu- 
setts. Their  only  child,  Ethel  Reynolds,  born 
in  1864,  died  in  1883,  a  girl  of  rare  promise 
and  peculiarly  sweet  and  attractive  disposi- 
tion. 


John  Shepard,  the  immigrant 
SHEPARD    ancestor,    born     in     England, 

1599,  came  to  New  England  in 
the  ship  **Defense,"  in  July,  1635,  with  his 
wife  Margaret,  aged  thirty-one,  and  son 
Thomas,  aged  three  months.  He  settled  in 
Braintree,  Massachusetts,  and  was  admitted  a 
freeman  May  10,  1643.  He  was  one  of  the 
thirty  petitioners  for  the  Rhode  Island  grant 
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before  Roger  Williams  secured  it.  His  widow 
Margaret  administered  his  estate  in  1650.  She 
made  a  nuncupative  will  at  Medfield,  Massa- 
chusetts, February  16,  1675-6,  bequeathing 
to  John  and  Elizabeth,  children  of  John  War- 
field,  and  her  grandchildren ;  to  her  grandchild, 
the  daughter  of  Goodman  Holbrook,  and  to 
her  only  son  Samuel,  mentioned  below. 

(II)  Samuel  Shepard,  son  of  John  Shepard 
(i),  was  bom  August  29,  1641.  He  settled 
at  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  and  removed  to 
Salisbury,  where  he  died  June  13,  1707.  He 
took  the  oath  of  allegiance  at  Haverhill  in 
1677.  He  married,  July  14,  1673,  Mary  (Page) 
Dow,  widow  of  John  Dow.  She  was  baptized 
at  Hingham,  May  3,  1646,  and  married  first, 
October  23,  1665,  at  Haverhill,  John  Dow. 
She  was  the  daughter  of  John  Page,  of  Hing- 
ham and  Haverhill,  and  Mary  (Marsh)  Page, 
daughter  of  George  Marsh.  Page  removed  to 
Haverhill  about  1652,  and  died  there  Novem- 
ber 23,  1687.  His  widow  died  February  15, 
1696-7.

(III)  Israel  Shepard,  son  of  Samuel  Shep- 
ard (2),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  July  3.  1684, 
and  died  October  9,  1769,  aged  eighty-four 
years,  according  to  the  history  of  Gilmanton. 
New  Hampshire,  where  he  settled.  He  also 
lived  at  Epping,  New  Hampshire,  and  in  1741 
signed  a  petition  at  Epping.  A  biography  of 
his  son  states  that  his  home  was  on  the  main 
road  from  Newburyport  to  Portsmouth,  two 
miles  from  the  mouth  of  the  Merrimac  river. 
He  married  Mary  True.  Children,  according 
to  Gilmanton  History :  Mary,  Sarah,  Hannah, 
Joseph,  mentioned  below ;  Benjamin,  William, 
Betsey,  Eleanor,  Abner,  Dr.  Samuel,  born  at 
Epping,  June  22,  1739,  was  a  practicing  physi- 
cian at  Stratham.  New  Hampshire,  when  he 
became  converted  to  the  Baptist  faith  and  was 
ordained  a  preacher;  settled  at  Brentwood, 
New  Hampshire,  forty  years;  died  November 
4,  1815;  had  fifteen  children,  according  to 
Sprague  (page  135  Baptists). 

(IV)  Joseph  Shepard,  son  of  Israel  Shep- 
ard (3),  born  at  Gilmanton  or  Epping,  New 
Hampshire,  April  23,  1725,  died  May  11,  1793, 


at  Gilmanton.  He  married  Anna  Sanborn, 
who  died  March  2y,  1807,  aged  seventy-eight. 
He  removed  from  Gilmanton  to  Epping  and 
bought  the  old  Harriman  place  there.  Chil- 
dren: I.  Olive.

(IV)  Rev.  John  William  Shepard,  son  of 
Samuel  Shepard  (4),  was  bom  April  i,  1788, 
at  Gilmanton,  New  Hampshire.  He  married 
Eliza  Burnes,  daughter  of  Thomas  Humes,  of 
Gilmanton.  He  was  educated  at  Gilmanton 
Academy,  then  entered  mercantile  life,  with 
Mr.  Burnes,  whose  daughter  he  married,  and 
later  went  to  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  in 
journalism,  thence  to  Portsmouth,  New 
Hampshire,  and  for  a  time  represented  the 
American  Tract  Society;  then  to  Hampton 
and  took  up  study  of  theology  with  Dr.  Dim- 
mick,  of  Newburyport;  ordained  at  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  moved  to  Newburyport, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  supplied.  He  had 
pastorates  at  Linebrook,  Massachusetts, 
thence  to  Windham,  Maine,  also  at  other 
points  in  Maine,  and  later  removed  to  Nashua, 
New  Hampshire,  where  he  died  May  28,  i860.

college,  graduating  with  the  class  of  i860.  He 
then  was  principal  of  the  Concord,  Massachu- 
setts, high  school  for  two  years,  and  in  1862 
enlisted  for  the  war,  being  commissioned  as 
first  lieutenant  of  Company  G,  Thirty-second 
Regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteers.  He  was 
promoted  to  captain  and  major  in  the  same 
raiment,  and  breveted  lieutenant-colonel ;  was 
present  at  Fredericksburg,  Chancellor sville. 
Second  Bull  Run,  Antietam,  Gettysburg,  bat- 
tles of  the  Wilderness,  battles  before  Peters- 
burg, and  in  fact  in  every  battle  of  the  fifth 
corps  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  down  to 
the  surrender  at  Appomatox  Court  House. 
He  was  wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  the 
second  battle  of  Hatcher's  Run,  while  in  com- 
mand of  the  brigade  skirmish  line,  February 
5,  1865.;  was  incarcerated  in  Libby  prison,  and 
released  on  parole  February  22,  1865. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  studied  law  with 
Harvey  Jewell,  William  Gaston  and  Walbridge 
A.  Field  in  Boston,  and  was  admitted  to  the 
bar  April  18,  1867.  He  became  a  member  of 
the  firm  in  1871.  Upon  Mr.  Gaston's  election 
as  governor,  the  firm  became  Jewell,  Field  & 
Shepard,  and  upon  the  appointment  of  Mr. 
Field  to  the  supreme  bench  in  1881,  it  became 
Jewell  &  Shepard.  In  December,  1881,  after 
the  death  of  Harvey  Jewell,  General  Shepard 
carried  on  the  practice  of  law  alone.  The 
firm  was  the  counsel  for  the  Metropolitan 
Street  Railway  Company  from  1865  to  1881, 
and  General  Shepard  was  its  general  counsel 
from  1881  until  it  was  merged  into  the  West 
End  Street  Railway  Company  in  1887,  when 
he  became  counsel  for  that  corporation  for  the 
department  of  claims  and  accidents.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  common  council  of  Boston  in 
1872,  and  president  of  that  body  in  1873-74. 
He  was  appointed  judge-advocate  general 
upon  the  staff  of  Governor  Oliver  Ames,  with 
the  rank  of  brigadier-general  in  1887,  also 
under  Governor  J.  Q.  Bracket.  General  Shep- 
ard was  a  member  of  the  Loyal  Legion.  He 
was  member  of  Masonic  bodies  up  to  and 
including  the  thirty-second  degree.  The  fam- 
ily affiliates  with  the  Episcopal  church.

In  1859  he  removed  to  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  and  became  associated  in  part- 
nership with  his  cousin,  Gustavus  N.  Spinney, 
in  the  manufacture  of  boots  and  shoes,  the 
firm  name  being  B.  F.  &  G.  N.  Spinney  for  six 
years.  Then  B.  F.  Spinney  continued  alone 
under  his  own  name  for  a  number  of  years. 
Later  the  business  has  been  conducted  by  the 
firm  of  B.  F.  Spinney  &  Company.  The  firm 
has  an  extensive  factory  in  Norway,  Maine. 
the  main  office  being  in  Boston.  The  product  of 
the  concern  is  largely  ladies'  shoes,  for  which 
it  has  an  established  reputation.  Mr.  Spin- 
ney has  been  prominent  in  business  and  finan- 
cial circles  of  Lynn  for  many  years ;  he  is  the 
president  of  the  National  Security  Bank  of 
Lynn  and  Security  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust 
Company  of  Lynn.

the  absence  of  any  reliable  church  or  town 
records  to  establish  the  relationship  with  cer- 
tainty it  is  now  impossible  to  determine  to 
which  of  these  old  colonial  families  the  partic- 
ular family  here  considered  really  belongs. 

It  is  reasonably  sure,  however,  that  the 
Clough  family  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  now 
represented  by  Micajah  Clough,  was  closely 
related  to  the  family  of  John  or  Joseph 
Clough,  whose  wife  was  Susanna  Reeves,  and 
that  Joseph  who  married  Lydia  Gray  was  one 
of  their  children,  although  the  Salem  records 
give  no  account  of  his  birth  among  the  several 
children  of  Joseph  and  Susanna. 

Joseph  Clough,  who  married  Lydia  Gray, 
was  born  about  the  year  1745,  and  by  her  had 
a  son,  John,  who  was  born  in  1777.  He  was  a 
printer  by  trade  and  went  first  to  New  York 
and  afterward  to  Charleston,  South  Carolina, 
where  he  died  May,  1810.  He  became  a 
member  of  Essex  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  in 
1805.  John  Clough  married  Eliza  Batchelder 
and  had  two  children:  Eliza,  who  died  in 
early  childhood,  and  Charles  Brown. 

Charles  Brown  Clough,  son  of  John  and 
Eliza  (Batchelder)  Clough,  born  in  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  about  1807,  died  in  New  Or- 
leans, Louisiana,  in  October,  1836.  He  was 
only  about  eight  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
father's  death,  and  he  was  thereupon  sent  to 
Lynn  to  be  brought  up  in  the  family  of  his 
uncle,  James  Clough.  He  was  sent  to  the 
public  schools  and  when  old  enough  was  ap- 
prenticed to  the  trade  of  shoemaking.  When 
twenty-one  years  old  he  started  in  business  on 
his  own  account,  and  in  1832  was  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  shoes.  In  the  course  of 
a  short  time  after  he  had  become  well  estab- 
lished in  business  Mr.  Clough's  health  failed, 
and  he  went  into  the  extreme  south  in  the 
hope  of  regaining  his  strength.  In  Texas  he 
entered  the  army  as  commissary  at  first,  but 
afterward  became  one  of  the  bodyguard  of 
General  Santa  Anna,  the  commander  of  the 
Mexican  forces.  In  1836  he  started  on  his 
return  home,  but  upon  reaching  New  Orleans 
was  taken  sick  and  died  there.  In  1831  Mr. 
Clough  married  Abbie  Maria  Breed,  of  Lynn, 
who  survived  him,  and  by  whom  he  had  one 
child,  Charles  Bartlett. 

Charles  Bartlett  Clough,  only  son  and  child  of 
Charles  Brown  and  Abbie  Maria  (Breed) 
Clough,  born  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  Novem- 
ber II,  1833,  died  in  that  city  January  16, 
1903.  He  was  given  a  good  education  in  the 
Lynn  public  and  high  schools,  and  after  leav- 
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ing  school  was  given  employment  in  the  shoe 
factory  owned  and  carried  on  by  his  maternal 
grandfather,  Isaiah  Breed.  He  continued  in 
that  service  until  1862,  and  then  was  appoint- 
ed assistant  city  clerk  of  Lynn,  a  position  he 
filled  acceptably  during  the  next  ten  or  more 
years.  He  was  afterward  elected  city  auditor, 
the  first  incumbent  of  that  office,  served  five 
years  and  then  retired  from  office  to  devote 
his  attention  to  personal  affairs  and  business 
interests.  In  1861  Mr.  Clough  was  a  member 
of  the  city  council  of  Lynn,  and  for  many 
years  took  an  active  part  in  political  affairs, 
always  on  the  Republican  side.  During  his 
young  manhood  he  was  a  member  of  the  mili- 
tary organization  known  as  the  Lynn  Light 
Infantry.    He  was  also  a  Knight  of  Honor. 

On  August  9,  1857,  Mr.  Clough  married 
Abbie  Mahalath  Jones,  born  in  Gilmanton, 
New  Hampshire,  May  30,  1840,  daughter  of 
Benjamin  H.  and  Mahalath  (Glidden)  Jones, 
of  Gilmanton.  Six  children  were  born  of  the 
marriage,  the  eldest  of  whom  died  in  extreme 
infancy.  Children:  Helen,  born  August  26, 
1859,  died  March  3,  1907:  married  Charles  F. 
P^ooler,  of  Lynn.  Children:  Charles  F.  Jr., 
born  Brookline.  September  8,  1881,  died  April 
2y,  1889;  Francis,  born  Boston,  December  11, 
1890.  Lucy,  born  July  16,  1862,  died  April  4, 
1885;  married,  October  2,  1883,  Fred  E. 
Baker,  of  Lynn.  One  child,  Lucy  Marion,  born 
March  24,  1885.  Charles  Arthur,  born  Jan- 
uary 18,  1864,  died  February  27,  1871.  Alice 
Bartlett,  born  July  7,  1867,  married,  June  22, 
1903,  Carlisle  Patterson,  of  New  York,  now 
residing  in  Waban,  Massachusetts:  Mabel 
Georgia,  born  February  i,  1873,  died  June  2, 
1884.  Mrs.  dough's  father,  Benjamin  H. 
Jones,  was  reared  on  a  farm  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  later  followed  mercantile  business 
for  a  time.  In  1852  came  to  Lynn  where  for 
thirty  years  he  was  the  minister  for  the  Soci- 
ety of  Friends.  He  was  also  city  clerk  of 
Lynn  for  sixteen  years.  Leaving  Lynn  he 
went  to  Montana,  where  he  remained  for  a 
short  time,  and  then  went  to  San  Jose,  Cali- 
fornia, where  he  died  in  1898,  at  eighty-three 
years  of  age.  Mrs.  Clough  was  the  eldest  of 
three  children:  Mrs.  David  E.  Folsom  and 
George  N.  Jones,  both  residing  in  California, 
being  the  other  two. 


In  these  volumes  frequent  allu- 

BREED     sion  is  made  to  the  Breed  family 

of  Lynn,  and  in  one  particular 

narrative  the  story  of  the  life  of  Allen  Bread 

is  told  at  considerable  length;  how  he  came 


over  from  England  in  one  of  the  ships  of  the 
fleet  under  Winthrop  in  1630,  and  was  one 
of  the  first  settlers  in  that  part  of  Lynn  which 
was  named  for  him  and  which  to  this  day 
is  known  as  "Breed's  End;"  how  he  shared 
in  the  division  of  the  town  lands  in  1638,  and 
in  1640  joined  with  a  large  number  of  settlers 
of  Lynn  in  an  emigrant  colony  to  Long  Island 
in  the  colony  of  New  York;  their  fortunes  and 
misfortunes  in  that  region;  and  how  Allen 
Bread  at  length  returned  to  his  old  first  place 
of  settlement  and  there  passed  the  remaining 
years  of  his  life. 

In  view  of  this  recital  in  other  pages  of  the 
present  work  it  is  hardly  necessary  to  repeat 
the  tale  in  this  place,  but  it  may  be  said  that 
Allen  Bread,  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the 
family  here  considered,  and  the  founder  of  tlie 
Bread  and  Breed  families  of  New  England, 
was  born  in  England  in  the  year  1601,  and 
died  in  Lynn  March  17,  1692,  having  attained 
the  age  of  ninety-one  years.  The  name  of  his 
first  wife  is  not  known.  She  was  the  mother 
of  all  his  children.  On  March  28,  1656,  he 
married  for  his  second  wife  Elizabeth  Knight 
His  children  were  Allen,  Timothy,  Joseph  and 
John  Bread. 

Allen  Bread,  eldest  son  of  Allen  Bread,  the 
immigrant,  was  born  in  England  in  1626,  and 
was  a  child  of   four  years  when  his   father 
came  to  America.     He  came  to  be  a  man  of 
considerable  importance  in  the  aflFairs  of  the 
town    and   church,   and   like   his   father    was 
honored  by  the  townsmen  with  a  seat  in  the 
pulpit.    Of  his  wife  little  is  known  except  that 
her  name  was  Mary  and  that  she  died  No- 
vember 30,   1671,  having  borne  her  husband 
six  children:  Joseph,  born  February  12,  1658, 
died  November  25,  171 3.    Allen,  bom  August 
30,  1660.     John,  born  January  18,  1663,  died 
in  1 75 1.     Mary,  born  August  24,  1665.     Eliz- 
abeth, born  November  i,  1667.    Samuel,  bom 
September  25,  1669. 

Samuel  Breed  was  the  youngest  son  and 
child  of  Allen  Bread  and  his  wife  Mary,  and 
was  born  in  Lynn,  September  25,  1669.  It  is 
believed  that  he  and  his  brother  Joseph  lived 
in  the  east  part  of  the  town,  where  Joseph 
built  a  house,  and  it  was  Samuel  Breed  who 
joined  with  sixteen  other  townsmen  in  a  letter 
to  Governor  Dudley  giving  an  account  of  all 
persons  in  Lynn  who  were  called  Quakers,  or 
members  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  the 
Breeds  themselves  being  largely  of  that  sect 
On  February  5,  1691,  Samuel  Breed  married 
Anna  Hoo<l ;  it  may  be  said  here  as  an  inter- 
esting fact  of  history  that  previous  to  the  year 
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1800  the  only  families  living  in  the  locality 
called  Nahant  were  the  Breeds,  the  Hoods 
and  the  Johnsons.  The  children  of  Samuel 
and  Anna  (Hood)  Breed  were:  Samuel,  born 
November  11,  1692.  Amos,  July  20,  1694. 
Jabez,  January  26,  1696.  Abigail,  September 
7,  1698.  Nathan,  January  3,  1703.  Keziah, 
October  16,  1704.  Anna,  July  28,  1706.  Ebe- 
nezer,  May  i,  1710.  Ruth,  March  10,  1712, 
Benjamin,  July  4,  1715,  died  June  7,  1798. 

Jabez  Breed,  third  son  of  Samuel  and  Anna 
(Hood)  Breed,  was  born  in  Lynn,  January 
26,  1696,  and  after  his  marriage  settled  at 
Nahant,  where  he  built  a  house.  A  few  years 
later  he  exchanged  his  Nahant  property  for 
a  house  on  Nahant  street  in  Lynn  and  re- 
moved there.  In  1723  Jabez  Breed  married 
Desire ,  of  whom  nothing  is  known  ex- 
cept that  she  bore  her  husband  seven  children : 
Isaiah,  born  October  25,  1724,  died  April  13, 
1809.  Nathan,  born  October  7,  1726,  died 
September  22,  1803.  Amos,  born  October  14, 
1728,  died  May  5,  1776.  Mary,  born  January 
II,  1730.  Abigail,  born  August  2,  1732.  The- 
odate,  born  December  6,  1734.  Deborah,  born 
June  3,  1738. 

Nathan  Breed,  second  son  and  child  of 
Jabez  and  Desire  Breed,  born  in  Lynn,  Octo- 
ber 7,  1726,  died  September  22,  1823.  On 
October  3,  1754,  he  married  Keziah  Buxton, 
and  after  her  death  he  married  for  his  seconcl 
wife  Sarah  Alley.  Children  of  Nathan  and 
Keziah  (Buxton)  Breed:  James,  born  Au- 
gust 26,  1755,  died  in  1756.  Abigail,  born 
June  10,  1757,  died  March  4,  1838.  James, 
bom  February  i,  1759,  died  September  18, 
1848.  Keziah,  bom  August  10,  1761,  married, 
December  26,  1787,  Rufus  Newhall,  and  had 
one  child,  John  Newhall.  Buxton,  born  May 
7,  1763,  died  February  28,  1770.  Nathan,  born 
1767,  died  January  21,  1794.  Elizabeth,  born 
May  8,  1770,  married  Nehemiah  Silsbee. 

James  Breed,  second  son  and  third  child  of 
Nathan  and  Keziah  (Buxton)  Breed,  was 
born  in  Lynn,  and  is  remembered  as  a  man  of 
ability  and  very  conscientious  in  his  daily  walk 
in  life.  His  occupation  was  that  of  soap  and 
candle  making.  "One  day,"  says  the  "Breed 
Family  Record,"  his  hired  man  said  he  had 
made  a  grand  good  trade  by  buying  some  soap 
barrels  for  fifty  cents  that  were  worth  seventy- 
five  cents.  His  reply  was,  "John,  I  don't  want 
thee  to  make  any  such  bargains  for  me.  If 
thee  don't  pay  the  man  what  the  barrels  are 
worth,  thee  shan't  bring  them  home."  On  the 
occasion  of  his  eightieth  birthday  a  party  of 
ninety  of  his  descendants  gathered  at  the  house 


of  his  son  Nathan,  a  much  desired  event  with  the 
old  gentleman,  and  it  is  said  that  there  was  not 
an  intemperate  person  among  them  all.  James 
Breed  married,  September  22,  1784,  Hannah, 
daughter  of  John  and  Sarah  Alley.  John 
Alley  belonged  to  one  of  the  prominent  fami- 
lies of  the  time,  and  was  the  grandfather  of 
the  Hon.  John  Bassett  Alley,  M.  C.  Children 
of  James  and  Hannah  (Alley)  Breed:  Sarah, 
born  July'6,  1785,  died  May  29,  1870;  married 
John  Mower.  Isaiah,  born  October  21,  1786, 
died  May  4,  1859;  married,  November  22, 
1809,  Mary  Blake.  Keziah,  born  April  21, 
1788,  died  May  12,  1856,  in  Lynn;  married, 
January  5,  1806,  Daniel  Carter.  Lydia,  born 
May  19, 1789,  died  November  25,  1846;  mar- 
ried, December  18,  1816,  Daniel  Smith.  Con- 
tent, born  February  13,  1792,  died  February 
5.  1841.  Nathan,  born  January  28,  1794, 
died  July  15,  1872;  married,  October  2T,  1819, 
Mary  E.  Swett.  Hannah,  born  April  14,  1797, 
died  March  17,  1880;  married.  May  15,  1816, 
Jonathan  Buflfum.  James,  born  May  17,  1799, 
died  September  8,  1825 ;  married,  April  22, 
i822y  Nancy  Bennet.

Isaiah  Breed,  eldest  son  of  James  and  Han- 
nah (Alley)  Breed,  born  in  Lynn,  October  21, 
1786,  died  May  4,  1859.  He  was  one  of  the 
foremost  men  of  Lynn  in  his  time,  one  of  the 
founders  and  most  liberal  supporters  of  the 
Congregational  church  of  that  city,  and  a  man 
highly  esteemed  by  all  of  his  fellow  citizens. 
His  business  career  was  begun  as  a  shoemaker 
at  the  bench,  and  later  he  became  head  of  one 
of  the  largest  shoe  manufacturing  establish- 
ments in  the  city.  He  acquired  large  wealth 
honestly  gained,  and  made  liberal  use  of  it  in 
donations  for  public  institutions  and  also 
maintained  large  charitable  dependencies.  His 
interest  in  public  affairs  was  earnest  and 
wholesome,  and  once  he  stood  as  a  candidate 
for  political  office,  having  been  elected  to  a 
seat  in  the  senate  of  Massachusetts  from  Essex 
county  in  1839.  His  first  wife,  whom  he  mar- 
ried November  22^  1809,  was  Mary  Blake,  by 
whom  he  had  five  children.  He  married,  sec- 
ond. May  18,  1828,  Sally  Preston  Moore,  who 
bore  him  five  children.  His  children:  Bart- 
lett  Blake,  born  January  17,  181 1,  died  Sep^ 
tember  10.  1883;  married,  September  16,  1832, 
Martha  B.  Bancroft.  Abbie  Maria,  born  Feb- 
ruary 6.  1813.  married,  October  9,  1831, 
Charles  B.  Clough.

Simon  Huntington,   im- 
HUNTINGTON     migrant  ancestor  of  the 

familv  in  America,  was 
born  in  England,  sailed  for  New  England  in 
1633  with  his  wife  and  children,  but  was  taken 
ill  and  died  of  small  pox  on  the  voyage  thither. 
His  widow,  Margaret  (Barrett)  Huntington, 
settled  with  her  children  first  at  Roxbury, 
Massachusetts,  where  she  married,  second,  in 
1635-6,  Thomas  Stoughton;  of  Dorchester. 
They  removed  to  Windsor,  Connecticut,  and 
settled  there.  Margaret  was  probably  born  in 
Norwich,  England.  Practically  nothing  is 
known  of  Simon  Huntington.  Even  his  name 
was  a  mystery  to  the  early  genealogists  of  the 
family.

He  was  a  religious  and 
enterprising  man.  He  resided  next  to  Thomas 
Hoyt  in  Pleasant  \^alley  on  the  banks  of  the 
Merrimac.  in  a  part  where  the  river  was  only 
a  half  mile  wide.  The  land  was  never  alie- 
nated from  the  family.  He  died  about  1689. 
He  married  Joanna  Bay  ley,  daughter  of  John

(IX)  Jacob  Randall  Huntington,  son  of 
Enoch  Huntington  (8),  was  born  at  Ames- 
bury, July  31,  1829.  He  received  his  educa- 
tion in  the  common  schools,  and  after  leaving 
school,  went  to  work  in  the  woolen  mills,  in 
which  his  father  was  also  employed.  It  is 
said  that  a  small  incident  changed  the  whole 
tenor  of  his  life.  One  day  as  he  was  tending 
his  spinning  wheel  the  warp  parted.  He 
started  it  anew,  and  it  parted  again.  Impul- 
sively he  left  his  work,  and  with  a  resolve 
never  to  work  again  as  a  mill  operative,  he 
left  the  building.  The  affair  created  a  stir 
among  the  workmen,  for  it  was  the  rule  that 
if  an  operative  left  his  work  without  due  no- 
tice, he  should  forfeit  his  pay;  but  nothing 
abashed,  young  Huntington  presented  himself 
before  his  employers,  and  so  ably  did  he  plead 
his  case,  that  he  received  his  full  pay.  With 
the  small  capital  of  a  hundred  dollars  he  start- 
ed the  manufacture  of  carriages.  He  hired 
a  loft  over  a  mill  and  took  a  few  carriage 
bodies  from  the  West  Amesbury  carriage 
shops  to  paint.  Probably  the  fact  that  he 
enjoyed  painting  led  him  to  this  work.  It 
took  considerable  exertion  to  return  the  bodies 
in  good  shape,  as  the  dust  from  the  mill  fil- 
tered through  the  floor,  and  threatened  to  spoil 
his  work.  He  then  purchased  a  few  carriages 
from  the  West  Amesbury  shops  and  bought 
parts  to  put  them  together,  and  at  the  end  of 
a  year  he  had  built  thirteen  carriages.  This 
was  in  185.^,  when  he  was  twenty-four  years 
old.  The  business  was  remunerative  and  in 
the  second  year  ninety-five  carriages  were 
turned  out,  and  the  third  year,  three  hundred 
and  thirteen,  and  so  on,  increasing  each  year. 
In  this  way  the  carriage  industry  of  Ames- 
bury was  started,  which  is  now  second  to  none 
in  the  country.  In  1869  the  factory  was 
burned  and  he  lost  all;  but  he  started  again, 
and  such  was  his  success  that  in  1875  he  re- 
tired from  active  business  with  a  competency. 
He  was  the  first  manufacturer  to  sell  his  car- 
riages outside  of  the  state.  His  business  grew 
until  he  sold  carriages  all  over  the  United 
States,  and  in  foreign  countries  as  well.  To 
him  more  than  any  one  other  man,  is  due  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  town  of  Ames- 
bury. He  always  gave  his  personal  attention 
to  the  details  of  his  business.  He  understood 
every  part  of  the  construction  of  a  carriage. 
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and  he  insisted  that  only  the  best  work  should 
be  turned  out.  His  honesty  and  integrity  won 
him  customers  as  well  as  friends.  It  is  said 
of  him  that  he  could  sell  as  many  carriages 
before  breakfast  in  one  day  as  some  men  could 
in  a  full  week,  and  this  statement  is  almost 
literally  true.  He  never  had  a  partner  and 
did  business  for  twenty-one  years  without  the 
aid  of  a  bookkeeper.  He  was  his  own  book- 
keeper, looking  after  his  own  accounts. 
In  1871  Mr.  Huntington  erected  a  beautiful 
residence  at  the  head  of  Patten's  Hill,  being 
one  of  the  first  to  build  on  a  slope  which  is 
now  adorned  with  fine  residences.  He  is  a 
lover  of  art.  and  many  paintings  of  worth 
adorn  his  walls.  Among  them  are  some  of  the 
works  of  Charles  Davis,  a  protege,  and  an 
Amesbury  young  man.  Mr.  Huntington  met 
him  one  day  on  the  street,  after  seeing  some 
of  his  work,  and  asked  him  how  he  would 
like  to  go  to  Paris  and  study.  The  young  man 
replied  that  it  was  his  ambition  to  learn  all 
he  could,  and  Mr.  Huntington  made  an  ap- 
pointment with  him.  Thinking  it  a  joke.  Mr. 
Davis  did  not  keep  the  appointment,  and  Mr. 
Huntington  called  him  to  task  for  it.  In  the 
end  Mr.  Davis  went  to  Paris  at  Mr.  Hunting- 
ton's expense,  and  is  now  an  artist  of  much 
ability  and  renown. 

Mr.  Huntington  is  a  Democrat  in  politics, 
and  has  been  a  leader  in  Amesbury  politics, 
serving  as  moderator  of  town  meetings  fre- 
quently. In  more  ways  than  one  Mr.  Hunt- 
ington has  shown  his  love  for  his  native  town 
and  his  desire  to  benefit  it.  The  most  notable 
of  his  benefactions,  perhaps,  is  the  monument 
to  Josiah  Bartlett,  signer  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence,  a  native  of  Amesbury.  Mr. 
Huntington  had  been  reading  of  the  erection 
of  a  statue  to  Nathan  Hale,  and  conceived  the 
idea,  which  he  at  once  put  into  execution,  of 
erecting  one  to  Josiah  Bartlett.  The  artist 
selected  was  Karl  Gerhard t,  of  Hartford, 
Connecticut,  and  the  statue  was  cast  in  bronze 
at  the  Ames  Manufacturing  Company's  works 
at  Chicopec.  ^Vfassachu setts.  The  pedestal  is  of 
granite,  and  contains  the  following  inscription  :

Not  more  illustrious  for  public  services

This  monument  was  erected  July  4,  1888, 

by 
A  dtixen  of  Amesbury. 

Nothing  could  show  the  modesty  of  Mr. 
Huntington  so  well  as  this  inscription,  which 
not  even  mentions  the  donor's  name.  The 
statue  represents  Mr.  Bartlett  standing  erect 
with  head  uplifted,  and  one  foot  slightly  ad- 
vanced. In  the  right  hand  is  a  quill  pen  and 
in  the  left  is  a  scroll  bearing  the  word,  Inde- 
pendence. The  figure  is  of  heroic  size.  The 
statue  was  placed  in  the  puWic  square  of 
Amesbury,  and  was  accepted  by  the  state,  to 
which  it  was  presented,  and  dedicated  on  July 
4,  1888,  with  appropriate  ceremony.  The 
day  was  celebrated  with  much  display  of  en- 
thusiasm. The  dedication  speech  was  made 
by  Hon.  Robert  L.  Davis,  of  Fall  River,  and 
the  statue  was  unveiled  by  John  S.  Poyen,  Jr., 
grandson  of  Mr.  Huntington.*  A  poem  writ- 
ten for  the  occasion  by  John  G.  Whittier,  was 
read  at  the  dedication.  Mr.  Huntington  mar- 
ried, August  13,  1857,  Harriet  N.  Jauvrin, 
born  at  Seabrook,  Xew  Hampshire,  a  descend- 
ant of  John  Alden,  also  of  Governors  Dudley 
and  Bradstreet,  and  a  member  of  the  Society 
of  Mavflower  Descendants.  Children:  i.

Two  brothers  named  Kemp- 
KEi\n^TON      ton  came  to  America  from 

England  and  settled  in  the 
Plymouth  colony  very  early.  Manasseh 
Kempton  came  in  1623,  probably  in  the  ship 
"Ann,"  is  called  one  of  the  **old-comers." 
sharing  in  the  division  of  cattle  in  1627,  was 
taxed  in  Plymouth  in  1632,  admitted  freeman 
in  1^)33,  deputy  to  the  general  court  in  1639 
and  for  nine  years  following.  He  was  one 
of  the  purchasers  of  the  town  of  Dartmouth, 
Massachusetts.  He  died  January  14,  1662-63; 
his  widow  February  19,  1665,  in  her  eighty- 
first  year.     Thev  left  no  children. 

( I )  Ephraim  Kempton,  immigrant  ancestor 
of  all  the  early  Kempton  families  of  Massa- 
chusetts, brother  of  Manasseh  Kempton,  came 
to  the  Plymouth  colony,  after  1627  probably, 
as  he  did  not  share  in  the  division  of  cattle 
that  year.  His  son  Ephraim  Jr.  came  with  him 
and  was  in  partnership  with  him  from  the 
time  of  coming  to  this  country  until  his  death. 
May  5  or  June  24,  1645.  ^^'^^  names  of  both 
appear  on  the  list  of  1643  of  those  able  to  bear 
arms,  but  that  of  Ephraim  Sr.  was  crossed 
oflf  afterward,  his  age  doubtless  exempting  him

from  service.  He  was  a  tailor  by  trade.  The 
inventory  of  his  estate  was  filed  and  adminis- 
tration granted  October  28,  1645,  to  his 
brother  Manasseh  and  son  Ephraim.  The 
estate  was  divided  June  4,  1645.  Manasseh 
Kempton,  of  Scituate,  and  Thomas  Rawlins. 
Sr.,  of  Boston,  father-in-law  of  Ephraim  Jr., 
arranged  for  the  apportionment  of  the  estate 
to  Ephraim  and  the  three  other  children  June 
8.  1658.  The  names  of  the  other  children  are 
not  known.    They  were  probably  daughters. 

(II)  Ephraim  Kempton,  son  of  Ephraim 
Kempton  ( i ) ,  was  born  in  England,  and  came 
with  his  father  to  Plymouth  about  1627.  He 
settled  in  Scituate  where  his  Uncle  Manasseh 
lived.  He  married,  January  28,  1646,  Joanna 
Rawlins  (Rollins),  daughter  of  Thomas  Raw- 
lins. Her  father  came  to  Roxbury  from  Eng- 
land in  1630  in  the  first  company;  was  a  car- 
penter and  planter;  removed  to  Scituate 
where  his  wife  Mary  died  about  1639;  was  on 
the  grand  jury,  1641-42-46;  surveyor  at  Scitu- 
ate 1642-44:  on  town  committee,  1643;  deputy 
to  general  court,  1642-43;  admitted  freeman, 
May  18.  163 1 ;  returned  to  Boston  where  his 
wi  fe  died  December  2^^  1655.  ^^^  married  again. 
May  2,  1656,  Sarah  Maddox;  he  died  March 
15,  1660,  bequeathing  to  wife  Sarah  and  sons 
Thomas  and  Nathaniel,  leaving  a  house  and 
land  at  Boston  and  a  farm  at  Scituate. 
Joanna,  her  sister  Mary,  and  brothers  Thomas, 
Nathaniel  and  John,  all  born  in  England, 
came  with  their  parents  in  1630.  Children: 
I.  Joanna,  born  September  29,  1647.  married, 
December  22,  1664,  George  Morton,  of  Ply- 
mouth.

nil)   Ephraim  Kempton,  son  of  Ephraim 
Kempton  (2),  was  born  at  Plymouth  or  Scitu- 
ate, October  i,  1649.    He  married,  November 
7,  1673,  Patience  Faunce,  daughter  of  Elder 
Thomas  Faunce,  and  granddaughter  of  John 
Faunce,  who  came  to  Plymouth  in  1623.     He 
lived  in  Boston  where  he  followed  his  trade  of 
gimsmith,  but  may  have  late  in  life  returned 
to  Plymouth.  Before  1677  he  left  Boston  to 
settle  in  Salem.    He  was  legatee  of  his  uncle, 
Thomas  Rawlins,  of  Boston,  a  member  of  the 
Artillery   Company,   in    1642,   under   his   will 
dated   December   12,    1681,  and   administered 
the  estate  jointly  with  Samuel  Marshall.    Sav- 
age says  of  his  wife:    "The  widow  is  one  of 
the  instances  well  authenticated  (as  very  few 
are)   of  much  exceeding  one  hundred  years. 
Her  memory  was  accurate,  if  not  happy,  for 


she  saw  the  head  of  Philip,  the  Indian  king, 
upon  a  pole  at  Plymouth,  where  it  remained 
over  twenty  years  from  his  fall,  and  she  said 
that  a  wren  used  to  make  her  nest  in  the  skull 
where  she  hatched  her  young  every  year."

(IV)  John  Kempton,  son  of  Ephraim

He  and  his  son 
John  Jr.,  also  a  cordwainer,  purchased  a  farm 
at  Uxbridge,  April  9,  1739,  of  Benjamin 
Force,  of  Uxbridge.  The  farm  consisted  of 
one  hundred  acres  and  adjoined  that  of  Solo- 
mon Bullard.  John  Kempton  Jr.  and  his 
brothers  Ephraim  and  Manasseh  settled  in 
Uxbridge  and  the  adjoining  town  of  Mendon. 
The  father  deeded  land  to  son  John  Jr.  in 
1742.  By  deed  dated  at  Salem,  September  14, 
1 74 1,  and  acknowledged  July  21,  1746,  John 
Kempton  Sr.  deeded  to  his  sons  Ephraim  and 
Manasseh,  then  (1741)  of  Uxbridge,  the  land 
he  bought  October  5,  1740,  of  Philip  Amidon, 
in  Mendon  and  Uxbridge,  seventy  acres  in  ex- 
tent. John  Kempton  deeded  other  lands  to 
Ejihraim  in  1749  and  Manasseh  to  Abigail 
Kempton  the  same  year.  John  Sr.  died  after 
1749.  (See  Worcester  deeds).  Children:  i.

He  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
town.  At  the  age  of  sixteen  he  was  appren- 
ticed to  learn  the  hatter*s  trade  in  a  factory 
at  Derry,  New  Hampshire.  He  followed  that 
trade  at  Derry  and  later  at  Methuen,  and  sub- 
sequently engaged  in  the  restaurant  business 
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in  Boston,  Massachusetts.  In  1865  he  re- 
moved to  Haverhill  and  established  a  restaur- 
ant in  that  city,  in  connection  with  which  he 
conducted  a  fruit  and  confectionery  store.

M.  Tilton,  clothing  dealer,  later  to  his  succes- 
sors. Sands  Brothers,  and  later  with  W.  Scott 
Peabody,  of  Haverhill.  He  formed  a  partner- 
ship in  1895  ^'*^^  ^'  C.  Turner  and  purchased 
the  stock  in  trade  of  the  Peabody  store  and 
began  business  under  the  firm  name  of  Turner 
&  Kempton  Company.  In  1897  Mr.  Kempton 
purchased  the  interest  of  his  partner  and  in- 
corporated the  business  under  the  title  of  the 
Kempton  Company.  In  addition  to  clothing 
Mr.  Kempton  carries  a  large  and  complete 
stock  of  boots  and  shoes,  hats  and  men's  fur- 
nishings, etc.  His  is  one  of  the  largest  stores 
in  that  line  in  Haverhill  and  shows  constant 
growth.  Mr.  Kempton  is  a  member  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  church,  of  which  he  is  at 
present  steward.  In  politics  he  is  an  inde- 
pendent Republican.  He  is  a  member  of  Mer- 
rimack Lodge  of  Free  Masons;  of  Mizpah 
I^odge  of  Odd  Fellows;  of  North  Star  Com- 
mandery,  Knights  of  Malta.

William  Vittum,  the  immi- 
VITTUM      grant  ancestor,  was  a  French 

Huguenot,  and  probably  came 
about  the  time  of  the  Huguenot  immigration 
to  America,  1690- 1700.  The  first  record  of 
him  was  in  171 2.  The  French  spelling  of  this 
name  is  Vieux-temps.  The  early  colonial  rec- 
ords furnish  all  possible  varieties  of  spelling.

He 
worked  for  a  year  as  a  leather  cutter  in  a  fac- 
tory at  Middleton,  Massachusetts,  and  in  1864 
came  to  Haverhill  to  reside.  He  began  to 
manufacture  boots  and  shoes  on  his  own 
account  in  1869.  He  associated  himself  with 
a  partner  in  the  manufacture  of  leather  in  the 
firm  of  Vittum  &  Foster,  and  later  in  his  man- 
ufacturing of  shoes  he  took  his  son  as  part- 
ner, and  the  business  is  now  conducted  under 
the  firm  name  of  M.  S.  Vittum  &  Company. 
He  retired  from  active  business  in  1903,  and 
since  then  has  been  occupied  in  the  care  of  his 
property  and  in  the  management  of  several 
large  estates.  Mr.  Vittum  is  one  of  the  best 
known  and  most  successful  of  the  older  gen- 
eration of  Haverhill's  manufacturers,  and 
commands  the  esteem  and  confidence  not  onlv 
of  his  fellow-manufacturers  and  business 
associates  but  of  the  general  public.  As  an 
employer  of  labor  and  the  founder  of  an  im- 
portant industry  he  was  alike  successful.  Mr. 
Vittum  is  a  member  of  the  Baptist  Church. 
In  politics  he  is  a  Republican.  He  belongs  to 
Merrimack  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  and  to  the 
Afutual  Relief  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows.  He 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  Pentucket 
Savings  Bank,  and  is  a  member  of  the  invest- 
ment board  and  vice-president.  He  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Pentucket  Club.  Mr.  Vittum  is  a 
fine  type  of  the  selfmade  American.  He  be- 
gan as  a  workman  at  the  bench  and  established 
the  foundations  of  his  education  and  his  bus- 
iness success  by  his  own  industry  and  appli- 
cation. He  possesses  a  large  share  of  public 
spirit  and  has  lent  his  assistance  to  every  pro- 
ject for  the  improvement  and  welfare  of  the 
city,  and  invested  freely  in  the  real  estate  of 
that  city.

(IV)  Captain  Andrew  Bradford,  son  of 
W^illiam  and  Grace  (Elliot)  Bradford,  born 
in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  November  i,  171 7, 
died  in  Mil  ford.  New  Hampshire,  1798.  In 
1745,  soon  after  his  marriage,  he  removed 
from  Beverly  to  Souhegan-west,  as  his  wife 
was  dismissed  from  the  church  in  Boxford  to 
ihat  in  Souhegan  during  the  same  summer. 
He  was  taxed  in  Boxford  from  1739  to  1741, 
and  is  mentioned  in  the  records  as  a  husband- 
man and  housewright.  In  1741  he  bought  of 
Richard  Mowero,  of  Lynn,  innholder,  one 
right  in  Souhegan-west  granted  to  a  number 
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of  Narragansett  soldiers,  viz:  the  right  of 
John  Farrington  for  his  father,  John  Farring- 
ton,  formerly  of  said  Lynn ;  also  right  number 
22.  Captain  Bradford  married  first,  June  i6, 
1745,  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Sus- 
anna Cole,  of  Boxford,  ceremony  performed 
by  Rev.  John  Cushing,  of  Second  church  of 
Boxford;  married  second,  Hannah  Chandler, 
born  January  26,  1723,  widow  of  Thomas 
Chandler,  and  daughter  of  Colonel  John  GoflFe 
and  Hannah  Griggs,  of  Bedford.  She  died 
December  14,  181 9.  Captain  Bradford  had 
children:  i.  John,  born  1744;  (see  post).  2. 
Rebecca,  born  in  Souhegan-west,  November 
7,  1757;  married,  March  8,  1781,  Benjamin 
Taylor ;  removed  to  Andover,  Vermont ;  died 
there.

(V)  Captain  John  Bradford,  eldest  child  of 
Captain  Andrew  and  Rebecca  (Cole)  Brad- 
ford, was  born  in  what  now  is  the  town  of 
Milford,  New  Hampshire,  in  1744.  He  was  a 
farmer,  and  lived  on  the  old  homestead  until 
1800,  when  he  removed  to  Hancock,  and  died 
there  in  1836.  He  married  Sarah  Putnam, 
who  died  April  27.  1822.  Children:  i.  Sarah, 
born  July  16,  1769;  married  a  Mr.  Andrews; 
lived  in  Windsor.  2.  Thomas,  born  June  8, 
1771:  married,  October  3,  1799.  Patty  Co- 
burn,  of  Wilton,  New  Hampshire:  lived  in 
Lyndeborough.  3.  John,  born  July  9,  1773; 
lived  in  Peterborough,  New  Hampshire.  4. 
Kl)hraim  Putnam,  born  December  27,  1776; 
was  a  clergyman,  and  lived  in  New  Boston, 
Now  Hampshire,  where  he  died  December  14, 
T845:  married,  Sei)tember  i,  1806,  Mary  M., 
daughter  of  Deacon  Ephraim  and  Mary  Bar- 
ker, born  in  Amherst,  October  9,  1785,  died 
May  8,  1874,  at  the  home  of  her  son,  in  Mil- 
waukee.

(V)  Andrew  Bradford,  fourth    child    and 
second  son  of  Captain  Andrew  Bradford,  born 
in  Amherst,  now  Milford,    New    Hampshire, 
June  II,  1763,  died  in  North  Springfield,  Ver- 
mont, January  31,  1836.     His  principal  occu- 
pation was  farming.    He  was  a  soldier  of  the 
revolution,  and  the  rolls  of  New  Hampshire 
men   mention  him  as  a    private    in    Captain 
Love  joy's     company,     Colonel     Wentworth's 
regiment  of  militia,  which  served  in  the  de- 
fense of  Portsmouth  in  September,   1779;  as 
private  in  Captain  William  Barron*s  company 
of  Colonel  Nicholas  regiment  in  the  service  of 
the  government  at  West  Point,  July  6,  1780, 
to  October   22,   1780;  and  his  name  is  also 
mentioned   in   the   account   of   state   bounties 
paid  continental  soldiers  who  enlisted  in  July, 
1782,  for  three  years  or  during  the  war.    He 
is  mentioned  there  as  Andrew   Bradford  of 
Amherst,  New  Hampshire.     One  account  of. 
his  revolutionary  services  says  that    he    also 
served  as  a  private  in  Captain  Moody  Dustin's 
comj^any,  which  was  attached  to  the  Second 
Regiment  of  New  Hampshire  troops,  and  that 
he   was   in    service    at    the    battle    of    Ben- 
nington under  General  Stark,  in  August,  1777, 
and  afterward  at  Stillwater  (Saratoga),  New 
York,   and   was  present  at  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne  to  General  Gates.   He  also  enjoys 
the  distinction  of  having  been  a  soldier  of  the 
second  war  with  the  mother  country,  and  was 
at  the  battle  of  Plattsburg,  New  York.     De- 
cember   19,   1785,  Andrew   Bradford  married 
Lucy  Parker,  born  1762,  died  April  14,  1847, 
aged  eighty-five  years,  and  his  pension  as  a 
revolutionary  soldier  survived  to  her  after  his 
death.      They   had    five   children:      i.  David, 
went  west  and   died  there.     2.  Arabella,  be- 
came the  wife  of  a  Mr.  Hemingway.  3.  Lucy, 
married  Rev.  Frederick  Page,  a  clergyman  of 
the    Bai)tist   church.

(\'I)  Richard  P>radford,  youngest  son  and 
child  of  Andrew  and  Lucy  (Parker)  Bra.l- 
ford,  born  in  Andover,  Vermont,  April  4, 
1800.  died  in  Springfield,  Vermont,  April  19, 
1891.  He  was  a  cabinet  maker  by  principal  occu- 
l)ation  and  also  carried  on  a  small  farm.  For  a 
time  he  was  associated  in  business  with  his  elder 
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brother  Andrew,  and  they  employed  several 
men  in  their  shop.  In  politics  he  was  a  Whig, 
an  ardent  Abolitionist,  and  afterward  a  Re- 
publican. He  married,  March  11,  1827,  Mary, 
daughter  of  Charles  and  Comfort  (Walker) 
Stimson,  born  in  Ludlow,  Vermont,  April  6, 
1808,  died  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  April 
5,  1892.  Charles  Stimson  was  born  (prob- 
ably) in  Stroudswater,  Maine,  July  24,  1772, 
and  died  December  29,  1854.  His  wife,  Com- 
fort Walker,  was  born  in  Hopkinton,  Massa- 
chusetts, August  13,  1772,  and  died  August  21, 
1868.  They  had  children:  i.  William  Stim- 
son, born  in  Hopkinton,  Massachusetts,  Jan- 
uary 30,  1796,  died  in  Danby,  Vermont,  Aug- 
ust 14,  1851.  2.  Sally,  born  in  Mendon,  Mass- 
achusetts, July  I,  1797.  died  in  Danby,  April 
22,  1843.

(VH)  George  Richard  Bradford,  only  son 
of  Richard  and  Mary  (Stimson)  Bradford, 
born  in  Springfield.  Vermont,  November   17, 

1828,  died  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  De- 
cember 31,  1902,  He  was  unquestionably  the 
leading  man  of  the  city  during  the  period  of 
his  active  business  life  there.  His  early  edu- 
cation was  only  such  as  could  be  acquired  in 
the  country  schools  of  North  Springfield,  Ver- 
mont, where  his  young  life  was  spent,  yet  in 
his  more  mature  years  he  became  recognized 
as  a  man  of  superior  educational  attainments, 
and  in  his  daily  association  with  other  men,  in 
public  assemblages  and  social  gatherings,  his 
manner  and  conversation  at  once  disclosed 
the  fact  that  constant,  careful  reading  and 
close  business  relations  with  others  had  been 


his  best  teacher  and  had  developed  in  his  mind 
an  understanding  of  public  affairs  that  made 
him  one  of  the  best  informed  men  on  all  gen- 
eral subjects  of  which  the  city  of  Gloucester 
could  boast. 

In  1844,  when  only  sixteen  years  old  he  was 
in  Rockport,  Massachusetts,  at  work  in  one  of 
the  granite  quarries  for  which  that  part  of 
Cape  Ann  has  long  been  famous,  and  while 
there  only  a  single  year  he  nevertheless  gained 
a  knowledge  of  the  (juarrying  business  gener- 
ally that  stood  him  in  good  stead  in  later  years 
when  he  himself  had  become  proprietor  of 
a  business  enterprise  in  that  line.  From  Rock- 
port he  returned  to  his  home  in  Vermont, 
spent  a  winter  there  and  in  the  following 
spring  removed  with  his  parents  to  Whitins- 
ville  in  Hampden  county,  Massachusetts,  and 
there  learned  the  trade  of  a  painter.  After 
three  years  he  went  to  Janesville,  Wisconsin, 
and  found  employment  there  in  a  large  general 
merchandise  store,  later  returned  to  Spring- 
field, Vermont,  and  soon  afterward  went 
south  and  became  business  manager  of  a  large 
general  store  in  Moulton,  Alabama,  remain- 
ing there  about  two  years.  On  his  return  from 
the  south  •Mr.  Bradford  again  went  to  Rock- 
port, purchased  a  grocery  store  and  carried  on 
the  business  for  about  two  years,  then  sold  out 
and  acquired  an  interest  in  the  granite  pro- 
ducing firm  of  Eames,  Stimson  &  Co.,  con- 
tributing considerable  capital  to  the  concern 
and  thus  enabling  it  to  enlarge  its  business, 
and  he  himself  taking  an  active  part  in  the  ex- 
tensive operations  of  the  firm.  After  about 
ten  years  Eames,  Stimson  &  Co.  merged  with 
the  Rockport  Granite  Company,  with  which 
Mr.  Bradford  afterward  continued  as  a  large 
stockholder  so  long  as  he  lived.  In  the  mean- 
time he  had  become  variously  identified  with 
Rockport  interests  in  other  directions  and  was 
a  director  of  the  Rockport  National  Bank,  a 
considerable  land  owner  in  the  locality,  and 
he  also  extended  some  of  his  investments  to 
include  Gloucester  enterprises  and  institutions. 
He  soon  gained  a  wide  reputation  in  banking 
circles  as  a  shrewd  and  perfectly  capable  finan- 
cier and  was  once  at  least  approached  with  the 
tempting  offer  of  the  management  of  a  large 
western  banking  house,  but  this  he  declined. 
He  was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  First 
National  Bank  of  Gloucester,  its  cashier  from 
the  time  its  doors  were  opened  for  business  in 
1864  until  1894,  and  its  president  from  that 
time  until  his  death.  He  also  became  actively 
identified  with  many  other  important  interests 
in  Gloucester,  but  a  minute  detail  of  all  of  his 
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operations  seems  hardly  necessary  in  this 
place,  and  hence  it  will  be  sufficient  to  men- 
tion in  a  general  way  the  manner  in  which  he 
was  connected  with  some  of  them,  thus  show- 
ing that  he  was  decidedly  a  man  of  superior 
business  qualities  and  successful  in  his  under- 
takings. He  was  president  of  the  Gloucester 
Gas  Light  Company,  the  Russia  Cement  Com- 
pany, and  the  the  Cape  Ann  Building  Com- 
pany, whose  splendid  mercantile  building,  by 
far  the  largest  and  finest  ever  built  in  Glouces- 
ter, was  named  in  allusion  to  him;  treasurer 
of  the  Cape  Ann  Anchor  Works  from  1867  to 
the  time  of  his  death,  treasurer  of  the  Cape 
Ann  Isinglass  Company,  director  of  the  Pig- 
eon Hill  Granite  Company,  and  president  for 
many  years  of  the  Cape  Ann  Printing  Com- 
pany. He  was  a  Mason,  a  member  of  Ashler 
Lodge  of  Rockport,  and  while  not  much  in- 
clined to  promiscuous  membership  in  social 
organizations  generally,  he  always  manifested 
friendliness  towards  them,  and  especially  in 
the  Gloucester  Fishermen's  Institute,  in  which 
he  seemed  to  take  a  deep  interest. 

Mr.  Bradford  was  naturally  a  man  of  large 
heart  and  generous  impulses,  and  no  worthy 
charity  ever  appealed  in  vain  to  him.  In  his 
intercourse  with  business  men  and  in  the  mul- 
titude of  his  transactions,  whether  great  or 
smalK  he  never  was  harsh  in  his  exactions, 
never  was  known  to  take  advantage  of  the 
embarrassed  condition  of  other  men,  and  al- 
ways dealt  leniently  with  those  who  were  in 
his  debt.  His  benevolences  were  ample,  even 
generous,  bestowed  quietly  and  without  any 
desire  to  draw  attention  to  the  donor.  He 
alwavs  felt  an  earnest  interest  in  the  work  of 
the  Gloucester  Young  Men*s  Christian  Asso- 
ciation, and  gave  the  land  at  the  corner  o# 
Middle  and  Hancock  streets  for  the  new  build- 
ing, together  with  a  substantial  contribution 
to  the  building  fund. 

Mr.  Bradford  married,  June  18,  1865, 
Emma  Sewall,  a  native  of  Rockport,  daughter 
of  Levi  and  Marv  Ann  (Roberts)  Sewall  and 
granddaughter  of  Rev.  Samuel  Sewall,  a 
clergyman  of  the  Congregational  church  (see 
later  paragraph).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bradford 
had  no  children. 

Mary  Ann  Bradford,  only  daughter  of 
Richard  and  Mary  (Stimson)  Bradford,  born 
in  Springfield,  Vermont,  September  i,  1831, 
married,  July  10,  1853,  Lewis  Davis,  born  in 
Baltimore,  \'ermont,  June  20,  1818,  died  in 
Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  August  31,  1892, 
son  of  William  Davis  and  Phoebe  Saunders. 
By  occupation   he  was  a  shoemaker.     Lewis 


Davis  and  Mary  Ann  Bradford  had  one  child, 
Jessie  Davis,  born  January  16,  1859,  married, 
October  22,  1883,  Charles  Everett  Fisher.  He 
was  born  in  Springfield,  Vermont,  March  16, 
1858.  a  son  of  Jesse  Lyman  Fisher  and  Abi- 
gail M.  Harrington  his  wife;  both  were  natives 
of  Chester,  Vermont,  and  had  children :  Her- 
bert Selden,  Charles  Everett  and  Etta  Maria 
Fisher. 

Charles  Everett  Fisher  went  to  live  in 
Gloucester,  December  31,  1879,  and  January 
I,  1880,  was  appointed  clerk  in  the  First  Na- 
tional Bank  of  Gloucester.  He  was  employed 
in  that  capacity  twelve  years,  and  in  1892,  on 
the  organization  of  the  Gloucester  Safe  De- 
posit and  Trust  Company,  he  was  elected 
treasurer  of  that  institution  and  served  to 
April  I,  1908,  when  he  was  made  president. 
On  the  death  of  Mr.  Bradford,  with  Loring 
Grimes  o'f  Rockport,  Mr.  Fisher  became  co- 
executor  of  the  decedent's  estate,  and  also  suc- 
ceeded to  his  place  as  director  in  nearly  every 
one  of  the  corporate  companies  with  which 
Mr.  Bradford  was  identified.  Charles  Everett 
Fisher  and  wife  Jessie  Davis  have  two  chil- 
dren :  Richard  Bradford  Fisher,  born  in  Glou- 
cester, November  11,  1886;  and  Helen  Fisher, 
born  in  Gloucester,  April  12,  1890. 

In  a  preceding  paragraph  mention  is  made 
of  the  marriage  of  George  Richard  Bradford 
and  Emma  Sewall,  daughter  of  Levi  Sewall 
and  Mary  Ann  Roberts,  and  granddaughter 
of  the  Rev.  Samuell  Sewall ;  hence  some  brief 
account  of  the  Sewall  family  will  be  of  inter- 
est in  this  connection.  Henry  Sewall  came  to 
Boston  in  the  ship  "Elizabeth  and  Dorcas,'* 
in  1634,  and  settled  in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts. 
He  came  from  Coventry,  England,  and  be- 
longed to  a  family  of  distinction.  Samuel 
Sewall,  third  son  of  Henry,  settled  at  York, 
Maine,  and  married  Sarah,  daughter  of  John 
Bachelor.  Among  their  children  were  Dum- 
mer  Sewall,  one  of  the  proprietors  of  Farm- 
ington,  Maine,  and  Henry  Sewall,  born  Feb- 
ruary 2}^,  1739,  died  January  24,  1795,  mar- 
ried Mary,  (laughter  of  John  Stinson,  Esq., 
and  among  their  ^children  were  Samuel  Sew- all 
and  Jenny  Sewall,  the  latter  of  whom  married 
her  cousin.  Rev.  Jotham  Sewall.  Samuel  Sew- 
all, eldest  son  of  Henry  and  Mary  (Stinson) 
Sewall,  was  born  in  Georgetown,  Massachu- 
setts, December  21,  1764.  He  went  into  the 
Sandy  River  township  in  Maine  in  1786,  and 
settled  on  back  lot  No.  49,  west  side.  In  1792 
he  erected  a  saw  mill  and  a  grist  mill,  and  also 
carried  on  a  business  in  tanning.  The  mills 
were    afterward    purchased    by    one    Rufus 
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Davis.  Mr.  Sewall  was  a  man  of  superior  in- 
tellect and  devoted  piety,  and  was  accustomed 
to  conduct  religious  service  while  a  resident 
of  the  town.  He  assumed  charge  of  the  Con- 
gregational church  at  Edgecomb  in  1805,  and 
was  ordained  in  the  gospel  -ministry  Septem- 
ber 30,  1807.  In  1814  he  removed  to  Phips- 
burg,  and  died  March  16,  1826,  while  a  mis- 
sionary at  the  Isle  of  Shoals.  The  Farming- 
ton  records  show  that  Rev.  Samuel  Sewall 
had  nine  children:  Rufus,  born  December  10, 
1787;  Stinson,  born  February  27,  1789;  Jason, 
born  February  3,  1791 ;  Lydia,  born  January 
9,  1793,  died  November  5,  1796:  Samuel,  born 
July  12,  1794;  Abigail,  born  July  26,  1796; 
Philenia,  born  July  24,  1798;  Levi,  born  Jan- 
uary 9,  1805;  Esther,  born  February  9,  1802. 
Levi  Sewall,  youngest  son  of  Rev.  Samuel 
Sewall,  was  born  January  9,  1805,  and  died 
May  19,  1880.  He  went  to  Rockport,  Massa- 
chusetts, when  a  young  man,  worked  first  in 
the  granite  quarries,  and  afterward  became  a 
contractor  and  successful  business  man.  In 
December,  1832,  he  married  Mary  Ann, 
daughter  of  Solompn  and  Polly  Roberts ;  chil- 
dren: I.  Levi,  married  Martha  Foster;  both 
dead.  2.  Charles,  married  Margaret  Ives.  3. 
David,  married  Josephine  Crouse.  4.  Mary, 
married  Frank  Scripture;  lives  in  Rockport. 
5.  Emma,  married  George  Richard  Bradford; 
lives  in  Gloucester.  6.  Ellen,  married  How- 
ard Goldsmith ;  lives  in  Gloucester.  7.  Solo- 
mon, died  about  five  vears  old. 


John  Tisdale,  immigrant  an- 
TISDALE      cestor  of  all  the   families  of 

this  name  whose  ancestry 
has  been  traced  to  this  country,  born  in  Eng- 
land, settled  early  at  Duxbury,  in  the  Ply- 
mouth colony,  and  was  a  yeoman.  He  brought 
suit  against  Stephen  Hopkins  for  assault  and 
battery,  and  the  defendant  was  fined  five  dol- 
lars and  costs,  June  5,  1636.  He  was  admitted 
an  inhabitant  of  Duxbury  1638:  was  among 
those  able  to  bear  arms  according  to  list  of 
1^43 ;  constable  1645 »  removed  tQ  Taunton, 
where  he  was  living  December  26,  165 1,  when 
he  bought  lands  of  William  Brett,  at  Duxbury. 
In  Taunton  he  was  constable  in  1659;  was 
among  purchasers  of  Taunton  North  Pur- 
chase, 1668;  selectman,  1674;  deputy  to  Ply- 
mouth general  court,  1674.  He  was  murder- 
ed by  Indians  in  King  Philip's  war,  June  27, 
1675.  His  wife  Sarah  died  December,  1676. 
His  will,  proved  November  2,  1676,  bequeath- 
ing to  sons  John,  James,  Joshua  and  Joseph; 
to  daughters  Elizabeth,  Sarah,  Mary  and  Abi- 


gail. The  court  made  note  in  its  records  that 
the  two  younger  had  endangered  their  lives 
in  protecting  the  property.  The  estate  was 
divided  by  agreement  between  these  sons  and 
the  three  sons-in-law,  John  Smith,  James  Dean 
and  Nathaniel  French.

FOSTER     grant   ancestor,   was  born    in

(IV)  Captain  Timothy  Foster,  son  of  Ma- 
jor John  Foster  (3),  was  born  at  Attleborough, 
May  14,  1720.  Hearing  of  the  offers  of  the 
Plymouth  company  to  several  settlers,  he  came 
to  the  Kennebec  in  1764.  There  he  met  one 
Scott,  a  hunter  at  Cobbosse  (now  Gardiner) 
who  had  a  cabin  on  the  shore  of  Cobbosse 
Conta  (Great  Pond)  where  he  fished  and 
hunted  prior  to  the  earliest  settlement.  He 
bought  ScJ'ott's  place  and  in  the  following  year 
brought  his  wife  and  ten  children  to  it.  His 
eleventh  child  was  born  here.  The  homestead 
is  now  nearlv  level  with  the  water  since  the 
dam  at  the  outlet  was  raised.  Foster  paid 
Scott  thirty  dollars  for  his  rights,  but  failing 
to  take  a  receipt  was  sued  by  Scott's  credi- 
tors, confined  in  jail  for  six  months,  and  other- 
wise persecuted  for  alleged  debt.  But  he  was 
not  discouraged.  He  was  then  forty-five  years 
old,  robust,  energetic,  upright  and  fearless, 
traits  that  in  large  measure  have  characterized 
his  descendants.  His  wife,  three  years  young- 
er, was  a  fit  helpmate.  It  is  related  of  her 
that  prior  to  1768,  when  the  nearest  mill  was  at 
Cobbosse,  it  was  necessary  to  go  to  mill  and 
she  volunteered,  the  men  being  busy  with  the 
farm  work.  Some  one  rowed  her  across  the 
lake  and  she  followed  the  six  miles  of  blazed 
trail  to  the  mill.  She  was  delayed  in  return- 
ing and  darkness  overtook  her  so  that  she  was 
unable  to  find  the  horn  with  which  to  signal 
for  the  boat,  and  she  had  to  spend  the  night 
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in  the  woods.  "The  family  have  had  a  marked 
influence  on  the  town  and  its  institutions ;  they 
proved  just  the  material  necessary  in  the 
founding  of  a  new  settlement ;  bold,  energetic, 
no  hardship  too  great  to  be  surmounted,  fear- 
less of  danger  when  necessary  to  achieve  their 
object."  Pond  Road  Plantation,  in  which  Fos- 
ter had  a  grant  June  ii,  1766,  lot  No.  8,  was 
incorporated  by  the  name  of  Winthrop,  May, 
1771 ;  a  town  meeting  was  held  May,  1771,  at 
which  Timothy  Foster  was  chosen  one  of  the 
first  board  of  selectmen,  an  office  he  held  three 
years.  He  also  served  several  years  on  the 
fish  committee  to  visit  Dr.  Gardiner  and  peti- 
tion for  a  fishway  in  or  around  the  dam  at 
Cobbosse,  this  dam  preventing  the  fish  from 
coming  up  the  stream  to  the  ponds  and  brooks 
above.  A  great  part  of  their  food  in  the  early 
days  was  fish.  Foster  was  a  leader  in  town  af- 
fairs, his  name  often  appearing  in  the  town 
records,  holding  many  positions  of  trust  and 
honor.  He  was  elected  captain  March,  1771. 
He  built  the  first  frame  house  in  the  town  in 
1769.  and  at  last  accounts  the  original  house 
was  still  standing  as  an  ell  to  the  newer 
house  on  the  old  farm.  He  came  to  his  death 
by  accident,  being  at  work  in  the  woods  near 
where  the  Friends'  meeting  house  now  stands, 
when  a  limb  from  a  falling  tree  struck  him, 
fracturing  the  skull.  His  son  Stewart  and  two 
neighbors,  Daniel  Allen  and  Joseph  Rice,  went 
to  Brunswick  on  snowshoes  with  a  handsled 
for  a  surgeon,  who  could  not  come.  The  sur- 
geon instructed  the  party  how  to  raise  the  bone 
with  the  trephine  he  gave  them,  but  \vhen  they 
returned  home,  Foster  was  dead.  The  date  of 
his  death  was  April  3,  1785.  His  estate  was 
divided  June  2,  1772.  With  the  exception  of 
Oliver,  who  must  have  died  young,  his  sons, 
seven  in  number,  fought  in  the  revolution,  four 
of  them  going  on  privateers  and  never  return- 
ing. He  himself  was  captain  of  a  Winthrop 
company  in  Major  William  Lithgo's  regiment, 
September  to  November,  1779,  serving  also  in 
the  same  capacity  under  commission  dated 
July  23,  1776,  as  captain  of  the  seventh  com- 
pany, second  Lincoln  county  regiment,  organ- 
ized for  local  defense.

(\^)  Stephen  Foster,  son  of  Captain  1 
thy  Foster  (4),  was  bom  at  Winthrop,  M 
February  28,  1766,  the  first  white  chil 
that  township.  It  was  but  natural  th;

fond  of  hunting  and  fishing.  He  had  a  r 
constitution,  and  at  the  age  of  fourteen 
accepted  as  a  soldier  in  his  father's  com 
of  militia  in  the  revolutionary  service, 
ment  of  Major  William  Lithgo,  and  took 
in  the  disastrous  campaign  against  Bagc 
in  1779.

(VH)  Charles  Henry  Crummett,  son  of 
Robert  and  Ann  (Foster)  Crummett  (6),  was 
born  in  Leeds,  Maine,  April  13,  1827; 
died  November  26,  1906,  in  Hyde  Park. 
He  passed  his  early  boyhood  on  his 
father's  farm,  and  received  his  education 
in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town. 
At  the  age  of  fourteen  he  left  home  and  went 
to  Augusta,  Maine,  to  learn  the  trade  of  black- 
smith. He  removed  later  to  North  Easton, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  found  emplo)mient 
in  the  Oliver  Ames  &  Sons  Shovel  Company, 
working  as  a  journeyman.  He  left  this  shop 
to  engage  in  the  express  business  between  Bos- 
ton and  North  Easton,  Stoughton  and  Canton. 
After  his  marriage  he  resided  for  a  number 
of  years  at  North  Easton.  In  1873  they  re- 
moved to  Hyde  Park,  and  he  was  appointed 
station  master  on  the  Boston  &  Providence 
railroad,  a  position  that  he  filled  for  a  period 
of  nineteen  years.  In  the  meantime  he  had 
established  a  real  estate  business  and  finally 
resigned  his  position  as  station  master  to  de- 
vote his  attention  to  real  estate,  in  which  busi- 
ness he  continued  with  much  success  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  His  office  was  in  the  Ga- 
zette Building,  Hyde  Park.  He  was  an  expert 
judge  of  the  values  of  real  estate,  and  was 
often  called  upon  to  appraise  property  or  to 
advise  business  men  in  the  purchase  of  real 
estate.  He  attended  the  Unitarian  church.  He 
was  well  known  and  popular  in  Masonic  circles, 
a  member  of  Hyde  Park  Lodge;  of  Norfolk 
Chapter,  R.  A.  M. ;  of  Hyde  Park  Council,  R. 
S.  M. ;  and  of  Cypress  Commandery,  K.  T. 
In  politics  Mr.  Crummett  was  a  Republican. 
He  married,  January  27,  186 1,  Lucy  Tis- 
dale,  born  in  Stoughton,  September  16,  1836, 
daughter  of  Lsrael  Tisdale  Jr.  (See  sketch).

The     growth,    development     and 
JOINT     prosperity  of  the  great  manufac- 
turing cities  for  which  New  Eng- 
land has  long  been  famous  has  not  been  wholly 
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due  to  the  enterprise  of  those  alone  who  claim 
descent  from  colonial  ancestors,  nor  to  the 
achievements  of  those  whose  sires  fought 
against  the  Indians  in  the  colonial  wars,  or 
against  the  French  during  the  prolonged 
series  of  conflicts  for  supremacy  in  America 
between  the  great  European  powers  of  Eng- 
land and  France,  or  even  to  those  whose  grand- 
fathers and  great-grandfathers  were  soldiers 
and  patriots  of  the  war  which  resulted  in  the 
overthrow  of  the  British  dominion  in  Amer- 
ica and  the  establishment  of  a  free  and  inde- 
pendent republic  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic 
ocean.  A  careful  study  of  the  pages  of  these 
volumes  and  a  glance  at  the  characters  and 
works  of  those  whose  lives  and  ancestry  are 
portrayed  therein  will  disclose  the  fact  that 
American  progress  during  the  last  century  has 
been  due  in  a  large  measure  to  the  thrift  and 
enterprise  of  men  and  women  who  have  immi- 
grated to  these  shores  at  a  period  later  than 
the  revolutionary  war  and  even  subsequent  to 
the  second  war  with  the  mother  country. 

The  particular  family  intended  to  be  treated 
in  this  place  claims  but  two  generations  sub- 
sequent to  the  immigrant  ancestor,  covering 
in  all  a  period  of  less  than  three  score  years. 
The  progenitor  of  the  family  referred  to  was 
William  Joint,  who  from  about  the  middle  of 
the  last  century  until  near  its  close  was  con- 
spicuously identified  with  the  business  life  of 
the  city  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  and  who 
during  that  time  contributed  his  full  share  to 
the  growth  and  prosperity  of  that  great  centre 
of  manufacture  and  domestic  commerce,  and 
when  his  life  was  done  there  remained  such 
substantial  evidences  of  his  thrift  that  his 
name  and  achievement  will  endure  for  genera- 
tions yet  to  come. 

William  Joint,  quarrier,  shoemaker,  soldier, 
merchant,  builder,  for  such  were  his  avoca- 
tions in  business  life  after  he  settled  in  Lynn, 
was  born  in  Ashburton,  Devonshire,  England. 
May  4,  1831,  and  he  was  of  English  parentage 
and  ancestry.  His  father  was  Richard  Joint, 
of  Ashburton,  born  there,  and  his  mother  was 
Mary  (Bowdcn)  Joint,  also  of  Ashburton  and 
born  there.  They  had  children:  Richard, 
John,  Thomas,  William,  Mary  Ann,  Elizabeth 
and  Sarah — and  of  these  William  alone  ap- 
pears to  have  settled  in  New  England.  In 
Ashburton  he  had  worked  in  the  mines  and 
when  he  left  home  and  went  to  Guernsey  he 
worked  in  the  quarries  there.  He  came  to 
New  England  in  1851  and  settled  in  Lynn, 
where  he  found  work  in  Mr.  Jordan's  stone 
quarries.     Later  on  he  took  up  shoemaking  in 


one  of  the  factories  of  the  city,  and  was  so 
employed  at  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war, 
having  lived  in  this  country  about  ten  years. 
He  enlisted  as  a  private  in  Company  C,  First 
Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  and  soon  after 
being  mustered  into  the  service  was  detailed 
as  orderly  to  Colonel  Green,  and  discharged 
that  duty  throughout  the  term  of  his  enlist- 
ment until  the  end  of  the  war. 

Having  been  mustered  out  of  service,  Mr. 
Joint  returned  to  his  home  in  Lynn  and  re- 
sumed his  former  occupation  of  shoemaking 
after  about  a  year.     His  industry  and  frugal 
habits  soon  enabled  him  to  accumulate  suffi- 
cient money  with  which  to  start  in  business  at 
the  corner  of  Fayette  and  Essex  streets,  and 
having  purchased  the  property  he  opened  a 
general  grocery  and  provision  store  and  con- 
ducted  the   business   with  gratifying  success 
for  about  twenty  years.     In  1888  he  removed 
the  old  building  from  the  land  and  replaced  it 
with  the  substantial  structure  which  still  occia- 
pies  the  site ;  a  large  modern  building  intended 
for  both  mercantile  and  tenement  occupanc:^ 
and  one  which  is  an  ornament  to  the  locality  in 
which  it  is  erected.  It  is  named  the  Joint  buil  c1- 
X  ing,  in  allusion  to  the  builder  and  owner.    M  r. 
Joint  continued  in  mercantile  pursuits  until  tine 
time  of  his  death,  August  9,  1894.     He  is  re- 
membered as  a   straightforward  and  consoi- 
entious  business  man,  and  a  citizen  who  hel^J 
the  respect  of  all  men  with  whom  he  was 
brought  into  association.     He  began  his  busi- 
ness career   with  very  little  ready  capital  at 
his  command  and  made  his  own  way  in  life 
with  no  assistance  from  others  in  the  way  of 
money.     He  was  successful  in  his  endeavors 
and   deserved  the  reward    he    so    honorably 
gained.    He  was  a  member  of  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic,  and  in  politics  a  Republican, 
although  his  interest  in  public  affairs  was  that 
of  a  citizen  rather  than  one  who  sought  polit- 
ical honors. 

He  married  twice.  His  first  wife  was  Char- 
lotte Hunnewell,  born  in  Ashburton,  Devon- 
shire,   England,    died    in   Lynn,   January   31, 

1884,  having  borne  her  husband  six  children. 
He  married  for  his  second  wife,  January  22, 

1885,  Lavinia  Folland,  born  in  Ashburton, 
England,  May  26,  1846,  daughter  of  Richard 
and  Sarah  Folland.  William  Joint  had  in  all 
nine  children :  i.  Clara  Louise,  born  in  Guern- 
sey, England,  married  James  C.  Crutcheon,  of 
Lynn,  and  now  lives  in  Swampscott ;  principal 
of  Hood  School  in  Lynn;  no  chilA"en.  2. 
John,  born  in  Ashburton,  England,  died  there 
when   less  than  two  years  old.     3.  William

In  Anglo-Saxon  the  name  Leo- 
LY^LAN  man  (believed  to  mean  "lion 
man")  appears  as  the  name  of  a 
land  holder  previous  to  the  Norman  conquest. 
Like  most  of  the  English  surnames  now  al- 
most universally  known  as  Lyman,  it  has 
passed  through  many  changes  in  settling  down 
to  the  present  orthography.  It  has  been  writ- 
ten Lehman,  Leyman,  Lyeman,  Lemman,  Lem- 
on, Leman  and  de  Le  Man.  In  French  it  is 
^Titten  L'aiman,  supposing  it  to  be  derived 
^rom  Taiman ;  in  America  it  has  taken  the  form 
of  Liman,  Limen,  Limmon,  Lemon,  Leamond 
and  Lemond ;  in  the  records  of  both  the  town 
and  the  church  in  Northampton,  Massachu- 
setts, for  the  first  fifty  years  or  more  the  name 
is  generally  written  Liman,  and  it  was  not  until 
the  early  part  of  the  nineteenth  century  that 
it  took  the  form  of  Lyman. 

The  Lyman  family  have  at  different  times 
borne  five  separate  armorial  bearings  or  em- 
blems, and  that  which  appears  to  have  been 
most  fre(|uently  adopted  by  them  is  that  of 
Sir  John  Lyman,  lord  mayor  of  London  a  few 
years  before  the  first  immigration  to  this 
country.  Sir  John  was  largely  interested  in 
the  Fishmongers'  Company,  and  it  has  been 
suggested  that  the  dolphins  shown  therein  may 
have  had  some  reference  to  his  interest.  The 
crest  is  surmounted  by  a  pelican  in  her  nest 
feeding  her  young.  The  significance  of  these 
emblems  and  the  origin  of  these  armorial  bear- 
ings is  given  by  Burke:  In  the  12th  year  of 
the  reign  of  King  James  the  first  (January 
25.  1 61 5)  a  coat  of  arms  was  granted  to  Sir 
John  Leman:  "Azure,  a  chevron  embowed, 
three  dolphins  naiant,  argent."  The  dolphins 
are  said  to  be  "symbols  of  social  love." 

The  ancient  and  honorable  families  of  Lam- 
bert and  L^mfreville  became  united  in  the  mar- 
riage of  Sir  William  Lambert  and  Johanna  de 


Umfreville,  and  they  became  the  ancestors  of 
the  Lyman  family  by  the  marriage  of  their 
great-granddaughter  with  Thomas  Lyman, 
Esq.,  of  Navistoke,  county  of  Essex,  England; 
and  Thomas  Lyman  was  the  great-great-grand- 
father of  Richard  Lyman,  the  immigrant,  the 
succession  being  Thomas,  Henry,  John,  Henry, 
Richard.  Henry,  son  of  John  of  High  Ongar 
and    father    of    Richard,    married    Elizabeth 

,  and  had  nine  children,  Richard,  the 

immigrant,  being  third  in  the  order  of  birth. 

Richard  Lyman  was  born  in  High  Ongar, 
Essex  county,  England,  about  twenty-five 
miles  east  by  south  from  the  city  of  London, 
and  was  baptized  October  30,  1580.  His  wife 
was  Sarah  Osborne,  daughter  of  Roger  Os- 
borne of  Halstead  in  Kent.  She  came  to 
America  with  her  husband  and  five  of  their 
children,  in  1631.  They  had  in  all  nine  chil- 
dren, four  of  whom  died  before  the  year  of 
immigration.  About  the  middle  of  August, 
163 1,  the  family  embarked  at  Bristol  in  the 
ship  "Lion"  for  New  England,  and  on  Novem- 
ber 4  of  the  same  year  all  of  the  passengers, 
about  sixty  in  number,  landed  at  Boston. 

(I)  Richard  Lyman  first  settled  at  Charles- 
town,  and  with  his  wife  soon  afterward  united 
with  the  church  at  what  is  now  Roxbury.  He 
was  made  freeman  June  11,  1635,  and  on  Oc- 
tober 15  following  joined  a  company  of  about 
one  hundred  persons  and  traversed  the  wilder- 
ness into  Connecticut  to  plant  the  settlements  at 
Windsor,  Hartford  and  Wethersfield.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  at  Hartford,  and  his 
name  is  on  the  list  of  original  proprietors  of 
the  town.  He  was  possessed  of  a  considerable 
estate  in  the  new  colony,  kept  two  servants, 
and  was  addressed  "Goodman,"  indicating  the 
prominent  position  he  held  in  the  community. 
His  will,  the  first  on  record  in  Hartford,  bore 
date  April  22,  1640,  and  the  inventory  of  his 
property  under  the  will  was  made  September 
6,  1640,  hence  he  must  have  been  sixty  years 
old  at  the  time  of  his  death.  His  wife  Sarah 
died  in  January,  1642.  Their  children,  all  born 
in  England,  were.  i.  William,  buried  at  High 
Ongar,  August  28,  16 15.  2.  Phillis,  baptized 
September  12,  161 1;  came  to  New  England 
with  her  parents :  married  William  Hills,  of 
Hartford.

(II)  Lien  tenant  John  Lyman,  sometimes 
known  as  Ensign  John,  son  of  Richard  Lyman, 
the  immigrant,  and  Sarah  Osborne  his  wife, 
was  born  in  High  Ongar,  England,  in  Sep- 
tember, 1623,  and  came  with  his  parents  to 
New  England  in  163 1.  In  1654  he  settled  in 
Northampton,  Massachusetts,  and  lived  there 
until  the  time  of  his  death,  August  20,  1690, 
aged  sixty-seven  years.  He  was  in  service 
during  King  Philip's  war  as  ensign  or  lieuten- 
ant in  command  of  the  Northampton  company 
in  the  famous  falls  fight  above  Deerfield,  May 
18,  1676.  His  wife  was  Dorcas  Plumb,  daugh- 
ter of  John  Plumb,  of  Bran  ford,  Connecticut, 
and  by  whom  he  had  ten  children:  i.  Eliza- 
beth, born  Bran  ford,  Connecticut,  November 
6,  1655.  2.  Sarah,  born  Northampton,  Massa- 
chusetts, November  11,  1658;  married  Samuel 
Wright.  3.  Lieutenant  John,  born  August  i, 
1660:  lived  at  South  Farms;  died  November

(III)  Lieutenant  Benjamin  Lyman,  fourth 
son  of  Ensign  John  and  Dorcas  (Plumb)  Ly- 
man, was  born  in  Northampton,  Massachusetts, 
August  10,  1674,  and  died  there  October  14, 
1723.  He  was  an  enterprising  and  success- 
ful man.  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
owner  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land  near 
Granville,  Massachusetts.  His  estate  free  of 
debt  was  appraised  at  1147  pounds.  He  also 
engaged  in  trade,  and  his  shop  and  goods  were 
api)raised  at  198  pounds.  He  was  an  exten- 
sive farmer  and  fatted  cattle  in  the  stall.  He 
owned  a  negro  slave  named  Nancy,  who  was 
appraised  at  40  pounds.  October  27,  1698, 
Lieutenant  Benjamin  Lyman  married  Thank- 
ful Pomeroy,  daughter  of  Deacon  Medad  Pom- 
eroy, and  granddaughter  of  Eltweld  Pomeroy, 
who  came  from  Devonshire,  England,  in  1630, 
and  lived  first  in  Dorchester.  Massachusetts, 
then  in  Windsor,  Connecticut,  and  still  later 
in  Northampton,  Massachusetts,  where  he  died 
in  1673.    I>enjaniin  Lyman  and  Thankful  Pom-

(IV)  Benjamin  Lyman,  third  son  and  child 
of  Lieut.  Benjamin  and  Thankful  (Pomeroy) 
Lyman,  was  born  in  Northampton,  Massachu- 
setts, January  2,  1703,  and  died  May  i,  1762. 
He  lived  in  Northampton  nearly  twenty  years, 
and  about  1745  moved  with  his  family  to 
Bartlett  Mills  on  the  Mahan  river,  a  district 
then  in  Northampton,  but  afterward  set  off  to 
Easthampton.  On  May  28,  1745,  the  town 
deeded  to  Benjamin  Lyman  and  Stephen 
Wright,  who  was  his  neighbor  and  had  re- 
moved with  him  from  Northampton,  a  tract 
of  land  known  as  "school  meadow,"  which 
had  been  sequestered  by  the  town  for  the  ben- 
efit of  the  schools  and  which  contained  about 
eight  acres  of  land.  For  this  tract  they  agreed 
to  pay  the  sum  of  1625  pounds.  At  that  time 
there  was  no  house  of  worship  in  Easthamp- 
ton and  hence  Mr.  Lyman  and  his  family  re- 
tained their  connection  with  the  church  in 
Northampton,  where  he  had  been  one  of  the 
earnest  supporters  of  the  Rev.  Jonathan  Ed- 
wards, and  one  of  the  nineteen  who  voted  to 
retain  him  as  their  pastor  at  the  time  of  the 
opposition  to  him.  About  the  year  1726  Mr. 
Lyman  married  Mary  Mosely,  of  Glastonbury, 
Connecticut.  She  was  bom  in  Westfield, 
Massachusetts,  in  1707,  and  died  in  Easthamp- 
ton, August  17,  1782.  They  had  nine  chil- 
dren: I.  Deacon  Benjamin,  born  August  1, 
1727.  2.  Mary,  born  February  22,  1730;  mar- 
ried Oliver  Pomeroy,  of  Northampton.

(VII)  Dr.  Jabez  Lyman,  youngest  of  the 
two  children  of  Ahira  and  Lydia  (Baldwin) 
Lyman,  was  in  many  respects  a  remarkable 
man,  professionally,  socially  and  in  a  business 
sense.  In  1841  he  graduated  from  Amherst 
College  and  received  the  degree  of  A.  B.  from 
that  institution.  During  a  part  of  his  college 
course  he  taught  French  in  his  alma  mater  and 
perhaps  for  a  short  time  afterward.  After 
leaving  college  he  studied  theology  at  And- 
over,  and  supplemented  his  course  there  with 
further  and  higher  studies  in  Halle,  Germany, 
under  such  noted  teachers  as  Leander  and 
Tholuck.  He  thus  became  an  eminent  scholar, 
well  versed  in  the  classics  and  other  subjects 
essential  to  the  theologian,  and  also  became 
proficient  in  both  French  and  German.  His 
evident  purpose  at  that  time  was  to  enter  the 
ministry  and  to  that  end  his  foundations  were 
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laid  broad  and  deep.  After  about  four  years 
of  close  study  abroad  Dr.  Lyman  returned  to 
America,  and  afterward,  for  reasons  which  he 
never  disclosed,  changed  his  determination  to 
enter  the  ministry,  and  thereupon  took  a  pro- 
fessorship of  mathematics  in  an  institution  at 
Abbeville,  South  Carolina.  During  this  time 
he  resolved  to  enter  the  profession  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  and  again  visited  Europe  and 
pursued  special  courses  in  Berlin  and  Paris, 
taking  diplomas  and  degrees  in  each.  He 
made  particular  courses  in  diseases  of  the  eye 
and  their  treatment,  also  in  obstetrics  and  gen- 
eral gynaecology;  and  after  returning  again 
to  this  country  he  took  a  short  and  finishing 
course  in  the  Jefferson  Medical  College  of 
Philadelphia,  where  in  obstetrics  he  came 
under  the  instruction  of  Meigs,  in  surgery 
under  Gross  and  Pancoast,  the  great  masters, 
and  while  there  received  much  benefit  from 
the  teaching  of  the  brilliant  Da  Costa.  About 
the  year  1844,  having  gained  a  splendid  equip- 
ment for  the  work  of  his  profession.  Dr.  Ly- 
man went  to  Chicago,  and  after  about  a  year 
in  that  city  settled  permanently  at  Rock  ford, 
Illinois,  and  began  practice,  giving  special 
attention  to  surgery  and  ophthalmology.  For 
more  than  thirty-five  years  he  practiced  in 
Rockford  and  the  region  of  country  about  that 
city,  and  his  career  was  one  of  remarkable 
success ;  but  in  1881  he  laid  aside  the  cares  of 
active  and  arduous  professional  work  and  with 
a  well-earned  competency  returned  to  the  east 
and  took  up  his  residence  in  Salem,  where  he 
lived  until  the  time  of  his  death,  July  25,  1893. 
In  Salem,  Dr.  Lyman  did  not  assume  to  prac- 
tice his  profession  definitely,  although  he  did 
receive  patients  in  answer  to  a  demand  for 
his  services ;  but  his  principal  attention  was 
devoted  to  the  several  business  enterprises 
with  which  he  became  connected.  For  several 
years  he  was  a  member  of  the  school  board.

(¥111")  Isaiah  Graves,  son  of  Samuel 
Graves  (7),  was  born  in  Lynn,  November  21, 
1826,  and  has  lived  to  attain  the  age  of  more 
than  four  score  years.  After  leaving  school, 
he  became  a  shoemaker,  the  occupation  of  sev- 
eral of  his  ancestors,  and  followed  it  for 
a  number  of  years  until  about  1849,  when  he 
was  seized  with  the  "gold  fever'*  and  went 
to  the  gold  mining  camps  of  California.  The 
party  with  which  he  went  sailed  in  January, 
1849,  ^"^  arrived  in  California  about  the  first 
of  July  following.  They  sailed  all  the  way 
from  Beverly,  Massachusetts.  He  worked  in 
the  gold  fields  there  about  ^\^  years  with  a 
moderate  degree  of  success.  About  1854  he 
returned  to  his  old  home  in  Lynn,  Massachu-

setts,  and  for  several  years  following  worked 
at  shoe  cutting.  He  then  engaged  in  the  gro- 
cery business  and  continued  it  as  long  as  he 
was  in  active  pursuits,  retiring  in  1900,  and 
being  then  succeeded  by  one  of  his  sons.

Graves  is  a  Democrat  in  politics ;  was  an  alder- 
man one  year;  served  two  years  in  the  com- 
mon council ;  charter  member  of  the  Histor- 
ical Society,  and  of  the  California  Pioneers  of 
New  England.

educated  in  Lynn  common  and  high  schools; 
learned  the  trade  of  shoe  cutter;  served  in  his 
father's  store  as  clerk,  finally  succeeding  to 
the  business;  he  married,  1884,  Alice  M.

William  White,  born  in  1610, 
WHITE  landed  at  Ipswich  in  1635.  Tra- 
dition says  that  he  came  from 
county  Norfolk,  England.  He  settled  in  New- 
bury, in  1640  removed  to  Haverhill,  where  he 
was  one  of  the  first  settlers.  He  was  one  of 
the  grantees  of  the  Indian  deed  of  Haverhill, 
November  15,  1642,  which  instrument  it  is 
said  was  both  written  and  witnessed  by  him. 
The  I  laverhill  town  records  show  that  he  held 
a  very  respectable  social  position  among  the 
early  settlers.  His  j)lace  of  residence  was  west 
of  the  burying  ground,  near  the  fulling  mill, 
and  his  estate  included  a  large  tract  of  land 
adjoining  and  extending  to  the  northward.  He 
died  Se]jtember  28.  1690.  He  married  first, 
Mary  .  died  Se])tember  22,  1681  :  sec- 
ond.   September    21,    i^>82,    Sarah    Foster,    a 


widow,  who  died  in  Ipswich  in  1693.  The 
only  child,  by  the  first  wife,  was  John,  men- 
tioned below.

(i),  born  about  1639,  died  in  Haverhill,  Jan- 
uary I,  1668-9,  aged  twenty-nine  years.  His 
will  bears  the  same  date  as  that  of  his  death, 
was  not  signed,  -and  was  probably  executed  in 
extremis.  The  will  shows  that  he  left  a  large 
estate,  with  bequests  to  his  wife,  his  father, 
and  his  only  son.  He  left  his  son  to  the  care 
of  his  wife,  but,  in  the  event  of  her  second 
marriage,  to  his  father.  The  widow  was  made 
executrix.  He  married,  in  Salem,  November 
25,  1662,  Hannah  French.  She  married  sec- 
ond, Thomas  Philbrick,  and  died  at  an  ex- 
treme old  age.

(Ill)  John  White,  son  of  John  White  (2), 
born    March   8,    1663-4,   died    November   20, 
1727.

White  (7),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  January 
12,  182 1.  He  received  his  early  education  in 
the  public  schools  of  his  native  town.  In  1837, 
at  the  age  of  sixteen,  through  the  advice  and 
assistance  of  a  very  dear  friend,  Josiah  L. 
Hale,  prominent  in  marine  insurance,  he  en- 
tered the  employ  of  an  insurance  company, 
and  continued  in  that  business  in  New  York 
and  Boston  until  near  1858,  when  he  entered 
the  banking  business  in  Haverhill  and  Law- 
rence, and  has  been  so  engaged  for  nearly 
fifty  years.  He  began  as  cashier  of  the  Merri- 
mack National  Bank  of  Haverhill,  and  filled 
this  position  with  conspicuous  zeal  and  fidel- 
ity until  1868,  when  he  resigned  to  become 
cashier  of  the  Bay  State  National  Bank,  of  the 
neighboring  city  of  Lawrence,  and  continued 
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in  this  responsible  position  with  the  utmost 
success  until  he  resigned  in  1893.  ^^  ^^^^^ 
time  he  was  a  director,  and  was  elected  vice- 
president,  an  office  that  he  has  filled  to  the 
present  time  actively  and  efficiently.  Mr. 
White  stands  high  in  the  opinions  of  the  men 
of  business  and  finance  in  Haverhill  and  Law- 
rence, where  he  is  best  known.  He  has  lived 
since  1890  in  Haverhill,  his  native  town,  the 
place  where  seven  generations  of  his  ances- 
tors in  direct  line  have  lived  and  taken  a 
prominent  part  in  the  various  lines  of  human 
activity,  in  society,  church  and  public  life. 
In  politics  he  is  a  Republican,  and  has  been 
somewhat  active  in  supporting  the  policies  and 
candidates  of  his  political  faith.  He  served 
for  seven  years  on  the  school  board  of  Haver- 
hill. He  is  a  faithful  member  and  generous 
supporter  of  the  Congregational  church. 

He  married,  1869.  Mary  Taylor,  daughter 
of  Judge  Edmund  Taylor,  of  Wilkes-Barre, 
Pennsylvania.  They  had  one  child.  Bertha 
Hale,  born  December  5,  1871,  died  July  15, 
1890. 

The  name  of  Kenison  has  ex- 
KENTSON     isted  in  New  Hampshire  for 

nearly  two  hundred  years,  and 
appears  quite  frequently  in  the  vital  records 
of  Stratham'and  Greenland.  John  Kenison, 
of  Eaton,  New  Hampshire,  served  as  town 
clerk  a  greater  part  of  the  time  from  1820 
to  1837,  and  his  death  occurred  in  that  town. 
He  married  a  Miss  Jackson,  of  Eaton,  now 
called  Madison. 

Stephen  Jackson  Kenison,  son  of  John 
Kenison,  was  born  in  1810,  died  in  Littleton, 
New  Hampshire.  July  3,  1832.  His  widow 
was  before  marriage  Lois  Huckins  Mills.  She 
married  (second)  William  Harmon  in  Free- 
dom, New  Hampshire,  where  her  death 
occurred. 

Orrin  Woodman  Kenison,  son  of  Stephen 
J.  and  Lois  H.  (Mills)  Kenison,  was  born  in 
Freedom,  May  i,  1830.  When  two  years  old 
he  was  left  fatherless,  and  a  part  of  his  early 
childhood  was  spent  in  New  Hampshire.  At 
the  age  of  about  seven  years  he  went  to  Low- 
ell, Massachusetts,  where  he  attended  school 
until  nine  years  of  age  when  he  w^nt  to  Ver- 
mont and  lived  with  Asa  Jackson  Kenison 
on  a  farm.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he 
went  to  Lowell  and  became  an  apprentice 
in  a  cotton  mill.  In  due  course  of  time 
he  accjuired  proficiency  as  a  loom-fixer  and 
when  twenty-one  years  old  was  advanced 
to   the    position    of    second     hand.      In    185 1 


he    became    second    overseer    in     a     cotton 
mill  at  Salem,  Massachusetts.    He  then  went 
to  Portsmouth,  1854,  and  became  a  ship  car- 
penter in  the  navy  yard,  remaining  five  years. 
He  then  returned  to  Salem  to  his  old  job,  after 
which  he  went  to  Lawrence  and  was  employed 
in  the  Pemberton  mill  thirty-three  years,  and 
by  successive  promotions  attained  the  respon- 
sible position  of  superintendent,  continuing  in 
that  capacity  for  many  years  or  until  his  re- 
tirement in  1896.     Politically  he  acts  with  the 
Republican  party.     In  his  religious  belief  he 
is  a   Methodist.      In    1862   he   enlisted   as  a 
private  in  Company  K,    Twenty-third    Regi- 
ment, Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry,  for 
service  in  the  civil  war,  and  he  remained  iti 
the  army  one  year,  being  honorably  discharged 
on  account  of  physical  disability  in  1863.

When  the  civil  war  broke  out  he  enlisted  in 
June,  1861,  in  company  B,  First  Massachu- 
setts Heavy  Artillery,  and  in  January,  1862. 
was  promoted  first  lieutenant.  He  took  part 
in  various  engagements  and  was  seriously  in- 
jured by  the  falling  of  his  horse  in  a  ravine, 
breaking  his  arm  and  causing  other  bodily  in- 
juries ;  and  was  mustered  out  in  August,  1863. 
When  he  returned  to  his  home  he  took  upythe 
study  of  law  and  was  graduated  from  the  Bos- 
ton University  Law  School  in  1873.  ^^  was 
admitted  to  the  bar,  but  on  account  of  ill 
health  gave  up  the  practice  of  his  profession 
and  took  up  farming  on  the  homestead  in 
Methuen,  following  it  for  his  calling  until 
1897.  Since  then  he  has  been  in  public  Hfe.  He 
was  selectman  of  Methuen  in  1897,  and  rep- 
resentative to  the  general  court,  in  1900,  1901 
and  1902.  He  served  on  various  important 
committees  and  demonstrated  exceptional  abil- 
ity as  a  legislator  and  public  officer.  He  was 
assiduous  in  attendance,  never  missing  a  legis- 
lative day.  He  paid  especial  attention  to  the 
interests  of  his  district.  He  introduced  a  bill 
which  had  much  support  among  far-seeing  re- 
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formers,  providing  for  the  local  option  as  to 
the  number  of  Hquor  licenses  in  a  town  or  city ; 
and  a  bill  designed  to  prevent  the  loss  of  cor- 
porate and  excise  taxes  of  street  railways  to 
towns  in  which  the  roads  are  located,  a  meas- 
ure that  benefited  both  Lawrence  and  Methu- 
cn.  He  supported  the  bill  providing  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  county  court-house  in 
Lawrence.  He  secured  a  favorable  report 
from  his  committee  requiring  the  common- 
wealth to  assume  part  of  the  cost  of  the  New- 
buryport  bridge,  saving  the  county  forty-five 
thousand  dollars,  and  paving  the  way  for  the 
enlargement  of  the  court  house  by  the  county 
commissioners.  He  was  active  in  the  interests 
of  the  farmers  of  his  district  and  in  fact  of 
the  whole  state,  getting  legislation  reimbursing 
farmers  for  cattle  condemned  within  six 
months  of  purchase.  He  was  in  close  touch 
with  the  state  highway  commission,  having 
their  affairs  in  the  legislature  in  charge  from 
his  committee  and  securing  allotments  for  Me- 
ihuen  for  Haverhill  road.  He  opposed  the 
removal  of  the  battery  when  that  action  was 
threatened,  and  helped  to  defeat  two  bills  that 
had  been  favorably  reported  tending  to  debar 
veterans  of  the  civil  war  from  the  benefits  of 
the  Soldiers'  Preference  Act.  He  was  active 
and  influential  on  the  floor  in  debate  as  well 
as  in  committee  room,  where  he  was  indefati- 
gable in  any  cause  that  he  advocated.  In  1904 
he  was  employed  at  the  state  house,  and  the 
following  year  was  appointed  agent  of  the 
State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  a  position  he  now 
holds.  In  politics  he  is  an  active  and  influen- 
tial Republican.

The  Silsby  family  is  of  ancient 
SILSBY  English  origin,  though  not  num- 
erous. The  name  lends  itself  to 
a  great  variety  of  spelling  in  accordance  with 
the  practice  of  our  forefathers.  We  find  in 
early  records  Silsby,  Silsbee,  Silsbye,  Stillsbee. 
Stillsbey,  Seylesbie,  Sellesby,  etc.  The  name 
is  rare  in  London.  John  Seylesbee,  of  parish 
Weston,  Warwickshire,  a  yeoman,  died  in 
1557.  Thomas  Sellesby,  of  West  Thorocke, 
Essex  county,  died  about  September  8,  1653, 
leaving  a  nuncupative  will.  The  ancestry  of 
the  American  immigrant  is  not  known. 

(I)  Henry  Silsby,  immigrant  ancestor,  was 
born  in  England,  about  1618.    He  was  an  in- 
habitant of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  as  early  as 
1638,  a  shoemaker  by  trade.    He  was  one  of 
the  proprietors  of  the  town  of  Salem  in  1639, 
but  soon  afterward  removed  to  Ipswich  where 
he  was  a  proprietor  in  1647.     He  bought  a 
house  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  in   1653,  and 
another  in   1670.     The  records  show  that  be 
was   employed   by   Samuel    Sharpe   when  he 
first  came  to  New   England,  and  as  Sharpe 
came  in  1629  Silsby  may  have  come  early  with 
him  as  an  apprentice.    In  1639  he  had  his  first 
land  grant,  a  half-acre   for  a  house  lot  near 
Cat  Coue   (Cove).     Silsby  bought  the  house 
of  Thomas  Coates,  of  Lynn,  of  Obadiah  Flud 
(Flood),  of  Boston,  and  Thomas  Coates,  of 
Lynn,  October  16,  1651.     This  house  was  on 
Stag's  brook,  now  Fayette  street,  a  few  doors 
cast   of   Essex  street.     Though  he  held  few 
public  offices  he  must  have  been  a  man  of  good 
education  and  ability,  for  he  often  served  as 
witness,  overseer  and  appraiser  in  the  settle- 
ment of  estates.     It  was  voted  by  the  church, 
January  8,   1692,  that  he  sit  in  the  deacon's 
seat  in  church,    flis  will  was  dated  March  17, 
1698-99,  and  proved  December  16,  1700.

The     surnames     Stearns, 
STEARNS     Sternes,   Sterns,   Strans,   etc., 

are  undoubtedly  corruptions 
or  variations  of  the  English  family  name 
Sterns,  a  well  known  name  in  the  counties  of 
Nottingham,  Berks,  Norfolk,  Suffolk  and 
Cambridge,  England.  Of  the  Sterne  family, 
the  oldest  coat-of-arms  is :  Or,  a  chevron  be- 
tween three  crosses  flory  sable.  Crest :  a  cock 
straling  ppr.  These  arms  were  borne  by  the 
Archbishop  of  York  (1664-1683).  Other  fam- 
ilies of  the  name  had  devices  slightly  varied 
from  this  one. 

(I)  Isaac  Stearns,  the  immigrant  ancestor 
of  the  family,  probably  of  the  parish  of  Nay- 
land,  Suffolkshire,  embarked  for  America  on 
April  8,  1630,  in  the  ship  "Arabella."  in  which 
came  also  Rev.  George  Phillips,  Sir  Richard 
Saltonslall  and  family.  Governor  Winthrop. 
Four  ships  sailed  together  from  Yarmouth, 
England,  the  "Arabella,"  arriving  at  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  June  12.  But  the  pioneers  were 
not  pleased  with  that  point,  and  they  proceed- 
ed to  what  is  now  Charlestown,  Massachusetts, 
and  Watertown,  where  most  of  them  settled. 
Stearns  had  a  homestall  at  Watertown  in  1642, 
bounded  on  the  north  by  land  of  John  Warren, 
west  by  the  highway,  south  by  land  of  John 
Biscoe,  east  by  Pecjussctt  Meadow,  a  part  of 
which  he  also  owned.  In  the  distribution  of  the 
estate  of  his  son  Samuel  in  1724,  this  homestall 
"where  his  grandfather  had  lived"  was  assigned 
to  his  son  Nathaniel.  He  was  admitted  a  free- 
man May  18,  1631,  and  was  selectman  several 
years.  In  1647  he  and  Mr.  Biscoe  were 
appointed  by  the  selectmen  "to  consider  how 
the  bridge  over  the  river  shall  be  built,  and  to 
agree  with  the  workmen  for  doing  it,  accord- 
ing to  their  best  discretion."  This  is  the  first 
mention  of  a  bridge  over  the  Charles  river  at 
Watertown.  He  acquired  a  large  estate  for 
his  day,  leaving  fourteen  parcels  of  land 
amounting  to  four  hundred  and  sixty-seven 
acres.  He  died  June  28,  1671.  His  will  dated 
five  (lays  before  his  death,  mentions  his  chil- 
dren and  others.

He  was  a  close 
and  careful  student  of  the  original  scriptures, 
and  so  familiar  with  the  Bible  that  he  could 
readily  cite  the  chapter  and  book  where  almost 
any  verse  could  be  found.  In  the  revolution  he 
was  an  ardent  friend  of  liberty,  gave  his  sons 


and  most  of  his  property  to  the  American 
cause.  He  was  a  member  of  the  state  conven- 
tion at  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  and  com- 
mitted himself  fully  to  the  rebellion,  saying, 
when  he  returned  to  his  children:  "H  the 
cause  prevail,  it  will  be  a  great  benefit  to  the 
country,  but  if  it  fail,  your  poor  old  father's 
head  will  soon  be  a  button  for  a  halter."  Rev. 
Mr.  Stearns  was  tall  and  commanding.  He 
was  an  eloquent  pulpit  orator,  and  used  to 
hold  the  untiring  attention  of  his  congrega- 
tion which  was  invariably  large,  often  not 
only  filling  the  seats  and  aisles,  but  having 
numbers  standing  about  the  doors  and  win- 
dows besides.  Rev.  Dr.  Tappan,  of  Harvard 
College,  Professor  of  Divinity,  said  of  him: 
"The  Rev.  Mr.  Stearns  sustained  a  character 
too  great  and  too  good  to  be  passed  over  in 
silence.  The  God  of  Nature  had  endued  him 
with  singular  abilities,  which  by  the  aid  of 
erudition,  fitted  him  for  extensive  usefulness. 
Elevated  by  the  purer  sentiments,  he  ever 
possessed  a  mind  calm  and  serene.  God,  who 
is  all  wise  in  council,  was  pleased  to  try  his 
faith  and  patience  in  the  furnace  of  affliction. 
After  a  lingering  and  painful  sickness,  he  died 
of  cancer,  in  the  fifty-seventh  year  of  his  age. 
In  him  died  a  friend  of  justice,  liberty  and 
energetic  government,  a  vigorous  watchman, 
a  patient  guide,  affectionate  pastor,  prudent, 
kind  husband,  and  indulgent,  but  truly  faith- 
ful parent.  More  joyful  than  a  conqueror 
with  his  spoils  he  retired  from  the  scene  of 
action.  We  trust  that  he  has  gone  to  a  state  of 
immortal  bliss,  and  will  be  an  associate  of 
those  who  have  come  out  of  great  tribulation."

(\"III)  Samuel  Stearns,  son  of  Josiah 
Stearns  (7),  was  born  at  Wilmot,  New 
Hampshire.  December  8,  1820.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  town 
and  learned  the  trade  of  carpenter.  In  March. 
1847,  he  made  his  home  in  Lawrence,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  employed  at  his  trade  in 
building  the  mills  there.  He  worked  on  the 
Bay  State  Mill,  now  the  Washington.  He 
was  employed  at  the  piano  works,  now  the 
Arlington  Mills.  Mr.  Stearns  helped  to  in- 
stall the  fire  alarm  system  in  Lawrence,  as 
foreman  for  Stevens,  the  contractor,  and  for 
twenty-two  years  kept  the  system  in  repair 
as  assistant  for  O.  K.  Currier,  superintendent 
of  the  fire  alarm  system.  Mr.  Stearns  re- 
sided from  April  8,  1847,  ""til  his  death.  Feb- 
ruary 6,  1908,  in  his  home,  393  Broadway, 
which  he  built  for  himself,  and  which  was  one 
of  the  first  dwelling  houses  erected  in  the  city. 
Eight  days  after  the  frame  was  raised  he 
moved  into  the  house.  He  was  a  successful 
carpenter  and  builder.  He  was  an  indefatiga- 
ble collector  of  antiquities,  Indian  relics,  and 
natural  history  of  specimens,  and  his  home  is 
a  veritable  museum  of  great  interest  to  the 
student  of  history.  He  was  well  known  to 
all  residents  of  the  city,  the  oldest  as  well  as 
the  young,  and  universally  respected.  In  pol- 
itics he  was  a  Republican ;  in  religion  a  Bap- 
tist. He  married.  April  15.  1846,  Lois  B. 
Langlcy,  who  was  born  June  23,  1821,  and 
died  in  1904.

Martin  Burns,  whose  death 
BURNS  occurred  in  Lawrence,  Massa- 
chusetts, May  8,  1904,  after  a 
long  life  of  activity  and  usefulness,  was  born 
in  Wexford,  Ireland,  about  the  year  181 1, 
son  of  Philip  Burns,  a  native  of  Ireland, 
where  he  spent  his  entire  Hfe,  devoting  his 
attention  to  agricultural  pursuits. 

Martin  Burns  was  reared  to  manhood  in  his 
native  land,  receiving    his    education    in    the 
schools  adjacent  to  his  home.    His  father  then 
sent  him   to   London,    England,   in   order  to 
learn  the  trade  of  cooper,  but  he  only  served 
five  out   of   his   seven   years'   apprenticeship. 
In  1849  ^^  came  to  the  United  States  and  lo- 
cated at  Lowell,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was 
employed  for  some  time  by  a  flour  and  feed 
dealer.    WTiile  a  resident  of  that  city  his  mar- 
riage occurred,  and  shortly  afterward  he  and 
his  wife  moved  to  New  York  City  where  he 
vas  employed  as  a  laborer,  driving  a  team.  In 
1858,  after  seven    years    residence    in    New 
^'orlc  city,  they  located  in  Lawrence,  Massa- 
chusetts, where  the  remainder  of  his  life  was 
spent  and  where  his  widow  still  resides.     Mr. 
Bums  was  first  employed  in  the   Bay  State 
niills  as  a  wool  washer ;  from  there  he  went  to 
Arlington  mills,  where  he  was  employed  for 
twenty-one  years  in  the  same  capacity,  after 
which  he   retired    from   active   business   life. 
Mrs.  Burns,  being  an  energetic  and  ambitious 
woman,  and  not  content  with  the  income  from 
her  husband's  labor,"  purchased  a  small  dry 
goods  store  on  Park  street  and  installed  there- 
in her  daughters  as  clerks.     As  the  business 
prospered  the  stock  was  enlarged,  a  millinery 
department   was   added   and   other   improve- 
ments made,    which    added    greatly    to    the 
appearance  of  the  store,  making  it  one  of  the 
most  attractive  establishments  in  that  section 
of  the  city.     Finally  Mrs.  Burns  retired,  turn- 
ing over  the  management  of  the  store  to  her 
daughters,  and  in  the  comforts  of  her  home, 
at  333  Haverhill  street,  she  is  enjoying  the 
rest  she  has  so  justly  earned,  respected  and 


admired  by  all  who  have  the  honor  of  her  ac- 
quaintance. Mr.  Burns  was  a  member  of  St. 
Mary's  Roman  Catholic  Church,  of  which  his 
wife  and  children  are  also  members.  He  was 
a  Democrat  in  politics, 

Mr.  Burns  married,  in  1852,  Catherine  Fitz- 
patrick,  born  at  Charlestown,  Prince  Edward 
Island,  daughter  of  William  and  Mary  (Cos- 
tin)  Fitzpatrick.  William  Fitzpatrick  was 
born  in  Ireland  and  died  in  San  Francisco, 
California,  whither  he  had  gone  to  live  with 
his  sons.  His  wife  was  born  in  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island,  died  in  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
and  her  remains  were  interred  in  the  ceme- 
tery at  Dorchester,  Massachusetts.  Children 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Burns:  John  P.,  deceased;

The  immigrant  ancestor  of 
LOTHROP      the  Lothrop   family  of  the 

line  here  considered  was  a 
descendant  of  the  Eriglish  family  of  Lowth- 
rop,  Lothrop  or  Lathrop,  the  name  being  de- 
rived from  Lowthrope,  a  small  parish  in  the 
wapentake  of  Dickering,  east  riding  of  York- 
shire, four  and  one  half  miles  northeast  from 
Great  Driffield,  and  a  perpetual  curacy  in  the 
archdeaconry  of  York.  The  church  there  was 
an  ancient  institution,  said  fo  have  been  built 
about  the  time  of  Edward  III,  although  there 
has  been  no  institution  to  it  since  1579. 

In  this  part  of  Yorkshire  in  old  England 
dwelt  the  ancestor  of  him  who  founded  a 
considerable  branch  of  the  Lothrop  family  of 
New  England,  and  who  is  the  first  mentioned 
in  this  country  in  the  Salem  records:  "At  a 
meeting  of  the  7  men  on  the  nth  day  of  the 
loth  month  1643.  Marke  Lothrop  is  receaved 
an  inhabitant,  and  hath  a  request  for  some 
ground  neer  to  his  kinsman,  Thos.  Lothrop. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  selectmen,  the  17th  3rd  mo. 
1652,  granted  to  Hugh  Woodberrie.  Marke 
Lothrop  and  Thomas  Priton  a  spot  of  medoe, 
lying  between  Benjamin  Felton's  medoe  and 
the  Great  Swamp,  near  Wenham,  to  be  equally 
divided  between  them." 

Thus  it  was  that  Mark  Lothrop  (i)  was 
in  Salem  as  early  as  1643.  In  1656  he  was 
in  Bridgcwater,  Massachusetts,  and  one  of  the 
proprietors  of  that  town.  In  1657  he  took 
the  oath  of  fidelity,  in  1658  was  elected  con- 
stable, and  for  about  twenty-five  years  after- 
ward held  a  prominent  place  in  the  aflfairs  of 
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the  town  and  of  the  church.  He  served  as 
trial  juror,  grand  juror,  surveyor  of  highways, 
and  was  one  of  the  committee  appointed  "to 
lay  out  all  the  waies  requisett  in  the  township 
of  Bridgewater."  He  died  October  25,  1685, 
and  his  son  Samuel  was  appointed  to  adminis- 
ter the  estate,  which  inventoried  253  pounds 
one  shilling,  and  was  divided  among  his  four 
children — Elizabeth,  Samuel,  Mark  and  Ed- 
ward.

( VII )  Llewxllyn  Day  Lothrop,  only  son  and 
second  child  of  Isaac  and  Sally  (Webster) 
Lothrop.  was  born  in  Appleton,  Maine,  March 
21, 1836.  and  for  something  like  half  a  century 
has  lived  chiefly  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts, 
vhere  for  many  years  he  has  been  actively 
and  closely  identified  with  the  business  life 
and  history  of  that  city.  When  fifteen  years 
old  he  went  fishing  from  Rockland,  Maine, 
and  after  his  removal  to  Gloucester,  in  1857, 
lie  fished  for  various  firms  of  that  port  until 
he  entered  the  service  during  the  civil  war. 
He  enlisted  at  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  in 
Company  F,  Thirteenth  New  Hampshire 
Volunteer  Infantry,  served  a  year  and  a  half 
vith  that  command,  and  in  May,  1864,  was 
transferred  to  the  naval  arm  of  the  service, 
vhere  he  remained  until  mustered  out,  Sep- 
tember 19.  1865.  He  was  in  Fort  Fisher  when 
it  was  blown  up,  but  escaped  injury. 

Returning  from  the  army,  Mr.  Lothrop  vis- 
ited for  a  time  at  the  home  of  his  mother  in 
Dover,  then  went  back  to  Gloucester  and  en- 
gaged in  fishing  until  1867.  The  years  he 
spent  on  the  fishing  boats  and  the  experience 
he  gained  there  served  a  useful  purpose  and 
suggested  to  Mr.  Lothrop*s  mind  some  very 
valuable  ideas  in  connection  with  that  pursuit, 
and  led  to  his  invention  of  a  fishing  swivel 

I^or  using  more  than  a  single  hook  on  a  line. 
This  he  caused  to  be  patented  and  the  device 
immediately  came   into    general    use    among 
fishermen,  much  to  his  profit  and  advantage. 
Later  on  he  invented  several  other  practical  de- 
vices, but  the  greatest  of  all  of  his  inventions 
f     >s  that  known  the  world  over  as  "  Lothrop' s 
1      Mechanical  Fog  Horn,"  a  safety  device  which 
i>  in  general  use  on  sailing  vessels  throughout 
fte  world.     In   1880  Mr.   Lothrop  started  a 
general  ship  chandler's  business  in  Gloucester, 
where  an  extensive  trade  has  been  carried  on 
for  more  than  twenty-five  years.    One  article 
in  his  stock  is  the  fish  hook,  made  largely  after 
patterns   designed   by   himself,   and    supplied 
from  factories  in  England  as  well  as  in  this 
country ;  and  it  is  a  fact  that  his  establishment 
in  Gloucester  has  the  largest  trade  in  deep  sea 


fishing  hooks  of  any  house  in  the  world.  All 
of  this  gratifying  condition  of  things  Mr. 
Lothrop  has  built  up  for  himself,  and  from  a 
very  small  beginning  so  far  as  starting  capital 
is  concerned.  While  in  the  army  he  always 
helped  his  widowed  mother  to  maintain  her- 
self in  comfort.  His  efforts  in  business  life 
have  been  abundantly  successful,  and  he  has 
deserved  all  of  the  success  he  has  achieved. 
He  is  very  fond  of  the  pleasures  of  travel 
and  indulges  frequently  in  trips  to  the  far 
west  and  south,  and  also  into  Mexico;  and 
that  he  may  gratify  himself  in  this  respect  as 
fancy  dictates  he  keeps  free  so  far  as  possible 
from  business  engagements.  For  the  last  two 
years  he  has  been  a  director  of  the  Gloucester 
Co-operative  Bank.  In  politics  he  is  a  Repub- 
lican. 

In  October,  1867,  Mr.  Lothrop  married 
Ervilla  E.  Bowley,  a  native  of  Union,  Maine, 
daughter  of  Washington  Bowley.  Mrs.  Lothrop 
died  in  1880,  having  borne  her  husband  four 
children:  1-2.  Mary  Ellen  and  Bertha  May 
(twins),  both  died:  one  died  at  age  of  four 
months.

Pool.  Poole  and  Pole  are  merely 
POOL     variations     of     the    same     family 

name  which  in  England  has  been 
known  since  the  time  of  the  Conqueror, 
1066.  The  name  is  claimed  to  be  of  Teutonic 
origin,  while  the  family  is  believed  to  have 
sprung  from  Norman  stock.  In  his  deriva- 
tion of  family  names  Arthur  says  that  Poole 
conies  from  **a  small  collection  of  water  in  a 
hollow  place,  supplied  by  a  spring;  a  small 
lake.  John  at  the  Pool  became  John  Pool." 
There  is  a  town  of  Pool  in  Devonshire.  Eng- 
land. Taunton,  England,  w-hence  came  the 
ancestor  of  the  Pool  family  proposed  to  be 
considered  in  this  place,  is  in  Somersetshire, 
next  to  Devonshire  and  Cornwall  the  most 
southwestern  of  all  of  the  counties  of  Eng- 
land. It  is  distant  from  London  in  a  direct 
line,  which  runs  a  little  south  of  west,  one 
hundred  and  forty-six  miles;  about  fifteen 
miles  from  Bristol  channel  on  the  north,  and 
about  thirty  miles  from  the  English  channel 
on  the  south.  The  principal  occupation  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  vale  of  Taunton  is  agri- 
culture. There  are  large  farmers  and  small 
farmers,  market  gardeners  who  send  the  fruits 
of  their  labors  to  Exeter  and  Bristol  and  even 
to    London,  very    numerous    shepherds,    and 
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herdsmen.  In  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
centuries  Taunton  was  famous  for  its  serges 
and  hght  woolen  stuffs,  which  were  worn  all 
over  the  kingdom.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
eighteenth  century  8,500  persons  were  em- 
ployed making  cloths  in  the  town.  Taunton 
has  a  long,  honorable  and  diversified  history; 
its  authentic  annals  go  back  to  the  Saxon 
kings,  and  it  has  remains  which  show  that  it 
was  known  to  the  Romans  and  held  in  esteem 
by  them. 

The  emigration  of  the  Pooles  and  Pools  from 
Devonshire  and  Somersetshire  in  England  to 
New  England  began  in  1630,  ten  years  after  the 
historic  Pilgrim  landing,  and  was  continued  at 
intervals  until  about  the  closing  years  of  the 
seventeenth  century.  So  far  as  records  extant 
tend  to  show  one  of  the  first  of  the  name  in 
this  country  was  William  Poole,  of  Taunton, 
England,  and  Taunton,  Massachusetts,  and 
whose  name  and  family  always  have  been 
associated  with  the  name  and  family  of  John 
Pool,  of  Beverly  and  Sandy  Bay,  Cape  Ann. 
That  such  relationship  existed  in  fact  there 
can  be  little  doubt,  and  although  the  theory 
is  not  susceptible  of  proof  there  is  neverthe- 
less ground  for  the  belief  that  William  of 
Taunton  and  Dorchester  may  have  been  an 
uncle  of  John  Pool,  of  Beverly  and  Sandy 
Bay ;  and  in  view  of  this  supposition  a  brief 
notice  of  William  Poole  will  not  be  out  of 
place  in  this  connection. 

Captain  William  Poole  and  family  came 
from  England  and  settled  in  New  England 
in  1637,  at  the  first  settlement  of  that  place. 
He  was  a  brother  of  that  most  worthy  woman, 
Elizabeth  Poole,  who  also  came  from  Taun- 
ton, and  had  large  possessions  in  New  Eng- 
land ;  "a  gentlewoman,  an  ancient  maid,'*  as 
Winthrop  has  called  her,  who  began  the  plan- 
tation at  Taunton  in  1637,  and  whose  mem- 
ory as  a  benefactress  is  still  warmly  cherished 
in  that  place.  The  wffe  of  Rev.  Nicholas 
Street,  one  of  the  first  ministers  of  Taunton, 
also  was  a  sister  of  Cai)tain  Poole.  After 
many  years  residence  in  Taunton  Captain 
Poole  removed  to  Dorchester,  where  he  was 
town  clerk  for  a  long  time,  taught  school,  and 
(lied  there  February  24,  1674.  Elizabeth,  his 
sister,  died  May  21,  1654.  She  was  a  native 
of  Taunton,  England,  of  good  family,  many 
friends,  good  prospects,  all  of  which  she  left 
to  enjoy  the  religion  of  her  conscience  in  a 
distant  wilderness;  but  she  became  a  great 
])roprietor  of  the  new  Taunton,  a  chief  pro- 
moter of  its  settlement  and  incorporation, 
"and  having  enjoyed  the  opportunity  of  her 


virgin  state  in  piety,  liberality  and  sanct 
manners"  she  died.

To 
this  end  he  secured  the  services  of  an  English 
gentleman,  a  mathematician  of  considerable 
note,  and  look  lessons  of  him,  at  the  same 
time  giving  all  of  his  spare  time  to  study  until 
he  mastered  those  subjects.  He  learned  then 
the  system  of  surveys  which  he  ever  afterward 
used  with  remarkable  success,  and  also  pro- 
vided himself  with  instruments  which  at  the 
present  lime  might  seem  crude  and  insufficient, 
but  which  served  him  a  useful  purpose;  and 
with  them  he  surveyed  perhaps  as  many  tracts 
and  parcels  of  land  as  any  other  man  of  his 
profession  on  Cape  Ann,  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
history  thai  very  few  indeed  were  the  surveys 
established  by  him  which  aflerward  were 
found  to  be  at  fault  by  the  modern  instru- 
ments of  civil  engineers.  Colonel  Pool  did 
some  fishing  and  a  little  navigation,  but  his 
chief  occuj)ation  was  land  surveying.  He  per- 
formed some  local  service  in  the  war  of  1812 
in  the  company  commanded  by  Captain 
Charles  Tarr,  and  for  which  he  received  a 
government  land  warrant.  He  was  for  two 
terms  (1850-56)  one  of  the  special  county 
commissioners  for  Essex  countv.  While  a 
young  man  he  was  elected  colonel  of  the  Sec- 
ond Regiment.  First  Brigade,  Second  Divi- 
sion, Massachusetts  militia.  In  later  years  he 
made  himself  useful  in  teaching  school,  and 
as  clerk  of  the  new  town  of  Rockport  from 
the  time  of  ils  incorporation  in  1840  until  a 
short  time  before  his  death,  and  then  was 
succeeded  by  his  son,  Calvin  William  Pool. 
March  21,  1822,  Colonel  Pool  married  Sophia, 
daughter  of  Jabez  Tarr  and  Peggy  Somes. 
Tabez  Tarr  was  a  soldier  of  the  revolution  and 
fought  at  Bunker  Hill.  His  father,  Benjamin 
Tarr.  also  was  in  the  service  as  second  lieu- 
tenant in  Captain  Joseph  Whipple's  company, 
in  the  coast  defense  at  Cape  Ann.  Sophia 
Tarr  Pool  died  February  14,  1867.  Children:

a  close  and  careful  reader  and  a  recognized 
authority  on  important  questions  of  history 
and  genealogy.  For  many  years  he  has  lived 
in  Wenham,  where  he  learned  his  trade,  and 
he  was  town  clerk  of  that  town  about  thirty- 
six  years,  until  his  retirement  from  office  in 
1906.  He  represented  the  town  in  the  state 
legislature  in  18 — .  Mr.  Pool  never  married.

(\')   Calvin  William  Pool,  fifth  child  and 
youngest  son  of  Colonel  William  and  Sophia 
( Tarr)  Pool,  was  born  in  the  part  of  the  town 
of  Gloucester  which  is  now  Rockport,  May  29, 
1834,  and  has  spent  nearly  his  entire  life  in 
the   locality  where  his  ancestors  before  him 
lived  for  more  than  two  hundred  years;  and 
like  them  in  each  succeeding  generation  from 
the  time  of  John  Pool,  of  Sandy  Bay,  he  too 
has  been  conspicuously  identified  in  many  im- 
portant ways  with  the  best  history  of  the  lo- 
cality  now   known   as   Rockport.     As  a  boy 
he  was  sent  to  the  town  school,  but  he  left  his 
books  when  quite  young  and  went  to  work  in 
the  cotton   mill,  which  at  one  time  was  the 
j)rincipal  industry  of  the  town.    This  step  Mr. 
I*ool  has  since  regarded  as  a  mistake  in  his 
young  life,  and  always  has  felt  that  the  two 
years  spent  in  the  mill  might  better  have  beea 
devotecl  to  his  books.     Later  on,  however,  he 
recovered  the  lost  ground  by  attending  private 
school,  then  took  one  term  at  Phillips  Andover 
Academy  under  Professor  Eaton,  and  finished 
his  literary  education  with  a  two  years*  course 
at  the  Massachusetts  State  Normal  School  in 
Westfield,  where  he  graduated  in  i860.

Edmund  Johnson,  the    im- 
JOHNSON      migrant    ancestor,    and    his 

wife  Mary  were  born  in 
England.  They  settled  as  early  as  1639  in 
Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  and  in  June  of 
the  year  following  received  from  the  town  a 
house  lot  and  some  other  tracts  of  land  there. 
In  1646  he  received  three  shares  of  the  cow 
common.  His  house  lot  included  the  home- 
stead of  the  late  John  Johnson,  and  extended 
to  the  Academy  road,  taking  in  the  southern 
part  of  John  A.  Nudd's  field,  the  house  lot  of 
Nathaniel  Johnson,  and  the  cemetery  near  it. 
Besides  this  was  a  small  grant  on  the  other 
side  of  the  road  "about  thirty  rods,"  which  his 
house  occupied  in  the  meeting  house  green. 
His  home  lot  was  given  to  his  sons  Peter  and 
James,  the  latter  having  the  eastern  section, 
and  descended  to  the  late  John  Johnson  in  the 
direct  line.  James  Johnson's  house  stood  a 
few  rods  south  of  the  one  now  on  that  lot.

(VII)  Jonathan  S.  Johnson,  son  of  W'ar- 
ren  Johnson  (6),  was  born  in  Boscawen,  New 
Hampshire,  in  the  part  now  Penacook,  Janu- 
ary 11,  1830.     He  was  educated  there  in  the 
public  schools,  and  learned  his    trade    as    a 
blacksmith  in  his  father's  shop.    When  he  was 
eighteen  years  of  age  he  came  with  his  father 
and  the  family  to  Lawrence,   Massachusetts. 
That  was  in  the  month  of   February,  1852, 
when  the  city  was  in  its  infancy.     For  a  time 
he  was  employed  in  his  father's  shop,  former- 
ly owned  by  Charles  Stackpole,  on  Chestnut 
street,  and  later  removed  to  Essex  street,  near 
where  the    Pillsbury   block  now   stands.     Ill 
health  in  1854  prompted  Mr.  Johnson  to  un- 
dertake farming,  and  for  a  year  he  had  charge 
of  the  large  farm  of  Ezra  Burley  in  Dracut. 
He  then  worked  in  the  Pacific  Mills  for  one 
y^ar,  then  five  years  with  Webster  &  Dustin, 
afterwards  entering  the  employ  of  the  Everett 
Mills,  in  the  repair  shop,  in  which  in  various 
capacities   he   was    employed    during  the   re- 
niainder  of  his  active  life,  a  period  of  more 
than  thirty-eight  years.     Mr.  Johnson  is  one 
of  the  best  known  citizens  of  the  city  and  has 
taken  an  active  part  in  public  aflfairs  from  the 
first.    He  was  present  at  the  town  meeting  at 
which  the  city  charter  was  accepted   March 
29,  1853.     In  religion  he  is  an  Adventist,  and 
in  politics  a  Republican.     He  resides  at   139 
Jackson  street.

Thomas  Sleeper,  immigrant 
SLEEPER  ancestor,  was  born  in  Eng- 
land about  1616.  He  settled 
in  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  about  1640, 
soon  after  the  settlement  of  that  town.  He 
had  a  grant  of  land  there  in  1646.  He  bought 
land  in  Boston,  July  15,  1645,  but  continued 
to  live  at  Hampton  on  what  is  now  known  as 
the  Jesse  Lamprey  farm  and  later  in  life  on 
Shaw's  hill  on  the  road  leading  from  the  school 
house  in  the  east  part  of  the  town  to  Little 
river.  His  was  then  a  frontier  house,  no  other, 
settler  living  so  remote  in  that  direction  from 
the  main  settlement  of  Hampton.  The  section 
where  he  lived  and  his  descendants  continued 
to  live  for  many  generations  came  to  be 
known  as  Sleepertown,  now  corrupted  to 
Sleepytown.  He  died  July  31,  1696,  and  his 
family  removed  from  Hampton  to  the  newly 
incorporated  town  of  Kingston,  where  his 
widow  Joanna  died  February  5,  1703.  She 
was  buried  at  Hampton,  however.

(IV)  Jonathan  Sleeper,  son  or  nephew  of 

Elisha  Sleeper  (3),  was  born  at  Kingston  or

(V)  Benjamin  Sleeper,  son  of  Jonathan 
Sleeper  (4),  born  in  Brentwood,  New  Hamp- 
shire, December  6,  1758,  died  in  Alton,  New 
Hampshire,  February  10,  1849.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  the  revolution,  the  only  one  of  his 
family  from  Brentwood.  He  was  a  private  in 
Captain  James  Gray's  company  in  May,  1777, 
enlisted  May  8,  mustered  May  10  with  a  num- 
ber of  Brentwood  soldiers.  This  was  the  first 
company  of  the  Third  New  Hampshire  Regi- 
ment, Colonel  xAlexander  Scammell,  and 
Sleeper  was  enlisted  for  three  years.  He  and 
nine  other  Brentwood  men  were  paid  a  bounty 
of  thirty  pounds  each  May  12,  1777.  In  con- 
nection with  the  Brentwood  Sleepers  it  is 
noted  that  when  the  old  Quaker  minister  was 
thrown  into  jail  because  he  refused  to  pay 
taxes,  claiming  the  same  exemption  given 
other  ministers  of  the  gospel,  the  man  who 
presented  his  petition  to  the  general  court  of 
New  Hampshire  was  Sherburne  Sleeper  of 
this  family.  One  is  ashamed  to  say  that  the 
legislature  refused  to  grant  the  petition  for 
release.  Benjamin  Sleeper  was  a  farmer,  re- 
moving about  1795  to  Alton,  New  Hampshire, 
where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  days, 
reared  a  large  family  and  conducted  a  farm.

(I)  William  Drake  Esq.,  of  Yardbury,  in 
Cloyton,  county  of  Devon,  England,  was  bur- 
ied in  Temple  Church,  London,  and  his  will 
dated  November  2,  1636,  was  probated  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1639-40. 

(II)  Thomas  Drake,  son  of  William,  was 
born  in  Cloyton,  September  13,  1635.  About 
the  year  1652  he  came  to  New  England,  and 
shortly  after  his  arrival  settled  in  Weymouth, 
Massachusetts.  He  was  a  relative  of  John 
Drake,  the  immigrant  who  located  first  in 
Taunton,  Massachusetts,  and  subsequently  re- 
moved to  Windsor,  Connecticut.  Thomas 
was  accompanied  to  America  by  his  two  sis- 
ters "Joane,'*  married  Thomas  Randall,  son  of 
Robert  Randall,  of  Weymouth:  and  Elizabeth, 
who  became  the  w-ife  of  Ezekiel  Hamlin,  of 
Boston.  His  name  appears  in  a  list  of  pro- 
perty owners  of  Weymouth  in  1663  as  being 
the  owner  of  lot  number  70  of  the  first  divi- 
sion, containing  six  acres,  and  he  also  acquired 
possession  of  lot  number  33  of  the  second 
division  of  land,  containing  eighteen  acres. 
He  was  active  in  both  civil  and  military  affairs, 
was  enrolled  among  the  Suffolk  troopers  and 
saw  at  least  two  months  of  service  in  the 
field  during  King  Philip's  war,  1675-76.  In 
1682  he  purchased  a  large  tract  of  land  in 
Freetown,  half  of  which  he  sold  in  1688  to 
Ralph  Paine,  of  Rhode  Island,  and  at  his 
death,  which  occurred  at  Weymouth  in  1691, 
his  estate  was  inventoried  at  two  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  pounds,  two  shillings  and  three 
pence.  His  first  wife,  Jane  Holbrook,  daugh- 
ter of  Thomas  and  Jane  Holbrook,  of  Wey- 
mouth, died  prior  to  March  9,  i68t,  when  he 
married,  second,  Mrs.  Mellicent  Carver  (nee 
Lord),  a  widow,  daughter  of  W^illiam  Lord. 
His  children  were:  Thomas,  John,  William, 
Joseph,  Amy,  Elizabeth,  Benjamin  and  Ex- 
perience. 

(III)  W'illiam  Drake,  third  child  of 
Thomas  and  Jane  (Holbrook)  Drake,  was 
born  in  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  May  30, 
166 1.  He  was  a  member  of  Captain  Hunt's 
Weymouth  company  which  served  in  the  ex- 
pedition to  Canada  in  1690.  In  1706  he  pur- 
chased a  homestead  in  Taunton,  selling  his 
Weymouth  property  in  1708,  and  in  the  rec- 
ords he  is  designated  a  blacksmith.  He  died 
in  Taunton  after  September  15,  1727,  and  the 
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supreme  court  records  in  Boston  report  him 
having  died  before  March  25,  1728.  He  mar- 
ried Sarah  Marsh,  daughter  of  James  and 
Sarah  Marsh,  of  Weymouth,  and  she  was  Hv- 
ing  in  1735.  His  ten  children,  all  mentionea  in 
his  will  were:  Sarah,  Abigail,  James,  (who 
died  young),  William,  Lydia,  Joseph,  James, 
Rebecca,  Daniel  and  Benjamin. 

(IV^)  Daniel  Drake,  fifth  son  and  ninth 
child  of  William  and  Sarah  (Marsh)  Drake, 
was  born  in  Taunton  about  the  year  1708. 
He  was  married,  January  2,  1735,  by  Rev. 
Thomas  Clapp,  to  Bethiah  Cobb,  of  Taunton, 
and  he  died  there  prior  to  1750,  as  on  Febru- 
ary 21  of  the  latter  year  his  widow  married 
Oliver  Derby,  of  that  town.  She  again  became 
a  widow  in  1766.  By  her  first  husband  she 
had  two  children — Daniel  and  Bethiah.  Of 
her  second  union  there  was  one  son,  also 
named  Daniel,  who  died  single.  In  1767  she 
sold  to  her  son,  Daniel  Drake,  the  homestead 
in  Taunton,  consisting  of  a  dwelling-house 
and  thirteen  acres  of  land. 

(V)  Captain  Daniel  Drake,  only  son  of 
Daniel  and  Bethiah  (Cobb)  Drake,  was  born 
in  Taunton,  December  21,  1743.  April  20, 
1775,  he  enlisted  in  Captain  Robert  Cross- 
man's  company  of  minute-men  which  marched 
from  Taunton  to  Roxbury  under  the  com- 
mand of  Nathaniel  Leonard,  and  according  to 
the  Massachusetts  Revolutionary  War  .Rolls 
he  subsequently  served  as  follows:  Sergeant 
in  Captain  Luscombe's  company,  Timothy 
Walker's  regiment,  at  the  siege  of  Boston, 
October,  1775;  in  Captain  Robert  Crossman's 
company.  Colonel  George  Williams'  regiment, 
which  marched  from  Taunton  to  Warren, 
Rhode  Island,  by  the  way  of  Rehoboth,  De- 
cember 8,  1776:  Captain  Ichabod  Leonard's 
company,  of  Captain  Thomas  Cari)enter's 
regiment,  which  served  one  month  and  seven 
days  in  Rhode  Island  in  the  summer  of  1778; 
in  Xeheniiah  Pratt's  company,  of  Colonel 
Mitchell's  regiment,  which  marched  to  Rhode 
Island,  August  2,  1780,  and  as  captain  of  a 
comi)any  attached  to  Colonel  Drew's  Bristol ' 
county  regiment,  he  marched  August  13,  1781. 
by  order  of  the  general  court  at  North  River, 
and  was  discharged  December  i,  of  that  year, 
having  served  three  months  and  nineteen  days. 
In  1798  Captain  Drake  settled  in  Grafton, 
New  Hampshire,  and  died  there  March  2'j, 
1810.  October  4,  1764,  he  married  Lois 
Reed,  born  in  Taunton,  November  20,  1749, 
daughter  of  John  and  Dorothy  (Pinnes) 
Reed.  She  survived  her  husband  and  died  in 
Grafton,  November  16,  1830.     Their  children

(VI)  James  Cobb  Drake,  second  son  and 
seventh  child  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Lois 
(Reed)  Drake,  was  born  in  Taunton,  Septem- 
ber 17.  1782.  He  spent  the  greater  part  of 
his  life  in  Grafton,  and  died  there  August  17, 
1826.  His  wife,  whom  he  married  November 
22,  1805,  was  Abigail  Bullock,  born  in  Graf- 
ton, October  25,  1777,  daughter  of  Hezekiah 
and  Abigail  (Aldrich)  Bullock.  Her  death 
occurred  in  North  Bridgewater,  March  i, 
1859.

(\TI)  George  Washington  Drake,  eldest 
child  of  James  Cobb  and  Abigail  (Bullock) 
Drake,  born  in  Grafton,  March  4,  1806,  died 
September  4,  1840:  married,  June  25,  1824, 
Marilla  Reed,  born  in  Grafton,  April  i,  1806, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Anna  (Sayles) 
Reed,  the  latter  of  Gloucester,  Rhode  Island. 
She  married,  second,  April,  1846,  Benjamin 
Fifield.  of  Franklin,  New  Hampshire,  and  died 
in  Windham,  that  state,  July  21,  1879.  Of 
her  union  with  George  W.  Drake  she  had 
four  children:  i.

There  are  various  and  conflicting 
DANA  accounts  in  respect  to  the  nativity 
of  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the 
Dana  families  which  have  been  settled  in  New- 
England  for  more  than  two  and  one-half  cen- 
turies, but  there  is  no  difference  of  opinion 
regarding  the  substantial  character  of  the 
immigrant,  or  the  worth  and  eminent  respecta- 
bility of  his  descendants  in  all  of  the  genera- 
tions of  those  who  have  borne  his  surname, 
lx)th  in  New  England  and  the  other  states  of 
the  federal  union. 

(I)  In  regard  to  the  ancestors  of  Richard 
Dana  the  immigrant,  one  authority  says  that 
he  is  believed  to  have  been  a  grandson  of  Ed- 
ward Dana,  of  Natland,  Westmoreland  coun- 
ty, England,  and  a  son  of  Robert  and  Eliza- 
beth (Barlow)  Dana,  and  that  Richard  Dana 
himself  was  born  in  Manchester,  England, 
October  31,  161 7.  The  author  of  the  geneal- 
ogy of  the  Chandler  family  (George  W.  Chan- 
dler, of  Worcester,  Massachusetts,  1883)  says 
that  Richard  Dana,  the  ancestor,  was  born  in 
France  about  161 2,  fled  to  England  in  1629 
with  his  father  to  avoid  persecution,  they 
being  Protestants,  and  that  he  came  to  America 
about  1640. 

In  a  genealogical  account  of  the  Dana  fam- 
ily written  in  1889  by  Henry  Swan  Dana,  of 
Woodstock,  Vermont,  it  is  stated  that  "the 
uniform  tradition  has  been  th:^  Richard  Dana 
came  to  this  country  from  England,  where  he 
was  bom ;  that  his  father  was  a  native  of 
France  and  emigrated  to  England  on  account 
of  religious  persecutions.**  He  settled  in  Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts,  in  1640,  and  lived  on 
the  south  side  of  Charles  river,  in  that  part 
of  Cambridge  which  now  is  Brighton.  Both 
be  and  his  wife  Anne  were  members  of  the 


Cambridge  church,  **in  full  communion."  In 
November,  1661,  he  was  elected  constable,  in 
1665  was  surveyor  of  highways,  and  in  April, 
1668,  was  elected  tythingman  of  the  town.  He 
also  served  as  grand  juror,  being  chosen  to 
that  office  by  the  selectmen  of  Cambridge.  He 
always  avoided  notoriety,  and  it  is  known  that 
he  declined  many  other  offices.  He  died  April 
2,  1690,  from  injuries  received  by  falling  from 
a  scafi'old  in  his  barn.  At  that  time  he  was 
seventy-three  years  old.  Lieutenant  Governor 
Thomas  Dan  forth  called  the  inquest  and  the 
investigation  showed  that  he  was  "picked  up 
dead."  He  was  interred  in  the  old  Cambridge 
burying  ground  opposite  Harvard  College. 
About  1647  ^1^  married  Anne  Bullard,  of 
Cambridge,  who  died  July  15,  171 1.  Their 
eleven  children  were  John,  Hannah,  Samuel, 
Jacob,  Joseph,  Abiah,  Benjamin,  Elizabeth, 
Daniel,  Deliverance  and  Sarah. 

(II)  Daniel  Dana,  youngest  son  6i  Richard 
and  Anne  (Hullard)  Dana,  was  born  in  Cam- 
bridge, March  20,  1663,  and  died  October  10, 
1749.  He  was  given  a  part  of  his  father's 
extensive  tract  of  land,  which  included  nearly 
all  of  the  present  village  of  Brighton,  and 
appears  by  the  records  to  have  taken  his 
father's  place  as  a  man  of  prominence  in  town 
affairs.  He  was  a  tythingman  in  1700,  sur- 
veyor of  highways  in  1701,  and  selectman  in 
17 1 5  and  1725.  In  1736  he  was  appointed  one 
of  a  committee  of  "Wyse  and  Prudent  and 
Blameless  Christians"  to  act  in  the  capacity 
of  privy  council  to  the  minister  of  Cambridge, 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Appleton.  During  those  early 
years  the  inhabitants  on  the  south  side  of  the 
river  were  compelled  to  cross  that  stream  in 
order  to  attend  church  services,  and  in  1744 
Mr.  Dana  gave  ten  pounds  toward  the  erec- 
tion of  the  first  church  in  Brighton.  In  1722 
he  donated  the  land  upon  which  the  first  school 
house  was  built.  In  1694  he  married  Naomi, 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Priscilla  (Upham) 
Cross  well,  of  Charlestown.  She  was  born  De- 
v^.mber  5,  1670,  and  died  February  24.  1750- 
51,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one  years.  Their  chil- 
dren were  Thomas,  Caleb,  Richard,  Naomi, 
Timothy,  Priscilla,  Ebenezer,  Hepzibah  and 
Daniel. 

(III)  Richard  Dana,  third  son  of  Daniel 
and  Naomi  (Cross well)  Dana,  was  born  June 
6,  1700.  He  graduated  from  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  1 718,  being  the  first  Dana  to  graduate 
there,  and  afterward  became  an  eminent  law- 
yer and  a  zealous  patriot.  He  married,  May 
31,  1737,  Lydia  Trowbridge,  daughter  of 
Judge  Edmund  Trowbridge,  and  died  in  Bos- 
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ton,  May  17,  1772.  His  third  son,  Francis, 
born  June  13,  1743,  graduated  from  Harvard 
College  in  1762;  was  a  delegate  to  the  con- 
tinental congress  in  1778  and  four  times  after- 
ward; presidential  elector  in  1789;  ambassa- 
dor of  the  United  States  to  Russia,  and  also 
served  as  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court  of  Massachusetts;  his  wife  was  Eliza- 
beth Ellery,  daughter  of  William  Ellery,  of 
Newport,  Rhode  Island.  Richard  Henry 
Dana,  son  of  Francis,  was  born  in  1787,  and 
was  a  student  in  Harvard  College  three  years. 
He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  181 1,  but  soon 
abandoned  the  practice  of  law  and  devoted 
his  attention  to  literary  work.  He  was  one 
of  the  founders  of  the  Xorth  American  Rc- 
z'iczi\  and  published  a  number  of  literary 
works  in  both  prose  and  verse.  He  married 
Ruth  Charlotte  Smith,  of  Providence,  Rhtxle 
Island,  and  their  son,  Richard  Henry  Dana, 
junior,  acfjuired  an  enviable  literary  reputation 
by  his  work  entitled  "Two  Years  Before  the 
Mast.''  He  graduated  from  Harvard  College 
in  1837,  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1840,  and 
attained  distinguished  prominence  in  the  i)ro- 
fession  of  law. 

(HI)  Caleb  Dana,  second  son  and  child  of 
Daniel  and  Naomi  (Croswell)  Dana,  was  born 
in  1697,  and  died  April  28,  I7(>9,  aged  seventy- 
two  years.  He  was  born  in  that  part  of  Cam- 
bridge which  now  is  Brighton,  and  on  a  slate- 
stone  tablet,  supported  by  brick,  in  a  c()nsi)ic- 
uous  part  of  the  old  cemetery  in  rear  of  the 
first  church  of  ]»righton  are  inscribed  these 
words:  "Here  lie  intombed  the  remains  of 
Caleb  Dana,  Esq.,  who  departed  this  Hfe  April 
ye  28th  A.  D.  I7fx>.  Aet  /2.''  Caleb  Dana  was 
a  tanner  by  occui)ation,  and  accumulated  a 
large  amount  of  property.  At  one  time  he  was 
the  owner  of  more  real  estate  than  any  other 
man  living  in  the  neighborhood  of  Boston.  He 
possessed  considerable  tracts  of  land  in  Cam- 
bridge, ]>ro(>kline,  Newton,  Charlemont, 
Massachusetts,  and  also  in  Rovalton,  War- 
wick,  and  other  towns  in  New  Hampshire.  He 
owned  two  hundred  and  fifty  acres  "in  ye 
wilderness  near  Plaisted's  Potash  Works," 
and  three  thousand  acres  in  Ashbnrnhani, 
Massachusetts,  where  in  1752  he  built  the  first 
.lyrist  mill  and  saw  mill.  In  his  will  he  left  to  the 
widow  of  his  eldest  son  Caleb,  land  in  lirook- 
line,  on  the  boundary  of  the  town,  and  on 
which  was  erected  the  old  homestead,  standing 
on  what  was  then  known  as  the  King's  High- 
way, the  princii)al  thoroughfare  from  lioston 
to  Springfield.  After  his  death  his  real  estate 
was  appraised  at  f»ve  thousand  four  hundred 


and  sixty-eight  pounds,  thirteen  shillings,  four 
pence,  and  his  personal  property  at  three  hun- 
dred seventy-one  pounds,  five  shillings,  eight 
pence.    On  July  14,  1726,  Caleb  Dana  married 
Phebe  Chandler,  who  was  born  in  1707,  and 
died  in  1772,  fourth  child  of  Thomas  and  Mar>^ 
(Stevens)   Chandler,   (see  Chandler   family). 
Caleb  Dana  and  Phebe  Chandler  had  six  chil- 
dren:    I.  Caleb,  born  in  Cambridge,   March

born  in  Cambridge,  July   12,   1729;  married, 
September  12,  1747,  Henry  CooHdge,  son  of 
Stephen   and   Sarah    (Parker)    Coolidge;   the 
last  named  was  a  daughter  of  Captain  Josiah 
Parker.    After  the  death  of  Stephen  Coolidge 
his  widow  married,  second,  Nicholas  Fessen- 
den,  a  famous  schoolmaster.    3.  Priscilla,  bom 
in    Cambridge,   August    24,    1731.     4.    Caleb 
(2d),  baptized  August  13,  1733,  ^^^^  i"  Wal- 
lingford,    Connecticut,    April    17,    1769;    see 
forward.    5.  James,  born  Cambridge,  in  1735, 
died  August   11,   181 2,  in  New  Haven,  Con- 
necticut.   He  was  a  graduate  of  Harvard  Col- 
lege, and  remained  there  several  years  after 
graduation,  pursuing  theological  studies.

(I\  )  Caleb  Dana,  fourth  child  of  Caleb 
and  Phebe  (Chandler)  Dana,  was  born  August 
13,  1733.  and  died  in  W'allingford,  Connec- 
ticut, April  17,  i/Cyg.  He  lived  in  the  old 
family  homestead  on  the  King's  Highway  in 
Cambridge,  and  at  the  time  of  his  death  was 
visiting  in  Wallingford,  with  his  brother.  Rev. 
James  Dana.  He  married  at  Brighton.  Mass- 
achusetts, May  24.  1756,  Sarah  Piallard,  by 
whom  he  had  i\\'L'  children. 

(\')  Henry  Dana,  third  child  of  Caleb  and 
Sarah  (  liallard)  Dana,  was  baptized  Septem- 
ber 19,  1762,  and  died  September  20,  181 7. 
lie  was  town  clerk  of  P)righton  from  1807  to 
1S17.  and  declined  another  election.  He  was 
a  man  of  nuich  influence  in  the  town,  an  old 
line  \\  hig.  and  it  is  said  that  at  one  time  he 
controlled  by  his  influence  the  political  affairs 
of  lirighton.  He  married,  .\ugust  31,  1786, 
Sarah  Wilson,  daughter  of  Andrew  and 
loliaiuia   iWinship)   \\'ilson.     Their  children 
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were  Sarah,  Charles,  Henry  Ballard,  Mary, 
Martha,  Orlando  Nelson  and  James  Dana,  of 
whom  Orlando  Nelson,  Martha  and'  Henry 
Ballard  after  lived  in  Woodstock,  Vermont. 

(\T)  Charles  Dana,  second  child  and  eldest 
son  of  Henry  and  Sarah  (Wilson)  Dana,  was 
born  August  22,  1789,  and  died  June  i,  1845. 
He  lived  in  the  old  Dana  homestead  on  the 
King's  Highway,  and  owned  the  first  slaughter 
house  in  Brighton.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Bunker  Hill  Association.  His  wife  was  Esther 
Deming,  born  in  Needham,  Massachusetts,  and 
xvhose  mother  before  her  marriage  was  Me- 
liitable  Fuller.  Charles  Dana  and  Esther  Dem- 
ing  had  ten  children,  of  whom  Francis  Wil- 
liam Dana  was  seventh  in  the  order  of  birth. 

fVn)   Francis    William    Dana    was  born 
ZVIarch  25,  1831,  in  the  old  family  homestead, 
<lie(\  December    18,  1899,    and    is    buried    in 
M'oodlawn   cemetery  in    Everett,    Massachu- 
setts, in  which  city  the  later  years  of  his  life 
were  spent.    At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he 
left  home  for  the  far  west,  crossed  the  con- 
tinent overland,  and  was  absent   from  home 
about  thirteen  years.     He  was    one    of    the 
pioneers  in  the  California  gold  fields,  and  later  " 
in   life  was  a  member  of  the  "Association  of 
Forty-Niners."     On  returning  to  the  east  he 
established  a  trucking  business  with  thirty  to 
fi^ty  horses,  contracting  with  the  largest  beef 
concerns  at  the   Boston  market  many  years, 
^nd  at  one  time  lived  in    Chelsea,    later    in 
Qiarlestown,  and  in  1879  settled  in  Everett, 
'^^'here  he  died.     In  religious  preference  Mr. 
C)ana  was  a  Unitarian,  and  in  politics  he  was  a 
liepublican.     His    father   before   him   was   a 
X'nitarian,   while    his   mother   was    a   devout 
Tnember   of  the   Orthodox    (Congregational) 
church;  and  it  is  related  that  the  custom  of 
the  household  was  that  the  daijghters  of  the 
family  attended  Sunday  worship  at  the  Uni- 
tarian church  in  company  with  their  father, 
while  the  mother  and  her  sons  attended  the 
Congregational  church.    In  Masonry  he  was  a 
Knight  Templar ;  he  was  also  an  Odd  Fellow, 
and  belonged  to  other  orders.  January  24, 1864, 
at  Scituate,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dana  married 
Olive  Locke  Neale,  born  in  Newcastle,  New 
Hampshire,   October   2y,    1842.     Her   father, 
William  Locke  Neale,  was  born  in  Newcastle, 
and  followed  the  sea,  his  last  voyage  being  to 
San  Domingo,  in  the  West  Indies.     He  died 
in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  in  September, 
1893.     Mr.  Neale  married  Abigail  Leslie  Har- 
rat,  who  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  was  a  daughter  of  Charles  and  Abi- 
gail  Har^at.     Charles   Harrat  was   an  early 


settler  in  Portsmouth,  by  occupation  a  ship- 
rigger,  and  it  is  said  that  he  spoke,  fluently, 
six  different  languages.  Children  of  William 
Locke  and  Abigail  Leslie  (Harrat)  Neale: 
Catherine  Harrat  Neale,  married  Francis 
Dana,  cousin  of  Francis  William  Dana,  and 
had  Henry,  Frances,  Antoinette,  Catherine 
and  William  Dana;  Mary  Ann  Neale,  mar- 
ried Joseph  Ayers;  and  Olive  Locke  Neale, 
who  became  the  wife  of  Francis  William 
Dana.  William  Locke  Neale  was  a  son  of 
William  Neale,  of  Newcastle,  New  Hamp- 
shire, a  seafaring  man,  and  of  whom  it  is  said 
that  he  was  in  command  of  Fort  McClary,  at 
Kittery,  Maine,  during  the  war  of  1812.  He 
married  Abigail  Locke,  born  in  Rye,  New 
Hampshire,  a  descendant  of  Captain  John 
Locke,  founder  of  the  Locke  family  in  New 
England,  and  who  during  the  revolutionary 
war  is  mentioned  as  having  been  the  teamster 
who  carried  the  powder  from  Fort  Constitu- 
tion, New  Hampshire,  to  Bunker  Hill  (see 
Locke  family). 

Francis  William  and  Olive  Locke  (Neale) 
Dana  had  six  children:  i.  Susan  Harrat,  born 
in  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  November  20, 1864. 
She  graduated  from  the  Chelsea  (or  Everett) 
high  school  in  1886,  and  then  took  a  course  in 
the  languages  under  private  instruction.  She 
married,  January  8,  1889,  William  Benson 
Mayo,  of  Chatham,  Cape  Cod,  son  of  Andrew 
and  Amanda  (Nicker son)  Mayo,  of  Chatham, 
and  grandson  of  Benson  Mayo,  who  was  born 
in  Orleans,  Massachusetts.  Mr.  Mayo  is 
manager  and  secretary  of  the  Hoover,  Owen, 
Reutshiler  Company,  makers  of  the  famous 
Corliss  engines.  Children:  Dana  Harrat 
Nickerson  Mayo,  born  May  17,  1891 ;  Olive 
Dana  Mayo,  bom  September  20,  1899;  Wil- 
liam Neale  Mayo,  born  March  13,  1901.  2. 
Francis  William,  born  Boston,  December  17, 
1866.  He  was  educated  in  the  Everett  gram- 
mar school,  and  the  Bryant  &  Stratton  Busi- 
ness College  in  Boston.  He  then  engaged  in 
general  teaming  and  trucking  business  with  his 
father,  and  so  continued  until  May  25,  1908, 
when  he  became  manager  of  the  general  gro- 
cery and  provision  store  in  Scituate,  Massa- 
chusetts, of  which  his  father-in-law,  Jonathan 
Hatch,  is  proprietor.  For  three  years  Mr. 
Dana  was  a  member  of  the  common  council  of 
Everett,  and  for  one  year  its  president.  He  is 
a  Mason,  member  of  Everett  Lodge ;  a  Repub- 
lican in  politics,  and  a  Universalist  in  religious 
preference.  He  married,  June  21,  1901,  Grace 
F.,  daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Rachel  (Syl- 
vester) Hatch,  of  Scituate,  and  by  whom  he 
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has  one  child,  Francis  William  Dana  Jr.  3. 
George  Neale,  born  January  18,  1869,  died 
August  4,  1869.  4.  Mary  Ethel,  born  in  Chel- 
sea, February  i,  1871 ;  married  January  24, 
1900,  Alva  Curtis.  Children:  Herman  Dem- 
ing  and  Ballard  Dana,  twins,  born  August  8, 
1902.

The   surname    Mayo    is   undoubt- 
MAYO    edly  of  Irish  origin,  yet  the  immi- 
grant ancestor  of  the  family  here 
treated  was  born  in  England,  and  graduated 
from  an  English  university. 

( I )  Rev.  John  Mayo  came  to  New  England 
about  the  year  1638,  and  in  1639  went  to 
Barnstable  and  was  ordained  teaching  elder 
in  connection  with  the  Rev.  John  Lothrop. 
He  was  made  freeman  in  1640,  and  in  1646 
removed  to  Eastham  and  subsequently  took 
charge  of  the  church  in  that  town  until  1655, 
when  he  was  settled  over  the  Second  (North) 
church  in  Boston.  In  1673  in  consequence  of 
advanced  years  he  returned  to  Barnstable,  and 
there  and  at  Eastham  and  Yarmouth  passed 
the  remainder  of  his  life  with  his  children. 
He  died  at  Yarmouth,  in  May,  1676.  As  a 
minister  he  enjoyed  an  especial  prominence, 
and  in  1658  was  honored  with  the  appointment 
to  preach  the  annual  election  sermon.  His 
wife  Tomosin,  or  Tamsin,  died  in  Yarmouth, 
February  26,  1682.  Their  children,  all  born  in 
England,  were:  i.

John  Locke  ( 1 ) ,  who  came  from 
LOCKE      Yorkshire,  England,  about  1644 
(some  accounts  say  1638),  was 
the  first  in  this  country  of  the  Locke  line  con- 
sidered in  this  narrative,  and  settled  first  at 
Dover,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  had  a  right 
of  land.     He  removed  thence  to  Fort  Point,  in 
Newcastle,    a    few    years    later   to    Sagamore 
creek,  and   from  there  to  a  neck  of  land  in 
Rye  called  Joscelyn's  neck,  Locke's  neck,  until 
1676.  and  is  now  known  as  Straw's  Point.   By 
trade  he  was  a  house  carpenter.     About  1652 
he  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Berry, 
who  was  probably  the  first  settler  at  the  place 
then   called    Sandy    Beach,    now   Rye.      John 
l.ocke  was  killed  by  the  Indians,  August  26, 
1696,  while  at  work  in  his  fields.    The  Hamp- 
ton town  records  says  ''John  Locke,  Senr.  was 
killed  by  the  Heathen  in  his  lot  at  work  upon."

(I)  In  the  "History  of  Roxbury,  Massa- 
chusetts," is  written:  "It  has  been  remarked 
that  no  people  can  boast  of  more  honorable 
descent  than  those  of  Massachusetts;"  and 
that  "the  Roxbury  people  were  the  best  that 
came"  from  England.  One  of  the  earliest 
families  in  Roxbury  was  that  of  William 
Chandler,  who  with  his  wife  Annis  and  their 
four  children  came  from  England  and  settled 
in  the  plantation  there  in  the  year  1637.  They 
were  admitted  to  the  church  at  the  same  time, 
and  soon  after  their  arrival  in  Roxbury,  hence 
we  may  know  that  they  were  of  good  repute 
and  walked  orderly  in  their  daily  life.  The 
Eliot  church  records  say  that  "William  Chan- 
dler, a  Christian,  Godly  brother,  died  of  con- 
sumption, month  ii,  day  26,  1641,  and  was 
buried  19  (11)  1641,  in  Roxbury."  After  the 
death  of  her  husband.  .Xnnis  C mentioned  as 
Ann)  married.

ril)  W^illiam  Chandler,  Jr.,  third  child  of 
William  and  Annis  Chandler,  was  born  in 
England,  and  died  in  Andover,  Massachu- 
setts, in  1698,  aged  about  sixty-five  years.  He 
was  admitted  freeman  in  1669,  and  although 
he  mentions  himself  as  a  brickmaker  he  was 
the  keeper  of  an  inn,  or  ordinary,  the  sign  of 
which  was  a  horseshoe,  on  the  road  from  Ips- 
wich to  liillerica.  He  was  licensed  as  inn- 
keeper June  17,  1692,  by  their  majesties'  jus- 
tices in  a  general  sessions  held  in  Salem. 
William  Chandler  married,  first,  Mary  Dane, 
of  Andover,  who  was  born  in  Ipswich,  in 
1638,  and  died  May  10,  1679,  daughter  of  Dr. 
John  Dane,  "the  chiriergen,"  who  was  born 
in  Barkhampstead,  England,  about  1612,  and 
died  in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  September  29, 
1684.  He  gained  considerable  prominence 
through  the  authorship  of  "A  Declaration  of. 
Remarkable  Providences  in  the  Corse  of  my 
Life."  Five  months  after  the  death  of  his 
first  wife,  William  Chandler  married.  Octo- 
ber 8,  1679,  Bridget  Henchman,  daughter  of 
Major  Thomas  Henchman,  of  Concord  and 
Chelmsford,  Massachusetts.  She  died  March 
6,  1 73 1.  Mr.  Chandler  had  eleven  children  by 
his  first  wife,  and  three  by  his  second  wife:  i.

It  is  not  known  that  the  three 
BAILEY    immigrant  ancestors  of  the  num- 
erous .  Bailey    families   of    New 
England — Thomas  .  of   Weymouth,   James  of 
Rowley  and  John  of  Salisbury  and  Newbury 
—were  in  any  manner  related  to  each  other, 
although  their  descendants  in  America  have 
united  in  forming  and  maintaining  what  has 
been  termed  the  Bailey-Bayley  Family  Associ- 
ation, the    purpose    of    which   is  **to  gather 
genealogical  information  and  make  a  perma- 
nent record  of  the  same."     In  Europe  as  well 
as  in   America  the  surname  Bailey  has  been 
variously  spelled,  and  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Atlantic  ocean   it, is  not  entirely  confined  to 
families  of  purely  English  origin.     It  is  found 


in  France  spelled  Bailly,  in  Scotland  Baillie, 
and  in  England  and  America  as  Baily,  Bailey 
and  Bayley. 

Of  the  three  principal  immigrants  who  came 
to  this  country  in  the  first  half  of  the  seven- 
teenth century,  John  appears  first  in  the  colo- 
nial history  of  New  England,  and  the  circum- 
stances attending  his  debarkation  were  associ- 
ated with  an  event  of  thrilling  interest. 
Thomas  of  Weymouth,  and  James  of  Rowley, 
are  believed  to  have  landed  on  New  England 
shores  in  1640,  but  it  is  with  John  Bailey  of 
Salisbury  and  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  and 
some  of  his  descendants  that  we  have  partic- 
ularlv  to  deal  in  this  narrative. 

( I )  John  Bailey,  senior,  appears  among  the 
earliest  representatives  of  his  surname  in  New 
England,  and  he  is  first  heard  of  as  one  of 
the  passengers  in  the  ship  which  was  wrecked 
at  Pemacjuid  (now  Bristol),  Maine,  in  a  severe 
storm  which  swept  the  New  England  coast  in 
August,  1635.  Hoyt,  in  his  "Old  Families  of 
Salisbury  and  Newbury,"  says  that  John 
Bailey  (Bayley)  came  in  the  ship  "Angel 
Gabriel,"  from  Bristol,  England,  and  was  cast 
away  at  Pemaquid  in  the  "great  storm  of 
August  15,  1635."  He  came  from  Chippen- 
ham, England,  and  was  a  weaver  by  trade. 
He  settled  at  Newbury,  and  was  one  of  the 
early  planters  there.  In  1637  he  went  into 
the  country  beyond  the  Merrimac,  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Powow  (Pawaw)  river,  and 
there  built  a  log  cabin  and  began  to  cultivate 
the  land  and  also  to  catch  fish  from  the  river. 
He  left  behind  in  England  a  wife,  son  Robert 
and  two  or  more  daughters,  but  in  this  coun- 
try he  had  a  son  John,  who  came  with  him  in 
1635,  and  a  daughter  Johanna,  who  either 
came  with  her  father  or  soon  afterward.  The 
"Bailey  Genealogy"  informs  us  that  John 
Bailey,  senior,  as  he  is  mentioned  in  early 
records,  was  a  fisherman,  and  had  the  sole 
right  of  fishing  in  the  Powow  river,  on  condi- 
tion that  a  portion  of  the  fish  taken  be  given 
to  the  town.  In  1639  the  settlement  of  Col- 
chester (afterward  Salisbury)  was  begun,  and 
in  1640  he  shared  in  the  fish  division  of  land 
there,  receiving  other  grants  in  1642  and  1643. 
The  fishing  right  was  granted  him  in  1642. 
But  it  appears  that  the  good  townsmen  of  the 
plantation  did  not  take  kindly  to  John  Bailey^s 
residence  among  them  without  the  presence  of 
his  wife,  and  in  1651  it  was  ordered  by  the 
court  that  he  return  to  England  in  the  next 
vessel  or  send  for  his  wife  to  come  over  to 
him.  Hoyt's  narrative  says  that  he  was  or- 
dered "to  return  unto  his  wife  bv  the  next 
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summer,"  or  send  for  her  to  come  over  to  him, 
and  then  he  *Svas  afraid  to  go  back"  probably 
because  of  his  unfortunate  experience  on  the 
Maine  coast  at  the  time  of  his  immigration. 
He  did  not  Hve,  however,  to  obey  the  man- 
date of  the  court,  and  died  soon  after  it  was 
ordered  against  him.  He  died  November  3, 
1651.  His  will  was  proved  April  13,  1652, 
and  in  it  he  gave  his  home  in  Salisbury  to  his 
son  John  during  his  lifetime,  with  remainder 
to  John  (3),  son  of  son  John,  they  paying  to 
his  widow  six  pounds  if  she  should  come  over 
to  **Newburyland.''  To  his  daughter  Jo- 
hanna, wife  of  William  Huntington,  he  gave  a 
liouse  and  five  acres  of  land  which  he  had 
bought  of  Mr.  Rowell ;  to  his  son  Robert,  in 
Kngland,  fifteen  pounds,  and  to  each  of  his 
daughters  fifteen  pounds  if  they  came  over  to 
New  England,  and  five  pounds  if  they  did  not 
come.  There  is  no  evidence  that  any  other  of 
the  children  of  John  Bailey,  senior,  than  his 
son  John  and  his  daughter  Johanna  ever  came 
to  America,  hence  all  the  Baileys  in  this  coun- 
try who  claim  descent  from  John  of  Salisbury 
and  Newbury,  the  immigrant  ancestor,  must 
be  descended  from  his  son  John,  junior. 

(  n )  John  Bailey,  junior,  son  of  John,  was 
born  in  England,  in  161 3,  and  came  to  Amer- 
ica with  his  father  in  1635.  He  lived  for  a 
time  in  Salisbury,  and  in  1650  settled  in  New- 
bury, on  the  plain,  about  one-(iuarter  of  a  mile 
from  Deer  Island  and  opposite  Cave  Island. 
He  married  Eleanor  Emery,  who  bore  him 
eleven  children:  i.

(VII)  Rev.  Dudley  Perkins  Bailey,  eldest 
of  the  seven  children  of  Isaac  Hazeltine  and 
Phebe  (Cummings)  Bailey,  w^as  born  in  North 
Yarmouth,  Maine,  April  19,  1805,  and  died  in 
Hebron,  Maine,  December  11,  1878.  He  grad- 
uated from  Bowdoin  College,  Brunswick, 
Maine,  in  1829,  studied  theology,  and  entered 
the  ministry  of  the  Baptist  church,  being  or- 
dained October  22,  1834.  The  field  of  his 
ministerial  labors  was  wholly  w^ithin  the  state 
of  Maine,  and  in  the  capacity  of  pastor  he  was 
spiritual  head  of  the  church  of  his  denomina- 
tion in  Greene,  Wavne.  Cornville,  St.  Albans 
and  Monson,  his  last  pastorate  having  been  of 
eighteen  years  duration.  For  a  few  years  also 
he  engaged  in  missionary  work.  His  life  and 
energies  were  devoted  to  the  work  of  the  min- 
istry throughout  a  long  period  of  years,  and 
his  work  was  well  done.  Mr.  Bailey  married 
first,  December  30,  1833,  Hannah  Russell 
Hayes,  died  December  28,  1834,  leaving  no 
children.  He  married  second,  February  22. 
1839,  Hannah  Barrows  Cushman,  daughter  of 
Gideon  and  Phebe  (Barrows)  Cushman,  of 
the  seventh  generation  from  Robert  Cushman. 
She  was  born  in  Hebron  July  28,  1816,  and 
died  March  28.  1882,  having  survived  her  hus- 
band a  little  more  than  three  years.  Her 
grandfather,  Gideon  Cushman,  was  born  in 
Plympton,  Massachusetts,  November  21. 
1750,  and  died  in  Hebron,  May  7,  1845.  He 
was  a  soldier  of  the  revolution,  and  a  man  of 
sterling  character.  He  married  February  25, 
1773,  R"th  Shaw,  w^ho  died  in  Hebron,  De- 
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cember  19,  1836.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
Gideon  Cushman  had  ten  sons  and  daughters, 
seventy  grandchildren  and  one  hundred  fifty 
great-grandchilden.  Rev.  Dudley  Perkins  and 
Hannah  Barrows  (Cushman)  Bailey  had 
three  children:  i.

(\  ni)  Dudley  Perkins,  only  soK  of  Rev. 
Dudley  Perkins  and  Hannah  Barrows  (Cush- 
man) Bailey,  was  born  in  the  town  of  Corn- 
ville,  Maine,  October  24,  1843,  ^"^  f^^  more 
than  thirty-six  years  has  been  closely  identi- 
fied with  the  professional,  social  and  political 
history  of  the  city  of  Everett,  Massachusetts, 
where  he  has  lived  since  1872.  His  earlier 
literary  education  was  acquired  in  Monson 
Academy.  Monson,  Maine,  and  his  higher  edu-* 
cation  in  Colby  University,  where  he  gradu- 
ated A.  B.  in  1867.  He  studied  for  the  pro- 
fession of  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
Portland,  Maine,  April  28,  1870.  Two  years 
after  he  came  to  the  bar  Mr.  Bailey  took  up 
his  residence  in  Everett,  Massachusetts,  and  in 
many  respects  has  been  associated  w^ith  busi- 
ness interests  of  that  town  and  subsequent 
city.  He  is  known  as  the  ''historian  of  Ever- 
ett," a  distinction  he  gained  by  reason  of  his 
aulhorshi])  of  an  admirable  history  of  that 
town  which  was  published  in  Drake's  ''His- 
tory of  Middlesex  County."  also  a  subsequent 
sketch  in  Lewis's  "History  of  Middlesex 
County,"  and  a  more  complete  history  than 
either  contains,  in  "The  Everett  Souvenir," 
1893.  He  is  well  versed  in  real  estate  values 
in  that  city,  and  he  now  is  a  large  property 
owner  of  that  municipality.  For  fourteen 
years.  iS/C)-()0,  inclusive,  he  was  a  member 
of  the  school  committee,  and  was  chairman  of 
the  board  five  years.  He  was  one  of  the  pio- 
neers in  the  establishment  of  the  Everett  Pub- 
lic Library,  of  which  he  has  been  trustee  since 
1878,  having  served  as  chairman  and  as  sec- 
retary of  the  board.  In  1886  and  1887  Mr. 
l»ailey  represented  the  town  of  Everett  in  the 
lower  Ijranch  of  the  general  court,  and  while  a 
member  of  the  house  was  chairman  of  the 
committee  on  taxation,  besides  being  in  1887 
also  a   member   of   the  committee  on   i)roba- 


tional  insolvency.     He  has  been   a   life-long 
Republican,   and   while  not  without   political 
ambitions  he  never  has  been  in  any  sense  a 
politician    nor    sought   to   subordinate    public 
interest  to  party  advantage.    He  has  at  heart 
the  welfare  of  his  city  and  its  institutions,  and 
is  known  as  a  loyal  champion  of  every  im- 
provement which  has  for  its  purpose  the  wel- 
fare of  Everett  and  its  people.    He  also  is  a 
writer  of  more  than  statewide  celebrity,  and 
several  of  his  monologue  articles  have  appear- 
ed, mostly   in   the  Banker's  Magazine,   New 
York  city.     He  contributed  a  series  of  inter- 
esting articles  on  the  banking  system  of  the 
state  which  were  published  under  the  title  of 
"History     of     Banking    in    Massachusetts," 
1876.     He  also  contributed  for  several  years 
to  the  Banker's  Magazine  articles  on  the  clear- 
ing houses  both  at  home  and  abroad  which 
contain   more   complete   statistical   data  than 
can  be  found  in  any  other  publication.    He  Is 
also  author  of  chapters  relating  to  clearing 
houses  in  Bolles*s  "Practical  Banking."    Mr. 
l)ailev  is  a  member  and  was  for  about  fifteen 
years  treasurer  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Everett;  and  from  1888  to  1899  was  superin- 
tendent of  the  Glendale  Baptist  Sunday  school. 
He  is  a  member  of  Palestine  Lodge,  F.  and 
A.    M. :   Tabernacle   Chapter,   R.    A.   M.,  of 
Maiden ;   Beauseant   Commandery,   K.  T.  of 
Maiden ;  was  the  first  president  of  the  Pine 
Tree  State  Club  of  Everett;  life  member  and 
director  and  chairman  of  the  finance  commit- 
tee of  the  Massachusetts  Baptist  Missionary 
Society,  and  since  1890  attorney  for  the  cor- 
poration :  trustee  of  Newton  Theological  In- 
stitution and  of  Colby  College. 

Switzerland,  on  March  2,  1901, 
Dudley  Perkins  Bailey  married  Mrs.  Adelaide 
P.  Potter,  widow  of  Rev.  George  B.  Potter,  a 
clergyman  of  the  Baptist  church,  and  a  daugh- 
ter of   Dr.   Levi    Pierce  and  his   wdfe  Sabra 
Kidder.    Rev.  George  B.  and  Adelaide  P.  Pot- 
ter had  one  child,  Justin  Pierce  Potter,  who 
died  in  infancy.    Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bailey  have  no 
children.     Mrs.   Potter  was  the  founder  and 
was    for   twenty-nine   years  principal   of  the 
"Home  School,"  Everett,  established  in  1874, 
a  college  and   preparatory  school   for   young 
ladies.

America  the  surname  Dalton  has  been 
I  from  the  earliest  times  of  the  colonies, 
ot  only  in  New  England,  but  in  other 
of  the  country,  especially  in  some  of 
outhern  provinces.  These,  however, 
argely  descendants  .of  the  English  Dal- 
f  whom  history  has  furnished  the  names 


of  a  good  number ;  but  the  particular  branch 
of  the  family  proposed  to  be  treated  in  this 
place  appears  to  have  sprung  from  sturdy 
Irish  stock  and  first  became  known  in  Ameri- 
can history  during  the  period  of  the  revolu- 
tion, when  Edward  Dalton  was  one  of  the 
crew  of  the  ship  "Junius  Brutus,"  in  service  as 
a  privateer.  Philemon  Dalton,  linen-weaver, 
immigrated  to  America  in  the  ship  "Increase" 
in  1635,  and  settled  in  the  plantation  at  Water- 
town  ;  but  there  is  no  reason  for  the  belief 
that  he  was  in  any  way  connected  with  the 
ancestors  of  Edward  Dalton,  who  fought 
against  the  British  during  the  struggle  for 
American  independence. 

(I)  One  contemporary  writer  says  that  Ed- 
ward Dalton  came  to  Salem,  Massachusetts,  in 
1776,  from  Ireland,  "with  his  best  friend, 
John  Kehoo."  This  seems  to  have  been  his 
first  appearance  in  New  England  history,  and 
in  the  ship's  list  of  officers  and  crew  of  the 
"Junius  Brutus,"  dated  Salem,  June  15,  1780, 
Edward  Dalton,  gp.mner,  is  described  as  being 
thirty-five  years  old,  five  feet  eight  inches  tall, 
and  of  dark  complexion.  He  was  born  there- 
fore in  1745.  Felt,  in  his  "Annals  of  Salem." 
says  that  on  February  19,  1782,  "the  American 
privateer  7"i^i"s  Brutus,'  carrying  20  guns 
and  110  men,  brought  a  prize  into  Salem ;"  and 
the  "Historical  Collections  of  the  Essex  In- 
stitute" (vol.  i,  p.  112)  gives  a  brief  sketch  of 
this  privateer,  with  a  list  of  the  officers  and 
seamen,  among  whom  mention  is  made  of 
"Capt.  John  Brooks,  who  had  nine  shares  in 
the  prize;  Lieut.  William  Patterson,  six 
shares ;  Edward  Dalton,  gunner,  three  shares," 
etc.  Other  than  as  a  gunner  in  the  privateer 
service  during  the  revolution  the  records  fur- 
nish no  account  of  Edward  Dalton,  but 
through  well  preserved  family  records  his  mar- 
riage and  the  names  of  his  children  are  known. 
He  was  born  in  December,  1745,  and  died  in 
April,  1798.  He  married,  November  4,  1778, 
Sarah  Moses,  died  1840,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Moses  and  Sarah  Brown  his  wife,  grand- 
daughter of  Captain  Eleazer  Moses  and  Mary 
Henderson  his  wife,  great-granddaughter  of 
Captain  Eleazer  Moses  and  Hannah  Ward  his 
wife,  and  great-great-granddaughter  of  Henry 
Moses  and  his  wife  Remember  Giles.  Henry 
Moses  was  early  in  Salem,  but  whence  he 
came,  his  parentage  and  the  date  of  his  birth 
are  unknown.  He  died  in  Salem  in  1685,  or 
before  that  year.

(II)   Samuel  Moses  Dalton.  second  son  of 

Edward  and  Sarah  (Moses)  Dalton,  followed 
the  sea,  and  in  a  letter  written  in  1810  gives  the 
following  interesting  narrative  of  some  of  his 
experiences:  "I  have  been  from  home  to  the 
best  of  my  recollection  twelve  or  thirteen 
years,  and  out  of  that  fifteen  months  on  board 
the  'Constitution,'  state's  frigate,  Capt.  Mur- 
ray, and  was  discharged  in  Philadelphia  and 
then  sailed  for  England,  where  I  kept  in  the 
merchant  service  for  two  or  three  years,  but 
at  last  was  unfortunately  pressed  into  His 
I>rittanic  ^Majesty's  service  at  Barbadoes  by 
the  *Busy  Brig'  in  the  year  1803;  but  remained 
on  her  four  days  and  was  drafted  on  board  H. 
M.  S.  *Argo/  of  44  guns,  where  I  remained 
aboard  18  months,  when  I  was  drafted  on 
board  H.  M.  sloop  *Elk*  at  Deptford,  where  I 
have  remained  ever  since,  to  the  day  of  the 
date  hereof.''  It  may  be  said  further  that 
Mr.  Dalton  was  cruising  off  Port  Royal, 
Jamaica,  1809;  on  board  H.  M.  ship  "Ceres," 
181 1  ;  at  Chatham,  1812;  in  Malta  prison, 
from  which  he  was  expecting  to  be  sent  to 
England  and  soon  released,  1814;  wrote  from 
Marseilles  on  a  merchant  ship,  1815;  from 
Hamburg,  sailing  to  Calcutta  and  thence  to 
Havana,  18 16. 

In  this  connection  it  is  interesting  to  narrate 
some  of  the  vicissitudes  of  John  Dalton,  third 
son  of  Edward  Dalton  and  Sarah  Moses,  for 
he  too  was  a  seafaring  man:  1801,  at  Madras, 
Bay  of  Bengal;  1806,  on  board  the  *'Rising 
Sun,''  to  Baltimore;  1807,  on  board  ship 
*' Amity"  from  Baltimore  to  Amsterdam, 
thence  to  St.  Ubes,  back  to  TUltimorc,  and 
then  expects  to  come  home;  1808,  at  Halifax, 
impressed  on  the  ''Inflexible;"  1810,  at  Malta; 
181 3.  at  Staten  Island  in  hospital;  had  been  in 
Knglish  and  Spanish  prisons,  was  taken  sick 
and  sent  to  hospital  at  Porto  Rico,  then 
brought  to  Staten  Island  "more  dead  than 
alive:"  l(^st  money  and  clothing:  October, 
181 3,  (lied  of  consumption  in  the  hospital. 

Sally  Dalton,  who  has  been  mentioned  in 
some  records  as  Sarah  Dalton,  and  who  was 
the  only  daughter  of  Edward  and  Sarah 
(Moses)  Dalton,  was  baptized  December  21, 
1783,  in  St.  Peter's  church  (Episcopal)  Salem, 
and  married  January  i,  1803,  Benjamin  Bul- 
son. 

(l\  )  Eleazer  Moses  Dalton.  youngest  of  the 
children  of  Edward  and  Sarah  C Moses)   Dal- 


ton, was  born  in  Salem,  February  5,  1795,  and 
died  there  in  May,  1886,  in  his  ninety-second 
year.    In  1817  he  married  Harriet  Boardman, 
of  Marblehead,  who  died  in  1881.    He  was  by 
trade  a  shoemaker,  and   from    1818  to  1846 
was  partner  with  his  brother  Joseph  in  the 
firm  of  J.  &  E.  M.  Dalton,  manufacturers  of 
boots  and  shoes.    In  181 3  he  joined  the  Essex 
Guards,  a  military  company  organized  in  1812 
for  home  defence.     In  1816  he  joined  the  In- 
dependent Cadets,  of  which  he  was  the  oldest 
surviving  member  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
Salem  Charitable  Mechanics  Association,  hav- 
ing joined  in  181 7,  and  was  its  secretary  from 
1833  to  1850. 

(II)  Joseph  Dalton,  sixth  child  and  fifth  son 
of  Edward  and  Sarah  (Moses)  Dalton,  was 
born  in  Salem,  January  i,  1792,  and  died  there 
March  3,  185 1.     For  many  years  he  was  en- 
gaged in  mercantile  and  manufacturing  pur- 
suits in  partnership  with  his  brother  Eleazer, 
his  active  business  career  extending  through  a 
period  of  more  than  forty  years.

)nel  Dalton  appears  to  have  inherited 
irtial  spirit  of  his  ancestors,  and  in  turn 
litted  it  to  his  sons.  As  early  as  the 
[836  he  joined  the  Salem  Cadets,  and 
[uently  became  a  member  of  the  famous 
m  Association.  While  a  member  of  the 
corps  he  rose  through  the  several  grades 


to  the  rank  of  captain,  and  held  a  commission 
as  such  at  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war.  The 
corps  was  then  commanded  by  Major  Samuel 
C.  Foster;  Captain  Dalton  was  next  ranking 
officer,  and  when  the  corps  was  ordered  to 
Fort  Warren  he  went  there  with  the  men. 
While  on  duty  there  he  received  a  commis- 
sion from  Governor  A.  Andrew  as  major, 
and  was  ordered  to  command  of  the 
recruiting  camp  at  Lynnfield,  which  soon- 
afterward  was  removed  to  Box  ford.  While 
in  charge  of  the  camp  he  was  commissioned 
lieutenant-colonel  of  the  Fortieth  Massachu- 
setts Infantry,  and  in  1862  took  his  regiment 
to  the  front.  The  command  was  first  sent  in- 
to Virginia,  then  to  Charleston  Harbor,  and 
afterward  was  stationed  at  Folly  Island. 
While  there  he  was  taken  sick  and  subse- 
quently was  discharged  for  disability.  He 
then  returned  to  Salem  and  afterwards  be- 
came prominently  identified  with  the  civil  and 
political  history  of  the  city  and  Essex  county. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  common  council  in 
1853  and  also  served  as  representative  in  the 
state  legislature. 

On  November  29,  1833,  Colonel  Dalton 
married  Mary  Fairfield,  who  was  born  March 
22,  1814,  died  July  21,  1887,  daughter  of  Sam- 
uel Fairfield  and  Esther  Frye  his  wife.  Colo- 
nel Dalton  and  his  wife  raised  to  maturity  a 
family  of  five  children,  among  them  three 
sons,  each  of  whom  in  the  activities  of  life 
proved  himself  worthy  of  his  family  name 
and  ancestors,  and  two  at  least  of  whom  won 
distinction  by  their  achievements  during  the 
civil  w^r.  Their  children:  i.  Sarah  Eliza, 
born  in  Salem,  May  22.  1839;  married,  1863, 
Thorndike  Chase,  born  February  8,  1838,  died 
March  13,  1900,  son  of  George  C.  Chase  and 
Mary  Bray  his  wife.  Of  their  three  children 
two  died  in  infancy;  their  surviving  child, 
Frank  Thorndike  Chase,  was  born  May  15, 
1864,  and  lives  in  Salem.  2.  Samuel,  born  in 
Salem  June  25,  1840,  died  October  18,  1906. 
(see  post).  3.  Joseph  Franklin,  born  in  Sa- 
lem April  19,  1842.  (see  post).  4.  Larkin, 
born  January  21,  1849;  unmarried;  lives  in 
Salem.

(IV)  General  Samuel  Dalton,  second  child 
and  eldest  son  of  Colonel  Joseph  Allen  and 
Mary  (Fairfield)  Dalton,  was  born  in  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  June  25,  1840,  and  died  in  Bos- 
ton, October  18,  1906.  He  attained  enviable 
prominence  by  reason  of  meritorious  service 
as  a   soldier  and   officer   during  the  war  of 
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1861-65,  and  afterwards  by  his  services  to  the 
common weahh  of  Massachusetts  in  connec- 
tion with  its  department  of  military  affairs. 
In  1861  he  was  a  private  in  the  Salem  Cadets, 
and  early  during  the  war  enlisted  as  private 
in  Company  D,  Fourteenth  Massachusetts 
Infantry;  was  appointed  sergeant,  July  5, 
1 861 ;  promoted  second  lieutenant,  February 
2,  1862;  first  lieutenant,  June  7,  1862,  and 
held  a  commission  when  his  regiment  became 
the  First  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery. 
General  Dalton  was  discharged  and  mustered 
out  of  service  October  i,  1864,  then  returned 
home  and  again  became  a  private  in  the  Sa- 
lem Cadets.  In  1866  he  was  elected  captain, 
then  major,  and  still  later  lieutenant-colonel 
of  that  famous  military  organization.  In  De- 
cember, 1 88 1,  he  was  appointed  inspector  with 
the  rank  of  colonel,  on  the  staff  of  Governor 
Long,  and  on  January  4,  1883,  became  ad- 
jutant-general of  the  state  with  the  rank  of 
brigadier-general.  He  was  reappointed  each 
year  until  January  i,  1905.  A  part  of  the 
term  of  his  service  his  rank  was  major-general. 

In  business  life  General  Dalton  was  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  as  a  leather  merchant 
in  Salem,  and  afterwards  in  the  same  line  in 
Boston.  He  married,  March  9,  1863,  Harriet 
Frost  Nichols,  daughter  of  William  Frye 
Nichols  and  Abigail  Buffington  his  wife. 
His  widow  survives  him  and  lives  in  Boston 
with  their  two  children :  Edith  Buffington 
Dalton,  born  December  10,  1869,  and  Robert 
Osborne   Dalton,  born  June   12,    1879. 

(I\')  Colonel  Joseph  Franklin  Dalton,  sec- 
ond son  and  third  child  of  Colonel  Joseph  Allen 
and  Mary  (Fairfield)  Dalton,  was  born  in 
wSaleni,  Massachusetts,  April  19,  1842,  and  lived 
at  home  with  his  parents  until  he  enlisted  in  the 
Union  navv.  He  was  mustered  into  service 
February  17,  1862,  as  yeoman  aboard  the  U. 
S.  gunboat  **Katahdin,"  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander George  Henry  Preble,  and  was  ap- 
pointed clerk  to  the  commander,  who  after- 
ward became  rear  admiral.  He  served  aboard 
the  "Katahdin"  until  July  27,  1862,  and  then 
was  transferred  to  the  U.  S.  sloop-of-war 
*'Oneida."  Both  of  these  vessels  were  at- 
tached to  the  west  gulf  scjuadron  under  Rear 
Admiral  Farragut.  Colonel  Dalton  was  with 
l^^arragut  in  the  naval  expedition  against  New 
Orleans  ordered  by  President  Lincoln  in  No- 
vember, 1 861,  and  was  at  his  post  during  the 
operations  against  Vicksburg,  Mississippi,  June 
28.  1862,  ancl  also  on  July  15  following,  when 
the  ''Katahdin"  was  for  three  hours  under  a 
heavy  fire  in  an  engagement  with  the  Confed- 


erate ram  "Arkansas."  After  he  was

(V)  Arthur  Treadwell  Dalton,  second  son 
and  fourth  child  of  Colonel  Joseph  Franklin 
and  Eliza  Jane  (Trask)  Dalton,  was  born  in 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  March  2}^,  1877,  and 
was  twenty-one  years  old  when  he  enlisted  for 
service  in  Battery  D,  First  Heavy  Artillery, 
during  the  late  war  with  Spain.  He  was  dis- 
charged November  19,  1898,  and  on  the  same 
day  re-enlisted  in  the  Ninth  Infantry,  U.  S. 
A.,  stationed  at  Madison  Barracks,  Sacket 
Harbor,  New  York,  as  private,  with  the  in- 
tention of  availing  himself  of  the  provision 
which  allowed  a  private  to  study  and  after 
two  years  of  service  take  an  examination  for 
promotion  to  the  rank  of  second  lieutenant. 
He  received  a  warrant  as  corporal  January 
10,  1899,  ^"^  acted  as  clerk  of  Company  F; 
left  Madison  Barracks  March  17,  1899,  for 
the  Presidio,  San  Francisco,  was  ordered  to 
remain  there,  and  soon  afterward  was 
detailed  on  recruiting  duty  at  Sacramento, 
and  Butte,  Montana,  and  finally  was  ordered 
to  Boston ;  qualified  and  received  a  commis- 
sion as  second  lieutenant  July  5,  1901,  and  was 
assigned  to  the  Twenty-seventh  Infantry,  sta- 
tioned at  Plattsburg,  New  York,  and  later  at 
Atlanta,  Georgia.  On  January  2,  1902,  Lieu- 
tenant Dalton  sailed  with  his  regiment  from 
San  Francisco  for  Manila,  from  whence  the 
command  was  assigned  to  duty  on  the  island 
of  Mindanao ;  remained  there  until  June,  1903, 
and  then  was  ordered  to  Manila,  where  on 
August  14,  1903,  Lieutenant  Dalton  was  ap- 
pointed batallion  quartermaster  and  commis- 
sary. His  present  rank  is  first  lieutenant,, 
serving  with  the  Twentieth  Infantry,  at  the 
Presidio  of  Monterey,  California.  He  mar- 
ried, March  14,  1907,  Frances  Ann  Perley, 
born  June  20,  1881,  daughter  of  Edward  Lee 
Perley  and  Alice  Odell  his  wife. 


Conternporary  history    furnishes 
TRASK     the  names  of  three  progenitors 

of  as  many  branches  of  the 
Trask  family  in  New  England,  and  does  not 
appear  to  connect  them  in  relationship,  al- 
though there  is  evidence  to  support  the  theory 
that  they  are  all  descended  from  the  ancient 
family  of  that  surname  which  was  seated  in 
East  Coker.  Somersetshire,  England. 

In  New  England  the  family  name  Trask  for 
nearly  three  centuries  has  filled  an  important 
place  in  the  civil  and  military  history  of  the 
region,  and  the  first  of  the  name  in  America 
was  a  soldier  of  the  Pequot  war,  commander 
of  a  company  of  colonists  and  holding  a  com- 
mission as  captain.     This  was  Captain   Wil- 
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Ham  Trask,  of  Salem,  Massachusetts,  a  des- 
cendant of  the  English  Coker  Trasks,  and 
who  is  said  to  have  been  at  Salem  as  early  as 
1626,  before  Endicott's  arrival  there. 

That  there  was  a  relationship  between  Cap- 
tain William  Trask^s  family  and  immediate 
descendants  and  those  of  the  same  name  who 
appeared  in  the  town  at  a  later  date  is  a  fact 
which  vvill  hardly  admit  of  dispute,  yet  by 
reason  of  an  absence  of  records  the  connection 
cannot  be  definitely  established.  William 
Trask  made  application  to  be  admitted  free- 
man in  1636,  but  does  not  appear  to  have 
taken  the  oath  as  such;  yet  he  was  made  cap- 
tain of  the  train  band  as  early  as  1632,  repre- 
sented the  town  of  Salem  in  the  general  court 
in  1635,  1636,  1637  and  1639,  and  in  1637 
commanded  a  company  in  the  expedition  under 
Endicott  against  the  Pecjuot  Indians.  For  that 
service  he  was  granted  in  the  same  year  two 
hundred  and  fifty  acres  of  land,  and  in  1661 
received  an  additional  grant  of  four  hundred 
acres.  In  various  historical  and  genealogical 
records  much  is  written  of  the  public  life  and 
services  of  Captain  William  Trask,  and  some 
chroniclers  have  given  accounts  of  the  origin  of 
the  family  in  England,  but  so  far  as  can  be  dis- 
covered no  definite  attemi)t  has  been  made  to 
connect  the  several  branches  of  the  family 
which  became  seated  in  New  England  within 
the  next  two  score  years  after  the  planting 
of  the  first  colony  at  Plymouth.  So  far  as  is 
determined  with  reasonable  accuracy  the  chil- 
dren  of  Captain  William  Trask  were  Sarah, 
Mary,  Susanna,  William.  John,  Elizabeth,  a 
second  Mary,  and  Ann.  The  Salem  vital  rec- 
ords are  imperfect  in  respect  to  marriages, 
births  and  deaths  during  the  earlier  years  of 
the  history  of  the  town,  hence  it  is  difficult 
and  frequently  impossible  to  trace  the  descent 
in  later  generations  of  those  bearing  the  sur- 
name Trask  who  are  believed  to  have  been 
descendants  of  Captain  William  Trask. 

Henry  Trask  came  over  in  the  "Mary  and 
John,"  in  1634,  and  settled  in  the  plantation 
at  Salem.  Other  than  this  the  chroniclers  of 
Trask  family  history  furnish  little  account, 
and  it  is  not  known  that  this  Henry  was  in  any 
manner  related  by  blood  ties  to  Captain  Wil- 
liam Trask.  Henry  Trask  married  Mary 
South  wick,  daughter  of  Lawrence  South  wick, 
and  bv  her  had  one  son,  Henrv,  and  three 
daughters,  Mary,  Ann  and  Sarah. 

Osmond  Trask  was  of  Beverly,  Massachu- 
setts, in  i6rK),  being  then  thirty-five  years  old. 
Savage  says  that  perhaps  he  was  a  son  of 
John  Trask.  whose  father  was  Captain  Wil- 


liam Trask,  before  mentioned.  Osmond  Trask 
by  his  first  wife  Sarah  had  Edward,  John, 
Mary,  William  and  Sarah,  the  latter  of  whom 
died  young;  and  by  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth 
Gaily,  had  Mary,  Samuel,  Benjamin;  Joseph, 
Elizabeth,  William,  Jonathan  and  Edward. 

The  particular  branch  of  the  Trask  family 
intended  to  be  treated  in  this  place  is  doubt- 
less allied  to  that  of  the  one  of  the  progenitors 
mentioned  in  preceding  paragraphs,  although 
because  of  imperfect  records  the  exact  rela- 
tionship cannot  now  be  established ;  and  by 
reason  of  this  fact  our  present  narrative  must 
begin  with  Job  Trask,  whose  mother's  name 
was  Esther  and  whose  father's  christian  name 
is  unknown,  but  who  is  supposed  to  have  been 
born  about  the  year  1700. 

Job  Trask  was  a  soldier  of  the  French  and 
Indian  war,  and  served  in  Captain  John  Wil- 
liam's company  of  Colonel  Bagley*s  regiment, 
in  1759,  and  until  the  campaign  of  that  year 
was  ended.  If  he  had  brothers  and  sisters 
their  names  are  unknown,  but  it  is  known 
that  his  wife's  name  was  Martha  Gray,  and 
that  they  had  two  children.  Job  and  Esther 
Trask,  both  of  whom  married  and  had  chil- 
dren. The  family  name  of  Esther  Trask's 
husband  was  Crush. 

Job  Trask,  son  of  Job  and  Martha  (Gray) 
Trask,  was  born  October  13,  1765,  and  died 
at  sea,  in  February,  1805.  He  married,  Feb- 
ruary 3,  1788,  Jane  Garland  Dimond  (men- 
tioned in  one  record  as  Diman).  She  was 
born  August  30,  1765,  and  died  March  26, 
1814.  Their  children:  i.  Benjamin,  born 
April  9.  1789:  lost  in  a  hurricane  in  the  West 
Indies,  in  June,   181 1;  age  twenty-two  years.

Thomas  Trask,  second  son  and  child  of  Job 
and  Jane  Garland  (Dimond)  Trask,  was  born 
in  Salem,  May  25,  1791,  and  died  there  De- 
cember 19,  1863.  He  attended  successively 
the  schools  of  Masters  Gray  and  Southwick, 
two  of  the  most  noted  teachers  in  Salem  at 
that  time,  and  in  1805  entered  the  store  of  his 
uncle.  Israel  Putnam,  remaining  in  his  employ 
seven  years.  In  181 3  he  was  clerk  on  board 
the  ])rivate  armed  brig  *' Enterprise,"  John  R. 
Morgan,  commander,  and  was  taken  prisoner 
and  carried  to  Halifax.  Subsequently  he  was 
for  a  time  clerk  in  the  postoffice  in  Salem 
under  Joseph  E.  Sprague,  and  also  in  the  office 
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of  the  clerk  of  courts  of  Essex  county.  In 
181 6  he  went  to  Surinam,  South  America, 
and  continued  to  live  there  until  1840,  suc- 
cessfully engaged  in  commercial  and  mercan- 
tile pursuits.  In  1 819  he  received  the  appoint- 
ment from  President  Monroe  of  the  United 
States  consulship  at  Surinam  and  continued 
in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  that  office 
for  a  period  of  twenty-one  years,  when  he 
resigned. 

In  1 841,  having  obtained  a  comfortable  for- 
tune, Mr.  Trask  returned  to  his  old  home  in 
Salem  and  there  passed  the  remainder  of  his 
life  in  the  quiet  retirement  of  his  native  town 
and  its  associations.  His  home  on  Essex 
street  was  one  of  the  most  commodious  and 
comfortably  appointed  residences  in  Salem 
and  a  seat  of  generous  hospitality  so  long  as 
he  hved;  and  the  old  structure  still  stands, - 
although  since  he  has  passed  from  life's  stage 
it  has  been  remodeled  and  the  lower  floors 
converted  into  stores  for  mercantile  purposes. 
After  his  return  to  Salem  Mr.  Trask  took  a 
commendable  interest  in  public  affairs  in  the 
city  and  also  in  its  institutions  and  served  as 
member  of  both  branches  of  the  municipal 
government,  councilman  in  1846  and  alderman 
continuously  from  1847  to  1852;  and  besides 
these  he  was  chosen  to  other  positions  of  re- 
sponsibility and  honor,  always  acquiting  him- 
self with  credit  to  the  city.  For  several  years 
previous  to  his  death  he  was  a  member  of  the 
Essex  Institute  and  always  manifested  a  deep 
interest  in  its  welfare  by  regular  attendance 
at  its  meetings,  frequent  visits  to  the  rooms 
and  valuable  contributions  of  specimens  to  its 
cabinet  and  to  the  library.

Pearson,  Peirson,  Person, 
Persons,  Persune,  and  is  at  present  spelled 
both  Pierson  and  Pearson  by  descendants  of 
the  same  pioneer.  There  were  several  of  the 
name  in  New  England  before  1650.  Rev. 
Abraham  came  to  Boston,  Massachusetts,  be- 
fore 1640,  and  soon  removed  to  Southampton, 
Long  Island,  then  to  Branford,  Connecticut, 
and  finally  to  Newark,  New  Jersey;  "was  a 
godly,  learned  man,"  "a  Yorkshire  man,  pious 
and  prudent."  Bartholomew  Pearson  settled 
at  Water  town,  removed  to  Woburn,  and  has 
many  descendants.  John  Pearson  settled  in 
Rowley  before  1640;  was  a  prominent  citizen, 
town  officer,  deacon  of  the  church ;  died  about 
1693-94;  has  a  numerous  posterity. 

(I)  John  Pearson,  immigrant  ancestor  of 
this  family,  settled  in  Reading,  Massachusetts. 
He  must  not  be  confused  with  John,  of  Row- 
ley. John,  of  Reading,  was  born  161 5,  in 
Yorkshire,  England,  and  died  at  Reading  in 
1679,  aged  sixty-four.  He  was  a  proprietor 
of  the  town  as  early  as  1644,  and  was  admitted 
a  freeman.  May  26,  1647.  He  was  earlier  of 
Lynn,  and  in  1639  was  among  the  founders 
of  the  town  of  Reading,  formerly  part  of 
Lynn.  He  held  various  town  offices.  He 
deposed  April  2,  1661,  that  his  age  was  about 
forty-five  years.

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4,  i860,  he  started  on  a  sea  voyage  to  Cali- 
fornia by  way  of  Cape  Horn  in  the  clipper 
ship  "Dashing  Wave,"  serving  as  carpenter  on 
that  vessel.    Upon  reaching  California  he  was 
first  employed  by  the  Pacific  Mail  Steamship 
Company  in  San  Francisco,  and  shortly  after 
under  his  old  master,  who  had  been  promoted 
naval  constructor,  and  was  stationed  at  Mare 
Island   navy   yard,    San    Francisco.      In   two 
years  Hichborn  became  master  mechanic  of 
the  station.     He  declined  the  office  of  assis- 
tant naval  constructor  in  1862,  as  the  pay  was 
not  as  much  as  he  was  then  receiving.     He 
accepted  the  position  June  26.  1869,  with  the 
relative   rank  of   lieutenant,   his  appointment 
being  credited  to  California.     In  1870  he  was 
ordered  to   the    Portsmouth   navy   yard,  and 
March    12,    1875,   was   promoted   naval   con- 
structor   with   the   relative    rank   of   captain, 
after  a  competitive  examination  in  which  he 
''tood  first.     He  was  then  assigned  to  League 
Island  navy  yard  at  Philadelphia.    He  became 
a  member  of  the  board  of  inspection  and  sur- 
vey in  1875.  ^"^  served  until  1881,  when  he 
\vas  appointed   to   the   naval   advisory  board 
and  became  prominent  in  the  designing  and 
construction  of  the  new  naval  vessels.   He  was 
^tnt  to  Europe  in    1884    under    instruction^ 
^rom  Secretary  Chandler,  and  his  report  on 
European  docks  and  yards  was  of  much  value 
to  the  profession.     In  the  same  year  he  was 
ordered    to   Washington   as   assistant   to   the 
chief  of  the  bureau  of  construction  and  re- 
pairs, and  on   September   7,    1895,  ^^'^s  pro- 
nioted  to  the  office  of  chief  constructor,  with 
the  relative   rank  of  commodore,   succeeding 
Chief    Constructor    T.    D.   Wilson,    resigned, 
and  Commodore  Hichborn  became  the  respon- 
sible director  of    the    building    of    the    new 
^  nited  States  navy.    His  term  was  four  years, 
^nd  he  was  reappointed  September    7,    1897, 
^'s  term  expiring  by  age  limit  March  4,  1901. 
'^ince  then  Admiral  Hichborn  has  resided  in 
^Vashington,  retired. 

-Among  his  important    inventions    are    the 

^i~anklin     life-buoy,     which     was     generally 

^^opted  by  the  United  States  and  other  navies 

^^  the  world.    He  was  elected  member  of  the 

^ociety  of  the  Naval  Architects  and  Marine 

Engineers  of  America.     His  article  entitled

*'^pril,  1890,  was  widely  copied  and  comment- 

^^  on  and  in  1898  the  necessity  of  his  plan  of

and  coppered.  In  1899  Admiral  Hichborn 
was  elected  a  member  of  the  Institution  of 
Naval  Architects  of  England.  He  is  a  prom- 
inent Free  Mason,  having  taken  all  the  de- 
grees to  the  thirty-second.

GOULD     of  this  family  of  which. there  is 

any  definite  knowledge,  was

(VI)  Zaccheus  Gould,  son  of  Richard 
Gould  (5),  was  born  in  1589,  according  to  his 
own  deposition.  He  lived  in  Hemel  Hemp- 
stead and  later  in  Great  Missenden,  county 
Bucks,  where  he  was  assessed  in  1629.  He 
was  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  Gould 
family.  Pie  came  to  America  with  his  family, 
and  the  first  record  of  him  is  in  Weymouth, 
Massachusetts,  in  1639,  when  he  bought  land 
of  his  brother  Jeremy,  who  had  undoubtedly 
preceded  him  to  this  country.  He  was  one  of 
the  executors  of  the  will  of  Henry  Russell,  of 
Weymouth,  same  year.  He  removed  to  Lynn, 
and  in  1640  owned  a  mill  on  the  Saugus  river. 
He  rented  lands  here  in  1640,  the  rent  being 
payable  in  rye,  wheat,  barley,  oxen,  cows, 
heifers,  calves  and  mares.  In  the  same  vcar 
he  signed  a  petition  to  the  governor  for  ex- 
emption from  training  during  seedtime  and 
harvest,  and  during  haying.  He  removed  to 
that  part  of  Ipswich  which  became  Topsfield 
about  1644,  and  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for 
the  setting  off  of  Topsfield  as  a  town  in  1650. 
He  purchased  from  William  Paine  the  home- 
stead in  Topsfield  where  he  lived  and  died. 
He  took  the  oath  of  fidelity  September  30, 
i6si.  but  was  never  admitted  a  freeman.  An 
amusing  incident  occurred  in  1659,  which 
showed  his  independence.  He  was  up  before 
the  Ipswich  court  for  disturbance  in  public 
worship.  He  was  said  to  have  "sat  down  on 
the  end  of  the  table  about  which  the  minister 


and  scribe  sit,  with  his  hat  full  upon  his  head 
and  his  back  toward  all  the  rest.  Although 
spoken  to  by  the  minister  and  others,  he  alter- 
ed not  his  posture.  He  spoke  audibly  when 
the  minister  was  preaching."  The  order  of 
the  court  was  that  the  defendant  be  admon- 
ished. He  was  fined  also  for  entertaining 
Quakers,  The  farm  in  Topsfield  was  in  the 
Ciould  family  for  several  generations.  The 
first  house  was  a  block-house  to  defend  the 
inhabitants  from  the  Indians,  and  a  garrison 
was  kept  in  it  for  some  time.  The  third 
house  was  built  in  i724^or  soon  after,  and 
was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1878.  On  its  site  a 
fourth  house  was  erected,  which  is  or  was 
lately  occupied  by  David  Pingree.  Zaccheus

In  1675-76,  he  took  part  in  the  Narragansett 
campaign,  enlisting  in  the  "Three-County 
Troop''  under  Captain  Hutchinson  and  again 
under  Captain  Wheeler.  He  was  lieutenant 
and  afterwards  captain  of  the  Topsfield  com- 
pany of  militia.  In  1686  he  was  imprisoned 
for  "treasonable  utterances,"  and  after  some 
time  in  prison  was  released  upon  the  payment 
of  fifty  pounds  in  money  and  upon  the  prom- 
ise of  good  behavior.  Captain  Gould  was 
selectman  in  1686,  1689  and  1690,  and  after- 
wards was  chosen  deputy  to  the  general  court. 
He  died  in  January,  1710,  in  the  seventy-fifth 
year  of  his  age.  His  extensive  estate  w^as 
divided  during  his  life  between  his  five  sons.

Reginald  Foster,  immigrant  an- 
FOSTER  cestor  of  the  Foster  family,  was 
born  about  1595  in  Barmton, 
England.  He  came  to  America  about  1635 
with  his  wife  Judith,  five  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters, and  settled  in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts, 
about  1638.  He  resided  near  the  East  Bridge. 
His  name  was  often  spelled  Reynold.  He 
bought  of  John  Tuttell,  September  26,  1638. 
a  house  and  lands  in  Ipswich.  He  had  charge 
of  the  town  herd  of  cattle  on  the  south  side  of 
the  river  in  1643;  ^^  work  to  be  done,  by 
permission  of  the  authorities,  by  his  son  Abra- 
ham; in  1 661  he  was  highway  surveyor.  He 
owned  shares  in  both  Plum  and  Hog  Islands. 
He  died  in  1681.  His  will  made  April  30, 
1680,  proved  June  9,  1681,  bequeathed  to  wife 
Sarah  what  she  brought  at  marriage  and  other 
things ;  to  sons  Abraham,  Reynold,  Isaac,  Wil- 
liam and  Jacob;  to  daughters  Sarah,  wife  of 
William  Story,  and  Mary,  wife  of  Francis 
Peabody;  to  grandchild  Hannah  Story.

He  died  there  May  23,  1893.  ^^  ^^as  a  Re- 
publican in  politics,  but  not  active  in  public 
affairs.  He  was  a  member  of  the  orthodox 
Congregational  church.  He  was  a  Free 
Mason,  a  member  of  the  lodge  and  also  of  the 
chapter.  Royal  Arch  Masons.  He  was  a  man 
of  sterling  character,  upright  and  honorable 
in  all  the  relations  of  life,  of  good  judgment 
and  ability  in  business.  He  had  many  friends 
who  mourned  his  death.  He  married,  first, 
Martha  M.  Morton.  None  of  their  children 
lived.  He  married,  second,  1891,  Abbie  L. 
Currier,  daughter  of  David  and  Mary  (Hoyt) 
Currier.  There  were  no  children  by  the  sec- 
ond marriage.  His  widow  survives  him,  living 
in  the  old  home  in  Newburyport. 


The  surname  Richmond  had 
RICHMOND    its      origin      in       Brittany, 

France,  and  is  derived  from 
the  French  words  "riche"  and  "montc"  or 
'*mondc."  In  English  history  it  first  appears 
as  Rychemond,  afterwards  as  Richemountc 
and  Richmonte,  and  ultimately  as  Richmond. 
Among  the  various  lines  of  ancestors  in  Eng- 
land are  found  those  of  the  Ashton-Keynes 
and  other  Wiltshire  Richmonds :  the  former 
for  fivt  generations  bore  the  alias  of  Webb, 
first  assumed  by  William  Richmond  about 
1430.  when  he  married  Alice,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Thomas  Webb  of  Draycott.  Wilt- 
shire, England.  It  is  claimed  by  some  emi- 
nent genealogists  that  the  Richmonds  of  New 
England  (though  perhaps  not  in  all  of  the 
branches  in  that  region,  or  elsewhere  in  Amer- 
ica) descended  through  one  Roald,  son  of 
Roaldus  '*le  Ennase,''  while  others  of  e(]ual 
celebrity  state  that  they  descend  from  Alan, 
another  son  of  Roaldus  "le  Ennase,"  asserting 
that  son  Roald  had  no  children. 

The  Richmond  genealogy  informs  us  that 
Roaldus  de  Richmond  was  granted  lands  by 
the  crown  in  Yorkshire,  and  tradition  has  it 
that  this  Richmond  was  a  relative  of  Alan 
Rufus.  Alan  Rufus  was  a  kinsman  of  the 
Concjueror,  and  was  granted  lands  in  York- 
shire, where  he  built  his  castle  and  was  the 
first  duke  of  Richmond.

(V^I)  Captain  Amaziah  Richmond,  eldest 
son  and  child  of  Lemuel  and  Molly  Richmond, 
born  in  Middleboro,  Massachusetts,  March  22, 
1758,  died  September  30,  1825.  It  is  said  that 
physically  **he  was  the  most  powerful  and 
athletic  Richmond  ever  known  in  Barnard, 
Vermont,  and  a  remarkably  fine-looking  man. 
He  had  sound  judgment,  strict  integrity,  was 
temperate  in  all  things,  and  so  regular  in  his 
attendance  at  church  meetings  that  his  horse 
would  leave  the  pasture  and  go  to  church  at 
the  ringing  of  the  bell."  In  1775  he  enlisted 
as  a  soldier  of  the  revolution,  and  served  with 
credit  through  three  separate  campaigns.  "On 
one  occasion,"  says  one  of  his  biographers, 
"when  an  engagement  was  expected,  one  of 
his  uncles  offered  to  take  his  place  on  account 
of  his  youth,  but  he  declined  the  offer  and 
answered  the  roll  himself."  After  the  war  he 
was  elected  captain  of  the  Barnard  company 
of  militia,  and  from  that  time  he  was  always 
addressed  as  Captain  Richmond.  During  his 
residence  in  Taunton,  Captain  Richmond  was 
a  farmer,  and  perhaps  that  may  have  been  his 
principal  occupation  in  other  towns  in  which 
he  lived.

Few  names  in  American  his- 
COXANT     tory     have      received      more 

attention  at  the  hands  of  his- 
torians and  commentators,  genealogists  and 
biographers,  than  that  of  Conant.  The  first 
representatives  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic 
ocean  were  Christopher  and  Roger,  brothers, 
who  came  in  what  has  been  supposed  to  have 
been  the  ship  "Ann,"  and  landed  at  Plymouth, 
about  July,  1623.  It  is  not  the  purpose,  how- 
ever, of  the  present  narrative  to  record  in  de- 
tail the  life  and  experiences  and  achievements 
of  Roger  Conant  in  New  England  during  the 
more  than  three  quarters  of  a  century  of  his 
participation  in  the  events  of  colonial  history 
in  the  region  mentioned,  for  volumes  and 
pamphlets  by  scores  have  been  devoted  to  that 
interesting  subject ;  but  rather  it  is  the  present 
purpose  to  trace  in  a  brief  way  the  line  of 
descent  from  a  single  branch  of  the  family 
from  Roger  Conant's  time  to  the  time  of 
Mary  Frances  Conant,  who  became  the  wife 
of  Dr.  Lauriston  Amaziah  Richmond,  and 
thus  united  two  noted  New  England  colonial 
families. 

The  Conants  are  known  to  have  been  seated 
in  Devonshire,  England,  as  early  as  the  begin- 
ning of  the  fourteenth  century,  and  about 
three  hundred  years  later  the  brothers  Chris- 
topher and  Roger  Conant  left  Devonshire  for 
a  home  in  the  new  world,  where  the  first  Eng- 
lish settlements  had  been  planted  less  than  a 
score  of  years  before.  According  to  authenti- 
cated records  these  brothers  were  descended 
from  one  John  Conant,  born  about  1520,  and 
lived  in  the  parish  of  East  Budleigh,  Devon- 
shire, England,  and  who  himself  "was  descend- 
ed from  ingenuous  parents  of  Gittsham,  near 
Honiton,  whose  ancestors  for  many  genera- 
tions had  been  fixed  here  but  were  originally 
of  French  extraction.'*  This  John  Conant 
had  an  only  son  Richard,  born  about  1548, 
died  April  6,  1585,  married  Agnes,  daughter 
of  John  Clarke,  senior,  of  Colyton,  and  had 
six  sons  and  two  daughters,  of  whom  Chris- 
topher was  the  youngest  child  but  one  and 
Roger  the  youngest.

John   Kittredge    (4),  was  born    in    1746    in 
Andover,    Massachusetts,   whither   his    father 
removed   about    1741.      His   grandfather  had 
practiced  also  in  the  vicinity  and  doubtless  his 
father  located  in  Andover  to  take  charge  of 
that  section  of  his  practice.     Ever  since  1741 
there  has  been  one  or  more  of  this  Kittredge 
family  practicing  medicine  in  Andover.     Dr. 
Thomas  lived  in  the  house  his  father  had  occu- 
pied on  the  present  site  of  the  machine  shop 
in  North  Andover.     This  house  was  aband- 
oned many  years  ago,  falling  into  decay  and 
lately  was  torn  down.     Dr.  Thomas  did  valu- 
able service  in  the  revolution.     He  was  sur- 
geon of  the  First    Massachusetts    Regiment, 
was  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  was  at  the 
side  of  Cjcneral  Warren  when  he  was  killed. 
General  Warren,  himself  a  physician,  said  that 
Kittredge  was  the  greatest    natural    surgeon 
that  he  knew\     Dr.  Kittredge  was  the  leading 
physician   and   surgeon    of    this    section    for 
many  years.     He  w-as  a  man  of  strong  char- 
acter, active  and  influential  in  public  affairs. 
In  politics  he  was  a  Republican,  as  the  anti- 
Federalists  were  called.     He  was  prominent 
in  the  early  history  of  the  ]\Iassachu setts  Med- 
ical Society. 

In    1784  Dr.   Thomas    Kittredge    built    the 
present  mansion  house  of  the  Kittredge  fam- 
ily in  North  Andover.     At  that  time  it  was 
the  finest   residence   in  the  north   parish  and 
rivalled   in  that  section  only  by  the  mansion 
house  of  Judge  Phillips  in  the  south  parish  of 
Andover.

All    standard    authorities    agree 

RIGGS  as  to  the  origin  and  meaning  of 
our  English  patronymic  Riggs, 
and  its  equivalents,  Rigg  and  Rigges,  and  say 
that  when  applied  in  allusion  to  some  partic- 
ular locality  it  had  relation  to  some  family 
whose  place  of  abode  was  on  elevated  land,  or, 
more  exact,  to  a  family  of  "hill  dwellers/' 
occupants  of  land  on  a  range  of  hills,  denot- 
ing a  hardy,  sturdy  race  of  people.  Other- 
wise, Rigg,  in  the  Celtic,  when  not  locally 
applied,  had  reference  to  a  king,  whence  Re- 
gan, "son  of  a  king,  or  young  Rigg."  Riggs 
in  the  Danish  is  from  "rig,"  meaning  wealthy, 
affluent,  etc.,  sometimes  in  possessions  and 
money,  and  again  in  social  and  learned  attain- 
ments. 

The  Riggs  family  of  the  line  under  con- 
sideration here  is  of  the  distinctively  English 
family  of  that  name,  but  where  seated  is  one 
of  the  perplexing  questions  which  investiga- 
tors of  Riggs  ancestry  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  discover.  There  were  Riggses  in  Suffolk, 
Devonshire,  Lincolnshire,  London,  and  other 
municipalities  in  England  for  many  genera- 
tions previous  to  the  immigration  of  any  of 
the  name  to  New  England,  and  while  there  is 
reason  for  the  belief  that  Thomas  Riggs,  who 
first  appears  on  Cape  Ann  about  the  middle  of 
the  seventeenth  century,  was  of  a  London 
family,  there  is  no  satisfactory  proof  to  war- 
rant such  an  assertion.  The  parents  of  his 
wife  came  from  London  in  1635. 

So  far  as  is  known  the  first  of  the  Riggs 
surname  who  came  to  New  England  was  Ed- 
ward Riggs,  Roxbury,  1633,  made  freeman 
1634,  and  afterward  distinguished  himself  for 
bravery  in  the  war  with  the  Pequots;  but 
there  is  nothing  which  connects  Thomas  Riggs 
of  Gloucester,  with  the  family  of  Edward, 
although  they  may  have  been  related.  Some 
chroniclers  are  disposed  to  connect  them,  but 
in  the  absence  of  definite  knowledge  this  can- 
not be  done  with  safety.  Sergeant  Edward 
Riggs  was  born  in  England  about  1585,  and 
Thomas,  of  Gloucester,  was  born  about  1632. 
Jo :  Ridge,  age  16,  and  Tho :  Ridge,  age  23,  are 
mentioned  in  the  ship's  list  of  the  "Primrose," 
in  1635,  bound  for  the  English  plantations  in 
Virginia. 

(I)  Thomas    Riggs,    of    Gloucester,     who 
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must  be  regarded  as  the  immigrant  ancestor 
of  a  branch  of  the  Riggs  family  distinct  from 
those  who  preceded  him  in  New  England,  un- 
doubtedly was  of  a  family  of  position  in  Eng- 
land. His  superior  attainments  are  sufficient 
proof  of  this  fact,  and  the  tradition  that  he 
was  educated  for  the  profession  of  scrivener 
is  substantiated  by  his  capable  performance 
of  the  offices  to  which  he  was  chosen  in  the  * 
early  history  of  Gloucester;  for  he  was  per- 
haps the  most  capable  man  among  the  settlers 
there  for  many  years.  He  was  town  clerk

tween 1669  and  1705  ;  representative  to  the  gen- 
eral court,  1760;  schoolmaster  many  years; 
and  otherwise  was  identified  with  the  early 
growth  and  development  of  the  town  in  var- 
ious respects  more  actively  perhaps  than  any 
other  one  of  the  townsmen.  He  received  sev- 
eral grants  of  land,  aided  in  the  erection  and 
maintenance  of  both  saw  and  grist  mills,  in- 
augurated a  system  of  schools,  promoted  the 
welfare  and  permanency  of  the  church  and 
other  of  the  town's  institutions,  and  by  his 
influence  and  example  contributed  largely  to 
the  prosperity  of  Gloucester  in  the  early  years 
of  its  history;  and  the  town  appears  to  have 
appreciated  the  value  of  his  services  and  re- 
warded them  accordingly.  In  defense  of  the 
rights  and  liberties  of  the  people  he  stood 
firmly  with  Jeffrey  Parsons,  Thomas  Millett 
(his  father  in  law),  William  Sargent,  senior, 
James  Stevens,  Timothy  Somes,  William  Has- 
kell and  others,  and  Governor  Andros  and  his 
oppressive  measures  of  taxation  received  little 
favor  at  their  hands,  although  they  were  all  sub- 
jected to  penalties  on  account  of  their  action. 
Thomas  Riggs  died  February  26,  1722,  aged 
ninety  years.  He  married,  June  7,  1658,  Mary 
Millett,  born  August  21,  1639,  died  January 
23,  1695,  daughter  of  Thomas  Millett  and  his 
wife  ^lary,  who  came  from  London,  England, 
in  1635,  in  the  *' Elizabeth,"  and  settled  in  Dor- 
chester, removing  thence  to  Gloucester.

27,  181 4,  of  wounds  received  in  action  with  the 
enemy  while  in  service  on  Lake  Ontario  as 
seaman  on  board  the  American  privateer  "Or- 
lando," of  Gloucester.  He  entered  the  ser- 
vice early  in  the  war  of  1812-15,  first  on  board 
the  private  armed  schooner  **Madison,"  of 
Gloucester,  William  Parsons,  commander; 
later  on  the  "Sword  Fish,"  of  Gloucester, 
Joseph  Foster  Jr.,  commander ;  and  afterward 
served  on  the  "Orlando."  The  following  ex- 
tract from  the  log  book  of  the  boat  last  men- 
tioned will  be  found  interesting  in  this  con- 
nection : 

"Remarks  on  board  the  private  armed 
schooner  "Orlando,"  Gloucester,  Robert  Evans, 
commander  : 

"Monday,  October  19th,  1812. 

"This  24  hours  commences  with  fresh 
breezes  and  hazy  weather.  At  11  p.  m.  dis- 
covered two  sail  to  windward.  At  6  a.  m. 
bore  away  and  gave  chase,  which  proved  to 
be  two  English  armed  ships.  At  9  a.  m.  en- 
gaged them,  which  lasted  until  11  a.  m. ;  then 
being  much  disenabled  was  obliged  to  haul  to, 
to  repair  damages.  Wounded,  James  Rowe, 
Andrew  Riggs,  Leonard  Turner  and  Reuben 
Fletcher."  For  his  service  Andrew  Riggs  was 
gi  anted  a  pension,  which  after  his  death  sur- 
vived to  his  widow.

(VI)  Fitz  Edward  Riggs,  second  son  and 
child  of  Andrew  and  Nancy  ( Marchant)  Riggs, 
born  in  Gloucester,  May  3,  181 1,  died  in  that 
city,  March  8,  1886,  having  for  many  years 
been  prominently  identified  with  Gloucester 
interests.  For  many  years  he  was  engaged  in 
the  fisheries  in  company  with  his  brothers  Gor- 
ham  and  Nathaniel,  but  retired  from  active 
pursuits  some  time  previous  to  his  death.  For 
several  years  he  was  a  director  of  the  Glouces- 
ter Mutual  Insurance  Company,  but  other- 
wise he  inclined  to  avoid  official  duties  that 
he  might  devote  his  attention  to  private  aflFairs. 
He  was  always  an  industrious  man  while 
engaged  in  active  business,  and  looked  care- 
fully after  all  of  the  details  upon  which  the 
best  results  depend.  By  frugal  personal  habits 
and  close  attention  to  his  invested  interests  he 
succeeded  in  accumulating  a  comfortable  for- 
tune, and  when  his  life  span  was  ended  there 
was  none  to  say  aught  but  good  of  him.  The 
old  house  at  Riverdale  in  which  he  was  born 
was  built  about  1745,  and  was  owned  by  Cap- 
tain Joshua  Riggs  and  his  father  Joshua  Riggs 
and  his  grandfather  Joshua  Riggs.  January 
4,  1836,  Fitz  Edward  Riggs  married  Eliza- 
beth Lane  Robinson,  the  ceremony  being  per- 
formed by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Jones.  She  was 
born  August  21,  1818,  and  died  February  3, 
1885,  a  little  more  than  one  year  before  the 
death  of  her  husband.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Samuel  Robinson  and  Dorcas  Witham,  and  a 
descendant  of  one  of  the  oldest  families  of 
Cape  Ann.

His  first  business  un- 
dertaking was  as  junior  partner  of  the  firm 
of  Woodbury  &   Riggs,   shoe  manufacturers 
at  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  with  which  he  was 
connected  until  1873.  Afterward  he  was  book- 
keeper for  the  Cape  Ann  Anchor  Works,  o{ 
which  also  he  at  one  time  was    a    director; 
later  was  bookkeeper,  and  at  one  time  direc- 
tor, in  the  Cape  Ann  National  Bank^  and  still 
later  in  the  same  capacity  in  the  City  National 
Bank.    For  two  years  he  was  a  member  of  the 
auditing  committee  of  the  Gloucester  Net  and 
Twine  Company.     During  more  recent  years, 
however,  he  has  discontinued  his  connection 
with  various  of  these  enterprises  to  give  per- 
sonal attention  to  his  real  estate  and  other  in- 
terests.

He  attended 
the  district  schools  in  the  town  of  Salem,  New 
Hampshire,  where  his  father  was  engaged  in 
the  business  of  manufacturing  carriages.  He 
learned  the  trade  of  carriage  painting  and 
when  very  young  began  to  work  at  this  trade. 
He  began  his  business  career  as  the  proprietor 
of  a  grocery  store  in  North  Salem.  After  four 
years  of  experience  in  that  village  he  removed 
to  Wheeler's  Mills,  where  he  was  a  manufac- 
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turer  of  flannels.  He  then  began  to  manufac- 
ture goods  in  the  North  Salem  Mills  on  gov- 
ernment contracts  during  the  civil  war.  In 
1870  he  removed  to  Methuen,  Massachusetts, 
and  established  a  large  business  in  manufac- 
turing shoes.  He  had  a  storeroom  and  sales- 
room on  Pearl  street,  Boston,  and  at  the  time 
of  the  great  conflagration  in  1872  he  lost  about 
one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  factory 
was  in  the  old  Knitting  Fabric  Company.  Mr. 
Austin  continued  in  business  as  member  of  the 
Clark-Kent  Company.  For  seven  or  eight 
vears  he  was  associated  with  his  brother  in  the 
lumber  business.  In  politics  Mr.  Austin  is  a 
Republican,  and  served  the  town  as  represen- 
tative for  two  years  to  the  legislature  in  i860 
from  Salem.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity,  and  of  the  Home  Club.

GAGE  from  the  Norman  race.  In  1066 
dc  Gaga,  de  Guaga  or  de  Gage,  as 
his  name  is  variously  spelled,  accompanied 
William  Dnke  of  Normandy  in  his  conquest 
of  England  and  was  rewarded,  according  to 
the  records  of  the  Domesday  Book,  by  large 
grants  of  land  in  the  forest  of  Dean  in  the 
county  of  (jloucester.  He  resided  near  the 
forest  of  Dean  and  built  a  mansion  in  Ciren- 
cester, built  a  seat  at  Clerenwell  (or  Clare- 
well),  and  his  descendants  lived  in  that  vicin- 
ity for  centuries,  including  many  persons  of 
wealth  and  some  of  title.  The  pedigree  of  the 
English  and  American  family  is  traced  as  far 
back  as  John  Gage  who  was  living  in  1408.

(VIII)  John  Gage,  son  of  Thomas  Gage

a  baronet  March  26,  1622;  married  Penelope, 
widow  of  Sir  George  Trenchard,  and  died 
October  3,  1633,  leaving  nine  children. 

(IX)  John  Gage,  second  son  of  John  Gage 
(8),  was  the  American  immigrant,  ancestor  of 
all  the  provincial  families  of  this  name.    It  \% 
generally  believed   that    he    emigrated    from 
Stoneham,  county  Suffolk,  though  one  author- 
ity claims  that  he  was   from  Groton  in  the 
same  county.     John  Gage  came  to  Ameria 
in  one  of  Winthrop's  companies.     According 
to  his  deposition  made  in  1659  he  was  born 
about   1609,  t^ut  according  to  another  made 
three  years  later  he  was  born  in  1604.    He  set- 
tled first  in  Boston,  and  was  a  member  of  the 
church  there  as  early  as  1630,  among  the  first; 
was  admitted  a  freeman  of  the  colony  March 
4,  1633-34.     He  was  also  one  of  the  first  set- 
tlers to  plant  at  Agawam  (Ipswich),  April  I, 
1633,  and  he  was  dismissed  from  the  Boston 
church  to  that  of  Ipswich,  September  10,  1643. 
He  was  a  town  officer  and  on  the  committee 
on    allotments    of    land    at    Ipswich.     With 
his    wife   he   deeded    land   at    Ipswich,    Feb- 
ruary 21,  1653.     I"  1^4  ^^  removed  to  that 
part   of   Rowley   that  became   Bradford   and 
died  there  in  1673.    He  was  a  prominent  citi- 
zen   and    town    officer    in    both    Ipswich   and 
Rowley.

The  name  Newcomb  is  said 
NEWCOMB      to     be     of     Saxon    origin, 

** Combe"  signifying  a  low 
situation,  a  vale,  a  place  between  two  hills. 
Newcome  is  defined  by  Hallowell  as  "strang- 
ers newly  arrived ;"  but  the  family  of  this 
name,  who  trace  back  to  Hugh  Newcome,  of 
Saltfleetby,  county  Lincoln,  in  the  reign  of 
Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  (1189-1199),  are  not 
parvenues  in  this  or  any  other  sense.  The 
name  is  doubtless  the  same  as  Newcombe, 
though  th£  locality  from  which  that  is  derived 
is  unknown."  In  early  records  in  this  country 
the  name  is  found  written  Newcom,  New- 
come,  Newcomb,  Newcombe,  Newcum,  New- 
kum,  Newkom,  Newckum,  Nucom,  Nucome, 
Nucomb,  Nucombe,  Nucum,  etc.,  in  some  in- 
stances in  two  or  more  ways  in  the  same  docu- 
ment. Now  it  is  usually  spelled  Newcomb. 
The  records  of  baptism,  marriages,  etc.,  at 
Saltfleetby,  where  the  family  has  been  seated 
seven  hundred  years,  began  in  1558,  and  are 
written  in  Latin.  In  these  records  the  name  is 
writteti  Newcomen. 

(I)  Captain  Andrew  Newcomb  appears  to 
have  been  the  progenitor  of  the  largest  branch 
of  the  Newcomb  family  in  America.  Tradi- 
tion says  that  he  emigrated  from  the  west  of 
England,  perhaps  Devonshire,  or  Wales.  First 
mention  of  him  is  made  in  1663,  in  Boston, 
Massachusetts,  when  he  married  his  second 
wife,  Grace  Rix,  widow  of  William  Rix,  or 
Ricks.  He  was  at  that  time  a  mariner  or  sea 
captain,  and  it  is  quite  probable  that  this  had 
always  been  his  occupation.  In  1679  he  was 
"Master  of  ye  Sloope  Edmund  and  Martha," 
then  in  New  York,  and  bound  for  "Boston  in 
New  England,"  probably  from  Virginia,  a 
part  of  his  lading  being  tobacco.  Suffolk  deeds 
contain  copy  of  an  agreement  dated  February 
14,  1672,  in  which  Andrew  Newcomb  and  his 
wife  Grace  are  to  enjoy  during  life  the  old 
dwelling-house,  "now  in  the  tenure  and  occu- 
pation of  the  said  Newcomb."  formerly  of 
William  Ricks,  deceased.  Andrew  Newcomb 
signed  his  name  both  Newcomb  and  New- 
combe. His  will,  dated  January  31,  1682-83, 
entered  December  9,  1686,  bequeathed  to  wife, 
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daughter  Grace  Buttler,  grandson  Newcomb

(II)  Lieutenant  Andrew  Newcomb,  son  of 
Captain  Andrew  Newcomb  (i),  was  born 
probably  in  England,  about  1642.  He  was 
doubtless  living  at  or  near  the  Isle  of  Shoals 
in  1666.  The  earliest  record  of  his  purchase 
of  land  in  this  country  bears  date  April  20, 
1669,  in  which  it  appears  that  Andrew  New- 
comb, of  Kittery,  York  county,  Maine,  fisher- 
man, bought  a  house  in  Kittery,  and  six  acres 
of  land.  He  sold  the  house  and  land  July  7, 
1674,  to  John  Cutt,  of  Portsmouth.  The 
place  is  still  in  Kittery,  situated  about  half  a 
mile  north  of  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  and  is 
owned  and  occupied  (1874)  by  Miss  Sally 
Carter.  Andrew  Newcomb  was  constable  in 
167 1  at  the  Isle  of  Shoals.  He  removed  about 
1675  and  settled  in  Edgartown,  Massachu- 
setts, where  he  was  a  proprietor  and  at  various 
times  received  shares  in  the  division  of  lands 
in  the  town.  He  served  as  juror  several  times; 
constable  in  1681 ;  selectman  1693;  overseer 
1693;  assessor  1685.  He  was  chosen  lieuten- 
ant April  13,  1691,  and  the  same  year  was  in 
command  of  the  fortification.  He  owned  the 
land  on  which  the  court  house  now  stands,  in 
the  village  of  Edgartown.  He  died  sometime 
between  March  7,  1703-4,  and  October  22, 
1708.

During  his  youth  he  made  two  sea  voyages  on 
his  father's  vessel,  serving  as  cook,  but  on  his 
return  devoted  his  attention  and  energies  to 
farming  on  the  homestead.  He  learned  the 
trade  of  shoemaker  also.  He  finally  estab- 
lished a  very  successful  retail  shoe  business. 
His  savings  were  shrewdly  invested  in  real 
estate.  He  devoted  all  his  attention  to  the 
real  estate  business,  later  in  partnership  with 
his  brother,  Simon,  under  the  firm  name  of  J. 
S.  &  S.  Newcomb.  No  man  in  the  city  of 
Haverhill  was  more  alive  to  the  needs  of  that 
city  and  took  more  thought  and  interest  in  its 
prosperity,  welfare  and  development  than 
Jesse  S.  Newcomb.    He  did  much  to  develop 
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the  real  estate  interests  of  Haverhill  and  built 
up  at  the  same  time  a  comfortable  fortune. 
He  was  generous  with  his  money.  He  had  the 
reputation  of  a  model  landlord,  and  had  been 
known  to  cancel  a  year's  rent  to  aid  a  man  in 
misfortune.  Though  never  active  in  politics 
he  voted  the  Republican  ticket,  and  exerted  a 
wholesome  influence  in  the  selection  of  candi- 
dates. He  was  a  member  of  no  church,  soci- 
ety or  club.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Jon- 
athan and  Belinda  (Bassett)  Tasker,  and 
granddaughter  of  Jonathan  Tasker.

branch  of  the  family 
was  Nicholas  Worthington,  who  came  to  New 
England  in  1649,  settled  first  at  Saybrook, 
Connecticut,  later  at  Hartford,  Connecticut, 
and  finally  at  Hatfield,  Connecticut,  where 
the  county  records  show  the  name  of  "Nich. 
Worthington''  as  having  taken  the  oath  of 
allegiance  February  8,  1678.  No  attempt  has, 
however,  been  successful  in  connecting  the 
New  England  ancestor  (Nicholas)  with  the 
parent  stem  in  England  by  documentary  proof, 
but  substantial  evidence  of  such  a  connection 
is  not  wanting. 

Nicholas  Worthington,  who  was  a  con- 
siderable landholder  near  Liverpool,  county 
Lancaster,  England,  was  probably  descended 
from  the  Shevington  branch  of  the  family 
of  Worthington,  of  Worthington,  Lancashire, 
England.  The  line  of  descent  of  the 
Shevington  Worthingtons  to  Nicholas  is 
as  follows:  William  Worthington  mar- 
ried a  daughter  of  Bradshaw  of  Lither- 
land,  county  Lancaster,  England,  who  was  a 
descendant  of  Sir  John  Bradshaw,  a  Saxon, 
living  at  the  time  of  the  Conquest.

(VI)  Erastus  Worthington,  son  of  David 
Worthington,  was  born  in  Belchertown,  Oc- 
tober 8,  1779.  He  graduated  from  Williams 
College  in  the  class  of  1804.  After  his  grad- 
uation he  was  employed  for  a  time  in  teach- 
ing and  then  began  to  study  law,  which  he 
completed  in  the  office  of  John  Heard,  Esq., 
of  Boston.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in 
l>oston,  and  came  to  Dedham  to  reside  in  1809. 
There  he  began  the  practice  of  his  profession 
and  was  admitted  as  a  counsellor  of  the  su- 
preme judicial  court  in  181 3.  He  devoted 
himself  exclusively  to  legal  practice  until  1825, 
when  the  Norfolk  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company  was  organized,  mainly  by  his  ef- 
forts, and  he  became  its  first  secretary.  From 
this  time  he  gradually  withdrew  from  practice, 
although  as  justice  of  the  peace  he  was  the 
magistrate  of  the  town  afterward  during  his 
life.  In  the  spring  of  1840,  by  reason  of  ill 
health,  he  was  compelled  to  resign  his  office 
as  secretary,  and  in  the  autumn  of  the  same 
year  he  removed  with  his  family  to  Dayton, 
Ohio.  In  the  following  spring,  however,  he 
returned  to  Dedham,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
continued  to  reside  until  his  death,  June  27, 
1842.  He  was  actively  interested  in  politics 
as  a  Republican  during  the  war  of  1812,  and 
as  a  Democrat  during  the  administrations  of 
Jackson  and  \^an  Buren. 


Mr.  Worthington  delivered  an  oration  in 
Dedham,  July  4,  1809,  on  "The  Recent  Meas- 
ures of  the  American  Government,"  which 
was  printed.  He  was  a  member  of  the  general 
court  from  Dedham  in  1814-15.  He  was  also 
interested  in  the  temperance  reform,  and  was 
identified  with  the  anti-slavery  movement  in 
its  beginning.  In  18 10  he  wrote  and  published 
anonymously  an  elaborate  pamphlet,  entitled: 
"An  Essay  on  the  Establishment  of  a  Chan- 
cery Jurisdiction  in  Massachusetts.""*This  was 
a  brief  legal  treatise  comprehending  a  general 
view  of  the  whole  subject,  and  upon  the  excel- 
lent authority  of  Judge  Metcalf,  who  was 
contemporary  in  Dedham  with  Mr.  Worth- 
ington, it  was  the  first  essay  published  in  the 
Commonwealth  in  favor  of  the  establishment 
of  an  equity  jurisdiction,  which  for  a  long  time 
was  viewed  with  disfavor  by  the  legal  pro- 
fession, and  which  was  not  fully  adopted  until 
i860.  In  1827  he  wrote  and  published  "The 
History  of  Dedham  from  the  Beginning  of  its 
Settlement  in  1635  to  May,  1827."  The  narra- 
tive is  concise,  comprehensive  and  accurate, 
though  not  so  exhaustive  and  minute  as  in  his 
histories  written  in  more  recent  times.  Mr.  ' 
Haven  in  a  note  to  his  centennial  address  in 
1836,  accords  to  Mr.  Worthington  the  credit 
of  first  undertaking  to  develop  the  history  of 
the  town.  (The  above  sketch  is  taken  from 
the  "Proceedings  of  the  Celebration  of  the 
Two  Hundred  and  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of 
the  Incorporation  of  the  Town  of  Dedham, 
Massachusetts,  September  21,  1886").

He  served  the  town  on  many  occa- 
sions as  moderator  at  the  town  meetings,  as  a 
member  of  its  school  committee  from  1856  to 
1865,  as  one  of  its  auditors,  and  as  a  member 
of  the  cemetery  commission,  holding  this  lat- 
ter office  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  common 
with  that  of  assessor.  Mr.  Worthington  re- 
ceived these  official  positions  by  the  esteem  and 
regard  of  those  by  whom  he  was  best  known, 
and  frequently  refused  to  serve  the  town  in 
other  capacities  because  he  did  not  deem  that 
his  other  official  duties  would  permit  of  his 
devoting  sufficient  time  to  such  offices.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Republican  party  and  for  a 
number  of  years  a  very  earnest  and  active 
member,  but  he  did  not  hesitate  to  criticise  the 
management  of  that  party  and  its  candidates, 
or  to  surrender  his  independence  of  thought  or 
action  even  to  endangering  the  security  of  his 
principal  office. 

Having  inherited  from  his  father  a  marked 
taste  for  historical  matters,  and  being  in- 
tensely interested  in  the  history  of  his  native 
town,  Mr.  Worthington  prepared  and  wrote 
many  articles  which  were  published,  relating 
to  historical  matters  of  local  interest.  These 
articles  were  prepared  with  great  care  and 
research,  representing  a  great  amount  of 
painstaking  labor  to  secure  facts.  They  are 
regarded  by  all  who  know  about  these  matters 
as  true  and  accurate  records.  In  1867,  by  re- 
quest of  the  school  committee,  he  prepared  an 
article  giving  the  names  applied  to  the  several 
schools  and  the  reasons  that  influenced  the 
committee  in  adopting  them.  This  article  was 
published  in  an  appendix  to  the  school  com- 
mittee's report  in  1866-67.  He  prepared  the 
history  of  "The  Bench  and  Bar"  and  "History 
of  Dedham"  published  in  the  volume  entitled 
"History  of  Norfolk  County."  By  invitation 
of  the  town  of  Dedham  Mr.  Worthington  de- 
livered the  address  at  the  dedication  of  Mem- 
orial Hall  in  Dedham,  September  29,  1868,  the 
hall  being  erected  in  memory  of  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  were  killed  in  the  civil  war. 
He  was  also  selected  and  delivered  the  histor- 
ical  address   at   the  celebration   of  the  Two 
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Hundred  and  Fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  in- 
corporation of  the  town,  September  21,  1886. 
Each  of  these  addresses  was  admirably  suited 
to  the  occasion,  and  met  with  widespread  ex- 
pression of  approval  from  the  people.  They 
were  deemed  worthy  of  preservation,  and 
printed  and  widely  distributed  by  the  town. 
^Ir.  Worthington  was  an  active  member  of  the 
Dedham  Historical  Society,  and  has  contrib- 
uted sixteen  papers  on  the  local  history  of  the 
town  for  the  records  preserved  by  this  soci- 
ety. Following  in  the  footsteps  of  his  father, 
Mr.  Worthington  was  from  his  youth  a  sin- 
cere and  devoted  member  of  the  Episcopal 
church,  and  for  a  score  of  vears  and  more  was 
the  clerk  or  vestryman  or  warden  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church  of  Dedham.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  senior  warden.  Through- 
out his  life  Mr.  Worthington  showed  an  earn- 
est devotion  to  his  work  and  duty,  and  he  com- 
manded the  universal  respect  of  all  who  came 
in  contact  with  him.  His  mind  and  character 
were  cast  in  such  a  mold  as  to  inspire  confi- 
dence in  those  who  stood  nearest  to  him.  His 
personality  was  strong,  positive,  and  independ- 
ent. His  honesty  of  opinion  as  well  as  action 
was  beyond  the  reach  of  temptation.  Far 
from  insensible  to  the  approval  or  censure  of 
his  fellowmen,  neither  could  turn  him  from 
that  course  of  action  which  he  deemed  to  be 
right.  To  do  his  duty,  as  he  saw  it,  not  as 
others  saw  it,  was  his  constant  aspiration  and 
determination. 

Mr.  Worthington  married,  November  25, 
1861,  Elizabeth  Foster,  daughter  of  Robert 
and  Caroline  (Morton)  Briggs.  There  were 
six  children,  all  of  whom  are  now  living, 
namely:  i.  Caroline  Morton,  born  November 
4,  1862.  2.  Erastus,  born  December  12,  1863; 
see  following.  3.  Robert  Briggs,  born  July 
22,  1866,  married,  November  18,  1896.  Velu- 
ette  Cheney.  4.  Alvan  Fisher,  born  Novem- 
ber 29.  1867,  married,  June  27.  1900,  Olive 
Bartlett  Pope.  5.  Arthur  Morton,  born  March 
30.  1870,  married,  October  8,  1902,  Louise 
Taft  Marsh.  6.  John  Winthrop,  born  No- 
vember 28,    1872. 

Elizabieth  Foster  (Briggs)  Worthington  was 
a  lineal  descendant  of  Walter  Briggs  (i),  who 
appeared  in  Scituate  as  early  as  1643.  Un- 
doubtedly there  are  some  records  of  this  in 
Scituate'  or  Plymouth.  In  the  Plymouth 
County  Colony  Records,  vol.  8,  under  date  of 
August,  1643,  among  the  names  of  all  the 
males  that  are  able  to  bear  arms  from  sixteen 
years   old  to   sixty  years   within  the   several 


townships  appears  the  name  of  Walter  Briggs, 
Scituate.     In  the  same  volume,  page  183,  ap- 
pears the  name  of  Walter  Briggs,  of  Scituate, 
as  having  taken  the  "oath  of  Fidelity  January 
15,  1644."    He  purchased  a  farm  in  Scituate 
in  1 65 1.    He  was  twice  married,  his  first  wife's 
name  being  Mary  and  his  second  Frances.   He 
died  about  1684.    He  had  several  sons — John, 
James,  Cornelius — and  at  least  one  daughter. 

(II)  Cornelius  Briggs.  son  of  Walter  Briggs, 
was  an  ensign  in  King  Philip's  war  and  after- 
wards gained  the  title  of  captain.  He  married, 
first,  Mary  Doughty,  daughter  of  James 
Doughty,  and  widow  of  Samuel  Russell,  who 
was  killed  in  the  Rehoboth  battle  in  King 
Philip's  war,  1676.  She  bore  him  four  chil- 
dren. He  married,  second.  May  6,  1683,  Me- 
hitable  Annable,  of  Barnstable,  by  whom  he 
had  one  son,  James,  the  fifth  child,  born  March 
2,  1684.  see  forward.  Cornelius  Briggs  died 
October  20,  1694,  aged  sixty-seven  years. 

(III)  James  Briggs,  son  of  Cornelius  Briggs, 
was  born  March  2,  1684.  He  married,  May  7. 
1 71 3,  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Joseph  Garrett, 
and  granddaughter  of  Lieutenant  Isaac  Buck. 
They  had  one  daughter.  He  married,  second, 
October  4,  171 6,  Hannah  Stowell,  who  died 
May  16,  1792.  There  were  seven  children  by 
this  marriage.  The  second  child  was  James, 
Jr.,  who  was  in  the  French  war;  belonged  to 
the  Xew  England  troops,  led  by  Colonel  John 
Winslow,  when  they  took  Louisburg  for  the 
first  time  in  1744.  He  was  engaged  in  ship 
building:  he  built  the  famous  ship  "Colum- 
bia'' at  Hobart's  Landing  in  1773;  it  was  the 
first  American  vessel  that  ever  circumnavigated 
the  globe ;  it  first  explored  the  Columbia  river 
in  Oregon,  the  river  being  named  after  the 
vessel. 

(I\')  Seth  Briggs,  son  of  James  Briggs, 
was  born  August  28,  1721.  He  first  engaged 
in  ship  building  at  Scituate  and  afterwards  at 
IVmbroke.  He  married,  in  1745,  Abigail 
Church,  born  in  Scituate,  February  11,  1726, 
(lied  November  3,  1795,  who  bore  him  ten 
children.  From  Seth  and  Abigail  (Church) 
Briggs  descended  the  ship-building  family  of 
Briggs  in  I^embroke  and  Milton. 

(\^)  Elisha  Briggs,  son  of  Seth  Briggs,  was 
born  December  21,  1750,  died*  September  10, 
1836.  He  was  a  ship  builder  of  the  North 
river  and  Pembroke,  and  built  a  large  number 
of  ships  at  these  places.

work.  For  three  years  from  1892  to  1895  he 
as.sociated  with  him  a  partner,  Loring  N.  Far- 
num,  under  the  firm  name  of  E.  Worthington, 
Jr.  &  Company,  with  offices  at  both  Dedham 
and  53  State  street,  Boston.  His  partnership 
was  dissolved  in  1895,  and  since  that  time  Mr. 
Worthington  has  had  his  offices  at  Dedham. 
During  the  period  of  twenty-three  years  of 
active  work  Mr.  Worthington  has  been  en- 
gineer for  about  forty-five  different  water  sup- 
ply systems  and  twelve  sewerage  systems  in 
the  New  England  states,  besides  a  large  amount 
of  engineering  work  in  connection  with  the 
development  of  water  power,  sanitation  of 
streams  and  work  in  connection  with  his  chos- 
en specialty  in  the  engineering  profession.  A 
partial  list  of  these  places  include  in  water 
supply  the  towns  of  Winchester,  North  An- 
dover, Rockport,  Methuen,  Billerica,  W^alpole 
and  other  towns  in  Massachusetts;  Stamford, 
New  Canaan,  Jewett  City,  Bran  ford  and 
others  in  Connecticut,  with  many  others  in  the 
various  New  England  states.  In  sewerage 
work  the  systems  constructed  in  Swampscott, 
Methuen,  Dedham,  Middleboro  and  other 
places  in  Massachusetts  were  designed  and 
constructed  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Worthington,  and  the  systems  for  Claremont, 
New  Hampshire,  New  Canaan,  Connecticut, 
and  other  places  in  New  England.  For  the 
past  five  or  six  years  Mr.  Worthington  has 
devoted  much  time  to  the  design  and  con- 
struction of  power  plants  using  water  power, 
and  to  the  disposal  of  manufacturing  wastes 
from  various  industries,  having  a  number  of 
manufacturing  corporations  who  employ  him 
in  this  work. 

Mr.  Worthington  has  inherited  from  his 
father  and  grandfather  many  of  their  charac- 
teristic traits  of  careful,  conscientious  devo- 
tion to  duty  and  singleness  of  purpose,  to- 
gether with  that  independence  of  thought  and 
action  when  the  right  course  of  action  appears 
plain  to  him.  He  has  also  inherited  a  legal 
trend  of  mind  from  the  same  source,  and  in 
much  of  his  professional  work  has  acted  in  a 
semi-legal  capacity  both  as  commissioner  and 
advisor  in  matters  pertaining  to  his  profes- 
sion. He  has  always  taken  an  active  interest 
in  town  matters  and  served  the  town  in  sev- 
eral capacities.  He  is  a  member  of  St.  Paul's 
Episcopal  Church  of  Dedham,  with  which  his 
family  have  been  connected  for  several  gen- 
erations.

By  the  second 
marriage  he  had  one  child,  Joshua,  mentioned 
below.     Stephen  Fales  died  1787. 

(IV)  Joshua  Fales  was  born  May  6,  1755. 

First  to  Sarah  Pond  Whit- 
ing, February  5,  1784.  By  this  marriage  there 
were  two  sons.  The  second,  Stephen,  men- 
tioned below.  Joshua  Fales  married,  second, 
Mrs.  Mary  Bates,  widow  of  Samuel  Bates  and 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary  (Fuller)  Whit- 
ing. This  marriage  was  April  19,  1804. 
Joshua  Fales  died  May  30,   1837. 

(V)  Stephen  Fales  was  born  December  5, 
1787.  Married,  October  28,  1821,  to  Mary 
L.  Paul,  born  September  13,  1795.  Stephen 
Fales  was  a  farmer  of  Dedham,  a  soldier  in 
the  war  of  181 2  and  received  a  bounty  of 
forty  acres  of  land.  There  were  born  two 
children  in  this  family :  William,  mentioned 
below,  and  Frances,  born  February,  1824, 
married  Enos  Tucker,  of  Xeedham,  Massa- 
chusetts.    Stephen  Fales  died  i860. 

(VI)  William  Fales,  born  December  9, 
1822,  married  Mary  Jane  Clarry,  daughter  of 
Robert  and  Ruth  (Tarr)  Clarry,  June  4,  1848. 
Mary  J.  Clarry  was  born  January  31,  1823, 
at  Georgetown,  Maine.  William  Fales  died 
October  14,  1902.  The  children  in  the  family 
of  William  Fales  were :  William  Allen,  born 
h\bruary  8.  1850,  died  May  6.  1902.  Carrie 
Augusta,  born  August  13,  1852.  Charles 
Steplien,  born  December  23.

In  all  the  various   surnames  of 
SMITH     early     New     England     colonial 

families,  that  of   Smith,  one  of 
the  most  ancient  of  our  English  patron3rmics, 
has  been  the  cause  of  more  vexation  to  genea- 
logists than  perhaps  all  others  combined ;  and 
it  appears  by  the  reference  works  now  extant 
that  there  were  more  than  a  hundred  Thomas 
and  John  Smiths  in  the  several  plantations  of 
the  colonies  previous  to  the  year  1650,  and  so 
often  as  those  names  appear  there  also  were 
sons  Thomas  and  John,  and  the  same  christian 
names  seem  to  have  carried  through  nearly 
every    succeeding    generation    of    the    fami- 
lies. 

(I)  Thomas  Smith,  of  Newbury,  the  immi- 
grant American  ancestor  of  the  family  here 
under  consideration,  came  from  Romsey, 
county  Hants,  England,  and  sailed  from 
Southampton  in  the  **James,"  in  1635,  landed 
at  Boston,  and  went  first  to  Ipswich,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  afterward  to  Newbury.  One 
reliable  authority  says  that  he  was  of  Glou- 
cester in  1643,  and  Mr.  Babson  mentions  that 
Thomas  Smith  was  an  early  settler  and  pro- 
prietor, and  a  commissioner  for  ending  small 
causes,  in  1645;  further,  that  he  had  a  son 
Thomas,  born  1643;  that  these  Smiths  re- 
mained in  the  town  only  a  short  time,  but  the 
name  subsequently  reappeared  there. 

(II)  Thomas  Smith,  son  of  the  first 
Thomas,  had  a  son  John. 

(III)  John  Smith,  son  of  Thomas  (2), 
married  Rebecca,  daughter  of  Samuel  Smith, 
and  by  her  had  children — Daniel,  Mar)% 
Joseph  and  Jonathan.  In  1694  he  bought  land 
on  Eastern  Point,  on  the  south  side  of  Smiths 
cove,  near  where  his  house  was  built,  and 
where  his  descendants  lived  for  many  years 
afterward. 

(IV)  Daniel  Smith,  son  of  John  and  Re- 
becca (she  was  a  daughter  of  Samuel  Smith 
and  by  their  marriage  two  branches  of  the 
family  were  united)  was  born  September  10, 
1692;  married  Lydia  Sargent;  children:  Four 
daugliters.  and  four  sons — Daniel,  John 
Andrew  and  Benjamin. 

(V)  John  Smith,  second  son  of  Daniel  and 
Lydia  Smith,  born  October  22,  1723,  lived  on 
his  grandfather's  estate  at  Eastern  Point, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  fisheries.

He  prov- 
ed to  be  a  capable  business  man,  straightfor- 
ward in  all  of  his  dealings,  and  enjoyed  a  wide 
acquaintance  in  that  section  and  an  excellent 
standing  in  all  trade  circles.  His  business 
career  was  begim  with  very  little  means  and 
those  the  earnings  of  the  years  devoted  to 
work  as  a  journeyman  tinsmith.  He  was 
abundantly  successful  in  his  endeavors  in  life 
and  fairly  deserved  the  competency  which  re- 
warded his  efforts.  He  gave  little  attention 
to  political  affairs  and  enjoyed  the  quiet  com- 
forts of  home  far  more  than  the  honors  of 
public  office.  His  family  always  attended  ser- 
vices at  the  Congregational  church,  and  his 
wife,  who  survives  him,  is  a  member  of  the 
church  in  Rockport.  He  died  April  i,  1902. 
He  married,  June  14,  1868,  Laura  Webster, 
born  in  Rockport,  daughter  of  Joshua  Web- 
ster and  Eliza  Davis  (see  Webster  family). 
Children  of  Leverett  E.  and  Laura  ( Webster ) 
Smith:  i.  Arthur  Calvin  Smith,  died  in  in- 
fancy. 2.  Herbert  E.  Smith,  born  in  Rock- 
port, February  18,  1875 ;  educated  in  public 
schools  of  Gloucester,  having  graduated  from 
the  high  school,  also  from  Boston  Institute  of 
Technology ;  is  a  business  man  of  Boston, 
member  of  the  firm  of  English  &  Flette. 
He  married,  September  5,  1900,  Evelyn  Doro- 
thy Holmes,  and  has  one  child,  Elizabeth  Web- 
ster Smith,  born  June,  1901.  3.  Homer  Has- 
kell Smith,  born  in  Rockport,  September  19, 
1878.  His  earlier  education  was  acquired  in 
the  Gloucester  public  and  high  schools:  and 
his  professional  education  at  Boston  Univer- 
sity Law  School,  where  he  graduated  with  the 
degree  of  LL.  B.  Mr.  Smith  is  engaged  in 
general  law  practice  in  Gloucester,  member  of 
the  firm  of  Knowles  &  Smith.  He  married 
February  22,  1899,  Bessie  Call:  two  children, 
Gardner  H.  Smith  and  Robert  Leverett 
Smith.  4.  Arthur  Webster  Smith,  born  De- 
cember 29,  1881 ;  educated  in  Gloucester  gram- 
mar and  high  schools;  now  is  owner  and 
manager  of  the  Trask  Heating  Company,  Bos- 
ton. 
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It  appears  from  a  family  tree 
WEBSTER    of     the     Websters     that     a 

Thomas  Webster,  son  of 
John  Webster  of  Ipswich,  settled  in  Hamp- 
ton, and  married  there,  November  2,  1657, 
Sarah  Brewer,  and  died  January  5,  17 15,  aged 
eighty-three  years.  John  Webster  came  from 
Ipswich,  Suffolk  county,  England,  to  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts,  was  made  freeman  there  in 
1635,  and  died  soon  afterward,  leaving  four 
sons  and  four  daughters.  The  family  subse- 
quently removed  to  Newbury.  The  sons  were 
John,  Stephen,  Israel  and  Nathan,  and  the 
name  of  Thomas  does  not  appear  among  them. 
However,  in  the  "Works  of  Webster"  it  is 
written  that  "Thomas  Webster,  the  remotest 
ancestor  who  can  be  traced,  was  settled  in 
Hampton,  on  the  coast  of  New  Hampshire, 
as  early  as  the  year  1636,  sixteen  years  after 
the  landing  at  Plymouth  and  six  years  after 
the  arrival  of  Governor  Winthrop  in  Massa- 
chusetts Bay." 

Lyman,  in  his  work  on  the  Websters,  says 
"the  ancestral  line  of  the  Webster  family  ex- 
tended back  in  authentic  records  to  the  early 
part   of  the   seventeenth   century."     Thomas 
Webster,  born  about   1632,  emigrated  to  this 
country  from  Norfolk,  England,  in  1656,  and 
settled  in  Hampton,  New  Hampshire,  where 
soon  after  his  arrival  he  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Sarah  Brewer,  by  whom  he  had  five 
sons  and  three  daughters.     The  "History  of 
Gilmanton,     New      Hampshire."     incorrectly 
makes  Thomas  Webster,  the  first  of  Hampton, 
one  of  the  sons  of  John  Webster,  of  Ipswich. 
In  the  genealogies  of  the  early  Hampton  fami- 
lies it  was  set  down  as  a  probable  fact  that 
Deacon  William  Godfrey's  wife  Margery  was 
a  widow  Webster  and  the  mother  of  Thomas 
Webster ;  and  this  conclusion  has  been  con- 
firmed by  recent  researches  among  the  records 
at  Ormesby,  county  of  Norfolk,  England,  St. 
Michael's  parish,  from  whence  came  some  of 
the  early   Hampton  settlers,  Webster   among 
several  others.     Among    the    baptisms    there 
recorded     are    those     of    three    children    of 
Thomas    and    Margery    Webster:      Thomas, 
November   20,    1631 ;    John,    September    22, 
1633,   buried    November     i,     1633;    Thomas, 
August  I,  1634,  buried  August  3,  1634.     From 
this  it  appears  that  the  widow  was  induced  by 
the  death  of  her  husband  to  name  a  second 
son  after  him  while  the  first  was  living,  which 
is  very  rarely  done ;  but  it  appears  the  second 
Thomas  died  the  day  he  was  christened,  and 
this  may  account  for  his  being  so  named.    The 
next  mention  of  the  widow  Margery  is  found 


in  Watertown,  as  the  wife  of  William  God- 
frey, by  whom  she  had  four  children. 

From  what  is  written  in  preceding  para- 
graphs it  may  be  said  that  the  English  ancestor 
of  the  Websters  of   Hampton   was   Thomas 
Webster,     who    died    in    Ormesby,    Norfolk 
county,  and  was  buried  April  30,  1634.    His 
widow  Margery,  with  her  son  Thomas,  who 
w^as   baptized   November   20,    1631,   came  to 
New  England  in  1634,  but  whether  before  or 
after  her  marriage  with  Deacon  Godfrey  does 
not   appear.     After   his  death    she    married, 
third,  John  Marrian,  and  died  at  Hampton, 
New  Hampshire,  May  2,  1687,  ^g^d  sevent}- 
eight  years. 

(I)  Thomas  Webster,  son  of  Thomas  and 
Margery  Webster,  the  immigrant  ancestor  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Websters  and  of  the  par- 
ticular family  intended  to  be  treated  here,  was 
baptized  at  Ormesby,  England,  November  20, 
1631,  and  died  in  Hampton,  New  Hampshire, 
January  5,  1715.  In  1693  Thomas  Webster, 
Sr.,  was  appointed  collector  of  taxes  for  the 
town  of  Hampton;  on  the  list  of  Hampton 
men  known  to  have  served  in  King  William's 
war  (1689-1697)  appears  the  name  of  Thomas 
Webster ;  on  the  list  of  Hampton  men  known 
to  have  served  in  the  earlier  Indian  wars  ap- 
pears the  name  of  Thomas  Webster.  At  this 
time  there  was  a  Thomas  Webster,  Sr.,  and  a 
Thomas  Webster,  Jr.,  the  latter  born  in  1665, 
but  in  some  of  the  records  the  absence  of  sen- 
ior and  junior  makes  it  impossible  to  deter- 
mine whether  the  service  mentioned  was  that 
of  father  or  son.  Thomas  Webster  married. 
November  2,  1657,  Sarah  Brewer,  and  had 
nine  children,  all  born  in  Hampton:  i.

Ann,  Gloucester,  ^Tassachu setts.  He  married 
first  a  daughter  of  Richard  Langsford,  whose 
wife  was  Mary  Rowe.  After  her  death  Mr. 
W^ebster  married,  December  24,  1764,  De- 
borah Lane,  of  Lane's  Cove,  Gloucester.  By 
his  first  wife  Thomas  Webster  had  one  son, 
Joshua  Webster,  born  about  1762,  and  by  his 
second  wife  he  had  one  daughter.  Sally  Web- 
ster, b(^rn  about  1766.  She  married  Novem- 
ber 15,  1787,  Joshua  Gamage,  Jr.,  who  with 
his  family  and  his  widowed  mother  removed 
to  Maine  about  1794  and  settled  in  Bristol. 
Mary  Gamage,  widow  of  John  Gamage,  Jr., 
was  born  at  Pigeon  Cove,  Gloucester,  in  I7i7» 
and  was  a  daughter  of  Joshua  Norwood  and 
Elizabeth  Andrews,  daughter  of  Ensign 
William  .Andrews  of  Chebacco,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Francis  Norwood,  who,  tradition 
says,  fled  from  England  upon  the  restoration 
of  Charles  II  to  the  throne,  and  came  to  New 
England.  He  settled  first  in  Lynn.  Massachu- 
setts, where  he  kept  a  house  of  entertainment, 
and  about  1663  removed  to  Gloucester  and 
settled  at  Goose  Cove.  Mary  Gamage  lived  to 
be  one  hundred  five  years  old  and  came  of  a 
family  noted  for  longevity. 

(V)  Joshua  Webster,  son  of  Thomas  Web- 
ster  and   Langsford,   his   first   wife, 

was  born  about  1762,  and  married,  about 
1785,  Esther,  daughter  of  Major  Mark  Pool, 
a  soldier  of  the  French  and  Indian  wars 
and  also  of  the  revolution.  He  was  born 
1739,  died  February  11,  1815,  son  of 
Joshua  Pool  and  Deliverance  Giddings.  and 
grandson   of  John    Pool,   who   was   born   in 
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Taunton,  England,  about  1670,  and  on  com- 
ing to  America  first  lived  in  Beverly,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  removed  thence  to  Glou- 
cester in  1700.  He  married  Sarah,  widow 
of  Richard  Woodbury,  and  whose  family 
name  was  Haskell.  Major  Pool's  wife 
was  Deborah,  daughter  of  Benjamin  Tarr 
and  Rebecca  Card,  and  granddaughter  of 
Richard  Tarr,  who  was  born  in  Eng- 
land about  1660,  and  on  coming  to  New 
England  settled  at  Marblehead.  Massachusetts, 
soon  after  1680,  and  married  there  his  wife 
Elizabeth.  He  was  the  first  settler  at  Sandy 
Bay,  Gloucester.  Joshua  Webster  and  Est- 
her Pool  had  five  children.  Esther,  the  eldest, 
died  unmarried ;  Sally,  married  Matthew  S. 
Giles;  Jane,  married  Ebenezer  Blatchford; 
Joshua,  born  about  1795;  (leorge,  born  about 
1797,  married  Sally,  daughter  of  William  and 
Sally  Choate. 

(VI)  Joshua  Webster,  son  of  Joshua  and 
Esther  (Pool)  Webster,  born  in  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts,  about  1795;  married  Lydia  D., 
daughter  of  John  Haskins.  born  1770,  died 
September  8,  1854,  and  his  wife  Susanna 
Grover,  daughter  of  Deacon  Ebenezer  Grover. 
John  Haskins  was  son  of  Captain  William 
Haskins,  who  was  born  on  the  eastern  shore 
of  \'irginia  about  1745,  and  married  Sally, 
daughter  of  Captain   Barriubas  Dodge  by  his 

first    wife,   Woodbury.      Her    father, 

Woodbury,  was  a  brother  of  Major 


Mark  Woodbury,  who  was  a  son  of  Joshua 
^\'oodbury,  born  1682,  who  was  a  son  of  TVter 
W(K)dbury,  born  1640,  who  was  a  son  of 
Humphrey  Woodbury,  who  was  born  in  the 
south  of  England  in  1609,  and  who  was  a 
son  of  John  Woodbury,  who  came  from  Eng- 
land and  went  to  Cape  Ann  in  1624  and  re- 
moved thence  to  Beverly  about   1628. 

(\II)  Joshua  Webster,  only  son  and  child 
of  Joshua  and  Lydia  (Haskins)  Webster, 
born  in  Gloucester.  Massachusetts,  July  17, 
181 7,  died  in  Gloucester,  July  26,  1900.  aged 
eighty-three  years.  He  was  one  of  the  pio- 
neers of  the  granite  industry  for  which  Rock- 
port  has  long  been  famous,  and  began  business 
as  a  stone  cutter.  Later  on  he  was  partner 
with  Addison  Knowlton  in  extensive  quarry- 
ing operations  on  'S(|uam'  hill,  and  still  later 
was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Lanesville 
Granite  Company,  owning  one-fourth  of  its 
stock.  He  was  a  capable  and  successful  busi- 
ness man,  and  at  one  time  possessed  a  comfor- 
table fortune,  but  reverses  swept  it  away,  al- 
though not  because  of  bad  management  on  his 
part  or  of  the  company  of  which  he  was  a 


member.     The   Lanesville  Granite    Company 
secured  a  large  government  contract  for  stone 
work  at  Fort  Warren,  in  Boston  harbor,  and 
carried  it  to  completion,  but  on  account  of  the 
action  of  the  superintending  engineer  in  di- 
recting a  change  in  the  plans,  in  which  he  had 
guaranteed  the  approval  of  his  superiors  but 
which  approval  in  fact  he  did  not  secure,  the 
contracting  company  received  no  pay  for  its 
work    and   was    forced   into   liquidation.     In 
1875,  after  the  Lanesville  Granite  Company 
had  gone  out  of  business,  Mr.  Webster  en- 
tered  the  employ  of    the    Eastern    Railroad 
Company,  and  continued  in  that  service  until 
five  ytars  before  his  death.    He  was  a  Mason 
in  good  standing,  a  member  of  the  Congrega- 
tional church  of  Rockport,  and  also  a  member 
of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Relief  Association. 
He  married  Eliza,  daughter  of  Captain  John 
Davis  and  Esther  Carter.     She  died  Septem- 
ber 25,  1895.     Five  children  were  born  of  this 
marriage:     i.  Xewell,  born  in  Rockport.  died 
in    Gloucester;    married    Abbie   Wingood.  of 
Rockport.

(VHI)    Xewell   Webster,  eldest    son    and 
child  of  Joshua  and  Eliza  (Davis)   Webster, 
was  born  in  Rockport,  Massachusetts,  and  for 
more  than  twentv  years  was  in  the  service  of 
the  Eastern  Railroad  Company,  beginning  as 
baggage-master    and    advancing   on    his   own 
merit  to  the  i)osition  of  passenger  conductor. 
In    August,    1862,    he    enlisted    as    private  in 
Company  F.  35th   Massachusetts  Volunteers, 
and   served   until  August    18,    1864,   when  he 
was  discharged  on  account  of  injuries  receiv- 
ed on   the  march  to  Fort  Jackson.     He  was 
with  his  regiment  in  all  the  battles  in  which 
it  participated  up  to  the  time  of  his  discharge, 
among  them  being  Antietam,  South  Mountain; 
P>edericksbnrg  and  X'icksburg.     After  recov- 
ering from  liis  injuries  he  returned  to  Wash- 
ington and  served  in  the  commissary  depart- 
ment, and  he  was  present  in  Ford's  theatre  at 
the  time  of  tlie  assassination  of  President  Lin- 
coln.    At  the  close  of  the  war  Mr.  Webster 
returned  to  his  home  in  Rockport,  and  soon 
afterward  entered  the  employ  of  the  Eastern 
Railroad  Comj)any,  remaining  in  that  service 
for  the  next  twenty-two  years.

While  town 
records  and  parish  registers  furnish  reason- 
ably good  accounts  of  these  earlier  heads  of 
families,  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  gen- 
erations of  the  descendants  of  Thomas 
Browne  later  than  those  of  his  sons  and 
grandsons.  The  particular  branch  of  the  fam- 
ily treated  here  is  that  which  begins  with  Dan- 
iel Brown,  of  Newbury,  whose  wife  was  Eliz- 
abeth Stickney  (see  Stickney  family)  ;  and 
while  there  is  ground  for  the  belief  that  this 
Daniel  was  a  son  or  grandson  of  the  Daniel 
Browne  to  whom,  with  William  Gray,  the 
town  of  Newbury  in  17 12  "sold  all  the  shells 
which  come  upon  the  Nahant  beaches  for 
thirty  shillings,"  there  is  no  means  by  which 
that  fact  can  be  shown.  The  records  show  the 
date  of  marriage  of  Daniel  Brown  and  Eliza- 
beth Stickney.  May  3,  1801.  and  it  is  know'n 
that  they  had  a  son  Daniel,  who  was  born  in 
1804.  and  in  1823  married  Betsey  Donnell. 
Betsey  Donnell  was  a  daughter  of  Lieuten- 
ant Benjamin  Pettengill.  who  marched  with 
Captain  William  Roger's  company  to  Cam- 
bridge on  the  Lexington  alarm,  April  19,  1775, 
and  served  nine  days.  He  enlisted  for  service 
later  in  the  war  and  was  known  as  Lieutenant 
Pettengill.  The  Donnells  were  a  Maine  fam- 
ily. Daniel  Donnell,  born  1645,  was  one  of 
the  first  councillors  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
colony,  and  also  served  as  magistrate,  judge 
of  the  courts  and  justice  of  the  peace.  The 
Pettengill  family  came  from  Yorkshire,  Eng- 
land, and  was  first  at  Salem  and  afterward  at 
Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  where  Richard 
Pettengill.  the  ancestor,  purchased  in  1640  a 
large  tract  of  land.  A  portion  of  this  land  re- 
mained in  possession  of  his  descendants  until 
1875,  when  it  passed  into  the  hands  of  certain 
gold  speculators.  Richard  Pettengill,  born  in 
Yorkshire,  England,  1621,  married  Joanna, 
daughter  of  Richard  Ingersoll,  and  had  Sam- 
uel, was  born  in  Wenham,  Massachusetts; 
Mary,  born  in  Newburyport;  Nathaniel  and 
Matthew.  Samuel  married  Mary  Poor,  and 
had  eight  children.  In  later  generations  many 
of  the  Pettengills  removed  to  New  Hampshire 
and  settled  in  the  town  of  Salisbury. 

George  D.  Brown,  son  of  Daniel  Brown, 
who  married  Betsey  Donnell,  and  grandson  of 
Daniel  Brown,  whose  wife  was  Elizabeth 
Stickney,  was  born  in  Newburyport,  July  i, 
1830,  and  was  a  block  and  pump  marker  in 
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that  town  when  shipbuilding  was  a  flourishing 
industry  there.  In  May,  1854,  he  married 
Elizabeth  Goodwin,  of  Newburyport,  and  by 
her  had  seven  children,  the  first  of  whom  died 
in  infancy.  Their  other  children  were:  Alice, 
died  unmarried ;  George,  died  unmarried ; 
Joseph  E.,  married  Minnie  Daniels,  and  died 
leaving  one  daughter,  Ruth  Warren  Brown, 
a  teacher;  Charles  D.,  postmaster  of  Glou- 
cester, Massachusetts;  William,  died  when 
about  eight  years  old :  and  Frederick  G.  of 
Salisbury,  Massachusetts. 

Charles  Donnell  Brown,  elder  of  the  two 
surviving  children  of  George  D.  and  Elizabeth 
(Goodwin)  Brown,  was  born  in  Newbury- 
port, Massachusetts,  June  5.  1862,  and  re- 
ceived his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
that  town.  After  leaving  school  he  began 
work  as  clerk  in  the  book  and  stationery  store 
of  Charles  H.  Johnson,  and  after  three  years 
went  to  Boston  and  began  a  clerkship  which 
continued  eight  years  in  the  wholesale  and  re- 
tail store  of  Knight,  Adams  &  Company,  book- 
sellers and  stationers.  In  1889  he  went  to 
(jloucester  and  became  partner  in  a  general 
book  store  with  George  Douglass,  whose  in- 
terest in  the  business  he  purchased  six  months 
later  and  thus  became  sole  proprietor. 

Mr.  Brown  was  engaged  in  mercantile  pur- 
suits in  Gloucester  about  ten  years,  but  soon 
after  the  beginning  of  the  second  Cleveland 
administration  in  1893,  ^^^  became  a  recogniz- 
ed factor  in  Gloucester  politics.  In  1893-94 
he  was  a  member  of  the  city  council,  being 
president  of  that  body  the  latter  year,  and 
from  1895  to  1897  inclusive  he  represented 
Gloucester  in  the  lower  house  of  the  legisla- 
ture. During  the  first  two  years  of  his  legis- 
lative service  the  district  from  which  he  was 
elected  included  the  towns  of  Essex  and  Man- 
chester and  all  of  the  city  of  Gloucester  ex- 
cept ward  two :  and  during  his  last  term  in 
the  house  his  district  included  all  of  the  wards 
of  the  city  excepting  wards  two  and  seven. 
In  the  legislature  Mr.  Brown  gave  to  his  con- 
stituents a  satisfactorv  service,  and  was  a 
member  of  several  important  committees,  in 
his  second  year  being  clerk  of  the  mercantile 
committee,  the  third  year  was  chairman  of 
the  taxation  committee  and  also  w^ater  sup- 
ply committee,  and  he  always  aimed  to  repre- 
sent whatever  made  for  the  interest  of  the  city, 
and  the  state  as  well,  but  never  posed  as  a 
political  reformer  nor  as  the  champion  of  ra- 
dical measures.  He  is  a  Republican  through 
and  through,  a  firm  believer  in  his  party  and 
the  principles  for  which  it  stands,  and  w^hile 


he  believes  in  party  organization  as  a  means 
of  securing  the  best  results  he  is  not  what  is 
usually  termed  an  organization  politician.  He 
is  one  of  the  recognized  Republican  leaders 
of  Essex  county,  and  his  belief  in  the  principle 
of  the  **square  deal'*  has  gained  for  him  many 
friends  of  the  opposite  political  party.  He 
has  frequently  been  a  delegate  to  city  and 
county  conventions  and  in  1896  was  a  delegate 
to  the  Republican  national  convention  which 
nominated  Mr.  McKinley  for  the  presidency. 
In  1897  and  1898  he  was  chairman  of  the  Re- 
publican city  committee  of  Gloucester,  and  in 
the  year  first  mentioned  was  a  member  of  the 
Republican  state  committee.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Republican  Club  of  Massachusetts. 
September  i,  1898,  Mr.  Brown  w-as  appointed 
by  President  McKinley  postmaster  of  Glou- 
cester, and  at  the  end  of  his  term  he  was  re- 
appointed by  Mr.  Roosevelt.  He  is  an  Odd 
Fellow,  member  and  past  grand  of  Ocean 
Lodge,  member  of  Cape  Ann  Encampment, 
Patriarchs  Militant,  and  of  the  Daughters  of 
Rebekah ;  a  member  and  in  1894  was  secre- 
tary of  Acacia  Lodge,  A.  F.  and  A.  M. ; 
William  Ferson  Chapter,  R.  A.  M.,  and  Beth- 
lehem Commandery,  K.  T.  He  is  also  a 
member  of  the  Ancient  Order  of  United 
Workmen.  September  8,  1904,  Mr.  Brown 
was  made  associate  life  member  of  Colonel 
Allen  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Gloucester.  Septem- 
ber TO,  1895,  at  the  golden  jubilee  of  Ocean 
Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  at  the  celebration  of  its 
fiftieth  anniversarv,  Mr.  Brown  delivered  the 
historical  address. 

Mr.  Brown  married,  April  26,  1888,  Helen 
M.  Dennis,  daughter  of  George  Dennis  (died 
February,  1895  )  and  wife  Lois  (Griffin)  Den- 
nis, and  at  the  time  of  her  marriage  a  teacher  in 
the  Collins  school,  Gloucester.  Two  children 
have  been  born  to  this  marriage :  Emma  Win- 
slow  Brown,  born  in  Gloucester  April  3,  1889, 
and  Rodnev  Donald  Brown,  born  in  Glou- 
cester.   August    10,   1896. 

Surnames,  and  especially 
STICK XEY     those  of  English  origin,  were 

derived  from  various  sources 
and  those  which  are  considered  the  most  an- 
cient and  respectable  were  given  in  allusion  to 
places,  cities  and  towns,  which  existed  in  Eng- 
land long  before  the  use  of  family  names. 
"Stickney  is  a  large  village  on  the  Boston 
road,  distant  eight  and  one  half  miles  north  of 
Boston  station,  three  from  Xew  Bolingbrooke 
and  eight  miles  southwest  of  Spilsby;  it  is 
pleasantly  situated  on  the  borders  of  the  east 
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and  west  fens,  in  the  soke  of  Bolingbrooke, 
union  of  Spilsby,  Lindsey  division  and  dio- 
cese of  Lincoln.'* 

In  1331,  during  the  reign  of  Edward  III, 
one  of  the  one  hundred  and  thirty-one  persons 
taxed  in  Boston  was  John  de  Stickney,  who 
paid  about  one  pound,  which  was  considered  a 
large  sum  in  those  days.  He  doubtless  was  a 
man  of  the  guild  of  St.  Lawrence,  for  the 
arms  of  Stickney  were  carved  in  the  chimney 
piece  of  the  old  "moat  house"  in  the  place  of 
Stickney,  near  Boston,  in  England.  The  arms 
of  Stickney  are  found  to  have  been  "Er- 
mines, three  lozenges  ermine,"  and  in  the  "Vis- 
itations of  Lincolnshire,"  1564,  is  found  the 
explanatory  record  that  "John  Craycrofte  and 
Hogsthorpe,  10  Henry  5,  1422,  married  daugh- 
ter and   heir  of   Stickney." 

( I )  William  Stickney,  immigrant  ancestor 
of  nearlv  all  who  bear  that  surname  in  Ameri- 
ca.  is  probably  the  same  William  Stickney  who 
is  mentioned  as  having  been  baptized  in  St. 
Mary's  church,  Frampton,  Lincolnshire,  Eng- 
land, September  6,  1592,  and  the  son  of 
William  Stickney  of  Frampton,  who  was  bap- 
tized December  30,  1558,  and  married  June 
i^.  1585,  Margaret  Pierson,  and  grandson  of 
Robert  Stickney,  who  made  his  will  October 
3,  1582,  and  was  buried  October  18,  1582. 
Frampton  is  a  parish  in  the  wapentake  of  Kir- 
ton,  parts  of  Holland,  Lincolnshire,  less  than 
a  mile  south  from  Boston,  and  the  church  there 
is  dedicated  to  St.  Mary.  The  date  of  marri- 
age of  William  Stickney,  the  immigrant,  the 
family  name  of  his  wife,  where  he  lived  in 
England,  and  the  date  of  the  births  of  his  chil- 
dren are  not  known.  Neither  is  it  known  in 
what  ship  he  sailed  from  England,  nor  the 
time  of  his  landing  in  Boston.  Savage  says 
he  probably  came  from  Hull,  in  Yorkshire,  in 
1637.  However,  William  Stickney,  his  wife 
Elizabeth,  and  three  children — Samuel,  Amos 
and  Mary — were  .among  the  first  settlers  of 
Rowley,  1639,  where  in  the  division  of  land  in 
1643  there  was  set  oflF  to  William  Stickney 
**one  lott  containinge  one  acre  and  a  halfe," 
and  there  he  built  his  house.  He  appears  to 
have  been  a  man  of  some  consequence  in  the 
settlement,  serving  on  several  important  com- 
mittees, also  as  clerk  of  the  market,  trial  juror, 
selectman,  and  in  1661  he  is  mentioned  as 
lieutenant.  He  acquired  considerable  pro- 
perty, and  after  his  death  his  estate  was  ap- 
praised at  four  hundred  sixteen  pounds  four- 
teen shillings  one  penny.  He  died  in  the  latter 
part  of  January,  1664-5,  ^n^'  was  buried  Jan- 
uary 25.    His  wife  survived  him  several  years.

ni)  Amos  Stickney.  second  son  of  William 
Stickney  and  his  wife  Elizabeth,  born  in  Eng- 
land, about  1635,  was  about  two  years  old 
when  his  parents  came  to  America.  He  went 
with  his  father  to  Rowley,  and  was  given  by 
him  the  trade  of  weaver,  it  being  said  that  the 
elder  Stickney  set  up  in  Rowley  before  1643 
"the  first  fulling-mill  in  America."  After 
learning  his  trade  Amos  Stickney  went  to 
Newbury  and  set  up  in  business  there,  took 
the  oath  of  fidelity  in  1669,  and  subsequently 
became  a  man  of  influence  and  property,  pos- 
sessing at  his  death  an  estate  valued  at  two 
hundred  eighty- four  pounds  ten  shillings.  He 
died  in  Newbury,  August  29,  1678.  He  mar- 
ried, June  24,  1663,  Sarah  Morse,  who  sur- 
vived him  and  married  for  her  second  hus- 
band, December  7,  1684,  Stephen  Acreman, 
an(t  died  in  Newbury,  December  7,  171 1.

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records  he  is  mentioned  as  husbandman  and 
also  as  cordwainer.  January,  1688,  Andrew 
Stickney  was  impressed*  from  Newbury,  by 
order  of  Governor  Andros,  to  serve  against 
the  Indians,  and  in  1708,  with  his  brother 
John,  was  a  soldier  in  Captain  Thomas 
Noyes*s  company  of  Newbury  troops  for  ser- 
vice during  the  early  Indian  wars  which  began 
soon  after  1700.  He  married,  first,  in  New- 
bury, Rebecca  Somerby,  probably  a  daughter 
of  Abiel  Somerby  and  Rebecca  Knight.  She 
was  born  in  Newbury  June  7,  1672,  and  died 
there  January  30,  1693.  He  married,  second, 
Elizabeth  Chute,  born  June  22,  1676,  daughter 
of  James  Chute,  second,  and  Mary  Wood.

his  widow.     He  was  a  soldier  of  the  French 
and  Indian  wars,  and  in  June,  1757,  was  in 
Captain  Samuel  Pierce's  company  of  Colonel 
John    Greenleaf*s   regiment    of    militia.    "He 
probably  gave  further  service  during  the  war, 
for  he  is  mentioned  in  some  records  as  cap- 
tain.    In  his  life  he  probably  engaged  in  mari- 
time pursuits,  for  the  inventory  of  his  prop- 
erty after  his  death  mentions  a  dwelling  house, 
warehouse  and  land,  and  a  "schooner  with  all 
her  appurtenances."     Captain   Stickney  mar- 
ried, August  6,  1757,  Eunice  Wells,  and  sec- 
ond, December  26,  1792,  widow  Mary  Cressy, 
who  survived  him.  His  children,  all  of  his  first 
marriage:    i.

On  July  9, 
1776,  he  enlisted  in  Captain  Moses  NewelFs 
company,  and  was  stationed  at  Plum  Island 
until  November  19,  same  year.  In  1777  he 
enlisted  from  Newburyport  for  three  years  in 
Captain  Greenleaf's  company,  Eleventh  Regi- 
ment Massachusetts  troops,  and  served  his  full 
time.  August  30,  1778,  he  was  called  out,  by 
request  of  General  John  Stark,  in  Captain 
Joseph  Bellow's  company,  in  the  regiment 
commanded  by  Major  Bridge,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  battle  of  Bennington.  V'^ermont,  and 
received  pay  for  service  done  there.  It  ap- 
pears from  a  power  of  attorney  given  to  Cap- 
tain Jonathan  Gardner,  junior,  and  Captain 
William  Ross,  of  Salem,  of  date  July  25,  1781, 
and  signed  by  the  officers  and  crew  of  the 
privateer  **Dis(lain,"  mounting  sixteen  guns, 
William  Patterson,  commander,  that  Stephen 
Stickney  was  one  of  the  men  who  was  bound 
in  her  on  a  cruise  against  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  authorized  his 
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attorneys  to  dispose  of  his  share  of  such  prizes 
as  they  might  take.  Stephen  Stickney  mar- 
ried, April  20,  1780,  Hannah,  daughter  of  An- 
drew Sargent,  of  Gloucester.  Children:  i. 
Eunice,  born  December  4,  1780;  baptized  De- 
cember 17,  First  Presbyterian  church,  died 
young.

1784,  and 
married  May  3,  1801,  Daniel  Brown  (see 
Brown   family). 


In  early  public  records  and 
PATTILLO    private      family     manuscripts 

and  Bible  records  the  surname 
Pattillo,  which  has  numerous  representatives 
in  the  states  south  of  the  Mason  and  Dixon 
line,  and  a  less  number  in  New  England,  is 
spelled  in  no  less  than  eighteen  different  ways, 
all  of  which  may  be  safely  regarded  as  modi- 
fications in  spelling  and  pronunciation  of  the 
name  Pittilock,  which  now  is  the  name  of  a 
village  some  ten  miles  southeast  of  Cupar  Fife, 
in  Scotland,  and  formerly  that  of  the  property 
from  which  the  territorial  title  *'de  Pittilock'' 
was  taken.  If  it  should  be  considered  as  more 
probable  that  a  man  gave  his  name  to  a  place 
than  that  a  district  gave  its  name  to  a  man 
and  his  descendants,  then  an  attempt  might  be 
made  to  trace  the  Scottish  family  from  the 
Roman  legate  Petteleius,  who  came  to  Britain 
about  A.  D.  323,  and  waged  war  with  the 
Pittish  King  Galdus.  But  whatever  the  origin 
of  the  name  Pittilock,  and  whether  originally 
the  name  of  a  place  or  of  a  man,  the  fact 
remains  unquestioned  that  in  1312  it  had  be- 
come a  territorial  appellation,  for  in  that  year 
Laurenciune  de  Petolly,  or  Pittillock,  signed 
an  inquiry  as  to  the  rights  of  the  constable  of 
Crail.  (Hist.  Mss.  Coruso,  5th  Rep.  p.  262). 
In  the  beginning  of  the  fourteenth  century 
William  Pittillock  occupied  the  high  position 
of  Scottish  Herald,  and  about  the  end  of  that 
century  was  born  Robert  Patullok,  to  whom 
was  given  in  mediaeval  history  the  name  of  "a 
great  captain ;"  and  who  in  1424  went  from 
Dundee  to  France  and  there  founded  the  Scot- 
tish Guard,  so  long  famous  for  its  fidelity  to 
the  Kings  of  France.  Of  the  valour  and  emi- 
nent distinction  of  this  Robert  and  of  his 
particular  favor  with  his  sovereigns  in  France, 


there  can  be  no  doubt ;  he  is  given  a  conspicu- 
ous mention  in  Chamber's  history  of  Charles 
VII,  and  later  the  author  of  the  ^'Metrical 
Chronicle  of  Scotland"  makes  particular  ac- 
count **Off  Robert  Pattillo  and  his  \'ictories  f 
the  first  lines  of  which  run  thus: 

"One  Scottis  man  of  great  honour  and  fame, 
Robert  Pittillo  called  was  his  name; 
Borne  in  Dundie  throw  adventure  and  chance, 
That  samin  tyme  hapnit  to  be  in  France,*'  etc. 

For  his  services  Robert  Pittillo  was  reward- 
ed with  a  considerable  grant  of  lands  in  San- 
tern  (Burton  "Scot  Ahoad)  and  became 
founder  of  the  French  family  of  Pettilleon 
(Michael  Ecossais  in  France  et  Francais  en 
Ecosse").  He  also  was  probably  the  same  as 
the  Robert  Pettelok,  of  Clermont,  who  in  1458 
was  sent  as  ambassador  to  France  from  Scot- 
land and  who  afterward  was  commissary  to 
Pope  Pius  I. 

It  appears  from  the  Registrum  Nigrum  de 
Aberbrothoe,  that  the  Abbey  of  Srlroath 
granted  to  John  Pattulloh  a  farming  lease  in 
the  year  1483,  and  another  lease  to  Alexander 
Pattulloh  in  1521,  the  latter  of  whom  was 
the  last  Roman  Catholic  priest  of  the  parish, 
and  that  about  the  latter  date  William  Pattul- 
loh, a  monk  of  the  Abbey,  was  appointed  min- 
ister of  Ruthren.  The  name  is  still  found  in  ^ 
the  vicinity  of  Perth,  where  in  1525  Magister 
Pettullo  witnessed  a  charter  (he  was  after- 
ward chaplain  at  Dundee),  and  in  1528  Wil- 
liam Pitillo,  twice  provost  of  Perth,  a  burgess, 
had  property. 

In  1649  Thomas  Pettelly  settled  in  Ireland, 
having  crossed  with  several  other  For  for  shire 
gentlemen,  as  officers  in  Cromwell's  army  in 
an  attempt  to  settle  the  Irish  question  of  their 
own  day.  Some  members  of  the  family  in 
Scotland,  however,  would  seem  to  have  de- 
served some  manner  of  repression,  for  in  1653 
the  Mornfish  Parish  Register  records  that 
"this  day  Marget  Pittilock  confessed  her  fault 
in  abusing  her  goodman,  and  did  humble  her- 
self before  the  session,  and  was  actit  gif 
ever  she  fall  in  this  fault  she  shall  compear 
before  the  congregation."  Again,  in  1658, 
Euphan  Pattillock  "delated  for  laying  forth 
cloathes  on  the  Lord's  Day,"  and  on  Novem- 
ber 21.  did  "publicly  acknowledge  the  oflFense 
and  sin  of  transgressing  the  Lord's  Day ;"  but 
in  the  same  year  David  Patillo  was  chosen 
ruling  elder  for  the  next  half  year. 

In  1610  George  Pattullo,  M.  A.,  was  or- 
dained, having  obtained  "honours"  at  St.  An- 
drew's University,  and  afterward  became  min- 
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ister  of  Xewtyle,  in  which  parish  he  was  suc- 
ceeded by  his  son  George  in  1660.  Another 
son  of  the  Xewtyle  minister  was  Robert,  at 
one  time  a  merchant  of  Dundee,  and  it  is  pos- 
sible that  he  was  the  same  Robert  Pittiloh 
who  was  author  of  the  exceedingly  rare  tract 
(only  two  copies  of  which  are  known,  one  in 
the  British  Museum  and  the  other  in  the  Ad- 
vocate's Library),  called  the  "Hammer  of  Per- 
secution" or  "Persecution  in  Scotland  under 
Cromwell." 

Though  the  Pattullos  of  recent  times  have 
shown  an  inclination  to  settle  at  their  father*s 
doors,  there  was  not  always  in  the  family  this 
lamentable  lack  of  enterprise.  Henry  Patillo, 
born  in  Scotland  in  1726,  emigrated  to  Amer- 
ica and  was  licensed  to  preach  by  the  Presby- 
tery of  Hanover,  Virginia,  in  1757.  In  1765 
he  removed  to  Granville,  North  Carolina, 
where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in  the 
faithful  duties  of  the  ministry,  dying  in  1801. 
He  left  several  works  in  manuscript,  besides 
publishing  three  sermons  in  1787,  also  "Le- 
land's  Deistical  Writers"  (abridged),  and  a 
"Sermon  on  the  Death  of  Washington." 

Another  Henry  Patullo,  from  his  book  pub- 
lished in  London  in  1772,  would  seem  to  have 
spent  some  time  in  India;  and  another  wan- 
derer to  foreign  lands  was  Henry  Pattullo, 
who  in  1776  was  a  merchant  in  Paris  and 
who,  by  his  correspondence  with  the  Jacobite 
leaders,  obtained  mention  in  the  "Hist.  Mss. 
Com.,  9th  Rept.,"  and  thus  perpetuated  his 
own  memory.  Although  the  army  appears  to 
have  found  little  favor  with  the  family,  at  least 
one  of  its  members  died  in  the  service  of  his 
country — Major  Pattullo,  who  now  rests  in 
Crimea. 

The  Pattillos  are  an  ancient  familv  seated  at 
Balumlic,  near  Dundee,  in  Scotland.  During 
the  reign  of  Louis  VI  of  France  they  came 
over  into  Scotland,  and  Robert  Pattillo,  with 
several  other  men,  joined  the  King's  Archer 
Guards,  and  so  distinguished  himself  in  an 
insurrection  in  Gascony  that  the  king  pro- 
moted him  and  appointed  him  governor  of  one 
of  his  provinces.  From  this  circumstance  the 
Pattillo  coat-of-arms  was  established,  the  same 
being  an  unbent  bow,  resting  on  a  shield ;  the 
crest :  a  mailed  glove  with  a  rose  in  the 
hand,  the  motto  on  which  is  "et  decupta,  dat 
odorum." 

During  the  persecution  of  the  Huguenots 
following  the  revocation  of  the  Edict  of 
Nantes,  one  of  the  sons  of  Robert  Pattillo 
(George  by  name)  escaped  from  France  and 
made  his  way  to  Dundee,  where  he  found  pro- 


tection among  relatives  in   Scotland.      There 
he  married  and  reared  three  sons,  and  perhaps 
two  or  three  daughters.    The  sons  were  Will- 
iam, George  and  Henry  Pattillo.     Originally 
the  name  was  spelled  Pattulock  and  means,  in 
Scotch,  "The  foot  of  the  lake,"  perhaps  from 
the   locality   of   the    family    seat.      Sometime 
about  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century  the 
family  changed  the  spelling  of  the  name  to 
Pattillo,  to  correspond  with  the  French  pro- 
nunciation. 

"All   who   bear   the   name   of   Pattillo  are 
akin."  say  Robert  and  Augustus  Pattillo  of 
Glasgow,  Scotland,  in  communicating  reminis- 
cences of  the  family  to  acquaintances  in  Amer 
ica,  while  according  to  Samuel  Pattillo,  of  the 
southern    branch    of    the   family,   all  of  the 
Pattillos  in  America  are  descendants  of  those 
two  brothers    (George   and   Henry   Pattillo) 
the  most  of  them  being  from  George  Pattillo, 
who  was  a  "devout,  holy  man,  a  Wesleyan 
Methodist."     These  brothers  came  to  Amer- 
ica in   the   year    1740,    and    soon    afterward 
George  married  Martha  Vernon,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, and   settled   in  Charlotte  county,  Vir- 
ginia, where  he  raised  most  of  his  family  of 
five  sons  and  three  daughters.    Henry  Pattillo 
settled  in  North  Carolina  and  in  time  became 
an   eminent    clergyman    of   the   Presbyterian 
church. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  George  and  Henry 
Pattillo  were  the  American  ancestors  of  those 
of  their  surname  in  the  southern  states,  and 
while  they  were  closely  related  to  the  Pattillo 
family  which  was  seated  in  Nova  Scotia  dur- 
ing the  later  years  of  the  eighteenth  century, 
it  cannot  be  assumed  that  the  latter  were  de- 
scended from  cither  of  them.  On  the  contrary 
the  consensus  of  opinion  inclines  to  the  belief 
that  Alexander  Pattillo,  of  Chester,  Nova 
Scotia,  mav  have  been  the  son  of  William 
Pattillo.  who  is  mentioned  in  a  preceding  par- 
agraph as  a  brother  of  George  and  Henry 
Pattillo. 

The  history  of  the  county  of  Lunenburg, 
Nova  Scotia,  informs  us  that  Alexander  Pat- 
tillo settled  in  Chester  in  that  county  in  1783. 
and  that  he  married  the  Widow  Bartlett, 
whose  family  name  was  Roberts,  and  that  she 
was  of  Liverpool,  Nova  Scotia.  Alexander 
was  a  tall,  stout  man.  very  muscular  and  pow- 
erful. His  occupation  was  lime  burning,  and 
he  also  owned  a  vessel.  During  his  time  there 
was  only  a  footpath  between  Chester  and 
Windsor.  On  one  occasion  he  started  with  his 
horse  to  Windsor  and  became  lost  in  the 
woods.   On  the  ninth  dav  he  turned  his  horse 
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having  taken  off  the  saddle  and  bridle, 
ing  them  on  the  limb  of  a  white  birch 
the  west  side  of  Nine  Mile  lake,  distant 
Chester  about  eleven  miles.  He  then 
ded  on  his  journey  as  best  he  could

count  the  cost  of  doing  one  a  favor,  with  a 
hearty  greeting  that  rang  out  like  a  command 
from  the  quarterdeck  and  a  grasp  of  the  hand 
which  might  almost  crush  the  handle  of  an 
oar,  he  was  one  whom  to  know  was  to  esteem 
and  love  and  respect.  His  first  trip  as  skip- 
per was  made  in  1838,  in  the  schooner  **Good 
Hope,"  and  in  later  years  he  commanded  the 
"Tiger,"  the  "Abigail,"  the  "Alexander,"  and 
other  vessels,  his  last  schooner  being,  it  is  be- 
lieved, the  "Christie  Campbell."  He  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  fishermen  of  his  day, 
and  if  there  were  any  fish  to  be  caught  he  was 
pretty  sure  to  secure  his  share.  He  followed 
the  mackerel  and  Georges  fishery,  and  was 
the  first  man  to  bring  a  cargo  of  salt  herring 
from  Newfoundland  to  the  United  States.  On 
one  occasion  Captain  Pattillo^s  vessel  was 
seized  by  the  Dominion  authorities  for  carry- 
ing a  fatherless  girl  to  her  widowed  mother  in 
Nova  Scotia,  and  he  made  his  escape  by 
throwing  the  seizing  officer  over  the  rail  into 
his  boat — the  officer  not  having  his  official 
badge,  a  silver  oar — and  running  away  from 
the  cutter  amid  a  brisk  firing  of  small  arms, 
which  pierced  the  schooner's  side  and  splin- 
tered her  mainmast.  Once  he  had  his  vessel's 
papers  taken  away  by  an  armed  force  in  New- 
foundland, after  having  barricaded  his  vessel 
in  the  ice  to  prevent  her  capture.  He  had 
been  compelled  to  go  to  sea  in  the  teeth  of  a 
fierce  gale,  to  avoid  capture,  and  had  been  re- 
fused needed  provisions  and  supplies. 

In  Chester,  February  17,  1828,  Captain  Pat- 
tillo married  Ann,  born  October  29,  1805, 
daughter  of  Patrick  and  Susan  Gorman,  of 
Chester.  Patrick  Gorman  'was  born  in  county 
Wexford,  Ireland,  in  1775,  and  died  Novem- 
ber II,  1848,  aged  seventy-three  years;  his 
wife  Susan  died  August  13,  1825,  aged  forty- 
three  years.  For  his  second  wife  Patrick 
Gorman  married  Mary  Ann  Frail,  who  died 
June  I,  1865. 

Alexander  Pattillo,  only  child  and  son  of 
Captain  James  William  and  Ann  (Gorman) 
Pattillo,  was  born  in  Chester,  Nova  Scotia, 
November  29,  1828.  In  1836  he  came  with  his 
mother  to  join  her  husband  in  Gloucester, 
Massachusetts,  where  he  had  taken  up  his  res- 
idence some  four  years  before.  When  he  was 
a  boy  of  about  thirteen  years  of  age  Alexander 
found  employment  in  the  store  of  James 
Mansfield  &  Son,  general  merchants,  where  he 
did  a  boy's  work  for  about  two  years,  from 
1842  to  about  1844,  and  then  went  into  the 
Service  of  John  C.  Calif,  who  carried  on  a 
general  dry  goods  business  in  Gloucester.   At 
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first  he  (Ik.  a  boy's  work  in  and  about  the 
store,  later  waited  on  customers  from  behind 
the  counter,  and  gradually  worked  himself  up 
until  he  became  head  clerk,  with  the  charge  of 
the  large  store  frequently  devolving  upon  him. 
Mr.  Pattillo  continued  in  the  employ  of  Mr. 
Calif  until  1852,  when  he  set  up  in  business 
for  himself,  on  what  then  was  Front  street, 
but  now  Main  street,  in  a  building  nearly  oppo- 
site to  his  present  location  on  that  principal 
thoroughfare  of  trade  and  travel  in  the  city, 
where  he  was  burned  out  in  1864.  He  at  once 
began  business  at  his  present  location.  The 
means  with  which  he  first  began  business  on, 
his  own  account  comprised  his  savings  of 
earlier  years.  Thus  it  is  that  Alexander  Pat- 
tillo is  a  self-made  business  man,  of  whom  it 
may  be  truthfully  said  that  he  is  the  architect 
of  his  own  fortune,  and  his  business  life  as  a 
whole  has  been  rewarded  with  a  fair  measure 
of  success,  yielding  its  competency  and,  even 
better  than  that,  the  confidence  and  respect  of 
his  fellowmen.  He  never  has  taken  an  active 
part  in  public  and  political  aflFairs.  but  he  has 
for  many  years  been  identified  with  some  of 
the  best  institutions  of  Gloucester,  notably  the 
First  Baptist  Church,  having  been  treasurer  of 
its  society  for  the  last  forty  years,  and  a 
member  of  the  church  itself  since  1870.  For 
forty  years  also  he  has  been  treasurer  of  the 
Sawyer  Free  Library.  To-day  Mr.  Pattillo 
enjoys  the  pleasant  distinction  of  being  the 
oldest  active  business  man  in  the  city  of  Glou- 
cester, and  throughout  the  long  period  of  his 
career  in  mercantile  pursuits,  extending  over 
fiwQ  vears  more  than  half  a  centurv,  his  actions 
always  have  been  characterized  by  rugged  and 
straightforward  honesty,  and  due  regard  for 
the  claims  and  rights  of  all  other  men,  whether 
more  or  less  fortunate  than  himself  in  their 
business  enterprises. 

On  February  6,  1853.  Alexander  Pattillo 
married  Abby  Sayward  Wonson,  born  March 
4,  1831,  a  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Eliza  (Say- 
ward)  Wonson,  granddaughter  of  Samuel  and 
Lydia  (Rowe)  Wonson,  and  g^eat-grand- 
daughter  of  Samuel  Wonson  (whose  wife  was 
Patience  Norwood),  who  was  the  youngest  of 
four  children  of  John  Wonson  who  settled  at 
Sandy  Point  and  had  a  house  there  in  1726. 
In  1720  John  Wonson  married  Honor  Wise, 
daughter  of  Richard  Tarr,  and  widow  of  John 
Wise,  who  was  lost  at  sea  in  1717.  After  the 
death  of  John  Wonson  his  widow  Honor  mar- 
ried, in  1730,  Isaac  Prince.  The  children  of 
John  and  Honor  (Tarr-Wise)  Wonson  were: 
Elizabeth.  John,  Joseph  and  Sarah  Wonson.

1858-59  he  was  agent  of  the  state  board  oi 
education.     I'>om    1861   to   1866,  during  the: 
entire  period  of  the  civil  war,  he  was  annualh= 
re-elected  treasurer   and   receiver  general  oE 
the  commonwealth.    He  was  chief  of  the  state 
bureau  of  labor.     At  the  Centennial  Exposi- 
tion at  Philadelphia  he  was  one  of  the  judgeF 
of  musical   instruments.     He  always  took  m 
lively  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  city  01 
Lawrence,  especially  in  matters  relating  to  art  ^ 
music  and   education.     Largely   through  hi5= 
efforts  the  shade  trees  were  planted  on  the- 
broad  avenues  of  the  Lawrence  Common.    He- 
was  an  active  and  useful  member  of  the  school 
bt)ard.  and  for  a  time  served  as  superintendent 
of  scliools.    To  his  generosity  and  public  spirit 
are  <\\\i^  the  tine  collection  of  busts  and  stat- 
uary of  old  (Ireek  and  Roman  writers,  tlie  fine 
pictures  and  engravings  and  the  philosophical 
a])paratu.s  in  the  high  school.     General  Oliver 
conducted  choral  singing  in  the  public  schools

He  was  a  man  of  versatile  talent  and'tastes. 
He  wa^  especially  fond  of  mathematics  and 
astronomy,  and  as  early  as  1830  published  a 
work  on  "The  Construction  and  Use  of  Math- 
ematical Instruments.*'  He  delivered  a  course 
of  lectures  to  the  mill  operatives  of  the  city 
for  several  winters  on  popular  and  educational 
subjects.  He  is  best  known  as  the  author  of 
the  wonderful  old  hymn  ** Federal  Street," 
which  he  named  for  the  street  in  which  he 
used  to  live  in  Salem.

John  Winchester,  men- 
WINCH ESTER     tioned  in  history  as  one 

of  the  "founders  of  New 
England,''  and  who  also  was  probably  the 
ancester  of  all  of  the    Winchesters    in    this 
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country,  sailed  from  London  for  New  England 
in  the  ship  "Elizabeth,"  William,  Stagg,  mas- 
ter, April  6,  1635,  and  at  that  time  was  nine-, 
teen  years  old.  From  what  part  of  England 
he  came  is  not  definitely  known,  but  it  is  be- 
lieved that  he  was  of  the  Winchesters  of  Kent 
county.  He  settled  in  Hingham  with  his  fel- 
low voyagers,  the  Bates  family,  and  on  July 
3,  1636,  was  allotted  five  acres  of  farm  land. 
He  joined  the  First  Church  in  Boston  in  1636, 
was  made  freeman  March  9,  1637,  and  became 
a  member  of  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artil- 
lery Company  in  1638.  Soon  after  1650  he 
moved  to  the  *^Muddy  River  part  of  Boston,'* 
now  Brookline,  where  he  was  surveyor,  1664, 
1669  and  1670;  constable,  1672-3,  and  tything- 
man,  1680.  June  30,  1674,  with  his  wife,  son 
John  and  wife,  daughter  Mary  and  husband, 
he  joined  the  church  at  Roxbury.  He  appears 
to  have  prospered  at  Muddy  River,  and  at  his 
death,  April  25,  1694,  he  left  his  estate,  inven- 
toried at  307  pounds,  10  shillings,  to  his  sons 
John  and  Josiah.  October  15,  1638,  he  mar- 
ried Hannah  Sealis,  of  Scituate,  daughter  of 
Deacon  Richard  Sealis,  of  that  .town,  and  the 
ceremony  was  performed  by  one  "Maister  Gin- 
nings."

Being  a  near  neighbor  of  Samuel 
Sewall.  he  was  one  of  the  first  signers  of  the 
petition  drawn  by  himself  for  the  sef)aration 
of  Muddy  River  from  the  parent  town  of  Bos- 
ton. The  petition  was  granted  in  November, 
1705,  and  the  new  district  was  given  the  name 
of  Brookline.  fie  was  the  first  ref)resentative 
of  that  town  to  the  colonial  assembly  of  Mass- 
achusetts, 1769-10;  was  constable,  commis- 
sioner and  selectman,  and  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  Brookline  church,  171 7.  He  was  a  sol- 
dier in  King  Philip's  war,  and  is  mentioned  as 
having  been  stationed  at  the  garrison  Punka- 
paugue  (Canton,  Massachusetts),  April  24, 
1676.  He  died  February,  1718,  leaving  an 
estate  as  per  will  and  inventory,  dated  January 
29,  1717,  of  1,000  pounds  9  shillings.  He  mar- 
ried twice.

GARDNER  sketch  of  one  of  the  descend- 
ants of  Thomas  Gardner  is 
taken  largely  from  the  recently  published  work 
entitled  ^'Thomas  Gardner,  Planter,  and  Some 
of  His  Descendants"  (1907,  Dr.  Frank  A. 
Gardner),  and  which  is  pronounced  by  per- 
sons competent  to  judge  its  merits  as  being 
one  of  the  best  genealogical  works  extant. 

During  the  years  immediately  following  the 
landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth,  several 
merchants  in  the  south  of  England  sent  fish- 
ing vessels  to  the  shores  of  New  England,  but 
owing  to  the  length  of  time  required  by  these 
slow-going  craft  they  returned  to  the  markets 
of  England  and  Spain  too  late  in  the  season 
to  dispose  of  their  catch.  Accordingly  a 
number  of  men  in  Dorchester,  England,  com- 
prising the  Dorchester  Company,  conceived 
the  idea  of  establishing  a  plantation  at  Cape 
Ann.  They  thought  that  the  fishermen  might 
winter  there,  make  their  catch  early  in  the 
spring,  and  return  to  England  in  season  to 
dispose  of  the  fish  to  advantage. 

In  1624  the  Cape  Ann  Planters,  as  they 
have  ever  since  been  called,  landed  at  Stage 
Point  on  the  west  side  of  what  we  now  know 
as  Gloucester  harbor.  The  selection  of  the 
site  for  the  plantation  proved  to  be  an  unfortu- 
nate one,  as  the  rocky  and  unfertile  soil  made 
successful  farming  impossible.  The  fisheries 
also  proved  a  failure,  and  many  of  the  fisher- 
men turned  to  agriculture  for  relief.  The 
leaders  of  the  company  in  England,  hearing 
that  Roger  Conant  was  at  Nantasket,  invited 
him  to  go  to  Cape  Ann  and  assume  entire 
control.  He  went  there  in  1625.  In  1626  the 
company  granted  permission  for  the  removal 
of  the  colony  from  Cape  Ann  to  the  mouth  of 
Naumkeag  river,  and  while  many  returned  to 
England  a  few  stout  hearts  ventured  to  try 
the  new  location,  and  became  the  founders  of 
Salem.  They  stayed,  as  Conant  said,  **to  the 
hazard  of  their  lives/'  and  it  is  a  matter  of 
shame  and  deep  regret  that  many  an  historical 
writer  of  old  Massachusetts  has  failed  to  give 
them  due  credit  for  laying  the  foundation  of 
this  grand  commonwealth.  But  however  the 
*'first  governor"  contest  may  be  settled  there 
can  be  no  doubt  of  the  fact  that  Thomas  Gard- 
ner, as  overseer  of  the  plantation  at  Cape  Ann, 
was  the  first  man  in  authority  on  the  soil  of 
what  became  the  Massachusetts  Bay  colony. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  London  company  held 
July  28,  1629,  Mr.  Webb  mentioned  *'one  Mr. 
Gardner,  an  able  &  expert  man  in  divers  fac- 
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cultyes,'*  and  he  with  others  was  recommended 
for  employment  in  the  colony,  and  he  is  noted 
as  a  capable  and  upright  man. 

(I)  Thomas  Gardner,  the  immigrant  an- 
cestor of  the  Salem-Nantucket  family,  was 
born  somewhere  in  England,  about  the  year 
1592,  and  came  to  America  in  1624.  The 
place  of  his  birth  is  not  known,  but  there  is 
reason  for  the  belief  that  he  came  of  either  the 
Dorsetshire  family  or  that  of  the  neighboring 
county  of  Somerset.  He  was  made  freeman 
1637,  and  in  the  same  year  was  appointed  one 
of  **the  twelve  men  of  the  town"  and  also 
served  as  juror;  was  overseer  of  highways, 
1638;  town  surveyor  and  "cunstable,''  1639; 
and  in  later  years  appears  to  have  been  chosen 
to  fill  almost  every  one  of  the  principal  offices 
in  the  town.  He  owned  considerable  tracts 
of  land,  and  his  estate  inventoried  at  274 
pounds  16  shillings.  He  died  October  29, 
1674,  having  married  twice.  In  some  accounts 
the  name  of  his  first  wife  is  given  as  Margaret.

There   is  an  old  time-

effect  that  the  surname

es  of  England,  and  as  his  parentage  was 
nown  the  child  was  given  the  name  of 
lefield,  which  has  since  been  borne  by  all 
lis  descendants.  Such  is  the  vague  tradi- 
which  early  found  its  place  in  the  pub- 
*d  records  and  has  been  handed  down 
•ugh  succeeding  generations,  but  whether 
h  credence  is  to  be  given  such  traditions 
jestionable. 

1  the  early  history  of  the  Plymouth  colony 
surname  Littlefield  is  frequently  found  in 


the  public  records.  Edmund  Littlefield,  born 
in  Exeter,  England,  1591,  a  churchman  and 
royalist,  came  to  America  in  1641,  and  on 
account  of  his  religious  and  political  opinions 
was  not  permitted  to  live  in  Boston,  hence 
settled  in  Wells,  Maine,  and  died  there  in 
1661.  One  writer  of  Littlefield  family  his- 
tory in  the  time  of  the  colony  says  that  Ed- 
mund came  from  Tichfield,  England,  in  1637, 
and  settled  at  Exeter,  Maine,  removed  thence 
to  Wells,  and  was  one  of  the  original  settlers 
of  that  town.  In  1641  he  built  a  sawmill  and 
a  grist  mill  on  the  Webhannet  river,  and  also 
was  the  agent  of  Thomas  Gorges  to  give  pos- 
session of  lots  to  settlers.  He  was  one  of  the 
commissioners  for  settling  the  boundary  line 
between  Wells  and  Cape  Porpoise,  and  from 
1654  to  1 66 1  w^as  a  commissioner  to  try  small 
causes.  Edmund  Littlefield  was  progenitor  of 
the  numerous  family  of  that  name  in  Maine, 
and  by  reason  of  a  remarkable  similarity  of 
christian  names  among  his  descendents  in  the 
earlier  generations  and  those  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Littlefields  there  is  room  for  the 
belief  that  the  families  were  in  some  manner 
related,  although  their  connection  is  not  clear- 
ly traced  and  it  is  evident  that  the  latter  in 
their  religious  sentiments  and  political  convic- 
tions were  more  in  accord  with  those  of  the 
ruling  authorities  in  the  mother  colony. 

(I)  The  founder  of  the  branch  of  the  fam- 
ily here  under  consideration  was  John  Little- 
field, who  first  appears  in  Dedham  in  1650. 
He  afterward  settled  in  Wrentham  and 
"thence  scattered  his  progeny  into  the  neigh- 
boring towns."  He  sold  his  houselot  in 
Wrentham  in  1675.  His  wife  Mary,  family 
name  is  not  known,  was  received  into  the 
church  at  Dedham,  in  June,  1666,  and  died  at 
Wrentham,  June  13,  1674.  John  Littlefield 
had  four  children:  Rebecca,  born  March  26, 
1651 ;  Experience,  born  December  7  (or  17), 
1659:  John,  born  October  5,  1664:  Ebenezer, 
born  October  13,  1669,  died  January  or  April, 
1728. 

(II)  Ezenezer  Littlefield,  youngest  child  of 
John  and  Mary  Littlefield,  was  a  housewright, 
and  lived  in  Newton,  Massachusetts.  His 
wife's  name  was  Lydia,  but  other  than  this 
nothing  is  known  of  her  except  that  she  died 
October  12,  17 17,  having  borne  her  husband 
nine  children :  Jemima,  born  August  19,  1697 ; 
Ezra,  born  March,  1699,  died  1703;  Ebenezer, 
born  May  2,  1701,  see  forward;  Peletiah, 
born  October  12,  1703;  Lydia,  born  February 
15,  1706;  Jerusha,  born  April  15,  1708,  mar- 
ried John   Taylor;   Praisever    (a   son),   born 
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March  5,  1710;  Susanna  and  Ephraim,  twins, 
born  November  21,  1712;  Sybil,  born  No- 
vember I,  1 714. 

(III)  Ebenezer  Littlefield,  son  of  Ebenezer 
and  Lydia  Littlefield,  lived  to  attain  the  re- 
markable age  of  ninety-seven  years.  He  mar- 
ried, 1728,  Abiah  Morse,  of  Medfield,  and 
afterward  lived  in  the  town  of  Holliston, 
where  his  three  children  were  born :  Simeon, 
born  in  1728,  married  Dinah  Marshall;  Beu- 
lah,  born  in  1731 ;  John,  born  in  1737,  see  for- 
ward. It  is  possible  that  Ebenezer  Littlefield 
had  other  children  than  those  whose  names 
are  here  given,  but  the  records  give  no  account 
of  them. 

(IV)  John  Littlefield,  youngest  child  of 
Ebenezer  and  Abiah  (Morse)  Littlefield,  was 
born  in  Holliston,  Massachusetts,  1737;  mar- 
ried, June  2y,  1754,  Tabitha  Adams,  born  in 
Medway,  November  12,  1738.

They  had  a 
large  family  of  children,  of  whom  several 
died  in  infancy.  So  near  as  is  now  known 
these  children  were  Elmer,  Elias,  Edson  Ly- 
sander,  Adams,  Pharos,  Chloe,  Eunice, 
Rhoda,  Polly,  Patty  and  Nancy. 

(\T)  Edson  Lysander  Littlefield,  son  of 
Jotham  and  Chloe  (Adams)  Littlefield,  born 
about  18 1 4,  died  in  Salem,  Massachusetts, 
1868,  at  the  age  of  fifty-four  years.  He  was 
a  business  man  and  engaged  in  various  enter- 
prises, and  while  he  was  capable  and  persever- 
ing he  did  not  succeed  in  accumulating  a 
large  property.  He  lived  in  diflferent  cities — 
Boston,  New  York,  Hoboken,  New  lersev — 
and  spent  some  time  in  the  west.  In  Salem, 
where  he  lived  during  the  later  years  of  his 
life,  he  was  proprietor  of  a  riding  academy 
and  gymnasium  on  Essex  street.  He  married 
Lydia  Smith  Davis,  of  Eppingham,  New 
Hampshire,  daughter  of  Elijah  Davis  and  wife 
Lydia  Smith:  children:  i.  Elmer,  born  in 
Exeter,    New    Hampshire.     He    lived    many 


years  in  Boston,  and  became  a  traveling  man.

Edson  Fabens  Gardner,  only  son  and  child 
of  Thomas  Needham  Gardner  and  wife  Agnes 
Leslie  Littlefield,  was  born  in  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, November  21, 1868.  He  lives  in  Pea- 
body,  and  is  in  the  employ  of  Almy,  Bigelow 
&  Washburn  (inc.)  and  also  is  engaged  in 
the  Masonic  insurance  business  in  Salem  and 
Peabody.  He  married,  June,  1894,  Mabel 
McCIearn,  of  Marblehead,  Massachusetts, 
daughter  of  Stuart  McCIearn.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Gardner  have  two  children :  Stuart  Needham 
Gardner,  born  November  6,  1895,  ^i*^^  Agnes 
Leslie  Gardner,  born  June  24,  1907. 


There    is    little   doubt  con- 
PHILLIPS      cerning  the  origin  and  an- 
cient ancestry  of  the  Phil- 
lips  family  in   England,    and    volumes   have 
been  written  of  the  descendants  of  the  sev- 
eral   representatives    of    that    surname    who 
crossed  the  Atlantic  and  settled  in  the  planta- 
tions of  New  England  during  the  years  of  the 
seventeenth  century.     The  English  references 
inform  us  that  the  patronymic  Phillips  is  of 
ancient  and  classical  origin,  and    is    derived 
from  the  Greek  Philos-hippos,  meaning  "horse 
lover."     In  Great  Britain  the  name  has  been 
known  in  some  of  its  various  forms  for  more 
than   fiyii   hundred   years,  and   when  written 
''Phillipse"  it  indicates  a  W^elsh  family,  while 
''Philips"  is  distinctly  English.  It  has  been  urged 
by  some  authorities  that  the  English  Phillips 
family  originated  in  Wales  and  in  later  gener- 
ations  spread   throughout  the    kingdom    and 
adopted   various    forms   of   spelling,    such  as 
Phillips,     Philips,     Phillipse,     Philipps     and 
others  as  well ;  but  in  this  country  the  almost 
luiiversal   orthographical   construction    of  the 
name  is  Phillips.

1630.  This  mention,  speculative  perhaps  at 
best,  is  found  in  the  "Phillips  Genealogies" 
under  the  separate  title  of  "Early  Families 
in  the  Vicinity  of  Boston." 

The  theory  of  the  possible  relationship  of 
Captain  John  Phillips  as  a  descendant  of  John 
Phillips,  of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts,  the 
immigrant  of  the  "Mary  and  John,"  1630, 
appears  to  be  based  on  the  reasonable  ground 
that  the  latter  John,  who  was  a  merchant  of 
wealth  in  Boston,  early  acquired  extensive 
tracts  of  land  in  the  province  of  Maine,  in 
North  Yarmouth,  Falmouth,  at  Casco  Bay, 
and  elsewhere,  and  went  there  to  live.  The 
Maine  records  say  that  he  "was  a  Welshman" 
and  lived  at  Casco  Bay  after  leaving  North 
Yarmouth ;  that  his  only  daughter,  Mary,  be- 
came the  wife  of  George  Munjoy,  of  Fal- 
mouth. The  same  record  also  states  that 
there  were  two  John  Phillips  in  that  locality 
at  the  same  time,  one  of  whom  was  Deacon 
John,  the  former  Boston  merchant,  and  the 
other  the  John  Phillips  who  went  to  Kittery 
at  the  beginning  of  King  Philip's  war,  and 
died  there  without  issue.  It  is  known  that  the 
Maine  settlers  were  compelled  to  abandon 
their  homes  during  the  war  just  mentioned 
and  afterward  during  the  Indian  uprisings 
which  began  soon  after  the  year  1700.  Dea- 
con John  himself  did  not  return  to  Falmouth 
after  King  Philip's  war. 

Captain  John  Phillips,  mariner,  born  in 
Halifax,  Nova  Scotia,  June  6,  1768,  died  Aug- 
ust II,  1854.  When  about  twenty  years  old 
he  was  cast  away  on  Cape  Cod,  in  mid-winter, 
and  was  taken  to  the  house  of  Jeptha  Hamil- 
ton in  Chatham,  where  he  made  his  home 
until  he  married  Sally  Davis,  of  Chatham, 
December  26,  1793.  She  was  born  June  4, 
1770,  and  died  February  29,  1839,  aged  sixty- 
nine  years.  In  1803  Captain  Phillips  removed 
with  his  family  to  Orrington,  Maine,  and 
bought  the  farm  which  was  occupied  by  his 
grandson  eighty  years  afterward.  For  many 
years  he  was  a  ship  master  in  the  employ  of 
General  John  Crosby,  of  Hampden.  Captain 
John  and  Sally  (Davis)  Phillips  had  children:

Nathan  H.  Phillips,  second  son  and  fourth 
child  of  Nathan  Davis  and  Mary  Howe 
(A^osc)  Phillips,  born  in  Orrington,  Maine, 
May  18,  1833,  died  in  Gloucester,  Massachu- 
setts. July  17,  1905.  His  early  life  was  spent 
on  the  homestead  farm,  where  by  close  con- 
tact with  nature  and  afterward  by  his  varied 
experience  as  clerk  in  the  post  office  at  Ban- 
gor, school  master  and  trader,  he  developed 
those  qualities  of  close  observation,  native 
shrewdness  and  strict  honesty  which  so 
strongly  characterized  him  as  a  business  man. 
He  located  at  Gloucester  in  1865,  engaging  in 


the  produce  business  with  the  late  Captain 
William  Tarr,  in  the  place  now  occupied  by 
the  First  National  Bank,  where  he  was  after- 
ward for  a  time  associated  with  B.  A.  Baker 
in  the  same  business.  In  1870  he  moved  to  a 
store  under  the  Gloucester  National  Bank, 
where  for  twenty-five  years  he  carried  on  a 
wholesale  commission  and  produce  business, 
which  he  relinquished  in  1895  to  take  a  more 
active  part  in  the  business  of  the  Russia 
Cement  Company.  For  many  years  before 
the  present  board  of  trade  rooms  were  fitted 
up,  his  office  on  the  corner  of  Main  and  Dun- 
can streets  was  a  sort  of  exchange  for  buyers 
and  sellers  of  fish,  and  hundreds  of  cargoes 
there  found  a  market,  many  of  them  through 
Mr.  Phillip's  agency  as  a  commission  mer- 
chant, for  he  had  the  confidence  of  large 
buyers  in  many  distant  cities  and  was  a  man 
w^hose  word  could  be  relied  upon  with  per- 
fect safety.  He  was  largely  interested  in  the 
Cape  Ann  Anchor  Works,  serving  as  director 
for  thirty-seven  years  and  as  president  of  the 
company  for  twenty-seven  years.  For  twen- 
ty-nine years  he  was  a  director  of  the  Cape 
Ann  National  Bank  and  ks  vice-president 
from  1899  until  the  time  of  his  death.  He 
also  held  a  considerable  interest  in  the  Rock- 
port  granite  business,  but  during  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life  his  time  was  chiefly  devoted 
to  the  Russia  Cement  Company,  of  which  he 
was  a  director  from  the  time  of  its  incorpor- 
ation in  1882,  and  its  treasurer  from  1893  ^^ 
the  time  of  his  death. 

In  all  his  business  relations,  bv  conservat- 
ism  and  honesty  of  purpose,  Mr.  Phillips  won 
the  confidence  and  esteem  of  all  of  his  asso- 
ciates. In  his  religious  life  he  was  closely 
identified  with  Trinity  Congregational  Church 
of  Ciloucestcr,  which  he  joined  by  profession 
in  1870,  and  to  which  he  gave  loyal  service 
as  treasurer  of  the  society,  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday  school,  member  of  the  parish  com- 
mittee, the  church  committee  and  the  board  of 
trustees,  and  also  as  a  teacher  in  the  Sunday 
school  for  many  years.  He  also  took  an  active 
interest  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  Sun- 
day school  at  Fresh-water  cove  during  those 
years  when  it  was  sustained  as  a  mission 
branch  from  Trinity  Congregational  Church. 
He  contributed  largely  to  the  erection  of  the 
new  Young  Men's  Christian  Association 
building  in  Gloucester,  and  always  was  ready 
to  do  his  full  share  in  any  good  work.  He 
was  a  lover  of  the  beautiful  in  nature  and 
to(3k  much  pleasure  in  his  quiet  summer  home 
on  the  Annisquam  river. 
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Mr.  Phillips  married,  November  13,  i860, 
Maria  S.  Lunt,  daughter  of  Ezra  and  Joanna 
(  Haskell )  Lunt,  and  granddaughter  of  Ezra 
and  Mary  (Johnson)  Lunt  (see  Lunt  fam- 
ily). Children  of  Nathan  H.  and  Maria  S. 
(Lunt)  Phillips:  i.  William,  born  Brewer, 
Maine,  August  15,  1862,  died  Gloucester, 
April  8.  1865.  2.  Emma  Howe,  born  Glouces- 
ter, February  12.  1866,  married,  September 
9,  1890,  Harry  Haskell,  2d,  of  Wakefield, 
Massachusetts,  and  has  one  child,  Phillips 
Haskell,  born  April  29,  1892.  3.  Ezra  Lunt, 
born  Gloucester,  February  9,  1870.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Gloucester  public  and  high 
schools  and  the  Massachusetts  normal  art 
school,  Boston,  where  he  took  a  full  four 
year's  course  and  graduated  1889.  After 
graduation  he  was  employed  six  years  as 
draughtsman  in  the  office  of  Hartwell  &  Rich- 
ardson, architects  in  Boston,  and  in  1895  be- 
gan the  practice  of  his  profession  in  Glouces- 
ter. He  married,  November  2'j,  1895,  Grace 
I^conard  Burnham.  born  Gloucester  May  6, 
1867,  and  has  two  children:  Elizabeth  Burn- 
ham,  born  Gloucester,  February  3,  1901,  and 
Xathan  Hannan,  born  Gloucester,  July  24, 
1903.  4.  Nathan  Carlton,  born  Gloucester, 
r)ctober  23,  1879.  ^^^  graduated  from  Am- 
herst College,  A.  B.,  in  1902,  and  since  that 
time  has  been  connected  with  the  business 
management  of  the  Russia  Cement  Company, 
having  been  assistant  treasurer  since  1904. 
He  married.  May  31,  1903,  Elizabeth  Ann 
Warnick,  of  Amsterdam,  New  York,  and  has 
one  child.

Robert  \^ose,  of  Dorchester,  Massachusetts, 
was  born  in  Lancaster  county,  England,  about 
the  year  1559,  and  on  coming  to  America 
bought  lands  in  that  part  of  Dorchester  which 
afterward  was  set  oflF  to  form  the  town  of 
Milton.  He  was  made  freeman  in  1666;  died 
in  the  town  last  mentioned  October  16,  1683, 
aged  eighty- four  years.  When  he  went  to 
Dorchester  he  had  three  sons:  Edward, 
Thomas  and  Henry,  and  two  daughters,  Eliz- 
abeth and  Martha.  He  was  one  of  three 
petitioners  for  the  incorporation  of  the  town 
of  Milton,  lived  in  the  old  Glover  house  near 
the  junction  of  Canton  avenue  and  Brook 
road,  and  was  a  prominent  man  among  the 
early  inhabitants  of  the  town.     In  July,  1654, 


he  purchased,  of  the  heirs  of  the  **Worshipful 
John  Glover,"  one  hundred  and  seventy-four 
acres  on  the  easterly  and  southerly  sides  of 
**Robert  Badcock's  river/'  and  portions  of  this 
tract  are  still  occupied  by  his  descendants, 
having  been  in  the  family  for  two  and  a  half 
centuries.  The  purchase  also  included  land  on 
the  south  slope  of  Brush  hill,  which  continued 
in  the  possession  of  his  descendants  through 
many  generations.  By  an  indenture  drawn 
June  13.  1662,  and  executed  May  18,  1664,  he 
conve}'ed  to  the  town  through  a  board  of 
eighteen  men,  which  doubtless  included  every 
church  member  and  freeman  in  the  settlement, 
eight  acres  of  land  to  be  used  for  church  pur- 
poses, this  tract  situated  on  or  near  Vose's 
lane  and  Centre  street.  On  this  lot  a  minister- 
ial house  was  erected  in  1663,  *^'^^  ^^  second 
meeting  house  in  1671.  Robert  V'ose  was  an 
eager  worker  in  the  effort  to  secure  the  erec- 
tion of  a  meeting  house  and  the  settlement  of 
a  permanent  ministry. 

Of  the  five  children  who  accompanied  him 
to  Dorchester,  Edward  was  born  in  1636  and 
(lied  June  26,  1 716,  aged  eighty  years. 
Thomas,  born  about  1641,  died  April  3,  1708, 
aged  sixty-seven ;  a  man  of  note  in  his  day, 
town  recorder  for  many  years ;  married  Wait- 
still  Wyatt,  who  died  in  1727,  aged  eighty- 
four.  Elizabeth,  born  1639,  died  January  15, 
1675:  married  Thomas  Swift,  December  9, 
1657;  no  children.  Martha,  married  first. 
Lieutenant  John  Sharp,  of  Muddy  Brook 
(l>rookline),  who  was  killed  by  Indians,  April 
21,  1676,  with  Captain  Wadsworth  in  the  Sud- 
bury fight :  married,  second,  a  Buckminster, 
and  was  referred  to  as  Widow  Buckminster 
when  her  father  died,  in  1683. 

Edward  Vose,  eldest  son  of  Robert  Vose, 
was  born  in  1636  and  died  January  29,  17 16, 
aged  eighty  years.  By  his  wife  Abigail  he 
had  James,  Abigail,  Nathaniel,  William,  John 
and  Elizabeth  Vose,  all  of  whom  were  bap- 
tized September  28,  1679. 

William  Vose,  of  Milton,  son  of  Edward 
and  Abigail  Vose,  married  and  had  a  son  Ed- 
ward, also  of  Milton,  who  married  and  had  a 
son  William,  whose  son,  William  Vose,  jun- 
ior, was  born  in  Milton,  Massachusetts,  in 
April,  1778.  He  married  Clarissa  Tainter  (or 
Taintor),  of  Xewfane,  Vermont,  born  August 
28,  1781,  and  settled  in  Portland,  Maine. 

Mary,  born  April  12,  1800, 
married  Nathan  D.  Phillips,  of  Orrington

The  name  Lunt  is  said  to  be  of 

LUNT  Scandinavian  origin,  and  derived 
from  the  name  of  some  of  the 
Danish  invaders  or  incursionists  into  England 
where  the  family  has  been  seated  for  several 
centuries,  having  representatives  in  nearly  all 
of  the  counties.  In  Denmark  the  name  is 
written  Lundt,  but  the  English  families  and 
their  American  branches  always  have  adhered 
to  the  form  of  spelling  used  in  this  sketch. 

The  several  wt iters  of  Lunt  genealogy  in 
New  England  states  agree  that  the  first  repre- 
sentative of  the  surname  in  the  region  was 
Henry  Lunt,  who  came  to  America  from  Eng- 
land in  the  "Mary  and  John"  and  settled  in 
Newbury,  Massachusetts,  in  1635,  having 
lived  for  a  short  time  in  Ipswich  before  he 
finally  "sat  down.''  He  was  made  freeman  in 
1638.

The  preceding  account  is  taken  from  the 
published  records  of  Newbury,  which  con- 
clude with  the  year  1700. 

Captain'  Ezra  Lunt.  son  of  Henry  Lunt, 
was  the  eldest  of  three  brothers — Ezra,  Dan- 
iel and  Henry.  Each  of  these  sons  took  a 
prominent  part  in  the  events  of  the  revolu- 
tion, hence  some  brief  allusion  to  them  in  this 
place  is  appropriate. 

Captain  Ezra  Lunt  was  a  native  of  New- 
buryport,  and  raised  the  first  volunteer  com- 
pany enrolled  in  the  town  for  the  purpose  of 
joining  the  continental  army.    .Previous  to  the 
outbreak  of  the  revolution,  in  1774,  he  com- 
menced  running   the  first    four  horse  stage- 
coach line  between  Newburyport  and  Boston, 
and   was  also  editorially  connected  with  the 
paper  started  by  Isaiah  Thomas.     His  com- 
pany, which  consisted  of  sixty  men,  being  the 
senior  of  all  others  in  the  town,  of  course  took 
rank  of  them  all.     He  was  subsequently  pro- 
moted to  the  rank  of  major,  and  was  com- 
missary to  that  part  of  the  continental  army 
in  Little's  regiment.     They  left  Newburyport 
May  10,  1775,  and  on  the  12th  arrived  at  Cam- 
bridge, where  they  remained  attached  to  the 
army    until    June    16,    when    they    went  to 
Charlestown  and  intrenched  on  a  hill  beyond 
Bunker's.     While  they  were  securing  their  po- 
sition  a  regular   fire   was  kept   up    from  the 
enemy's  ships  and  from  Copp*s  hill.     On  the 
17th  they  were  engaged  in  the  glorious  battle 
of  that  (lay.     Mr.  Lunt  was  afterwards  at  the 
battle  of  Monmouth  and  through  the  Jerseys : 
he  stood  very  near  when  General  Washington 
rode  up  to  meet   General   Lee,   in  that  most 
memorable  disorderly  retreat,  and  heard  dis- 
tinctly the  words  of  both,  and  says  that  Wash- 
ington,  in   a  quick  but   dignified   style,  said, 
"(jeneral    Lee,    why   this    disorderly    retreat, 
sir?"  and  that  Lee  in  a  passionate  manner  re- 
joined, *'By  God,  sir,  American  soldiers  can't 
fight  British  grenadiers."     Washington,  most 
justly  provoked  at  this,  retorted   with  equal 
warmth,  exclaiming  with  emphasis,  at  the  ut- 
most stretch  of  his  voice,  **Bv  God.  sir,  thev 
can   fight  any   soldiers  upon  the   face  of  the 
earth :"    and    that   he   then    immediately   gave 
the  order  to  '*face  right  about,  and  not  turn 
their  backs  on  the  enemy :"  which  orders  run 
instantly    like   a   flash    of    lightning    through 
the  whole  line.     The  result  was  victory  and 
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honor,  instead  of  disgrace  to  the  continental 
^foops.     Captain  Lunt  was  also  stationed  at 
I^ishkill,  near  the    headquarters    of    General 
Washington,  in  the  spring  of  1781.    Here  his 
'brother   Henry,  after  leaving  the  service  of 
Paul  Jones,  called  on  his  way  home  from  Phil- 
adelphia to  visit  him.     It  was  four  years  since 
they  had  seen  each  other.    Just  after  the  war 
Mr.   Lunt  opened  a  tavern  in  Federal  street 
and   the  "recommendation,"  which  innholders 
were  then  obliged  to  have,  is  preserved  in  the 
Massachusetts   records   of   the   day.     At   the 
period   of   Shay's   rebellion,   he   was,   with   a 
drafted   company,   ordered   to   march   to   the 
scene   of    insurrection.      About   a    year   later 
Captain     Lunt    moved    to    Ohio,    upon    the 
Miami,  to  take  up  the  land  granted  for  mili- 
tary service.     He  died  about   1803.     He  had 
been  a  much  respected  member  of  the  Rev. 
Mr.  Parson's  church,  was  possessed  of  an  ex- 
cellent voice  and  for  some  years  led  the  sing- 
ing at  the  meeting  house.     (From  "History  of 
N'ewburyport." ) . 

Daniel  Lunt,  brother  of  Captain  Ezra  Lunt, 
previous  to  the  revolution  was  master  of  the 
brig  "Lively,"  of  Newburyport.  In  1776  he 
cnibarked  with  his  younger  brother  Henry  in 
the  privateer  "Dalton"  and  was  fellow-pris- 
oner with  him  in  Mill  prison.  After  the  war 
he  sailed  as  commander  for  David  Coates,  of 
Ne^wburyport,  and  died  in  1787. 

Henry  Lunt  was  the  youngest  brother  of 
Captain  Ezra  Lunt.     In  the  autumn  of  1776 
^^   embarked  in  the  privateer  "Dalton,''  com- 
'^a.nded   by   Captain    Eleazer   Johnson.     The 
*C>ahon"  was  captured  by  a  British  man-of- 
war  the  December  following,  and  her  officers 
and  crew  thrown  into  Mill  prison,  where  Mr. 
\     Lunt  remained  over  two  years,  suffering  the 
1      gr^^^^st     possible    privations.      His    peculiar 
\     ngorous  treatment  was  in  consequence  of  his 
-I     having  twice  made  the  attempt  to  escape.    On 
one  of  these  occasions  he  received  a  severe 
wound  in  his  thigh,  in  trying  to  force  himself 
through  the  grating  of  the  prison  sewer;  be- 
ing caught,  he  was  put  into  the  "black  hole," 
where  his  wound  received  no  attention,  mor- 
tified so  that  the  flesh  was  obliged  to  be  cut 
away  and  the  bone  scraped.     He  finally  ob- 
tained his  release  by  a    cartel   negotiated   by 
Benjamin    Franklin,   then    in    France,    where 
Mr.  Lunt  went  on  obtaining  his  liberty,  which 
was  in  the  spring  of  1779,  and  soon  after  he 
entered  on  board  the  ship  "Bon  Homme  Rich- 
ard." which  was  then  fitting  out  at  L'Orient, 
under  the  command  of  John  Paul  Jones.    He 


entered  as  a  midshipman,  but  was  speedily 
promoted  to  the  station  of  second  lieutenant, 
and  continued  in  that  capacity  under  Commo- 
dore Jones  in  all  his  cruises  in  the  "Bon 
Homme  Richard,"  and  afterwards  in  the  ship 
"Alliance,"  of  which  Jones  subsequently  took 
command ;  and  later  in  the  ship  "Ariel,"  which 
left  France  for  Philadelphia  in  1781,  where 
she  arrived  in  February  of  that  year.  On  the 
passage  the  "Ariel"  had  a  severe  engagement 
with  a  British  ship  of  superior  force;  and 
Jones  always  spoke  in  terms  of  high  praise  of 
the  conduct  of  his  young  officers  during  that 
action.  In  the  spring  Mr.  Lunt  left  Philadel- 
phia for  Newburyport,  at  which  time  Com- 
modore Jones  tendered  to  him  an  open  letter 
of  recommendation. 

Upon  his  arrival  home,  after  an  unbroken 
absence  of  four  years  and  seven  months  in 
the  service  of  his  country,  he  entered  as  first 
lieutenant  of  the  ship  "Intrepid,"  a  new  ves- 
sel, pierced  for  twenty  guns,  fitted  out  by 
Nathaniel  Tracy,  Esq.,  and  commanded  by 
Captain  Moses  Brown.  The  "Intrepid"  was 
a  letter-of -marque  ship,  and  bound  on  a  cruise 
against  the  common  enemy.  She  was  built  by 
the  celebrated  Hackett,  who  also  built  the 
"Alliance."  Soon  after  the  "Intrepid"  sailed 
Commodore  Jones  went  to  Newburyport  to 
inquire  for  his  second  lieutenant,  Mr.  Lunt, 
wishing  that  he  might  again  enter  the  gov- 
ernment service  with  him  in  a  new  seventy- 
four  gun  ship  then  building  for  Jones  at 
Portsmouth,  and  expressed  his  regret  at  not 
finding  him.  The  ship  "Intrepid"  was  absent 
about  a  year  and  a  half  with  good  success, 
when  she  was  sold  at  Havana,  after  having 
safely  brought  from  L'Orient  to  Baltimore  a 
cargo  valued  at  half  a  million  of  dollars.  Mr. 
Lunt  then  returned  to  Newburyport  and  en- 
tered as  master  into  the  merchant  service,  in 
the  employ  of  Mr.  Tracy,  and  subsequently 
other  prominent  merchants  of  the  place. 
(From  History  of  Newburyport). 

Daniel  Lunt  was  a  member  of  St.  John's 
Lodge  of  Newburyport  and  of  the  Marine 
Society,  which  was  composed  only  of  sea  cap- 
tains, its  membership  including  Captain 
Coombs,  Eleazer  Johnson,  Nicholas  Johnson, 
Moses  Brown,  Abraham  Wheelwright  and 
William  P.  Johnson.  Mr.  Lunt  died  in  1805, 
and  his  wife,  who  was  a  daughter  of  Henry 
Short,  one  of  the  original  grantees  of  New- 
bury, in  1838. 

Ezra  Lunt.  son  of  Captain  Ezra  Lunt,

Anthony  Fisher,  the  first  of 
FISHER      this  surname  of  whom  there 

is  definite  record,  lived  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in 
the  parish  of  Syleham,  county  SuflFolk,  Eng- 
land, on  the  south  bank  of  the  Waveney  river, 
on  a  freehold  estate  called  "Wignotte."  He 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  William  and  Anne 
Fiske,  of  St.  James,  South  Elmasham,  county 
Suffolk,  England.  The  Fiske  family  was  an 
old  Puritan  family  of  that  county,  which  had 
suffered  during  the  religious  persecutions  of 
Queen  Mary's  reign.  Anthony  Fisher  was 
buried  April  11,  1640.  Children:  i.  Joshua, 
baptized  February  24,  1585;  died  1674,  in 
Medfield,  Massachusetts;  married  first 
;  second,  February  7,  1638,  at  Syle- 
ham, England,  Anne  Luson,  who  came  to 
New  England  and  settled  at  Dedham ;  Joshua 
came  to  New  England  in  1639  and  settled  first 
at  Dedham;  admitted  a  freeman.

(II)  Anthony  Fisher,  son  of  Anthony 
Fisher  (i),  baptized  at  Syleham,  England, 
April  23,  1 591,  was  the  immigrant  ancestor, 
and  came  to  New  England  probably  in  the 
ship  ''Rose,"  arriving  in  Boston,  June  26, 
1637.  He  settled  at  Dedham  and  subscribed 
to  the  covenant  there  July  18,  1637.  He  was 
admitted  a  freeman  in  May,  1645,  was  select- 
man of  Dedham,  1646  and  1647:  elected  coun- 
ty commissioner,  September  3,  1660,  and  dep- 
uty to  general  court,  May  2,  1649.  ^^^  ^^'^^ 
woodreeve  in  i^>53-54-5S-57-58-6i-62.  He 
removed  to  Dorchester  and  was  chosen  select- 
man there  December  5.  1664,  and  the  two 
years  following;  was  commissioner  in  1666.

Mr.  Pond  was  a  prominent  citi- 
zen, for  many  years  was  town  treasurer  of 
Norwood,  and  was  elected  to  many  important 
committees  and  other  places  of  trust  and 
honor.  He  was  also  active  in  the  Universalist 
church,  being  clerk  of  the  society  and  superin- 
tendent of  its  Sunday-school  for  a  long  time. 
He  was  a  man  of  high  character,  possessing 
the  esteem  of  all  his  townsmen,  a  useful  and 
honored  citizen.  Gifted  with  business  ability, 
he  won  his  way  in  the  world  through  his  own 
exertions  and  industry.  He  married,  at  Ded- 
ham, November  30,  1865.  Mary  U.  Pullen, 
born  at  Winthrop,  Maine,  November  23.  1845, 
daughter  of  Sumner  Bond  and  Elvira  (Whit- 
ing) Pullen.  (See  sketches  of  Pullen  and 
Whiting  families  herewith). 


Various  derivations  of  the  sur- 
PULLEN     name     Pullen     are    given.      It 

appears  most  reasonable,  how- 
ever, that  the  name  is  a  corruption  of  the 
personal  name  Paulina.  The  surname  is 
very  ancient.  It  was  spelled  Puleyn  in  the 
Hundred  Rolls  in  the  twelfth  century.  In 
England  the  various  forms  Pulleine,  Pull- 
eyne,  Pullen,  Pullin  and  Pulling  are  found, 
as  well  as  numerous  other  variations.  The 
American  records  furnish  the  same  variety 
of  spelling.     The  Pulleine  family  at  Killing- 
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hall,  Carleton  Hall  and  Croke  Hall,  of 
Yorkshire,  all  descended  from  Richard  Pull- 
eine,  of  Killinghall,  were  living  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  sixteenth  century  (about 
1500).  Coat-of-arms :  Azure  on  a  bend 
cotised  argent  three  escallops  gules  on  a  chief 
or  as  many  martlets  sable.  Crest:  A  pelican 
on  her  nest  all  or.  At  Scotton,  York,  the  fam- 
ily had  the  same  or  very  similar  arms  and 
crest. 

The  first  record  in  Massachusetts  of  this 
family  is  of  Abraham  and  Mary  Pullen.  of 
Boston,  to  whom  a  son  Samuel  was  born  Sep- 
tember 30,  171 1.  John  and  Martha  Pullen  had 
a  daughter  Martha,  born  in  Boston,  March 
25,  1732.  The  members  of  this  family  are 
buried  in  the  Copp's  Hill  cemetery.  John 
Pullen  died  January  9,  171 7,  in  his  sixty-first 
year,  making  his  year  of  birth  1657.  Mary 
Pullen  died  March  4,  171 2-13,  aged  fifty-six. 
Captain  John  Pullen,  son  of  John  and  Mar- 
tha, died  January  25,  1787,  in  his  fifty-first 
year.

Samuel  Freeman,  of  Water- 
FREEMAN     town,  was  the  progenitor  of 

the  Freeman  family  in  New 
England  to  be  considered  here  and  he  came 
from  England  in  the  year  1630,  the  "Farmer's 
Register"  saying  that  he  came  from  Devon- 
shire with  Governor  Winthrop  and  was  sup- 
posed to  be  brother  to  Edmund  Freeman,  of 
Sandwich.  He  was  in  Walcrtown  in  1630, 
was  one  of  its  original  proprietors  and,  accord- 
ing to  tradition,  owned  one-seventh  part  of  the 
township.  Winthrop's  *'Xew  England"  says: 
**Mr.  Freeman's  house  in  Watertown  was 
burned  February  11.  1630-1."  He  died  at  his 
former  home  in  England,  about  1639,  while 
there  on  a  business  trip,  and  shortly  after  the 
birth  of  his  son  Samuel.  Sanniel  Freeman's 
wife's  baptismal  name  was  Apphia,  but  her 
family  name  is  not  known.  Their  children 
were :  Henry,  admitted  freeman  at  Water- 
tcnvn  in  May,  1645 ;  married,  first,  December 
25,  1650,  Hannah  Stearns;  married,  second, 
November  27,  1656,  Mary  Sherman.  Apphia, 
no  records  known.  Samuel,  born  May  ii, 
1638,  in  Watertown,  married.  May  12,  1658, 
Mcrcv  Southworth,  of  Plvmouth. 

(\)  Deacon  Samuel  Freeman,  second  son 
of  Samuel  Freeman,  of  Watertown,  and  his 
wife  Apphia,  was  born  in  Watertown,  May 
IT,  1638.  He  became  deacon  of  the  church 
in  Fastham  in  1676,  was  an  influential  man  in 
that  town  and  was  possessed  of  a  goodly  for- 


tune. He  purchased  part  of  the  valuable  prop- 
erty of  Governor  Prence,  and  owned  other  fine 
tracts.  He  died  November  25,  1712,  aged  sev- 
enty-five years.  Deacon  Samuel  married.  May 
12, 1658,  Mercy  Southworth,  daughter  of  Con- 
stant and  (Collier)    Southworth,  the 

latter  of  whom  was  adaughter  of  William  Col-  i 
Her,  of  Duxbury.  Constant  Southworth  died  I 
in  Duxbury  in  1697.  He  was  made  freeman  in 
1637  and  volunteered  against  the  Pequots.  He 
was  also  deputy  for  Duxbury,  1649;  treasurer 
of  the  colony  many  years ;  assistant  from  16;^ 
to  1675,  also  served  as  commissary  general 
Children  of  Deacon  Samuel  and  Mercy 
(Southworth)  Freeman:  Apphia,  bom  De- 
cember II,  1659,  died  February  19,  1660,  in 
Eastham.  Samuel,  born  March  26,  1662,  mar- 
ried, first,  February  5,  1684,  Elizabeth  Spar- 
row ;  married,  second,  about  1693;  Bathsheba 
Smith.  Apphia,  born  January  i,  1666,  mar- 
ried, October  17,  1685.  Isaac  Pepper,  of  East- 
ham.  Constant,  born  March  31,  1669,  mar- 
ried, October  11,  1694,  Jane  Treat.

(HI)   Samuel    Freeman,    second    child  of 
Deacon    Samuel    and     Mercy    (Southworth) 
Freeman,  born  March  26,  1662,  died  January 
30,   1742-43.  at  the  age  of  eighty-two  years. 
He  took  a  leading  part  in  the  life  of  his  town. 
Eastham.  and  was  in  charge  of  the  militia  of 
that  town  for  a  long  period.     He  is  given  the 
title  of  captain  in  Eastham  records  and  also, 
in  later  vears,  deacon.  He  served  for  six  years 
as  selectman  and  was  for  nineteen  years  rep- 
resentative.     According  to  Pratt  he  "was  a 
man  of  large  property,  for  the  times;  always 
much  engaged  in  public  affairs,  and  a  liberal 
supporter  of  education  and  religion."    He  was 
twice  married.     His  first  wife  was  a  daughter 
of  Jonathan  Sparrow,  Esq.,  of  Eastham,  and 
his  second  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Barnabas 
Lothrop,  Esq..  and  widow  of  Samuel  Smith, 
of  Fastham.    Samuel  Freeman  had  in  all  four- 
teen   children :      Priscilla,   born    October    27, 
1686,   married.

He  was  a  selectman 
of  Eastham  and  for  several  years  town 
treasurer.  His  will,  January  28,  1750-51, 
proved  July  2,  mentions  wife  Mary:  sons 
James  and  Barnabas;  daughters  Eliza- 
beth Snow,  Alice  Brown,  Rebecca  Walker, 
Hannah  Freeman,  all  married ;  and  Mary, 
Priscilla  and  Abigail,  unmarried.  His  wife, 
Mary  (Paine)  Freeman,  was  a  daughter  of 
Deacon  John  Paine,  and  by  her  he  had  thir- 
teen children:  Elizabeth,  born  in  Eastham, 
March  4.

He  lived 
on  the  paternal  estate,  was  a  magistrate,  repre- 
sentative to  general  court  six  years,  selectman 
two  years  and  also  member  of  the  provincial 
congress  held  at  Watertown,  Massachusetts. 
He  died  January  17,  1781.  He  married,  No- 
vember 3,  1763,  Bethia  Knowles,  and  had  ten 
children:  Samuel,  born  August  11,  1764. 
Mar>',  born  March  3,  1766,  married  Joseph

(VI)  Samuel  Freeman,  eldest  son  and  child 
of  Barnabas  and  Bethia  (Knowles)  Freeman, 

was  born  August  11,  1764,  died  .     He 

inherited  and  occupied  the  paternal  estate  in 
Eastham.  He  was  selectman  for  several 
years,  represented  his  town  in  the  legislature 
and  also  served  as  magistrate.  He  mar- 
ried, first,  November  18,  1790,  Abiel  Doane, 
daughter  of  Solomon  Doane  Jr.,  of  Eastham. 
He  married,  second,  Elizabeth,  widow  of 
Barnabas   Cobb.      She   died   March   9,    1845. 

Mr.  Freeman  was  the  father  of  ten  children:

Mary 
Biel,  born  February  17,  1809,  married,  No- 
vember 27,,  1831,  Warren  Lincoln,  who  was 
captured  in  the  East  India  Islands  by  canni- 
bals with  ten  or  twelve  others,  and  was  the 
only  one  to  escape.  Elizabeth,  born  October 
29,  1813,  died  February  5,  1817.  Clarissa, 
born  June  20,  181 5,  married,  April  11,  1843, 
Francis  F.  Nickerson. 

(VII)  Barnabas  Freeman,  fifth  child  and 
third  son  of  Samuel  and  Abiel  (Biel)  (Doane) 
Freeman,  was  born  March  24,  1804,  in  East- 
ham, died  January,  1867,  buried  at  Newton 
ccmeterv.  He  attended  the  common  schools, 
later  went  to  Boston  to  learn  mercantile  busi- 
ness, was  engaged  as  a  salt  maker  at  Eastham, 
inherited  the  farm  and  home  at  Eastham,  where 
he  remained  until  about  1863,  when  he  re- 
moved to  Newton,  where  his  death  occurred. 
He  served  as  state  senator.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Congregational  church.  He  mar- 
ried, December  25,  1828,  Eliza  Knowles, 
daughter  of  Harding  Knowles ;  she  died  Aug- 
ust 4,  1848.  Their  children  were:  Elizabeth, 
born  January  6,  1834.  James,  born  April  2, 
1836.  Samuel,  born  October  20.  1838,  died 
June  21,    1842.     Samuel,    born    October    11,

(\  III)  James    Freeman,    eldest    son    and 

second  child  of  Barnabas  and  Eliza  (Knowles) 

Freeman,  born  April  2,  1836,  was  employed  as 
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fisherman  at  the  early  age  of  ten,  and  worked 
as  cook  until  twenty-one  years  of  age.  He  en- 
gaged in  the  tinsmith  trade  in  Boston,  with 
stores  at  Newton.  He  is  a  Congregationalist 
in  religion,  and  a  Republican  in  politics.  He 
married  Maria  Antoinette  Fiske,  born  in 
Framingham,  August  20,  1840,  and  their  chil- 
dren are:  James  E.,  born  December  31,  1864, 
and  Elizabeth,  born  in  Newton,  died  there  in 
childhood. 

(IX)  James  E.  Freeman,  only  son  of  James 
and  Maria  A.  (Fiske)  Freeman,  was  born  in 
Newton.  Massachusetts,  December  31,  1864. 
After  completing  his  studies  in  the  public  and 
high  schools  of  Newton,  he  engaged  in  the 
beef  business  with  C.  Richardson  &  Company, 
remaining  one  year,  until  the  death  of  Mr. 
Richardson,  and  then  entered  into  partnership 
with  Charles  W.. Richardson,  son  of  C.  Rich- 
ardson, and  this  connection  continued  until 
1907.  He  married  Alice  P.  Rider,  daughter 
of  Earl  and  Lois  M.  (Rice)  Rider;  she 
attended  the  schools  of  Middleboro,  and  later 
Eaton  Academy,  from  which  she  was  gradu- 
ated in  1880.  Children  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Free- 
man:  Lois  P.,  born  September  2^,  1887,  died 
September  17,1888.  Earl  Rider,  born  August 
13,  1 89 1.   Alice  Frances,  l)orn  July  30,  1894. 

(VHl)  Samuel  Freeman,  youngest  son  and 
child  of  Barnabas  and  Eliza  ( Knowles)  Free- 
man, was  born  in  Eastham,  October  11.  1843. 
died  at  his  residence,  22  Linden  street,  Everett, 
March  21,  1893.  ^"  ^'^^'^  youth  he  worked  on  a 
farm  and  tended  salt  works  until  he  was  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  at  which  time  he  entered  the 
employ  of  a  country  merchant  at  Yarmouth, 
where  he  remained  until  the  outbreak  of  the 
war.  He  enlisted,  when  eighteen  years  of 
age,  in  Company  K,  Thirty-second  Massachu- 
setts Regiment,  and  was  in  the  second  battle 
of  Bull  Run,  Sharpsburg,  and  in  the  skir- 
mishes that  led  up  to  the  battle  of  Antietam. 
He  was  considered  by  the  captain  of  his  com- 
pany and  other  officers  a  very  conscientious 
soldier,  and  though  discharged  on  account  of 
ill  health,  he  always  took  a  deep  interest  in  the 
survivors  of  the  war  and  in  the  Grand  Army. 
While  lying  upon  the  straw  in  an  improvised 
hospital  at  Frederick,  Maryland,  during  his 
illness  in  1862,  Mr.  Freeman  was  rescued  by 
a  lady  named  Holstein,  and  provided  with 
necessaries  which  probably  saved  his  life. 
After  the  war  he  entered  the  employ  of  his 
brother  in  Newton  in  the  stove  business,  and 
went  from  there  to  the  Magee  Furnace  Com- 
pany in  1864,  with  which  latter  company  he 
was  subsequently  identified  until  his  death. 


Mr.  Freeman  came  to  Everett  just  previous 
to  its  incorporation  in  1869,  and  from  that 
time  to  his  death  was  one  of  the  most  prom- 
inent and  public-spirited  citizens.  He  was  in- 
dustrious and  thrifty,  but  very  kindly  and 
charitable,  always  ready  to  help  a  worthy  ob- 
ject or  a  person  in  need.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  president  of  the  Everett  Co- 
operative Bank.  He  was  a  Republican  in  poli- 
tics until  1884,  when  he  resigned  the  position 
of  chairman  of  the  Republican  town  commit- 
tee and  became  from  that  time  forward  an 
ardent  supporter  of  President  Cleveland, 
though  independent  in  a  measure  of  both  poli- 
tical parties. 

Mr.  Freeman  married,  in  1877,  Louise  A. 
True,  born  in  South  Maiden,  December  21, 
1850,  died  April  3,  1884,  daughter  of  Lewis 
P.  True.  She  graduated  from  Maiden  high 
school  with  high  honors,  and  was  a  teacher 
in  the  Everett  high  school  prior  to  her  mar- 
riage. Children:  i.  Paulina,  born  August 
24,  1879,  at  Eyerett,  attended  the  public 
schools,  graduating   from  the  high  school  in 

1899,  and  completed  her  studies  at  Smith  Col- 
lege, from  which  she  was  graduated  in  1903. 
In  1906  she  spent  some  time  in  Berlin,  Ger- 
many, and  in  1908  went  to  Jamaica.  She  is  a 
member  of  the  First  Congregational  Church, 
trustee  of  the  library  since  1905,  and  secre- 
tary of  the  Association  Home  for  Aged  Per- 
sons. 2.  Louise,  born  at  Everett,  January  15, 
1 88 1,  graduated  from  the  high  school  with 
class  of  1899:  she  was  valedictorian  of  her 
class ;  graduated  from  Smith  College  in  1903, 
and  for  the  three  years  following  was  a 
student  at  the  Boston  School  of  the  Museum 
of  Fine  Arts.  She  was  married  May  19, 
1908,  to  John  Holden  Stone,  of  Maiden,  who 
was  born  in  Boston,  August  22,  1881,  gradu- 
ated from  the  Maiden  high  school  in  1900, 
Harvard  College  in  1904,  Harvard  Law 
School  in  1907.  He  then  entered  the  employ 
of  the  law  firm  of  Choate,  Hall  &  Stewart,  of 
Boston.  3.  Elizabeth,  born  in  Everett,  Feb- 
ruary 9,  1883,  graduated  from  high  school, 
1901,  graduated  from  Smith  College,  1905, 
then  studied  music  for  one  year.  She  was 
married,  September  26,  1907,  at  Everett,  to 
Edwin  H.  Peirce,  who  was  born  at  Everett, 
June  29,   1 88 1,  graduated   from  high   school, 

1900,  and  from  Harvard,  class  of  1904,  with 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree.  Was  connected 
with  the  government  naval  station  at  New- 
port, Rhode  Island,  with  the  American  Tele- 
graph and  Telephone  Company  at  Boston  as 
chemist,   and    with   the    American    Steel   and 
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Wire  Company  at  Worcester,  Massachusetts. 
In  November,  1883,  Miss  Pamela  Lothrop 
Hall,  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  was  en- 
gaged as  housekeeper  for  Mr.  Freeman,  and 
for  almost  twenty-five  years  she  attended  to 
the  household  duties  and  was  a  faithful  guard- 
ian and  friend  for  his  three  daughters.  She 
was  born  in  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  June 
28,  1842,  died  in  Everett,  Massachusetts, 
March  29,  1908. 


Robert  Clement,  immigrant 
CLEMENT      ancestor  of  the  Clements  in 

America,  \vas  born  in  Eng- 
land, about  1590.  and  came  to  America  in 
1642.  landing  at  Salisbury.  He  was  in  And- 
over  also  in  1642,  and  removed  to  Haverhill 
in  1643,  where  he  settled  and  became  a  prom- 
inent citizen.  He  was  deputy  to  the  general 
court  from  1647  ^^  1653  inclusive.  HTs  fam- 
ily came  with  him  probably,  except  his  young- 
est daughter,  who  remained  in  Coventry,  War- 
wickshire, England,  until  1652,  when  she  too 
came  to  Haverhill  and  soon  afterward  mar- 
ried John  Osgood,  of  Andover.  Robert  Clem- 
ent became  associate  judge  of  the  county  court 
and  was  early  appointed  to  give  oath  of  fidel- 
ity to  the  inhabitants  of  Haverhill.  He  was 
frequently  appointed  on  committees  to  set  oflF 
land  and  fix  limits  for  the  pioneers.  He  is 
recorded  as  being  "a  man  of  rare  integrity  and 
superior  talents."  He  must  have  been  an  inn- 
keeper in  1653,  when  he  was  given  permission 
by  the  Salisbury  court  to  sell  wine  in  Haver- 
hill. He  owned  the  first  grist  mill  built  in 
Haverhill.  He  died  on  the  farm  where  he 
first  settled,  in  Haverhill,  September  29,  1658. 
His  will  was  dated  September  6,  1658,  when 
not  all  of  his  children  were  in  New  England. 
He  mentions  his  wife,  sons  Job,  John,  Abra- 
ham and  Daniel;  sons  (in  law)  Moses  Pin- 
grin,  Abraham  Morrill  and  John  Osgood ;  "to 
my  children's  children  that  are  in  New  Eng- 
land ;  to  Mr.  Ward,  our  minister.'*  Children : 
I.  Job;  was  the  first  tanner  in  Haverhill;  his 
marriage  to  Margaret  Dummer  is  the  first 
marriage  recorded  in  the  town.  He  was 
given  a  quarter  of  an  acre  of  land  near  the 
mouth  of  Mill  Brook,  on  the  south  side  of 
Water  street,  where  now  stands  a  tenement 
house,  and  there  he  built  the  first  tannery  in 
town.  In  1650  he  was  appointed  a  judge  to 
decide  small  causes.  2.  John,  married,  1648, 
Sarah  Osgood.

(H)  Robert  Clement,  son  of  Robert  Clem- 
ent (i),  was  one  of  the  grantees  representing 
the  settlers  in  the  deed  from  the  Indians  to 
the  settlers  of  Haverhill.  He  was  a  cooper 
by  trade,  and  the  first  to  work  at  that  business 
in  the  town.  He  was  a  town  officer,  county 
commissioner  and  associate  judge.  He  took 
the  prescribed  oath  of  allegiance  in  Novem- 
ber, 1677,  and  was  living  in  1692.  He  lived 
on  Water  street  near  the  site  of  the  Exchange 
block.  He  married,  December  3,  1652,  Eliz- 
abeth, died  March  2^,  1715,  daughter  of  John 
Fane,  of  Ipswich  and  Haverhill.  Children:

In  1676  he  received  from  the  town  eight 
shillings  six  pence  for  services  as  a  soldier  in 
King  Philip's  war,  in  Lieutenant  Benjamin 
Swett's  company.

(IV)  Lieutenant  John  Clement,  son  of 
John  Clement  (3),  was  born  at  Haverhill, 
July  18,  1686.  In  172J  his  name  appears 
in  the  list  of  commoners,  and  January  29  of 
that  year  he  was  given  a  grant  of  land.  This 
land  was  the  Clement  farm  in  North  parish, 
which  is  today  the  property  of  living  lineal 
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descendants  of  this  pioneer  settler.  The  fol- 
lowing copy  of  a  record  of  this  grant  of  land 
is  of  interest. 

"We,  the  subscribers,  being  appointed  by 
the  Proprietors  of  Haverhill  Committee  to 
lay  out  to  John  Clements  a  parsel  of  land 
granted  by  the  Proprietors  to  the  said  John 
Clements,  We  have  accordingly  attended  that 
service  and  laid  out  to  said  Clements 'twenty 
Acres,  Bounded  beginning  at  a  white  oak  tree 
standing  by  the  sawmill  river  (Fishing  river), 
which  is  also  the  bounds  of  a  piece  of  land 
laid  to  Thomas  Duston,  Sr.,  thence  easterly 
to  said  Duston's  land  to  another  white  oak 
mark  and  standing  by  the  road,  thence  north- 
erly as  the  fence  runs  to  a  pine  bush  mark. 
Thence  westerly  to  a  hemlock  standing  by  the 
sawmill ;  and  thence  as  the  river  runs  to  the 
bounds  first  mentioned.  The  above  said  land 
was  laid  out  by  us  the  29th  of  Jany.  172 1." 
"Joseph  Peaslee,  James  Parker,  Committee.*' 

Five  years  later  additional  land  was  granted 
to  John  Clement,  as  recorded  in  the  copy  of  a 
document  extant,  as  follows: 

"Land  granted  by  the  Commoners  to  John 
Clement  and  laid  out  by  the  subscribers  and 
bounded  as  follows:  beginning  at  a  stake  and 
stones  by  the  road  that  leads  to  the  sawmill 
which  is  the  said  Clements  original  bounds, 
and  from  thence  as  the  road  goes  eighty- four 
rods  to  an  elm  tree  that  stands  by  the  river  & 
thence  as  the  river  runs  to  a  hemlock  tree 
mark,  w^hich  is  the  said  Clements  original 
bounds,  forty  rods  &  thence  to  the  first  bound 
mentioned  fifty  rods  and  as  it  is  bounded  we 
find  it  to  be  ten  acres  &  we  do  value  it  to  be 
worth  three  pounds  per  Acre." 
"Oct.  6,  1729.  By  us, 
"James  Tucker, 
"Richard  Hazen,  Committee." 

Lieutenant  Clement  built  a  wooden  dwell- 
ing on  this  land  soon  after  it  was  granted  to 
him.  The  house  faced  the  south,  and  was 
forty-two  feet  long,  thirty-two  feet  wide,  two 
stories  high.  It  had  a  slanting  roof  at  the 
back  that  extended  down  to  within  about  eight 
feet  from  the  ground.  He  also  built  two 
barns  on  the  east  side  of  the  road,  forming  an 
L.  In  1 79 1  these  barns  were  taken  clown  and 
another  erected  on  the  west  side  of  the  street, 
a  little  west  of  the  house,  which  stood  partly 
on  the  site  where  the  brick  house  which  re- 
placed the  original  structure  now  stands.  The 
town  records  of  1723  state  that  John  Clement 
asked  to  be  released  from  paying  the  rent  of 
the  "J^arsonage  Farm''  the  previous  year,  on 
the  ground  that  he  "had  been  driven  off  the 


land  by  the  war."  The  following  year  he  re- 
quested from  the  town  two  acres  of  land  ad- 
joning  his  farm.  In  1730  the  school  was  kept 
for  "one  Quarter"  at  his  home.  His  name 
appears  on  the  tax  roll  for  1741,  and  in  the 
list  of  1798  are  the  names  of  John,  Samuel, 
Moses,  Amos  and  Benjamin  Clements.  The 
aggregate  amount  of  their  property  was 
$1225,  John  Clement  being  taxed  for  $175. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  alarm  list  in  1757, 
and  the  same  year  joined  the  second  foot  com- 
pany formed  in  Haverhill  for  the  invasion  of 
Canada,  under  Major  Richard  Saltonstall. 
John  Clement  was  a  slaveholder,  his  name 
appearing  in  a  list  of  slaveholders,  which 
covers  the  period  between  1750  and  1760.  He 
married  first,  Elizabeth  Kimball,  daughter  of 
Henry  (3),  Henry  (2),  Richard  (i).  She 
died  November  6,  1754,  and  he  married  sec- 
ond, Mrs.  Mary  (Emerson)  Kimball,  Febru- 
ary 25,  1755.  He  had  seven  children  by  his 
first  wife. 

(V)  Deacon  Benjamin  Clement,  son  of 
John  Clement  (4),  born  at  the  family  home- 
stead, March  19,  1717-18,  died  1785.  He  re- 
sided on  the  homestead.  His  name  was  on  the 
alarm  list  of  1757.  In  1775  he  joined  Captain 
James  Sawyer's  company  of  eight  months  ser- 
vice men,  and  was  one  of  the  ninety- four  men 
who  went  from  Haverhill  on  the  call  for 
troops  in  1775.  He  was  chosen  with  Moses 
Clements,  of  West  Parish,  "to  show  each  man 
his  proportion"  of  the  amount  to  be  given  to 
the  poor  of  Boston  in  1775.  He  married  Mary 
Bartlett,  who  after  his  death  married  Moses 
Merrill,  who  was  then  over  eighty- four  years 
old.    Children :    Benaih,  John. 

( VI )  Deacon  John  Clement,  son  of  Deacon 
I^enjamin  Clement  (5),  died  October  14, 
1823.  He  inherited  the  family  homestead  and 
resided  there  all  his  life.  He  married  Sus- 
anna Massy.  Children:  Benaih,  David,  Jesse. 
Hannah,  Mary,  Phebc. 

(VII)  Jesse  Clement,  son  of  Deacon  John 
Clement  (6),  born  April  18,  1793.  died  April 
19,  187 1.  He  inherited  the  homestead,  and  in 
181 3  made  the  bricks  and  built  the  present 
large  house  on  the  farm.  In  1822  he  planted 
the  fine  elm  and  white  ash  trees  near  the 
house,  and  also  the  rock  maple  and  ash  trees 
on  the  opposite  side  of  the  road.  The  house 
is  situated  on  the  left  side  of  the  road  leading 
to  Atkinson,  about  a  mile  above  Dustin 
Square,  and  a  short  distance  from  the  North 
parish  burying  ground,  often  called  the  "State 
Line"  cemetery.  This  cemetery  was  laid  out 
by  the    Haverhill    proprietors    in    1734    and 
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many  of  the  Clement  family  are  interred  there, 
among  them  being  Deacon  Benjamin,  and 
Levi  John  Clement,  who  died  in  1762.  In 
1890,  when  Haverhill  celebrated  its  two  hun- 
dred and  fiftieth  anniversary,  a  tablet  was 
placed  on  the  large  elm  tree  at  the  left  of  the 
house,  inscribed,  ** Clement  Farm.  Granted  to 
Lieut.  John  Clement  by  the  Commoners  of 
Haverhill,  1721.  and  always  held  by  his  direct 
descendants."  In  the  early  days  when  the  In- 
dians were  troublesome,  a  tragedy  took  place 
opposite  the  Clement  house,  June  15,  1691, 
when  John  Robie  was  killed  by  the  Indians. 
His  wife  had  died  a  short  time  previous,  and 
left  him  with  seven  children.  As  the  Indians 
wxre  said  to  be  prowling  about,  he  took  his 
children  to  a  house  of  refuge  that  stood  where 
the  house  of  Benjamin  Clement  2nd.  stood  in 
North  parish  in  i860.  He  was  returning  with 
the  cart  and  oxen  and  was  surprised  by  the 
Indians  who  were  in  ambush,  and  killed.  His 
son  Ichabod,  who  was  with  him,  was  captured, 
but  afterward  escaped.  Jesse  Clement  owned 
a  pew  in  the  North  Parish  church  originally 
called  the  church  in  the  North  Precinct.  It 
was  organized  November  4,  1730,  composed 
of  fifty-nine  members  of  the  First  Parish 
church,  at  present  the  Unitarian  church,  cor- 
ner of  Main  and  Crescent  Place.  He  sold 
half  his  pew  to  Aaron  Hoyt,  of  Haverhill, 
and  a  copy  of  the  deed  follows : 

'*Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I, 
Jesse  Clement,  of  Haverhill,  in  the  county  of 
Essex  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  well  and  truly  paid  to  me,  before 
the  delivery  thereof  of  Aaron  Hoyt,  of  Haver- 
hill, in  the  County  and  Commonwealth  afore- 
said, the  receipt  whereof  I  do  hereby  acknowl- 
edge, have  granted,  bargained  and  sold  and 
by  these  presents  do  grant,  bargain  and  sell 
unto  the  said  Aaron  Hoyt,  his  heirs,  executors, 
and  assigns,  a  certain  undivided  half  of  pew 
in  the  Congregational  meetinghouse  in  Plais- 
tow,  N.  H.,  being  the  Pew  numbered  Six.  To 
have  and  to  hold  the  said  granted  and  bargain- 
ed pew  to  him,  the  said  Aaron  Hoyt,  his 
heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns 
forever.  In  witness  whereof,  I,  the  under- 
signed, have  hereto  set  my  hand  and  seal,  this 
twentieth  day  of  December,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-four.  Jesse  Clem- 
ent." 

Jesse  Qement  married  first,  January  20, 
1820,  Elizabeth  Ayer,  died  of  paralysis,  Sep- 
tember 29,  1849,  daughter  of  James  and  Mary 
Ayer,  of  Haverhill.    He  married  second,  June 


2,  1853,  Mary  B.  Morrill,  of  Amesbury,  died 
September  11,  1864.  Children,  all  by  first 
wife:  I.  James  Hazen,  born  September  14, 
1822;  mentioned  below.  2.  John  Bryant, 
born  September  25,   1824,  died  July  4,  1878. 

3.  Charles  Edwin,  born  December  7,  1830, 
died  November  13,  1857.  4.  Mary  Elizabeth, 
born  October  2y,  1827,  died  May  19,  1847.

(VIII)  James  Hazen  Clement,  son  of 
Jesse  Clement  (7),  was  born  in  Haverhill, 
September  14,  1822.  His  youth  was  passed  on 
the  farm,  and  he  received  his  education  in  the 
district  school.  When  eighteen  years  old  he 
went  to  Lowell  and  drove  a  stage  between  that 
city  and  Salem.  He  afterwards  purchased 
the  line  and  added  another  stage  line  between 
Lowell  and  Framingham,  which  was  contin- 
ued until  the  Stony  Brook  railroad  was  built. 
He  then  went  to  Mil  ford,  Massachusetts,  and 
engaged  in  the  express  business  with  Boston 
over  the  Albany  railroad.  At  the  same  time 
he  ran  a  stage  line  between  Milford  and  sev- 
eral neighboring  towns.  About  1850  he  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacture  of  shoes,  his  first 
partner  being  D.  B.  Godfrey,  of  Milford. 
After  a  few  years  the  firm  of  Clement,  Col- 
burn  &  Co.,  was  formed,  having  factories  in 
Milford,  Massachusetts,  Great  Falls  and  Der- 
~ry,  New  Hampshire.  His  partners  were 
George  D.  Colburn,  John  B.  Clement,  his 
brother,  and  John  Erskine,  his  brother-in-law. 
Until  his  death  he  continued  as  senior  partner 
of  the  firm,  conducting  a  large  and  successful 
business.  In  1865  Mr.  Clement  purchased 
the  Clement  homestead  of  his  father.  This 
was  the  first  time  a  deed  had  been  passed  of 
the  property,  as  the  farm  had  been  inherited 
from  generation  to  generation,  for  one  hun- 
dred and  forty- four  years.  He  made  many 
improvements  in  the  place,  erecting  a  new 
barn  seventy-two  by  forty  feet,  adjoining  the 
barn  is  stable  and  carriage  house,  forming  an 
L.  He  also  built  a  cottage  farm  house  north 
of  the  barn.  In  the  latter  part  of  his  life  he 
was  largely  interested  in  the  cattle  business 
in  Texas  and  he  died  suddenly  June  30,  1881, 
while  making  his  annual  visit  to  his  ranch. 

At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  director 
of  the  Commonwealth  National  Bank,  Boston, 
and  also  of  the  Milford  National  Bank.  He 
was  also  an  original  director  of  Five  Cents 
Saving  Bank,  Boston.  He  was  a  man  without 
ostentation,  of  the  highest  integrity.  He  lived 
the  most  of  his  life  in  Boston,  spending  the 
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summer  months  at  the  farm  in  Haverhill. 
The  Haverhill  Gazette  said  at  the  time  of  his 
death:  '*Mr.  Clement  was  for  a  number  of 
years  connected  with  the  stage  and  express 
business,  and  ever  showed  tact  and  kindness 
in  dealing  that  won  favor  among  all  classes 
with  whom  he  came  in  contact.  In  fact,  it 
might  be  said  of  him  that  he  had  no  rival,  in 
the  full  acceptation  of  the  term,  for  the  many 
acceptable  traits  in  his  character,  together  with 
an  exceptionally  cheerful  way  of  looking  at 
things,  overcame  all  possibility  of  defeat,  and 
thus  an  eminently  successful  life  has  been 
crowned  with  friends  and  comfort."  He  mar- 
ried, in  Aljgust,  1852,  Clara  Erskine,  born 
August  28,  1834,  daughter  of  John  Erskine,  of 
Milford,  Massachusetts.  She  is  best  known  as 
the  author,  Clara  Erskine  Clement.  Her  best 
known  works  are:  "Handbook  of  Legendary 
and  Mythological  Art;"  *Tainters,  Sculptors, 
Architects  and  Engravers;"  "Christian  Sym- 
bols and  Stories  of  Saints:"  "Architecture 
for  Beginners;"  "Queen  of  the  Adriatic;" 
"City  of  the  Sultan;"  "Naples,  the  City  of 
Parthenope;"  "The  Eternal  City,  Rome;" 
"Egypt;  a  Simple  Story  of  the  Orient;"  etc., 
etc.  She  wrote  but  one  novel,  "Eleanor  Mait- 
land."  Some  of  her  other  works  are  "Art  and 
Artists;"  "Painting  -for  Beginners  and  Stu- 
dents;" "Life  of  Charlotte  Cushman;"  "Angels 
in  Art."  In  conjunction  with  Lawrence  Hut- 
ton  she  wrote  "Artists  of  the  Nineteenth  Cen- 
tury and  Their  Work."  In  December,  1894, 
The  Nezc  England  Magazine  published  an 
article  from  her  pen,  "Early  Religious  Paint- 
ing in  America."  Mrs.  Clement  travelled  ex- 
tensively in  all  parts  of  the  world,  and  many 
of  her  books  were  written  from  personal  ex- 
periences and  observation.  She  married,  after 
the  death  of  Mr.  Clement,  Edwin  F.  Waters, 
of  Boston,  who  was  the  proprietor  of  the  Bos- 
ton Daily  Advertiser.  Children  of  James 
Hazen  and  Clara  Erskine  Clement:  i.  Frank, 
bom  October  7,  1853;  ^^^  ^^  business  with  his 
father;  died  November  17,  1894.  2.  George 
Colburn,  born  August  15,  1855;  mentioned 
below.  3.  Erskine,  born  October  12,  1857.  4. 
Hazen,  born  December  26,  1861.  5.  Hope, 
born  March  16.  1875,  ^^^^^  November  2,  1899. 
George  C.  and  Erskine  Clement  are  brokers  in 
Boston,  under  the  firm  name  of  Clement, 
Parker  &  Co. 

fix)  Dr.  George  Colburn  Clement,  son  of 
James  Hazen  Clement  (8),  was  born  in  Mil- 
ford,  Massachusetts,  August  15,  1855.  In  his 
early  life  he  received  private  tuition  at  the 
home  of  Mrs.  James  Means,  of  Andover,  and 


later  attended  Dr.  Hixon's  school  at  Lowell. 
He  next  entered  the  Chandler  scientific 
department  at  Dartmouth  College.  In  the 
spring  of  1872  he  left  Dartmouth  and  went  to 
New  York,  where  he  began  the  study  of  med- 
icine under  A.  B.  Crosby,  professor  of  anat- 
omy at  Bellevue  Hospital  Medical  College. 
Here  he  remained  one  term;  when  on  account 
of  ill  health  he  was  obliged  to  go  south.  His 
health  not  improving,  he  sailed  for  Valparai- 
so, Chili,  in  December,  1874.  He  remained  in 
Chili  and  Peru  until  September  of  the  follow- 
ing year,  when  he  returned  home.  The  next 
month  he  sailed  for  San  Francisco,  going 
around  Cape  Horn  three  times  in  one  year. 
He  spent  the  winter  and  spring  in  California 
and  Mexico,  returning  to  Boston  in  the  sum- 
mer of  i876,when  he  resumed  his  studies  at  the 
Harvard  Medical  School,  from  which  he  grad- 
uated in  1880.  He  received  practical  train- 
ing at  the  Free  Hospital  for  Women,  Boston, 
as  house  officer,  and  he  also  was  house  officer 
for  eighteen  months  at  the  Boston  City  Hos- 
pital. He  commenced  the  private  practice  of 
medicine  in  Haverhill  August  23,  1880,  and  his 
popularity  and  skill  as  a  surgeon  and  physi- 
cian is  attested  by  the  very  large  practice  he 
has  built  up  since  that  time.  He  makes  a 
specialty  of  treatment  of  the  eye.  Dr.  Clem- 
ent is  a  member  of  the  Massachusetts  Medi- 
cal Society,  and  has  been  a  councillor  from  the 
North  Essex  branch.  He  is  a  member  of  the 
American  Medical  Association ;  of  the  Haver- 
hill Medical  Club;  of  the  Harvard  Medical 
Alumni  Association :  Boston  City  Hospital 
Club :  Association  of  Massachusetts  Boards  of 
Health.  He  is  president  of  the  board  of  trus- 
tees and  member  of  the  staflF  of  the  Hale  Hos- 
pital of  Haverhill.  He  is  a.  justice  of  the 
peace  and  medical  examiner  for  several  life 
insurance  companies.  He  was  city  physician 
of  Haverhill  from  1885  to  1891,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  health  during  that  time. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  Haverhill  Historical 
Society :  the  Monday  Evening  Club ;  Pennsyl- 
vania Society  Order  of  Patriots  and  Founders 
of  America ;  and  Essex  Institute,  of  Salem, 
Massachusetts.  Dr.  Clement  is  connected 
with  several  social  clubs,  being  a  member  of 
the  Pentucket  and  Wachusett  clubs  of  Haver- 
hill, the  Knights  of  Pythias  and  the  Haverhill 
Lodge  of  Elks.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the 
Boston  City  Club  of  Boston  and  of  the  Cor- 
inthian Yacht  Club  of  Marblehead.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Episcopal  church. 

He  married,   November   19,    1885,   Matilda 
Haseltine  Kimball,  born  June  20,  1861,  daugh- 
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ter  of  George  A.  and  Susan  W.  (Emerson) 
Kimball.  Her  father  died  July  16,  1891,  and 
was  a  well  known  and  highly  respected  citizen 
of  Haverhill.  For  twenty-two  years  he  was 
engaged  in  the  druggist's  business  at  23  Merri- 
mack street,  in  the  store  now  occupied  by 
Huntt's  restaurant.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
he  had  retired  from  the  business,  but  was 
president  of  the  Haverhill  Savings  Bank  and 
director  of  the  Haverhill  Gas  Light  Company. 
Her  mother  was  the  daughter  of  Moses  Em- 
erson. Children  of  Dr.  George  C.  and 
Matilda  (Kimball)  Clement:  i.  George  Kim- 
ball, born  May  5,  1888.  2.  Clara  Erskine, 
born  June  3,  1891. 


Ezekiel  Richardson,  the 
RICHARDSON      immigrant  ancestor,  was 

the  first  of  the  brothers 
who  became  founders  of  the  town  of  Woburn, 
Massachusetts,  to  find  a  home  in  New  Eng- 
land. He  came  in  1630  and  was  doubtless  the 
first  settler  of  this  surname,  and  he  and  his 
wife  Susanna  became  members  of  the  First 
Church  of  Charlestown,  August  2^,  1630, 
which  later  became  the  First  Church  of  Bos- 
ton and  both  were  dismissed  from  it  \vith 
thirty-three  others,  October  14,  1632,  to  the 
present  First  Church  of  Charlestown;  which 
was  gathered  on  November  2  following.  He 
was  admitted  a  freeman,  May  18,  163 1.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  he  located  in  Charlestown, 
and  suffered  the  extreme  hardships  of  the  first 
settlers.  He  was  a  leader  among  the  people  of 
the  settlement.  In  1633  he  was  appointed 
constable  for  the  town.  He  was  elected  by  the 
town  to  important  special  committees  and  was 
selectman  February  10,  1634-35 ;  also  in 
1637-38-39.  He  was  deputy  to  the  general 
court  in  1634-35.  In  1637  a  lot  of  land  was 
granted  to  him  on  the  Mystic  side  (Maiden). 
He  followed  Ann  Hutchinson  and  Rev.  John 
Wheelwright  in  the  Antinomian  controversy 
of  1637,  as  were  also  most  of  the  members  of 
the  Boston  church,  and  was  one  of  the  eighty 
or  more  persons  who  signed  the  remonstrance 
in  Mr.  Wheelwright's  favor  to  the  general 
court,  March  9,  1637,  but  in  November  he  and 
several  others -desired  that  their  names  might 
be  erased  from  the  remonstrance,  which  the 
court  had  declared  to  be  of  seditious  tendency, 
and  escaped  the  penalty  of  disarming  inflicted 
on  most  of  the  sigfners.  In  May,  1640,  he  was 
sent  with  Edward  Johnson,  Edward  Convers 
and  others,  to  explore  the  grant  of  land  at 
what  was  later  called  Woburn,  and  these 
three,  with  John  Mousall,    Thomas    Graves 


and  Ezekiel's  brothers,  Samuel  and  Thomas 
Richardson,  were  made  a  committee  by  the 
town  of  Charlestown  to  establish  a  new  town 
and  church.  The  town  was  incorporated  Sep- 
tember, 1642,  and  named  Woburn.  Three  of 
the  seven  persons  constituting  the  Woburn 
Church,  August  14,  1642  (O.  S.),  were  the 
three  Richardsons.  The  brothers  lived  on  the 
same  street,  still  known  as  Richardson  Row. 
It  is  in  the  present  town  of  Winchester,  a 
little  to  the  north  and  east  of  the  village,  and 
now  forming  a  part  of  Washington  street. 
Ezekiel  lived  half  a  mile  north  of  the  present 
village  of  Winchester.  At  the  first  election 
of  town  officers  he  was  chosen  a  selectman, 
April  13,  1644,  and  again  in  1645-46-47.  He 
was  a  commissioner  to  end  small  causes  at 
Woburn,  appointed  by  the  general  court;  he 
was  on  the  committee  to  lay  out  the  road  to 
Cambridge.  He  died  in  the  prime  of  life, 
October  21,  1647.  in  Woburn.  His  will  dated 
July  20,  1647,  ^vas  proved  June  i,  1648.  His 
widow  Susanna  married  Henry  Brooks,  of 
Woburn,  and  she  died  September  15,  1681. 
Children:  i.  Phebe,  born  in  Boston,  baptized 
June  3,  1632;  married  Henry  Baldwin.  2. 
Theophilus,  baptized  in  Charlestown.  Decem- 
ber 22,  1633,  mentioned  below.

(II)  Theophilus  Richardson,  son  of  Ezek- 
iel Richardson  (i),  was  baptized  at  Charles- 
town, December  22,  1633.

His  widow  married,  sec- 
ond, February  25,  1683-84,  John  Brooks, 
whose  first  wife  was  Eunice  Mousall,  daugh- 
ter of  Deacon  John  Mousall,  whom  he  mar- 
ried, November  i,  1649.  John  Mousall  was 
the  eldest  son  of  Henry  Mousall,  who  married 
the  widow  Susanna  Richardson,  mother  of 
Theophilus  Richardson.  Mary  Mousall  died 
August  28,  1704.  Children:  i.  Ezekiel,  born 
October  28,  1655,  mentioned  below.  2.  Mary, 
bom  January  15,  1657-58,  married  Joseph 
Peirce :  married,  second,  Daniel  Hudson.

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(V)  Hervey  Eugene  Guptill,  son  of  Still- 
man  Guptill  (4),  was  born  in  North  Berwick, 
Maine,  March  24,  1865.  He  worked  on  the 
farm  until  fifteen  years  of  age,  then  went  to 
Haverhill,  where  he  found  employment  at  shoe 
making  with  his  half-brother,  Edward  Hayes. 
With  a  capital  of  $192  he  began  his  manufac- 
turing business  in  1893.  At  first  he  made  a 
special  style  of  shoe  for  old  ladies,  and  built 
up  an  excellent  trade  in  that  specialty.  He 
soon  had  to  enlarge  his  facilities,  and  his  bus- 
iness has  continued  to  grow  rapidly.  He  now 
employs  four  hundred  and  fifty  hands  in  the 
Haverhill  factory,  and  has  also  a  factory  at 
Seabrook,  New  Hampshire,  where  another 
hundred  hands  find  employment.  There  is  a 
good  demand  for  the  product  of  his  factories 
in  all  parts  of  the  world.  His  factories  turn 
out  an  excellent  style  and  variety  of  shoes  for 
women.  Few  men  have  had  such  a  successful 
career  as  Mr.  Guphill.  Starting  with  a  very 
small  capital  in  a  small  way  he  has  advanced 
to  the  front  rank  of  shoe  manufacturers  in 
the  city  of  Haverhill  through  his  own  indus- 
try and  business  sagacity.  He  has  a  whole- 
sale shoe  and  shoe  finding  business  at  West 
23rd  street.  New  York  City,  employing  fifty 
hands.  He  has  the  respect  and  confidence  of 
his  employees  as  well  as  of  his  business  asso- 
ciates. He  was  a  prime  mover  in  the  formation 
of  the  Hill  Automobile  Company  and  is  treas- 
urer of  the  corporation.  He  is  a  director  in  the 
Merchants'  National  Bank  of  Haverhill.  In 
politics  Mr.  Guptill  is  independent.  He  is  a 
member  of  Merrimac  Lodge  of  Free  Masons  of 
Haverhill ;  of  Haverhill  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons ;  of  Haverhill  Commandery,  Knights 
Templar ;  of  the  Pentucket  Club  of  Haver- 
hill :  of  the  National  Association  of  Manu- 
facturers of  America ;  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Shoe  Manufacturers;  the  New  Eng- 
land Shoe  and  Leather  Association ;  the  Hav- 
erhill Shoe  Manufacturers*  Association;  and 
the  Haverhill  Board  of  Trade. 

He  married,  November,  1892,  Grace  Wes- 
ton, born  in  New  Hampshire,  adopted  daugh- 
ter of  George  S.  and  Harriet  Weston,  of 
Georgetown,  Massachusetts :  they  have  an 
adopted  daughter,  Grace  Barker  Guptill. 


John  Saunders,  the  immi- 
SAUNDERS  grant  ancestor,  was  prob- 
ably born  in  England,  though 
family  tradition  has  it  that  the  family  orig- 
inally was  from  Scotland.  He  was  one  of 
three  of  the  same  name  who  settled  in  the 
vicinity  of  each  other  and  founded  families  of 


importance.  John  Saunders,  of  Salem,  came 
as  early  as  1637,  and  married  the  daughter  of 
Joseph  Grafton ;  his  son,  John  Saunders,  was 
the  famous  Quaker  who  went  to  England  and 
procured  a  royal  order  to  prohibit  the  perse- 
cution of  Friends  in  Massachusetts.  Lieuten- 
ant John  Saunders  or  Sanders,  of  Hampton, 
New  Hampshire,  Wells  and  Cape  Porpoise, 
Maine,  was  an  active  citizen  in  that  section 
and  left  sons  Thomas  and  John. 

(I)  The  John  Saunders  first  mentioned  was 
born  about  1613,  and  came  from  England  in 
1638  in  the  ship  "Confidence,"  from  Melchet 
Park,  Wiltshire,  via  Southampton,  with 
Roger  Eastman,  William  Cottle  and  Robert 
Ring  as  his  servants.  On  the  same  ship  came 
John  Rolfe,  who  also  settled  in  Salisbury, 
Massachusetts.  Melchet  Park  is  an  extra- 
parochial  liberty  in  the  hundred  of  Alderbury 
or  Allerbury,  nine  miles  southeast  of  Salis- 
bury, England.  Saunders  was  one  of  the  orig- 
inal grantees  of  the  town  of  Salisbury,  Massa- 
chusetts, in  September,  1638;  receiving  land  in 
the  first  division  and  again  in  1640.  His  name 
on  the  list  of  1650  is  marked  "disallowed  for 
being  townsman  and  commoner."  He  re- 
moved from  Salisbury  to  Newbury  in  1642. 
though  the  births  of  his  children  later  are  re- 
corded at  Salisbury.  After  1655  he  returned 
to  England  and  settled  at  Weeks,  parish  of 
Dainton  (Downton)  Wiltshire,  appointing  his 
kinsman,  Richard  Dole,  of  Newbury,  his  attor- 
ney in  America,  under  date  of  May  9,  1674. 
He  was  admitted  a  freeman  May  13,  1640. 
and  was  a  town  officer  in  Newbury.  His  sis- 
ter Sarah,  who  came  on  the  ship  with  him.

(HI)  Henry  Saunders,  son  of  James 
Saunders  (2),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  Massa- 
chusetts, August  6,  1688.  He  was  mentioned 
in  his  father's  will  in  1718.  In  1709  he  and 
fourteen  other  persons  were  given  permission 
to  build  a  pew  in  the  meeting  house,  viz:  "to 
build  a  seat  to  sit  in,  in  the  hind  seat  of  the 
meeting  house,  in  the  west  gallery,  they  also 
promising  that  they  would  not  build  so  high 
as  to  damnify  the  light  of  them  windows  at 
the  west  end  of  the  said  west  gallery'*  and  pro- 
vided they  made  up  the  number  of  twenty 
persons  to  sit  in  said  seats.  Henry  Saunders 
became  involved  in  the  Wheelwright  claims 
against  his  land  and  December  16,  1751,  the 
town  voted  him  twenty  pounds  "to  carry  on 
his  case  against  Wheelwright  at  Portsmouth." 
Saunders  was  active  in  public  affairs  and  was 
first  selectman  of  the  "Methuen  and  Dracut 
district"  with  Isaac  Clough  and  Daniel  Peas- 
lee.  In  1743  they  petitioned  for  incorporation, 
and  the  state  line  being  changed,  were  set  off 
from  Massachusetts  and  May  11,  1750,  incor- 
porated as  the  town  of  Salem,  New  Hamp- 
shire. Saunders'  house  was  in  Salem,  but 
the  territory  was  also  claimed  by  Windham, 
New  Hampshire.  His  tax  in  1743  was  two 
pounds,  eight  shillings  and  four  pence,  and  his 
sons  Oliver,  Timothy,  William  and  Samuel, 
also  living  within  the  territory  claimed  by 
Windham,  ^ere  taxpayers.  He  married  Miss 
Mitchell.  In  1723  Andrew  Mitchell  Sr.,  her 
father,  asked  for  a  grant  of  land  of  six  acres 
in  the  common  land  beyond  Henry  Saunders* 
and  that  "strip  of  common  betwixt  ye  high- 
way farm  called  Hainess  farm  &  and  a  small 
peice  by  his  barn."     The  locality  was  called

George  Little  (i),  father  of 
Moses  (2),  was  born  in  England,  came  from 
London — I'nicorn  street,  near  London  Bridge, 
England,  to  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  about 
1640;  was  a  tailor  by  trade;  married  Alice

(\T)   Daniel     Saunders,     son     of     James 
Saunders     (5),    was    born    in    Salem,     New 
Hampshire,  June  20,  1796.   His  education  was 
limited  to  the  district  schools  of  his  native  town. 
He  removed  to  Andover,  Massachusetts,  and 
worked  in  Woolen  mills.     In  1820  he  began  to 
manufacture  in  a  mill  at  Andover  on  his  own 
account,  and  built  up  a  flourishing  business. 
Later  he  had  mills  at  Concord,  New  Hamp- 
shire.    He  was   the   founder  of  the  city  of 
Lawrence.      A    portrait    in    the    aldernianic 
chamber  of  the  city  of  Lawrence  is  suitably 
inscribed:      "Founder   of   the   City   of    Law- 
rence."    This  portrait  was  given  to  the  city 
by  the  three  sons  of  Mr.   Saunders,  Daniel, 
Charles   W.   and    Caleb    Saunders.     Accom- 
panying the  gift  was  a  letter  from  the  donors, 
narrating    in    detail    the    discovery    by    their 
father  of  the  water  power  of  the  Merrimac 
River  near  the  present  site  of  the    city,    his 
conception  of  the  vast  possibilities  of  develop- 
ing it,  his  energy  and  perseverance  in  demon- 
strating the  worth  of  his  ideas  to  capitalists 
and  his  successful  efforts  in  establishing  what 
has  become  one  of  the  great  manufacturing 
cities   of   New   England  within  the   space  of 
a  life  time.     This  letter  is  preserved  in  the 
archives  of  the  city.     The  letter  relates  that 
Mr.  Saunders  had  his  attention  first  called  to 
the  possibilities  of  the  water  power  at  Law- 
rence by  a  profile  plan  of  the  Merrimac  river 
from   a   survey  made  before   1830.     It  came 
into  his  hands  in  1832  or  1833.      It  was  made  to 
ascertain  the  cost  of  building  locks  and  canals 
around  the  falls  and  rapids,  so  that  boats  with 
merchandise  might  navigate   from  Lowell  to 
the  ocean,  but  the  estimated  cost  was  too  great 
and   the   promoters    abandoned    the    project. 
Mr.  Saunders  set  to  work  to  verify  the  figures 
on  the  plans,  and  by  his  own  measurements 
satisfied  himself  that  they  were  substantially 
correct.     Then  he  set  about  purchasing  lands 
quietly  along  the  river  side  until  he  held  the 
key  to  the  situation.     He  bought  a   strip  of 
land  a  third  of  a  mile  long  on  the  south  side 
of   the   river  at    Peter's    Falls   in    1840.      He 
bought  of  Joseph  Griffin,  of  Lowell,  an  island 
at  the  head  of  Teeter's  Trails,  now  covered  with 
water,  and  out  of  sight.     He  got  another  strip 
half  a  mile  long  containing  eighty  acres  on  the 
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north  side  of  the  river.  From  time  to  time 
he  made  other  purchases  until  he  owned  vir- 
tually all  the  land  about  the  river  at  Peter's 
Falls.  He  sold  out  his  business  at  Andover, 
Alassachusetts.  and  also  the  mills  he  had 
established  at  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  and 
from  that  time  forth  devoted  all  his 
time,  money  and  energy  to  carrying  out 
his  gigantic  plans.  He  secured  other  lands 
that  he  deemed  essential  to  the  control  of 
the  water  power.  *'This  done/'  the  letter 
continues,  **he  discussed  with  me  (his  son 
Daniel,  then  a  law  student  in  the  office  of  his 
cousin,  Hon.  Josiah  G.  Abbott,  of  Lowell) 
the  best  mode  of  starting  his  long  cherished 
object  of  establishing  a  new  manufacturing 
town  on  the  Merrimac.  Long  prior  to  this 
time,  Mr.  Abbott  had  l)een  the  confidential 
and  legal  adviser  of  my  father  in  this  matter : 
and,  outside  of  our  own  family,  he  was  the 
only  one  cognizant  of  the  extent  of  his  plans. 
In  1837  Mr.  Abbott,  then  a  member  of  the 
legislature,  procured  for  my  father  an  act  in- 
corporating the  Shawmut  mills,  so  called,  for 
the  purpose  of  manufacturing  cotton  and 
woolen  goods  and  machinery  at  Andover. 
The  charter  of  the  company  was  purposely 
very  brief  and  indefinite,  not  even  naming  the 
Merrimac  river  as  a  base  of  operation.  My 
father  desired  this  charter  to  protect  his  inter- 
est in  case  any  other  person  should  discover 
the  extent  of  the  river  power  before  he  had 
completed  his  arrangements  for  its  use.  For 
good  and  obvious  reasons  his  name  was  not 
mentioned  in  the  charter,  the  only  persons 
named  as  grantees  being  Caleb  Abbott,  father 
of  Judge  Abbott,  brother-in-law  of  my  father ; 
Arthur  Livermore,  a  connection  by  marriage 
with  Mr.  Abbott,  and  John  Nesmith,  a  friend 
and  client  of  his,  who  allowed  the  use  of  their 
names  without  being  then  aware  of  the  real 
intent  and  scope  or  of  the  purpose  for  which 
the  company  was  chartered." 

As  there  was  no  occasion  for  the  use  of  the 
charter,  nothing  was  done  with  it.  The  next 
move,  by  advice  of  Mr.  Abbott,  was  to  bring 
the  matter  to  the  attention  of  some  of  the 
manufacturers  and  capitalists  of  Lowell. 
Accordingly  the  real  object  of  the  charter  of 
the  Shawmut  Mills  was  then  disclosed  to  Mr. 
Nesmith,  one  of  the  grantors;  and  Samuel 
Lawrence,  of  Lowell,  was  consulted.  It  was 
hard  to  convince  either  of  these  men  that  there 
was  such  a  power  as  Mr.  Saunders  described ; 
but  when,  after  protracted  interviews  he 
demonstrated  the  fact  to  them  by  showing  the 
fall  of  the  different  rapids,  the  aggregate  of 


which  disclosed  a  power  equal  to  that  of 
Lowell,  their  doubts  gave  way  to  surprise. 
Inquiry  was  then  made  as  to  whether  there 
was  any  good  place  for  building  a  dam  below 
Deer  Jump  Falls.  These  falls  were  a  few  miles 
below  Lowell.  Mr.  Saunders  pointed  out  two 
places  suitable  for  locating  a  dam  and  build- 
ing a  town — one  at  Peter's  Falls,  a  few  miles 
above  the  present  dam,  the  other  at  Bodwell's 
Falls,  the  site  of  the  present  city.  Subsequent- 
ly a  few  other  men  were  consulted  and  the 
necessary  capital  was  subscribed.  Then  the 
Merrimac  River  Water  Power  Association 
was  formed  with  Mr.  Saunders  at  the  head 
as  manager.  Judge  Hopkinson.  Samuel  Law- 
rence, John  Nesmith,  Daniel  Saunders,  Jr., 
Nathaniel  Stevens,  Jonathan  Tyler  and  Judge 
Abbott.  As  there  were  two  places  at  which 
the  new  town  might  be  located,  Mr.  Saunders 
advised  the  taking  of  bonds  from  landowners 
in  both  places  by  which  they  should  agree  to 
sell  at  a  price  about  double  the  then  value  of 
their  farms.  In  this  way.  he  said,  there  would 
naturally  spring  up  rivalry  between  the  places, 
and  when  one  had  bonded  his  land,  he  would 
be  anxious  that  his  neighbor  should  do  like- 
wise and  would  therefore  influence  him  to  do 
so.  This  course  was  adopted,  and  its  wisdom 
was  demonstrated  by  the  fact  that  the  excep- 
tion of  one  or  two  small  pieces,  all  the  lands 
needed  were  secured  in  both  places.  The 
present  site  was  finally  selected  and  the 
lands  here  bonded  were  purchased  in  which 
purchase  were  included  the  lands  formerly 
purchased  by  Mr.  Saunders  on  his  own 
account  years  before  the  company  was 
formed.  For  these  lands  he  only  asked  the 
price  he  had  paid  with  simple  interest  added. 
The  letter  concludes:  *'\Ve  are  grateful  that 
Providence  so  prolonged  his  days  that  he  saw 
accomplished  the  purpose  and  labors  of  many 
years  of  his  busy  life,  and  to  know  that  the  seed 
which  he  had  sown  with  anxious  care  had 
grown  and  ripened  in  a  harvest  equal  to  his 
expectations.  He  merits  and  well  has  the 
most  prominent  place  in  the  early  history 
of  Lawrence.''  From  the  time  of  the  organ- 
ization of  the  corporation  and  the  comple- 
tion of  the  task  of  Mr.  Saunders  in  buying 
the  land,  the  history  of  the  city  of  Law- 
rence begins.  The  great  dam  was  built ; 
mill  after  mill  was  erected  and  made  use  of 
the  magnificent  water  power.  The  city-  grew 
as  by  magic  about  the  mill  dam.  For  many 
years  Mr.  Saunders  had  charge  of  the  real 
estate  interests  of  the  Essex  Company.  The 
only  public  office  he  ever  held  was  that  of 
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town  treasurer  in  the  early  days  after  the 
town  was  incorporated. 

He  died  at  Lawrence,  October  8,  1872.  He 
married  Phebe  Foxcroft  Abbott,  of  Andover, 
Massachusetts,  born  February  8,  1797,  daugh- 
ter of  Caleb  Abbott,  who  served  with  distinc- 
tion in  the  revolution  from  the  beginning  to 
the  close  of  the  war,  taking  part  at  Bunker 
Hill  and  being  present  at  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne.  He  was  a  descendant  of  George 
Abbott,  of  Andover  (see  Abbott  family).  Chil- 
dren: I.  Daniel  Jr.,  born  October  6,  1822;

(VH)  Daniel  Saunders,  son  of  Daniel 
Saunders  (6),  was  born  in  Andover,  Massa- 
chusetts, October  6,  1822.  His  education  was 
acquired  in  the  public  schools  and  at  the  old 
Franklin  Academy  of  North  Andover,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover. 
He  studied  law  in  the  office  of  his  cousin. 
Judge  Josiah  G.  Abbott,  and  at  the  Harvard 
Law  School,  graduating  in  1844.  He  was  admit- 
ted to  the  bar  January  i,  1845.  and  to  practice 
before  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States 
in  January,  1849.  Very  early  in  his  career  he 
took  a  leading  position  in  his  profession.  He 
was  matched  against  the  strong  men  of  the 
law,  such  as  X.  J.  and  Otis  P.  Lord,  Asahel 
Huntington,  and  Judge  Perkins,  the  leading 
lawyers  of  their  day.  Later  he  practised  with 
Abbott,  Endicott,  Perry,  Ives,  Northend  and 
Thompson.  He  was  a  formidable  antagonist 
in  a  trial,  preparing  his  cases  witli  much  care 
and  trying  them  with  great  ability  and  skill. 
He  became  unquestionably  one  of  the  ablest 
advocates  in  tlie  county.  I  lis  practice  was 
not  confined  to  his  own  county,  how- 
ever, lie  tried  manv  cases  in  other  coun- 
ties  and  outside  the  state.  He  represented 
his  district  in  both  branches  of  the  general 
court,  being  state  senator  in  1851.  and  repre- 
sentative to  the  general  court  in  1859.  He  was 
mavor  of  Lawrence  in  i860,  the  vear  in  which 
the  IVmberton  Mill  disaster  happened,  caus- 
ing the  death  of  a  hundred  persons,  and 
wounding  many  others.  His  executive  ability 
demonstrated  by  that  dreadful  experience  re- 
ceived general  recognition  from  the  press  of 
the  countrv  as  well  as  from  his  townsmen  in 
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Lawrence.  He  did  not  care  for  public  life, 
and  his  election  to  the  general  court  was  con- 
trary to  his  wishes  and  w-ithout  his  consent. 


He  was  a  Democrat  in  national  politics,  but 
independent  in  state  and  municipal  elections. 
He  was  associated  with  his  father  in  the  orig- 
inal enterprise  of  establishing  a  town  on  the 
Merrimac:  was  an  officer  and  stockholder  in 
the  Essex  Company,  when  it  was  incorporated 
in  1843.    ^^  ^^s  ^"  active  member  and  liber- 
al supporter  of   Grace  Episcopal   Church  of 
Lawrence.

He  is  one  of  the 
best  known  and  most  highly  respected  law- 
yers   of   the   city   and   county.      He   enlisted 
April  15.  1861,  in  Company  I,  of  the  famous 
Sixth     Massachusetts     Regiment,    when    the 
civil  war  broke  out,  and  was  in  the  historic 
march  through  Baltimore  four  days  later.    He 
was  commissioned  first  lieutenant  and  acting 
adjutant  of  the   First   Massachusetts   Heavy 
Artillery,  and  was  in  active  service  until  early 
in  1863.

William    Sargent,    immigrant 
Sargent    ancestor  of  this  branch  of  the 

Sargent    family    in    America, 
was  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Ipswich.  Mass- 
achusetts.    Much  erroneous  matter  has  been 
prir^ted  about  W^illiam  Sargent,  and  the  author 
Q*     the  Sargent  Genealogy  is  uncertain  as  to 
^^^   date  or  place  of  his  birth.    The  most  prob- 
al>l^  record   shows  William  Sargent,   son  of 
R^^hard    and    Katherine    (Stevens)    Sargent, 
wVio  were  married  November,  1602.    The  son 
^^^illiam  was  baptized  June  28,   1606,  in  the 
Abbey  Church  at  Bath,  England.    As  there  is 
^^  further  record  of  father  or  son,  they  may 
V^^ye  gone  to  London,  and  W'illiam  Sargent 
sWpped  from  there.     William  was  a  seaman 
and  is  said  to  have  been  with  Captain  John 
Smith  at  Agawam  in  1614,  when  that  famous 
adventurer  landed  there,  and  later  described 
its  attractions.     As  the   father  of   Sargent's 
first  wife,  Quartermaster  John  Perkins,  was 
from  the  vicinity  of  Bath  in  England,  and  was 
at  Agawam  in   August,    1631,   a   short   time 
after  arriving  in  America,  there  is  some  prob- 
ability that  the  Bath  records  refer  to  William 
Sargent,  of  Agawam,  later  called  Ipswich. 

William  Sargent  was  at  Agawam  in  April. 
1633,  when  the  general  court  passed  an  act  to 


protect  him  and  other  grantees  of  land  there. 
He  was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1639.  He  was 
one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Newburv,  Massa- 
chusetts,  in  1635 ;  of  Hampton,  New  Hamp- 
shire, in  1638;  of  South  Merrimac,  now  Sal- 
isbury, Massachusetts,  in  1639;  he  was  in 
Salisbury  in  1650.  He  was  next  located  at 
Salisbury,  New  Town,  now  Amesbury,  and 
Merrimac  in  1655,  where  he  resided  until  his 
death.  He  married  Elizabeth  Perkins,  daugh- 
ter of  John  Perkins,  who  was  born  in  161 8 
at  Newent,  Gloucestershire,  England.  They 
were  married  about  1633,  as  she  came  to 
America  with  her  parents  in  the  ship  "Lion" 
in  the  spring  of  1631,  and  they  were  both  at 
Agawam  prior  to  1633.  She  died  before  Sep- 
tember 18,  1670,  for  he  married,  second,  on 
that  date  Joanna  Rowell,  who  survived  him 
and  married,  second,  Richard  Currier,  of 
Amesbury.  William  Sargent  was  one  of  the 
prudential  men  in  Amesbury  in  1667.  He  re- 
sided in  that  part  of  the  town  known  as  the 
West  Parish,  and  built  a  house  near  the 
church  and  academy.

(VHI)  Dr.  George  Woodbury  Sargent,  son 
of  Dr.  Senaca  Sargent  (7),  born  at  Concord, 
Vermont,  April  9,  1834,  died  at  Lawrence, 
Massachusetts,  January  i,  1893.  ^^  removed 
with  his  parents  to  Lawrence  in  1846  and  at- 
tended the  public  schools  there.  He  obtained 
his  medical  education  at  the  Albany  Medical 
School,  graduating  in  1857.  He  was  assistant 
surgeon  in  the  civil  war  with  the  Sixth  Regi- 
ment, Massachusetts  Volunteer  Militia,  at 
Fort  Delaware  in  1864,  and  later  was  pro- 
moted full  surgeon  of  same  regiment,  and 
honorably  discharged  later.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.  In 
religion  he  was  a  Unitarian :  in  politics  a  Re- 
publican. He  was  city  physician  of  Lawrence 
and  physician  for  the  Lawrence  jail;  also  on 
the  staff  of  the  Lawrence  General  Hospital. 
He  was  a  member  of  Phoenician  Lodge  of 
Free  Masons;  of  Alonadnock  Lodge,  Inde- 
pendent Order  of  Odd  Fellows;  of  the  Mass- 
achusetts Medical  Societv:  Lawrence  Medical 
Club:  Monday  Night  Club  and  Home  Club. 
He  married,  May  6,  1863,  Marietta  Bancroft, 
bcrn  at  West  Amesbury  (now  Merrimac), 
March   18,    1838,  daughter  of  Samuel,  born 
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1792,  and  Eunice  (Kelley)  Bancroft,  born 
1797.  Children:  i.  Mary  Lena,  born  April 
19,  1866,  died  March  26.  1874.  2.  Dr.  George 
Bancroft,  born  October  12,  1870;  he  was  a 
graduate  of  Harvard  Medical  School,  1894, 
graduated  from  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
and  Dr.  Hale*s  School,  Boston ;  after  finish- 
ing his  medical  studies  he  studied  abroad, 
mostly  at  Vienna;  he  is  now  a  physician  at 
Lawrence,  and  is  on  the  staff  of  Lawrence 
General  Hospital;  he  is  a  member  of  the 
Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  secretary  of 
the  Lawrence  Medical  Club,  member  of  Mon- 
adnock  Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  also  of  Knights  of  Pythias;  he  at- 
tends Universalist  church,  and  is  a  Republi- 
can. He  married,  June  20,  1896,  Mary  L. 
Gibbs,  of  Lawrence,  born  at  Portland,  Maine, 
August  8,  1876;  child,  Cornelia  Bancroft, 
born  June  13,  1897.  3-  Trving  Wilder,  born 
August  8, 1879,  mentioned  below.  The  follow- 
ing obituary  notice  was  published  in  the  local 
Lawrence  newspapers:  **A  large  attended 
meeting  of  the  Physicians  of  Lawrence 
and  vicinity  was  held  at  the  office  of  Dr. 
Chamberlain  to  take  action  on  the  death  of 
their  latd  associate — Dr.  George  \\\  Sar- 
gent. Dr.  Chamberlain  presided  and  eulogiz- 
ed the  character  of  the  deceased.  Dr.  Bert- 
well  served  as  secretary.  Dr.  French  spoke 
feelingly  of  the  association  extended  over  a 
period  of  thirty-five  years,  which  death  had 
now  terminated.  The  following  memorial 
resolution  was  unanimously  adopted : 

'Since,  in  His  infinite  wisdom  it  has  pleased 
Almighty  God  to  call  to  Himself  our  friend 
and  colleague — Dr.  George  W.  Sargent.  We 
his  brothers,  in  his  chosen  profession,  desire 
to  give  expression  to  our  sense  of  personal 
bereavement  and  to  our  regret  of  the  great 
loss  to  the  medical  profession  of  this  vicinity. 
Dr.  Sargent  was  truly  called  to  his  vocation  of 
healing.  Wise,  gentle,  while  firm,  earnest, 
of  good  judgment,  faithful,  untiring  in  the 
performance  of  duty,  loyal  to  his  profession 
of  unquestioned  integrity  in  all  relations  of 
life  and  Citizenship.  His  was  a  career  which 
may  be  offered  as  an  example  to  those  just 
entering  into  the  noble  calling  in  which  his 
life  rounded  out  his  too  brief  term. 

'To  this  expression  of  our  high  regard  of  the 
profession  and  the  man,  we  can  add  but  one 
word — that  of  profoundest  sympathy  to  those 
who  lament,  the  husband  and  father.  Yet 
though  overwhelmed  by  the  sense  of  their 
great  loss,  they  are  permitted  to  enjoy  this 
consolation,  the   recollection  of  an  honorable 


and  useful  life,  which  cannot  fail  to  mitigate 
the  poignancy  of  their  grief  even  in  those  first 
hours  of  their  mourning  and  which  will  in  the 
future  prove  an  abiding  source  of  happiness 
to  a  stricken  family  and  an  incitement  to  his 
sons  to  emulate  the  virtues  of  their  honored 
father.'  " 

It  was  voted  that  a  copy  of  the  resolution 
be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  family  and 
that  they  also  be  printed  in  the  Lawrence 
Daily  Press. 

(IX)  Irving  Wilder  Sargent,  son  of  Dr. 
George  W.  Sargent  (8),  was  born  at  Law- 
rence, August  8,  1879.  He  received  his  edu-  ' 
cation  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native  city 
and  then  attended  Phillips  Academy  at  Andover, 
graduating  in  1896.  He  is  a  graduate  of  Har- 
vard, 1900,  and  of  Harvard  Law  School,  1903. 
Since  September,  1903.  he  has  been  associated 
with  Sweeney,  Dow  and  Cox,  lawyers  of 
Lawrence.  He  is  a  member  of  Phoenician 
Lodge  of  Masons,  and  of  Monadnock  Lodge, 
Independent  Order  Odd  Fellows.  He  is  a 
member  of  the  Lawrence  Bar  Association  and 
of  the  Essex  County  Bar  Association.  In 
politics  he  is  a  Republican.  He  attends  the 
Episcopal  church.  He  married,  June  19, 
icx)6,  Helen  Stanley,  born  in  Lawrence,  May 
27,  1 88 1,  daughter  of  Charles  R.  and  Nellie 
M.  (Swett)  Stanley. 


Within  the  next  few  years  after 
GOTT  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrims  at 
Plymouth  Rock  there  arrived  in

respectability."  The  company  sailed  from 
Weymouth,  England,  on  or  about  the  20th  of 
June,  1628,  in  the  ship  "Abigail"  and  arrived 
at  Salem  in  September  of  the  same  year. 

Thus  it  is  that  the  immigrant  ancestor  of 
the  Gott  family  on  this  side  of  the  i\tlantic 
ocean  was   Charles    Gott,    of    Salem,    1628. 
from  whom  has  descended  a  line  of  represen- 
tatives of  the  Gott  surname,  which  although 
not   so  numerous  in   New  England  as  some 
other  of  the   Puritan   families  in  the  eastern 
plantations    of   the   colony,    has   nevertheless 
furnished  in   each  generation   since  the  time 
of  the  ancestor  men  of  eminent  respectability, 
enterprise,  character,  and  influence  for  good 
in  the  several  communities  in  which  they  have 
lived.

In  1636  Mr.  Gott,  freeman,  received  a  grant 
of  land  from  the  town  of  Salem,  comprising 
seventy-five  acres  on  the  plain,  near  Good- 
man Rayes'  farm.  Several  other  smaller 
grants  were  made  to  him  at  different  times, 
one  of  them  being  a  piece  of  salt  marsh  on 
the  south  river,  near  Castle  Hill,  and  which 
even  to  this  day  is  known  as  the  "Deacon's 
Marsh.'*  The  grant  of  seventy-five  acres  was 
on  what  is  now  known  as  Dan  vers  Plains, 
where  there  still  remains  what  is  known  as 
"Gott's  Corner.'' 

As  has  .  been  mentioned,  Charles  Gott 
became  the  agent  for  Rev.  Hugh  Peters  in 
1641.  on  the  departure  of  the  latter  for  Eng- 
land, and  continued  to  act  in  that  capacity  as 
long  as  he  lived.  In  this  connection  it  is  inter- 
esting to  note  something  of  the  position  and 
high  character  of  Hugh  Peters,  who  appears 
by  the  records  to  have  been  in  close  friendship 
with  Mr.  Gott.  Rev.  Hugh  Peters  was  born 
at  Cornwall,  England,  and  received  the  degree 
of  A.  M.  on  graduation  from  Trinity.  College 
in  1622.  He  soon  afterward  became  a  dissent- 
ing clergyman  and  politician.  He  preached 
at  St.  Sepulchre,  London,  sailed  thence  to 
Rotterdam,  Holland,  and  afterward  to  New 
England,  arriving  in  October,  1635.  He 
succeeded  Roger  Williams  in  the  ministry  of 
the  church  at  Salem  on  December  21,  1636, 
and  during  the  course  of  his  stay  there 
accumulated  considerable  land  and  other 
property.  In  1641  he  was  sent  to  England  to 
secure  a  change  in  the  laws  in  respect  to  excise 
and  trade,  and  in  1643  the  new  law  was 
passed.  He  was  a  chaplain  in  Gen.  Monk's 
army  on  its  march  into  Scotland,  and  after 
the  restoration  of  Charles  II  to  the  throne  he 
was  arrested,  tried  and  convicted,  and  was 
beheaded  in  London  on  Tower  Hill,  October 
16,  1660.  Rev.  Hugh  Peters  preached  the 
first  sermon  ever  preached  in  Wenham,  on  a 
small  conical  hill  standing  close  by  the  edge 
of  the  eastern  end  of  Wenham  lake.  The 
particular  locality  is  yet  known  as  Peters'  Hill, 
and  the  place  where  he  stood  while  delivering 
his  sermon  is  still  designated  as  "Peters'  Pul- 
pit." 

In  1653  Charles  Gott  bought  of  John  Kil- 
ham  (sometimes  spelled  Kellum)  a  dwelling 
house  and  twenty-five  acres  of  upland  and 
twelve  acres  of  meadow,  and  on  the  26th  of 
the  3d  month,  1654,  "Charles  Gott,  late  deacon 
of  the  church  in  Salem,  sold  to  John  Brown, 
of  Salem,  his  dwelling  house  and  all  of  its 
appurtenances"  for  the  sum  of  forty  and  four 
pounds.     From  these  conveyances  it  is  quite 
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probable  that  ^Ir.  Gott  removed  to  Wenham 
immediately  after  purchasing  the  Kilham 
estate,  as  he  was  chosen  to  represent  that 
town  in  the  general  court  on  the  3d  day  of 
the  3d  month,  1654.  In  the  same  year  he  was 
chosen  selectman  and  also  to  fill  the  magis- 
terial office  of  "commissioner  to  settle  small 
causes"  among  the  inhabitants.  Both  of  these 
positions  he  filled  many  years. 

In  Wenham,  as  in  Salem,  Mr.  Gott  was 
regarded  as  a  man  of  considerable  conse- 
quence in  public  affairs  and  in  the  church, 
and  the  records  show  that  only  he  and  the 
minister,  Rev.  John  Fiske,  among  all  the 
townspeople  were  addressed  by  the  title  of 
**Mr."  He  was  one  of  the  commissioners  to 
select  a  minister  of  the  church  in  place  of  Mr. 
Fiske  "in  causs  he  leaveth  us,"  and  in  1660 
he  and  two  others  were  selected  to  act  in  the 
town's  behalf  "eyther  for  the  building  of  a 
new  meeting-house  or  else  for  the  repairing 
of  the  old  which  they  shall  think  fittest."  On 
May  23,  1666,  he  represented  Wenham  in  the 
general  court  of  elections  held  in  Boston,  and 
also  at  a  special  session  of  the  court  on  Sep- 
tember II  of  the  same  year.  He  was  select- 
man of  Wenham  in  1666  and  1667.  He  died 
15th,  nth  month,  which,  according  to  Felt, 
was  January  15,  1668.  His  age  at  that  time 
is  not  accurately  known,  nor  even  the  precise 
place  of  his  burial,  although  probably  it  was  in 
the  Gott  row  in  the  old  burial  ground,  the 
oldest  stone  in  which  bearing  the  family  name 
is  that  erected  in  memory  of  Lieutenant  John 
Gott.  whose  death  occurred  January  25,  1722- 
23.  In  the  town  records  the  mention  of  his 
death  is  as  that  of  "Lieutenant"  John  Gott. 
son  of  Charles  Gott.  from  which  it  is  evident 
that  Lieutenant'  John  was  a  grandson  of  Mr. 
Gott  and  a  brother  of  Samuel  Gott  who  set- 
tled at  Cape  Ann  in  1702. 

Of  Deborah,  the  eldest  of  Mr.  Gott's  chil- 
dren, little  is  known  except  that  she  was  bap- 
tized at  Salem  in  1636.  Daniel  Gott,  the  sec- 
ond son  and  youngest  child  of  Charles  Gott 
of  whom  there  appears  to  be  any  record,  was 
baptized,  married  Elizabeth  Morris,  and  had 
four  children,  Mary,  John.  David  and 
Thomas.  Daniel  Gott,  son  of  Mr.  Charles 
Gott,  was  admitted  freeman  May  11.  1670, 
made  constable  in  1668,  but  otherwise  his 
name  appears  only  twice  in  the  Wenham  rec- 
ords. In  1665,  with  his  brother  Charles,  he 
purchased  fifty  acres  of  land  in  the  westerly 
part  of  the  town,  bordering  on  the  line  be- 
tween Wenham  and  Danvers.  This  purchase 
mav  have  included  all  of  the  land  where  from 


fifty    to    one    hundred    years    later 
Samuel  Gott  and  others  of  the  family 
extensive  tannery.

His 
ice  in  Beverly  was  probably  not  more 


than  temporary  as  nothing  in  relation  to  his 
family  is  found  on  the  records  there.  But 
"we  find  at  the  registry  office,"  says  Mr. 
Pool's  narrative,  "the  following  in  relation  to 
the  purchase  of  the  tract  of  land  near  Halibut 
Point  on  Cape  Ann  in  1702:  William  Cogs- 
well of  Ipswich,  yeoman,  and  Martha  his 
wife,  in  consideration  of  the  quantity  of  60 
pounds  lawful  money  of  New  England,  paid 
by  Samuel  Gott,  late  of  Wenham,  but  now  a 
resident  in  Gloucester  in  New  England, 
weaver,  convey  all  that  my  parcels  of  up- 
land, lying  and  being  in  Gloucester,  of  about 
forty-eight  acres,  being  eight  six  acre  lots 
lying  upon  the  point  usually  called  by  the 
name  of  *Hol1ybut*  point." 

Samuel  Gott  fixed  his  abode  on  the  lands 
deeded  to  him  and  became  the  head  of  a 
large  family  of  children.  In  1872  the  old 
homestead  was  still  in  possession  of  his  des- 
cendants, one  of  whom  was  Captain  Joshua 
Gott,  a  soldier  of  the  revolution  and  who  died 
in  1846,  at  the  advanced  age  of  ninety-two 
years.  He  was  a  son  of  Joseph  Gott,  who  was 
a  son  of  Samuel  Gott,  of  Wenham  and  Glou- 
cester, by  his  marriage  with  Bethany  Cogs- 
well. In  speaking  of  Samuel  Gott  Babson's 
"Gloucester"  says:  Samuel  Gott,  weaver, 
came  to  Gloucester  from  Wenham,  where 
Charles  Gott,  who  was  without  doubt  his  an- 
cestor, was  an  early  settler;  having  removed 
thither  from  Salem,  to  which  place  he  came  as 
early  as  1628.  Samuel  Gott  was  residing  in 
this  town  (Gloucester)  October  23,  1702, 
when  he  bought  of  William  Cogswell,  of 
Chebacco,  for  sixty  pounds,  lawful  money, 
eighty-six  acre  lots  lying  upon  Halibut  Point, 
and  fixed  his  abode  in  that  remote  section  of 
the  town.  His  wife  was  Margaret,  daughter 
of  William  Andrews,  of  Ipswich.  She  died 
October  30,  1722,  and  he  married,  second, 
in  1723,  Bethany  Cogswell,  of  Ipswich,  who 
died  April  23,  1755,  aged  sixty-seven  years. 
Mr.  Gott  died  November  3,  f748,  at  the  age  of 
about  seventy-one  years.  Some  of  his  des- 
cendants have  filled  stations  of  the  highest 
usefulness  and  respectability.  His  children 
by  both  marriages  were  as  follows:  Daniel, 
born  March  28,  1703,  Stephen,  April  2,  1705.

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Daniel  Gott,  eldest  son  of  Samuel  Gott  by 
his  first  marriage,  was  born  probably  in 
Gloucester,  March  28,  1703.  Of  his  life  little 
is  now  known  except  that  he  married  and  is 
believed  to  have  had  a  family  of  six  children, 
one  of  whom  w-as  named  John. 

John  Gott,  son  of  Daniel  Gott,  was  born  in 
the  town  of  Gloucester  in  1730.  He  married, 
January  23,  1754,  Hannah  Gamage.  They 
were  married  by  the  Rev.  John  Rogers  of  the 
fourth  or  town  parish  of  Gloucester  and 
according  to  the  town  records  had  four  chil- 
dren: John,  born  October  13,  1754.  Nathan- 
iel, who  died  young.  Nathaniel,  the  second 
child  so  named.     Ebenezer,  born  January  15, 

1759. 
John  Gott,  eldest  son  of  John  and  Hannah 

(Gamage)  Gott,  was  born  October  13,  1754, 

and  died  in  181 2.    He  married  Esther  Roberts 

and  among  their  children  was  a  son  John. 

Captain  John  Gott,  son  of  John  and  Esther 
(Roberts)  Gott,  married  Peggy  Tarr.  Their 
children  were  Eben,  Addison,  Dr.  Lemuel, 
Maria  and  Eliza  Jane  Gott,  all  of  whom  mar- 
ried and  raised  children. 

Addison  Gott,  son  of  Captain  John  and 
Peggy  (Tarr)  Gott,  was  born  and  always 
lived  in  that  part  of  Gloucester  which  is  now 
Rockport.  During  his  early  life  he  taught 
school,  and  later  became  a  successful  oil  and 
fish  merchant.  In  town  and  all  public  affairs 
he  always  took  a  prominent  part,  and  it  was 
largely  through  his  influence  and  efforts  that 
the  railroad  was  built  to  Rockport  and  that 
village  was  given  additional  commercial  im- 
portance. He  represented  the  town  in  the 
general  court,  and  for  many  years  was  an 
earnest  member  of  the  Congregational  church 
and  one  of  its  most  liberal  supporters.  He 
inherited  some  lands  and  otlier  property  from 
his  father,  but  by  his  own  efforts  enlarged  liis 
inheritance  verv  materiallv.  He  married 
Abigail  Tufts,  daughter  of  Richard  Tufts,  of 
Rockport,  by  whom  he  had  five  children : 
Addison,  now  dead.  Abba,  who  married 
Albert  Dodge,  of  Gloucester,  and  died  Feb- 
ruary, K>o7.  Alfraetta,  who  became  the  wife 
of  Dr.  Edward  P>arden  and  is  now  dead.  John, 
mentioned  below.    Eli,  who  lives  in  Rockport. 

John  Gott,  youngest  but  one  of  the  children 
of  Addison  and  Abigail  (Tufts)  Gott,  was 
born  at  Rockport.  June  3,  1849.  ^"^^  received 
his  education  in  the  schools  of  that  town.  For 
about  six  months  he  attended  a  commercial 
college  in  Boston,  and  after  leaving  there  was 
emi)loyed  as  messenger  in  the  bank  of  which 
he  was  later  president.     During  his  first  year 


in  the  bank  he  worked  without  pay,  a 
about  two  years  was  appointed  assista 
keeper,  holding  the  latter  position 
years.

Under  the  various  names  of 
PRESSON     Presby,     Praesbury,     Preson, 

Prasson,  and  perhaps  other 
spellings  as  well,  the  Presson  family  name 
has  been  known  in  New  England  history  for 
almost  two  and  a  half  centuries.  In  Eastern 
Massachusetts  the  family  appears  to  have  be- 
gun with  William  Presson  of  Beverly, 
although  generations  earlier  than  his  own 
are  known  to  have  been  in  New  England  for 
some  time. 

John  Presson.  or  Praesbury,  whose  name 
has  been  variously  spelled  as  above  noted,  was 
atSaco,  Maine,  previous  to  King  Philip's  war, 
and  bought  land  there  in  1670.  He  was  a 
shoemaker  and  planter,  and  also  engaged  in 
the  fisheries.  He  had  a  seat  in  the  church  in 
1675,  from  which  fact  it  may  be  assumed  that 
he  was  a  man  of  piety.  His  death  is  recorded 
in  1687,  but  there  appears  no  distinct  account 
of  his  wife,  her  name,  their  marriage,  nor  any- 
thing by  which  may  be  determined  the  names 
of  all  their  children.  John  had  several  chil- 
dren, however,  and  among  them  were  sons 
Nathan,  William  and  Stephen. 

William  Presson,  or  Praesbury,  son  of  John, 
died  before  1717.    He  is  the  William  Presson 
referred  to  in  Babson's  ''Gloucester"  as  hav- 
ing died  leaving  young  children,  one  of  whom 
was  the  father  of  William  Presson,  who  went 
from  Beverly  and    settled    on   the    Chebacco 
road,  where  he  was  a  tailor.     William  Pres- 
son, son  of  John,  married  Priscilla  Randall, 
born  1666,  died  April  23,  1752,  daughter  of 
Richard   Randall,  of  Saco,   Maine.     William 
and  Priscilla  had  among  their  children   five 
sons,  and  on  that  account  he  was  given  lands 
at  Beverly,  Massachusetts.

William  Presson,  son  of  Randall  and  Sus- 
anna (Stone)  Presson,  born  at  Beverly,  April 
20,  1737,  died  at  Gloucester,  December  20, 
1814.  Like  his  father  William  was  a  tailor. 
He  married,  August  6,  1761,  by  the  Rev.  Sam- 
uel Chandler,  Abigail,  daughter  of  John  Sar- 
gent, who  was  a  son  of  John  Sargent,  who  was 
a  son  of  William  Sargent,  the  latter  the  first 
settler  of  the  family  in  Gloucester  and  the 
survivor  of  all  of  the  early  settlers  in  that 
town.  He  had  grants  of  land  in  1649,  ^^^ 
also  became  possessor  of  the  lands  formerly 
granted  to  Streeter  and  Baker.  One  of  these 
houses  was  near  the  burying  ground,  probab- 
ly on  its  western  side,  and  there  he  seems  to 
have  fixed  his  residence.

William  Presson,  sixth  child  of  William 
and  Abigail  (Sargent)  Presson,  born  in 
Gloucester,  January  13,  1775,  died  December 
8,  1830.  He  was  a  master  mariner  on  the 
high  seas,  and  made  frequent  voyages  with  his 
vessel  to  European  ports  and  the  West  In- 
dies. He  was  a  prosperous  man  for  his  time 
and  accumulated  considerable  property.  His 
wife,  whom  he  married,  October  26,  1803,  was 
Sarah  Eveleth,  daughter  of  Alexander  Par- 
ran  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Eveleth;  grand- 
daughter of  Samuel  Parran  and  his  wife  Ann 
Smith,  great-granddaughter  of  Alexander 
Parran  and  his  wnfe  Mary  Young  (a  Quaker- 
ess), and  great-great-granddaughter  of  John 
Parran  of  Baynton,  England,  Esquire. 
Through  the  marriage  of  William  Presson 
and  Sarah  Eveleth  Parran  the  children  of  that 
marriage  and  their  descendants  inherited  royal 
blood.  Through  her  French  ancestors  Sarah 
Eveleth  Parran  w^as  a  descendant  of  the  Em- 
peror Charlemange  and  his  son  Louis  I,  King 
of  France,  while  through  her  English  ances- 
tors she  descended  from  Egbert,  king  of  Eng- 
land A.  D.  836-7,  and  his  wife,  Lady  Red- 
burga.  This  line  of  descent  is  of  such  inter- 
est from  a  genealogical  j)oint  of  view  that  its 
tracing  is  reproduced  in  these  annals  in  a 
sketch  supj)leniental  to  that  of  the  Presson 
family.

Charles 
was  born  in  1697,  and  drowned  in  1738. 

Ann  Smith,  daughter  of  Charles  Somerset 
and  Margaret  Smith,  married  Samuel  Par- 
ran,  son  of  Alexander  Parran,  of  St.  Leon- 
ard's Creek,  Maryland,  and  grandson  of 
John  Parran,  of  Baynton,  Oxon  City,  England, 
Esq.  Their  son,  Alexander  Parran,  removed 
to  Gloucester,  Massachusetts,  where  he  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Eveleth,  descendant  of  Sylves- 
ter Eveleth,  of  Gloucester,  1642. 

Alexander  Parran  was  sergeant  in  Captain 
Warner's  company  at  Bunker  Hill,  where  he 
was  wounded:  in  1777  was  made  lieutenant  of 
a  company  of  matrosses,  stationed  at  Glou- 
cester: and  in  1780  was  on  board  the  priva- 
teer ''Fair  Play,"  which  was  sunk  off  Guada- 
loupe  by  shots  from  the  fort.

He  was  educated  in  the  schools 
of   Haverhill,   and    early   in   life   removed  to 
Methuen,  Massachusetts.    He  served  a  regular 
apprenticeship   with    his    father,   who   was  a 
practical  hatter,  and  in  1838  started  in  the  hat 
making  business  on  his  own  account.    He  fol- 
lowed the  business  for  twenty-one  years,  with 
great    success,    supplying    Boston    and    other 
markets,  and  being  foremost  in  adopting  im- 
provements in  methods  and  styles.

William   Oswald,  one  of  the 
OSWALD     most  successful  business  men 

of  Lawrence,  Massachusetts, 
was  born  in  Kings  Barns,  near  St.  Andrews, 
Scotland,  June  30,  1848,  son  of  Duncan  and 
Elizabeth  (Falconer)  Oswald.  The  ancient 
seat  of  this  family  is  in  Fifeshire,  Scotland. 
Osvald  is  the  name  of  one  of  the  Scotch  kings 
who  succeeded  to  the  throne  of  Dalriada  after 
the  Battle  of  Callender  in  Sterlingshire.  Wil- 
liam Oswald's  mother  died  when  he  was  an 
infant.  His  father  also  died  in  his  native 
land. 

William  Oswald  attended  the  schools  of  his 
native  town,  and  graduated  at  Madras  Col- 
lege. He  chose  a  mercantile  career,  and  soon 
after  completing  his  education  engaged  in  the 
dry  goods  business  in  his  native  town  as  clerk 
until  1868,  when  he  removed  to  London,  Eng- 
land, and  continued  in  the  same  line  of  busi- 
ness. He  came  to  America  to  learn  the  Amer- 
ican ways  of  trade,  and  started  as  clerk  in  the 
dry  goods  store  of  Hogg,  Brown  &  Taylor, 
Boston,  in  1871.  With  characteristic  Scotch 
foresight  he  gave  his  whole  mind  and  atten- 
tion to  his  work,  and  rapidly  acquired  a  famil- 
iarity with  the  peculiarities  of  the  trade,  with 
the  new  customs  and  modern  ideas  in  Ameri- 
can stores  of  this  class,  and  made  a  thorough 
study  at  the  same  time  of  the  people  on  the 
other  side  of  the  counter.  He  studied  human 
nature  to  much  advantage  in  a  business  way. 
In  1872  he  established  a  dry  goods  business  in 
Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  in  a  store  thirty  by 
ninety,  in  partnership  with  Thomas  Simpson, 
and  the  business  was  conducted  under  the  firm 
name  of  Simpson,  Oswald  &  Co.  The  busi- 
ness flourished  and  developed  rapidly.  In 
1879  the  senior  partner  retired  from  the  firm 
and  Mr.  Oswald  continued  alone.  The  trade 
had  increased  to  a  point  where  larger  quarters 
were  imperatively  required,  and  he  moved  to 
his  later  location  in  the  heart  of  the  city.  B; 
his  own  individual  ability  and  industr^JtTr, 
Oswald  has  built  up  a  dryfiyoi|rfMMf^  that 
ranks  among  the  ^^^^^fHJP^^and  and  is 
the  foremost  int1jjji|#1^^  in  the  city  of 

Lawrence  ^>—R7  extended  his  business  grad- 
"*lSte!y  as  the  department  store  became  a  suc- 
cessful experiment,  and  his  is  the  pioneer  de- 
partment store  of  tile  city.  The  finn  nanie, 
after  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Simpson,  was 
William  Oswald  &  Companv.  until  the  store 
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and  business  was  leased  to  Reid,  Hughes  & 
Company,  who  operate  it  in  connection  with 
a  chain  of  department  stores  in  various  cities 
of  New  England.  Mr.  Oswald  has  been  in- 
terested in  dry  goods  stores  also  in  Lewiston, 
Maine,  and  Lowell,  Massachusetts.  He  is  an 
active  and  useful  citizen,  always  taking  a  live- 
ly interest  in  the  upbuilding  of  the  city  of 
Lawrence.  In  politics  he  is  a  Republican  and 
of  large  influence  in  the  party,  though  not  in 
public  life.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  and  was  a  prime  mover  in  organizing 
the  Andover  &  Lawrence  Railroad  Company, 
of  which  he  was  at  one  time  the  president. 
He  is  a  director  of  the  Merchants*  National 
Bank,  trustee  of  the  Broadway  Savings  Bank 
and  president  of  the  Wright  Braid  Company, 
one  of  the  founders  of  the  first  Electric  Light 
Company  in  the  city.  In  religion  ^Ir.  Oswald 
is  an  Episcopalian. 

He  married,  September  26,  1878,  Florence 
May  Gleason,  daughter  of  Kimball  Carleton 
and  Mary  Esther  (Neal)  Gleason,  of  Meth- 
uen,  Massachusetts.  They  have  one  daughter, 
Alma,  born  November  7,  1882 ;  married,  Octo- 
ber 4,  1906,  Richard  Ward,  of  St.  Louis, 
Missouri.

The  Hopkinton  and  Hollis- 
ANDREWS      ton  Andrews   families  have 

been  seated  in  those  Mass- 
achusetts towns  for  at  least  five  or  six  gener- 
ations, but  the  Gloucester  family  of  the  sur- 
name here  under  consideration  has  been  known 
in  the  business  history  of  Cape  Ann  only 
about  two  score  years.  It  is  a  fact  well  known 
that  the  surname  Andrews  is  of  ancient  Eng- 
lish origin,  and  of  great  anti(|uity.  and  there 
are  other  families  of  the  name  who  lav  claim 
to  Scotch  ancestry  and  still  others  who  have 
sprung  from  Irish  stock. 

fl)  Albert  Wright  Andrews  is  believed  to 
have  been  born  in  Hopkinton,  Massachusetts, 
about  i8t2,  and  his  occupation  was  that  of 
farmer  and  shoemaker.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  he  was  about  eighty  years  old,  and  then 
lived  in  Med  way,  Massachusetts.  At  the  age 
of  seven  years  he  was  left  an  orphan,  and  then 
was  bound  out  until  he  was  twenty-one.  He 
was  married  three  times,  hi.*^  first  wife's  fam- 
ily name  being  Perry,  who  came  of  an  old 
Hoj)kinton  family.  By  this  marriage  he  Rat! 
two  children — Maria,  died  aged  about  thirty 
years,  unmarried;  and  Almira,  became  the 
wife  of  Alfred  Bixby,  and  now  lives  in  Attle- 
boro,  Massachusetts.  He  married  second, 
Cynthia,  daughter  of  Ralph  ]\Iann,  who  serv- 


ed with  credit  in  the  American  army  durii^ 
the  second  war  with  Great  Britain.  She  was 
a  descendant  of  revolutionary  stock,  and 
through  some  of  her  ancestors  was  a  "May- 
flower" descendant.  She  died  in  Hopkinton, 
1857.  They  had  children:  i.  Albert  Clark, 
a  veteran  of  the  civil  war,  now  a  merchant  of 
Gloucester.

(II)  Albert  Clark  Andrews,  eldest  son  and 
child  of  Albert  Wright  and  Cynthia  (Mann) 
Andrews,  was  born  in  Holliston,  May  14, 
1844,  and  spent  his  young  life  on  his  father's 
farm  in  that  town.  At  the  age  of  thirteen 
years  he  was  left  motherless,  and  the  family 
was  broken  up,  and  the  children  bound  out, 
All)ert  living  with  Edward  F.  Brigham,  of 
Ashland,  until  he  was  sixteen  years  old.  He 
was  given  wages  in  his  seventeenth  year,  and 
in  the  fall  of  the  year  1861  he  received  eighty 
dollars  in  gold   for  his  summer's  work. 

His  service  during  the  civil  war  began  in 
July,  1862,  when  he  enlisted  as  a  private  in 
Company  H,  Thirty-second  Massachusetts 
\'olunteer  Infantry.  January  4,  1864,  he  ^^ 
enlisted  with  a  portion  of  his  regiment.  He 
saw  much  hard  service,  participating  in  thirty- 
four  general  engagements  and  skirmishes, 
prominent  among  them  being  the  battles  of 
Antictani,  F'redericksburg,  Chancellorsville, 
(kttysburg.  Mine  Run,  the  Wilderness,  Spott- 
sylvania.  Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg  and  Hatch- 
er's Run.  At  Petersburg,  while  lying  in  the 
third  line  of  battle,  with  his  leg  thrown  over 
that  of  a  comrade,  a  shell  exploded  at  their 
feet  and  carried  away  the  entire  calf  of  the 
comrade's  right  leg,  but  Mr.  Andrews  es- 
caped injury.  He  called  to  his  assistance  his 
tent-mate,  and  together  they  carried  the 
wounded  man  from  the  field,  then  rejoined 
their  regiment.  Plunging  into  line  where  the 
fight  was  hottest,  they  were  both  immediately 
wounded  in  the  shoulder,  and  in  getting  out  of 
the  fight  Andrews  was  wounded  through  the 
breast  and  back,  these  injuries  keeping  him 
from  his  regiment  for  six  months.

the  presentation  of  his  opinions  and  never 
uses  his  strength  at  the  expense  of  a  comrade. 
He  stands  high  in  Odd  Fellowship,  having 
been  a  brother  of  the  order  since  1880,  and  in 
the  lodge  he  has  passed  all  the  chairs  except 
those  of  vice-grand  and  noble  grand ;  in  the 
encampment  he  has  served  two  terms  as  high 
priest.  He  is  also  a  member  of  the  Gloucester 
Business  Men's  Association,  was  a  member  of 
the  executive  committee  of  that  organization 
three  years,  and  for  the  last  several  years  has 
been  its  treasurer.

Elizabeth  Holmes,  eldest  daughter  of  Stephen 
Holmes,  of  Holliston,  an  old  mate  of  a  whal- 
ing vessel.

John  Stevens,  immigrant  an- 
STEVENS    cestor,  was  born   in   England 

in  1605.  Jie  came  from  Cav- 
ersham  or  Gonsham,  Oxfordshire,  England,  in 
the  ship  '"Confidence,"  sailing  in  April,  1637, 
from  Southampton.  Caversham  is  in  the 
southern  part  of  Oxford  near  Reading  in 
Berkshire.  He  settled  first  in  Newburv  and 
was  admitted  a  freeman.  May  18,  1642.  He 
removed  to  Andover.  He  was  sergeant  of  a 
military  company  at  Andover  and  served  on  a 
committee  with  Henry  Short,  of  Newbury,  and 
Joseph  Jewett,  of  Rowley,  to  decide  the 
boundary  line  then  in  dispute  between  Haver- 
hill and  Salisbury,  appointed  by  the  general 
court  in  1654.  In  1681  his  son  John  was  also 
a  proprietor  of  Andover.  He  was  a  man  of 
note  and  substance.  His  name  appears  often 
in  the  town  and  court  records.  He  died  April 
II,  1662.  His  gravestone  in  the  old  yard  at 
Andover  is  quaintly  carved  and  ornamented, 
but  bears  no  eulogy-  or  text.  It  bears  this 
inscription :  "Here  lies  buried  the  body  of 
Mr.  Tohn  Stevens  who  deceased  ye  11  Day  of 
April  1662  in  ye  57  Year  of  his  age.*'  It  is 
the  only  gravestone  erected  to  the  memory  of 
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a  first  settler.  If  others  were  erected,  the 
stones  have  been  destroyed  or  buried.  His 
wife  Elizabeth  was  appointed  administratrix 
June  14,  1662.  She  testified  June  16.  1673, 
she  was  sixty  years  old,  concerning  Samuel 
Parker,  son  of  her  brother,  Joseph  Parker, 
of  Andover,  and  presumably  her  maiden  name 
was  Parker,  though  the  word  brother  was  used 
for  brother-in-law,  etc.  She  died  May  i,  1694, 
aged  eighty-one  years.  Her  will  dated  October 
21,  1687,  with  codicil  added  September  7, 
1691,  bequeathed  to  her  children  John,  Tim- 
othy, Ephraim,  Joseph,  Benjamin,  Elizabeth 
Woodman,  Mary  Barker  and  their  children.

He  settled  on  what  is  known  as  the 
Akerman  place  on  the  Hampton  Falls  hill. 
He  died  in  Hampton.  February  10,  171 5.  In 
1667  the  town  of  Hampton  made  a  grant  of 
land  in  case  he  would  "sit  down  as  black- 
smith." He  and  descendants  carried  on  the 
blacksmith  business  continuously  in  the  town 
for  one  hundred  and  fifty  years  down  to  the 
time  of  the  death  of  Captain  Stephen  Tilton 
in  1821.  Daniel  bore  the  title  of  ensign  in 
the  militia  in  1696  and  was  in  command  of  a 
garrison  at  Hampton.

ing one  of  the  largest  manufacturers  of  boots 
and  shoes  in  Haverhill,  having  at  one  time 
Elias  T.  Ingalls  and  Jonathan  Blanchard  man- 
ufacturing for  him.  He  retired  from  the  man- 
ufacturing business  and  engaged  in  the  retail 
coal  business.  In  1875-76  he  built  two  schoon- 
ers at  Haverhill,  thus  reviving  temporarily  an 
ancient  industry.  He  invested  freely  in  real 
estate  and  built  many  houses  and  business 
buildings.  He  was  always  active  in  real  estate 
operations  and  probably  built  more  stores  and 
dwelling  houses  and  laid  out  more  new  resi- 
dential streets  than  any  other  man  in  Haver- 
hill. His  reputation  for  probity  and  honor 
was  of  the  highest  and  it  was  often  said  of  him 
that  **his  word  was  as  good  as  his  bond.'* 
Although  having  but  a  common  school  educa- 
tion, his  information  on  many  subjects  was 
accurate  and  full  and  his  judgment  excellent. 
In  religion  a  L'niversalist  during  the  latter 
part  of  his  life  he  did  not  attend  church.  In 
politics  he  was  a  staunch  Republican,  a  firm 
believer  in  the  abolition  of  slavery,  and  for 
many  years  a  subscriber  to  The  Liberator. 
He  w^as  never  an  office  seeker  and  rather 
shunned  office-holding.  He  was,  however,  for 
a  time  an  overseer  of  the  poor  and  an  engi- 
neer of  the  fire  department.  He  was  a  trus- 
tee of  the  Haverhill  Savings  Bank,  and  direc- 
tor and  president  of  the  Essex  National  Bank. 
He  built  what  is  generally  known  as  "Tilton's 
Tower,"  a  prominent  landmark  of  the  city  of 
Haverhill,  from  which  an  excellent  view  of 
the  surrounding  country  may  be  obtained. 

Mr.  Tilton  lived  in  Haverhill  from  the  time 
when  its  population  was  about  three  thousand 
until  it  became  a  city  of  forty  thousand  inhab- 
itants, and  through  all  that  period  of  growth 
and  development  he  was  one  of  its  most  useful 
and  most  enterprising  citizens.  He  amassed  a 
fortune,  weathering  every  financial  storm,  and 
always  paying  a  hundred  cents  on  the  dollar. 
Though  engaged  in  extensive  business  affairs 
for  more  than  fifty  years,  he  was  never  known 
to  oppress  a  debtor.  He  made  it  a  point 
always  to  support  and  assist  those  in  any  way 
w^  or  thy  of  help  and  he  was  always  ready  to 
extend  financial  aid  to  those  in  need  of  it.  In 
an  unostentatious  way  his  charity  also  was 
unbounded.  He  never  had  a  bad  habit,  and 
though  strict  with  himself  w-as  charitable 
toward  the  failings  of  other  men.  The 
esteem  in  w^hich  he  was  held  by  his  townsmen 
is  indicated  by  conversation  overheard  at  the 
time  of  his  funeral.  A  lady  standing  near  the 
open  grave,  said  to  a  gentleman  who  w^as  with 
her:    "I  never  saw  such  beautiful  flowers  be- 
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fore."    The  man  offered  simply  this  explana- 
tion:    "He  was  the  best  man  in  Haverhill/'

(VHI)  Andrew  Jackson  Tilton  son  of 
John  Cooper  Tilton  (7),  was  born  in  Haver- 
hill, August  19.  1840.  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools,  and  engaged  in  the  manufac- 
ture of  boots  and  shoes,  attaining  a  foremost 
position  in  this  line  of  business  and  holding 
it  for  many  years.  Since  his  retirement  from 
the  shoe  manufacturing  business  he  has  devo- 
ted his  attention  with  the  utmost  success  to 
real  estate.  Largely  through  his  efforts  and 
influence  the  centre  of  the  shoe  industry  in 
the  city  has  been  shifted  from  Merrimack 
street  to  Washington  street.  He  is  one  of  the 
most  highly  respected  business  men  of  the 
city.  He  married,  first,  Jane  A.  Ordway,  of 
Bradford,  Massachusetts,  and,  second,  Martha 
J.  Doak,  of  Newton,  New  Hampshire.  He 
has  had  no  children. 

(Vnn  John  Wilson  Tilton,  son  of  John 
Cooper  Tilton  (7),  born  in  Haverhill,  August 
20.  1844,  was  educated  there  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  Harvard  College,  from  which 
he  was  graduated  in  1868.  For  some  years  he 
engaged  in  the  mainifacture  of  boots  and  shoes 
in  Haverhill,  but  in  later  years  has  devoted  his 
entire  time  and  attention  to  the  care  and  de- 
velopment of  his  real  estate.  He  is  a  shrewd 
and  far-sighted  investor,  and  has  been  active 
in  real  estate  operations  that  have  largely  in- 
creased the  assessed  valuation  of  the  city  and 
proved  of  large  public  usefulness  in  other 
directions.  Mr.  Tilton  is  a  Republican  in  pol- 
itics, but  consistently  refuses  to  put  party 
above  his  own  convictions  in  cases  of  unsat- 
isfactory candidates.  He  has  never  voted  for 
an  unfit  man.  knowingly,  and  his  indcpend- 
(lence  has  been  a  useful  influence  in  keeping 
his  ])arty  to  a  high  standard,  especially  in 
municipal  affairs.  ^Ir.  Tilton  served  the  city 
in  the  common  council  in  1872-73,  and  was 
representative  from  his  district  to  the  general 
court  iti  1877-78.  His  chief  interest  in  public 
affairs,  however,  has  been  in  the  school  board, 
of  which  except  for  two  years  he  has  been  a 


member  continuously  since  1876.  During  his 
long  and  faithful  service  in  the  school  board 
he  has  suggested  and  supported  many  improve- 
ments now  in  vogue  in  the  schools.  He  has 
written  several  of  the  annual  reports  of  the 
school  board  and  served  on  committees  that 
prepared  others.  He  was  the  last  secretary 
elected  by  the  board,  serving  until  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  assumed  the  duties  of  the 
position,  ex  officio. 

Mr.  Tilton  was  a  Unitarian  in  early  life,  but 
since  leaving  college  has  attended  no  church, 
believing  **not  in  theology  but  in  morality." 
His  family  attend  the  Universalist  church. 
He  is  a  member  of  Saggahew  Lodge,  Free 
Masons,  and  has  been  junior  w^arden  of  that 
body.  He  was  formerly  a  member  of  Mutual 
Relief  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows:  of  the  Benev- 
olent and  Protective  Order  of  Elks  and  was 
at  one  time  its  exalted  ruler.  He  was  the  first 
secretary  and  is  now  the  vice-president  of  the 
Haverhill  Historical  Society,  being  a  charter 
member.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Pentucket 
Club  and  the  Whittier  Club.  He  was  one  of 
the  founders  and  first  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  Haverhill  Co-operative  Bank.  Mr.  Til- 
ton has  a  penchant  for  books,  pictures,  antique 
furniture,  silver  and  china,  and  has  an  exten- 
sive and  very  valuable  collection.  He  is  a 
well  known  connoisseur  and  his  collection  is 
at  once  the  admiration  and  envy  of  other  anti- 
(juarians.  Mr.  Tilton  is  deemed  a  radical  from 
the  fact  that  having  positive  ideas  on  all  sub- 
jects within  his  knowledge  and  no  hesitancy  in 
expressing  his  views,  he  has  never  **trimmed 
his  sails  to  catch  the  passing  breeze"  and  is 
not  concerned  with  the  popular  view.  Rut  hi> 
sterling  common  sense  and  force  of  character 
have  tended  often  to  make  him  a  strong  lead- 
er of  public  opinion  and  to  bring  his  views  to 
the  general  acceptance  of  his  townsmen.

Thomas  Hardy,  immigrant  an- 
?DY     cestor,    was    one    of    the    first 

twelve  who  planted  the  settle- 
)f  old  Ipswich  on  the  Essex  shore  of 
England.  He  was  born  in  England,  and 
other  of  John  Hardy,  the  only  other 


early  settler  of  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 
Rev.  Mr.  Perry,  in  his  anniversary  sermon  at 
Bradford,  Mass.,  said  the  two  brothers,  John 
and  Thomas  Hardy,  came  to  this  country  in 
the  family  of  Governor  John  Winthrop,  as 
laborers.  Not  finding  work  for  them,  Win- 
throp gave  them  land,  first  at  Ipswich,  but  as 
they  did  not  like  the  soil  there  he  gave  them 
leave  to  come  to  Bradford  and  furnished  them 
with  their  patent.  Their  first  house  stood  just 
back  of  David  Mardin's  house  (in  1820) 
where  the  cellar  was  then  visible.  This  ac- 
count is  rather  vague  but  interesting.  Thomas 
Hardy  was  at  Ipswich,  April  i,  1633,  and  was 
then  a  proprietor,  not  a  servant.  He  lived 
there  for  some  twenty  years,  a  citizen  and 
planter,  and  about  1653,  removed  to  the 
neighboring  town  of  Rowley.  Soon  afterward 
he  settled  at  Bradford,  where  many  descend- 
ants have  lived  and  are  still  living.  He  was 
one  of  Major  Denison's  subscribers  in  1648. 
His  home  in  Ipswich  was  a  lot  near  the  river, 
adjoining  Robert  Adams's  and  Thomas  Hew- 
lett's farms.  He  was  called  of  Haverhill  when 
he  gave  land  to  daughter  Mary,  wife  of  Sam- 
uel Currier,  of  Haverhill,  July  i,  1670,  though 
his  home  may  have  ^till  been  Bradford.  He 
made  a  will  at  Merrimack  Village,  near  Hav- 
erhill (Bradford),  March  4,  1671-72,  with 
codicil  dated  December  12,  1677,  when  he  was 
seventy-two  years  old.

POORE     tor,    was    born    in    England    in 

1624.  He  came  to  America  on 
the  ship  **Bevis,"  aged  fourteen,  in  May,  1638, 
with  his  sister  Alice,  aged  twenty  years,  and 
brother  Samuel,  aged  eighteen.  Samuel  set- 
tled at  Newbury,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
bought  land  April  15,  1652;  had  a  large  fam- 
ily and  died  December  31,  1683,  leaving  a  nun- 
cupative will.  Later  generations  spelled  the 
name  Poore. 

Daniel  Poor  settled  at  Andover,  Massachu- 
setts, where  he  died  in  17 13.  The  gravestone 
gives  his  age  as  eighty-five,  one  of  the  few 
cases.  Savage  says,  w'here  the  age  was  under- 
stated. He  was  eight-eight  or  nine  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  Pope's  Pioneers  of  Massachu- 
setts gives  the  date  of  his  will  as  June  7,  1689, 
agreeing  with  the  authority  of  Savage  and 
Abbot,  but  states  that  it  was  proved  June  24, 
1690.  This  does  not  agree  with  the  grave- 
stone record  given  above.  Tn  his  will  he  men- 
tions wife  Mary,  sons  Daniel  and  John,  (laugh- 
ters Ruth,  Lucy.

Mr.  Mitchell  died  February  2^,  1905.  His 
funeral  was  witness  to  his  great  personal 
popularity.  Men  prominent  in  textile  indus- 
try from  Xew  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia, 
and  all  parts  of  •  Xew  England  as  well  as 
Lawrence  gathered  to  pay  their  last  respects, 
and  the  church  was  inadequate  to  hold  the 
mourners.  The  services  were  conducted  by 
the  Rev.  A.  W.  Moulton,  rector  of  the  church, 
assisted  by  the  Rev.  C.  B.  Bowser  and  the  full 
vested  choir.  Out  of  respect  to  his  memory 
the  wool  department  of  the  great  Washington 
Mills  closed  on  the  afternoon  of  the  funeral, 
and  two  hundred  and  fifty  employees  attended 
in  a  body;  the  Boston  office  of  the  corpora- 
tion was  closed.  Representatives  to  the  num- 
ber of  fifty  from  the  leading  wool  firms  of 
^Massachusetts  were  present,  coming  to  Lawr- 
ence in  a  special  car.  The  Wool  Merchants 
of  Philadelphia  prepared  a  beautiful  memor- 
iam  in  the  shape  of  a  book  with  padded  leather 
covers  of  but  two  leaves  containing  the  fol- 
lowing: "In  Memoriam :  Whereas,  God  in 
His  wisdom  has  taken  from  our  midst  our 
Highly  Esteemed  Friend,  Seth  Mitchell  of 
Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  and  Whereas,  for 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  Seth  Mitchell 
has  been  intimately  associated  with  the  Wool 
Trade  of  Philadelphia  and  during  that  time 
has  won  the  Admiration,  Respect  and  Affec- 
tion of  those  who  were  privileged  to  know 
him,  Therefore  be  it  Resolved  that  We  W^ool 
Merchants  of  Philadelphia  in  meeting  assem- 
bled herewith  express  our  keen  sorrow  at  this 
our  bereavement  and  bear  willing  testimony 
to  that  uprightness  of  character  which  endear- 
ed to  us  our  departed  Associate  and  Friend. 
Be  it  also  Resolved  that  a  copy  of  these  reso- 
lutions be  forwarded  to  the  Widow  of  the 
deceased  with  the  earnest  assurance  of  our 
deep  sympathy  with  her  in  her  loss,  which  is 
ours  also.  Resolved  that  a  committee  of  Three 
be  appointed  to  attend  the  funeral  and  also 
that  the.se  Resolutions  be  published  in  the 
Trade  Journals."

But  perhaps  more  elocjuent  than  the  funeral 
and  the  mourners  at  that  time  are  the  leters  of 
old  friends  telling  of  their  .sorrow  and  .sym- 
pathy, testifying  to  the  sterling  character  and 
fine  qualities  of  Mr.  Mitchell.  His  ability  and 
good  judgment  won  him  distinction,  his  integ- 
rity and  faithfulness  held  the  esteem  of  all 
with  whom  he  had  business  relations,  and  his 
good   fellowship,  kindly  and  sympathetic  na- 
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tnre,  surrounded  him  with  loyal  friends  in  all 
walks  of  life.  Xo  man  has  been  missed  more 
from  the  business  and  social  life  of  Lawrence 
in  recent  years. 


William  Brown,  immigrant  an- 
BROWX  cestor,  born  in  Scotland,  came 
to  Xova  Scotia  when  a  young 
man  and  settled  in  the  town  of  Milton  where 
he  established  an  extensive  and  prosperous 
Dusiness  as  a  lumber  merchant.  He  owned 
saw  mills  in  the  vicinity  and  bought  and  sold 
wood-lots  and  timber  in  all  j)arts  of  the  pro- 
vince. He  also  carried  on  a  large  farm.  He 
s])ent  the  remainder  of  his  life  at  Milton  and 
died  there  at  the  advanced  age  of  eighty-four 
years.  He  had  two  sons,  of  whom  Samuel  is 
mentioned  below.

Brown  (3),  was  born  in  Dighton,  Massachu- 
setts, December  27,  1879.

He  entered  the  employ  of  J.  W.  Russ,  shoe 
manufacturer,  as  salesman,  and  continued  un- 
til 1904,  when  he  resigned  to  engage  in  the 
ice  business  as  manager  of  the  Independent 
Ice  Company  of  Haverhill.  After  two  years 
he  established  his  present  business  as  real 
estate  broker  and  promoter.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Order  of  Elks  of  Haverhill,  of  the  Pen- 
tucket  and  Wachu setts  clubs.

The  Iladleys  of  England  origi- 
HADLEY     nated  in  the  eastern  counties. 

and  the  ancestors  of  those 
bearing  the  name  in  .\merica  resided  in  Essex, 
.Suffolk  or  Lincolnshire.  The  earliest,  if  not 
the  only  immigrant  of  this  name  to  arrive  dur- 
ing the  colonial  j)eriod,  was  George  Hadley, 
who  came  in  1639  and  settled  in  Ipswich, 
Massachusetts.

William  Pierce  Hadley,  son  of  Onesimiis 
Hadley,  was  born  at  Stoneham  in  r8iQ.

a  contractor  and  was  engaged  in  construct- 
ing railway  beds.  He  was  also  employed 
in  building  the  large  mill  dam  at  Law- 
rence.

George  Henry  Hadley,  second  child  of 
William  P.  and  Harriet  (Turner-Barnes) 
Hadley,  was  born  in  Lawrence,  February  28, 
1847.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  volun- 
teered his  services  in  defence  of  the  Union, 
enlisting  as  a  private  in  Company  K.  Fifth 
Regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteer  Infantry, 
June  24,  1864;  was  mustered  in  at  Readville, 
July  28  following  and  was  honorably  dis- 
charged Xovember  16,  1864.  After  leaving 
the  army  he  was  employed  in  Winchester, 
Massachusetts,  for  a  period  of  three  years,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  he  secured  a  position 
with  a  wholesale  spice  house  in  Boston  and 
retained  it  for  seven  years,  acquiring  a  good 
knowledge  of  the  business.  June  2,  1874,  he 
engaged  in  the  wholesale  grocery  business  in 
Lawrence,  where  he  succeeded  in  building  up 
an  extensive  trade,  and  he  is  at  the  present 
time  one  of  the  leading  business  men  of  that 
city.

She  is 
of  both  Scotch  and  English  ancestry,  and  her 
parental  great-grandparents  were  William  and 
Mary  McKean,  and  her  grandfather,  Alex- 
ander McKean,  born  in  1773,  went  from  Bel- 
fast, Maine,  to  Strong,  Franklin  county,  that 
state,  about  the  year  1800.  He  was  one  of  the 
first  settlers  in  Strong  and  a  leading  spirit  in 
developing  the  agricultural  resources  of  that 
locality.

Alexander  McKean,  Jr.,  third  son  and 
fourth  child  of  Alexander  and  Elizabeth 
(Hammond)  McKean,  was  born  in  Strong, 
Maine,  in  181 2,  died  May  2,  i860.  He  was 
one  of  the  most  prominent  and  wealthy  citi- 
zens of  Strong,  owning  much  real  estate,  and 
he  gave  to  each  of  his  sons  a  farm  of  two 
hundred  acres.  For  manv  vears  he  was  a 
leading  spirit  in  local  public  affairs,  serving 
as  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  of 
the  school  committee ;  was  a  personal  friend 
of  several  governors  of  Maine  and  entertain- 
ed them  at  his  home.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  Masonic  Order.  December  24,  1844,  he 
married  Sarah  McCleary,  who,  like  himself 
was  of  sturdy  Scotch  ancestry.  She  was  born 
in  Strong,  April  19,  18 16,  daughter  of  James 
and  Jane  (Stuart)  McCleary,  and  her  death 
occurred  January  16,  1890.

In  1859  ^^ 
removed  to  Albany,  New  York,  where  he  lived 
until  his  death  in  1887,  aged  seventy-four.  He 
was  for  many  years,  proprietor  of  a  confec- 
tionery store  in  that  city.

n.  Among  these  the  name  Thacher  is 
least  deserving  of  grateful  and  per- 
emembrance ;  but  whether  the  Thacher 
is  entitled  to  the  distinction  of  being 
with  the  ancient  houses  of  England  is 
*t  determined  by  antiquarians,  but 
"  so  or  not  there  was  a  coat-of-arms 
)y  them  in  the  sixteenth  and  seven- 
:enturics :  gules,  a  cross  moline  argent 
ief  or  three  grass  hoppers  proper;  and 
St,  a  grasshopper  j)roper. 


Ii)  both  the  English  and  New  England  par- 
ish and  towns  records  we  find  the  name  writ- 
ten Thacher  and  Thatcher,  and  it  is  so  borne 
by  diflFerent  members  of  the  same  general 
family  known  to  be  related  to  each  other.  The 
two  great  New  England  families  of  the  Thach- 
er surname  are  descended  from  the  same  Eng- 
lish ancestor.  Rev.  Peter  Thacher  and  Antony 
Thacher  were  sons  of  the  same  parents,  the 
former  a  minister  of  the  gospel,  a  man  of 
distinction  in  the  church  and  a  dissenter  from 
the  doctrines  maintained  by  the  dominant 
church,  and  the  other  likewise  a  minister,  fre- 
quently curate  in  his  brother's  parish  of  St. 
Edmunds,  in  Salisbury,  England,  although  in 
the  ship's  list  of  emigrants  Antony  is  called 
"tayler"  (tailor),  perhaps  to  conceal  his  ident- 
ity until  safely  disembarked  on  the  soil  of 
New  England. 

Through  the  Thacher  immigrants  there  were 
founded  two  great* American  families,  the  one 
a  family  of  ministers,  noted  for  ability  as 
church  builders,  organizers,  preachers  and 
evangelists,  and  the  other  a  family  of  states- 
men, soldiers,  legists  and  clergymen.  It  is 
through  the  descendants  of  Rev.  Peter  Thach- 
er that  we  have  the  noted  and  numerous  fam- 
ily of  ecclesiastics,  and  through  Antony, 
brother  of  Rev.  Peter,  that  we  have  the 
Thachers  who  became  so  iminent  in  the  pro- 
fession of  law,  in  halls  of  legislation  and  in 
the  profession  of  arms.  Rev.  Peter  Thacher 
himself  never  emigrated  from  England,  al- 
though such  was  his  purpose  previous  to  the 
death  of  his  wife,  which  event  caused  a  change 
in  his  plans.  But  his  son  Thomas  came  over 
with  Antony,  entered  the  ministry  and  w-as 
progenitor  of  the  great  family  of  ministers 
which  in  point  of  numbers  and  ability  sur- 
passes perhaps  that  of  any  other  single  family 
in  this  country,  not  excepting  the  Worcester s 
and  the  Storrs,  both  of  which  have  been  re- 
markably prolific  of  clergymen. 

In  a  recent  number  of  a  denominational 
periodical  it  was  stated  that  Dr.  Storrs,  his 
father  and  grandfather,  had  been  in  the  min- 
istry one  hundred  fifty  years,  and  that  it  was 
doubtful  if  a  parallel  case  could  be  found  in 
this  country.  The  statement  was  promptly 
challenged  w^ith  the  "hereditary  ministry"  of 
the  Thachers,  beginning  with  Rev.  Peter 
Thacher,  who  was  ordained  pastor  of  the  Sec- 
ond Congregational  Church  of  Attleboro, 
Massachusetts,  in  1748,  and  whose  pastoral 
life  covered  a  period  of  forty-.seven  years.  His 
father.  Rev.  Peter  Thacher,  was  ordained  pas- 
tor of  Middleboro,  Massachusetts,   1709,  and 
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continued  thirty-five  years.  His  father,  Rev. 
Peter  Thacher,  of  Milton,  Massachusetts,  was 
ordained  in  1681  and  was  pastor  forty-seven 
years.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Rev.  John 
Oxenbridge,  pastor  of  the  first  church  gather- 
ed in  Boston.  Rev.  Thomas  Thacher,  D.  D., 
father  of  Rev.  Peter  Thacher,  of  Milton,  was 
ordained  at  Weymouth,  Massachusetts,  1644, 
was  pastor  there  more  than  twenty  years,  and 
of  the  Old  South  Church,  Boston,  eight  years — 
in  all  twenty-eight  years.  He  was  called  the 
best  Arabic  scholar  in  America.  His  wife 
was  a  daughter  of  Rev.  Ralph  Partridge,  first 
pastor  of  Duxbury,  Massachusetts.  Rev.  Dr. 
Thacher's  father.  Rev.  Peter  Thacher  of  Sal- 
isbury, England,  was  instituted  vicar  of  the 
church  in  Afilton  Clevdon  in  1616^  and  re- 
mained there  six  years.  In  1622  he  was  made 
rector  of  St.  Edmunds,  Salisbury,  and  re- 
mained there  until  his  death,  1640.  His  father. 
Rev.  Peter  Thacher,  was  instituted  rector  of 
Queen  Camel,  England,  1574,  and  was  minis- 
ter there  fifty  years,  until  his  death,  1624. 
This  total  pastorate  of  sires  and  sons  covered 
a  period  of  two  hundred  twenty-seven  years. 

The  family  of  whom  it  is  the  purpose  to  treat 
in  this  place  is  that  whose  ancestor  is  Antony 
Thacher,  whose  father  was  Rev.  Peter  Thach- 
er, rector  of  Queen  Camel,  1574- 1624. 

(i)  Antony  Thacher  is  supposed  to  have 
been  born  in  Somersetshire,  England,  and  in 
the  will  of  his  brother  Thomas  is  mentioned 
as  being  '*in  the  separation"  and  living  in  Hol- 
land. Between  1631  and  1634  he  served  oc- 
casionally as  curate  for  his  brother,  the  rector 
of  St.  Edmunds.  Salisbury.  On  April  6,  1635, 
he  embarked  at  Soutliampton  in  the  "James," 
of  London,  and  arrived  at  Ipswich.  Massachu- 
setts, on  June  4,  following.  Besides  his  own 
family  he  was  accompanied  by  his  cousin.  Rev. 
Joseph  Avery  with  his  wife  and  six  children, 
and  his  nephew,  Thomas  Thacher,  and  his 
man  servant,  Peter  Higden.  After  remaining  a 
short  time  at  Ipswich,  Mr.  Avery  received  an 
invitation  to  preach  at  Marblehead.  and  they 
with  their  families  (exce])t  Mr.  Thacher's 
nephew  Thomas,  who  preferred  to  travel  by 
land)  embarked  for  that  place  August  ii, 
1635.  ^^^^^  were  wrecked  off  Cape  Ann,  anrl 
all  the  passengers  aboard  the  little  vessel  were 
drowned  except  Antony  Thacher  and  his  wife, 
and  they  lost  all  their  personal  effects.  "It  is 
ordered  that  there  shall  be  forty  markes  given 
to  Mr.  Thacher  out  of  the  tresury  towards 
his  greate  losses."  (Mass.  Col.  Rec. ).  "Mr. 
Anthony  Thacher  had  granted  him  the  small 
ilnnd  at  the  head  of  Cape  Ann  (  vpon  wch  hee 


was  pserved  from  shipwrak)  as  his  pp  inherit- 
ance.*' (Mass.  Col.  Rec,  March  9.  1636-7). 
In  Governor  Winthrop's  journal  it  is  recorded 
that  "the  general  court  gave  Mr.  Thacher 
261bs,  13s,  4d,  towards  his  losses,  and  divers 
good   people  gave  him  besides.'* 

After  the  shipwreck  Mr.  Thacher  probably 
remained  some  time  in  Marblehead,  for  his 
son  John  was  born  there  in  1638-9,  but  soon 
afterward  he  had  a  grant  of  lands  at  Matta- 
cheesit  (Yarmouth)  and  about  the  same  time 
he  was  one  of  the  committee  for  the  division 
of  lands  in  Yarmouth.  Here  he  appears  to 
have  taken  a  prominent  part  in  town  affairs 
and  represented  Yarmouth  in  the  general  court 
at  FMymouth  eleven  years ;  once  he  was  fined 
for  not  being  present  at  the  sitting  of  the 
court,  but  the  fine  was  remitted.     He  died  in 

1667.     His  first  wife,  Mary ,  died  at 

Salisbury,  England,  in  1634,  having  borne 
him  five  children :  William,  born  previous  to 
1620,  Mary,  Edith,  Peter  (all  of  whom  were 
drowned  in  the  shipwreck  on  Thacher's  island, 
1635)  ;  and  Benjamin,  who  remained  in  Eng- 
land and  died  there  in  September,  1639.  His 
second  wife,  Elizabeth  Jones,  whom  he  mar- 
ried six  weeks  previous  to  sailing  for  America, 
survived  him  a  few  years.  Their  children:

Thacher  was  elected  a  member  of  the  provin-

Jolm  Thacher  married  first,  Xovmber  ^\ 
H/)i.  Rebecca  W'inslow,  of  Mansfield,  daugh- 
ter of  the  fir^t    [o^iali  W'inslt^w.  and  niece  of 
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the  first  Governor  Winslow.  She  was  born 
July  16,  1642,  and  died  July  15,  1683,  having 
borne  her  husband  nine  children.  Family  tra- 
dition furnishes  a  singular  anecdote.  On  his 
return  to  Yarmouth  with  his  bride  and  com- 
pany, they  stopped  at  the  house  of  Colonel 
Gorham,  at  Barnstable.  In  the  merry  con- 
versation with  the  newly  married  couple  an 
infant  was  introduced,  about  three  weeks  old, 
and  it  was  observed  to  Mr.  Thacher  that  she 
was  born  on  such  a  night,  whereupon  he  re- 
plied that  it  was  the  very  night  he  was  mar- 
ried ;  taking  the  child  in  his  arms  he  presented 
it  to  his  bride,  saying,  "Here,  my  dear,  is  a 
little  lady  born  on  the  same  night  that  we  were 
married.  I  wish  vou  would  kiss  it  for  I  in- 
tend  to  have  her  for  my  second  wife."  **I 
will,  my  dear,"  she  replied,  "to  please  you, 
but  I  hope  it  will  be  a  long  time  before  you 
have  that  pleasure,"  so  taking  the  babe  she 
pressed  it  to  her  lips  and  gave  it  a  kiss.  This 
jesting  prediction  was  eventually  verified.  Mr. 
Thacher's  wife  died,  and  the  child,  Lydia 
Gorham,  arriving  at  mature  age,  actually  be- 
came his  wife,  January  i,  1684,  o-  s-  (Janu- 
ary II,  n.  s. )

(Vl)  Rev.  Isaiah  Crocker  Thacher,  eldest 
son  and  child  of  Mathews  and  Betsev  (Crock- 
er)  Thacher,  was  born  at  South  Dartmouth, 
Bristol  county,  Massachusetts,  July  2,  1815, 
and  died  in  Peabody,  Massachusetts,  March 
16,  1880.  He  came  of  a  remarkable  family, 
his  career  was  remarkable,  and  he  in  manv  re- 
spects  was  a  most  remarkable  man.  As  boy 
and  youth  he  had  no  especial  love  of  books 
and  study,  no  fixed  determination  to  enter  the 
ministry,  and  it  cannot  be  said  that  he  was 
even  religiously  inclined ;  on  the  contrary  ap- 
pears to  have  formed  a  desire  to  follow  the 
sea,  "to  walk  the  quarter-deck,  master  of  my 
own  ship,"  as  he  himself  expressed  it.  lie 
told  of  gaining  the  reluctant  consent  of  his 
parents  that  he  might  go  to  sea,  of  his  being 
all  ready  to  sail  on  a  noble  ship,  of  giving  up 
this  long  cherished  hope  to  please  his  father 
and  mother,  of  his  watching  the  ship  sail  out 
of  port — and  only  those  whr)  knew  Mr. 
Thacher  best  could  estimate  what  this  self- 
denial  must  have  cost  him.  Had  he  gone  to 
sea  at  that  time  and  become  a  mariner  he 
would  have  done  right,  but  knowing  full  well 
the  feelings  of  his  parents,  notwithstanding 
their  consent  to  their  request,  he  halted  at  the 
last  hour,  considered  his  position,  felt  a  con- 
trolling sense  of  duty,  and  yielding  to  the  most 
generous  impulses  of  his  nature  turned  about 
and  went  to  his  home.  This  was  the  turning 
point  in  his  life;  the  ''ministerial  heredity" 
which  had  affected  so  many  of  his  family  be- 
fore his  generation  was  beginning  to  exercise 
its  potent  influence  and  shape  his  future.  The 
events  of  the  next  few  years  of  his  young  life 
need  not  be  narrated  here  in  detail :  thev  were 
devoted  in  part  to  work  in  his  father's  store, 
and  when  fully  determined  to  enter  the  minis- 
try he  began   [)re])arations  to  that  end.      He 


prepared  for  college  in  Munson  and  W'ilbra- 
ham  academies,  in  Hampden  county,  ilassa- 
chusetts,  and  Kingston  Academy,  Bristol, 
Rhode  Island.  In  1837  he  entered  Union  Col- 
lege, at  Schenectady,  New  York,  then  under 
the  presidency  of  Rev.  Dr.  Eliphalet  Noti. 
one  of  the  famous  educators  of  his  time,  and 
finished  the  course  which  led  to  the  degree  of 
artium  baccalaureus  in  1841.  In  the  fall  of 
the  same  year  he  entered  Yale  Theological 
Seminary,  New  Haven,  Connecticut,  and 
graduated  in  1844.  He  then  began  at  once 
the  active  work  of  the  ministry,  and  when  he 
first  appeared  in  the  pulpit  in  his  native  town 
"all  rushed  to  meeting  to  hear  Deacon  Thach- 
er's  son  Isaiah  preach." 

During  his  more  than  thirty-six  years  of 
ministerial  work  Mr.  Thacher  had  seven  pas- 
torates, two  of  them  in  the  same  field,  and  in 
each  of  which  he  was  very  useful.  The  first 
was  Mattapoisett,  Massachusetts,  where  he  was 
ordained  minister  and  installed  pastor  on 
Christmas  day,  1844,  when  he  was  twenty- 
nine  years  old.  Of  this  pastorate  Mr.  Thach- 
er wrote  a  short  time  before  his  death,  "I  look 
back  to  my  settlement  in  Mattapoisett  with 
great  satisfaction  and  pleasure.  That  was  my 
first  .spiritual  love ;  there  was  my  first  spiritual 
revival."  From  the  beginning,  Mr.  Thacher's 
career  was  full  of 'Promise.  He  was  intensely 
in  earnest,  very  sincere,  with  clear  convictions 
and  the  power  of  impressing  them  strongly  on 
others,  qualities  which  followed  him  all 
through  his  ministry.  He  had  a  passion  for 
soul-winning,  in  which  he  never  became  faint 
hearted  nor  wcarv.  After  a  service  of  four 
years  and  eight  months  at  Mattapoisett 
he  was  dismissed  at  his  own  request,  July  30. 
1849,  to  become  pastor  of  the  Central  Congre- 
gational Church  at  Middleboro,  Massaclni- 
setts.  where  he  was  installed  August  16,  1849. 
and  remained  until  November  3,  1852,  and 
then  went  to  the  j)astorate  of  the  church  at 
South  Dennis.  Massachusetts,  where  he  con- 
tinued until  March  24,  1856.  On  April  iT). 
1856,  he  was  re-installed  pastor  of  the  church 
at  Mid(llcl)(»ro.  and  on  that  occasion  the  mod- 
erator of  the  council  said  ''had  there  not  been 
something  good  in  him  (Mr.  Thacher)  you 
would  not  have  recalled  him.  and  had  there 
not  been  something  good  in  ycni  (the  church  » 
he  would  not  have  come  back."  He  remained 
with  the  church  in  Middleboro  until  April  2. 
1860.  when  he  was  dismissed  at  his  own  re- 
quest, and  Ai)ril  26,  same  year  became  pa>tor 
of  the  church  in  ( lloucestcr.  where  he  con- 
tinued more  than  ten  years,  until  August   18. 
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1870,  when  he  resigned.  In  Gloucester  he 
was  verv  useful  to  the  church  and  was  much 
esteemed  throughout  the  parish.  The  chief 
reason  which  impelled  him  to  take  the  pas- 
torate was  the  failing  health  of  his  wife,  and 
her  physician  had  advised  that  she  be  taken  to 
the  seaside.  She  died  there  in  1865  and  in 
the  next  year  he  married  again.  From  Glou- 
cester Mr.  Thacher  went  to  Wareham,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  was  installed  pastor  of  the 
church  there  October  2^,  1870.  During  this 
pastorate  he  became  almost  totally  blind,  but 
lie  continued  his  work  patiently  until  1877 
and  then  asked  the  council  for  letters  of  dis- 
mission. The  request  was  granted,  though 
not  without  hesitation  on  the  part  of  both  the 
council  and  the  church ;  but  this  was  not  his 
last  pastorate.  On  October  14,  1877,  he  be- 
came head  of  the  church  in  Lakeville,  Massa- 
chusetts, was  installed  January  2,  1879,  and 
on  January  15,  1880.  resigned  and  retired  from 
the  ministry.  During  his  seven  pastorates 
four  hundred  twenty-three  persons  united 
with  the  church,  two  hundred  eighty-nine  by 
profession  of  faith  and  one  hundred  thirty- 
four  by  letter.  I.eaving  Lakeville  he  went 
with  his  family  to  his  wife's  former  home  in 
Peal)ody,  and  there  two  months  afterward,  on 
Tuesday,  March  16,  1880,  he  died.  He  was 
called  the  "father  of  the  Old  Colony  Asso- 
ciation," its  first  moderator,  and  performed 
the  duties  of  that  office  at  its  last  meeting 
previous  to  his  death.  He  became  a  member 
of  the  association  .April  29.  1845,  was  elected 
scribe  in  October  following  and  served  until 
October,  1849,  ^^^  again  from  1871  to  1873. 
Mr.  Thacher  married  three  times.  His  first 
wife,  whom  he  married  January  7,  1845,  ^^^^ 
Elizabeth  Russell  Hyde,  born  in  Doylestown, 
Massachusetts,  December  2,  1825,  died  No- 
vember 24,  1848,  leaving  one  daughter,  Mary 
Ludlow  Thacher.  born  January  28,  1846.  He 
married  second,  October  24,  1849,  Mary  Cath- 
erine Hyde,  sister  of  his  first  wife,  born  De- 
cember 16,  1827,  died  in  Gloucester,  Massa- 
chusetts, August  27,  1865,  having  borne  him 
four  children:  Charles  Matthews  Thacher, 
born  August  10,  1851 ;  Elizabeth  Hyde 
Thacher,  born  April  10,  1853;  Anne  Russell 
Thacher,  born  May  15,  1855;  Harriet  S.,born 
January  30,  1858.  He  married  third,  Novem- 
ber 21,  1866,  Lydia  W.  Procter,  of  Peabody, 
who  was  born  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts, 
daughter  of  Abel  Procter  and  Lydia  Emer- 
son, granddaughter  of  Johnson  Procter  and 
r^ydia  Waters,  great-granddaughter  of  John 
Procter  and   Ruth   Porter,  and  a  descendant 


of  John  Procter  of  Salem  who  was  tried  for 
witchcraft,  convicted  and  suflFered  death  on 
the  gallow^s  in  1692.  The  life  and  death  of 
John  Procter  are  made  the  subject  of  ex- 
tended notice  elsewhere. 


Thomas  Nichols,  immigrant 
NICHOLS     ancestor,     born     in     England, 

came  to  this  country  before 
1655.  He  married,  September,  1655,  at  Mai- 
den, Afassachusetts,  Mary  Moulton.  He  was 
doubtless  a  relative  of  Thomas  Nichols,  who 
was  a  planter  in  the  adjoining  town  of  Cam- 
bridge before  1638,  when  he  removed  to  Hing- 
ham:  had  a  brother  George  in  England,  who 
was  executor  of  the  estate  of  their  father, 
Walter  Nicholls,  clothier,  late  of  Coggeshall, 
county  Essex,  England.  James  Nichols,  per- 
haps another  brother,  married  April,  1660,  at 
Maiden,  Mary  F'elt,  daughter  of  George  Felt. 
Thomas  Nichols  removed  as  early  as  1665  to 
Amesbury,  Massachusetts;  had  a  seat  in  the 
meeting  house  there  in  1667,  and  owned  land 
in  1670;  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
king  in  1677,  and  belonged  to  the  training 
band  in  1680.  He  died  before  1720.  Chil- 
dren: 1.

He  was  brought  up  and  educated  in 
the  common  schools  of  his  native  town.  In 
early  life  he  was  an  apothecary  in  Haverhill. 
Later  he  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  boots 
and  shoes  in  Haverhill,  l)econiing  prominent 
and  successful  in  that  line,  retiring  many  years 
before  his  death.  lie  bought  the  homestead, 
which  is  still  owned  and  ()ccuj)icd  by  the 
Nichols  familv  in  Haverhill,  bv  dt'cd  dated 
August  2y,  1831.  He  and  his  wife  were  mem- 
bers of  the  North  Congregational  Church, 
and  he  served  as  deacon  from  1860  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  In  jX)litics  he  was  origin- 
ally a  Whig,  but  when  the  Re])u])lican  ])arty 
was  formed  he  affiliated  witli  it  and  remained 
loyal  to  it  to  the  end  of  his  days.  He  was 
a  director  for  many  years  in  the  Merrimack 
National  P>ank  of  Haverhill.  He  died  at 
flaverhill.  in  1893,  *^^  ^^^^  advanced  age  <jf 
ninety- four  years.

(M)  George   H.    Nichols,    son    of    Moses 
Nichols   (5),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  on  the 
old  Nichols  homestead  bought  by  his   father 
shortly  before  January    16,    1832.      He    was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Haverhill, 
and  in  his  youth  worked  for  his  father  in  his 
drug  store  and  later  in  his  shoe  factor^'.     He 
remained  associated  with  his  father  in  the  boot 
and   shoe  business  until  after  the  civil  war.

John  Cogswell,  the  American  immi- 
,  married,  in  England,  at  the  age  of 
y-three  years,  Elizabeth  Thompson,  bap- 
in  1604,  died  June  2,  1676,  daughter  of 
William  Thompson,  vicar  of  Westbury 
1,  Wiltshire,  England,  from  1603  until 
?ath  in  1623.  John  Cogswell  was  a  man-

sessions, he  embarked  at  Bristol,  ^lay  23, 
1635,  for  New  England,  in  the  ship  "Angel 
Gabriel."  But  the  vessel  encountered  a  fright- 
ful gale  on  the  New  England  coast,  **a  sudden, 
dismal  storm  of  wind  and  rain  came  as  had 
never  been  known  before  by  white  man  or 
Indian."  John  and  his  family  and  servants 
escaped  with  their  lives,  but  losing  valuables 
to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  pounds  ster- 
ling, and  were  washed  ashore  at  Pemaquid, 
Maine.  Making  his  way  to  Boston  he  em- 
ployed Captain  Gallup  to  transport  hrs  family 
to  Ipswich,  then  an  important  settlement  in 
the  colony,  where  he  was  well  received.  In 
1636  he  received  a  grant  of  three  hundred 
acres  of  land  and  an  additional  eight  acres  for 
a  houselot,  and  to  the  present  generation  his 
descendants  have  continued  to  live  in  Essex, 
which  was  set  off  from  Ipswich  in  1819  and 
where  lay  the  larger  tract.  Sometime  in  1636 
he  built  a  log  house  at  **  further  Chebokoe,"  as 
Essex  was  then  called,  moved  there,  the  third 
settler,  later  built  a  frame  house,  and  there 
ended  his  days.  In  the  same  year  he  was  ad- 
mitted freeman  and  received  into  full  commu- 
nion in  the  church.  He  died  November  9.

(11)  John  Cogswell,  fourth  child  and  sec- 
ond son  of  John  the  immigrant  and  his  wife 
Elizabeth  Thompson,  was  born  in  Westbury 
Leigh,  England,  baptized  July  25,  1622,  and 
came  with  his  parents  to  America  in  1635.  He 
lived  in  Chebacco  parish  in  Ipswich,  married 
(wife's  name  not  known),  and  subsequently 
devoted  himself  to  farming,  in  1651  leasing, 
of  the  feoflFees  of  the  Ipswich  grammar  school, 
certain  lands  called  the  Neck,  now  known  as 
JeflFeries  Neck.  His  wife  died  within  a  few 
years  after  their  marriage,  leaving  three  chil- 
dren, the  youngest  but  a  year  old.  This  was  a 
severe  blow  to  Mr.  Cogswell,  and  being  in 
poor  health  he  decided  to  visit  his  native  land, 
and  sailed  for  England  in  the  fall  of  1652, 
having  left  his  children  in  the  care  of  his  sis- 
ter,  Mrs.   Waldo,  with  his   father  and  older 
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brother  William  as  legal  guardians.  Arriving 
in  London  he  visited  his  sister  and  other 
friends  and  attended  to  various  business  mat- 
ters. From  London  he  wrote  a  letter,  dated  . 
March  30,  1653,  to  his  parents  which  is  still 
preserved  in  the  family  and  which  is  marked 
for  affectionate  regard  for  his  relatives  and 
associates  in  the  new  world  and  tender  con- 
cern for  his  motherless  children.  Early  in 
the  autumn  of  1653  he  started  on  his  return 
voyage,  but  died  on  the  passage,  September 
27»  ^^53v  at  the  age  of  thirty  years.  His  chil- 
dren were  brought  up  among  their  friends, 
their  uncle  William  acting  as  guardian,  the 
means  for  their  support  and  education  being 
derived  from  their  father's  estate,  which  in 
the  inventory  amounted  to  three  hundred 
forty-one  pounds  ten  shillings.

(HI)  John  Cogswell,  second  child  and 
elder  son  of  John  Cogswell,  was  born  in  Che- 
bacco  parish,  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  in  1650, 
and  died  in  1724,  his  wife  surviving  him.  He 
married,  July  22,  1674,  Margaret,  daughter  of 
Dr.  John  Gifford,  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts.  At 
one  time  he  was  taken  while  in  pursuit  of 
bands  of  hostile  Indians  and  held  prisoner,  but 
the  length  of  his  captivity  and  how  he  effected 
his  escaj)e  are  not  known.  Dr.  John  Gifford, 
father  of  Mrs.  Cogswell,  was  agent  for  the 
iron  works  in  Saugus  and  owned  a  farm  in 
tiiat  vicinity.  His  wife  Margaret  was  ac- 
cused of  witchcraft  in  1680,  but  she  disre- 
garded the  summons  of  the  court  and  inquiry 
was  suspended.

The    Hills    and    Hill    families    of 
HILLS    England  have  been  known  in  the 

mother  country  several  centuries, 
and  in  New  England  for  nearly  three  centu- 
ries. It  is  said  by  antiquarians  that  the  names 
are  synonomous,  and  that  they  have  a  common 
origin,  dating  back  to  a  period  coeval  with  that 
in  which  surnames  were  first  definitely  appHed 
to  families,  about  the  eleventh  and  twelfth 
centuries.  There  are  those  among  the  stu- 
dents of  our  common  English  patronymics, 
their  origin  and  signification,  who  give  the 
names  Hills  and  Hill  even  greater  antiquity 
than  the  era  of  the  Norman  conquest,  A.  O. 
1066,  and  by  nearly  all  of  them  are  classed 
with  surnames  applied  in  allusion  to  localities 
— Hill,  from  the  fact  that  the  possessor  thereof 
dwelt  on  or  in  the  vicinity  of  an  elevation 
partaking  of  the  nature  of  a  hill;  and  Hills, 
perhaps,  from  a  series  of  hill  elevations.  But 
these  things,  while  not  traditions,  have  little 
important  relation  to  the  subject  of  the  pres- 
ent narrative,  for  no  attempt  is  here  made  to 
trace  the  ancestry  of  the  family  here  consid- 
ered to  a  period  more  remote  than  that  of  its 
immigrant  ancestor  in   New   England. 

(I)  Joseph  Hills,  the  immigrant,  was  born 
in  the  parish  of  Great  Burstead,  Essex  coun- 
ty, England,  and  was  baptized  there  in  March, 
1602.  His  father  was  son  of  George  Hills, 
who  married  Mary  Simonds,  of  Billericay,  Es- 
sex, England,  widow  of  William  Simonds,  of 
Billericay,  tanner.  Their  marriage  license 
bears  date  October  13,  1596,  at  which  time 
George  Hills  did  not  use  the  final  "s"  in  his 
surname.  It  first  appears  as  Hills  in  the  rec- 
ords in  February,  1608,  and  perhaps  was  so 
written  by  some  new  vicar  who  had  charge  of 
the  parish  books. 

Joseph  Hills  married  Rose  Clark,  at  Great 
Burstead,  July  22,  1624.  They  removed  with 
several  children  to  Maldon,  Essex,  where 
John,  Steven  and  Sarah  were  born.  In  1638 
he  became  a  stockholder  or  "undertaker"  in 
the  ship  "Susan  and  Ellen,"  in  which  he  sailed 
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with  his  family  for  Boston,  arriving  there 
July  17,  1638.  He  settled  at  Charlestown, 
Massachusetts,  and  in  1644  he  was  made  a 
selectman  there,  in  1646  was  in  the  general 
court  and  in  the  next  year  was  elected  speaker. 
He  lived  on  the  Mystic  side  of  Charlestown, 
in  the  oart  that  became  Maiden,  which  was 
named  from  Mr.  Hills'  old  home  in  England. 
He  served  as  captain  of  the  trainband,  repre- 
sented Maiden  first  in  the  general  court,  and 
served  continuously  in  that  position  until  1664, 
when  he  removed  to  Newburv.  It  is  of  inter- 
est  to  note  that  John  Waite,  who  succeeded 
him,  was  representative  for  nineteen  years  and 
that  he  was  his  son-in-law.  In  1645  he  was  of 
a  committee  to  set  out  lots  to  the  settlers  of 
the  Nashaway  plantation.  In  1650  he  was  on 
the  committee  headed  by  the  governor  to 
draw  up  instructions  for  the  Massachusetts 
delegates  to  a  gathering  where  commissioners 
of  all  the  colonies  were  to  meet.  In  1654, 
with  Captains  Hawthorne  and  Johnson  and 
the  treasurer  of  the  colon v,  he  served  on  a 
committee  to  frame  a  reply  to  the  home  gov- 
ernment which  had  demanded  an  explanation 
for  certain  acts.  He  was  an  auditor  of  treas- 
ury accounts  in  1650,  1653  and  1661.  One  of 
his  most  important  public  services  was  on  the 
committee  to  codify  the  laws  of  the  colony  in 
1648  and  later.  He  made  this  first  code  in  his 
own  handwriting  and  supervised  the  printing. 
In  j)art  payment  for  this  work  he  received  a 
p^rant  of  five  hundred  acres  of  land  on  the 
Nashua  river  in  Xew  Hampshire  and  remis- 
sion of  taxes  in  his  old  age. 

Hi^  wife  Rose,  whom  he  married  in  Eng- 
land l)ef()re  he  came  to  America,  died  in  Mai- 
den iMarch  24,  1650.  He  married  second. 
Jiii'.e  24,  1651.  Hannah  Smith,  widow  of  Ed- 
ward Mellows,  and  who  died  about  1655.  His 
tliird  marriage,  in  January,  1656,  to  Helen 
\  Rllina  or  Eleanor)  Atkinson,  daughter  of 
Ilni.^:i  Atkinson  of  Kendall,  Westmoreland, 
I'ni^land.  was  attended  with  some  unusual  cir- 
cunistr^nces.  In  those  days  clergymen  were 
rot  allowed  to  solemnize  marriages,  the  cere- 
!ii(>nv  always  being  performed  by  magistrates, 
hi  16^1  Governor  l>ellingham  raised  a  storm 
of  controversy  in  the  colony  by  acting  as  mag- 
istrate at  his  own  marriage.  He  married 
himself  to  pretty  Penelope  Pelham.  Public 
o])inion  was  divided.  Some  sided  with  the 
rovtrnor  in  his  curious  interpretation  of  the 
law.  but  more  did  not.  When  the  governor 
was  called  u])on  to  come  down  from  the  bench 
and  plead  to  a  complaint  against  him  for  what 
his  opponents  charged  as  an  illegal  act,  he  re- 


fused, and  it  was  left  for  Joseph  Hills  some 
years  later  to  put  the  law  to  a  real  test  He 
married  himself  to  Miss  Atkinson,  acting  both 
as  magistrate  and  bridegroom,  and  was  called 
to  account  by  the  authorities.  He  "was  admon- 
ished for  marrying  himself  contrary  to  the  law 
of  this  colony,  page  38  in  the  old  Booke,"  and, 
in  the  language  of  the  general  court,  "he  free- 
ly acknowledged  his  offence  therein  and  his 
misunderstanding  the  grounds  whereon  be 
went  which  he  now  confesseth  to  be  unwar- 
rantable— and  was  admonished  by  the  G)urt** 
His  third  wife  died  January  6,  1663,  ^'^'^  ^^ 
married,  March  8,  1665,  at  Newbury,  Massa- 
chusetts, Anne  Lunt,  widow  of  Henry  Lunt, 
and  lived  at  her  house  in  Newbury  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  She  was  born  about 
1621,  probably  in  England.  His  note  book 
containing  business  memoranda  from  1627  to 
nearly  the  end  of  his  life,  is  in  the  possession 
of  the  New  England  Historic-Genealogic  So- 
ciety. He  became  totally  blind  in  1678.  He 
died  at  Newbury,  February  5,  1688,  aged 
about  eighty-six  years.  He  was  the  father  of 
fifteen  children:  i.

.Albert  Smith  Hills  and  his  son,  Albert  Per- 
kins Hills,  afford  a  notable  illustration  of  the 
patriotic  devotion  and  unflinching  courage  of 
the  men  of  their  day.  In  1861,  the  first  year 
of  the  civil  war,  the  son.  then  just  beginning 
his  fifteenth  year,  enlisted  as  a  drummer  in 
Company  I.  Twenty-third  Regiment  Massa- 
chusetts   \'olunteer    Infantry,     Ca])tain    John 


Hobbs.  His  parents  were  much  opposed  to 
this  step,  on  account  of  his  youth,  but  he  was 
not  to  be  dissuaded.  The  elder  Hills  at  once 
enlisted  in  the  same  company  and  regiment 
and  father  and  son  completed  a  three  years 
term  of  service^side  by  side — comrades  in  hat- 
tie,  and  partakers  of  the  weary  march  and  the 
long  night  watches — the  mother  meantime  con- 
ducting the  business  which  her  husband  had 
laid  aside.  With  their  regiment  the  two, 
father  and  son,  bore  a  .soldierly  part  in  all  the 
operations  of  General  Burnside's  army  in 
Xorth  Carolina,  including  the  battle  and  cap- 
ture of  Roanoke  Island,  February  8,  1862;

Robert   I.ord,   immigrant   ancestor 
LORD     of  this  branch  of  the  Lord  family 

in   America,  born   in   England,  in 
1^)03,  appears  to  have  been  the  son  of  widow 
Catherine  Lord,  who  was  residing  in  Ipswich. 
Massachusetts,  in  1637,  and  was  a  commoner 
in    1641.      Robert    Lord    took   the    freeman's 
oath  at  IJoston,  March  3,  1636.     His  houselot 
on  High  street  was  granted  to  him  Febman- 
19,   1637,  and   in    1639  he  had  a  houselot  on 
High  street,  which  property  yet  remains  a  pos- 
session of  his  descendants.     He  was  one  of 
Denison's  subscribers  in  1648;  had  a  share  in 
Plum  island,   1664:  and  was  a  voter  in  town 
affairs  in  1679.     In  1645  he  was  on  a  commit- 
tee, with  Richard  Saltonstall  and  others,  em- 
powered to  grant  houselots  to  settlers.   He  was 
representative  in  1638;  selectman  in  1 661.  and 
many  years  afterward  :  appointed  "searcher  of 
coin"  for  the  town  of  Ipswich,  1654.     He  was 
long  town  clerk  and  also  clerk  of  the  court 
until  his  (kcease,  the  latter  office  including  the 
duties  now  |)er  formed  by  the  clerk  of  probate 
and  register  of  deeds.     He  served  more  than 
twenty  years  in  the  Indian  wars,  and  became 
so  inured   to  camp  life  and  exposure  that  he 
could  never  afterwards  sleep  upon  a   feather 
bed.

(\')  Ebenezer  Lord,  eldest  son  of  Captain 
Ebenezer  Lord,  was  born  in  Ipswich,  about 
1790,  and  inherited  from  his  father  a  part  of 
the  estate,  which  long  remained  in  the  family. 

(\'ll  Ezra  W.  Ixjrd,  son  of  Ebenezer 
I-ord.  was  born  in  Ipswich,  about  1823.  and 
died  Ihere  in  1880.  He  was  a  ship  carpenter 
by  trade,  and  a  member  of  John  T.  Heard 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.  He  married  Lydia  Ann 
I^akeman,  and  had  two  children — George 
Henry  and  Walter  Ezra  Lord. 

(VI I)  Walter  Ezra  Lord,  son  of  Ezra  W. 
and  Lydia  Ann  (Lakenian)  Lord,  was  born 
in  Massachusetts,  January  22,  1856,  He  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  that  town,  and  graduated  from  the  high 
school  with  the  class  of  1871.  .'\fter  leaving 
school  he  secured  a  clerkship  in  a  clothing 
store  in  Ipswich,  remained  there  until  1875, 
then  became  clerk  in  a  large  wholesale  clothing 
house  in  Boston  and  remained  there  until 
1880.  In  1880  Mr.  Lord  establi.shed  himself 
in  a  general  dry  goods  business  in  Ipswich, 
and  for  nearly  thirty  years  has  been  promi- 
tiently  identified  with  the  mercantile  life  of 
that  town.  .And  besides  his  business  interests, 
which  have  gradually  increased  to  meet  the 
demands  of  a  growing  trade,  he  has  taken  a 
commendable  part  in  public  affairs,  and  is  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  substantial  men  of  that 
town.  For  four  years,  from  1890  to  1892, 
both  inclusive,  and  again  in  1897,  he  was  a 
member  of  the  board  of  selectmen.  In  1894, 
on  the  construction  of  the  water  supply  sys- 
tem of  Ipswich  village,  he  was  elected  member 
of  the  board  of  water  commissioners  and 
served  there  eight  years.  In  1895  he  was 
cho.sen  representative  of  Ipswich  in  the  lower 
house  of  the  general  court.  Mr.  Lord  is  a 
Mason,  member  of  John  T.  Heard  Lodge. 
F.  and  A.  M..  .A.mity  Chapter.  R.  A.  M.,  and 
St.  George  Commandery.  K.  T.  He  also  is  a 
member  of  the  Improved  Order  of  Red  Men. 
He  married  first,  in  1882.  Kate  L.  Lord,  of 
Ipswich,  daughter  of  Loomis  Lord.  She  died 
in  1889.  and  he  married  second,  in  1895, 
Mabel,  daughter  of  Edward  W.  and  Lucy  Rus- 
sell.

BERRY  treated  in  this  place  begins  with 
Joseph  Berry  (i),  who  settled 
in  Framingham,  Massachusetts,  and  married 
there,  January  27.  1719-20,  Thankful  Shears 
(sometimes  written  Sheers),  daughter  of  John 
Shears,  of  Framingham. 

John  Shears  was  born  in  W'rentham,  Mass- 
achusetts, 1666,  and  settled  in  Framingham, 
where  he  had  a  farm  on  Doeskin  hill,  and  was 
living  there  in  1693.  In  1724  he  was  one  of 
the  town  officers.  He  married,  April  9,  1688, 
Alice  Mitchelson,  of  Cambridge,  Massachu- 
setts :  children  :  Thomas  Shears,  born  January 
9.  1708;  Thankful  Shears,  married,  January 
17,  1719-20,  Joseph  Berry.  John  Shears  was 
a  son  of  Samuel  Shears,  born  in  England, 
1627,  and  probably  came  to  New  England 
with  his  father  and  settled  in  Dcdham.

ham,  originally  part  of  Dedham.  He  died  in 
1691,  aged  sixty- four  years.

child  of  Joseph  and  Thankful  (Shears)  Berry, 
born  in  Framingham,  Massachusetts,  April  14, 
1733,  died  in  Oakham,  Massachusetts,  1800. 
He  lived  some  time  in  Framingham,  and  his 
home  was  near  that  of  Ezekiel  Howe,  with 
whom  he  went  into  the  Concord  fight.  He 
gave  good  service  as  a  soldier  in  the  revolu- 
tion, and  lost  an  arm  in  battle.  He  married, 
February  14,  1760,  Anna  Knight,  and  by  her 
had  children,  born  in  Sudbury,  as  shown  by 
the  records  of  that  town :  Rebecca,  born  May 
II,  1 761,  and  Anna.

(  \' )  John  Wisner  Berry,  son  of  John  Berry 
(4).  was  a  lifelong  resident  of  Lynn,  Massa- 
chusetts, a  lawyer  by  profession,  and  city  mag- 
istrate by  gubernatorial  appointment,  having 
the  sincere  approval  of  all  his  fellow  citizens, 
was  horn  in  Lynn,  September  2^.  1839,  and 
(lied  in  that  city,  January  28,  ic>07,  having 
served  in  a  judicial  capacity  nearly  twenty- 
eight  years.  As  a  boy  he  was  given  only  lim- 
ited educational  advantages  in  the  public 
schools  of  Lynn,  leaving  school  about  ten  years 
of  age.  he  went  to  work  in  a  shoe  shop  and 
learned   the   trade  of   sewing   shoes,   devoting 
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re  hours  to  the  study  of  law  under 
er  guidance  of  one  who  admired  the 
lable  determination  of  the  young  man 
imbition  to  enter  that  profession.

tion to  any  personage  of  state  or  national  im- 
portance, no  political  rally  in  the  interests  of 
Republican  candidates,  have  been  complete 
without  the  presence  of  Judge  Berry. 
Throughout  his  long  life  his  patriotic  prin- 
ciples were  among  his  dotninant  characteris- 
tics, and  on  frequent  occasions,  such  as  flag 
raisings  or  other  events  of  a  patriotic  nature, 
he  was  generally  one  of  the  prominent  speak- 
ers. As  an  after  dinner  speaker  he  was  seen 
at  his  best,  and  his  ready  wit  evoked  hearty 
laughter  on  numerous  occasions.  "Come  up 
to  see  me  before  you  are  brought  up,"  was  an 
invitation  frequently  extended  by  him  and  al- 
ways greeted  with  rounds  of  hearty  laughter. 
At  the  dinners  of  the  Essex  Bar  Association 
he  was  one  ot  the  most  sought  for  speakers, 
and  he  never  missed  an  opportunity  to  in- 
dulge in  kindly  comedy  at  the  expense  ot  fel- 
low members.  Justices  of  the  United  States 
sui)reme  court,  of  the  Massachusetts  supreme 
and  superior  courts  and  of  tribunals  in  other 
states,  have  enjoyed  his  humorous  speeches, 
as  well  as  thousands  of  persons  in  Massachu- 
setts who  have  attended  functions  where  he 
has  been  among  the  speakers.  Quick  at  re- 
partee, he  was  always  alert  to  grasp  a  joke 
and  his  reply  was  generally  so  well  directed 
that  he  was  able  to  hush  his  adversaries. 

Judge  Berry  early  in  life  recognized  the  in- 
justice of  withholdmg  from  women  the  right 
of  the  ballot,  and  he  never  lost  an  opportunity 
of  stating  his  convictions  on  this  question, 
either  in  private  conversation  or  on  the  public 
platform.  In  his  own  family  equality  in  all 
relations  was  firmly  and  justly  exercised. 

On  account  of  an  unfortunate  accident  in 
his  youth  to  his  ankle  when  at  play.  Judge 
Berry  suffered  an  injury  which  necessitated 
amputation  of  his  foot,  and  from  that  time  he 
was  compelled  to  depend  upon  an  artificial 
limb.  By  all  who  met  him  he  was  held  in  ad- 
miration. Favored  with  a  large  circle  of  ac- 
quaintances and  numbering  among  his  friends 
almost  every  member  of  the  Essex  bar  and 
many  legal  lights  practicing  in  Massachusetts, 
he  became  widely  known,  and  because  of  his 
common  sense  ideas  his  judgment  was  re- 
spected and  his  opinions  received  with  consid- 
eration. To  the  newspaper  men  who  attended 
the  morning  sessions  of  the  police  court.  Judge 
Berry  was  a  firm  friend.  Their  simplest  re- 
quest was  always  granted,  and  whenever  he 
could  be  of  assistance  to  them  in  furnishing 
topics  of  public  interest,  he  always  did  it 
courteously  and  impartially.  A  man  possess- 
ed of  a  keen  perception  of  human  nature  and 
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a  court  official  who  was  particularly  cognizant 
of  the  many  pitfalls  which  obstruct  the  paths 
of  men.  Judge  Berry  during  his  long  connec- 
tion with  the  Lynn  police  court  very  rarely 
allowed  to  pass  unnoticed  an  opportunity  to 
address  a  kindly  word  or  a  valuable  sugges- 
tion to  the  unfortunates  who  pleaded  with  him 
for  mercy.  Many  a  man  who  chanced  to  com- 
mit some  overt  act  which  had  brought  him 
into  difficulty  with  the  police  officers  has 
thanked  Judge  Berry  for  sending  him  forth 
from  the  court  room  a  free  man,  determined 
to  forget  his  old  associates  and  to  begin  life 
anew,  inspired  by  the  timely  advice  voluntarily 
offered  from  the  bench.  "Give  every  man  a 
chance  to  show  what  good  there  is  in  him," 
was  an  axiom  which  Judge  Berry  consistently 
followed,  and  while  some  of  his  decisions  did 
not  receive  the  approval  of  the  prosecuting 
officers  at  the  time  they  were  announced,  as 
months  passed  by  and  the  habits  of  the  men 
who  had  faced  the  court  were  watched,  aC 
change  for  the  better  being  clearly  evidenced, 
which  had  been  induced  wholly  by  the  tender 
words  of  the  justice,  they  recognized  the  wis- 
dom of  Judge  Berry's  decision.  **A  man  is 
innocent  until  he  is  proven  guilty"  was  another 
axiom  which  was  demonstrated  in  Judge 
Berry's  court  career,  and  no  man  who  had 
been  accused  falsely  was  s^nt  to  a  penal  insti- 
tution or  ordered  to  pay  a  monetary  fine. 
Whenever  the  least  doubt  existed  in  favor  of 
the  defendant  in  anv  action,  that  man  or 
woman  always  received  the  full  benefit  of  the 
doubt.  In  many  cases  he  counselled  for  peace 
and  an  amicable  settlement  when  reached,  and 
no  publicity  was  attained,  but  when  the  pat- 
ience of  the  judge  had  been  exhausted  by  the 
men  with  whom  he  had  dealt  leniently,  while 
he  believed  there  existed  a  chance  for  refor- 
mation, then  it  was  that  his  character  asserted 
itself  and  stern  justice  was  administered  to 
those  who  had  violated  the  trust  which  had 
been   reposed    in    them. 

Endowed  with  a  rare  sense  of  humor,  quick 
to  perceive  an  amusing  situation  and  eager  to 
deliver  himself  to  some  mirth-provoking  re- 
mark. Judge  Berry's  ready  wit  often  relieved 
the  monotony  of  a  dull  session  of  his  court. 
His  utterances,  however,  were  never  offen- 
sive and  the  object  of  the  attack  generally  en- 
joyed the  experience  as  much  as  the  daily  at- 
tendaTits  at  court.  Whenever  any  occasion 
arose  which  ])ermitted  indulgence  in  levity, 
the  occupant  of  the  bench  was  one  of  the 
first  to  grasp  the  situation  and  at  those  times 
his  excellence  at  repartee  asserted  itself.  When 


considering  evidence  which  was  offered  before 
him,  he  never  announced  his  decision  without 
calling  upon  his  apparently  inexhaustible  sup- 
ply of  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  com- 
mon horse  sense,  a  quality  which  is  lacking  in 
so  many  people.  Never  did  law  technicalities 
over  weigh  the  sound  judgment  of  the  man, 
and  if  a  question  was  raised  as  to  the  right 
procedure  in  the  matter  of  sentence  of  some 
offender,  nothing  was  permitted  to  deter  the 
judge  from  dealing  fairly  and  honorably  with 
the  defendant.  A  prisoner  always  was  ac- 
corded impartial  treatment  in  his  court,  and 
if  any  police  officer  or  prosecuting  attorney 
appeared  to  overstep  the  truth  and  attempt  to 
darken  the  chances  of  the  defendant,  that  per- 
son received  prompt  and  justifiable  condem- 
nation from  the  court.  He  never  took  oc- 
casion to  rebuke  witnesses  privately,  but  his 
acts  were  done  in  open  court  and  his  language 
was  so  chosen  that  there  was  no  opportunity 
for  incorrectly  grasping  the  meaning  of  his 
words. 

On  the  morning  after  Judge  Berry's  death. 
Associate  Justice  Henry  T.  Lummus,  assum- 
ing the  bench  in  the  police  court,  made  an 
official  announcement  of  the  death  of  his  pre- 
decessor in  the  following  words:  "It  is  with 
regret  that  I  make  the  aimouncement  of  the 
death  this  morning  of  John  W.  Berry,  justice 
of  this  court,  and  were  it  possible,  as  a  mark 
of  respect  to  the  deceased,  T  would  order  a 
suspension  of  all  criminal  business  before  this 
court.  The  criminal  business  must,  however, 
be  heard,  but  as  a  mark  of  respect  no  civil 
cases  scheduled  to  be  heard  today  will  be  called 
and  the  civil  session  of  the  court  is  sus- 
pended." 

On  July  9,  1884,  Judge  Berry  married  Sus- 
anna, daughter  of  Oliver  S.  and  Man- 
(Heath)  \Vetherell.  of  Monroe,  New  Hamp- 
shire, born  at  Mclndoes  Falls,  V^ermont.  No- 
vember 8.  1855,  and  for  many  years  a  teacher 
in  the  Lynn  public  schools.  She  is  a  woman 
of  rare  culture,  who  has  taken  an  active  inter- 
est in  educational  matters,  being  one  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Wrentham  State  School. 


Tucker  is  an  old  English  occu- 
lt L'C'Kl^R     pative     surname,     and     means 

weaver.  The  ancient  Tucker 
families  of  Xew  England  are  fn^m  several 
ancestors  not  known  to  have  been  related  to 
each  other.  This  family  was  early  ])lanted  in 
Massachusetts  and  Xew  Hampshire. 

( I )    Morris  Tucker,  whose  christian   name 
in  ancient   records   is  often   written    Maurice, 
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of  Salisbury,  Massachusetts,  and  Tiverton, 
Rhode  Island,  is  on  record  as  a  cooper.  He 
was  a  householder  in  Salisbury  in  1659,  took 
the  oath  of  allegiance  and  fidelity  there  in 
1677,  and  became  a  freeman  in  1690.  He  and 
his  wife  signed  the  Bradbury  petition  in  1692. 
He  was  of  Salisbury  in  1694,  and  of  Tiver- 
ton in  February,  1700.  He  probably  moved 
to  the  latter  town  in  1699,  as  he  deeded  his 
real  property  there  to  Samuel  Joy  on  Febru- 
ary 3,  that  year.  May  7,  1694,  he  deeded  ten 
acres  to  his  son  James  for  ten  pounds.  He 
married  first,  October  14,  1661,  Elizabeth 
Stevens,  born  in  Salisbury  February  4,  1642. 
died  October  16,  1662,  daughter  of  Sergeant 
John  and  Katherine  Stevens.  He  married 
second,  1663,  Elizabeth  Gill,  born  January  8, 
1646,  daughter  of  John  Gill.  The  only  child 
by  his  first  wife  was  Henoni.  Those  bv  the 
second  wife  were  John.  Mary,  James.  Sarah, 
Joseph,  Jabez.  Elizabeth  and  Morris. 

(H)  Joseph,  third -son  and  fifth  child  of 
Morris  and  Elizabeth  (Gill)  Tucker,  was  born 
in  Salisbury,  February  20,  1672,  and  died  June 
30,  1743.  November  27,  1735,  he  gave  his 
son  Moses,  of  Kingston,  his  homestead,  which 
was  on  the  road  from  '*the  mills"  to  Hamp- 
ton, in  consideration  of  maintenance.  This 
was  deeded  back  by  Moses  on  July  13,  1738, 
and  same  date  the  father  deeded  the  home- 
stead to  his  son  James  for  three  hundred  dol- 
lars in  province  bills  of  credit.  This  deed 
also  included  other  land.  In  1729  the  father 
deeded  to  James  forty  acres  on  which  the  latter 
then  lived.  He  married,  1695,  (published  Oc- 
tober 14),  Phebe  Page,  born  November  17, 
1674,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Martha  (Dow) 
Page,  of  Haverhill.  She  died  December  29, 
1736.  A  Phebe  Tucker  was  admitted  to  the 
Salisbury  church  June  18.  1718.  Children: 
James,  Samuel,  Joseph,  Moses,  Ebenezer  and 
Phebe. 

(III)  James,  eldest  child  of  Joseph  and 
Phebe  (Page)  Tucker,  was  born  in  Salisbury, 
April  25.  1697,  died  July  7,  1769,  in  his  sev- 
enty-third year,  and  was  buried  in  South  Plain 
cemetery.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  ex- 
ceeded five  hundred  pounds.  He  married, 
June  15,  1 72 1,  Hannah  True,  born  in  Salis- 
bury. August  28,  1698,  daughter  of  Deacon 
William  and  Eleanor  (Stevens)  True.  She 
died  July  18,  1773.  Their  children  were 
Henry,  Elizabeth,  Jabez,  Martha,  James, 
Eleanor,  Ebenezer  and  Henry. 

(IV)  Ebenezer  Tucker,  seventh  child  of 
James  and  Hannah  (True)  Tucker,  was  born 
on  the  Tucker  homestead,  in  Salisbury,  June 


18,  1737,  and  spent  his  entire  life  in  that  town. 
He  died  August  14,  1814.  His  will,  dated 
April  15,  1 814.  with  that  of  his  father,  is  now 
in  possession  of  his  grandson,  James  Tucker. 
He  married  first,  December  5,  1758,  Mary 
Adams;  second,  December  6,  181 1,  Hope  Pre- 
sent, of  Kensing,  New  Hampshire.  His  chil- 
dren, all  of  his  first  marriage,  were:  i. 
Sarah,  born  October  6,  1759.  2.  William, 
born  December  26,  1760.  3.  Stephen,  born 
January  12.  1763,  died  previous  to  1814,  leav- 
ing a  son  John.  4.  Betty,  born  May  4,  1765, 
married  William  True.  5.  Samuel  Adams, 
born  May  11,  1767.  6.  Ebenezer,  born  Janu- 
ary 8.  1769.  7.  James,  born  August  21,  1771. 
8.  Hannah,  born  September  23,  1773;  never 
married.  9.  Mary,  born  October  9,  1775; 
married  Moses  Gill,  died  November  23,  1821. 
10.  Martha,  born  November  2,  1779;  married 
Samuel  Huntoon.  11.  Benjamin,  born  Feb- 
ruary 29,  1780,  died  July  23.  1801. 

(  \' )  James  Tucker,  seventh  child  and  fifth 
son  of  Ebenezer  and  Hannah  (True)  Tucker, 
was  born  in  Salisbury,  August  21,  1771,  and 
died  June  16.  1842,  aged  seventy-one  years. 
He  succeeded  to  the  ownership  of  the  ances- 
tral homestead,  which  had  been  in  the  Tucker 
family  since  1690,  and  followed  agriculture, 
the  calling  of  his  ancestors,  throughout  his 
life.  He  married,  April  24,  1803,  Nancy  Fi- 
field,  born  in  Hampton  Falls,  New  Hampshire, 
October  9,  1783,  daughter  of  George  and 
Mary  (Marston)  Fifield.  of  Hampton  Falls. 
She  died  April  20.  1852,  aged  sixty-nine  years. 
Twelve  children  were  born  of  this  marriage, 
two  of  whom  died  young  and  ten  grew  to 
maturity:  1.  Benjamin,  married  Betsey  Q. 
Gale.  2.  Mary  A.,  married  Asa  F.  Kimball. 
3.  Ebenezer,  married  Ethelinda  Wadleigh.  4. 
Nancy,  married  Hiram  Collins.  5.  Clarissa, 
married  Charles  Morrill.  6.  Ruamy  Dodge, 
married  John  C.  Jewell.  7.  Sally  Brown, 
married  Enoch  Morrill.  8-9.  Lavonia  and 
Sophronia,  twins;  Lavonia  married  Benjamin 
S.  Blake,  and  Sophronia  married  Moses  Mor- 
rill.    10.  James. 

(VI)  Ebenezer  Tucker,  second  son  and 
third  child  of  James  and  Nancy  (Fifield) 
Tucker,  was  born  in  Salisbury,  in  1821.  He 
engaged  in  various  business  occupations,  was 
a  farmer  at  qne  time,  later  overseer  or  super- 
intendent in  the  Salisbury  mills,  now  known  as 
the  Hamilton  mills,  and  while  there  his  health 
failed  and  on  that  account  he  left  and  spent 
the  next  two  years  in  Livermore.  Maine.  Re- 
turning at  length  to  Salisbury  he  engaged  in 
the  grocery  and  spice  business  several  years,

and  then  became  proprietor  of  a  line  of  pas- 
senger and  mail  stages  between  Newburyport, 
Amesbury  and  Exeter.  Later  on,  after  the 
prosperous  era  of  the  mail  and  passenger 
coaches  had  been  superseded  by  steam  rail- 
roads, Mr.  Tucker's  flourishing  business  was 
threatened  with  ruin,  but  he  easily  turned  his 
equipment  to  other  uses,  and  became  station 
agent  at  Amesbury  for  the  eastern  branch  of 
the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  which  position 
he  filled  for  the  last  thirty  years  of  his  life. 
During  that  period  he  was  personally  identi- 
fied with  public  affairs  in  x\mesbury,  holding 
several  important  town  offices  such  as  select- 
man, assessor  and  overseer  of  the  poor.  He 
was  an  earnest  and  consistent  member  and  one 
of  the  deacons  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Amesburv,  and  also  took  a  commendable  inter- 
est  in  missionary  work.  His  youngest  son  was 
named  in  allusion  to  Mr.  Symonds,  a  noted 
missionary  laborer  of  that  time.  When  a  boy 
Mr.  Tucker  had  few  opportunities  for  gaining 
a  good  education,  but  he  always  was  a  close, 
careful  reader  and  came  to  be  recognized  as 
a  well-informed  man.  He  was  considerably 
interested  in  military  affairs  and  at  one  time 
was  lieutenant  of  militia.  He  married  Ethel- 
inda  Wadleigh ;  children:  i.  daughter,  died 
in  extreme  infancy.  2.  Mary  Wadleigh,  mar- 
ried William  D.  True.  3.  George  James,  a 
soldier  of  the  40th  Massachusetts  Volunteer 
Infantry,  who  was  on  guard  duty  at  Indian- 
apolis, Indiana,  at  a  j)rison  f<)r  captured  Con- 
federate" soldiers.  4.  William  Emerson;  see 
forward.  5.  Charles,  a  soldier  of  the  civil  war. 
now  (lead.  6.  lames  Munroe  Svmonds,  named 
for  a  noted  missionarv  for  whom  his  father 
had  a  warm  admiration. 

(\'1I)  Dr.  William  P2nierson  Tucker  of  Ij)s- 
wich.  son  of  Ebenezcr  and  Ethelinda  (Wad- 
leigh) Tucker,  was  born  in  Salisbury,  March 
7,  1849.  ^"^l  acquired  his  earlier  education  in 
public  schools.  He  was  educated  for  the  pro- 
fession of  medicine  at  Harvard  Medical  Col- 
lege where  he  was  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1872;  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  New  York  (now  the  medical  department  of 
Columbia  University)  ;  and  the  Long  Island 
Hospital  Medical  College,  Brooklyn,  New 
\\)rk,  where  he  graduated  M.  D.  in  1870.  In 
the  same  year  he  began  general  practice  in  Ij)s- 
wich,  where  he  still  lives,  and  where  in  connec- 
tion with  ])rofessional  pursuits  he  has  for  near- 
ly forty  years  been  a  ])rominent  figure  in  the 
social  and  civil  history  of  the  town.  Dr. 
Tucker  is  a  successful  physician  and  surgeon, 
and  early  built  up  and  has  ever  maintained  an 


extensive   practice.      He    has    filled    various 
offices  and  was  for  several  years  medical  ex- 
aminer for  the  district  which  includes  Ipswich, 
member  of  the  Ipswich  school  committee,  serv- 
ing several  years  in  the  latter  capacity;  and 
for  the  past  twenty-one  years  has  been  physi- 
cian to  the  House  of  Correction.     He  h  a 
member  of  the  American  Medical  Association, 
the    Massachusetts    Medical    Society,    Essex- 
County   Medical    Society,    and    the    Medico- 
Legal  Society.    He  also  is  a  member  of  John 
T.  Heard  Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M.,  and  of  Aga- 
wam  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F. 

On  January  21,  1899,  Dr.  Tucker  married 
Anna  Susan,  daughter  of  Dean  Briggs  and 
Ellen  Elizabeth  (Rogers)  Tupper,  the  former 
a  native  of  Claremont,  New  Hampshire,  and 
the  latter  of  Stockbridge,  Vermont.  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Tucker  have  two  children:  William 
Emerson,  Jr.,  born  September  4,  1900;  and 
Ethelinda  Tucker,  born  September  27,  1901. 


The  relationship  between 
EMERSON  Thomas  Emerson,  the  immi- 
grant ancester  of  the  Ipswidi 
family,  to  which  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson  be- 
longs, and  Michael  Emerson,  mentioned  be- 
low, has  not  been  established,  but  there  is  no 
reasonable  doubt  that  some  relationship  exist- 
ed. Thomas  was  born  in  Bishop^s  Stortford, 
England,  county  Essex,  July  26,  1584,  son  of 
Robert  Emerson  of  Dunmow,  county  Essex, 
and  grandson  of  Thomas  Emerson,  of  Great 
Dunmow.  born  before  1540. 

The  first  to  use  the  name  Emerson  in  Eng- 
land was  Johannes  Emeryson,  of  Brancepeth 
])arisli,  county  Durham,  who  was  born  before 
1300.     It  is  thought  that  the  English  Emer- 
son s  are  all  descended  from  him,  though  the 
lines  cannot  be  traced,  for  want  of  complete 
records.    The  will  of  Alexander  Emerson,  of 
Sereby.  Lincolnshire,  England,  yeoman,  dated 
A])ril  10,  i()04.  proved  February  10,  1605,  ^'^^ 
that  of  a  relative  of  both  Michael  and  Thomas 
Emerson  in  all  probability,  and  it  is  likely  that 
Michael  given  below  was  his  grandson.     He 
bequeathed   to  a   son    Michael    Emerson    his 
homestead  and  other  lands ;  to  son  Robert ;  to 
son  Thomas  lands  in   Howsam  and  Cadvev: 
t(^  his  wife   houses  at  (ilamford   P>rigges;  to 
(laughters   of   his   son    (ieorge;   to   son   John. 
These  names  have  survived   in  both  lines  of 
the  American  family.     Then  the  will  was  wit- 
nessed  by    Michael    and     Thomas     Emerson, 
doubtless  near  relatives  of  the  testator.    (See 
X.  E.   Reg.   1896,  |).   527;  also  'The  EngHsh 
Emerson;"   also   "Emerson   (ienealogy").      It 
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should  be  said  that  the  Haverhill  Emersons 
are  not  all  descended  from  Michael.  Robert 
Emerson,  presumably  his  brother,  married  at 
Haverhill,  in  1660,  Ann  Grant;  died  1694; 
will  dated  May  3,  1694,  bequeathing  to  chil- 
dren Thomas,  Ephraim,  Stephen,  Benjamin, 
Joseph,  Elizabeth,  Lydia ;  his  son  Thomas,  his 
wife  and  two  children,  were  killed  by  the  In- 
dians in  1697,  at  Haverhill ;  his  son  Benjamin 
died  in  1733.  leaving  wife  Sarah  and  children 
Robert.  Benjamin,  Charles,  Sarah  and  Susanna ; 
Robert's  wife  Ann  died  in  17 19,  when  Benja- 
min was  the  only  son  surviving,  though  Lydia 
and  Elizabeth,  her  daughters,  were  living. 
Robert  had  many  descendants  in  Haverhill. 
(I)  Michael  Emerson,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  born  in  England,  about  1630,  probably  in 
Lincolnshire,  as  indicated  in  tne  will  of 
Michael  Emerson  cited  above.  He  came  to 
Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  in  1656,  and  in 
1 66 1  had  a  meadow  lot  granted  to  him.  He 
was  called  a  cordwainer  in  various  deeds,  and 
doubtless  followed  this  trade  some  of  the  time. 
In  1665  he  was  chosen  '*to  view  and  seal  all 
leather"  in  town.  That  was  the  first  election 
of  a  sealer  of  leather  in  Haverhill,  and  for 
many  years  thereafter  he  was  re-elected  at 
each  annual  meeting.  His  farm  was  on  the 
present  site  of  the  railroad  station  on  the  east 
side  of  Little  River.  Michael  Emerson  of 
Haverhill,  cordwainer,  deeded  to  sons  Jona- 
than and  Joshua  of  Haverhill,  his  homestead, 
including  land  bought  of  Thomas  Davis  and 
Peter  Green  **bounded  ypon  ye  highway  that 
goeth  over  ye  west  Bridge  and  rangeth  from 
ye  little  river  upon  ye  highway  on  ye  north 
side  of  ye  old  way  yt  went  downe  to  ye  Bridge 
and  soe  rangeth  from  thence  as  ye  fence 
standeth  to  a  small  black  oake  tree  next  to  ye 
highway  that  goeth  betwen  this  said  land  and 
land  formerly  Robert  Swan's  (?)."  In  the 
same  deed,  dated  May  21,  1699,  executed  Oc- 
tober 18.  1 7 14,  he  conveyed  to  the  same  sons 
other  parcels  therein  described.  Shortly  be- 
fore his  death,  by  deed  of  gift  dated  June  3. 
1 71 5,  and  acknowledged  November  14,  171 5, 
he  gave  fifty-four  acres  and  the  residue  of  his 
estate  to  his  grandson  Michael  (or  Micah), 
and  in  case  of  Michael's  death  before 
Michael  (whom  he  says  was  then  but  six  years 
old)  reached  his  majority,  the  property  was 
to  be  divided  among  the  surviving  children  of 
Joshua,  brothers  and  sisters  of  this  youthful 
grantee.  This  deed  was  more  like  a  will  than 
the  usual  deed,  and  was  perhaps  an  attempt  to 
adopt  the  English  custom  of  entailing  the 
estate.    His  sons  Jonathan  and  Joshua  divided 


the  property  that  he  deeded  to  them  jointly. 
The  will  of  Michael  Emerson,  dated  July  18, 
1709,  is  on  file  at  the  Salem  registry,  but  no 
record  shows  that  it  was  allowed.  The  deeds 
mentioned  seem  to  have  disposed  of  his  pro- 
perty. The  will  mentions  his  eldest  son  John, 
youngest  sons  Jonathan  and  Joshua,  son  Sam- 
uel ;  (laughters  Hannah  Dustin  and  Abigail 
Smith ;  son-in-law  How  Mathews,  Jr.,  and  his 
children  John,  Johanna  and  Mary  Mathews. 
Michael  Emerson  married,  April  i,  1657, 
Hannah,  daughter  of  John  Webster,  of  Ips- 
wich and  Newbury.  (See  Webster  sketch). 
Children,  i.  Jonathan,  was  grantee  of  Ches- 
ter, New  Hampshire ;  commanded  garrison  at 
Haverhill,  1690;  will  dated  August  7,  1736,  at 
Haverhill,  bequeathing  to  wife  Hannah,  chil- 
dren Nehemiah,  John,  Timothy,  Samuel,  who. 
settled  at  Chester,  Jonathan,  Moses,  Hannah, 
Abigail,  Ayer,  Mehibitable,  Nathaniel,  Rich- 
ard. 2.  John.  3.  Samuel,  will  dated  February 
5,  1736,  bequeathing  to  wife  Triphena  and 
children  Sarah,  Lois,  John  and  Samuel.  4. 
Joshua,  mentioned  below.  5.  Hannah,  mar- 
ried Thomas  Dustin,  and  was  the  famous 
Hannah   Dustin  who  killed  the  Indians  who 

had  captured  her.     6.  Abigail,  married 

Smith.  7.  Daughter,  married  How  Mathews, 
children  John,  Johanna  and  Mary  Mathews. 
One  account  states  that  Michael  had  fifteen 
children,  but  the  others  must  have  died  with- 
out issue,  if  this  number  is  correct. 

(H)  Joshua  Emerson,  son  of  Michael  Em- 
erson (i),  was  born  in  Haverhill,  about 
1670-5.  He  and  his  brother  Jonathan  receiv- 
ed by  deed  of  gift  the  homestead  and  real 
estate  of  the  father.  They  appointed  John 
Marsh,  Andrew  Mitchell  and  John  Whittier 
a  committee  to  partition  their  property  owned 
in  common,  and  the  partition  was  effected  by 
deed  dated  March  31,  17 16.  Joshua  bought 
land  at  Methuen,  June  17,  1730,  of  Samuel 
Clark,  and  settled  in  that  town  about  that 
time.  His  will,  dated  May  29,  1742,  proved 
July  19,  following,  bequeathed  to  wife  Mary 
and  children  Hananiel,  Joshua,  William,  Reu- 
ben, Sarah  Stevens,  Mary,  Josiah  and  Micah 
or  Michael.  Children:  i.  Michael,  born  1709. 
2.  Hananiel.  3.  Joshua,  mentioned  below.  4. 
William.      5.    Reuben,   mentioned   below.      6. 

Sarah,  married Stevens.    7.  Mary.    8. 

Josiah.  9.  Micah  or  Michael.  The  order  of 
birth  is  unknown. 

(Ill)  Joshua  Emerson,  son  of  Joshua  Em- 
erson   (2),  born  about   17 10;  married  Sarah

He  re- 
ceived his  early  education  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  town.  He  attended  the  Adel- 
phian  Academy  at  North  Hridgcwater,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  also  had  attended  the  same  in- 
stitution, which  was  moved  from  Thetford, 
Vermont,  to  l>ridge water.  In  1845  he  remov- 
ed to  the  adjacent  town  of  Methuen,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  entered  the  employ  of  the  Me- 
thuen Company.  He  occupied  positions  of 
trust  and  responsibility  in  tliat  corporation  for 
twenty  years,  including  the  positions  of  over- 
seer and  j)ay master.  In  1865  he  resigned  as 
paymaster  to  embark  in  business  in  partner- 
ship with  Moses  W.  l>owen.  under  the  firm 
name  of  P>owen  &  Emerson,  hat  manufac- 
turers. The  firm  built  the  building  on  Osgood 
street,  recently  occupied  by  the  Tremont 
\\'orsted  Conii)any.  In  1870  hie  withdrew  from 
the  firm  to  take  the  position  of  cashier  of  the 
National  liank  of  Alethuen.  succeeding  the 
late  (ieorge  Foot.  He  continued  in  this  office, 
filling  it  with  conspicuous  ability  and  faithful- 
ness until  his  last  illness,  about  a  W'eek  before 
his  death.     The  direct  cause  of  death  was  in- 


fluenza.    He  died   at  his   home   in   Methuen 
May  7,  1907.     He  was  a  Republican  in  poli- 
tics,  and   was   frequently  called   upon  to  fill 
positions  of  trust  and  honor  in  the  community. 
He  represented  his  district  in  the  general  court 
in  1863  and  1864,  during  the  trying  days  of 
civil  war,  and  in  1878  was  state  senator.    He 
was  often  chosen  moderator  of  town  meetings, 
and   for  several  years  was  a  member  of  the 
Methuen  school  committee.    When  the  Nevins 
Memorial  Library  was  presented  to  the  town, 
Mr.  Emerson  was  made  a  life  member  of  the 
board  of  trustees  and  was  treasurer  from  the 
first  to  the  time  of  his  death,  a  period  of  twen- 
ty years.     He  was  one  of  the  oldest  and  most 
prominent  members  and  staunchest  supporters 
of  the  Congregational  church,  and  had  been 
superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school  for  many 
years :  deacon  for  forty-seven  years,  and  trea- 
surer of  the  church  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Royal  Arcanum,  and 
of  the  Methuen   Club.     He  married,  in  Me- 
thuen, June   12,   1 861,  Josephine  Davis,  bom 
March  14,  1834,  daughter  of  John  and  Jose- 
phine (Breck)   Davis.

GOODHUE     Rev.  Nathaniel  Rogers  came

William  (loodhue  came 
over  and  settled  in  Ipswich,  being  then  twenty- 
four  years  old:  and  in  1638,  when  Mr.  Rogers 
was  chosen  to  assist  Rev.  John  Norton,  minis- 
ter of  the  first  church  in  Ipswich.  William 
Goodhue  was  made  deacon.  He  is  said  to 
have  been  a  man  of  learning,  and  it  is  (juite 
certain  that  he  pierformed  several  im])ortant 
offices  in  the  town,  moderator,  selectman, 
representative  to  the  general  court  and  withal 
he  was  a  man  of  piety  in  every  walk  of  life.

On  Friday,  May  19,  1780T  fell  the  famous 
"dark  day,"  and  Hannah  Choate,  then  seven- 
teen years  old,  wrote  the  following  account  of 
it :  **The  sun  rose  clear,  but  .soon  began  to 
be  lowery  with  some  showers.  Toward  nine 
o'clock,  it  seemed  to  be  breaking  away;  but 
everything  had  a  yellow  appearance.  Soon 
after  nine,  a  dark  heavy  cloud  was  seen  rising 
from  the  northwest,  which  gradually  spread 
itself  until  it  covered  the  whole  heavens, 
except  a  narrow  space  near  the  horizon. 
About  ten.  this  was  also  covered,  and  the  dark- 
ness increased  so  that  we  had  to  light  a 
candle.  All  the  folks  out  of  doors  left  their 
work  and  came  in.  Fear  and  anxietv  were 
manifest  on  every  countenance.  It  was  quite 
dark  when  we  set  our  dinner  table.  Early  in 
the  afternoon  the  darkness  began  to  abate, 
and  before  sundown  it  was  light,  but  cloudy 
with  a  yellow,  brassy  appearance.  After  sun- 
down it  grew  dark  very  fast  and  the  evening 
was  more  remarkable  than  the  day.  It  seem- 
ed like  darkness  that  might  be  felt.  Some  of 
our  family  who  tried  to  go  to  the  neighbors 
had  to  come  back.  We  sat  up  quite  late. 
kn(>wing  that  the  moon  rose  at  nine,  and 
expecting  it  would  make  some  difference  as  to 
the  darkness,  but  it  did  not  till  after  eleven 
o'clock,  when  some  glimmer  of  light  began  to 
a])|)ear  from  it."

In  the  early  history  of  the  town 
LORD  of  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  there 
was  perhaps  no  one  man  more 
closely  identified  with  the  events  of  his  time 
or  who  in  an  unassuming  way  had  more  to  do 
with  the  founding  of  the  town  than  Robert 
Lord,  the  American  ancestor  of  one  of  the 
most  numerous  and  reputable  families  of  that 
name  who  were  settled  in  New  England  dur- 
ing the  earlier  years  of  the  colonial  period  of 
its  history. 

(I)  It  is  written  in  history  that  Robert 
Lord  (i),  was  of  English  birth  and  parentage, 
and  came  to  America  probably  in  the  year 
1635,  with  his  widowed  mother  Katherine, 
and  in  that  or  the  following  year  they  sat 
down  in  the  plantation  at  Ipswich,  having 
taken  the  freeman*s  oath  in  Boston,  where  he 
landed  on  his  arrival  in  America.  In  Septem- 
ber, 1636,  he  was  appointed  clerk  of  the  Ips- 
wich courts,  and  by  virtue  of  that  office  was 
register  of  probate,  and  served  as  such  for 
forty-seven  years,  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
August  21,  1683.  He  had  a  houselot  granted 
him  in  February,  1637;  was  representative  to 
the  general  court  in  1638 ;  served  as  one  of  the 
commissioners  to  divide  the  town  lands  in 
1645;  was  one  of  the  Denison  subscribers  in 
1648;  was  selectman  in  1661,  and  for  many 
years  afterward,  and  received  a  share  of  Plum 
Island  in  1664.  In  mentioning  his  service  in 
behalf  of  the  colony  one  writer  says  that  he 
fixed  the  boundaries  of  towns  and  private 
lands,  served  one  year  as  clerk  of  the  court 
at  Norfolk  before   the   establishment  of   the 
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county  of  that  name,  was  clerk  of  the  court  in 
Salem  in  1658,  town  sealer  of  weights  and 
measures  in  1649,  and  in  1652  was  authorized 
by  the  magistrate  to  issue  all  executions  in 
civil  and  criminal  cases;  was  "searcher  of 
coins"  in  1654,  sheriflf  of  the  Ipswich  court 
until  March,  1660,  also  clerk  of  the  writs  for 
issuing  attachments,  summons  and  replevin, 
and  made  his  last  entry  on  the  record  July 
i3»  1683.  He  died  August  12  (or  21),  1683, 
being  then  in  his  eightieth  year.  In  his  will 
he  mentions  his  wnfe  Mary,  "with  whom  by 
God's  good  providence  we  have  lived  com- 
fortably together  in  married  condition  almost 
53  years."  To  her  he  gave  a  life  estate  in  all 
his  property.  She  was  Mary  Waite,  and  they 
married  in  England,  in  1630.  Surviving  him 
were  sons  Robert,    Nathaniel,    Thomas    and 

Samuel,  and  daughters  Sarah  Wilson, 

Chandler,  Susanna  Osgood,  Abigail  Foster 
and  Hannah  Grow,  wife  of  John  Grow. 

(II)  Robert  Lord,  son  of  Robert  and  Mary 
(Waite)  Lord,  was  one  of  twenty- four  of 
"the  young  generation"  who  joined  the  church 
by  taking  the  covenant  in  January,  1673,  and 
who  was  marshal  of  the  court  as  early  as 
1669.  In  1664  he  had  a  share  of  Plum  Island. 
He  died  November  11,  1696.  His  wife  was 
Hannah,  daughter  of  Robert  Day,  who  was 
a  commoner  in  Ipswich  in  1641,  subscriber  to 
Denison  in  1648,  selectman  in  1663  and  1669, 
had  a  share  in  Hog  Island  in  1664,  tything- 
man  in  1677,  and  died  in  1683.  By  wife 
Hannah,  Robert  Lord  had  sons  Robert,  born 
1657;  John;  Thomas;  Joseph,  born  January 
8,  1674;  James,  born  January  27,  1676;  Na- 
thaniel, born  April  30,  1681 ;  and  one  other 
son. 

(II)  Nathaniel  Lord,  son  of  Robert  and 
Mary  (Waite)  Lord,  born  about  1653,  died 
December  18,  1733;  married,  December  31, 
1685.  Mary  Bolles,  then  a  widow,  daughter 
of  Philip  and  Mary  Call.  Their  children: 
Nathaniel,  born  about  1687;  Philip,  March  5, 
1691 ;  Elizabeth,  November  4,  1693;  Jere- 
miah, November  10,  1696;  Samuel,  October 
28,  1700. 

The  family  treated  here  has  for  its  immed- 
iate progenitor  Asa  Lord,  who  was  a  descend- 
ant of  Robert  Lord,  of  Ipswich,  and  Mary 
Waite  his  wife,  yet  the  Ipswich  records  fail 
to  disclose  the  date  and  place  of  birth  of  Asa 
Lord,  whose  wife's  name  was  Margaret. 
There  is  no  doubt  whatever  of  the  descent  of 
Asa  from  Robert,  and  it  is  believed  that  he 
was  a  grandson  or  possibly  a  great-grandson 
of  the  immigrant.     It  is  said  that  Asa  Lord 
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was  a  mariner  and  was  lost  at  sea,  while  on  a 
voyage  to  the  West  Indies  in  1804.  Mr. 
Felt's  chronological  narrative  speaks  of  the 
drowning  of  Philip  Lord  Jr.,  Thomas  Lord 
and  Josiah  Lord,  the  latter  sons  of  Samuel 
Lord,  in  September,  1785.  in  Plum  Island 
river,  and  also,  April  25,  1808,  the  "news  that 
Robert  Lord  was  lost  at  sea.*' 

Asa  Lord,  son  of  Asa  and  Margaret  Lord, 
was  born  in  Ipswich,  September  25,  1797,  and 
died  there  in  1889,  and  this  ended  a  career 
that  extended  throughout  a  period  of  more  than 
three-score  years  and  was  crowned  with  suc- 
cess honestly  and  fairly  achieved  in  the  field 
of  earnest '  business  endeavor.  Having  been 
left  fatherless  at  the  early  age  of  seven  years, 
he  soon  found  it  necessary  to  depend  upon 
himself  for  his  own  and  his  mother's  support, 
and  at  the  age  of  nine  years  he  went  to  New- 
buryport  and  found  a  home  in  the  family  of 
William  Titcomb,  remained  with  him  seven 
years,  then  returned  to  Ipswich  and  learned 
the  trade  of  shoemaking  with  Jacob  Stanwood. 
He  worked  earnestly  and  to  good  purpose  for 
several  years,  but  in  1821  his  health  failed 
and  necessitated  a  change  of  occupation,  for 
a  time  at  least;  hence  he  made  a  trip  to  Mt. 
Desert,  and  was  away  about  four  months, 
fully  regaining  his  health.  Returning  home  he 
resumed  work  at  the  bench,  and  soon  after- 
ward put  in  a  small  stock  of  general  merchan- 
dise in  a  little  rented  store  room,  and  thus 
began  his  career  as  a  merchant.  He  began 
almost  without  means,  purchasing  his  stock 
on  credit  in  Salem,  and  attending  himself  to 
the  wants  of  customers ;  and  when  not  busy 
at  the  counter  he  was  always  at  the  bench 
making  shoes,  employing  the  hours  from  early 
morning  until  evening  in  useful  work.  In 
business  dealings  he  was  always  perfectly 
lionest,  careful  in  his  methods,  taking  only 
that  which  was  his  just  due,  and  prompt  in 
the  payment  of  hills  for  goods  purchased.  In 
the  course  of  a  few  years  his  trade  had  in- 
creased to  such  an  extent  that  he  erected  a 
new  store  building,  enlarged  his  stock,  gave 
up  shoemaking,  and  soon  became  the  princi- 
pal merchant  of  the  town,  a  prestige  which 
has  been  fully  sustained,  and  he  still  con- 
tinues,  in  association  with  his  son  Thomas  H. 
Mr.  Lord  did  not  take  an  active  part  in  town 
affairs,  did  not  seek  nor  desire  office,  yet 
always  felt  an  interest  in  what  was  taking 
place  in  political  life  in  his  town,  the  state  and 
nation.  He  was  a  Mason  and  believed  firmly 
in  the  principles  of  the  order  and  was  a  regu- 
lar attendant   at    lodge   metings.      He   was   a 


member  of  the  congregation  of  the  Congre- 
gational church,  although  his  own  religious 
inclination  tended  to  Universalism.  He  mar- 
ried, November  3,  1825,  Abigail,  daughter  of 
Captain  John  and  Anne  (Summers)  Hodg- 
kins,  of  Ipswich.  Children :  Lucy  Ann,  bwn 
December  18,  1826;  Thomas  Hodgkins, 
March  3,  1829;  Abbie,  June  7,  1831 ;  and 
Edward  and  Mary,  both  of  whom  died  young. 

Thomas  Hodgkins  Lord,  son  and  third  child 
of  Asa  and  Abigail  (Hodgkins)  Lord,  was 
born  in  Ipswich,  March  3,  1829,  and  has  spent 
his  whole  life  in  that  town,  having  been  en- 
gaged in  business  pursuits  there  for  more  than 
sixty  years,  and  otherwise  having  taken  a  com- 
mendable interest  in  public  affairs  and  the 
welfare  of  the  institutions  of  the  town  and  its 
people.  During  the  latter  part  of  his  school 
years  he  was  at  work  in  his  father's  store,  and 
when  nineteen  years  old  he  took  charge  of  the 
books,  looked  after  the  accounts  and  stock, 
and  generally  gave  much  assistance  to  his 
father:  and  later  on,  after  he  had  acquiied  an 
interest  in  the  business,  he  took  upon  himself 
most  of  the  hard  work  in  connection  with  the 
management  of  the  store.  So  long  as  his 
father  lived  the  business  was  carried  on  under 
the  style  of  Asa  Lord,  but  since  the  death  of 
the  founder,  in  1889,  the  son  has  been  sole  pro- 
prietor. Like  his  father,  Mr.  Lord  is  a  capa- 
ble, straightforward  man  of  business,  of 
known  integrity  and  moral  worth,  careful  in 
his  methods,  prompt  in  fulfilling  every  prom- 
ise and  duty,  orderly  in  his  daily  work,  and 
therefore  enjoys  the  confidence  and  esteem  of 
every  person  with  whom  he  is  acquainted. 
l>ut,  unlike  his  father,  Mr.  Lord's  interest  in 
public  affairs  has  been  more  than  that  of  a  cit- 
izen and  taxi)ayer.  and  the  records  show  that 
lie  has  served  the  town  in  various  official 
capacities.  He  was  a  selectman,  assessor,  and 
overseer  of  the  poor  from  1865  to  1872,  and 
one  term  afterward,  and  while  active  in  to^Ti 
politics  he  was  regarded  as  one  of  the  staunch 
Republicans  in  Ipswich  and  was  frequently 
a  delegate  to  party  conventions.  In  1861  he 
was  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Ipswich 
Savings  IJank.  and  since  187 1  has  been  one 
if  its  trustees.  Since  1896  he  has  been  one  of 
the  trustees  of  the  Ipswich  Public  Librar\*, 
and  since  1898  has  been  its  treasurer.  From 
1865  to  1872  he  was  a  member  of  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  I^^irst  Congregational  church 
of  Jpswicli,  of  which  he  long  has  been  a  con- 
sistent nieniber  and  liberal  contributor  to  it> 
support.

They  had  eleven 
children,  of  whom  only  one,  Caroline,  is  now 
living.  Clarissa  (Aborn)  Bancroft  was  bap- 
tized in  the  First  Church  of  Lynnfield,  March 
29,  1795.  Her  father  was  son  of  Dr.  John  and 
Rebecca  (Bancroft)  Aborn,  and  was  baptized 
January  29,  1764,  and  made  deacon  of  the 
church  in  1804.  Dr.  John  Aborn,  who  was 
baptized  at  Lynnfield  in  1727,  was  a  son  of 
Ebenezer  Aborn.  of  Lynn,  and  grandson  of 
Moses,  born  in  Salem  Village,  1645-46,  whose 
parents  were  Samuel  and  Catherine  (Smith) 
Aborn.  The  name  in  early  records  was  some- 
times Eborne,  spelled  also  in  other  ways. 
Moses  Aborn  was  twice  married.  His  second 
wife,  mother  of  PLbenezer,  was  Abigail  Gil- 
bert. Polly  Flint,  wife  of  Deacon  Samuel 
Aborn,  married  1788,  was  born  1770,  daugh- 
ter of  Captain  Samuel  and  Ede  (Upton) 
Flint,  of  South  Danvers,  now  Peabody.  Her 
father  commanded  a  company  in  the  Revolu- 
tionary war.  and  was  killed  at  the  battle  of 
Stillwater,  October  7,  1777.  He  was  son  of 
Captain  Samuel  and  Ruth  ( Putnam )  Flint, 
grandson  of  Captain  Thomas  Flint,  who 
served  in  King  Philip's  war.  Ruth  Putnam, 
wife  of  Captain  Samuel  Flint,  was  a  daughter 
of  John  Putnam  (3),  John  (2),  John  (i). 
Ede  Upton,  wife  of  Captain  Samuel  Flint,  was 
a  daughter  of  Joseph  Upton  of  North  Read- 
ing, Joseph  (2),  John  (i). 

(Vni)  Deacon  Thomas  Frederick  Ban- 
croft, son  of  Thomas  Bancroft,  born  April  13, 
1 816,  resided  in  Mall  street,  Lynn.  He  was 
one  of  the  victims  of  the  accident  on  the 
Eastern  railroad  at  Revere,  .\ugust  26.  1871. 
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He  married,  August  19,  1845,  Abbie  A. 
Rhodes,  born  at  Lynn.  June  11,  1823,  died 
February  16,  1908,  daughter  of  WilHam  and 
Hannah  (Breed)  Rhodes.  Children:  1/

\\'illiam  Rhodes,  father  of  Abbie  A. 
(  Rhodes)  Bancroft,  was  born  in  Lynn.  He 
was  doubtless  a  lineal  descendant  of  Henry 
Rhodes,  who  was  born  in  1608,  settled  in 
Lynn  in  1640,  and  was  the  father  of  three 
sons — Jonathan,  Henry  and  Josiah.  William 
Rhodes  married,  1817,  Hannah  P>reed,  of 
Lynn,  born  1796,  daughter  of  Thomas  An- 
drews Breed,  who  married  Hannah,  daughter 
of  Daniel  and  Sarah  (Batchelor)  Newhall. 
Thomas  Andrews  Breed,  born  1768,  was  des- 
cended from  Allen  Breed,  who  settled  in  Lynn 
in  1630,  and  was  the  founder  of  the  family 
of  this  name.  The  line  was :  Allen  ( i )  ; 
Allen  (2),  born  1626  in  England;  Joseph  (3). 
born  1658,  married  Sarah  1^'arrington ;  Allen 
(4),  born  1707,  married  lluldah  Xewhall : 
Allen  (5),  born  1744.  married  Abigail  Lind- 
sey.  The  last  named  were  the  parents  of 
Thomas  .\ndrews  lireed,  and  gran(l|)arents  of 
Hannah  P>reed,  wife  of  William  Rhodes.  I  hil- 
(lah  Xewhall,  wife  of  Allen  Breed  (4).  was  a 
daughter  of  Samuel  Xewhall  (3),  Thomas 
(2),  Thomas  (  i  ),  of  Lynn. 


Arthur  Scudder  Moore,  born  in 
MOORE  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  February 
4,  1856,  died  June  24,  1902,  was 
the  son  of  Abner  Scudder  and  Susan  (Dole) 
Moore,  the  former  of  whom  came  to  Lynn 
from  Philadelphia,  and  was  for  several  years 
engaged  in  the  shoe  business,  and  the  latter 
came  to  Lynn  from  Haverhill. 

Arthur  S.  Moore  was  for  more  than  twenty 
years  employed  as  a  traveling  salesman  for  the 
Artificial  Leather  Company  of  Boston,  lie 
was  attendant  of  the  P^irst  Congregational 
Society  until  his  death,  taking  an  active  inter- 
est in  its  affairs  and  serving  on  its  committees. 
He  was  greatly  interested  in  historical  mat- 
ters, and  in  this  ctMuiection  rendered  the  public 


an  important   service.     Discovering   that  the 
beautiful  monument  of  the  late  Rev.  Parsoni 
Cook,  the  celebrated  preacher  of   Lynn  was 
showing  the  effects  of  time,  and  the  lot  con- 
taining it  not  being  suitably  cared  for,  he  be-

the  French,  was  knighted  by  his  sovereign, 
and  was  succeeded  by  his  son.  Sir  Thomas 
Forster,  of  Etherton  Castle,  baronet,  born 
1397,  married  Joan  Elwerden,  co-heiress  to 
the  earldom  of  Angus,  and  by  her  had  Sir 
Thomas  Forster,  baronet,  married  the  daughter 
of  Featherstonbaugh,  of  Stanhope  Hall,  Dur- 
ham, chief  of  the  clan  Featherston,  and  by  her

The  foregoing  condensed  pedigree  of  Regi- 
nald Foster's  European  ancestors  is  taken 
from  the  compilations  of  Joseph  Foster,  of 
London,  England,  nearly  half  a  century  ago. 
It  will  be  seen  that  in  the  successive  genera- 
tions from  the  time  of  Anarcher  Great  For- 
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ester,  the  surname  has  undergone  several 
changes  in  orthography,  and  generally  the 
American  branches  have  accepted  the  form  of 
spelling  which  genealogists  record  as  Foster.

bodie."  The  name  Peabody  is  said  to  have 
had  its  origin  about  A.  D.  61,  in  the  reign  of 
Nero,  the  tyrant  emperor,  at  which  time  the 
ancient  Britons  who  were  tribes  of  the  more 
ancient  Cambri  were  in  a  state  of  vassalage 
to  the  emperor.  Parsutagus,  in  the  right  of 
(Jiieen  Boadicea  his  wife,  was  reigning  king  in 
Icena.  I»ritain  ;  and  hoping  to  secure  his  fam- 
ily and  part  of  his  immense  estate,  in  his  will 
he  gave  one-half  of  the  estate  to  Nero,  but 
to  no  ])ur])ose;  for  no  sooner  was  the  king 
(lead  tlian  the  officers  of  Nero  seized  everv- 


thing  in  their  power.  Queen  Boadicea,  being 
a  woman  of  great  abilities  and  valor,  opposed 
these  vile  proceedings,  for  which  Nero  order- 
ed her  to  be  publicly  whipped.  This  so  en- 
raged the  Britons  that  the  queen  revolted  and 
with  the  assistance  of  her  kinsman,  a  patriarch 
in  one  of  the  tribes,  named  Boadie,  put  her- 
self at  the  head  of  the  Britons,  fought  many 
desperate  battles  with  various  success,  made 
a  great  massacre  among  the  Romans  and 
would  have  expelled  them  had  not  Suetonius 
Paulinus  at  the  critical  moment  reinforced 
them  with  ten  thousand  fresh  troops.  The  bat- 
tle continued  with  great  vigor  and  the  event 
was  doubtful  till  at  last  victory  inclined  in 
favor  of  the  Romans,  upon  which  the  queen, 
who  had  behaved  with  surprising  bravery, 
determined  not  to  submit  to  the  tyrant, 
despatched  herself  with  poison,  leaving 
Boadie  to  his  fate,  who  with  his  men  sustained 
the  horrid  massacre,  in  a  desperate  manner 
selling  their  lives  for  a  high  price  to  the  Ro- 
mans, till  their  numbers  were  reduced  to  a 
few,  when  Boadie,  after  avenging  himself  by 
killing  Galbuta,  a  Roman  officer,  and  taking  his 
helmet  and  armor,  with  a  remnant  of  Britons 
escaped  and  took  asylum  beyond  the  craggy 
mountains  of  Wales,  whence  they  made  fre- 
quent incursions  upon  their  neighbors  in  the 
low  country,  the  Romans  having  reduced  a 
great  part  of  the  island  to  a  state  of  servitude. 
Upon  this  helmet  and  armor  w^as  a  Roman 
badge  of  honor  and  distinction,  consisting  of 
two  suns  proper  in  bordure.  There  was  also  a 
miniature  likeness  of  the  Empress  Poppaea, 
wife  of  Nero.  The  Roman  badge  was  sacred- 
ly preserved  by  the  i)atriarchs  of  the  name  of 
l>oa(lie.  as  a  trophy  of  honor.  Boadie,  among 
the  ancient  Cambri,  afterwards  Britons,  sig- 
nified *'man/'  or  *'a  great  man,*'  and  "Pea" 
signified  a  large  hill  or  mountain,  which  after- 
ward occasioned  this  patriarch  leader  to  be 
called  and  distinguished  among  the  neighbor- 
ing enemies  by  the  name  of  IVabodie,  or 
Mountain-Man.

(II) William  Smith,  son  of  the  English  sol- 
dier before  mentioned,  was  born  at  Castle 
William  (afterward  called  Castle  Island) 
about  1752.  He  afterward  went  with  his 
father's  family  to  Halifax,  where  his  young 
life  was  spent.  When  old  enough  to  work  he 
w^as  bound  out,  according  to  the  custom  of  the 
period,  as  a  merchant's  apprentice  and  for 
some  time  was  in  his  master's  service  in  his 
store  at  a  place  about  thirty  miles  distant  from 
Halifax.  How  long  he  worked  as  an  appren- 
tice is  not  definitely  known,  but  one  day  when 
his  master  was  absent  a  party  of  Indians  made 
a  raid  on  the  store.  When  young  Smith  saw 
them  approaching  he  concealed  himself  under 
an  empty  cask  and  thus  escaped  their  notice. 
They  were  hostile  Indians  bent  on  mischief, 
and  helped  themselves  to  whatever  they  want- 
ed of  the  merchant's  stock.  After  they  had 
left  young  Smith  came  out  from  his  hiding 
place  and  being  thoroughly  frightened  he  went 
down  to  the  shore  where  a  vessel  lav  at 
anchor,  but  about  ready  to  sail  for  Manchester, 
Massachusetts,  where  she  was  owned,  with  a 
cargo  of  fish.  The  captain  permitted  Smith  to 
come  on  board  and  gave  him  passage  to  Man- 
chester, where  in  due  season  he  arrived.  Mr. 
Smith  lived  in  Manchester  several  years  and 
engaged  in  fishing,  and  later  on  removed  to 
Cape  Ann  and  settled  in  Gloucester,  where  he 
engaged  in  fishing,  as  also  did  many  of  his 
descendants  in  several  generations.  During 
the  revolutionary  war  he  was  in  the  service  as 
a  privateer,  acting  at  first  as  prize  master,  and 
on  several  occasions  brought  in  valuable 
prizes.  In  1776  he  was  a  member  of  Captain 
Giddings*  company  of  Colonel  Foster's  regi- 
ment;  in  1777  was  captain  of  marines  on  thtf 
ship  "Tartar;"  and  in  1781  was  first  lieutenant 
of  the  schooner  "Mediuna,'*  under  Captain 
Benjamin  Witham.  At  a  later  date  the  priva- 
teer on  which  he  was  sailing  was  captured  by 
the  British,  and  he  was  taken  prisoner  and  con- 
fined either  in  Dartmouth  prison  at  Halifax 
or  Dartmoor  in  England  (probably  the 
former)  and  was  held  there  until  the  close  of 
the  war.  He  then  returned  to  Gloucester,  but 
soon  afterward  removed  to  Sandy  Bay  (Rock- 
port)  and  spent  the  remainder  of  his  life  in 
that  town.  Before  he  was  captured  by  the 
British  William  Smith  had  accumulated  con- 
siderable property  and  was  regarded  as  a  man 
of  means  and  influence,  but  the  depreciation 
in  value  of  continental  currency  during  the 
war,  together  with  losses  in  property  during 
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the  term  of  his  imprisonment,  so  impaired  his 
fortune  that  he  was  compelled  to  again  engage 
in  the  fisheries  until  the  time  of  his  death, 
1818. 

In  Fehruary,  1775,  William  Smith  married 
Lydia.  eldest  daughter  of  Samuel  Houston 
and  his  wife,  whose  family  name  was  Clark. 
Samuel  Houston  was  born  in  Ireland,  and  was 
a  young  man  when  he  came  to  America,  some 
years  previous  to  1750.  He  too  was  a  soldier 
of  the  revolution,  and  at  one  time  was  com- 
mander of  the  fort  at  the  entrance  to  the 
harbor  at  Gloucester.  After  the  war  he  was 
appointed  keeper  of  the  Thatcher's  island 
lights.  He  lived  at  "the  cut"  in  Gloucester 
until  some  time  after  1790,  then  removed  to 
Sandy  Bay,  and  for  several  years  was  a  tavern- 
keeper  at  that  place.  He  married,  about  1750, 
a  Gloucester  woman  whose  family  name  was 
Clark.

out the  investment  of  any  particular  capital  on 
the  part  of  either  of  them,  and  when  they 
retired  from  the  firm  he  paid  each  a  sufficient 
sum  of  money  for  his  interest  to  set  up  in  bus- 
iness for  himself.  As  now  constituted  the 
firm  of  Sylvanus  Smith  &  Company  comprises 
the  head  of  the  concern,  Captain  Smith,  his 
son-in-law,  E.  Archer  Bradley,  and  his  son, 
Howard  F.  Smith.  It  may  be  said,  however, 
that  during  the  last  ten  or  twelve  years  Cap- 
tain Smith  himself  has  given  little  attention 
to  the  business  management  of  the  firm,  and 
devotes  himself  to  the  general  supervision  of 
his  other  various  enterprises  and  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  pleasure  of  his  camp  at  River- 
view,  his  boats,  the  companionship  of  family 
and  a  wide  circle  of  social  acquaintances. 

Besides  his  extensive  invested  interests  as 
head  of  the  firm  of  Sylvanus  Smith  &  Com- 
pany, Captain  Smith  for  many  years  has  been 
identified  with  several  other  of  the  business, 
financial  and  public  institutions  of  Gloucester. 
For  thirty-three  years  previous  to  his  retire- 
ment from  that  position  in  1897  ^^  ^^^  ^ 
director  of  the  Gloucester  Mutual  Fishing  In- 
surance Company.  In  1890-91  he  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Gloucester  Board  of  Trade  and 
still  holds  membership  in  that  body.  He  was 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Gloucester  Safe 
Deposit  and  Trust  Company,  its  vice-president 
several  years  and  its  president  for  the  last  five 
or  more  years.  For  a  number  of  years  pre- 
vious to  1906  he  was  president  of  the  Glou- 
cester Net  and  Twine  Company.  He  is  a 
director  and  treasurer  of  the  Cape  Ann  Anchor 
Works,  director  and  treasurer  of  the  Addison 
Gilbert  Hospital  and  a  director  of  the  First 
Xatic'iial  Bank  of  Gloucester. 

Politically  Captain  Smith  is  a  Republican  of 
undoubted  quality,  and  while  he  himself  never 
was  particularly  ambitious  of  political  honors 
he  occasionally  has  found  himself  the  nominee 
of  his  party  for  a  seat  in  the  general  court 
wiien  the  special  interests  of  Gloucester  re- 
quired such  a  man  as  he  in  the  legislature.  In 
November,  1891,  he  was  elected  representative 
from  (jloucester  to  the  lower  house  and  was 
re-elected  for  a  second  term  in  the  fall  of 
1892.  serving  during  the  legislative  sessions  of 
1892-93.  He  is  not  a  public  speaker  or  de- 
bater by  natural  endowment,  but  in  1892  in 
defending  the  fishing  interests  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts coa^^t  he  at  once  sprung  into  popular 
favor  and  ever  afterward  has  been  regarded 
as  one  of  the  most  reliable  sources  of  infor- 
mation  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  fishing 
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interests.  Tn  November,  1893,  he  was  elected 
to  a  seat  in  the  Massachusetts  senate,  and  was 
rc-elc'cted  in  the  fall  of  the  next  year.  In  the 
house  he  was  house  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee on  fisheries  and  game ;  in  the  senate  he  was 
tliairnian  of  the  same  committee  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  on  railroads,  liquor  laws, 
harbors  and  public  lands.  Frequently  during 
his  term  of  legislative  service  he  was  called  to 
Washington  to  appear  before  committees  of 
congress  to  advise  concerning  measures  which 
were  l>est  calculated  to  protect  and  promote 
American  fishing  interests.  The  character  of 
Ills  service  in  this  particular  respect  brought 
hiiii  in  intimate  relation  and  association  with 
I'lany  of  the  leading  public  men  of  the  coun- 
try, and  on  several  subsequent  occasions  th<T 
hi.e  taken  opportunity  to  inform  themselves 
])y  drawing  on  Captain  Smith's  fund  of  accu- 
rate knowledge  of  matters  of  importance  to 
our  national  fishing  interests.  In  1896  Syl- 
vanus  Smith  was  a  McKinley  and  Ilobart  pres- 
idential elector,  the  only  person  so  chosen  from 
Cape  .Ann.  At  one  time  he  was  offered  and 
declined  appointment  as  collector  of  customs 
of  the  port  of  Gloucester.  While  in  the  senate 
there  occurred  the  memorable  contention  re- 
garding the  dissolution  of  the  charter  of  the 
old  (iloucester  water  works  company,  and  in 
which  the  bill  was  carried  through  the  legisla- 
ture only  by  hard,  determined  effort.  After 
the  organization  of  the  new  city  board  of 
water  commissioners  he  was  chairman  of  the 
board  and  for  two  years  was  its  treasurer.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  First  I>ai)tist  Church  of 
(Gloucester.  Tyrian  Lodge,  I-^ree  and  Accepted 
Masons;  William  Ferson  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  l»ethlehcm  Coniniandcry,  Knights 
Templar.

There  is  little  difficulty  in 
GARLAND  tracing  the  origin  and  mean- 
ing of  the  English  surname 
(Garland,  for  it  is  mentioned  in  connection  with 
the  category  of  names  derived  from  the  flower 
kingdom ;  as  a  patronymic  it  appears  in  differ- 
ent shires  in  England,  notably  in  SuflFolk,  but 
there  is  no  present  means  by  which  we  may 
determine  the  shire  from  which  came  Peter 
Garland,  the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  par- 
ticular branch  of  the  family  intended  to  be 
treated  in  this  i)lace.  Jo.  Garland  and  Hugh 
( larland  were  among  those  who  sailed  from 
l^ngland  to  ports  in  America  in  1634  and  1635, 
hut  their  destination  appears  to  have  been  in 
the  plantations  of  the  English  colonists  in 
\  irgiiu'a,  and  they  do  not  seem  to  have  been 
related  to  the  New  England  branch  of  the 
American  family  of  Garlands. 

Peter  Garland  is  first  mentioned  in  New 
I'jigland  history  as  of  Boston  in  1637.  when 
it  is  said  he  was  in  business  there.  In  the 
same  year  he  is  mentioned  as  an  inhabitant  of 
Gharlestown,  Massachusetts,  wdiere  he  was 
granted  a  half  right  in  a  ten-acre  lot  in  the 
first  division  of  lands  there.  Soon  afterward 
he  was  granted  permission  to  purchase  Mr. 
Wainwright's  house  and  also  meadow  rightN 
between  W'hiteland's  island  and  Captain  Sedg- 
wick's.    "American  Ancestry"  speaks  of  Peter

Under  the  admin- 
istrations of  Governors  Andros  and  Dudley 
he  was  one  of  the  justices  of  the  court  for 
New  Hampshire,  and  in  1695  ^^s  justice  of 
the  inferior  court  of  common  pleas.  From 
1699  until  the  time  of  his  death,  in  1707,  he 
was  senior  justice  of  the  court,  and  from  1702 
was  mandamus  councillor. 

Captain  Dow  was  a  son  of  Henry  Dow,  who 
was  born  in  Runham,  Norfolk,  England,  about 
1608,  and  married,  in  February,  1631,  Joane, 
widow  of  Roger  Nudd,  of  Ormsby,  Norfolk, 
England.  In  1637  he  was  granted  permission 
to  emigrate  to  America,  and  on  his  arrival  in 
New  England  he  settled  first  in  Watertown, 
Massachusetts,  removing  thence  to  Hampton 
in  1643  or  1644.  He  was  selectman  of  Hamp- 
ton in  165 1,  deputy  to  the  general  court  of 
Massachusetts  in  1655  and  1656,  and  in  1658 
was  one  of  three  commissioners  to  examine 
and  record  all  land  grants  and  highways.  He 
was  a  son  of  Thomas  and  Margaret  Dow,  of 
Tylner,  and  afterward  of  Runham,  Norfolk, 
England,  and  grandson  of  John  Dow,  of 
Tylner,  who  died  in  July,  165 1.

Joseph  Garland,  youngest  child  of 
id  Polly  (Fifield)  Garland,  was  born 


in  J  fampton.  New  Hampshire,  January  22, 
1822,  and  died  in  Gloucester,  Massachusetts, 
September  4,  1902.  He  gained  his  earlier  edu- 
cation .  in  the  Hampton  town  schools,  fitted 
liimself  for  college  and  then  entered  Dart- 
moutli.  He  remained  there  perhaps  less  than 
two  years,  and  during  a  part  of  that  time  de- 
voted his  attention  to  teaching,  and  it  was  as 
a  pedagogue  that  he  first  went  to  Gloucester. 
After  a  short  time  he  entered  Bowdoin  Col- 
lege, completed  the  academic  course  of  that 
institution  and  graduated  A.  B.  in  1844.  He 
was  educated  in  medicine  in  the  Jefferson 
Medical  College  of  Philadelphia,  and  was  a 
student  there  during  the  years  in  which  the 
famous  "Faculty  of  1841"  had  charge  of  that 
celebrated  institution  of  medical  learning,  a 
faculty  which  included  Gross  and  Pancoast, 
the  most  eminent  surgeons  of  their  day;  Da 
Costa,  the  distinguished  physician  and  medical 
instructor ;  Meigs,  the  renowned  obstetrician ; 
l:ache,  and  others  of  wide  reputation.  He 
made  the  course  in  full  at  ''Old  Jeff,",  and 
came  to  the  degree  M.  D.  in  1-849.  Returning 
again  to  New  England,  Dr.  Garland  took  a 
>]iort  course  of  post-graduate  studies  in  the 
medical  department  of  Harvard  University, 
a' id  began  active  practice  in  Gloucester  in  the 
fall  of  1849.  From  that  time  until  his  death 
he  was  one  of  the  most  prominent  medical 
practitioners  in  all  Essex  county,  and  in  con- 
nection with  professional  life  he  took  an  active 
part  in  public  affairs  in  Gloucester.  He  was 
an  old  line  Whig,  and  later  an  ardent  Republi- 
can, but  was  not  in  any  sense  a  politician.  He 
was  mayor  of  Gloucester  in  1880  and  1881,  and 
for  many  years  a  member  of  the  school  board 
of  that  city.  He  also  held  membership  in  many 
professional  societies,  local  and  general,  and 
at  one  time  or  another  was  an  officer  of  nearly 
all  of  them. 

Dr.  Garland  married  first,  October  17,  1849, 
Caroline  Augusta  Goodhue,  daughter  of  Jon- 
athan Goodhue,  of  Amesbury,  Alassachusetts. 
and  of  an  old  New  Hampshire  family.  She 
died  in  April,  1868,  having  borne  her  husband 
three  children.

(\'III)  Dr.  Joseph  Everett  Garland,  eldest 
child  of  Dr.  Joseph  Garland  and  Caroline  Au- 
gusta Goodhue,  his  first  wife,  was  born  in 
Gloucester  November  17,  185 1,  and  died  in 
that  city  December  16,  1907,  and  thus  w^as 
ended  a  professional  career  which  extended 
through  a  period  of  more  tharr  a  (|uarter  cen- 
tury, a  career  as  brilliant  and  honorable  as  it 
was  successful;  and  it  is  doubtful  if  historic 
Cape  Ann  ever  has  produced  a  ])ractitioner 
of  medicine  and  surgery  of  whatever  school 
who  enjoyed  the  confidence  of  all  the  i)eo])le 
to  a  greater  extent,  or  whose  conceptions  of 
professional  ethics  were  of  higher  order,  or 
whose  professional  and  jirivate  life  were  more 
honorable  or  more  worthy  of  emulation  than 
the  life  of  Dr.  J.  Everett  (larland.  He  came 
of  a  family  of  physicians,  yet  leaned  on  none 
of  them ;  and  while  he  seems  to  have  inherited 
some  of  the  traits  of  his  distingiiished  father, 
the  foundation  of  his  career  was  laid  by  him- 
self. His  earlier  literary  education  was  ac- 
quired in  the  Gloucester  public  schools,  his 
secondary  education  at  Phillip's  Andover 
.Academy,  and  his  higher  education  in  Har- 
vard College,  where  he  entered  in  the  fall  of 
1868  and  graduated.  A.  P>.,  in  1872.  In  1873 
he  matriculated  at  Harvard  Medical  School, 
made  the  full  four  years  course  and  graduated, 
M.  1).,  in  1877.  While  a  university  student, 
in  both  the  academic  and  medical  de])artments, 
Dr.  Garland  entered  into  the  college  life  in  the 
true  spirit,  and  while  he  was  an  a])t  and  per- 
haps a  close  student,  he  was  never  a  ''grind," 
but  found  ample  time  to  enjoy  the  best  of 
student  indulgence  according  to  the  funda- 
mental notions  of  the  Hasty  Thudding  Club 
and  the  D.  K.  E.  fraternity.  During  his  medi- 
cal course  he  was  correspondent  of  the  Boston 
Globe,  and  afterward  (luring  his  active  pro- 
fessional life  frecjuently  mentioned  his  jour- 
nalistic experiences  with  much  pleasure. 

Having  come  to  the  degree  in  medicine.  Dr. 
(larland  served  as  surgical  interne  at  the  Mass- 
achusetts General  lIosi)ital,  also  at  the  r)Oston 
l.ying-in  Hospital,  and  then  went  abroad  for 
si)ecial  post-graduate  courses  in  the  famous 
schools  of  London,  Paris.  X'ienna,  r)erlin  and 
(^lenoa.  In  l>erlin  he  was  a  pupil  of  X'irchow. 
Returning  to  America  in  1880.  he  went  to 
GUnicester  with  the  intention  of  remaining  at 


home  only  for  a  short  time  and  then  locating 
permanently  in  some  large  city,  his  preference 
then  being  for  the  surgical  side  of  professional 
life ;  but  he  was  persuaded  to  remain  and  take 
charge  of  his  father's  practice  while  the  latter 
was  away  on  a  much  needed  vacation  after 
nearly  a  half  century  of  constant  professional 
work.  To  this  request  the  young  doctor  readily 
assented,  believing  that  it  would  only  slightly 
delay  his  own  fixed  plans  regarding  his  future, 
but  when  his  father  returned  the  son  was  so 
busily  engaged  with  the  demands  of  a  large 
and  constantly  increasing  general  practice  that 
the  idea  of  settling  elsewhere  was  abandoned. 
From  the  beginning  of  his  professional  career 
Dr.  Garland  always  had  a  large  practice,  and 
more  than  that,  his  practice  was  in  every  sense 
successful — to  his  patients  in  that  as  a  diag- 
nostician and  therapeutist  he  ranked  with  the 
best  men  of  his  profession  in  the  east — while  in 
respect  to  his  skill  as  a  surgeon  it  need  only 
be  said  that  very  frequently  when  Gloucester 
patients  .sought  treatment  and  advice  in  the 
large  ho.spitals  in  P)Oston  they  were  told  that 
if  Garland  could  not  help  them  it  was  because 
they  w'cre  beyond  cure.  To  himself  Dr.  Gar- 
land's practice  was  successful  in  that  it  yeilded 
him  a  comfortable  fortune  and  at  the  same 
time  placed  his  name  with  tho.se  of  the  eminent 
medical  and  surgical  practitioners  in  this  state. 
Dr.  (iarland  loved  the  profession  of  medi- 
cine and  honored  it ;  loved  it  because  of  the 
opportunities  it  afforded  to  add  to  his  store- 
house of  medical  knowledge,  because  of  its 
possibilities  as  an  advancing  science,  and  be- 
cause of  the  great  good  it  oflFered  suffering 
humanity ;  but  his  was  not  a  selfish  love  that 
could  bind  him  to  the  exclusion  of  all  other 
considerations  or  the  claims  upon  his  time  for 
the  public  good  in  other  directions.  He  was 
interested  in  his  native  city  of  Gloucester  and 
all  of  its  institutions,  especially  its  schools,  an<l 
from  1884  until  the  time  of  his  death  he  was 
a  member  of  the  school  committee,  chairman 
for  manv  vears  of  the  subcommittee  on  the 
high  .school,  an  office  in  w-hich  he  proved  a 
tower  of  .strength  to  principals  and  teachers. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Medical 
As.sociation.  Massachu.setts  Medical  Society, 
ex-president  of  the  Essex  South  District  Medi- 
cal Society,  one  of  the  founders  and  the  first 
president  of  the  Cape  Ann  Medical  Club,  and 
chairman  of  the  medical  board  of  Addison 
Gilbert  Hosi)ital,  holding  the  latter  oflfice  from 
the  founding  of  the  ho.spital ;  president  c^f  the 
.Associated  Charities  of  Gloucester,  director  of

These 
brothers  were  born  in  Bradford,  West  Riding 
of  Yorkshire,  England,  and  sons  of  Edward 
Jewett.  of  Bradford,  clothier,  who  married 
October  i,  1604,  Mary,  daughter  of  William 
Taylor.  This  Edward  Jewett  lived  not  more 
than  ten  years  after  his  marriage,  and  his  wife 
Mary  was  named  as  executrix  of  his  will. 
The  church  records  furnish  the  names  of  four 
children:  i.  William,  baptized  September  15, 
1605.  2.  Maximilian,  baptized  October  4, 
1607.  3.  Joseph,  baptized  December  31,  1609. 
4.  Sarah. 

This  narrative  has  to  deal  chiefly  with  Joseph 
Jewett,  the  youngest  brother  of  Maximilian, 
yet  as  the  latter  was  the  senior  in  years  he 
naturally  took  a  more  leading  part  in  the 
aflfairs  of  the  town.  He  was  made  freeman  in 
1640,  was  an  early  deacon  of  the  church,  filled 
various  town  offices  and  several  times  was  rep- 
resentative from  Rowley  to  the  general  court. 
He  brought  with  him  from  England  his  wife 
Ann,  mother  of  all  of  his  children,  and  who 
died  in  November,  1667.  He  married  second, 
August  30,  1671,  Widow  Ellen  Boynton.  Maxi- 
milian Jewett  died  October  19,  1684.  He  had 
nine  children. 

d)  Joseph  Jewett,  younger  of  the  two 
immigrant  brothers  who  came  from  England 
in  1639,  was  born  in  Bradford,  West  Riding 
of  Yorkshire,  and  was  baptized  December  31, 
1609.  He  married  there,  October  i,  1634, 
Mary  Mallinson.  who  was  born  in  England 
and  came  with  her  husband  and  their  first 
child  to  this  country.  He  was  made  freeman 
in  Rowley  May  2,  1639,  and  in  1643  had  a 
two  acre  houselot  on  Bradford  street  in  that 
town.  His  wife  Mary  was  buried  April  12, 
1652,  having  borne  him  six  children.  He  mar- 
ried again,  in  Boston,  May  13.  1653,  Ann 
Allen,  widow  of  Bozoan  Allen,  and  by  her  had 
three  children.  He  died  in  March,  1660-61, 
leaving  a  good  property  to  his  children,  his 
eldest  son,  Jeremiah,  receiving  a  double  por- 
tion, according  to  the  custom  of  the  times.

( II )  Jeremiah  Jewett,  eldest  child  of  Joseph 
and  Mary  ( Mallinson)  Jewett,  was  born  prob- 
ably in  England,  about  1637,  and  died  May 
20,  1 714.  His  home  was  in  Ipswich,  near  the 
Rowley  line,  and  his  associations  were  chiefly 
with  the  latter  town,  where  he  owned  a  farm 
given  him  by  his  father,  also  where  he  attended 
church  and  after  his  death  was  buried  in  the 
graveyard  there.  In  this  connection  it  is  in- 
teresting to  note  that  from  the  time  of  Jere- 
miah Jewett,  his  son  Jeremiah  and  all  of  his

Whitefield,  Maine,  July  24,  181 7.  Other  than 
this  little  is  known  of  him  except  that  his  wife 
was  Sally  (or  Sarah)  Peasly  of  Whitefield 
and  that  they  had  eight  children,  whose  names 
and  dates  of  birth,  marriages  and  death  are 
not  published  in  any  extant  records.  Among 
their  children  was  a' son  Sewall. 

(VIII)  Sewall  P.  Jewett,  son  of  Moses 
Jewett,  was  born  in  Ipswich.  After  leaving 
.school  he  went  to  Charlestown  and  learned 
the  painter's  trade  in  the  car  shops  of  the  old 
Fitchburg  Railroad  Company.  Later  he  be- 
came superintendent  of  the  painters  in  that 
department,  and  held  that  position  many  years. 
In  1855  he  removed  to  South  Acton  and  settled 
on  a  farm.  In  August,  1857,  he  removed  to 
Lynn,  Massachusetts,  where  he  remained  for 
some  time,  then  removing  to  Revere,  where 
he  died.  He  is  remembered  as  an  industrious 
man,  an  excellent  workman  and  a  good  citi- 
zen. He  was  a  member  of  the  Masonic  order, 
and  in  politics  a  Democrat.  He  married  Susan 
Haskell  of  Ipswich,  a  descendant  of  one  of  the 
prominent  old  families  of  eastern  Massachu- 
setts.

(IX)  Henry  C.  Jewett,  sixth  child  of  Sewall 
and  Susan  (Haskell)  Jewett,  was  born  in  Ips- 
wich, Massachusetts,  April  23,  1837,  and  since 
he  reached  the  age  of  manhood  he  has  lived  in 
Lyiui  and  carried  on  business  in  that  city,  first 
as  a  journeyman  painter,  later  as  a  contracting 
painter,  and  still  later  as  proprietor  of  a  gen- 
eral paint  and  oil  store,  to  which  in  1888  he 
added  a  stock  of  hardware.  After  leaving  the 
old  school  In  Ipswich,  where  his  early  life  was 
spent,  Mr.  Jewett  went  to  Exeter,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  found  work  in  Badger's  ropewalk 
in  that  town,  but  after  about  one  year  there 
he  returned  to  Ipswich  and  for  the  next  year 
worked  for  Lewis  Titcomb,  manufacturer  of 
"guernsey  frocks."  In  1851  he  took  up  paint- 
ing in  the  car  shops  in  Charlestown,  where 
his  father  had  charge  of  that  department  of 
work  for  the  Fitchburg  railroad  company,  and 
there  he  learned  the  trade  and  became  a  prac- 
tical workman;  he  then  (1856)  went  to  Fitch- 
burg for  a  few  months.  On  March  i,  1857, 
he  removed  to  Lynn  for  several  years  worked 
as  a  journeyman  painter.  On  August  7,  1864, 
Ml.  Jewett  enlisted  as  private  in  Company 
L,  Fourth  Massachusetts  Heavy  Artillery,  and 
was  in  service  for  ten  months,  until  the  close 
of  the  war.  For  a  short  time  his  company 
was  stationed  on  Galloupe*s  Island,  Boston 
harbor,  and  then  went  to  Washington,  D.  C, 
and  was  assigned  to  duty  in  the  defenses  of 
the  national  capital,  at  Fort  Worth.  He  was 
mustered  out  of  service,  June  17,  1865,  and 
returned  to  his  home  in  Lynn.  Since  that  time 
Mr.  Jewett  has  been  actively  identified  with 
the  business  life  of  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  be- 
sides his  business  career,  which  has  been  re- 
warded with  gratifying  success,  he  has  taken 
a  commendable  interest  in  some  of  the  insti- 
tutions of  the  city,  notably  the  old  volunteer 
fire  department,  in  which  he  was  a  member  of 
the  hand  engine  company  and  was  one  of  the 
men  who  could  be  depended  upon  to  "man 
the  brakes."  Later  he  was  captain  of  a 
steamer  company  and  gave  service  in  that  ca- 
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pacity  for  two  or  three  years.  He  attends 
service  at  the  Essex  Street  Baptist  church,  and 
in  political  preference  he  is  a  Republican. 

On  December  30,  1869,  ^^^'  Jewett  married 
Josephine  H.  Martin,  of  Lynn,  daughter  of 
George  Martin.  Two  children  have  been  born 
of  this  marriage:  i.  Jessie  L.  Jewett,  born  in 
Lynn,  June  i,  1874.  She  married,  in  May, 
1902,  Wyatt  Emery,  born  in  Staffordshire, 
England,  son  of  Edwin  and  Mary  Wyatt 
Emery.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Emery  have  one  child, 
Grace,  born  in  Lynn,  December  9,  1903.  2. 
Susie  Jewett,  born  in  Lynn,  November  20, 
1882,  is  a  teacher  in  one  of  the  public  schools 
of  Lvnn. 


This  family  is  of  English  origin, 
BERRY  and  the  surname  is  derived  from 
the  noun  bury,  or  burrough, 
meaning  a  settled  town,  or  a  place  of  safety 
or  defense.  The  name  Adam  de  la  Bury  is 
cited  as  an  instance  of  the  name  in  the  earliest 
history  of  English  patronymics.  One  Berry 
family  used  the  barberry  as  an  emblem  on  its 
coat-of-arms,  but  that  fact  does  not  signify 
that  the  name  had  any  allusion  to  the  barberry 
of  the  botanical  kingdom.  For  many  centuries 
the  Berry  surname  has  been  known  in  Eng- 
land, Scotland  and  Ireland  and  in  Devonshire, 
England,  the  name  is  still  well  represented. 

(I)  William  Berry,  immigrant  ancestor  of 
the  family  treated  here,  is  believed  to  have 
been  descended  from  the  Norfolk  branch  of 
the  English  family,  for  the  reason  that  he 
came  over  in  the  service  of  Captain  William 
Mason,  who  was  from  Norfolk,  and  whose 
colony  of  immigrants  arrived  in  New  England 
in  1631  and  planted  a  settlement  at  what  now 
is  Plymouth,  New  Hampshire.  There  and 
elsewhere  in  that  wild  region  William  Berry 
was  one  of  the  principal  men,  and  in  1648-9 
he  received  a  grant  of  lands  at  Sandy  Beach, 
now  Rye,  New  Hampshire,  and  there  died 
before  1654.  His  widow  Jane  afterward  mar- 
ried Nathaniel  Drake.  He  had  two  sons, 
Joseph  and  John,  and  perhaps  other  children 
of  whom  there  is  no  authentic  record. 

(11  )  John  Berry,  son  of  William  and  Jane 
Berry,  was  born  about  1630,  probably  in  Eng- 
land. He  was  the  first  settler  in  Rye,  New 
Hani|)shire.  on  lands  granted  his  father.  His 
wife's  baptismal  name  was  Susannah,  by  whom 
he  had  at  least  four  children,  while  sonic 
authorities  have  asserted  that  there  were  five, 
as  follows:  i.

(V)  John  Berry,  eldest  son  of  Nehemiah 
and  Judith  (Locke)  Berry,  born  in  Rye,  New 
Hampshire,  March  10,  1736,  died  in  Strafford, 
New  Hampshire,  where  he  and  his  brother 
Nathaniel  settled  about  the  year  1775.  They 
were  the  first  settlers  in  that  part  of  the  town 
known  as  StraflFord  Corners,  and  took  up 
lands  there  before  a  single  highway  had  been 
laid  out  in  the  region.  They  were  farmers, 
but  the  tradition  is  that  John  started  a  general 
store  at  or  near  StraflFord  Corners,  and  en- 
gaged in  trade  so  long  as  he  lived ;  and  after 
his  death  was  succeeded  by  his  son  John.  The 
elder  John  Berry  married,  about  1760,  Betsey 
Yeaton,  and  he  may  have  found  his  wife  in 
Maine.  The  Yeatons,  so  one  writer  says,  came 
to  this  country  and  carriecf  on  Fishing  at  New- 
castle. New  1  lampshire,  for  some  time.  There 
vyere  three  of  them,  brothers  or  cousins,  but 
for  some  reason  they  fell  into  a  disagreement 
over  business  matters,  and  they  separated,  one 
going  to  Fryeburg,  Maine,  another  to  Somers- 
worth,  while  the  third  remained  at  Newcastle, 
then  known  as  Goat  Island.  John  Berry  is 
said  to  haye  had  eight  children,  among  whom 
were  sons  John  and  Thomas. 

(YI)  John  Berry,  son  of  John  and  Betsey 
(Yeaton)  Berry,  was  born  in  Strafford,  New 
Hampshire,  and  was  a  merchant  and  probably 
carried  on  a  farm,  for  it  is  said  that  he  raised 
and  dealt  in  cattle,  which  industry  during  his 
time  fre(|uently  was  carried  on  to  a  large  e.x- 
tent  in  the  region  in  which  he  lived.  He  mar- 
ried Susanna  McNeil,  born  in  .Alton,  New 
Hampshire.  While  the  names  of  her  father 
and  mother  are  unknown,  it  is  understood  that

nth  he  was  made  manager  of  the  works: 
^e  continued  in  that  capacity  for  the  next 
years,  much  to  his  own  advantage  and 
even  greater  measure  to  the  profit  of  his 
3yers.  Along  about  1850  he  left  the 
s  service  for  about  two  years,  and  during 


that  period  the  concern  lost  nivmey.  He  then 
returned  to  his  old  position  and  in  the  next 
year  the  owners  realized  a  profit  of  twenty 
thousand  dollars.  In  1881  he  retired  perma- 
nently and  in  less  than  five  years  the  operat- 
ing company  went  out  of  business. 

One  of  the  best  customers  of  the  glue  com- 
pany while  Mr.  Berry  was  general  manager  of 
the  manufacturing  department  was  the  Chick- 
ering  piano  manufacturers,  who  knew  the 
quality  of  glue  made  under  his  personal  super- 
vision and  would  use  no  other  maker's  pro- 
duct: therefore  when  on  one  occasion  Mr. 
Berr>'  went  into  the  Chickering  establishment 
to  purchase  a  piano  for  his  daughter  he  was 
pleasantly  informed  that  the  company  could 
Well  afford  to  present  him  with  an  instrument, 
and  soon  afterward  one  of  the  best  products 
of  the  Chickering  works  was  shipped  to  him. 
This  incident  shows  that  John  McNeil  Berry 
made  the  best  glue  produced  in  the  country, 
and  he  always  maintained  its  superior  quality 
while  he  was  connected  with  the  works;  and 
as  he  was  in  that  respect,  so  also  was  he  in 
every  business  transaction — perfectly  square 
and  honest.  During  the  later  years  of  his  life 
he  engaged  in  the  real  estate  business  in  Pea- 
body.  In  public  affairs  he  always  showed 
much  interest,  serving  at  one  time  as  member 
of  the  school  committee.  In  religious  pref- 
erence he  was  an  orthodox  Congregationalist. 

Mr.  Berry  married,  July  5,  1846,  Lorana 
Ferrin  (see  Eerrin  family),  born  in  Eaton, 
New  Hampshire,  March  30.  1824,  and  who 
lives  now  in  her  comfortable  home  in  Pea- 
body,  a  little  more  than  eighty-four  years 
old.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Berry  had  children:  i. 
John  Webster,  born  October  29,  1849;  mar- 
ried Ella  Williamson,  born  in  Nova  Scotia.  2. 
Frank  Edgar,  born  July  28,  185 1  ;  married 
Sarah  Odell,  of  Salem,  had  Winslow  Ward, 
Henry  King  and  Helen  Frances  Berry.  3. 
Henry  E.  King,  born  April  27,  1853,  died  Sep- 
tember 7,  1876.  4.  Herbert  Milton,  born  De- 
cember 14,  1855.

Jonathan  F'erren  (the  name  is 
FERRJN     spelled     Ferren     and     Ferrin), 

born  about  1695,  lived  in  Ames- 
bury,  Massachusetts,  from  1720  to  174 1.  He 
is  believed  to  have  been  among  the  immigrants 
who  were  attracted  to  this  countrv  about  the 
beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  reason 
of  its  promise  of  civil  and   religious  liberty. 
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The  troublous  days  of  Cromwell  in  England 
induced  many  people  to  leave  that  country  for 
the  **new  and  untried  world  across  the  sea," 
whose  fortunes  could  not  hold  much  more 
sorrow  for  them  than  they  found  at  home. 
Ebenezer  Ferren  removed  from  x^mesbury  to 
Newton ;  perhaps  did  not  remove,  but  was 
found  to  be  in  that  town  after  the  adjustment 
of  the  province  line  in  1741.  He  was  a  lieu- 
tenant, and  his  name  is  frequently  mentioned 
in  the  local  records  of  his  time.  He  died  about 
1770.  He  was  one  of  the  petitioners  for  the 
incorporation  of  the  town  of  Newton.  His 
will  is  dated  Februar}'  22,  1768,  and  was 
proved  June  27,  1770.  His  wife  was  living  at 
the  time  his  will  was  made.  He  married,  in 
Amesbury,  December  10,  17 19,  Sarah  Wells, 
born  July  30,  1698,  daughter  of  Titus  and 
Joanna  (Rowell)  Wells,  and  granddaughter 
of  Rev.  Thomas  Wells,  a  conspicuous  figure 
of  Amesbury.  Some  of  their  children  were 
born  in  Amesbury  and  others  in  Newton.  They 
were  Timothy,  Mary  (died  young),  Mary, 
Elizabeth,  Moses,  Zebulon,  Jonathan.  Alpheus, 
Sarah,  PhiHp,  Aquilla,  Phineas  and  Hannah. 

(H)  Moses  Ferrin,  son  of  Jonathan  and 
Sarah  (Wells)  Ferren,  was  born  in  Warner, 
New  Hampshire,  about  1730,  and  was  a  soldier 
of  the  revolution.  He  married  Asenath  Rob- 
inson. The  names  of  all  of  their  children  are 
not  known,  but  among  them  was  a  son  James. 

(HI)  James  Ferrin,  son  of  Moses  and 
Asenath  (Robinson)  I^>rrin,  was  born  in  Lee, 
New  Hampshire,  and  removed  from  that  town 
to  Eaton,  New  Hampshire,  where  he  died.  He 
served  in  the  American  army  during  the  war 
of  1812-15.  He  married  (publishe<n  April 
zj.  t8i6,  Sally  Coombs,  who  was  born  Sep- 
tember 29.  1797,  daughter  of  Jesse  and  Han-

There  are  various  traditions 
COOMBS  regarding  the  immigrant  an- 
cestor of  the  Coombs  family 
here  considered,  one  running  to  the  effect  that 
the  family  is  of  Scotch  origin,  while  another 
has  it  that  the  Maine  branches  come  chiefly 
of  French  ancestry.  In  the  history  of  Bruns- 
wick, Maine,  it  is  wTitten  that  the  name  of  the 
father  of  the  first  of  the  family  in  that  vicinity 
is  not  known,  but  that  he  was  a  Frenchman 
who  settled  first  in  Plymouth  and  afterward 
lived  at  Newburyport,  Massachusetts:  and 
that  he  is  known  to  have  had  sons  Peter, 
Anthony  and  John.  There  were  those  of  the 
Coombs  surname  in  New  England  during  the 
first  half  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  the 
name  itself  has  the  Scotch  sound  rather  than 
the  French,  while  the  christian  names  running 
through  the  earlier  generations  are  both 
Scotch  and  English  rather  than  French. 

(H)  Anthony     Coombs,     son     of     

Coombs  (i),  mentioned  in  preceding  para- 
graph, was  born  probably  in  New  Meadow.s 
(now  Brunswick),  Maine,  and  removed  thence 
to  Lsle.sborough,  Maine,  where  he  died  in  1815, 
at  the  age  of  one  hundred  years.  In  1789  he 
was  a  town  officer.  His  wife  Ruth  died  in 
1826,  having  borne  him  seven  sons  and  two 
daughters.  The  names  of  six  of  these  sons 
were  Anthony,  Jesse,  Robert,  Ephraim,  Ben- 
jamin and  Jonathan. 

(HI)  Jesse  Coombs,  son  of  Anthony  and 
Ruth  Coombs,  spent  the  greater  part  of  his

It  is  said,  however,  that  he  sub- 
sequently removed  to  Newburyport  and  died 
in  that  town. 

(V)  Jacob  Merrill,  son  of  Isaac  Merrill, 
born  in  Amesbury  or  Newburyport,  about 
1745,  spent  his  life  chiefly  in  the  town  last 
mentioned.  The  records  show  that  he  w^as  a 
private  in  Captain  Moses  Little's  company  of 
minute-men  that  marched  to  Cambridge  on 
April  19,  1775,  and  was  in  service  five  days. 

(VI)  Jacob  Merrill,  son  of  Jacob  last  men- 
tioned, born  in  Newburyport,  April  27,  1785, 
died  March  28,  1867.  During  the  second  war 
with  Great  Britain  he  performed  guard  and 
garrison  duty.  He  married,  June  4,  1810, 
Esther  Sumner,  born  in  Newburyport,  No- 
vember 25,  1789,  died  July  25,  1850.  Chil- 
dren of  Jacob  and  Esther  (Sumner)  Merrill:

(VII)  Alexander  Baker  Merrill,  .son  of 
Jacob  and  Esther  (Sumner)   Merrill,  born  in 
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Xewburypi^rt,  February  21,  1826,  died  in  Pea- 
body,  Massachusetts,  Alay  25,  1894.  He  .at- 
tended school  in  his  native  town,  learned  the 
trade  of  tanner  and  currier  in  Amesbury,  and 
for  more  than  forty  years  engaged  in  the 
business  of  manufacturing  leather  general  tan- 
ning and  currying,  in  Peabody  in  partnership 
with  Mr.  Reuben  G.  Nelson  under  the  firm 
name  and  style  of  Nelson  &  Merrill.  In  point 
of  duration  of  the  partnership  relation  that  of 
the  firm  of  Nelson  &  Merrill  constitutes  a  re- 
markable record  and  one  rarely  equalled  in 
the  history  of  the  leather  industry  in  New 
England.  The  members  of  the  firm  were  both 
competent,  practical  workmen,  enterprising 
and  at  the  same  time  safe  business  men :  men 
of  character,  undoubted  integrity  and  sterling 
worth,  and  so  recognized  in  trade  circles 
throughout  the  east.  Mr.  Merrill's  business 
career,  like  that  of  his  partner,  was  one  of 
gratifying  success,  both  in  the  substantial 
fortune  it  yeilded  him  and  in  the  high  esti- 
mation in  which  he  was  held  among  business 
men  and  in  the  town  in  which  the  scene  of 
his  life  was  chiefly  laid.  After  nearly  half  a 
century  of  earnest  endeavor,  dating  from  the 
time  when  he  left  the  school  rooms  and  started 
to  learn  his  trade,  Mr.  Merrill  withdrew  from 
active  pursuits  and  devoted  the  remaining 
years  of  his  life  to  the  care  of  his  own  prop- 
erties and  investments  and  the  management 
of  the  estates  which  had  been  committed  to 
his  charge.  I'\)r  many  years  he  was  a  director 
of  the  Warren  National  r>ank  of  IVabody.  a 
trustee  of  l^eabody  Institute,  and  in  many 
other  respects  was  identified  with  the  best 
interests  and  historv  of  the  town.  He  always 
was  a  public  s])irited  and  patriotic  citizen  and 
(luring  the  late  civil  war  was  recruiting  officer 
for  Peabody.  He  married.  November  16, 
1852,  in  Salem.  Massachusetts,  Ellen  Maria 
Lord,  born  in  Salem.  February  27.  1830. 
daughter  of  Daniel  and  Caroline  (Miles)  Lord, 
and  a  descendant  of  old  New  England  colonial 
stock.

The  late  Peter  Sim,  of  Peabody, 
SIM     Massachusetts,  who  for  many  years 

was  identified  with  the  industrial  his- 
torv of  Peabody  and  Salem,  was  born  in  Dun- 
barton,  Scotland,  [uly  17,  1832,  and  died  at  his 
home  in  Peabody,*  March  11,  1897.  His  father. 
Robert  Sim.  was  of  Scotch  birth  and  parent- 
age, as  also  was  his  mother,  who  died  when 


Peter  was  a  small  boy.  Soon  after  the  death 
of  his  mother,  when  he  was  only  eleven  years 
old,  young  Peter  took  to  the  sea,  and  when 
about  fourteen  years  old  he  sailed  for  .\mer- 
ica  and  landed  in  New  York. 

From  New  York  young  Sim  came  to  Salem, 
and  soon  found  work  on  a  farm  in  Danvers, 
but  in  a  short  time  gave  up  farming  and 
apprenticed  himself  to  learn  the  trade  of 
morocco  dressing.  In  the  course  of  time  he 
became  a  practical  workman  and  followed  his 
trade  several  years  until  he  caught  what  was 
known  at  that  time  as  ** western  fever,*'  went 
to  Missouri  and  took  up  a  tract  of  farm  land. 
Two  years  of  life  in  the  comparatively  unde- 
veloped southwest  region  satisfied  Mr.  Sim's 
ambition  to  become  one  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
frontier  and  he  thereupon  sold  out  his  land 
and  its  betterments,  returned  to  New  England 
and  went  back  to  his  trade  of  morocco  dress- 
ing. P>ut  there  was  nothing  to  regret  in  his 
western  venture  and  the  experiences  of  his 
life  there  served  a  useful  purpose  in  later 
years,  and  in  a  way  w^as  a  part  of  the  founda- 
tion of  his  subsequent  successful  career  as 
manufacturer  of  morocco  leather  in  Salem. 
This  business  was  started  in  a  small  way  at 
first  by  Peter  Sim  and  his  sons  Robert  and 
Francis  D.,  and  the  capital  employed  was  that 
which  they  had  saved  of  the  wages  of  earlier 
years  of  journeyman  work  at  the  bench.  But 
from  this  beginning  the  business  has  grown 
to  its  present  prosperous  condition  and  solid 
foundation.  \\'hen  Mr.  Sim's  younger  sons 
came  to  full  age  they  too  were  taken  into  the 
firm  as  partners  and  the  firm  name  became 
Peter  Sim  &  Sons,  as  now  known  in  business 
and  trade  circles  throughout  New  England. 
Mr.  Sim.  the  founder  of  the  house,  died  in 
1897.  and  the  business  has  since  been  con- 
ducted by  his  sons  Robert  J.,  Francis  D.  and 
Peter  A.  Sim.  but  the  old  firm  stvle  of  Peter 
Sim  vS:  Sons  is  still  continued  by  the  present 
partners. 

From  wliat  has  been  written  in  preceding 
paragrai)hs  it  will  be  seen  that  Peter  Sim  must 
have  been  a  man  of  strong,  determined  char- 
acter and  good  business  capacity  to  establish 
and  build  up  a  large  leather  manufactory,  and 
with  the  very  small  capital  he  and  his  son  had 
to  invest  when  they  started  their  little  shop  in 
Salem  many  years  ago.  And  he  was  indeed  a 
ca[)able  business  man,  straight  forw-ard.  of 
rugged  honesty,  and  a  hard  working  man  from 
tlie  time  he  began  business  until  about  ten 
years  before  his  death,  when  he  turned  over 
the  management  of  the  factory  to  his  sons  and

William  Frothingham, 
FROTHLXGHAM  the  immigrant  ances- 
tor of  all  of  the  colo- 
nial families  of  this  surname,  was  born  in 
England,  about  1600,  and  came  from  the  vicin- 
itv  of  Holderness,  in  Yorkshire,  the  ancient 
seat  of  the  family,  which  probably  came 
thither  from  Scotland.  The  name  spelled 
I'^otheringham  was  common  in  Forfarshire, 
Scotland,  before  1300,  at  the  very  beginning 
of  the  use  of  surnames.  In  the  ancient  "His- 
toric of  Scotland  by  John  Lesley,  vol.  i,  b.  vi., 
the  family  of  Fodringhame,  together  with 
Crychton,  Giffert,  Manlis,  Borthik"  and 
others,  are  said  to  have  come  from  Ungre 
(Hungary),  under  Malcom,  King  of  Scotland, 
with  his  wife  Queen  Margaret.  But  Hailes 
raises  a  doubt  of  the  accuracy  of  this  state- 
ment. Indeed,  it  seems  that  the  final  syllable 
indicates  a  local  origin  of  Fotheringham, 
though  the  surname  may  have  been  a  place 
name,  taken  by  a  Hungarian  noble,  after  the 
custom  of  the  time,  and  eventually  becoming 
the  family  name. 

fl)  William  Frothingham  came  from  Eng- 
land in  Winthrop's  fleet,  and  was  one  of  the 
proprietors  of  Charlestown,  Massachusetts,  in 
1630.  He  was  admitted  a  freeman  March  6. 
1631-2.  With  his  wife  Anne  he  was  admitted 
to  the  church  in  Boston  in  1630.  and  joined 
the  new  church  at  Charlestown  in  1632.     He 
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was  an  adherent  of  Rev.  John  Wheelwright, 
who  founded  Exeter,  brother  of  the  cele- 
brated Mrs.  Hutchinson,  but  Frothingham 
finally  renounced  his  beliefs  and  remained  in 
the  established  church  of  the  Puritans  at 
Charlestown.  His  wife  Anne  died  July  28, 
1674,  aged  sixty-seven  years  (gravestone). 
He  had  a  grant  of  land  from  the  town  on  the 
Mystic  side  (Wobum)  of  ten  acres.  His 
house  and  four  acres  of  land  were  bounded  on 
the  north  by  the  Mystic  river,  east  by  honrie- 
steads  of  George  Bunker  and  Thomas  Ruck; 
west  by  E.  Mellows  and  Abraham  Pratt  He 
had  eight  other  parcels  of  land  on  record. 
His  will,  dated  September  31,  1651,  proved 
February  6,  1651-2,  has  been  in  the  possession 
of  his  family  many  years,  though  the  records 
show  that.it  was  probated  properly.  He  de- 
vised to  his  wife.  The  inventory  places  a  value 
of  fifty  pounds  on  his  house  and  orchard.  His 
widow  bought  a  house  and  land  in  Charles- 
town  in  1656,  of  Grace  Palmer.  Her  will, 
dated  October  4,  1672,  proved  October  6,  1674, 
bequeathed  to  son  Samuel  J.  Kettell,  Peter  and 
Nathaniel  Frothingham  and  Thomas  White, 
who  received  her  house,  orchard  and  barn.

written  by  him  while  there,  expressing  his 
abhorrence  of  the  system  of  slavery,  and  his 
spirited  denunciation  of  its  evils  and  of  his 
utter  misery  in  the  midst  of  such  uncongenial 
surroundings,  explained  why  he  declined  to 
stay  a  second  year  away  from  his  dearly 
loved  New  England.  He  returned  to  Boston, 
and  soon  after,  in  1836,  he  married  Maria 
Bridge,  born  1807,  and  died  1903,  daughter  of 

Jeremiah  and (Crane)  Bridge.   During 

the  next  six  years  he  was  engaged  in  mercan- 
tile pursuits  in  Amesbury  and  Gloucester,  and 
laier  in  general  merchandise  in  Kingston,  New 
Hampshire ;  but  especially  in  the  latter  place 
(lid  his  love  for  newspaper  work  cling  to  him. 
The  Exeter  News  Letter  of  those  days  was  the 
recipient  of  many  contributions  from  his  pen. 
In  1843  ^^^  purchased  of  William  E.  P.  Rogers 
the  Haverhill  Gazette,  and  in  this  enterprise  he 
was  eminently  successful.  He  carried  on  the 
paper  until  1869,  when  on  account  of  ill  health 
he  sold  out  to  Hon.  Alfred  Kittredge.  Mr. 
Frothingham  was  always  interested  in  reli- 
gious work,  and  he  came  naturally  by  it.  His 
ancestry  included  Rev.  Edward  Barnard,  the 
early  Haverhill  pastor,  whose  body  lies  in  the 
old  Pentucket  burying  ground  of  the  city  of 
Haverhill,  and  on  his  mother's  side,  Bishop 
Bass,  of  Newburyport,  the  one  hundredth 
anniversary  of  whose  bishopric  was  celebrated 
in  1898.  Later,  Rev.  Dr.  William  Horton,  a 
cousin,  formerly  rector  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
of  Newburyport,  in  whose  memory  an  elegant 
granite  chapel  was  erected,  and  his  nearer 
Newburyport  families  were  closely  identified 
with  the  history  of  the  Harris  Street  church. 
During  his  short  residence  in  Kingston  he  was 
clerk  of  the  Congregational  church  there,  and 
upon  his  removal  to  Haverhill  he  affiliated 
with  the  Centre  church,  and  was  elected  clerk, 
and  was  for  a  time  superintendent  of  the  Sun- 
day-school. When  the  North  church  was 
started,  he  was  one  of  the  original  number, 
and  was  at  once  made  clerk,  which  position  he 
occupied  until  his  death.  Mr.  Frothingham 
was  a  Republican  in  politics  and  for  twenty- 
six  years  editor  of  the  Haverhill  Gazette,  and 
was  at  one  time  an  internal  revenue  collector. 
He  was  a  member  of  Merrimack  Lodge  of 
Free  Masons.  He  was  a  man  of  genial  dispo- 
sition, kind  and  liberal,  and  to  those  less  for- 
tunate than  he.  he  gave  liberally  of  his  means. 
He  retired  in  1871,  and  lived  at  his  home  in 
Haverhill  until  his  death  in  1876.  His  only 
child  was  Edward  O..  Jr.,  mentioned  below. 
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(\'n)  Edward  G.  Frothingham,  son  of  Ed- 
ward G.  Frothingham  (6),  w-as  born  in  Glou- 
cester, Massachusetts,  August  12,  1837,  but 
received  his  education  in  the  public  schools  of 
Haverhill,  and  then  engaged  in  the  business  of 
an  apothecary.  He  disposed  of  his  drug  busi- 
ness in  1885,  when  he  was  elected  to  represent 
his  district  in  the  general  court,  and  was  re- 
elected the  year  following.  He  was  appointed 
by  President  Harrison,  at  the  expiration  of 
his  term  of  office,  United  States  Examiner  of 
drugs,  chemicals  and  medicines,  from  which 
position  he  resigned  to  accept  an  election  from 
his  district  to  the  state  senate  in  1894  and 
1895.  He  made  an  excellent  record  as  a  legis- 
lator and  served  on  several  important  commit- 
tees. 

Mr.  Frothingham  enlisted  in  1863  in  the 
I'nion  army,  in  the  Seventh  New^  York  Heavy 
Artillery,  and  served  eighteen  months  as  hos- 
pital steward.  He  is  a  member  of  Major 
How  l^ost,  (irand  Army  of  the  Republic,  of 
which  he  w-as  commander  for  two  years.  He 
is  an  active  Republican,  the  president  of  the 
Haverhill  Historical  Society,  an  ex-president 
of  the  Pentucket  Club,  treasurer  of  the  North 
Church  (Congregational),  trustee  of  the  Hav- 
erhill Savings  Rank,  a  member  of  Saggahew 
Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  of  Pentucket  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons;  of  Haverhill  Command- 
ery.  Knights  Templar ;  and  of  various  other 
Masonic  bodies;  a  member  of  Mutual  Relief 
Lodge  of  ()(i(l  F'ellows,  treasurer  of  Essex 
Republican  Club,  member  of  board  of  direc- 
tors of  (jroveland  Mutual  Fire  Insurance 
Company  and  of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Haverhill  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

He  married.  May  2,  1877,  Alice  West,  born 
in  Missouri,  1856,  daughter  of  George  \V.  and 
Mary  (Chaffin)  West,  of  Haverhill,  Massa- 
chusetts, a  descendant  of  Henry  and  Joanna 
(  Kast )  West.

'I^he    family   of    Clapp,   originally     Clappa, 
claims    Danish  extraction,  and  was  long  set- 


tled in  Devonshire,  England,  in  which  county 
it  possessed  the  estate  of  Salcombe,  wiiich 
eventually  devolved  on  Sarah,  daughter  of  Dr. 
Kes.sel,  of  Ottery,  St.  Mary,  and  wife  of 
George  Cornish,  Esq.,  of  Salcombe.  Osgoi 
Clappa  was  a  Danish  noble  at  the  court  of 
King  Canute,  who  was  king  of  England  from 
1017  to  1036.  From  him  it  is  supposed  that 
Clapham  is  county  Surrey,  where  he  had  a 
country  house,  derived  its  name.  The  coats- 
of-arms  in  possession  of  the  different  branches 
of  the  Clapp  family  was  undoubtedly  the  arm^ 
of  one  of  the  families  of  the  name  in  Eng- 
land, though  in  what  particular  line  of  descent 
is  not  clearly  known ;  but  the  legend  attached 
to  it  at  a  social  meeting  at  Nantasket  was 
introduced  as  the  motto  of  the  family. 

So  far  as  is  known  all  of  the  surname  Clapp 
who  immigrated  to  America  came  in  the  early 
part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  and  there  is 
an  authentic  account  of  six  who  did  so  come : 
and  of  these  five  were  among  the  earliest  set- 
tlers of  New  England,  landing  at  Dorchester 
from  1630  to  1640.  The  sixth  landed  at  a 
later  date  on  the  southern  Atlantic  coast.  Of 
the  parentage  of  those  who  settled  in  Dor- 
chester, Massachusetts,  all  that  appears  to  be 
known  centered  in  two  of  them,  Richard 
Clapp  and  his  brother,  who  lived  in  Salcombe, 
a  small  town  near  the  west  coast  of  England, 
twelve  miles  from  Exeter.  Several  of  the 
children  of  these  brothers  left  their  native 
country  with  those  earnestly  religious  men  who 
themselves  oppressed  by  the  domination  of  the 
established  church  and  desired  a  field  where 
they  might  feel  themselves  free  of  unfavorable 
religions  surroundings;  and  as  they  all  were 
in  comfortable  circumstances  in  England  there 
could  have  been  no  inducement  but  one  of 
principle  to  tempt  them  to  choose  a  wilderness 
region  for  their  future  homes. 

( I )  Thomas  Clapp,  eldest  child  of  Richard 
Clapp,  and  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  line  of 
his  descendants  treated  in  this  place,  w^as  born 
in  Dorchester.  England,  in  1597,  and  came  to 
New  England  in  the  ship  which  arrived  from 
Weymouth  on  July  24,  1633.  It  is  quite  prob- 
able that  he  came  in  company  with  his  brother 
Nicholas  and  their  cousin  Edward,  and  that 
their  brother  John  did  not  arrive  until  some 
time  afterward.

(VII)  William  Archibald  Clapp,  next 
youngest  child  of  George  and  Malinda 
(Wood)  Clapp.  was  born  in  Grafton,  Massa- 
chusetts. October  17,  1836.  His  mother  died 
before  he  was  four  years  old,  and  his  father 
when  he  was  less  than  ten  years  old.  When 
he  was  nine  he  was  put  out  to  learn  the  trade 
of  shoemaking  and  served  an  apprenticeship 
of  seven  years.  He  then  became  a  practical 
workman  and  for  many  months  sat  at  his 
bench  making  boots  and  shoes;  and  later  on 
by  reason  of  his  thorough  understanding  of  the 
trade  he  was  put  in  charge  of  a  number  of  em- 
ployees in  a  factory,  where  many  of  the  work- 
men under  him  were  much  older  than  himself. 
yiT.  Clapp  has  a  distinct  recollection  of  his 
young  life  at  the  trade,  and  his  old  "kit"  of 
tools  is  one  of  his  valued  relics  of  early  days. 
Soon  after  he  had  got  fairly  started  in  profit- 


able business  his  health  failed  completely  and 
he  was  compelled  to  leave  the  shop.  He  then 
went  out  on  fishing  boats  to  the  bauiks  and  de- 
voted about  two  years  to  that  calling ;  but  they 
were  profitable  years  for  him  and  when  be 
again  returned  to  land  work  he  was  stronger 
than  ever  before.  For  a  time  afterward  he 
was  employed  in  the  anchor  works  at  Rayn- 
.  ham,  and  later  went  into  the  straw  hat  busi- 
ness in  Foxboro.  In  1863  he  removed  to 
Salem  and  established,  himself  in  the  straw 
hat  business  there,  and  continued  it  with  grati- 
fying success  until  1902,  when  he  retired  from 
active  pursuits.  In  the  course  of  lus  long 
residence  in  Salem,  he  accumulated  consider- 
able capital  beyond  what  was  required  in  hb 
hat  business,  and  this  he  invested  in  city  real 
estate,  buying  when  property  was  cheap  and 
selling  when  the  market  price  had  advanced 
He  has  bought  and  sold  a  large  number  of 
houses  and  lots  and  still  is  owner  of  many 
valuable  properties.  Mr.  Gapp  is  known  in 
Salem  as  a  liberal,  public-spirited  citizen,  and 
while  not  in  any  sense  a  public  man  he  takes 
a  commendable  interest  in  municipal  affairs. 
In  1901-02  he  was  a  member  of  the  board  of 
aldermen,  and  in  the  year  last  mentioned  was 
appointed  park  commissioner  for  a  term  of 
five  years.  He  is  a  Republican,  although  in- 
clined to  act  and  vote  independent  of  party 
lines  in  the  election  of  municipal  officers.  He 
was  brought  up  in  the  Congregational  church, 
but  during  recent  years  has  attended  the  Uni- 
versalist  church.

Mary  Elizabeth  Spaulding,  born  in  Buckfield, 
Maine,  July  25,  1837,  died  in  Salem,  Massa- 
chusetts, April  30,  1904,  daughter  of  Win- 
chester and  Almeda  Spaulding,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Stephen  and  Bethia  (Record) 
Spaulding,  of  Buckfield.  (See  Spaulding 
family).  One  child  was  born  of  the  marriage 
of  William  Archibald  and  Mary  Elizabeth 
(Spaulding)  Clapp,  W'illiam  Clifford  Qapp. 
born  in  Salem,  February  2,  1865.  Mr.  Clapp 
is  a  business  man,  proprietor  of  a  horse  goods 
and  harness  store  and  shop  in  Salem.  He 
married,  April  24,  1894,  Lucy  Newhall  Butler, 
born  in  Salem,  Xlassachusetts.

In  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
KCOBS  marble  stairway  leading  to  the 
museum  of  the  Essex  Institute, 
m,  Massachusetts,  may  be  seen  a  painting

or,  in  1692,  on  the  charge  of  witchcraft, 
which  purely  imaginary  crime  he  was  ulti- 
?ly  condemned  to  death  and  suffered  the 
erne  penalty  on  the  gallow^s.  He  was  made 
victim  of  unjust  suspicion  and  malicious 
gue,  in  which  his  own  granddaughter 
tr  the  threats  of  direst  punishment  was 
pelled  to  become  his  accuser,  and  after  a 
low  mockery  of  impartial  trial  he  was  made 
irtyr.  His  life  and  his  death  are  the  most 
ished  inheritances  which  have  been  handed 
n  through  all  succeeding  generations  from 
ime  of  George  Jacobs,  senior,  to  the  pres- 
lay. 

uring  that  unfortunate  period  of  our  colo- 
history  in  which  the  "witchcraft  delu- 
"  appears  to  have  infected  many  of  the 
tations  of  New  England  and  found  its 
er  in  the  ancient  town  of  Salem,  George 
bs  lived  in  a  quiet  home  in  a  secluded  part 
/hat  then  was  called  Salem  Village,  east 
1  the  main  thoroughfare  leading  to  Tops- 


field  and  bordering  on  the  river  leading  to 
Danversport.  He  then  was  more  than  eighty 
years  old,  and  had  lived  a  good  life  and  kept 
the  faith ;  but  under  the  torments  of  fanatical 
magistrates  he  fell  under  the  accusations  of 
men  whose  fathers  had  fled  from  the  mother 
country  to  escape  religious  intolerance  and 
persecution  only  to  visit  still  worse  iniquitous 
practices  upon  whomsoever  they  chose  to  make 
their  victims.  In  treating  of  the  events  of  this 
unhappy  period  one  writer  says  that  George 
Jacobs  was  sent  to  the  prison  in  Boston  be- 
cause the  "common  goal"  in  Essex  county 
could  not  hold  half  of  the  accused  prisoners, 
that  he  was  confined  there  from  May  12  to 
July,  1692,  then  brought  back  to  Salem  for  , 
trial,  was  condemned  on  August  5,  as  was  the 
Rev.  George  Burrows,  and  that  they  were  exe- 
cuted together  on  August  19,  1692.  The  princi- 
pal accuser  against  George  Jacobs  was  his 
granddaughter  Margaret,  daughter  of  his  son 
George.  She  herself  was  then  languishing  in 
prison  charged  with  the  heinous  sin  of  witch- 
craft, and  through  the  evil  designings  and 
threats  of  the  magist,rates,  who  constituted 
themselves  inquisitors,  she  was  induced  to 
make  a  confession  in  order  to  save  her  own 
life,  and  laid  the  offence  at  the  door  of  her 
innocent  grandsire.  She  then  was  only  seven- 
teen years  old  and  although  she  afterward  de- 
clared that  her  confession  and  deposition  were 
false,  that  she  did  not  understand  the  nature 
of  aft  oath  or  the  evil  consequences  which 
might  follow,  and  that  the  declarations  were 
forced  from  her  by  threats  against  her  own 
life,  the  magistrates  refused  to  consider  their 
judgment  of  death  and  hanged  George  Jacobs 
and  Rev.  Mr.  Burrows  on  the  scaffold  on  Gal- 
lows Hill  in  Salem.  There  is  a  tradition  in  the 
family  that  George  Jacobs  was  hanged  from  a 
tree  on  his  own  land,  and  was  buried  there. 
This  story  appears  to  have  found  encourage- 
ment in  Felt's  "Annals  of  Salem,"  although 
it  conflicts  with  the  statement  of  another  mem- 
ber of  the  family  that  after  the  execution  in 
Salem  the  body  was  ''brought  home  for  burial 
by  his  own  son  (who  witnessed  the  execution), 
across  the  back  of  a  horse."  Tradition,  how- 
ever, has  kept  alive  the  belief  that  George 
Jacobs  was  buried  on  his  own  land,  and  finds 
confirmation  in  the  fact  that  when  his  reputed 
grave  was  opened  something  more  than  a  half 
century  ago,  it  was  found  to  contain  the  bones 
of  a  very  aged  person,  undoubtedly  those  of 
this  unoffending  and  defenceless  progenitor  of 
a  very  worthy  family  of  descendants. 

(I)   So  far  as  the  writings  of  contemporary 
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genealogists  show,  George  Jacobs  was  the 
immigrant  ancestor  of  the  family  treated  in 
these  annals,  and  first  appeared  in  Salem,  No- 
vember 20.  1658,  when  he  bought  a  house  and 
ten  acres  of  land  from  Richard  Waters  and 
Joyn  his  wife,  and  to  which  he  afterward 
added  four  acres  more,  consisting  in  part  of 
marsh  land.  He  also  owned  four  acres  and 
six  cow  leases  on  Ryall  side,  being  the  oppo- 
site shore,  which  came  to  him  by  grant  from 
the  town  of  Salem  and  which  remained  in  the 
family  for  many  years,  at  least  until  during 
the  childhood  of  Elizabeth  Jacobs,  the  great- 
granddaughter  of  George  Jacobs,  senior.  That 
venerable  old  lady  often  related  the  story  that 
previous  to  her  marriage  with  John  Endicott 
it  was  her  custom  to  paddle  a  canoe  across  the 
river  and  milk  the  cows  in  the  lot  mentioned 
in  this  paragraph.  The  will  of  George  Jacobs, 
senior,  dated  January  29,  1691-92,  was  re- 
ceived for  probate  October  following.  It 
appears  that  in  his  extreme  age  and  decrepi- 
tude he  required  two  canes  for  support  in 
walking,  and  these  very  canes  are  now  in 
possession  of  the  Essex  Institute  in  Salem. 
The  baptismal  name  of  his  wife  was  Mary,  but 
her  family  name  is  unknown.  They  had  two 
children  :  George,  Jr.,  date  of  birth  unknown  ;

(VH)  Joseph  Jacobs,  second  son  and 
fourth  child  of  Captain  Benjamin  and  Sally 
(Poor)  Jacobs,  born  in  Peabody,  Massachu- 
setts, February  8,  1808,  died  there  June  17, 
1888,  aged  eighty  years.    He  was  a  tanner  and 


currier  by  trade,  and  in  that  occupation  he 
laid  the  foundation  of  his  later  business  success 
as  a  manufacturer  of  leather,  which  he  carried 
on  for  many  years  with  gratifying  results. 
He  retired  about  ten  years  previous  to  his 
death  and  was  succeeded  by  his  son,  Andrew 
N.  Jacobs.  He  also  took  an  active  part  in 
public  aflfairs  in  Peabody,  filled  various  offices 
of  local  importance,  and  represented  his  town 
in  the  general  court  in  1856,  the  year  in  which 
the  southern  district,  as  Peabody  was  then 
known,  was  set  oflf  from  Danvers.  He  was 
elected  to  the  legislature  as  the  candidate  of 
the  old  "Know  Nothing  party,"  hence  quite 
naturally  he  soon  found  his  way  into  the  ranks 
of  the  Republican  party,  from. which  he  never 
departed.  Mr.  Jacobs  was  an  enterprising 
business  man,  a  public-spirited  citizen,  and  a 
consistent  member  of  the  Congregational 
church.

(Vni)  Andrew  Nichols  Jacobs,  sixth  son 
and  child  of  Joseph  and  Susan  (Wilson) 
Jacobs,  was  born  in  Peabody,  February  16, 
1843.  H^  ^'^^  educated  in  the  schools  of  his 
native  town  and  at  Meriden,  New  Hampshire, 
and  at  Kimball  Union  Academy.  He  then 
learned  the  trade  of  currier  and  tanner  in  his 
father's  shop  under  the  supervision  of  his 
brother.  He  subsequently  took  charge  of  his 
father's  tan  yard  and  continued  until  1886, 
when  he  formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother 
Benjamin  in  the  same  line  of  business,  con- 
tinuing for  some  time,  when  the  business  of 
heavy  leather  was  moved  to  the  west  and  the 
sheep  skin  business  was  carried  on  here,  at 
which  time  they  sold  out.  Andrew  N.  Jacobs 
then  became  identified  in  town  aflfairs;  he 
served  on  the  water  board  in  1885-86:  in  1891 
was  elected  selectman  of  Peabody,  having 
been  elected  each  successive  year  up  to  the 
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present  time  and  now  serving  as  incumbent; 
he  was  made  chairman  of  the  board  in  1896, 
and  has  served  consecutively  up  to  the  present 
time ;  in  1892  he  was  again  elected  to  the  water 
board,  which  office  he  also  holds,  and  in  1893 
was  made  superintendent  of  water  works, 
which  office  he  still  holds.  He  is  a  Republican 
in  politics,  and  a  member  of  Jordan  Lodge  of 
Masons  of  Peabody.  He  married,  December 
18,  1873,  ^^  Salem,  Emily  Osborn,  daughter 
of  Oliver  Felton  and  Sally  (Osborn) 
Batchelder.  and  granddaughter  of  Andrew 
and  Sally  (Felton)  Batchelder.

The  Duncan  family  is  one  of 
DUNCAN     the  foremost  in  Scotland,  and 

is  believed  to  be  of  ancient 
Norse  origin.  Before  1700  the  family  was 
well  established  in  Forfarshire,  Scotland.  In 
the  Duncan  family  are  held  the  earldoms  of 
Camperdown,  Gleneagles  and  Lundie;  the 
viscountcy  of  Duncan ;  the  barony  of  Lundie, 
and  many  distingished  men  of  this  family  have 
lived  in  Scotland  during  the  past  few  centuries. 
In  1 86 1  the  census  showed  that  of  the  name 
Duncan  12,467  persons  lived  in  Scotland.  In 
1890  forty-one  children  of  this  surname  were 
born  in  Ireland,  of  whom  twenty-five  were  in 
the  Scotch  counties  of  Antrim  and  Tyrone. 
A  branch  of  the  family  went  from  Scotland 
to  these  counties  in  the  north  of  Ireland  as 
early  as  1700.

John  Whitcomb,  first  of 
WHITCOMB     the    Whitcomb    family    to 

settle  permanently  in  this 
country,  appeared  in  Dorchester  as  early  as 
1633.  He  joined  the  church  there  in  1635. 
It  had  been  supposed  for  a  long  time  that  he 
was  the  son  of  Symon  Whitcomb,  or  Whet- 
comb,  who  was  one  of  the  original  pat- 
entees of  the  old  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony, 
but  the  will  of  Symon's  father  shows  this 
belief  absolutely  wrong.  He  may  have  been 
the  brother.  The  belief  has  gained  ground 
among  those  who  have  studied  the  records 
that  the  emigrant,  John  Whitcomb,  was 
the  second  son  of  John  and  Anne  (Har- 
per) Whitcomb,  of  London.  John  Harper, 
father  of  Anne,  was  a  member  of  the  East 
India  Company,  June  16,  1620,  and  it  is  rec- 
orded that  he  gave  his  daughter  Anne  a  share 
in  Virginia,  viz:  America.  In  1640  John 
Whitcomb  removed  to  Scituate,  Massachu- 
setts, where  he  already  owned  land.  He  was 
made  constable,  and  was  on  the  list  of  those 
able  to  bear  arms,  in  1643.  He  was  admitted 
a  freeman  June  3,  1652.  In  1654  he  removed 
to  r.ancaster,  Massachusetts,  where  in  1652, 
when  the  town  was  laid  out,  he  had  invested 
some  money.  He  and  his  son,  John,  Jr.,  were 
among  the  founders  of  Lancaster.  After  some 
thirty  years  of  life  in  the  colony  he  died  Sep- 
tember 24,  1662,  aged  about  seventy- four 
years.  He  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  at 
Lancaster,  but  there  is  no  stone.    He  married. 
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in  England,   Frances  ,  and  there  his 

elder  children  were  bom.  He  had  certainly 
five  sons,  perhaps  six,  and  three  daughters. 
He  died  intestate,  and  the  widbw  and  chil- 
dren mutually  agreed  upon  a  division  of  the 
estate,  which  was  approved  by  the  court  His 
widow  made  her  will  May  12,  1671,  and  died 
at  Lancaster,  May  17,  1671.  Her  youngest 
daughter  Mary  was  executrix.  Children:  i. 
Catherine,  married,  1644,  Rodolphus  EUmes, 
of  Scituate;  resided  there;  nine  childrfe.  2. 
James,  bom  in  England,  settled  in  Boston;

(II)  Josiah  Whitcomb,  son  of  John  Whit- 
comb ( I ) ,  was  bom  in  Dorchester,  Massachu- 
setts, 1638,  and  is  believed  to  have  been  the 
youngest  son.  He  accompanied  his  father's 
family  from  Scituate  to  Lancaster,  and  his 
name  appears  variously  in  the  records  of  Lan- 
caster. In  1688  he  received  a  bounty  for  kill- 
ing a  wolf.  He  was  named  in  an  action  for 
damages  for  killing  swine  belonging  to  a 
Stephen  Gates.  He  married,  January  4,  1664, 
in  Lancaster,  Rebecca  Waters,  bom  February, 
1640,  daughter  of  Lawrence  and  Ann  (Linton) 
Waters,  of  Watertown,  Lancaster  and  Charles- 
town.  During  Queen  Anne's  war  (1702-17) 
he  was  allowed  a  garrison  for  protection 
against  Indians.  This  garrison  was  situated 
in  what  is  now  called  Bolton,  set  off  from  Lan- 
caster in  1738.  He  lived  in  the  southeastern 
part  of  Bolton,  and  was  commander  of  the 
garrison.  In  1705  he  was  selectman  and  in 
1708  he  and  twenty-nine  others  signed  the 
church  covenant.  In  1710  he  was  elected 
deputy  of  the  general  court.  He  died  in  1718. 
In  his  will,  made  March  20,  1718,  he  gave 
to  each  of  his  children  one-eighth  part  of  his 
right  to  land  in  Littleton.  His  widow  died  in 
1726.  His  posterity  is  thought  to  be  the  most 
numerous  of  the  sons  of  John  Whitcomb. 
There  is  a  grave  stone  in  the  Bolton  graveyard 
marking  his  burial  place.

He  was  educated  in  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  at  the  state  normal  school  at 
Bridgewater,  Massachusetts,  and  was  a  school 
teacher  by  profession.  He  was  also  a  shoe- 
maker by  trade,  and  for  some  time  worked 
and  lived  in  Marlborough,  Massachusetts.  He 
owned  a  farm  in  the  south  part  of  Berlin,  but 
late  in  life  sold  it  to  John  Lasselle  and  went 
to  live  with  his  daughter,  Mary  L.  Felton. 
He  married,  September  8,  1859,  Lucy  Holder 
Wheeler,  daughter  of  Samuel  H.  and  Sarah 
(Holder)  Wheeler  of  Berlin.  His  wife  died 
August  24,-  1874.  Children,  born  in  Berlin:

(IX)  Myron  L.  Whitcomb,  son  of  Amasa 
A.  Whitcomb  (8),  was  born  in  Berlin,  Massa- 
chusetts, January  19,  1862.  He  attended  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town,  and  worked 
on  his  grand father*s  farm  in  his  youth.  He 
attended  the  high  schools  at  Bolton  and  North- 
borough,  and  studied  for  one  term  at  Bryant 
&  Stratton's  Business  College,  Boston.  He 
then  went  to  Fitchburg,  Massachusetts,  and 
worked  for  two  years  for  L.  C.  Albee  &  Co. 
in  the  clothing  business.  From  Fitchburg  he 
went  to  Haverhill,  January  15,  1883,  ^^^  ^"' 
tered  the  employ  of  A.  M.  Tilton,  also  in  the 
clothing  business.  After  a  year  he  accepted 
a  position  as  clerk  in  the  wholesale  department 
of  the  clothing  store  of  A.  Schumann  &  Com- 
pany. Boston.  In  April,  1884,  he  returned  to 
Haverhill  to  enter  the  employ  of  J.  H.  Win- 
chell  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes  and  had 
charge  of  the  shipping  department.  Two  years 
later  he  became  traveling  salesman  for  the 
firm  and  continued  in  this  capacity  until  1887, 
when  he  was  admitted  to  partnership  and  be- 
came the  assistant  manager.     In  1892  Howard 
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L.  Clark  was  also  admitted  to  the  firm  and 
took  charge  of  the  sales  department.  Mr. 
Winchell  died  January  12,  1896,  and  Mr. 
Whitcomb  became  senior  partner,  continuing 
the  business  in  partnership  with  Mr.  Clark 
until  his  death,  September  9,  1903,  and  since 
then  Mr.  Whitcomb  has  conducted  the  busi- 
ness alone.  The  present  corporation  was 
organized  in  1904  with  J.  Wallace  Allen,  who 
had  been  head  salesman,  as  president,  and  Mr. 
Whitcomb  as  treasurer  and  general  manager. 
In  1885  the  aggregate  annual  business  of  the 
concern  was  between  $300,000  and  $400,000 
and  at  present  it  exceeds  two  millions  annually. 
He  is  a  director  in  the  Merrimack  National 
Bank,  and  is  a  member  of  the  Haverhill  Board 
of  Trade.  He  is  a  member  of  Saggahew  Lodge 
of  Free  Masons,  of  Haverhill  Commandery, 
Knights  Templar,  and  of  the  Pentucket  Club. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  politics.  He  and  his 
family  are  Congregationalists.

From  a  time  'Svlience  the  memory 
COOK  of  man  runneth  not  to  the  con- 
trary'' a  tradition  has  been  handed 
down  through  many  generations  that  the  Cook 
family  here  treated  are  of  the  same  family  as 
those  who  are  known  to  be  descended  from 
Francis  Cooke,  of  the  ''Mayflower."  It  is  not 
denied  that  the  families  mav  have  been  related 
in  the  generations  anterior  to  the  immigration, 
and  the  fact  that  the  particular  branch  here 
under  consideration  omit  the  final  letter  of  the 
surname  would  not  destroy  the  theory  of  kin- 
sliij).  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  tan- 
gible evidence  to  sustain  the  relationship  so 
long  honestly  supposed  to  exist.  It  does  aj)pear, 
however,  that  three  brothers  Cooke  came  to 
New  England  in  the  time  of  the  colony.  The 
first  was  Richard  Cooke,  of  Gloucestershire, 
England,  tailor,  who  was  early  in  Boston,  ad- 
mitted freeman  there  1635 ;  member  of  the 
artillery  company  1643;  lieutenant  1656;  re- 
moved to  York,  Maine,  thence  to  Dover.  New 
llanipshire.  where  Savage  says  he  was  dei)uty 


to  the  general  court  from  that  town.  1670.  In 
his  will  he  made  bequests  to  various  legatees, 
among  them  the  children  of  his  brothers 
William  and  Walter  Cook,  then  (probably 
meaning  the  children)  in  England,  for  at  that 
time  his  brothers  William  and  Walter  had 
been  settled  many  years  in  New  England. 

(I)  Walter  Cook,  the  immigrant,  one  of  the 
brothers  referred  to  above,  settled  in  the  colon v 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  was  at  Weymouth 
as  early  as  1643,  freeman  there  1653,  and 
1663-4  removed  with  his  three  sons  and  two 
daughters  to  Mendon,  Massachusetts.  With 
him  also  were  (jregbry  and  Stephen  Cook,  his 
brothers  perhaps,  but  certainly  relatives,  and 
who  afterward  removed  to  Mil  ford,  Massa- 
chusetts. The .  Cook  homestead  in  Mendon 
was  built  near  the  site  of  the  house  recently 
owmed  bv  Aaron  C.  Cook.

(VII)  Adams  Bacon  Cook,  son  of  Caltb 
and  Margaret  (Pickering)  Cook,  was  born  in 
Mendon,  Massachusetts,  x\ugust  9,  1827,  and 
spent  the  earlier  years  of  his  life  in  Hills- 
borough, New  Hampshire,  where  he  attended 
school.  In  1864  he  went  to  Boston  and  worked 
as  designer  for  Rhodes,  Ripley  &  Company. 
During  the  later  years  of  the  civil  war  he  made 
soldiers'  uniforms  for  army  service.  In  1872 
he  left  Rhodes,  Ripley  &  Company,  set  up  in 
business  for  himself,  and  carried  it  on  with 
good  success  for  many  years,  until  his  recent 
retirement  from  active  pursuits.  Mr.  Cook 
took  up  his  residence  in  Everett,  then  South 
Maiden,  Massachusetts,  in  1866,  and  moved 
to  his  present  residence  (now  Everett)  in  the 
spring  of  1881.  In  Everett  he  has  long  been 
regarded  as  one  of  the  substantial  men  of  the 
town,  and  as  a  man  of  understanding,  means 
and  large  experience  in  business  affairs  he  has 
frequently  been  called  into  public  service  as 
an  official  at  the  demand  of  his  fellow  towns- 
men. He  is  a  firm  Republican,  and  a  zealous 
parti zan,  but  never  sought  or  held  office  for 
selfish  advantage.  He  has  served  as  member 
and  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen,  over- 
seer of  the  poor  and  member  of  the  school 
committee.  He  is  a  member  of  Palestine 
Lodge,  F.  and  A.  M. ;  Everett  Lodge  No.  36, 
I.  O.  O.  F. ;  the  Royal  Arcanum ;  and  in  reli- 
gious preference  is  a  I'niversalist.     January 
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13,  1853,  Mr.  Cook  married  Ann  Sophia  Wy- 
man,  daughter  of  Daniel  and  Louisa  (Mooar) 
Wyman  (see  Wyman  f jUnily) ;  children:  i.

1882.  He  was  an  officer  of  the  United  States 
revenue  marine  service,  and  previous  to  his 
death  was  first  officer  on  board  the  revenue 
cutter  "Corwin."

(VIII)  Charles  Freeman  Cook,  son  of 
Adams  Bacon  and  Ann  Sophia  (Wyman) 
Cook,  was  born  at  Hillsborough  Bridge,  New 
Hampshire,  December  14,  1^2,  and  was  a 
small  child  when  his  parents  removed  to  Mass- 
achusetts and  settled  in  Everett.  He  received 
his  education  in  the  Everett  public  schools, 
graduating  from  the  high  school,  and  after 
leaving  school  entered  the  employ  of  the 
Brush  Electric  Lighting  Company  of  Boston. 
When  the  company  consolidated  with  others 
of  its  kind  and  became  part  of  the  trust  com- 
bination, he  became  a  commercial  traveller  for 
the  firm  of  William  H.  Lent  &  Company,  later 
was  with  Brown,  Draper  &  Company,  and 
still  later  with  Cumner  &  Jones. 

In  1895  Mr.  Cook  engaged  in  business  on 
his  own  account  as  an  expert  in  explosives. 
His  interest  in  military  affairs  began  in  1886, 
when  he  enlisted  as  ])rivate  in  Company  L, 
Eighth  M.  V.  M.,  later  l)cing  transferred  to 
the  Fifth  Regiment,  and  still  later  to  Troop 
A,  First  Cavalry  (Lancers)  M.  Y.  M.  Hav- 
ing served  some  time  with  the  cavalry,  Mr. 
Cook  went  back  to  the  Eighth  Infantry  as 
sergeant-major  and  inspector  of  rifle  practice 
under  Colonel  Mills,  and  later  was  made  ad- 
jutant to  Colonel  Dodge,  who  succeeded  Mills. 
l»esides  being  a  thorough  military  man  and  a 
recognized  authority  on  explosives.  Adjutant 
Cook  is  accounted  one  of  the  best  marksmen 
in  the  country,  whether  with  the  regulation 
army  rifle  or  the  sportsman's  firearms ;  and  the 
numerous  medals,  badges  and  certificates  pos- 
sessed by  him  are  trophies  of  his  victories  in 
rifle  contests.  Among  his  much  prized  me- 
mentos is  a  letter  dated  I'ebruary  2,  1778, 
written  by  his  great-grandfather,  David  Cook, 
while  on  duty  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts, 
and  addressed  to  his  wife  in  HelHngham.  Be- 
sides the  enviable  prominence  achieved  by  him 
as  a  military  man  and  an  expert  in  his  profes- 
sion, Mr.  Cook  for  many  years  has  occupied 


equal  prominence  in  the  councils  of  the  Re- 
publican party  in  Massachusetts,  and  in  tbe 
civil  and  political  life  of  the  city  of  Everett 
as  well  as  of  Middlesex  county.  The  staldtty 
of  his  Republicanism  is  beyond  question  and 
his  power  and  influence  have  been  certified 
in  his  frequent  appointment  as  campaign  man- 
ager. Still,  he  has  not  been  a  seeker  after 
political  office  for  the  emolument  thereof,  as 
is  shown  by  his  long  service  as  member  of  the 
city  council,  an  officer  of  the  municipal  gov- 
ernment which  carries  no  compensation.  He 
is  a  Mason,  craftsman  of  Baalbec  Lodge,  P. 
and  A.  M.  of  East  Boston,  and  an  attendant 
at  the  Everett  Universalist  church.  Mr.  Cook 
married,  March  31,  1892,  Julia  Wheeler  Beu, 
born  in  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  and  whose 
parents  came  from  Scotland.  Caroline  Cook, 
born  1894,  died  in  infancy,  was  the  only  child 
born  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cook. 


When  the  first  representatives 
WYMAX    of  the  Wyman  name  readied 

New  England  is  not  known, 
but  they  were  in  Charlestown,  Massachusetts, 
in  1640  or  before.  They  were  persons  of 
means,  and  took  a  leading  part  in  the  affairs 
of  the  town  of  Woburn,  where  they  settled. 
Their  course  in  religious  matters  shows  that 
Ihey  were  independent  thinkers  and  not  in- 
clined to  be  coerced.  Most  of  the  men  of  this 
family  have  been  of  tall  stature,  with  a  mili- 
tary air.

Thomas  Stacey,  son  of  Benjamin,  was  born 
in  the  Estes  homestead,  corner  of  Broad  and 
Estes  streets,  Lynn,  February  28,  1815;  died 
at  his  home  on  Portland  street,  Lvnn,.  March 
25,  1890.  During  his  youth  he  was  much  in- 
terested in  military  matters,  being  an  active 
and  prominent  member  of  the  Lynn  Light 
Infantry  until  about  1845.  He  was  exten- 
sively engaged  in  the  manufacture  of  shoes 
in  Lynn,  during  his  active  life,  and  was  the 
first  manufacturer  of  carpet  slippers.  In  1862 
he  became  a  member  of  the  common  council, 
and  from  1865  to  1868.  inclusive,  was  an  alder- 
man and  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
building  of  the  Lynn  city  hall.  At  its  dedi- 
cation, November  30,  1867,  he  gave  an  excel- 
lent address  in  delivering  the  possession  of  the 
same  to  the  mayor,  Roland  G.  Lsher.  He  was 
the  first  president  of  the  Oxford  Club  (form- 
erly the  P>ear  Garden).  For  a  great  number 
of  years  he  was  a  director  of  the  First  National 
Bank,  a  member  of  the  investment  committee 
of  the  old  Lynn  Institution  for  Savings,  and 
a  member  of  the  Bay  State  Lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows.  Mr.  Stacey  was  a  constant  attendant 
of  the  First  Universalist  church  of  Lvnn.  A 
man  of  genial  nature,  excellent  judgment,  in- 
telligence, ability  and  absolute  integrity,  he 
was  generous  and  equable.  He  married  first, 
Sarah  Maria  Atkinson,  who  died  February  25, 
1849,  leaving  three  children:  i.  Maria  Eliza- 
beth, born  May  13,  1842;  she  was  the  first 
wife  of  Admiral  Mortimer  L.  Johnson,  of  the 
U.  S.  Navy,  and  was  killed  in  an  earthquake 
at  Arica,  Peru,  August  13.  1868.  2.  Henry 
Clay,  born  November  18,  1844.  3-  Benjamin, 
born  December  25,  1848.  Mr.  Stacey  married 
second,   November  29,    1849,   Hannah   Maria 
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Johnson,  bom  at  Beverly,  April  8,  1826,  and 
their  children  were:  i.

Hannah  Maria  (Johnson)  Stacey  traces  her 
ancestry  on  the  paternal  side  to  James  John- 
son, who  at  the  age  of  twenty-eight  years  came 
to  Boston  from  the  port  of  London  in  the  ship 
"Amitie,"  George  Downes,  master,  October, 
1635.  The  following  year  he  was  admitted 
freeman  in  the  colony,  and  received  into  the 
fellowship  of  the  First  Church  of  Boston.  The 
following  record  of  the  Johnson  family  is 
quoted  from  the  New  England  Genealogical 
Register,  vol.  viii,  p.  232,  originally  taken  from 
Wright's  "History  of  Rutlandshire :"  "Morris 
Johnson,  an  alderman  of  Stanford,  county 
Lincoln^  married  a  daughter  of  Lacy,  of  Stan- 
ford. Their  children  were  Robert,  of  North 
Luffenham,  county  Rutland,  archdeacon  of 
Leicester, and  Catharine,  wife  of  Edward  Over- 
ton, of  Marcote,  county  Rutland.  Robert,  the 
archdeacon,  had  one  son,  Abraham,  who  mar- 
ried for  his  first  wife  a  daughter  of  Meadows, 
by  whom  he  had  Isaac  Johnson,  Esq.,  who  mar- 
ried Lady  Arabella,  daughter  of  the  earl  of 
Lincoln.  Abraham  married  for  his  second 
wife  Cicely,  daughter  of  Lawrence  Chadder- 
ton,  D.  D.,  by  whom  he  had  Samuel,  died  1658 ; 
Daniel,  died  1670:  James,  Nathaniel,  Francis 
an^l  Elizabeth/'  The  familiar  names  of  Sam- 
uel, James  and  Elizabeth  appear  in  this  record, 
and  the  name  of  Samuel  has  been  handed  down 
to  the  present  generation.  The  following  ex- 
tract is  taken  from  Z.  G.  Whitman's  "History 
of  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery  Com- 
pany," p.  87:  "Captain  James  Johnson,  Bos- 
ton, glover,  freeman,  1636.  He  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Boston  church,  and  married  a  daugh- 
ter of  Elder  Thomas  Oliver,  and  had  several 
sons.  He  was  lieutenant  of  the  company. 
1638."  The  children  of  James  and  Abigail 
(Oliver)  Johnson  were  born  as  follows: 
Joseph,  1644;  Abigail,  1645;  Abigail,  1646; 
Elizabeth,  1649;  Samuel,  1650;  James  and 
John,  1653;  Elizabeth,  1655;  Mary,  1657; 
Hannah,  1659:  Hannah.  1661.  James  John- 
son and  Abigail  his  wife  are  found  in  many 
conveyances  as  grantors  and  grantees.  At  one 
time  he  owned  many  acres  of  land  now  in  the 
central  part  of  Boston.     One  parcel  was  of 


eight  acres  adjoining  the  'Common.  His  bunie- 
stead  probably  was  on  Tremont  street 

Samuel  Johnson,  son  of  James  and  Abigail 
Johnson,  was  baptized  i  mo.  16,  165a  He 
was  a  glover  by  trade,  and  a  resident  of  Bos- 
ton, the  homestead  probably  bein^  located  on 
Tremont  street,  near  Hanover,  or  m  that  vicin- 
ity. He  married  Phoebe,  daughter  of  Edward 
Burton,  late  of  Hingham;  children:  Samuel, 
Jr.,  Edward,  Jonathan  and  Elizabeth. 

Jonathan  Johnson,  son  of  Samuel  Johnson, 
bom  1682,  probably  in  Boston,  came  to  Lynn, 
September  24,  1707.  By  the  town  records, 
four  years  later,  at  a  town  meeting  held  March 
3,  it  was  decided  that  Jonathan  Johnson  should 
have  a  gift  of  land  to  set  a  house  upon.  These 
four  years  may  have  been  a  time  of  probation, 
as  the  land  was  given  him  after  the  deliberations 
of  the  town  meetings.  In  1721  the  town  voted  a 
grant  to  erect  a  mill.  This  not  being  agreeable 
to  Mr.  Johnson,  he  in  town  meeting  entered 
his  dissent  against  such  grant,  sa3ring  he  pre- 
ferred chair  making  to  milling  as  a  future 
business.  At  the  March  meeting  in  1723  he 
was  appointed  constable,  and  in  town  meeting 
in  March,  1731,  was  chosen  tithing  man  for 
the  year  ensuing,  also  for  1730-32.  Jonathan 
Johnson's  life  in  Lynn  must  nave  been  an  in- 
dustrious and  influential  one,  as  he  was  elected 
to  offices  of  trust,  both  in  church  and  town 
affairs.  His  business  as  chair  maker  must 
have  been  successful,  for  in  his  inventory  is 
mention  of  an  old  shop  and  a  new  one.  .  He 
left  a  home  for  his  wife,  and  bequeathed 
ninety-four  pounds  to  his  four  daughters,  with 
a  real  estate  valued  at  six  hundred  and  fifty- 
six  pounds,  or  in  all  a  property  valued  at  about 
seven  hundred  and  fifty  pounds.  He  married, 
at  Lynn,  May  30,  1710,  Sarah,  daughter  of 
Joseph  Mansfield,  one  of  the  most  influential 
and  well-to-do  farmers  of  Lynn.  Children: 
Mary,  born  December  12,  1712;  Phoebe,  De- 
cember 15,  1714:  Sarah.  June  26,  1718  or  1719; 
Kdward,  August  10,  1722;  Jonathan,  Decem- 
ber 3,  1723,  see  forward;  Elizabeth,  1726. 
Jonathan  Johnson  (father)  died  May  8,  1741, 
in  the  fifty-eighth  year  of  his  age,  and  his  wife 
died  August  28,  1728. 

Jonathan  Johnson,  Jr.,  son  of  Jonathan 
Johnson,  born  December  3,  1723,  died  at  Na- 
hant,  1801.  He  no  doubt  lived  in  the  old  home- 
stead, sharing  the  profits  of  the  business,  and 
working  in  the  same  shop  and  at  the  same 
bench  with  his  brother,  Edward,  until  1749 
when  he  conveyed  his  interest  in  the  estate  of 
his  father  to  his  brother  Edward.     He  then 
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moVed  to  Marblehead  and  purchased  an  estate, 
which  he  conveyed  to  Joseph  Hubbard,  Aug- 
ust 23,  1758.  He  moved  to  Nahant  the  same 
year  and  occupied  the  house  built  by  Jeremiah 
Gray,  which  he  purchased.  The  house  was 
located  in  the  southerly  comer  of  the  town, 
nearly  on  the  ledge,  and  overlooked  all  the 
adjoining  land,  which  was  then  not  obstructed 
by  trees  or  dwelling  houses.  It  also  com- 
manded a  magnificent  view  of  ocean  and  bay, 
and  from  this  commanding  sight  they  could  see 
the  British  fleet  in  Boston  harbor,  hear  the 
reports  from  the  cannon  and  musketry  at  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  without  doubt  saw 
the  British  fleet  as  it  sailed  out  of  Boston  har- 
bor when  that  town  was  evacuated.  It  has 
been  said  that  deserters  from  the  British  fleet 
found  a  shelter  beneath  his  roof,  and  after- 
wards became  members  of  his  crews  on  the 
fishing  and  coasting  vessels  which  he  owned. 
He  married  first,  Katherine  Brumage,  June 
II,  1745;  one  child,  Jonathan,  born  December 
27,  1746.  She  died  July  25,  1752.  He  mar- 
ried second,  July  25,  1753,  Susanna,  daughter 
of  Mathew  Farrington,  of  Lynn;  children: 
Mary,  born  May  8,  1754;  Rebecca,  February 
26,  1757;  William,  June  3,  1759.  He  married 
third,  Ann  Alley;  children:  Benjamin,  ]|prn 
October  4,  1771 ;  Joseph,  February  12,  1776, 
see  forward;  Caleb,  December  7.  1778. 

Ann  (Alley)  Johnson  was  a  descendant  of 
Hugh  Alley,  who  was  one  of  the  first  settlers 
at  Nahant.  In  1635,  at  the  age  of  twenty- 
seven,  he  embarked  from  Stepney  Parish, 
England,  in  the  ship  "Abigail,"  bound  for  New 
England.  He  probably  married,  1641,  Mary 
Graves,  daughter  of  Thomas  Graves.  His 
children:  Mary,  born  January  6,  1642;  John, 
November  30,  1646;  Martha,  July  31,  1649; 
Sarah,  April  15,  1651 ;  Hugh,  June  i,  1661 ; 
Jacob,  September  5,  1663.  Hugh  Alley,  Sr., 
died  at  Nahant,  January  25,  1674.  in  the  sixty- 
sixth  year  of  his  age. 

Hugh  Alley,  Jr.,  son  of  Hugh  Alley,  born 
June  I,  1661,  married,  December  9,  1681,  Re- 
becca Hood;  children:  Solomon,  born  Octo- 
ber II,  1682,  killed  in  the  Pequot  war;  Jacob, 
January  28,  1684;  Ebenezer,  November  i, 
1686;  Hannah,  August  16,  1689;  Richards, 
July  13,  1691 ;  Joseph,  June  22,  1693;  Benja- 
min, February  24,  1695.  Both  the  Alleys  and 
Hoods  were  Quakers,  and  firmly  adhered  to 
the  forms  and  customs  of  that  religious  faith, 
and  in  the  records  are  found  many  incidents 
of  their  firmness  and  courage. 

Joseph  Alley,  son  of  Hugh  Alley,  Jr.,  born 
June  22,  1693,  married  Anne ,  who  bore 


him  the  following  named  children:  Joseph, 
William,  John,  Sarah,  Mary,  Ann,  who  mar- 
ried for  her  first  husband  Thomas  Williams, 
a  soldier  in  the  Lunenburg  expedition,  and  for 
her  second  husband,  Jonathan  Johnson,  afore- 
mentioned. 

Joseph  Johnson,  son  of  Jonathan  Johnson, 
was  born  February  12,  1776,  died  June  8, 
1854.  He  was  born  in  those  stormy  days  when 
the  one  thought  of  the  people  was  of  the  war 
which  had  just  begun.  His  father  had  but 
lately  returned  from  his  campaign  in  the 
French  and  Indian  wars,  and  his  mother's  peo- 
ple were  Quakers  who  were  of  a  peaceful  dis- 
position, and  did  not  believe  in  war.  His  boy- 
hood was  spent  and  his  early  education  ob- 
tained under  these  influences.  At  an  early 
age  he  was  apprenticed  to  his  half-brother, 
Thomas  Williams,  to  learn  the  shoemaking 
trade.  It  does  not  appear  that  he  ever  worked 
much  at  his  trade,  as  the  more  active  life  of 
boating  and  fishing  was  more  to  his  taste.  His 
discharge  from  the  Fifth  Regiment,  First 
Brigade,  Second  Division,  under  the  signature 
of  James  Gardiner >  is  dated  April  28,  1798, 
and  this  probably  ended  his  military  service. 
He  kept  a  public  house  at  Nahant  many  years. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  integrity  and  industry. 
His  name  appears  at  the  head  of  important 
committees,  and  he  was  selected  to  assume  re- 
sponsibilities which  show  he  was  judged  to 
be  the  one  most  fitted  for  public  service.  He 
attended  the  Methodist  church  in  Lynn,  and 
in  middle  life  became  a  member  of  it.  He  was 
ever  after  very  active  in  christian  work  and 
in  the  interest  of  that  religious  denomination. 
While  his  home  was  always  open  for  the 
school  teacher,  it  was  also  made  the  temporal 
abiding  place  for  the  clergymen  who  supplied 
the  pulpit  in  the  stone  chapel  on  the  Sabbath 
and  at  prayer  and  conference  meetings,  which 
were  frequently  held  at  his  house  until  the 
church  was  built  in  185 1.  To  this  he  contri- 
buted largely  and  served  as  deacon  and  trustee 
until  his  death. 

Joseph  Johnson  married  first.  May  7,  1797, 
Mary  (or  Polly)  Cox,  of  Salem,  born  August 
17,  1779,  died  November  19,  1818;  married 
second,  June  i,  1819,  Betsey  Graves,  of  Read- 
ing, born  November  18,  1789,  died  March  25, 
1872,  daughter  of  Captain  Daniel  and  Mary 
(Buxton)  Graves,  of  North  Reading,  de- 
scendant of  Samuel  Graves,  an  early  settler 
of  Lynn.  His  children  were:  Joseph,  born 
January  5,  1798,  see  forward;  Jonathan,  Feb- 
ruary 6,  18CO,  married  May  25,  1823,  Anna 
Stone,  and  died  April  12,  1888;  Francis,  July 
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3,  1802,  married,  October  30,  1827,  Sally  C 
Rice,  and  died  June  19^  1891 ;  Eliza,  July  29, 
1806,  married,  May  ^,  1833,  Joseph  Ladd, 
and  died  September  4,  1894;  Pamelia,  Octo- 
ber 11,  1808,  died  March  26,  1861;  Washing- 
ton Harlow,  July  16,  181 1,  married,  June  18, 
1837,  Minerva  Rice,  and  died  July  7,  1892; 
Dolly  Madison,  July  28,  181 3,  married,  No- 
vember 14,  1833,  John  Hint,  and  died  Septem- 
ber II,  1897;  Walter,  October  20,  1816,  mar- 
ried, June  29,  1841,  Hannah  B.  Pratt,  and  died 
August  14,  1897;  Alfred  Daniel,  April  26, 
1820,  married,  October  10,  1842,  Emily  Bar- 
ton, and  died  October  4,  1890;  Edward  Kirk, 
November  7,  1822,  died  April  28,  1891 ;  Fred- 
erick Henry,  April  30,  1825,  married,  Novem- 
ber 25,  1847,  Serena  T.  Gurney,  and  died  De- 
cember 3,  1876;  Franklin  Everett,  November 

4,  1827,  married  (first),  February  9,  1857, 
Harriet  Whitney,  (second),  March  10,  1873, 
Almira  J.  Smith;  Mary  Graves,  April  15,  1830, 
died  March  28,  1831 ;  Edmund  Buxton,  July 
13,  1832,  married,  October  31,  1867,  Mary 
C  F.  Taylor.  Betsey  (Graves)  Johnson  died 
March  25,  1872.  An  article  on  her  beautiful 
character  is  to  be  found  at  the  Nahant  Library. 

Mary  (or  Polly)  (Cox)  Johnson's  ancestors 
were  a  hardy  and  enterprising  people.  They 
were  prominent  actors  in  those  stormy  times 
in  which  they  lived,  as  is  shown  by  the  appear- 
ance of  their  names  on  the  military  rolls  in  the 
French  and  Indian  and  the  revolutionary  wars. 
Her  father  was  a  lieutenant  in  the  battle  of 
Bunker  Hill,  and  was  with  Washington  in  the 
siege  of  Boston,  and  through  the  New  York 
and  New  Jersey  campaigns.  Her  grandfather 
served  in  the  revolutionary  war,  and  was  in  the 
French  and  Indian  wars,  and  was  twice  taken 
prisoner,  once  at  Montreal,  and  once  he  was 
captured  from  his  vessel  while  in  the  Bay  of 
Fundy.  He  endured  the  hardships  of  prison 
life  at  Quebec,  and  from  this  fortress  he  re- 
ceived his  second  exchange  from  the  British 
military  authorities.  Her  mother,  Mercy 
(Deadman)  Cox,  was  the  daughter  of  Captain 
William  Deadman,  one  of  Salem's  noted  ship- 
masters. 

Joseph  Johnson,  Jr.,  son  of  Joseph  Johnson, 
born  in  Lynn,  January  5,  1798,  died  September 
7, 1889,  at  Nahant.  He  was  a  man  of  unswerv- 
mg  integrity  and  perseverance.  He  married 
first,  June  25,  1823,  Joanna  Ellingwood  Green, 
born  in  Beverly,  August  31,  1797,  died  Decem- 
ber 31,  1844.

Joanna  Ellingwood  (Green)  Johnson  traces 
her  ancestry  on  the  paternal  side  to  John  and 
Mary  Green,  whose  son,  Israel  Green  (grand- 
father) was  a  soldier  in  the  revolution,  min- 
uteman  in  Captain  Caleb  Dodge's  com- 
pany, 1775;  private  in  Captain  Ebenezer 
Francis's  company.  Colonel  Mansfield's  reg- 
iment, 1776;  also  in  Captain  Moses  Brown's 
company,  1776.  He  married  first,  June  14, 
1748,  Sarah  Herrick,  of  Beverly,  and  their 
children  were :  John,  Israel,  Mehitable,  Robert, 
Sarah  and  Joseph.  He  married  second. 
Joanna  Ellingwood,  a  sister  of  Jonathan 
Ellingwood,  whose  daughter  married  the  son 
of  Israel  Green,  therefore  she  was  mother- 
in-law  to  Joseph  Green  and  aunt  to  Joanna 
EUfhgwood  and  to  them  bequeathed  her  prop- 
erty. The  children  of  this  union  were :  Han- 
nah, bom  October,  1795,  died  February  25, 
1 87 1,  married  David  Perkins,  of  Topsfield;

Peter  Tufts  has  be<ii  r^[arded 
TUFTS  by  all  chroniclers  of  this  history 
of  the  noted  family  of  that  name 
m  New  England  as  the  common  ancestor  of 
nearly,  if  not  all  of  them,  but  by  reason  of 
some  imperfection  in  town  and  parish 
records  the  year  of  his  immigration  to 
America  is  not  known.  It  is  believed 
that  he  came  from  the  south  part  of 
Norfolk  county,  England,  where  the  Tufts 
have  been  seated  for  several  centuries,  and 
where  among  them  there  have  been  many  men 
of  note  and  character  and  high  position. 

(I)  Peter  Tufts  was  an  inhabitant  of 
Charlestown,  Massachusetts  Bay  colony,  pre- 
vious to  1638,  and  in  1646  to  1647  ^^  ^^^ 
William  Bridges,  his  brother-in-law,  kept  the 
Maiden  ferry.  His  house  was  in  Everett,  on 
the  site  of  the  old  nitre  storehouse  of  later 
years:  and  from  published  accounts  he  seems 
to  have  been  a  man  of  unusual  thrift,  and  in 
the  course  of  his  life  acquired  much  property. 
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owning  lands  in  Charlestown  (Somerville), 
Med  ford,  Maiden  and  Everett.  He  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
Pierce.  Peter  Tufts  died  in  Maiden,  May  13, 
1700,  aged  eighty-three  years,  and  his  wife 
Mary  died  January  10,  1702-3,  aged  seventy- 
five  years ;  both  lie  buried  in  Bell  Rock  ceme- 
tery, where  their  gravestones  are  still  in  good 
preservation.

Willis  Wirt  George,  only  son 
GEORGE     of  Lewis  Brainard  George  and 

Sarah  Brown  his  wife,  was 
born  in  East  Saugus,  Massachusetts,  Septem- 
ber 22,  1852,  and  died  at  his  home  in  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  November  26,  1898.  His  father 
was  a  native  of  Wrentham,  Massachusetts, 
born  March  24, 1825,  and  died  in  East  Saugus, 
April  27,  1893.  He  was  an  active  and  suc- 
cessful business  man  of  many  years  experience, 
engaged  in  the  leather  trade  in  Lynn,  although 
he  retained  a  residence  in  East  Saugus.  He 
was  a  man  of  excellent  qualities,  straight- 
forward in  all  of  his  business  transactions, 
and  enjoyed  the  respect  of  his  fellowmen  in 
every  walk  in  life;  and  he  was  an  earnest 
member  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church. 
His  wife,  Sarah  Brown,  was  born  in  Saugus, 
March  25,  1826,  and  died  May  6,  1896,  leav- 
ing two  children — Willis  Wirt  George,  of  whom 
mention  is  made  in  a  later  paragraph,  and 
Emma  May  George.  She  was  born  in  East 
Saugus,  Massachusetts,  .August  i,  1854,  and 
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married  Charles  A.  Newhall,  of  North  An- 
dover,  by  whom  she  has  one  diild^  Maiiguerite 
Newhall,  bom  in  Lynn,  January  ii»  1883, 
attended  Mt  Holvoke  College  one  year. 

Willis  Wirt  (jeorge  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  his  native  town  and  Wil- 
braham  Academy  .at  Wilbraham,  Massachu- 
setts. After  leaving  school  he  engaged  in 
business*  for  several  years  in  company  with 
his  father,  and  afterward  on  his  own  account 
as  sole  proprietor  until  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1898.  He  was  director  of  the  Lynn  Na- 
tional Bank.  On  October  20,  1880,  Mr. 
George  married  Maria  Josephine  Tapley,  bom 
in  Lynn,  April  22,  1856,  daughter  of  Warren 
Tapley  (see  Tapley  family)  and  Caroline 
Watts  Smith,  his  wife,  and  granddaughter  of 
John  Tapley,  whose  wife  was  Lydia  Tufts, 
as  has  been  mentioned  in  a  preceding  para- 
graph. Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  had  three  chil- 
dren: Carrie  Tapley  George,  bom  in  Lynn 
July  31,  1883;  Lewis  Brainard  George,  born 
in  Lynn,  March  21,  1885,  ^  graduate  of 
Princeton  1908;  and  Eleanor  George,  born  in 
L3min,  March  22,  1890,  graduate  Dorcas  Hall, 
Wellesley  Collie.  Carrie  Tapley  George  was 
educated  at  Lasell  Seminary,  Auburndale, 
Massachusetts,  class  of  1903. 

Nevin  was  probably  a  very 
NEVINS  ancient  and  now  obsolete  per- 
sonal name  that  has  remained 
in  use  as  a  surname  of  an  old  Scotch  family. 
The  family  is  not  large,  however,  even  in  Scot- 
land. A  branch  of  the  Nevin  or  Nevins  family 
located  in  Ireland  with  the  Scotch-Irish  and 
the  Nevins  are  found  in  Ulster  and  other  sec- 
tions of  Ireland  at  the  present  time.  The  sur- 
name Nevinson  is  derived  from  Nevin  by  the 
addition  of  son  and  sometimes  the  names  were 
used  interchangeably.  The  Nevinson  family 
of  Estrey,  England,  has  a  coat-of-arms :  Ar- 
gent a  chevron  between  three  eagles  displayed 
azure  beaked  and  legged  gules.  There  are 
two  branches  of  the  Nevins  family  in  New 
England.  Both  were  doubtless  of  Scotch-Irish 
origin,  one  settling  in  Connecticut,  the  other 
in  New  Hampshire,  and  apparently  related 
closely. 

David  Nevins,  born  1729,  came  from  Kings- 
ton, Massachusetts,  to  Canterbury,  Connecti- 
cut; he  lost  his  life  in  1757  by  drowning  while 
repairing  a  bridge  at  Quinebaug.  Married, 
1746,  Mary  Lathrop,  born  1729.

Nevins,  bom  at  Canterbury,  September  12, 1747, 
died  January  21,  1838,  aged  ninety-one;  was 
messenger  of  the  committee  of  correspondence; 
lieutenant  in  Eighth  Company,  Sixth  Regiment 
at  the  siege  of  Boston  and  in  the  Jersey  cam- 
paign in  the  revolution.  Married  Mary  Rus- 
sell Hubbard  (1756- 1820);  children:  i. 
Henry,  bom  1779,  resided  in  Norwich,  Con- 
necticut. 2.  D^vid,  bom  1783,  lost  at  sea  on 
a  voyage  from  Jamaica  to  New  York  in  1806.

Three  brothers,  Thomas,  William  and  David 
Nevins,  settled  in  West  Dunstable,  Massachu- 
setts, and  Hollis,  New  Hampshire.  They  were 
in  Dunstable  January  17,  1742. 

(I)  Thomas  Nevins,  immigrant  ancestor, 
lived  in  Methuen,  Massachusetts,  in  Dunstable 
and  in  Hollis,  New  Hampshire.  He  was 
closely  related  to  William,  David  and  Thomas, 
and  it  seems  certain  that  the  two  former  were 
his  brothers.  They  lived  in  the  same  time 
and  'had  the  same  ramily  names.    He  married 

Martha  .     He  died  before  1757  when 

she  was  called  a  widow,  a  resident  of  Andover, 
Massachusetts.  Her  son  David  was  a  private 
from  Andover  marching  to  the  relief  of  Fort 
William  Henry  under  Captain  John  Famum, 
August,  1757,  giving  his  age  as  seventeen.  He 
was  called  of  Methuen  in  1758  when  under 
Captain  Asa  Foster,  but  was  called  of  Andover 
when  impressed  April  12,  1759,  by  Lieutenant 
John  Osgood  for  service  against  Canada,  called 
son  of  Widow  Martha  Nevins  in  the  rolls.

[e  remained  with  this  firm  until  the 
nty-one  and  there  laid  the  founda- 


tion of  those  business  habits  which  contributed 
so  largely  to  his  later  success.  Immediately 
after  becoming  of  age  he  entered  into  partner- 
ship with  Philip  Anthony,  of  New  Bedford, 
and  for  eight  years  carried  on  a  flourishing 
business  fitting  out  whaling  vessels  and  mer- 
chantmen for  long  voyages.  He  then  formed 
a  partnership  with  George  Baty  Blake  in  the 
dry  goods  importing  business,  under  the  firm 
name  of  George  B.  Blake  &  Company,  in  Bos- 
ton, and  Nevins  &  Company  in  New  York. 
Mr.  Nevins  conducted  the  New  York  business, 
and  during  this  time  made  occasional  trips  to 
Europe  where  he  made  purchases  for  the 
house.  He  thus  acquired  an  extensive  ac- 
quaintance with  the  manufacturers  of  England 
and  the  continent.  On  account  of  ill  health 
Mr.  Blake  retired  from  the  firm  in  1845,  and 
the  New  York  house  continued  business  under 
its  old  name.  Soon  after  he  established  the 
Boston  house  again  under  the  name  of  Nevins 
&  Company.  In  1846  he  first  engaged  in  manu- 
facturing, and  with  E.  R.  Mudge  and  others 
buill  the  Victory  Mills  at  Schuylerville,  near 
Saratoga,  New  York,  and  was  always  a  large 
owner.  Early  in  1857  he  established  the  bank- 
ing business  of  the  City  Exchange,  Devonshire 
street,  Boston,  which  was  carried  on  with 
David  Nevins,  Jr.  and  John  P.  Marquand  as 
partners,  until  it  was  finally  merged  with  his 
manufacturing  interests.  As  an  illustration  of 
his  prompt  decision  in  operations  of  great 
magnitude,  the  following  is  one  of  many  in- 
stances which  might  be  cited.  Mr.  Gardner, 
an  extensive  manufacturer  of  New  York,  dur- 
ing a  stringency  in  the  money  market,  tele- 
graphed to  him ;  "How  much  money  have  you 
got?*'  The  answer  was,  "None  of  your  busi- 
ness ;  how  much  do  you  want."  Back  came  the 
message,  "Four  hundred  thousand  dollars." 
Quick  as  it  could  be  written  went  the  reply, 
"Half  goes  tonight,  balance  in  the  morning." 
After  the  financial  crash  in  1857  he,  with 
George,  Howe,  purchased  the  Pemberton  Mills 
of  Lawrence,  Massachusetts,  which  had  proved 
a  financial  failure.  Under  the  new  manage- 
ment the  mills  were  run  with  great  success 
until  their  fall  on  the  evening  of  January  10, 
i860.  Mr.  Nevins  then  purchased  the  ruins 
and  rebuilt  the  mills  the  following  year,  and 
continued  to  operate  them  as  president  of  the 
corporation,  and  selling  agent,  until  the  time 
of  his  death.  In  1864  he  bought  the  entire 
plant  of  the  Methuen  Company,  which  had  sus- 
pended operations  at  the  beginning  of  the  war. 
The  next  year  the  mills  were  put  in  operation, 
in  1870  were  greatly  enlarged,  and  in  1871  he 
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introduced  the  manufacture  of  fine  and  coarse 
jute  fabrics.  When  he  bought  the  mills  they 
furnished  employment  to  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty  persons,  and  when  he  died  they  re- 
quired six  hundred  and  fifty  operatives.  This 
enterprise  had  been  largely  instrumental  in  in- 
creasing the  population  and  business  of  the 
town.  About  1868  the  Stevens  Linen  Works 
of  W^ebster  came  into  his  possession  and  be- 
came a  successful  enterprise,  and  about  1874 
he  bought  the  mills  of  the  India  Bagging  Com- 
pany, of  Salem,  and  two  years  later  the  entire 
plant  of  the  Bengal  Bagging  Company,  and 
made  successes  of  both.  He  so  increased  the 
manufacture  of  jute  fabrics  at  his  several 
mills,  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  the 
largest  manufacturer  of  jute  fabrics  in  the 
United  States.  He  accumulated  a  large  for- 
tune, and  afforded  employment  to  two  thous- 
and people,  and  indirectly  to  many  more.  So 
systematically  had  he  organized  this  immense 
business  that  when  he  died  it  went  on  without 
a  jar  or  break.  Endowed  with  an  iron  qon- 
stitution,  he  was  accustomed  from  earliest  boy- 
hood to  long  and  hard  labor,  and  no  task  was 
too  difficult  for  him  to  undertake.  Only  a  few 
days  before  his  death,  although  he  had  a 
severe  cold,  he  went  to  Salem  to  enter  at  the 
custom  house  a  cargo  of  jute  from  Calcutta, 
the  first  which  had  arrived  from  that  port  for 
over  forty  years,  and  having  finished  that  duty, 
inspected  both  mills  in  that  city  before  his  re- 
turn to  Methuen.  The  cold  developed  into  a 
heart  trouble  and  he  gradually  grew  worse  and 
died  in  the  midst  of  an  active  and  useful  career, 
March  19,  1881,  in  Methuen. 

Through  all  his  business  career  his  credit 
remained  untarnished,  and  he  owed  much  of 
his  success  to  his  unwavering  adherence  to  the 
rules  of  probity  and  honor.  In  addition  to  his 
extraordinary  mental  powers,  keen,  cjuick  and 
discerning,  he  had  a  rare  taste  for  fine  litera- 
ture, and  was  a  devoted  student  of  Shake- 
speare, Milton,  and  the  old  English  classics, 
and  was  always  well  informed  on  the  topics 
of  the  time.  He  delighted  in  nature  and  was 
interested  in  the  details  of  his  farm,  keeping 
the  land  under  a  high  state  of  cultivation. 
Within  two  weeks  of  his  death  he  attended  a 
town  meeting,  thus  showing  his  interest  in 
the  proceedings  of  his  home  town.  Mr. 
Xevins  was  of  a  social  nature,  of  generous 
instincts,  fond  of  entertaining  his  friends.  In 
personal  appearance  he  was  nearly  six  feet  tall, 
had  a  fine  j)hysiciue,  and  was  a  handsome  man.

Henry  Coffin  Nevins  are  dead.  Mrs.  Henry 
Coffin  Nevins  gave  to  the  town  of  Methuen, 
Massachusetts,  the  Nevins  Home  for  the  Aged 
and  Incurables,  having  ample  accomodations 
for  fifty  persons  and  spacious  brick  building 
and  grounds.  A  life  size  painting  of  Mr.  Henry 
Coffin  Nevins  was  given  the  home  by  Mrs. 
Nevins.  She  endowed  the  institution  after 
completing  it  in  every  detail,  so  that  the  in- 
come is  sufficient  to  support  it.  She  gave  the 
La  Farge  window  in  the  Congregational 
church,  which,  with  the  apse  and  bronze 
statuettes  by  St.  Saunders,  cost  $65,000. 

(V)  David  Nevins,  Jr.,  son  of  David 
Nevins,  Sr.  (4), born  in  Boston,  July  31,  1839, 
died  August  24,  1898,  in  Germany.  He  w-as 
educated  in  the  schools  of  Boston  and  Paris. 
After  completing  his  education  he  became  asso- 
ciated with  his  father  in  business  and  gradually 
assumed  large  responsibilities.  He  had  charge 
for  a  time  of  the  City  Exchange,  owned  by 
his  father,  with  offices  in  Boston,  and  when  this 
banking  department  was  merged  with  the  other 
Nevins  business  he  continued  with  the  business. 
David  Nevins  and  his  brother,  Henry  Coffin 
Nevins,  and  Mrs.  David  Nevins  Sr.,  built  the 
Nevins  Memorial  Hall  and  Library  of  Methuen 
in  1883,  in  hono*"  of  their  father.  This  building 
is  of  red  brick,  of  artistic  design  and  ample 
proportions  for  the  needs  of  the  community. 
The  hall  on  the  upper  floor  has  a  seating  capa- 
city of  five  hundred  with  well-equipped  stage 
effects.  The  library  contains  eighteen  thous- 
and volumes  of  well-selected  books  and  has 
j)roved  itself  a  useful  factor  in  education  and 
a  wholesome  and  entertaining  influence  in  the 
town.  The  building  lacks  nothing  in  the  way 
of  architectural  adornment,  in  furniture,  equip- 
ment and  decoration,  to  make  it  a  model.  In 
fact,  in  the  opinion  of  many,  it  has  no  equal 
in  a  building  of  its  size  and  purpose  in  New 
England.  The  grounds  are  laid  out  with  grace- 
ful lawns  and  shrubbery,  affording  an  ideal 
setting  for  the  exquisite  library  building,  and 
the  townspeople  with  good  reason  are  proud 
of  the  institution,  not  only  because  it  is  so  attrac- 
tive in  every  way  but  because  the  memory 
of  Mr.  Nevins  is  cherished  in  the  community

(VII)  John  Lifard  Spaulding,  scm  of 
George  Washington  Spaulding  (6),  was  bora 
at  Westford,  February  4,  1828.

After  several  years  of  faithful 
work  he  was  promoted  to  division  superin- 
tendent, with  quarters  at  the  Eggleston  Square 
car  barn,  where  he  remained  fifteen  years.  He 
was  in  the  service  of  the  road  thirty-five  years, 
with  the  exception  of  a  short  time  when  Iw  was 
superintendent  of  the  Hanover  farm  at  New- 
ton. Since  his  service  for  the  railroad  he  has 
lived  retired,  first  at  Roxbury  and  later  at  Bed- 
ford. About  1898  he  removed  to  Union  City, 
Pennsylvania,  where  he  has  been  ever  since. 
Mr.  Spaulding  is  a  man  of  fine  character,  and 
of  strict  temperance  principles.  His  genial 
manners  make  him  a  general  favorite,  and  he 
was  a  very  popular  man  among  the  patrons 
of  the  railroad.

Three  years  later  he  went  ta 
Tyngsborough  and  lived  with  his  Uncle  Solo- 
mon Spaulding,  for  the  next  seven  years,  at- 
tending school  and  working  on  the  farm.  He 
worked  for  a  time  on  the  farm  of  Lowell  Law- 
rence, and  then  went  to  Nashua,  New  Hamp- 
shire, and  found  employment  in  the  packing 
room  of  the  Underbill  Edged  Tool  Company. 
Sixteen  months  later  he  went  to  Hudson,  Mass- 
achusetts, and  after  a  season  on  the  Wiley  farm,, 
went  to  Pelham.  Here  he  was  employed  by 
Charles  Seavey,  who  had  a  farm  and  saw  mill. 
He  was  with  Mr.  Seavey  six  years,  and  then 
went  to  Dracut,  Massachusetts,  to  work  for 
Charles  H.  Cutter,  driving  a  milk  wagon  to- 
Lowell.  Soon  afterward  Mr.  Spaulding 
bought  a  milk  route  in  Dracut  of  Daniel  Mc- 
Killop,  which  he  conducted  about  nine  years. 
He  then  sold  it  at  a  good  profit  to  Russell 
Brothers  of  Chelmsford.  He  next  tried  the 
fish  business  a  year,  in  a  store  at  the  corner  of 
Middlesex  and  Howard  streets  at  Lowell,  and 
then  went  to  work  for  Charles  Robinson,  on 
Middlesex  street,  in  the  grocery  business.  Two 
years  later  he  went  to  South  Boston  as  clerk  in 
his  brother's  grocery  store,  where  he  remained 
two  years.  He  opened  his  grocery  store  in 
Lexington  in  June,  1889,  buying  the  old  es- 
tablished business  of  Leonard  A.  Saville,  the 
present  postmaster  of  Lexington.  Mr.  Spauld- 
ing has  built  up  a  large  and  lucrative  trade,, 
carrying  a  general  line  of  groceries,  paints,, 
glass,  farmers*  hardware,  crockery,  enamel  and 
woodenware,  seeds  and  fertilizers.  He  resides 
on  Grant  street,  having  bought  his  residence 
in  1887.  He  owns  also  one  of  the  group  of 
Three  Islands,  situated  in  New  Meadow  river, 
East  Harpswell,  Maine.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  Hancock  Congregational  Church,  and  has 
served  as  deacon  and  on  the  parish  committee. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  and  a  strong 
temperance  man.  He  has  served  his  party  as 
delegate;  was  selectman  in  1900-01-02,  and 
was  clerk  of  the  board;  was  overseer  of  the 
poor  in  1900,  and  surveyor  of  highways  the 
same  year.     He  is  now  a  member  of  the  Re-

(Vni)  Charles  Frederick  Spaulding,  son  of 
John  L.  Spaulding  (7),  was  born  at  Mount 
Holly,  Vermont,  July  16,  1855.  At  the  age  of 
four  he  went  to  West  ford  to  live  with  his 
grandmother,  and  attended  the  common  school 
until  he  was  twelve  years  old.  He  then  went 
to  Tyngsborough  and  lived  with  his  Uncle 
Samuel  Spaulding  one  winter.  For  the  next 
four  years  he  lived  with  Dr.  Charles  Dutton, 
working  for  him  and  attending  the  Winslow 
Academy.  Later  he  worked  as  clerk  in  the 
general  store  of  J.  II.  D.  Littlehcad,  still  going 
to  the  academy.  From  here  he  went  to  South 
Boston  and  found  employment  in  the  grocery 
store  of  W.  P>.  Mendum,  and  remained  there 
as  clerk  until  the  spring  in  1877,  when  he  spent 
a  year  in  Greeley,  Colorado,  on  a  rancli.  He 
then  went  still  farther  west  to  San  I'rancisco, 
and  entered  the  provision  business  with  James 
Roberts,  the  firm  being  Roberts  ^^  Si)aiil(ling. 
In  the  spring  of  1882  he  sold  his  interest  in  tlie 
firm  and  returned  to  South  I>oston  to  go  into 
business  with  his  brother,  John  L.  Spaulding, 
Jr.,  in  the  same  line.  Three  year.,  later  he 
sold  his  interests  to  his  brother  and  removed 
to  Bedford.  In  the  spring  of  1886  he  started 
a  general  store  in  Bedford,  conducting  it  for 
eighteen  years.  He  was  postmaster  twelve 
years  while  there.  He  bought  his  building  and 
remodelled  it,  making  his  residence  on  the 
upper  floor.  On  account  of  ill  health  he  finally 
disposed  of  the  business  and  retired  for  a  time. 
On  March  20,  1905,  he  bought  the  large  grain 
business  of  M.  T.  Wilbur,  of  Lexington,  which 
later  was  incorporated  as  the  Lexington  Grain 
Company.      The   company   does   a   large   and 


lucrative  business  in  grain,  flour,  hay,  straw 
and  feed.  Mr.  Spaulding  was  formerly  of  the 
Orthodox  faith,  but  now  attends  the  Lexing- 
ton Unitarian  Church.  In  politics  he  is  a 
Republican,  and  for  several  years  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Republican  town  committee  of  Bed- 
ford.

The   surname   Le   Favor  is 
LE  FAVOR     identical  with  Le  Fevre  of 

England   and    France,  with 
Favor  and  Favour,  minus  the  article  le,  and    | 

with  various  other  forms  of  spelling  found  in 
the  early  records  and  still  persisting  to  some 
extent  in  the  present  generation.  It  is  possible 
that  all  the  Le  Favor  and  Favor  families  at 
Salisbury,  Haverhill,  Marblehead  and  the  other 
towns  of  the  Essex  shore  are  related.  John 
P^avor  who  was  in  Haverhill  as  early  as  1641 
may  he  the  progenitor,  but  it  seems  more  likely 
that  the  family  was  French  Huguenot  in  origin 
frcm  the  chamiel  isles  or  English  coast  where 
many  of  the  persecuted  Protestants  iock 
refuge.  The  surname  Le  Fevre  is  of  old  French 
origin,  meaning  a  workman  or  more  partic- 
ularly a  smith,  like  the  Latin  word  fabcr. 
McxUtu  French  has  rejected  the  word  ami 
substituted  forgeron,  though  the  surname,  de- 
rived from  the  trade  name,  is  nearly  as  com- 
mon in  France  as  Smith  is  in  England.  There 
were  many  settlements  of  Le  Fevres  in  Eng- 
land. One  family  at  least  came  to  New 
Rochelle,  Xew  York,  direct  from  La  Rochelle.  i 
France,  when  that  Huguenot  town  was  settled. 
The  Le  Fevres  of  Hackfield,  England,  came 
from  the  neighborhood  of  Rouen,  France,  and 
established  themselves  in  England  at  the  revo- 
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cation  of  the  Edict  of  Nantes,  settling  in  Essex 
and  Hampshire.

(Ill)  John  Lefavor,  Jr.,  son  of  John  Lefavor, 
was  baptized  in  Marblehead,  July  8,  1780. 
He  lived  in  Marblehead  most  of  his  life, 
but  for  a  time  at  Dedham,  Massachusetts.  He 
was  a  shoemaker  by  trade  and  he  became  a 
manufacturer  on  a  small  scale,  according  to 
the  methods  of  his  day.  He  bought  a  farm 
at  Marblehead  in  his  later  years  and  inherited 
another  through  his  wife.  He  followed  farm- 
ing the  remainder  of  his  life  there.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Universalist  church.  In  his 
old  age  he  joined  the  Free  Soil  party,  being 
thoroughly  anti-slavery  in  his  opinions.  He 
was  originally  a  Whig.  He  married,  January 
22y  1804,  at  Marblehead,  Jane  Freeto,  born 
January  3,  1786,  at  Marblehead,  daughter  of 
Francis  and  Jane  Freeto,  of  another  French 
Huguenot  family.

(IV)  Thomas  Lefavor,  son  of  John  Le- 
favor,  Jr.  (3),  was  bom  in  Marblehead,  De- 
cember 17,  1 8 14.  He  removed  to  Dedham  with 
his  father's  family  when  a  child  and  he  was 
educated  in  the  public  schools  there.  At  an 
early  age  he  began  to  work  in  a  cotton  mill 
at  Dedham.  Returning  to  Marblehead  with 
the  family,  he  was  apprenticed  to  learn  the 
trade  of  shbemaking.  He  followed  his  trade 
for  a  time  in  Marblehead  and  later  moved  to 
Beverly,  where  he  engaged  at  his  trade  and 
he  also  conducted  a  grocery  for  fifteen  years. 
In  1852  he  embarked  in  business  as  a  manu- 
facturer of  boots  and  shoes  in  his  native  town 
and  continued  with  substantial  success  to  the 
time  of  his  death.  He  died  at  Marblehead  in 
August,  1896.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Free 
Masons  of  Marblehead.  In  religion  he  was 
Baptist;  in  politics  a  Republican.  Like  his 
brothers  he  was  fond  of  music  and  gifted 
musically.  The  famous  Marblehead  band, 
composed  almost  entirely  of  the  Lefavor  boys 
of  this  large  family,  is  remembered  with  pleas- 
ure by  the  older  citizens.  Mr.  Lefavor  was 
an  industrious,  upright,  capable  and  useful 
citizen,  and  was  held  in  the  highest  esteem  by 
his  townsmen.  He  married  (intention  June 
i»  1839)  Mary  Ann  Do<lge,  of  Beverly,  born 
February,  181 5.  died  in  Beverly,  June,  1853, 
daughter  of  Deacon  Richard  Dodge.  (See 
sketch  of  the  Dodge  family  herewith).

(V)  David  Dodge  Lefavor,  son  of  Thomas 
Lefavor,  was  born  in  North  Beverly,  May  i, 
1840.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  North 
Beverly  and  Marblehead,  graduating  from  the 
Marblehead  high  school.  He  worked  for  a 
time  in  his  father*s  shoe  factory.  When  he 
came  of  age  he  engaged  in  manufacturing 
shoes  on  his  own  account  in  Beverly,  removing 
later  to  Marblehead.  In  1878-79  he  operated 
a  shoe  factory  on  Federal  street,  Boston.  In 
1881  he  moved  into  a  newly-built  factory  at 
Marblehead  and  continued  until   1888,  when 


the  building  was  destroyed  by  fire  during  die 
conflagration  of  that  year.  He  located  tem- 
porarily at  Salem  and,  undismay^  by  the 
calamity,  proceeded  to  erect  a  factory  in  Hav- 
erhill. But  in  a  year  and  a  half  he  concluded 
to  return  'to  Salem,  and  moved  again,  and 
since  1890  has  occupied  his  present  factory  on 
Canal  street,  Salem.  He  has  salesrooms  aft 
135  Lincoln  street,  Boston.  The  business  is 
conducted  under  the  firm  name  of  D.  D.  Le- 
favor &  Company.  Mr.  Lefavor  is  an  at- 
tendant of  the  Baptist  church,  of  whidi  his 
mother's  father  was  for  many  years  a.  deacoo. 
He  is  a  member  of  no  clubs  nor  lodges,  and  has 
taken  no  active  part  in  politics.  His  time  has 
been  divided  between  home  and  office,  and  to 
his  industry,  perseverance,  sound  judgment 
and  knowledge  of  details  must  be  ascribed  his 
prominence  and  success  as  a  shoe  manufac- 
turer.

Thomas  Tolman  (i),  immi- 
TOLMAN     grant  ancestor,  was   bora  in 

England  in  1608  or  1609.  The 
family  tradition  says  that  he  came  to  New 
England  in  the  ship  "Mary  and  John"  in  1630. 
He  settled  in  Dorchester,  and  owned  land  ex- 
tending from  the  sea  to  the  Dedham  line.  He 
owned  also  land  in  what  is  now  Canton,  Stough- 
ton  and  Sharon.  The  first  mention  of  him  on 
the  Dorchester  records  is:  "It  is  ordered  that 
Goodman  Tolman's  house  be  appointed  for 
the  receiving  any  goods  that  shall  be  brought 
in  whereof  the  owner  is  not  known."  He  sign- 
ed the  church  covenant  in  1636  and  was  ad- 
mitted a  freeman  May  13,  1640.  He  located 
near  Pine  Neck,  now  Port  Norfolk,  and  his 
house  stood  within  a  hundred  feet  of  Fine 
Neck  Creek,  on  the  west  side,  and  on  the  north 
side  within  about  two  hundred  feet,  the  creek 
forming  an  elbow  there.  In  1852  the  Old 
Colony  railroad  removed  the  most  of  the  cellar 
of  the  house.  The  land  is  still  or  was  lately 
in  possession  of  the  family,  and  some  of  his 
descendants  still  reside  there.

This  surname  is  oonunon  in 
STEARNS    England   in   the    counties  of 

Nottingham,   Berks,   Norfolk, 
Hertford.  Sufifolk  and  Cambridge.    The  name 
was  originally  spelled  Sterne,  and  there  arc 
many    variations    of    spelling,    among    them 
Sternes,   Stems,   Starns.     There  were  many 
prominent  representatives  of  the    family   in 
England,  and  several  families  bore  coats-of- 
arms.     There  were  three  immigrants  of  the 
name,  Isaac.  Charles  and  Nathaniel.     Family 
tradition  says  that  there  were  three  brothers 
who  came  to  America,  and  while  there  is  no 
proof  that  the  relationship  existed,  it  is  quite 
probable.     Isaac  in  his  will  calls  Charles  **niy 
kinsman,"  and  the  names  appearing  in  the  suc- 
ceeding generation  would  tend  to  show  Aat 
some  relationship  existed  between  them.  There 
is  a  tradition  prevalent  in  L3mn,  Massachu- 
setts, that  three  brothers,  Daniel,  Isaac  and 
Shubael,  came  to  America  in  1630  and  settled 
near  Watertown ;  that  Daniel  died  unmarried, 
that  Shubael  and  Isaac  brought  families  with 
them,  and  soon  Shubael  and  wife  both  died, 
leaving  two  sons,  Charles  and  Nathanid,  who 
were  brought  up  by  their  Uncle  Isaac;  that 
these  sons,  as  well  as  their  Uncle  Isaac,  left 
many  descendants,  from  whom  all  of  the  name 
in  America  are  descended.

He  was  a  farmer 
of  Waltham,  but  after  the  birth  of  his  children, 
removed  to  Newton.  He  was  a  soldier  in  the 
revolution.

Bacon  is  the  name  of  an  ancient 
BACON  seigniory  in  Normandy  and  from 
this  place  the  Norman  ancestors 
in  England  took  their  name,  nearly  a  thousand 
years  ago.  According  to  the  genealogy  of  the 
great  Suflfolk  family  of  Bacon,  one  Grimald 
or  Grimaldus,  a  relative  of  the  Norman  chief- 
tain, William  de  Warenne,  came  to  England 
at  the  time  of  the  Conquest  and  settled  near 
Holt  in  Suflfolk.  His  great-grandson  took  the 
name  Bacon,  or  rather  resumed  the  use  of  the 
place-name  as  a  surname.  In  the  north  of 
France  the  surname  Bacon  is  still  in  use.  Will- 
iam Bacon  in  1082  endowed  the  Abbey  of 
Holy  Trinity  at  Caen.  The  surname  Bacon  is 
found  in  the  Battle  Rolls  in  England  in  the 
eleventh  century  and  in  the  Hundred  Rolls  in 
the  thirteenth.  There  are  occasional  variations 
in  spelling,  such  as  Bacun  and  Bachun,  and  in 
some  instances  the  surname  Bacon  may  have 
been  corrupted  from  Beacon.  From  their  con- 
nection with  Bayeux  the  Bacons  were  some- 
times Latinized  De  Bajocis.  Sir  William 
Bacon  of  the  knights  bearing  banners  in  the 
reign  of  Philip  III  in  France,  bore  arms — a 
beech  tree. 

Grimaldus,  mentioned  above,  had  three  sons : 
I.  Radulph.  2.  Edmund,  took  the  name  of  his 
abode  for  his  surname.  3.  Ranulph  or  Ralph 
was  known  as  Ralph  de  Bacons-thorp  (thorp 
means  village) ;  his  son  Roger  de  Bacons- 
thorp  was  father  of  Robert  Bacon  who  assum- 
ed the  name  without  the  particle  implying 
location,  and  the  name  has  continued  in  vari- 
ous lines  of  descent.  George,  son  of  Ralph  de 
Baconsthorp,  was  father  of  Roger  Bacon  who 
released  to  his  sister  Agnes  lands  belonging  to 
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the  family  in  Normandy,  and  from  him  for 
many  generations  descended  the  Bacons  of 
Drinkstone  and  Hessett  in  county  Suffolk.  The 
lineage  to  Nathaniel  Bacon,  of  Virginia,  the 
famous  "Rebel"  of  early  colonial  days,  has  been 
traced.  Michael  Bacon,  the  immigrant  ances- 
tor of  most  of  the  Massachusetts  families, 
was  born  in  Suffolk,  removing  to  Ireland  and 
thence  to  Dedham,  Massachusetts.  The  Bacon  v 
family  at  Hessett  bears  these  arms:  Argent 
on  a  fesse  engrailed  between  three  escutcheons 
gules,  three  millets  or.  Richard  Bacon  (7), 
whose  lineage  is  Reginald  (6),  Robert  (5), 
Roger  (4),  George  (3),  Ralph  (2),  Grimaldus 
(i),  was  the  first  to  bear  the  arms  of  his  fam- 
ily :    Gules  of  a  chief  argent  two  mullets  sable. 

The  original  seat  of  the  family  was  in  Suf- 
folk near  Ipswich,  perhaps  Barham,  but  fami- 
lies of  importance  of  this  name  have  lived  and 
been  numerous  in  Durham,  Hampshire,  Nor- 
folk, Somerset,  York,  and  other  counties. 
George  Bacon,  Esq.,  of  Nottingham  family, 
living  at  Sutton  Bomington,  had  arms:  Vert  a 
cross  engraved  ermine  a  chief  argent  thereon  a 
ducal  coronet  gules  between  three  millets  sable. 
Crest — a  mount  vert  thereon  a  boar  argent 
bristled  and  tusked  or  semee  of  mullets  sable 
in  the  mouth  a  ragged  staff  vert.  Motto: 
Mediocria  iirma. 

(I)  Michael  Bacon,  immigrant  ancestor 
mentioned  above,  was  born  aibout  1575,  prob- 
ably in  county  Suffolk,  England.  He  went 
from  England  to  the  north  of  Ireland  in  1633 
and  seven  years  later  came  to  New  England 
with  Samuel  Cooke  and  John  Smyth,  also  from 
the  province  of  Ulster,  Ireland.  They  were 
proposed  as  proprietors  of  the  town  of  Ded- 
ham, Massachusetts,  May  23,  1640,  and  the 
records  show  that  it  was  **agreed  upon  that  the 
Towne  of  Dedham  shall  entertain  Mr.  Saml. 
Cooke,  together  with  his  estate  and  also  Mr. 
Smith  and  Mr.  Bacon  all  from  Ireland,  and 
afford  to  them  such  accomodation  of  upland 
meadow  as  their  estates  shall  require."  From 
a  record  made  the  next  month  it  would  appear 
that  the  wife  of  Bacon  preceded  him.  He 
signed  the  famous  Dedham  church  covenant. 
His  wife  was  admitted  to  the  church  Septem- 
ber 17,  1641.  She  died  April  2,  1648.  In 
1644  he  gave  of  his  land  to  the  town  for  one 
of  the  highways  (See  page  364,  Gen.  Reg. 
1902).  He  died  April  18,  1648,  the  same 
month  as  his  wife.  His  will  was  dated  four 
days  ear'  er  and  it  mentions  all  his  children 
except  Alice,  who  died  the  month  previous. 
The  inventory  was  dated  April  20,  1649,  and 
the  estate  amounted  to  nearly  fifty-five  pounds. 


Some  writers '  state  that  William  Bacon,  of 
Salem,  was  a  brother ;  he  also  was  an  English- 
man  bom,  who  lived  in  Ireland  in  Dublin  in 
1639 ;  his  wife  Rebecca  was  sister  of  Humph- 
rey Potter,  who  was  slain  in  a  massacre  in 
Ireland,  and  daughter  of  Thomas  Potter,  some 
time  mayor  of  Coventry,  &igland.  Children 
of  Michael  Bacon:  i.

(II)  Michael  Bacon,  son  of  Michael  Bacon, 
was  born  in  England  in  1608  as  indicated  by 
the  deposition  June  17,  1668,  stating  that  lie 
was  about  sixty  years  old.  He  went  to  Ire- 
land with  his  father  and  came  to  America  with 
him.  He  subscribed  to  the  town  orders  for 
Wobum  and  became  one  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors in  1640.  He  was  chosen  a  surveyor 
of  highways  in  Wobum  in  1644.  He  boi4;fat 
of  Roger  Shaw  in  1648  a  farm  in  the  north- 
west part  of  Cambridge,  now  within  thctowo 
of  Bedford,  including  all  the  meadow  adjoin- 
ing the  Great  Swamp  near  the  east  comer  of 
the  town  of  Concord  on  the  Shawshin  river, 
on  which  Bacon  is  said  to  have  built,  before 
1675,  which  house  is  now  or  was  lately  stand- 
ing. In  a  mortgage  recorded  June  8,  1675,  he 
was  called  a  citizen  of  Billerica.  In  August, 
1675,  the  town  of  Billerica  in  providing  de- 
fense against  the  Indians  in  King  Philip's  war, 
assigned  Michael  Bacon  to  garrison  No.  10 
under  Timothy  Brooks.  He  died  July  4,  1688. 
He  married  first,  Mary ,  who  died  Au- 
gust 26,  1655.  He  married  second,  October 
26,  1655,  Mary  Richardson,  who  died  May  19, 
1670.  He  married  third,  November  28,  1670, 
Mary  Noyes.  Children:  i.  Michael,  bom 
1640,  mentioned  below.  2.  Elizabeth,  bom

(HI)  Michael  Bacon,  son  of  Michael 
Racon,  was  born  in  1640,  probably  at  Charles- 
town,  where  his  father  located  for  a  short  time 
before  going  to  Woburn.  He  was  shoemaker 
by  trade.  He  was  mentioned  in  a  deed  by  his 
father,  October  4,  1666,  as  Michael,  Jr.  He 
bought  of  Rev.  Mr.  Mitchell  the  farm  of  five 
hundred  acres  for  two  hundred  pounds  in  July, 
1682.     This  farm  was  granted  originally  by 
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the  town  of  Cambridge  to  its  minister  in  1652. 
It  was  on  the  Shawshin  river,  including  a  mill, 
and  was  known  for  many  years  afterward  as 
the  Bacon  homestead.  From  Michael,  the 
third  of  the  name,  are  descended  many  promi- 
nent men  in  Bedford  and  vicinity  during  the 
past  two  hundred  years.  His  house  is  now  or 
was  lately  standing,  built  it  is  said  before  1700. 
Six  later  generations  have  been  born  or  lived 
in  the  homestead.  Of  the  twenty-six  minute- 
men  from  Bedford  in  the  Concord  fight  six 
were  Bacons.  All  of  this  family,  and  two 
others,  were  in  the  company  of  militia  in  that 
engagement.  Nine  Bacons  were  reported  as 
liable  for  military  duty  in  the  town  of  Bed- 
ford, May  15, 1775.  The  "History  of  Bedford" 
also  mentions  the  musical  ability  that  seems 
characteristic  of  that  family.  Michael  Bacon 
died  at  Bedford,  August  13,  1707.  He  mar- 
ried, March  22,  1660,  Sarah  Richardson,  died 
August  15,  1694,  daughter  of  Thomas  Richard- 
son.

The  surname  Drew  is  an  ancient 

DREW     English  surname.     It    is    spelled 

also  Drewe,  Drewes,  Druce,  etc. 

According  to  the  English  pedigree  of  the  Drew 
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family  of  Yorkshire,  by  Sir  William  Bethaun, 
Ulster,  the  family  traces  its  ancestry  to  Drogo 
or  Dm,  a  Norman  of  noble  birth,  son  of  Walter 
de  Ponz,  and  brother  of  Richard,  ancestor  of 
the  Qiffords  who  accompanied  William  I  to 
England.  -  Several  tenants-in-chief  of  the  name 
Drogo  were  in  the  Domesday  Book,  and  one 
of  them  had  great  possessions  at  Drewscliffe 
and  elsewhere  in  Devonshire.  Drogo  was 
anglicized  to  Dm.  It  may  have  originated  from 
the  local  name  of  Dreux,  a  town  in  Brittany. 
At  the  time  of  the  Norman  survey  Herman 
de  Dreuues  was  a  tenant-in-chief  in  Hereford. 
The  surname  Le  Dreu  occurs  also  in  the  Hun- 
dred Rolls.  Possibly  some  of  the  Drews  de- 
scend from  an  ancestor  named  Andrews,  ab- 
breviated to  Drew,  in  a  way  similar  to  that  of 
name  Dick  from  the  personal  name  Richard. 

(I)  Vincent  Drew,  immigrant  ancestor, 
came  from  England  or  Wales  before  1636,  and 
settled  in  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
was  a  proprietor  that  year.  He  removed  to 
Boston  before  1655,  and  with  Thomas  Ham- 
mond bought  a  farm  at  Muddy  River,  deed 
dated  August  30,  1658.  His  will,  made  No- 
vember 29,  1677,  proved  January  30  following, 
bequeathed  to  son  Vincent,  to  son  John  and 
his  wife  Mary  and  their  children,  to  Rozman 
Drew.

(H)  John  Drew,  son  of  Vincent  Drew  (i), 
was  baptized  at  Hingham,  April,  1641.

He  was  a  ship  car- 
penter by  trade.  He  arrived  in  Plymouth 
colony  about  1660  with  five  sons,  it  is  said,  of 
whom  three  settled  in  Plymouth  and  two  in 
Duxbury.

He  married  first,  Anna,  daugh- 
ter of  Richard  and  Katuen  White,  Decem- 
ber 28.

Edward  Garfield,  immigrant 
GARFIELD  ancestor,  was  born  in  Eng- 
land, about  1575,  of  an  an-

this  man  belongs  to  one  and  the  same  person, 
and  in  some  cases  he  is  given  a  hypothetical 
scMi,  Edward.  Garfield  was  a  proprietor  of 
Watertown,  Massachusetts;  was  admitted  a 
freeman  of  the  colony  May  6,  1635,  and  was 
selectman  in  1638-55-62.  His  wife  Rebecca, 
mother  of  all  his  children,  died  April  16,  1661, 
aged  about  fifty-five  years.     He  married  sec- 


ond Joanna,  widow  of  Thomas  Buckminster. 
He  was  progenitor  of  President  James  A.  Gar- 
field and  many  other  prominent  Americans. 
He  died  June  14,  1672,  aged  about  ninety- 
seven  years.  His  will,  dat^d  December  30, 
1668,  proved  August  11,  1672,  bequeathed  to 
sons  Samuel,  Joseph  and  Benjamin  Garfield ; 
daughters  Rebecca  Mixer  and  Abigail  Garfield ; 
grandchildren  Sarah  Parkhurst  and  Sarah  and 
Ephraim  Garfield,  and  to  his  wife.  The 
widow's  will,  dated  March  8,  proved  August

son  Jabez  Buckmaster  ( sic) .  She  deeded  land  to 
her  son  Joseph  Buckmaster  June  25,  1663.

He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Saugus,  Massachusetts,  to 
which  town  he  came  in  1866,  and  where  he 
later  began  his  business  career  as  clerk  in  the 
store  of  which  he  is  now  the  owner.  He  is  one 
of  the  leading  dry  goods  merchants  of  Saugus. 
He  was  postmaster  from  1885  until  1900,  and 
since  then  has  been  superintendent  of  the  Sau- 
gus station  of  the  Lynn  post  office.  He  has 
been  a  member  of  the  Saugus  school  com- 
mittee since  1890 ;  is  a  trustee  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church;  member  of  Old  Essex 
Chapter,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution,  by 
virtue  of  the  service  of  his  ancestor.  He  is  a 
member  of  William  Sutton  Lodge,  of  Free 
Masons,  o^  which  he  was  worshipful  master 
in  1882,  18B3  and  1900,  and  is  at  present  a 
tmstee  of  its  charity  fund;  was  appointed 
district  deputy  grand  mstster  of  the  Seventh 
Masonic  District  by  Grand-  Master  Henry 
Endicott  in  1887-88-89,  and  elected  junior 
grand  warden  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  1895; 
is  a  member  of  Sutton  Chapter,  Royal  Arch 
Masons,  of  Lynn,  and  was  high  priest  1889-90 ; 
a  member  of  Melrose  Council,  Royal  and 
Select  Masters,  Maiden;  of  Boston  Lafayette 
Lodge  of  Perfection ;  of  Giles  F.  Yates  Coun- 
cil ;  of  Mount  Olivet  Chapter,  Rose  Croix,  and 
of  the  Massachusetts  Consistory,  thirty-second 
degree.  He  has  been  secretary  and  treasurer 
of  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Masters'  Asso- 
ciation since  1887.  He  is  a  Noble  of  Aleppo 
Temple,  Mystic  Shrine,  of  Boston.  Mr.  Mills 
is  interested  in  history  and  genealogy,  and  for 
a  number  of  years  has  belonged  to  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  Boston.

Learned,  Larned  and  Larnett,  most  com- 
monly, and  usage  still  differs  in  the  American 
branches  of  the  family  as  to  the  spelling. 

(I)  William  Learned,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  of  Bermondsey  parish,  Surrey,  England. 
He  came  to  Charlestown,  ^Massachusetts,  as 
early  as  1630  and  wjs  admitted  to  the  church 
there  in  1632.     He  was  admitted  a  freeman 
May  14,  1634,  and  was  selectman  of  Charles- 
town  in   1636.     He  removed  to  Wobura  in 
1 64 1,  and  is  counted  among  the  founders  of 
that  historic  old  town.    He  held  the  office  of 
selectman  and  other  places  of  honor  in  \Vo- 
burn,  where  he  lived  the  remainder  of  his  days 
on  his  farm,  and  where  he  died  April  5,  1646. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  committee  to  propose 
to  the  general  court  a  body  of  laws  in  1636, 
evidently  a  man  of  education  and  ability,  and

(Ill)  Deacon  Benoni  Learned,  son  of  Isaac 
Learned  (2),  born  November  29,  1657,  died 
April  10,  1738.  He  was  early  a  resident  of 
Sherborn  and  lived  where  the  late  Dr.  Wythe 
resided.  He  was  the  second  deacon  of  the 
church,  and  was  constable  in  1682.  He  was 
selectman  twelve  years,  and  in  1680  was  one 
of  the  signers  to  a  petition  for  the  settlement 
of  difficulties  in  regard  to  the  meeting  house. 
He  was  on  a  committee  in  1699  for  laying  out 
lots,  and  had  land  assigned  to  him.  He  drew 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight  acres  of  land  in 
Douglass.  He  was  deputy  to  the  general  court. 
He  was  one  of  the  signers  of  agreement  for  the 
government  of  Sherborn,  and  on  a  committee 
for  repairing  the  meetinghouse  in  1706.  His 
will  was  dated  January  12,  1736-37.  and  proved 
April,  1738.  He  married,  at  Sherborn,  June 
18,  1680,  Mary  Fanning,  born  October  2T, 
1662,  died  October  14,  1688,  daughter  of 
Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Daniel)  Fanning.

(IV)  Thomas  Learned,  son  of  Benoni 
Learned  (3),  born  in  Sherborn,  February  11, 
1681-82,  died  at  Watertown,  December  22^ 
1729.  He  was  a  potter  by  trade,  and  kept  a 
tavern  in  Watertown  on  the  spot  where  the 
Spring  Hotel  was  built  later,  long  known  as 
Learned's  Tavern.  He  was  first  licensed  June 
3,  1 712,  and  after  his  death  his  widow  contin- 
ued the  business  until  1764  and  then  by  his  son 
Abijah,  and  in  1770  by  his  son  Bezaleel.  He 
was  also  a  miller,  and  bought  a  grist  mill  a 
few  years  before  he  died,  which  in  1880  was 
still  in  operation.  He  was  constable  and  col- 
lector of  taxes  in  17 10-12,  selectman  1725-29. 
His  will  was  dated  December  21,  1729,  proved 
January  12,  1729-30.  The  inventory,  dated 
March  18,  1729-30,  showed  an  estate  of  two 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three 
pounds,  and  included  the  servant  maid,  Eliza- 
beth Stanley.  She  was  valued  at  twelve 
pounds,  and  his  oxen  at  twenty-five  pounds.

FRAZIER     ancestor,   was  born    in    Scot- 
land, about  1740.    He  and  two 
brothers  settled  at  Deer  Isle,  Maine,  where  he 
s]K'r,t  the  remainder  of  his  life  in   following 
the  sea. 

(]I)  Captain  Isaac  Frazier,  son  of  George 
Fra/j'er  ^  1 ) ,  was  born  at  Deer  Isle,  Maine, 
August  31.  1770.  He  was  also  a  mariner,  and 
for  many  years  was  captain  of  a  vessel.  He 
made  nis  home  for  a  time  after  his  marriage 
in  New  York  City,  but  finally  settled  in  his 
native  place.  Deer  Isle,  where  his  children 
were  born.  He  subsequently  removed  with  his 
family  to  Otis,  Maine,  taking  up  a  tract  of 
land  there  in  oider  that  his  sons  might  become 
interested  in  some  other  vocation  than  that 
of  tiie  sea.  He  married,  while  visiting  the 
hon  e  of  his  parents  in  Scotland,  Jane  Brown, 
who  was  horn  August  3,  1775,  daughter  of 
John  and  Jeanette  (Laurie)  Brown,  both 
natives  of  I.dinburgh,  Scotland.  She  died  at 
the  homestead  in  Otis,  September  12,  1850, 
and  he  died  there  May  5,  1854.

(HI)  Captain  Isaac  Frazier,  Jr.,  son  of 
Isaac  Frazier  (2),  born  Deer  Isle.  Maine, 
Augu.^i  I.  1806,  died  Lynn,  January  15,  1895. 
Going  to  Boston  when  a  young  man,  he  served 
an  apprenticeship  of  seven  years  at  the  painter's 
trade,  receiving  thorough  instruction  and  forty 
dollars  a  year  for  his  services.  This  trade  he 
followed  for  a  period  of  sixty-five  years  in 
Boston  and  in  Maine,  carrying  on  in  connec- 
tion with  his  painting  a  general  business  in 
sash,  blinls,  and  painter's  supplies,  being  the 
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pioneer,  it  is  said,  in  that  line  in  the  state  of 
Alaine.  Before  the  civil  Mrar  he  was  elected  to 
the  Maine  legislature,  serving  in  that  body 
when  James  <J.  Blaine  was  the  speaker.  Leav- 
ing AugTista,  April  29,  1861,  he  returned  to 
his  home  where,  having  been  commissioned 
captain,  he  organized  Company  B,  Sixth  Maine 
Volunteer  Regiment  of  Infantry,  which  left 
Portland,  July  17,  1861,  to  join  General  Rus- 
seirs  brigade.  General  Wright's  division,  Sixth 
Cori)s  of  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  During 
the  ensuing  three  years,  during  which  he  was 
with  this  regiment,  he  saw  much  and  severe 
fightiui;.  He  took  part  in  the  Peninsula  cam- 
paign ruder  General  McClellan,  and  was  in  the 
battles  of  Williamsburg,  Garrett's  Farm,  Antie- 
tam,  Rappahannock  Station,  Cold  Harbor  and 
Fredericksburg.  During  the  seven  days'  fight  he 
received  an  injury  that  rendered  him  unfit  for 
active  service,  and  in  1864  he  was  honorably 
discharged.  He  had  been  in  the  military  ser- 
vice prior  to  the  rebellion,  having  served  as 
sergeant  of  a  company  during  the  Aroostook 
war  of  18^9.  When  he  enlisted  in  1861  he 
sold  out  his  business  and  good  will,  binding 
himself  not  to  engage  in  the  same  line  of  trade 
ill  Maine  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  After  leav- 
ing the  service  he  located  at  Vineland,  New 
Jersey,  intending  to  follow  farming,  but  instead 
he  followed  his  trade  for  a  short  time,  and  in 
1867  removed  to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  entjaged  in  the  painting  business  during  the 
remainder  of  his  life.  Although  Mr.  Frazier 
was  brought  up  under  the  strict  teaching  of 
ihe  Scotch  Presbyterian  church,  he  never 
joined  any  religious  society,  and  was  liberal  in 
his  religious  views  and  strong  in  his  convic- 
tions, living  a  truly  christian  life  and  setting 
a  noble  example  of  toleration  and  practical 
useful  piety.  For  many  years  he  belonged  to 
the  choir  of  the  Univcrsalist  church  of  the 
Rev.  Hosea  Ballon  in  Boston,  and  while  sing- 
•  ing  there  first  met  the  lady  who  became  his 
wife.  He  was  a  member  of  Norumbega  Lodge 
of  Odd  Fellows,  of  Ellsworth,  Maine,  and  the 
oldest  member  of  General  Lander  Post,  Grand 
Army,  of  Lynn.

( I )  Moses  Eayrs,  pioneer  ancestor  of  this 
family,  was  born  in  England  about  1640.  From 
the  fact  that  he  lived  in  Boston  and  Dorchester, 
it  is  presumed  that  he  was  related  to  Mr.  (Rev.)

of-arnis.  There  were  important  branches  of 
the  fani'ly  at  Shalford  in  Surrey  and  Walpole 
in  Xorfoik  at  an  early  date.  The  family  at

from  which  sprang  also  the  Austins  of  Hert- 
fordshire and  Hampshire,  and  the  ancestors  01

(VI)  Wilbur  Carpenter  Austin,  son  of 
Colonel  Jeremiah  Austin  ^5),  bom  Januan' 
2T,  1813,  at  West  Greenwich,  Rhode  Island, 
died  April  27,  1891.  at  Arlington,  Massachu- 
setts. He  is  buried  in  Worcester,  Massachu- 
setts. His  youth  was  spent  in  Coventry,  Rhode 
Island,  where  he  received  his  education.  He 
began  at  an  early  age  to  work  in  the  cotton 
mill  at  Coventry,  and  he  worked  also  in  the 
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mill  at  Putnam,  Connecticut,  and  Southbridge, 
Massachusetts.  For  a  short  time  after  his 
marriage  both  he  and  his  wife  worked  in  the 
mill,  but  he  soon  bought  a  farm  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty  acres,  known  as  the  Mc  In  tyre  place, 
on  the  road  from  Charlton  City  to  South- 
bridge.  He  went  into  the  trucking  business, 
and  as  there  was  no  railroad  there  at  the  time, 
his  business  prospered  at  once.  He  made  his 
headquarters  at  Globe  Village,  and  employed 
forty  to  fifty  horses,  drawing  all  the  freight 
from  Charlton  depot  to  Southbridge.  When 
the  railroad  was  built  he  gave  up  teaming  and 
conducted  his  farm  a  few  years.  He  finally 
sold  his  property  there  and  removed  to  Dudley, 
where  he  was  keeper  of  the  alms  house  for  a 
number  of  years,  afterwards  holding  the  same 
position  three  years  for  the  town  of  Leicester, 
also  at  Hingham  eight  years  and  at  Weymouth 
fifteen  years.  In  1884  he  retired  from  active 
business  and  resided  in  Arlington  with  his  son 
George  W.  Austin,  where  he  died.  He  was  a 
Whig,  and  later  a  Republican  in  politics,  and 
in  religion  an  active  worker  in  the  Methodist 
church.  He  was  a  strict  temperance  man,  and 
lived  up  to  the  letter  of  the  law  in  all  things.

(VII)  George  Wilbur  Austin,  son  of  Wil- 
Imr  Carpenter  Austin  (6),  born  at  Webster, 
Massachusetts,  January  12,  1837,  died  at 
Arlington,  April  19,  1894.  He  received  his 
early  education  at  Webster  and  Southbridge 
In  the  public  schools,  and  was  employed  by 


his  father  in  his  teaming  business  until  soon 
after  he  was  married.  He  removed  to  Wor- 
cester in  1857  with  his  wife  and  was  employed 
for  four  years  by  Watson  L  Wood  in  teaming. 
He  subsequently  started  in  business  as  a 
roofer  and  located  on  Grove  street,  remaining 
for  the  first  two  years.  The  following  year  he 
was  in  the  grain  business  in  Bangs'  block.  He 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  police  force, 
and  after  several  years  was  promoted  to  be 
captain  of  the  force,  and  later  was  city  mar- 
shal. He  then  entered  the  state  detective 
bureau  where  he  remained  a  few  years.  About 
1872  he  went  into  the  grocery  business  near 
Chatham  street,  but  was  burned  out,  and  took 
up  auctioneering,  having  considerable  business 
in  the  county  towns.  In  1874  he  removed  to 
Hingham  and  was  employed  in  the  Hingham 
Eakery  two  years,  then  taking  a  position  as 
timekeeper  for  an  East  Boston  firm,  retaining 
his  home  in  Hingham.  A  year  later  he  was 
appointed  superintendent  of  the  alms  house 
at  l^urlington,  and  was  later  at  Bedford  and 
/Arlington  in  the  same  position.  He  was  elected 
street  commissioner  at  Arlington  and  proved 
a  very  efficient  officer.  He  served  two  years 
as  assessor  and  held  other  positions  of  trust, 
and  was  held  in  high  esteem  by  his  townsmen. 
The  last  years  of  his  life  he  was  station  agent 
ot  the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  at  Brattle 
street,  and  also  conducted  an  auction  and  real 
estate  business.  In  politics  he  was  Republican 
and  in  religion  a  Methodist.  He  married  April 
16,  1855,  Ellen  Luvan  L'pham,  born  at  Stur- 
bridge,  April  26,  1839,  died  at  East  Lexington, 
May  15,  1904,  daughter  of  John  Johnson  and 
Betsey  (Sabin)  Upham,  of  Charlton.

(VIII)  William  Olds  Austin,  son  of  George 
Wilbur  Austin  (7),  born  December  26,  1855, 
died  July  21,  1891.  At  an  early  age  he  re- 
moved to  Worcester  with  his  parents,  where 
he     received     his     education     in     the     public 
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schools  up  to  sixteen  years  of  age.  He  later 
removed  to  Hingham,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  entered  the  baking  business,  continuing 
there  for  a  few  years,  when  he  removed 
his  family  to  Arlington,  Massachusetts,  where 
he  worked  for  one  of  the  markets  for 
a  time  during  the  seventies  and  was  also 
engaged    in    different    employments.    April, 

1885,  he  became  a  member  of  the  Arling- 
ton police  force  and  from  the  very  first  provai 
to  be  especially  competent  for  his  duties.  Dur- 
ing the  term  of  service  he  won  the  respect  and 
confidence  of  his  superiors  and  the  confidence 
of  his  citizens  together  with  the  good  will  of 
every  officer  on  the  force.  He  di«i  at  Arling- 
ton, July  21,  1891.  He  was  reared  a  Metho- 
dist, but  in  later  life  attended  the  Baptist 
church.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Adelepha  Club. 
He  married,  May  22,  1873,  Faustina  Osborn, 
of  Hingham,  bom  November  26,  1853,  daugh- 
ter of  Henry  and  Sarah  Gill  (Humphrey) 
Osborn.

(Vni)  Lucius  Angelo  Austin,  son  of  George 
Wilbur  Austin  (7),  was  born  at  Worcester, 
December  9.  1869.  He  was  but  one  year  old 
when  the  family  moved  to  Hingham,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  but  four  when  they  moved  again 
to  Burlington  in  the  same  state.  There  he 
attended  the  Havenville  district  school  for  two 
years,  when  the  family  moved  to  Bedford,  an 
adjacent  town,  and  soon  afterward  to  Arling- 
ton in  the  same  locality.  He  graduated  from 
the  Cutter  grammar  school  of  Arlington.  He 
attended  the  evening  sessions  of  Comer's  Com- 
mercial College  one  term.  As  a  child  he  was 
frail  and  during  his  youth  he  suffered  much 
from  sickness.  He  began  to  work  for  his  father 
when  he  was  station  agent.  He  then  worked 
a  year  and  a  half  for  R.  W.  Shattuck  in  the 
plumbing  business  at  Arlington  Center.  For 
six  years  and  a  half  he  was  station  agent  for 
the  Boston  &  Maine  railroad  at  East  Lexing- 
ton. He  next  entered  the  employ  of  Carleton 
A.  Childs,  postmaster,  and  proprietor  of  a 
general  store  at  East  Lexington.     When  Mr. 


Childs  died  in  1900  Mr.  Austin  bought  tbe 
business.    He  worked  hard  and  built  up  ha 
business  year  after  year.    He  was  assisted  bgr 
his  wife  during  the  hard  years  of  bq^innii^ 
and  to  her  Mr.  Austin  ascribes  much  of  Us 
success  in  business  then  and  later.     In  time 
his  business  outgrew  the  quarters  he  occupied 
and  then  he  bought  the  stock,  good  will,  and 
also  the  building  and  land  of  Rufus  W.  Hoi- 
brook,  who  had  conducted  the  historic  old 
brick  store  for  more  than  forty  years  and  who 
1  etired  on  account  of  his  age.    Since  then  be 
has  conducted  both  stores,  one  on  eadh  side 
of  the  old  Follen  Church,  built  by  Dr.  FoUea 
In  the  larger  brick  store  Mr.  Austin  has  his 
meat  and  provision  market,  groceries,  grata, 
etc.,  while  in  his  old  store  is  located  the  post- 
office  and  the  miscellaneous  stock  of  the  gen- 
eral store.    It  is  a  veritable  department  store. 
Mr.  Austin  has  been  postmaster  since  the  AaOi 
of  his  predecessor,  in  1900.  He  had  been  assist- 
ant postmaster  for  two  years  previous  to  dnt 
time.    Mr.  Austin  was  reared  in  the  Medio- 
dist  faith  but  now  attends  with  his  family  the 
Unitarian  church  of  East  Lesdngton.    In  poli- 
tics he  is  a  Republican.    He  is  a  member  of 
Simon  W.  Robinson  Lodge  of  Free  Masons, 
Lexington,  in  which  he  was  raised  January 
13,  1902.    He  was  exalted  in  Menotomy  Chap- 
ter, Royal  Arch  Masons,  Arlington,  June  5* 
1906.     He  is  a  member  of  Bethel  Lodge  of 
Odd  Fellows  and  was  noble  grand  for  one 
term  in  1898.    He  is  a  member  of  the  Lexing- 
ton Men's  Club;  of  the  Massachusetts  Asso- 
ciation of  Grocers,  and  was  formerly  a  member 
of  Company  H,  Fifth  Regiment,  Massachu- 
setts Volunteer  Militia,  Charlestown.

Kennett.  born  January  18,  1876,  daughter  of 
Frank  Howe  and  Emma  (Tufts)  Bennett,  of 
Cambriflge.

John  Symonds  ( i ) ,  of  Salem, 
SYMONDS     Massachusetts,      1637,     was 

made  freeman  there  1638,  and 
died  before  September  19,  1671,  the  date  his 
will  was  admitted  to  probate.  The  assertion 
has  been  made  that  he  was  a  son  of  Deputy 
(jovernor  Samuel  Symonds.  of  Ipswich;  that 
lie  was  born  in  England  about  161 5,  and  was 
one  of  the  proprietors  of  Salem  as  early  as 
1636.  This  may  be  true,  for  certainly  it  would 
b(  a  great  pleasure  to  have  the  assurance  of 
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lineal  descent  from  one  of  the  most  famous 
characters  in  our  earliest  colonial  history ;  but 
there  does  not  appear  the  certain  means  to 
determine  the  fact  of  such  relationship.  Gover- 
nor Symonds  had  a  son  John,  whom  Mr.  Ham- 
matt  says  was  born  in  1628,  but  it  does  not 
appear  that  he  came  with  his  distinguished 
father  to  this  country.  Mr.  Felt  in  his  **Annals 
of  Salem"  does  not  mention  that  John  of  that 
town  was  a  son  of  the  governor,  and  indeed 
makes  little  mention  of  him  in  any  especial 
relation ;  hence  our  present  narrative  must 
begin  with  John  Symonds  of  Salem  as 
the  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  family  here 
treated.  The  baptismal  name  of  his  first  wife 
was  Mary,  and  she  was  admitted  to  the  church 
in  Salem  in  1638.    After  her  death  he  married 

IZlizabeth   .      It   is   said    that   he   lived 

much  of  the  time  in  England  and  that  facts 
accounts  for  the  absence  of  reliable  informa- 
tion concerning  him.  It  may  be  said  further 
that  so  good  an  authority  as  Pope  inclines  to 
the  opinion  that  John  of  Salem  was  in  fact  a 
son  of  Governor  Samuel.  The  children  of 
John  were  Samuel,  James,  Ruth  and  perhaps 
Catherine    ( Katherine  ) . 

(H)  Samuel  Symonds,  son  of  John,  born 
in  Salem.  January,  1638,  settled  in  Boxford, 
Massachusetts.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  and  Grace  Andrews,  the  former 
being  one  of  the  early  planters  in  that  locality. 
Samuel  was  made  freeman  in  Boxford  in 
1689-90,  served  as  selectman  and  in  other 
capacities,  and  died  August  14,  1722,  his  wife 
'lying  in  March,  1725.  Their  children,  born 
in  Boxford,  were:  Elizabeth,  July  12,  1663; 
Cirace,  October  14,  1667;  Mary,  February  26, 
1669;  Dea.  Samuel,  April  6, 1672 ;  John,  March

(Ill)  Deacon  Samuel  Symonds,  some- 
times referred  to  as  Samuel,  Jr.,  son  of  Sam- 
uel and  Elizabeth  (Andrews)  Symonds,  born 
August  6,  1672,  settled  in  Middleton,  and  died 
there  in  1755.  He  was  a  farmer,deacon  of  the 
church  many  years,  and  after  his  death  that 
office  was  fulfilled  by  his  son  Samuel.  He 
married  first,  at  Topsfield,  June  8,  1698,  Abi- 
gail Porter  of  Salem,  who  died  November  12, 

1716.    He  married  second,  Mary ,  who 

died  in  1761,  "an  aged  woman."  Children,

lown  of  Danvers  which  was  set  oflF  to  form 
Pen.bofly.  iJe  married  (intentions)  November 
13,  1784,  Sarah  Hobbs  of  Salem,  who  died 
Decembir  16,  1831,  and  whose  name  before 
marriage  was  Sarah  Phippen.

Symonds,  was  born  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts, 
in  (\tober,  1799,  and  lived  in  that  part  of  the 
mother  town  which  now  is  Peabody.  He 
married  May  5,  1823,  Lucy  Low,  born  in  Dan- 
vers, December  26,  1800,  died  in  Peabody, 
October  16,  1852,  daughter  of  Stephen  and 
Sally  (Jacobs)  Low,  and  granddaughter  of 
Maj(^r  Caleb  and  Sarah  (Shillaber)  Low  of 
Salem.

(Vll)  Samuel  Symonds,  eldest  child  of 
Nathaniel  Phippen  and  Lucy  (Low)  Symonds, 
born  in  Peabody,  June  16,  1825,  died  there 
December  11,  1888.  When  a  boy  he  attended 
the  town  school,  and  after  leaving  school 
apj'reniiced  himself  to  learn  the  trade  of  tan- 
nins; and  currying  leather,  which  in  his  younger 
days  were  necessary  to  be  thoroughly  under- 
bUjod  by  all  practical  workmen.  Having  after- 
ward worked  a  few  years  at  the  trade  he  set 
up  in  business  for  himself,  in  a  small  way  at 
fir^t  and  increasing  the  capacity  of  his  tannery 
as  his  means  would  allow  and  as  the  trade 
seemed  to  demand ;  but  it  was  not  many  years 
before  Mr.  Symonds  found  himself  at  the  head 
of  a  large  establishment  and  engaged  in  a  busi- 
ness which  was  both  successful  and  profitable. 
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He  was  not  only  a  successful  man,  but  he 
enjoyed  the  reputation  of  being  a  thoroughly 
honest  man,  straightforward  in  every  business 
transaction,  considerate  of  the  needs- and  com- 
fort of  those  who  were  employed  by  him  and 
not  unmindful  of  the  public  welfare,  although 
he  had  little  inclination  for  political  affairs 
except  as  a  citizen  and  taxpayer.  And  when 
not  occupied  with  business  he  always  was  at 
home,  and  there  he  found  his  greatest  pleasure. 
July  17,  185 1,  Mr.  S)rmonds  married  Martha 
£.  Hanscom,  born  in  Salem,  April  8,  1833, 
died  in  Peabody,  September  26,  1905,  daugh- 
ter of  James  and  Martha  D.  (Stanwo^) 
Hanscom,  the  former  bom  in  Marblehead.

(VII)  Nathaniel  Symonds,  youngest  son  of 
Nathaniel  Phippen  and  Lucy  (Low)  Symonds, 
born  in  Peabody,  December  13,  1833,  ^^^^ 
there  August  29,  1906.  After  leaving  school 
he  turned  his  attention  to  mercantile  pursuits, 
and  for  more  than  forty  years  carried  on  a 
grocery  store  in  Peabody.  He  then  went  out 
of  that  business,  but  not  to  retire  from  active 
purusits,  for  he  had  other  important  interests 
which  engaged  his  attention.  He  was  presi- 
dent of  the  Warren  National  Bank,  and  for 
many  years  before  his  election  to  that  office 
had  been  a  member  of  the  board  of  directors. 
Like  his  brother,  Nathaniel  Symonds  was  a 
capable,  reliable  and  successful  business  man, 
and  enjoyed  the  respect  of  all  his  fellow  towns- 
men. He  was  not  active  in  town  affairs,  but 
was  not  wanting  in  interest  in  the  public  wel- 
fare, for  no  man  in  Peabody  felt  a  deeper 
interest  in  the  growth  and  well  being  of  the 
town  than  did  Nathaniel  Symonds  and  his 
brother  Samuel.  Both  were  born  and  spent 
their  lives  in  Peabody,  each  for  himself  laid 
the  foimdation  of  his  business  life,  and  builded 
each  in  his  own  way,  substantially  and  hon- 
orably, and  the  town  was  made  better  by  their 
example  and  works.  Mr.  Symonds  was  a 
member  of  the  Unitarian  church  and  of  its 
standing  committee  for  more  than  thirty  years. 
He  never  married. 


Thomas  Low  (i),  of  Chebacco 
LOW  Parish,  Ipswich,  now  Essex,  Mass- 
achusetts, was  born  in  England,  and 
is  believed  to  have  been  a  son  of  Captain  John 
Low,  master  of  the  ship  *'Ambrose,"  and  vice- 
admiral  of  the  fleet  that  brought  over  Gover- 
nor Winthrop*s  colony  in  1630.  The  cane  and 
bible  which  are  said  to  have  been  the  property 


of  Captain  John  have  been  handed  down  in  the 
f  amihes  of  the  Essex  Lows,  and  are  still  owned 
by  on  of  them.  The  Bible  wsls  "Imprinted  at 
London  by  Christopher  Barker,  Printer  to  the 
Queenes  most  excellent  Majestie^  dwdltng  m 
Pater  Noster  Rowe  at  the  signe  of  the  Tigres- 
head  Anno  1579."  Thomas  Low  was  in  Ips- 
wich as  early  as  1641,  and  according  to  his  own 
deposition  was  born  in  1605.  He  was  a 
malster,  and  died  September  8,  1677,  when  hb 
son  John  succeeded  to  the  business  and  con- 
tinued it  until  1696.

The  present  narrative  has  to 
PORTER  deal  with  one  of  the  old  Dorset- 
shire families  of  England  whose 
descendants  were  counted  among  the  early 
colonists  of  the  new  world.  There  are  various 
traditions  concerning  the  probable  kinship  of 
the  immigrant  Porters  and  their  descendants 
from  a  common  remote  ancestor,  but  there  is 
little  foundation  for  these  theories,  hence  no 
attempt  will  be  made  here  to  elaborate  them. 

(I)  John  Porter,  of  Hingham  and  Salem, 
Massachusetts,  immigrant  ancestor  of  the 
branch  of  the  family  treated  in  this  place,  was 
born  in  1596,  probably  in  Dorsetshire,  Eng- 
land, where  the  Porters  were  seated  long  gen- 
erations anterior  to  John's  time.  The  circum- 
stances of  his  emigration,  the  causes  which 
impelled  it,  and  the  precise  date  of  his  embark- 
,  ation  and  arrival  are  not  known ;  it  may  be 
that  he  lived  for  a  time  in  Boston  or  Dorches- 
ter before  he  appeared  in  Hingham,  where  he 
settled  in  1635,  where  he  had  lands  granted 
him  and  where  during  the  next  few  years  he 
performed  various  town  offices,  some  of  them 
of  considerable  importance  and  from  their 
character  indicating  that  he  was  a  prominent 
person  among  the  planters  there.  In  1640  he 
was  appointed  by  the  general  court  to  appraise 
the  value  of  horses  and  cattle;  in  1641  was 
chosen  with  others  to  ^y.  the  rate  and  during 
the  same  year  also  was  constable;  in  May, 
1644,  was  elected  deputy  to  the  general  court, 
and  later  on  in  same  year  removed  to  Salem 
and  settled  in  that  part  of  the  mother  town 
which  now  is  Danvers,  where  his  wife  Mary 
was  admitted  to  membership  in  the  church.  He 
bought  a  farm  in  Salem  in  1643,  agreeing  to 
pay  therefor  one  hundred  ten  pounds,  and 
within  the  next  few  years  he  acquired  by  pur- 
chase other  considerable  tracts,  so  that  he 
became  the  largest  land  owner  in  Salem  Vil- 
lage, as  Danvers  then  was  called.  He  was  a 
man  of  energy  and  influence,  and  in  1668  he 
was  again  chosen  deputy.  With  Mr.  Endicott 
he  built  a  saw  mill,  and  his  house,  built  by  him- 
self, is  supposed  to  have  stood  on  the  plains. 
Mr.  Porter  died  September  6,  1676.  His  wife 
Mary,  whom  he  probably  married  in  England, 
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survived  him  about  ten  years  and  died  about 
1685.

He 
was  one  of  the  first  taxpayers  in  what  now  is 
Danvers,  member  of  the  first  church  there, 
where  all  of  his  children  were  baptized,  and 
like  his  father  he  became  one  of  the  principal 
men  of  the  town.  In  1681  he  was  agent  and 
trustee  for  Salem  Village,  and  in  1^6,  with 
other  selectmen  and  trustees,  purchased  of  the 
Indians  all  land  lying  west  of  Bass  river 
within  the  town  of  Salem.  In  1689  ^^^  ^^ 
and  his  brother  Benjamin  were  among  the  peti- 
tioners for  a  new  town  to  be  formed  from  the 
old  mother  town  of  Salem.  Israel  Porter  nlar- 
ried  November  20,  1672,  Elizabeth  Hathome, 
daughter  of  Major  William  and  Ann  Hat- 
borne,  and  sister  of  the  wife  of  his  brother 
Joseph.  She  was  born  July  5,  1649,  and  was 
sole  executrix  of  her  husband's  will.

He  was  a 
proprietor  of  Rowley.  The  general  court,  May 
26.  1647,  ordered  him  to  answer  at  the  Essex 
court  for  "neglect  to  further  public  servic^Tiy 
dclaj-ing  to  shoe  Mr.  Symonds'  horse  when  he 
was  about  to  come  to  the  General  Court." 
That  was  before  the  days  of  labor  unions  and 
strikes  in  .'\merica.  He  ricpo.'^ed  in  1658  that  he 
was  aged  about  forty-eight  years.  He  removed 
to  Ipswich  and  was  a  subscriber  to  the  Denison 
fund  in  1648.  He  was  a  commoner  of  Ipswich 
as  early  as  1664  and  a  voter  in  1679,  He 
administered  on  the  estate  of  his  wife's  third 
son,  John  Littlehale,  November  25,  1675.  He 
removed  finally  to  Topsfield.

The  surname  Somerby  is  of 
SOMERBY     great  antiquity  and  is  a  place 

name  in  England.  The  vil- 
lage of  Somerby  is  in  Lincolnshire,  and  the 
name  is  frequent  in  the  early  records,  at  the 
time  of  the  first  use  of  surnames  in  England. 
In  the  church  at  Somerby,  near  Grantham  in 
Lincolnshire,  there  is  a  marble  effigy  of  Sir 
Thomas  de  Somerby,  representing  a  cross- 
legged  knight  lying  upon  his  back  under  a 
canopy,  in  a  niche  in  the  wall.  It  is  considered 
remarkable  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the 
knight's  feet  are  resting  upon  a  horse  saddled 
and  held  by  a  kneeling  esquire.  In  1639 
Anthony  Somerby  was  the  representative  of 
the  family  and  graduated  at  Clare  Hall  in  Cam- 
bridge. He  sailed  in  the  ship  "Jonathan"  to 
Boston  and  settled  in  Newbury.  He  had  land 
by  grant  and  purchase,  and  was  a  large  prop- 
erty owner.  He  held  several  important  offices, 
and  died  July  31,  1686,  aged  seventy-six  years. 
The  arms  of  the  family  are:  Per  pale  argent 
and  vert  three  crescents  countercharged.  Crest : 
a  talbot  sejeant  proper  collared  or  resting  his 
dexter  forepaw  on  an  escallop  argent.

Antiquarians  inform  us  that  the 
HALL  surname  Hall  is  derived  from  at 
least  three  sources — from  halle,  the 
Norwegian  word  for  flint,  and  in  the  same 
language  signifying  a  hero;  also  from  the 
mediaeval  name  of  the  English  manor  house, 
from  which  we  have  Alle,  Halle,  De  Aula  and 
Del  Hall;  also  in  the  Welsh,  salt  is  hall,  the 
saltworks  is  a  haller,  and  he  who  dwells  near 
saltworks  or  on  marshay  land  near  to  the  sea 
IS  halham,  halla  or  halle,  hence  Castle  Halla, 
now  City  Halle,  in  Saxony,  where  once  were 
extensive  salt  works. 

The  numerous  Halls  of  England  are  believed 
to  have  descended  from  the  men  of  Halle  who 
went  there  in  the  several  Saxon  invasions  of 
that  country.  They  were  called  de  la  Halle 
(of  the  hall)  which  became  a  surname  and 
now  is  simply  Hall.  They  were  not  only  num- 
erous, but  they  were  brave  men,  loyal  in  their 
allegiance  to  the  sovereign,  many  of  them 
courtiers,  favorites  of  the  king,  and  in  token 
of  the  royal  favor  they  were  given  goodly 
estates,  high  official  positions,  and  many  coats- 
of-arms.  One  authority  enumerates  more  than 
one  hundred  distinct  bestowals  of  arms  on 
representatives  of  the  surname  Hall  in  Eng- 
land. 

The  Halls  of  England  were  early  comers 
to  New  England,  and  were  here  with  the  Puri- 
tans in  good  numbers.  The  records  show 
nearly  a  hundred  heads  of  families  of  the  name 
in  the  colonies  before  the  year  1700.  Among 
them  was  Widow  Mary  Hall,  of  Cambridge, 
whose  name  appears  there  in  1653.  She  was 
a  member  of  the  church  as  early  as  1658,  and 
in  1662  had  lands  granted  her  by  the  town. 
When  she  came  over  is  not  known,  nor  the 
name  of  her  husband,  although  tradition  says 
that  he  came  in  1630,  in  the  ship  with  his 
brother  John,  and  settled  in  the  plantation  at 


Charlestown.  Some  genealogists  have  it  that 
the  husband  of  Mary  may  have  been  "Mr. 
Nathaniel  Hall,"  to  whom  lands  were  granted 
in  Dorchester  in  1634,  and  that  he  "held  a  very 
respectable  rank  in  Society,"  as  the  prefix 
"Mr."  in  the  times  of  the  colony  was  an  evi- 
dence of  high  social  position.  While  there  is 
little  to  confirm  the  theory  that  Mr.  Nathaniel 
Hall  may  have  been  the  husband  of  Mary  there 
is  nothing  to  contradict  it.  So  far  as  can  be 
determined  the  children  of  Widow  Mary  Hall 
were:  i.

(I)  John  Hall,  son  of  Widow  Mary  Hall, 
born  in  England,  1627,  died  in  Medford,  Mass- 
achusetts, October  18,  1701.  He  took  the  oath 
of  fidelity  in  1652,  and  same  year  the  town  of 
Cambridge  granted  him  twenty  acres  of  church 
land  in  Billerica.  He  lived  in  Concord  several 
years  previous  to  1667,  then  returned  to  Cam- 
bridge, and  in  1675  removed  to  Medford  and 
bought  a  farm  there.  He  was  constable  and 
selectman  in  1677.  and  selectman  again  in  1690. 
He  made  his  will  in  1699,  lived  two  years  after- 
ward, and  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  at 
Medford.  He  married,  April  2,  1656,  Eliza- 
beth Green,  died  February  4,  17 13,  daughter 
of  Percival  and  Ellen  Green,  of  Cambridge.

(II)  Lieutenant  Stephen  Hall*  son  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  (Green)  Hall,  born  1670,  lived 
on  the  old  homestead  farm  in  Medford,  and 
died  there,  September  3,  1755,  aged  eighty- 
five  years.  He  was  lieutenant  of  the  Medford 
company  of  militia,  a  man  of  considerable 
influence  in  the  town,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  he  took  a  prominent  part  in  public  affairs. 
His  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  died  May  14,  1716, 
and  he  married  (second)  Elizabeth,  widow  of 
Timothy  Walker,  and  daughter  of  Timothy 
and  Elizabeth  Fowle.  She  was  bom  Septem- 
ber 28,  1681,  and  died  February  3,  1764.  In 
his  will,  dated  July  26,  1750,  Stephen  Hall 
gave  his  wife  a  life  interest  in  all  his  property, 
with  a  provision  that  after  her  death  it  should 
go  to  his  son  Stephen,  except  forty-six  pounds 
thirteen  shillings  four  pence,  which  was  to  be 
paid  to  his  daughter  Mary  or  her  heirs.  Chil- 
dren, all  born  of  his  second  marriage:  i.

(III)  Stephen  Hall  (3rd)  called  Tertius, 
son  of  Stephen  and  Elizabeth  (Walker)  Hall, 
born  in  Medford,  August  10,  1721,  died  there 
1796.  He  was  one  of  the  influential  men  of 
his  time  in  Middlesex  county,  a  man  of  sub- 
stance and  excellent  understanding,  although 
having  become  involved  in  litigation  with  one 
John  Bishop  nearly  all  of  his  fortune  was  lost. 
He  represented  Nledford  in  the  second  and 
third  sessions  of  the  provincial  congress,  and 
also  as  a  delegate  to  the  first  constitutional 
convention  in  1780.  Mr.  Hall  was  justice  of  the 
peace  in  Medford  when  that  office  was  one  of 
much  dignity  and  its  incumbent  was  a  man  of 
high  character  and  social  standing.  He  mar- 
ried Mary  Keisar,  of  Haverhill,  who  died  July 
2,  1805,  (family  Bible  record)  aged  ninety- 
five  years.

(VH)  Alfred  Sigourney  Hall,  son  of  Ste- 
phen Augustus  and  Evelina  Amanda  (New- 
hall) Hall,  was  born  in  Revere,  Massachusetts, 
August  27,  1861,  and  is  a  practical  and  scien- 
tific farmer.  He  received  his  earlier  literary 
education  in  the  public  and  high  schools  of 
Revere,  graduating  from  the  high  school,  and 
after  completing  the  course  there  entered  the 
Agricultural  College,  and  was  graduated  in 
1880,  and  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  most 
successful  examples  of  the  efficiency  of  that 
institution.  After  leaving  college  Mr.  Hall 
leased  his  father's  farm  in  Revere,  and  after 
bringing  its  lands  to  a  proper  condition  for 
that  purpose  began  their  cultivation  in  market 
gardening  in  connection  with  general  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  From  the  outset  his  endeavors 
have  been  rewarded  with  gratifying  success, 
and  to-day  he  owns  one  of  the  best  and  most 
productive  farms  in  eastern  Massachusetts. 
In  connection  with  his  somewhat  busy  life  as 
a  farmer  and  gardener,  Mr.  Hall  for  a  number 
of  years  has  been  identified  with  the  civil  and 
political  life  of  his  town,  having  served  as 
member  and  chairman  of  its  board  of  select- 
men, trustee  of  the  public  library,  and  trustee 
of  the  old  Chelsea  Savings  Bank,  and  is  also 
a  director  of  the  Chelsea  Trust  Company.  He 
served  in  the  legislature  in  1903-04,  and  on  the 
house  committee  on  metropolitan  aflfairs  and 
elections,  and  was  a  state  senator.  1907-08,  be- 
ing a  member  of  its  committees  on  fisheries 
and  game,  liquor  laws,  and  counties,  and  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  metropolitan  aflfairs. 
He  is  a  member  of  Star  of  Bethlehem  Lodge, 
Free  and  Accepted  Masons,  of  Chelsea,  She- 
kinah  Chapter,  Royal  Arch  Masons,  and  Pales- 
tine Commandery,  Knights  Templar.  In  relig- 
ious preference  he  is  Unitarian,  and  in  politics 
a  firm  Republican.

He  also 
learned  the  trade  of  shoemaker  and  worked  at 
this  trade  in  Dover,  New  Hampshire,  for  sev- 
eral years,  in  New  York  state  about  a  year 
and  at  Lynn  Station,  New  Hampshire.  In 
1858  he  removed  to  Haverhill  where  he  has 
since  made  his  home.  He  continued  in  the 
shoe  business  until  1892,  in  the  employ  of 
various  manufacturers  in  Haverhill.  Since 
then  he  has  had  a  cleaning,  dyeing  and  press- 
ing establishment,  carrying  on  the  business 
alone  for  about  ten  vears  when  he  formed 
partnership  with  his  brother,  J.  P.  Hayes, 
under  the  firm  name  of  Hayes  Brothers;  the 
brother  died  in  1904,  but  the  firm  name  still 
continues.  This  place  of  business  is  at  the 
rear  of  85  Merrimack  street^  and  Mr.  Hayes 
has  built  up  a  flourishing  trade.

The  family  name  Beckett  it 
BECKETT    New  Engkmd  history  is  traoel 

to  one  John  Beckett,  sl^ 
Wright,  who  appears  in  Salem,  Massacfausetti, 
in  the  year  1655,  and  from  his  time  the  name 
has  been  known  through  at  least  seven  geno'' 
ations  to  the  early  years  of  the  twentieth  on- 
tnry,  and  now  is  well  represented  throimfaoat 
the  New  England  and  eastern  states.  In  oU 
England  the  name  is  one  of  great  antiquQf. 
and  reaches  back  through  the  centuries  to  A 
D.  1 1 18,  which  date  marks  the  birth  of  Thomit 
Beckett,  archbishop  of  Canterbury,  1 162. 

The  life  and  ecclesiastical  service  of  Thomit 
Beckett  and  his  ultimate  tragic  death  at  Ak 
decree  of  his  sovereign,  forms  an  interestiif 
yet  sad  page  in  mediaeval  history,  and  whik  at 
account  of  it  in  this  place  nmy  or  may  not  k 
strictly  pertinent  to  the  record  of  the  fandf 
proposed  to  be  treated  in  these  annals,  it  never- 
theless presents  the  Beckett  surname  in  andet 
times,  and  relates  to  a  family  which  is  known 
to  have  been  seated  in  England  since  the  Nor- 
man conquest. 

Thomas  Beckett  (or  a  Becket)  was  born  in 
London,  in  11 18.  He  was  the  son  of  a  ridi 
merchant,  and  his  career  was  advanced  by 
Theobald.  Archbishop  of  Canterbury.  He 
became  archdeacon  of  Canterbury  and  chan- 
cellor of  King  Henry  II.  an  office  he  filled  with 
great  magnificence;  and,  though  only  in  dea- 
con's orders,  was  suddenly  appointed  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury  in  1162.  He  became  a 
strong  advocate  of  the  church's  rights,  defend- 
ing her  against  the  king,  whose  partisan  he 
previously  had  been.  He  refused  to  consent 
to  the  constitution  of  the  council  of  Clarendon. 
curtailing  clerical  privileges,  but  was  prevailed 
iM)on  to  do  so  by  the  pope.  He  was  tried  by 
Henry  for  breach  of  allegiance  in  endeavoring 
to  leave  the  country  after  this,  and  his  property 
was  confiscated  and  his  ecclesiastical  revenue 
sequestered.  He  finally  escaped  to  France  and 
thence  to  Rome,  where  the  pope  re-installed 
him  in  his  see.  After  much  correspondence 
and  many  threats  of  excommunication  against 
the  English  bishops,  he  was  reconciled  with 
Henry  in  1170,  and  returned  to  England;  but 
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iper  was  as  haughty  as  ever,  and  Henry 
I  "to  be  rid  of  his  turbulent  priest/' 
:nights — Fitsurse,  Tracy,  Brito  and  Mor- 
overhearing  this  hasty  exclamation, 
lecket  before  the  altar  of  St.  Benedict,  in 
bury  Cathedral,  December  29,  1170.  In 
le  was  canonized,  and  his  shrine  at  Can- 
y  became  the  resort  of  myriads  of  pil- 
Chaucer's  "Canterbury  Tales"  were 
n  a  pilgrimage  to  his  shrine.  Henry 
destroyed  it  and  burned  and  scattered 
ties. 

n  article  contributed  to  the  pages  of  the 
•rical  Collections"  of  the  Essex  Institute,

The  early  part  of  his  life  was  spent  in  his 
native  town,  and  when  fourteen  years  old  he 
went  to  the  adjoining  town  of  Peabody,  learned 
there  the  trade  of  carpenter  and  joiner,  and 
for  a  number  of  years  worked  as  a  practical 
mechanic.  Later  on  he  became  a  successful 
contractor  and  builder,  a  man  of  substance  and 
influence  in  the  town.  He  erected  a  comfort- 
able residence  on  Holton  street  for  his  own 
occupancy  and  lived  there  until  the  time  of 
his  death.  Mr.  Beckett  married  (first)  Mehit- 
able  Caroline  Ruee,  who  died  in  1851,  aged 
thirty-seven  years,  daughter  of  Captain  Thomas 
Ruee  and  his  wife,  Mehitable  Archer.  Captain 
Thomas  Ruee  was  one  of  old  William  Gray's 
masters,  and  made  many  successful  voyages; 
he  discovered,  through  the  natives  of  Sumatra, 
where  pepper  was  obtainable,  and  cargoes  of 
the  staple  were  brought  by  him  to  Salem  be- 
fore the  merchants  of  other  cities  could  obtain 
it,  except  at  second  hand,  he  refusing  offers 
of  money  from  them  to  tell  his  secret.  Cap- 
tain Ruee  joined  the  East  Indian  Marine 
Society  in  1805.  He  was  lost  at  sea,  1813-14. 
A  ])rotrait  of  him  has  been  presented  to  the 
East  Indian  Marine  Society,  now  the  Peabody 
Institute,  by  his  son,  Henry  A.  Ruee.  Mr.

(VIII)  Benjamin,  eldest  son  and  child  of 
Benjamin  and  Mary  (Prince)  Beckett,  was 
bom  in  Peabody,  Massachusetts,  May  17,  1840, 
and  acquired  a  practical  education  in  the  com- 
mon schools  of  the  neighborhood.  He  enlisted 
August  27,  1861,  at  South  Danvers,  in  Com- 
pany B,  Elevenlh  United  States  Infantry,  and 
was  taken  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  the  Wilder- 
ness while  on  the  skirmish  line.  May  5.  1864. 
The  following  day  he  marched  twenty  miles 
from  Robinson  Tavern  to  Orange  court  house, 
and  that  night  went  in  a  catile  car  to  Gordon- 
ville,  then  to  Lynchburg,  then  to  Danville. 
South  Carolina,  arriving  there  May  13;  he 
left  Danville  May  19,  arriving  at  Anderson- 
ville  May  24,  remained  there  unlil  September 
9,  and  two  days  later  arrived  in  Charlcstown, 
South  Carolina,  at  the  lime  the  city  was  being 
bombarded  by  Gilmore:  he  remained  there 
until  October  5:  was  in  Florence,  South  Caro- 
lina, until  paroled  November  27,  and  was  in 
St.  John's  Hospital  at  Annapolis,  Maryland, 
two  weeks,  after  which  iie  returned  home, 
remaining  thirty  days.  He  then  returned  to 
his  regiment  and  fonnd  the  final  statement  all 
made  out,  the  supposition  being  that  he  was 
dead;  the  papers  were  given  to  him,  and  he 
now  has  them  in  his  possession.  He  was  dis- 
charged from  the  army  January  17,  1865.  After 
his  discharge  he  was  commissioned  second  lieu- 
tenant in  Company  K,  Fifth  Regiment  Massa- 
chusetts \'o!unteer  Militia,  March  29,  1865; 
was  made  first  lieutenant  in  same  company  and 
regiment  July  23,  1867;  made  captain  June  8, 
1868:  resigned  and  discharged  June  14,  1869. 
Since  the  war  Captain  Beckett  has  followed  the 
trade  of  carpenter  in  Peabody,  deriving  there- 
from a  comfortable  livelihood  for  his  family. 
He  is  affiliated  with  the  order  of  Free  and 
Accepted  Masons,  Independent  Order  of  Odd 
Fellows,  and  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic.

old  and  primitive  burying-ground,  and  almost 
every  one  buried  there  is  either  a  Fairbanks 
or  some  relative  by  marriage  or  descent.  The 
headstones  are  hewn  of  rough  slate,  engraved 
in  the  most  primitive  fashion,  and  a  visit  to  the 
old  cemetery  carries  one  back  to  the  early  days 
with  all  their  associations,  even  more  forcibly 
than  the  old  homestead.  It  is  history  engraved 
in  tombstones.  There  is  a  monument  to  John 
Prescott,  the  founder  of  Lancaster,  bearing  an 
inscription  appropriate  to  the  difficulties  and 
dangers  encountered  by  the  early  settlers. 
Jonas  Fairbanks,  who  married  his  daughter 
Lydia,  was  killed  by  the  Indians  in  the  mas- 
sacre of  February  10,  1676.  One  of  the  sons 
of  Jonas  was  massacred  at  the  same  time. 
Another  son  of  Jonas,  Jonathan,  was  killed  in 
the  massacre  of  September  11,  1697,  with  one 
of  his  daughters,  Grace.  A  headstone  to  Jon- 
athan and  his  daughter  Grace  with  its  quaint 
inscription  stands  in  the  old  burying  ground. 
The  wife  of  Jonathan  was  carried  captive  into 
Canada,  but  was  afterward  ransomed  by  gov- 
ernment. Lieutenant  Jabez,  another  son  of 
Jonas,  is  the  ancestor  of  a  numerous  posterity. 
He  is  commended  for  his  heroism  in  the  ser- 
vice of  his  country.  This  tomb.stone  also 
stands  in  the  old  burying  ground.  "First  in 
the  order  of  time  of  our  military  heroes,  in 
those  days  of  trial,''  says  Marvin,  was  Lieu- 
tenant, afterwards  Captain  Jabez  Fairbanks. 
He  was  a  famous  scouting  officer,  and  trav- 
ersed large  sections  of  the  country  to  the 
north,  east  and  west,  in  search  of  prowling 
Indians.  More  than  sixty  parties  were  engaged 
in  the  service.  Some  of  the  names  of  the  men 
under  his  command  between  1721  and  1724, 
were  the  following:  Edward  Hartwell,  Eph- 
raim  Wheeler,  Daniel  Osgood,  Isaac  Farns- 
worth,  Isaac  Lacain,  John  Bennett,  Joseph 
Wheelock,  Ezra  Sawyer,  Moses  Willard,  John 
Eams. 

(Governor  Dujnmer  immediately  sought  the 
services  of  Fairbanks  to  enlist  men.  He  offered 
him  the  choice  of  the  office  of  sergeant  if  he 
remained  at  home  in  Lancaster,  or  that  of 
lieutenant  if  he  were  willing  to  serve  at  Groton 
or  at  Turkey  Hill.  He  chose  the  latter  and  at 
once  entered  the  service.  He  reported  directly 
to  the  governor  during  the  war  and  the  pub- 
lished correspondence  between  them  furnishes 
many  interesting  chapters  of  history.  Vice- 
President  Fairbanks  is  a  direct  descendant. 

In  the  cemetery  also  stands  a  tombstone  to 
George,  the  ancestor  of  a  numerous  posterity 
in  Vermont  and  elsewhere.  At  Bogeston 
Farms  is  the  site  of  the  old  stone  fort,  the 
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^H    dwelling  of   Captain   George   Fairbanks,   tlie 
^B   first  white  settler  in  Medway.    From  here  tlie 
^V  settlers  watched  the  burning  of  Meilfielcl,  Feb- 
^M    ruary  20,  1776.     It  was  sixty-five  or  seventy 
^M    feet    long,   and  two  stories   high.     The   walls 
^K  were  built  of  flat  stones  laid  in  clay  mortar. 
^B   it  had  a  tloidile  row  of  portholes  on  all  sides 
^K   and   was   lined   with  heavy  oak  plank.     The 
^T   Stones  bavc  ail  been  carried  away,  and  there 
is  now  nothing  left  to  mark  the  spot  where  the 
building  stood.    The  Medway  Historical  Soci- 
ety has  erected  a  sign  to  mark  the  site  of  the 
burial  of  Captain  George  Fairbanks. 

-Among  the  relics  of  the  old  house  is  an  old 
flint-lock  of  Jonathan  Fairbanks,  measuring 
six  feet  five  inches  in  length,  a  treasured 
trophy  of  tlie  past.  There  is  also  an  old 
wooden  ox-sad<lle,  said  to  have  been  ridden  by 
the  ladies  of  the  family  to  church  in  the  early 
days.  The  family  has  been  eminently  patri- 
otic from  the  first  settlement  of  Jonathan  in 
his  chosen  home,  nearly  four  hundred  !4CX)") 
of  the  name  appearing  upon  the  Roll  nf  Honor.

Lorenzo  Sayles 
Fairbanks  graduated  from  Dartmouth  College 
in  the  class  of  1852,  having  earned  and  paid 
all  his  own  expenses  from  the  beginning  of  the 
course;  he  studied  law,  but  first  practiced  as 
a  teacher  in  a  grammar  school,  and  then  became 
principal  of  a  commercial  school  in  Philadel- 
phia from  which  he  retired  in  1868;  he  is  the 
author  of  a  work  on  bookkeeping,  a  business 
arithemetic  and  a  small  book  on  the  marriage 
and  divorce  laws  of  Massachusetts ;  in  1874 
he  came  to  Boston  and  resumed  the  profession 
of  law ;  he  is  the  author  of  the  Fairbanks 
Genealogy ;  his  arduous  labor  on  this  work  at 
an  advanced  age  doubtless  hastened  his  death ; 
he  died  May  21,  1897,  while  the  work  was  in 
process  of  printing.

(VHI)  George  Washington  Fairbanks,  son 
of  Joel  Fairbanks  (7),  born  in  New  Boston, 
New  Hampshire,  March  28,  1828,  died  in 
Lynn,  Massachusetts,  November  2^,  1884.  He 
was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  his  native 
town.  He  was  apprenticed  to  a  harness  maker, 
but  disliking  the  trade  he  ran  away  and  shipped 
as  a  sailor  on  a  sailing  vessel.  In  1849  ^^  was 
appointed  a  messenger  in  the  library  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution,  W'ashington,  and 
attended  lectures  in  the  Institution  several  years. 
He  made  mctereological  observations  under 
the  direction  of  Professor  Joseph  Henry,  then 
secretary  of  the  Institution.  In  November,  185 1, 
he  went  to  New  York.  He  was  a  skillful 
mechanic  both  in  metals  and  wood,  and  he 
became  associated  with  an  inventor  named  Ari 
Davis  in  making  magneto-electric  machines, 
which  become  a  recognized  necessity  for  the 
physical  laboratories  of  schools  and  colleges, 
and  were  employed  quite  extensively  by  physi- 
cians and  in  the  United  States  hospitals  in 
nervous  diseases ;  though  at  this  time  the  man- 
ufacture of  electric  appliances  was  in  its 
infancy,  and  were  often  little  more  than  fash- 
ionable toys.  Ari  Davis  sold  his  patent-right 
to  a  Dr.  Kidder  who  sold  to  William  Bumap, 
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for  nitom  Mr.  Fairbanks  made  the  machines 
in  Lowell,  Massadia  setts,  and  in  New  York 
City,  for  a  number  of  years,  with  constantly 
increasing  demands,  in  medical  practice,  and 
the  arts.  In  1861  Mr.  Fairbanks  removed  to 
Lynn,  and  there  purchased  a  dwelling  house 
with  a  large  lot  of  land  on  Lewis  street,  which 
is  still  occupied  by  his  wife  and  daughters. 
He  still  worked  at  the  dM  trade  in  New  York 
City,  and  again  localL-i!  there  for  a  time 
between  1867  and  1S71,  but  finally  returned 
In  Lynn  for  a  permanent  residence  in  i87i,and 
there  for  a  time  manufactured  the  machines 
in  his  own  name.  He  had  also  worked  as  a 
shoe-cntter  and  a  carpenter  in  Lynn,  at  inter- 
vals while  his  business  was  unsettled.  Several 
ytATS  before  his  death  he  retired  from  active 
life.  He  died  November  27,  1884.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Pythias  order, 
which  cranmended  his  genial  and  amiable 
qualities  in  resolutions  at  his  death;  he  was 
independent  in  politics,  and  connected  with  no 
church.

(IX)  Abbie  Loetta  I'airbanks.  daughter  of 
George  Washington  Fairbanks  (8),  was  born 
in  New  York  City.  She  attended  the  Ingalls 
grammar  school  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts. 
During  her  first  year  in  the  Lynn  high  school 
the  family  went  to  New  York  and  she  entered 
the  Normal  College  from  which  she  graduated ; 
she  studied  music,  but  made  a  special  study  of 
portrait  and  landscape  art.  She  also  attended 
a  private  academy  of  art  in  Boston.  She  says 
she  inherited  her  skill  as  an  artist  from  her 
father,  who  was  an  excellent  natural  artist,  and 
could  draw  almost  anything  as  if  by  instinct. 
She  treasures  a  folio  of  his  early  drawings. 
Miss  Fairbanks  is  well  known  and  popular  in 
Lynn,  where  she  has  made  her  home  especially 
in  art  and  literary  circles.  Among  her  pub- 
lished works  may  be  mentioned  "A  Dream  of 
Heaven  or  Which  Way  to  Heaven"  published 
in  1897.  She  is  also  the  author  of  "Old  Home" 
and  "Things  I've  Learned  or  Never  Could 
Learn,"  and  the  poems  "Old  Ancestral  Home" 
and  "Green  Memories  of  the  Departed,"  and 
many  smaller  poems.  She  spent  seven  years  in 
the  study  of  the  comparison  of  religions,  and  has 


a  large  volume  in  manuscript  (about  1800  pp.  ' 
of  manuscript)  on  the  philosophy  of  rcligiom  I 
in  verse  and  prose.  She  has  been  wailing  yna 
about  1890  for  a  chance  to  publish  this,  bul 
the  size  and  expense  arc  obstacles  in  the  way. 
She  has  not  only  made  a  special  study  of  the 
philosophy  and  comparisons  of  religions,  but 
is  interested  in  all  sociological  problems,  ami 
intends  to  write  on  these  themes  when  oppor- 
tunity affords.  Her  profession  as  an  artist  has 
preoccupied  most  of  her  time.  She  is  a  believer 
in  the  unity  of  all  religions  where  motive 
is  Godward,  and  for  the  uplifting  of  the  race. 
She  is  an  earnest  advocate  of  equal  rights  and 
privileges  for  all.  She  believes  there  is  much 
need  of  social  reform,  and  reform  in  national 
i''eals  and  laws  which  are  in  chaos  at  present 
Rut  she  is  not  a  Socialist,  a  Nationalist,  a 
Single  Taxer,  or  promulgator  of  any  one-idea 
theory.  She  believes  that  co-operative  endeavors 
come  nearest  to  the  ideal  standard.  But  especi- 
ally does  she  believe  in  a  reform  of  nation^ 
ideals,  for  we  are  a  countrj-  of  mixed  races, 
and  scarcely  know  to-day  what  our  real  nation^ 
ideals  are.  She  sends  the  following  poem  as 
a  God-speed  to  this  memorial  history,  and  the 
heritage  of  every  good  our  country  venerates;

Something  like  thirty  or  forty 
WEBBER     years  ago,  in  the  latter  part  of 

the  last  century,  almost  every 
person  bearing  the  surname  Webber  (ot 
Weber)  was  given  to  understand  that  all  of 
the  Webbers  in  America  were  descendants  of 
one  Wolfert  Webber,  deceased,  remotely  of 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  and  as  such  were  entitled 
to  share  in  the  distribution  of  vast  estates  in 
lands  and  equally  vast  sums  of  money  in  both 
this  country  and  Europe.    That  there  was  such 
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a  man  as  Wolfert  Webber  in  Holland  in  the 
early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  there 
is  doubt,  and  it  is  an  equally  well  settled  fact 
that  the  son  of  this  Wolfert  came  from  Ams- 
terdam in  Holland  to  New  Amsterdaiti  (New 
zork)  in  or  about  the  year  1633^  in  company 
with  the  Dutch  governor  Van  Twiller. 

In  her  somewhat  voluminous  history  of  New 
York,  published  something  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago,  Mrs.  Martha  J.  Lamb  men- 
tions original  grant  in  1636  of  the  famous 
Anneke  Jans  estate  and  Trinity  church  prop- 
erty as  being  granted  to  Roelof  Jansen  (or 
Jans),  the  first  husband  of  Anesje  or  Anneke 
Jans,  whose  family  name  was  Webber,  and 
comprising  sixty-two  acres  of  land.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  land  originally  was  granted 
to  Wolfert  Webber,  Jr.  and  by  him  was  sub- 
sequently conveyed  to  his  aunt  Anneke.  The 
same  writer  also  speaks  of  the  death  of  Roelof 
Jans,  leaving  a  wife  and  several  children,  and 
the  subsequent  marriage  of  his  widow  in  1638 
to  the  Rev.  Everardus  Bogardus. 

In  this  connection  the  following  extract  from 
Harper* s  Weekly  (November  8,  1873)  will  be 
found  of  interest:  "About  the  middle  of  the 
seventeenth  century  one  Sarah  Webber  died 
in  Holland,  bequeathing  property  then  valued 
at  £36,000  to  her  heirs;  but  the  property  was 
to  be  invested  at  compound  interest  until  the 
third  generation  thereafter  should  appear  upon 
the  stage  of  life."  In  the  same  year  a  Chicago 
paper  published  the  following  interesting 
article  of  news  bearing  on  the  famous  Webber 
millions:  "Sarah  and  Wolfert  Webber  and 
Wintie  Sybrants  Brower  died  in  Holland  in 
the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century,  leav- 
ing a  considerable  number  of  heirs  and  a  large 
amount  of  property.  They  also  left  wills 
bequeathing  their  possessions  to  their  heirs, 
but  in  the  course  of  a  generation  or  two  these 
important  documents  became  lost  in  some  of 
the  musty  cobweb  courts  of  Dykeland. 
Recently  and  while  explorations  were  being 
made  in  the  interest  of  the  Anneke  Jans  heirs 
(who  it  appears  are  identical  with  the  Webber 
and  Brower  heirs)  the  long  lost  wills  were 
found,  and  it  was  discovered  that  about  $70,- 
000,000  were  awaiting  lawful  claimants  in 
Holland." 

It  is  not  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing  para- 
graphs to  attempt  to  awaken  interest  in  the 
matter  of  reasserting  claims  to  the  vast  estate 
said  to  have  awaiting  distribution  among  the 
numerous  Webber  families  in  America,  but 
rather  to  recall  the  name  and  something  of 
the  especial  celebrity  of  him  who  has  been 


represented  as  the  common  ancestor  of  the 
Webbers  of  New  York  and  New  England. 
W^hatever  measure  of  credence  is  to  be  given 
to  the  claim  that  the  Webbers  of  all  various 
families  of  that  surname  in  America  are 
descendants  of  Wolfert  Webber,  of  Amster- 
dam, is  questionable;  but  it  is  nevertheless 
true  that  the  American  Webbers  are  nearly  if 
not  quite  all  descendants  of  remote  Holland 
Dutch  stock,  although  some  of  the  immigrant 
ancestors  may  have  embarked  for  America 
from  English  and  other  foreign  ports  than 
those  of  Holland. 

(I)  John  Webber,  the  progenitor  of  the 
immediate  family  here  under  consideration  is 
believed  to  have  come  from  England,  although 
he  may  have  been  and  probably  was  a  descend- 
ant of  Dutch  ancestors.  Some  writers  have 
claimed  for  other  Webbers  whose  time  was 
contemporary  with  his  that  they  were  prob- 
ably grandsons  of  Wolfert  Webber  or  not 
more  distantly  related  to  him,  and  while  the 
same  might  be  said  of  John  Webber,  of  Bos- 
ton, the  present  writer  is  not  inclined  to  set 
up  that  claim.  That  the  families  were  of  kin 
is  quite  certain  and  that  they  came  of  the  same 
old  substantial  Holland  Dutch  stock  is  equally 
well  settled.  So  good  an  authority  as  Savage 
informs  us  that  John  Webber  was  of  Boston 
about  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century, 
that  he  had  a  wife  Elizabeth,  and  that  they 
had  five  children:  i.  Martha,  twin,  born  FetH 
ruary  18,  1675.

Me 
married,  May  27,  1772,  Anna  Porter,  of  Bev- 
erly, anil  by  her  had  eight  children,  all  bom 
in  \\"enliam:  i.

(V)  John  Porter  Webber,  sou  of  William 
and  Anna  (Porter)  Webber,  born  Wenham, 
Massachusetts,  August  31,  1779,  died  in  Bev- 
erly, where  the  later  years  of  his  life  were 
spent.  He  always  was  an  energetic  and  sub- 
stantial business  man.  and  enjoyed  the  pleasant 
distinction  of  having  established  the  first 
mustard  and  spice  mill  in  all  New  England, 
His  business  career  was  begun  as  a  peddler  of 
dry  goods,  notions  and  family  supplies,  carrj'- 
ing  his  stock  from  town  to  town  in  a  wagon, 
and  frequently  he  traveled  as  far  away  from 
home  as  Pawtucket,  Rhode  Island.  When  he 
could  not  get  money  for  his  goods  he  took 
barter,  and  is  remembered  as  having  been  a 
shrewd  and  perfectly  honest  trader.  In  tlie 
ct/irrai;  of  a  few  years  he  had  accuniulateiJ 
enough  ready  money  to  start  his  spice  mill,  and 
a:  splendid  success  he  made  of  that  business, 
in  which  he  continued  as  long  as  he  lived,  and 
after  his  death  his  sons,  William  E.  and  Benja- 
min Webber,  became  proprietors  under  the 
firm  name  of  Webber  Brothers.  As  his  business 
prospered  he  became  interested  in  other  enter- 
prises, and  he  was  owner  of  considerable  share 
in  the  old  Bass  River  Bank  in  Beverly,  which 
stood  at  the  intersection  of  Cabot  and  Rantoul 
streets.  Mr.  Webber  always  took  a  deep  interest 
in  Freemasonry  and  in  Danvers  was  a  member 
of  Jordan  Lodge,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons, 
and  in  Beverly  he  was  a  charter  member  and 
one  of  the  founders  of  Beverly  Lodge,  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons,  to  which  he  demitted 
from  Danvers.  He  also  was  an  old-time  fire- 
man, and  his  connection  with  the  Danvers 
company  dated  back  to  the  days  of  the  famous 
"bucket  brigade,"  which  antedated  the  era  of 
the  primitive  handbrake  engines.  In  politics 
he  was  an  old  line  Whig  and  exercised  consid- 
erable influence  in  public  affairs,  although  not 


for  his  own  political  or  personal  interest.  He  ' 
was  brought  up  under  the  influence  of  the  B^ 
tist  church  and  was  a  regular  attendant  it 
Sunday  services.  On  July  13,  1S06,  Mr.  Web- 
ber married  Desire  Ellingwood  Wellmaa, 
daughter  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Ellii^H-ood. 
and  by  whom  he  had  thirteen  children,  men- 
tion in  the  Beverly  vital  records  as   follows:

(  V'l )  Benjamin  Webber,  youngest  son  and 
child  of  John  Porter  and  Desire  f  Eillingwood- 
Wellman)  Webber,  bom  Beverly,  Massacliu- 
setts.  September  25,  1826,  died  there  in  June. 
1906.  He  received  his  education  in  the  Beverly 
scliools  and  the  academy  at  Hampton  Falls, 
New  Hampshire,  an  institution  of  considerable 
note  half  a  century  ago.  After  leaving  school 
he  engaged  in  business  with  his  father,  uiti-  . 
mateiy  succeeding  to  its  proprietorship  in  coin-  1 
pany  with  his  brother,  and  continuing  its 
o{K:rat\<}i}  until  it  was  suspended,  about  the 
close  of  the  civil  war,  when  he  retired  from 
active  pursuits,  and  the  old  mortar  used  in  the 
spice  mill  first  by  John  Porter  Webber  and 
afterward  by  Webber  Brothers,  is  still  pre- 
served and  occupies  a  place  among  the  interest- 
ing relics  in  the  rooms  of  the  Beverly  Histori- 
cal Society.  It  was  the  gifi  of  Benjamin  Web- 
ber, son  of  the  founder  of  the  spice  mill.  Mr. 
Webber's  wife  was  Lavinia  L.  Dow,  of  Epp- 
ing.  New  Hampshire,  who  died  in  November, 
1882,  daughter  of  Benjamin  and  Susan  (Law- 
rence) Dow.  Two  children  were  hewn  of  this 
marriage:     i.

(\'II)  Benjamin  Dow  Webber,  son  and 
only  surviving  child  of  Benjamin  and  Lavinia 
L.  (Dow)  Webber,  was  born  in  Beverly,  Mass- 
achusetts, December  3,  1851.  He  attended  the 
Beverly  public  schools  and  graduated  from  the 
high  school.  A  brief  recapitulation  of  the  sev- 
eral principal  events  of  his  business  life  begins 
with  a  clerkship  in  the  woolen  goods  house  of 
E.  Allen  &  Company,  of  Boston,  followed  by 
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similar  employment  b^  the  old  firm  of  Barnes, 
Ward  &  Company,  also  of  Boston,  then  as 
clerk  in  the  First  National  Bank  in  Concord, 
New  Hampshire,  later  as  clerk  in  cashier's 
office  in  a  railroad  company's  office,  and  ulti- 
mately as  general  manager  of  Canadian  Pacific 
Despatch  office,  33  Broad  street,  Boston. 
When  he  left  the  woolen  goods  house  of 
Barnes,  Ward  &  Company,  ^lr.  Webber  was 
appointed  to  a  clerkship  in  the  First  National 
Bank  of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  and  from 
that  position  went  into  railroad  service,  first 
as  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  cashier  of  the 
Northern  Railroad  Company  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. At  that  time  the  position  of  cashier  was 
filled  by  Charles  S.  Mellen,  now  president  of 
the  consolidated  system  of  the  New  York, 
New  Haven  and  Hartford  Railroad  Com- 
pany. Afterward  for  a  time  he  was  with  the 
Worcester  &  Nashua  railroad  and  later  was 
made  chief  clerk  with  J.  N.  Williams.  In  Feb- 
ruary. 1881,  Mr.  Webber  went  to  Boston  to 
fill  an  important  clerkship  under  H.  N.  Turner, 
who  then  was  manager  of  the  Quebec,  Ottawa 
&  New  England  Air  Line,  comprising  several 
railroads  taken  over  by  the  Canadian  Pacific 
system,  and  when  a  complete  merger  of  sepa- 
rate interests  was  effected,  Mr.  Webber  became 
general  manager  at  Boston  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Despatch.  This  office  he  still  holds, 
and  while  he  is  not  perhaps  what  is  generally 
called  a  railroad  man  in  the  sense  of  being  a 
manipulator  of  systems  and  stocks,  nor  an 
organizer  and  promoter  of  railroad  corpora- 
tions, it  is  a  fact  that  his  opinion  is  regarded 
as  standard  authority  in  New  England  on  gen- 
eral subjects  relating  to  railroad  transporta- 
tion. 

While  business  concerns  during  the  last 
more  than  a  quarter  of  a  century  have  taken 
Mr.  Webber  away  from  Beverly  much  of  the 
time,  he  never  has  lost  interest  in  the  city  and 
for  many  years  has  maintained  a  home  there, 
and  his  interest  in  the  city  and  its  institutions 
is  as  earnest  and  unselfish  as  his  influence  has 
been  wholesome,  and  for  the  public  welfare. 
He  is  a  Republican  of  undoubted  quality,  but 
party  ascendancy  never  weighed  as  an  officer 
of  the  municipality  as  against  the  public  good 
and  the  emoluments  of  office  never  have  been 
considered  by  him  when  he  has  stood  as  his 
party's  candidate.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
common  council  during  the  first  and  second 
years  under  the  city  charter,  later  served  on 
the  board  of  aldermen  and  in  1899  and  1900 
was  mayor  of  the  city.  After  his  second  term 
as  mayor  he  was  elected  member  of  the  school 


committee  and  served  four  years.  He  is  a 
member  and  treasurer  of  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  the  sinking  fund,  member  and  for 
three  years  was  president  of  the  board  of  trade» 
and  during  his  incumbency  of  office  the  United 
Shoe  Machinery  Company  located  in  Beverly. 
As  chairman  of  the  committee  of  transporta- 
tion of  the  board  of  trade  he  was  instrumental 
in  securing  from  the  federal  congress  an  appro- 
priation for  river  and  harbor  improvement  at 
Bevcrlv.  He  also  has  served  as  chairman  of 
the  Old  Home  Week  celebration,  vice-president 
of  the  Massachusetts  Federated  Boards  of 
Trade,  and  president  of  the  Republican  Club 
of  Beverly.  While  living  in  Concord,  New 
Hampshire,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Repub- 
lican city  committee  of  that  city.  ^Ir.  Webber 
also  is  a  member  of  the  Boston  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

He  married,  October  5,  1880,  Abbie  N. 
Hoxie,  born  in  Sandwich  on  Cape  Cod.  Massa- 
chusetts, 1854,  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Mary 
(flolway)  Hoxie  (see  Hoxie  family).  Five 
children  have  been  born  of  this  marriage:  i. 
Margartt  Dee,  February  10,  1883.  2.  Carroll 
Dow,  December  24,  1885,  died  in  infancy.  3.

It  is  said  by  antiquarians  who 
HOXIE  have  studied  the  origin  and  sig- 
nification of  our  English  patrony- 
mics that  the  family  names  Hoxie,  Hoxsey, 
Haxie  and  Haucksie  are  merely  variations  of 
a  single  surname,  and  however  written  signi- 
fies **hawks-eye." 

(I)  Lodowick  Hoxie  is  mentioned  as  the 
immigrant  ancestor  of  the  particular  branch  of 
the  family  treated  in  this  place,  and  it  is  of 
record  that  his  name  first  appears  as  Hauksie 
in  the  accounts  of  his  arrival  in  New  England. 
He  came  from  the  mother  country  in  1650 
and  settled  in  Sandwich,  Massachusetts,  hav- 
ing his  home  on  the  south  side  of  Spring  Hill, 
and  carried  on  his  trade  of  hatmaking.  In 
1657  he  received  pay  for  work  done  for  the 
town,  and  in  1658  had  six  acres  of  land  laid 
out,  and  in  166 1  was  fined  twenty  shillings  for 
not  giving  needed  assistance  to  Marshall  Bar- 
low. In  1669  he  was  chosen  rater,  was  made 
freeman  in  1675,  and  he  died  in  1702.  He 
married,  in  December,  1664,  Mary  Presbury, 
born  1641,  daughter  of  John  Presbury,  who 
was  of  Sandwich  as  early  as  1643,  and  died 
there  in   1648,  leaving  two  daughters,  Mary 
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and  Mercy.  Lodowick  and  Mary  (Presbury)

Information  relative  to  the  Drews 
DREW  prior  to  the  colonizationi  oi 
America  has  not  yet  been  collected. 
The  name  is  foimd  in  England,  Scotlantl  and 
Wales,  and  occurs  in  the  early  colonial  records 
of  New  England.  John  Drew,  an  early  arrival 
in  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  is  supposed  to 
have  been  a  son  of  William,  and  a  grandson 
of  Sir  Edward  Drew,  who  was  knighted  by 
Queen  Elizabeth.  There  were  early  settlers  of 
the  name  fif  Drew  in  Dover.  Portsmouth.  Mad- 
bury  and  Durham,  New  Hampshire:  also  in 
N'cwfield,  Maine.  Those  setthng  in  the  last- 
named  town  were  from  Durham.  Thomas 
Drew  (1),  undoubtedly  the  ancestor  of  the 
Drews  of  Newfield,  was  born  in  Durham,  i6.}2. 
and  had  a  son  Joseph  (2),  who  married.  i6t)0. 
a  daughter  of  Rev,  Hugh  Adams,  of  thai  town. 
a  relative  of  the  presidents  of  that  name. 

(Ill)  Elijah,  son  of  Joseph  Drew  (2),  was 
baptized  in  Dover,  May  24,  1741,  He  was  one 
of  the  pioneers  of  that  town,  going  from  there 
to  Durham,  and  purchasing  a  large  tract  of 
wild  land  known  as  the  Cape  Ann  right.  Hav- 
ing made  a  clearing  and  built  a  house,  he 
brought  his  family  there  in  1789.  and  later 
became  an  extensive  farmer.  At  the  first  town 
meeting,  April  15,  1794,  he  was  chosen  mod- 
erator, and  was  thenceforward  active  in  public 
affairs,  serving  as  first  selectman,  town  clerk 
and  assessor,  and  justice  of  the  peace.  His 
homestead  was  located  al  Drew's  Comer,  a 
half-mile  east  of  Drew's  Pond,  and  he  owned 
sevral  other  farms.  Ai  bis  death,  probably 
in  Milton.  New  Hampshire,  he  was  about 
ninety-four  years  old.  He  was  twice  married: 
it  is  supposed  that  the  maiden  surname  of  his 
first  wife  was  Chelli^,  and  their  children  were 
Samuel,  Chesley.  Winburn,  Joseph,  Betsey, 
and  Lucy.  He  married  second,  Abigail  Cla- 
ridge,  and  th^r  children  were:  Lois.  Stephen 
and  John  Adams. 

fIV)  Stephen  Drew.  M.  D.,  son  of  Elijah 
(3),  was  either  born  in  Newfield,  or  went 
there  wilh  his  parents  from  Durham  in  early 
childhood.  Having  pursued  the  preliminary 
study  of  medicine,  he  entered  Harvard  Medi- 
cal School,  where  he  graduated.  He  began 
practice   in   Conway,   but   after  a    short   time. 
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1818,  located  in   Milton,  New   Hamp- 
the   locality  known   as    Milton    Three 
5,  and  in  all  probability  was  the  first  resi- 
3hysician  in  Milton.

the  practice  of  law  in  that  city.  In  1849  he 
removed  to  New  York  City,  where  he  opened 
a  law  office,  but  was  shortly  afterward  induced 
to  accept  the  mastership  of  one  of  the  metro- 
politan schools,  which  he  retained  for  some 
time.  In  1853  he  resumed  the  study  of  medi- 
cine at  Albany  Medical  College,  from  which 
he  graduated  in  1855,  and  he  inaugurated  his 
practice  in  Woburn,  Massachusetts,  where  he 
remained  about  one  year.  In  1857  he  removed 
to  Lynn,  and  establishing  himself  in  that  city  he 
practiced  there  successfully  during  the  remain- 
der of  his  life,  a  period  of  nearly  thirty  years. 
For  several  years  he  served  as  city  physician. 
His  practice  was  large,  and  he  was  the  trusted 
physician  of  many  of  Lynn's  most  prominent 
families,  who  held  him  in  high  esteem  for  his 
professional  ability,  genial  disposition,  and 
kindly  regard  for  the  welfare  of  the  commu- 
nity in  general.  He  was  much  interested  in 
educational  affairs,  serving  on  the  Lynn  school 
board  for  nine  years,  and  his  varied  profes- 
sional training,  together  with  his  practical 
experience  as  a  teacher  in  his  earlier  days, 
enabled  him  to  render  unusually  efficient  ser- 
vices in  behalf  of  public  education.  In  politics 
he  supported  the  Republican  party.  He  united 
with  the  Congregational  church  at  the  age  of 
fifteen.  He  died  in  Lynn,  February  13,  1886. 
In  May,  1856,  Dr.  Drew  was  united  in  mar- 
riage with  Olivia  Oilman,  daughter  of  Win- 
throp  Watson  Oilman,  of  New  York,  and 
granddaughter  of  Nathaniel  Oilman,  who  went 
there  from  Waterville,  Maine.  Nathaniel  Oil- 
man was  a  wealthv  merchant  of  Waterville, 
and  one  of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of  his 
day,  also  later  a  prominent  leather  merchant 
of  New  York  City  many  years.  He  died  at 
his  summer  home  in  Waterville,  in  1859.  He 
was  twice  married.  Winthrop  Watson  Oil- 
man was  k  successful  leather  merchant  in  New 
York  City.  He  established  tanneries,  factories, 
etc.,  in  Sullivan  county,  New  York.  He  mar- 
ried Deborah  Tupper,  of  Fairfield,  Maine.  His 
summer  residence  was  located  at  Oilmans, 
Sullivan  county.  New  York,  and  he  died  there 
in  December,  1885,  surviving  his  wife,  whose 
death  occurred  in  July,  1881.  They  were  the 
parents  of  seven  children:  i.  Helen,  now  the 
widow  of  Van  Rensselaer  Tuttle,  and  resides 
in  Wisconsin.  2.  Caroline,  died  young.  3.

History  ascribes  to  this  family  an 
AIKEN  ancient  Scotch  origin  and  anti- 
quarians inform  us  ihat  tlie  sur- 
name Ailcens  is  derived  from  the  work  aik — an 
oak,  or  oalcco — indicative  of  streiigtb  and  firm- 
ness. It  is  said  too  that  the  AikCRk  ui  Scotland 
previoustotbeemigrationto the ncnh  ••!  Ireland 
were  a  sturdy  race,  among  them  I'nmdus  clans- 
men in  feudal  times  and  later  wlun  compelled 
to  depart  into  the  country  of  the  Celts  because 
of  religious  persecution  they  were  a  devout 
Protestant  pet^le  and  with  many  others  turned 
from  the  land  of  their  forefathers  rather  than 
engage  in  strife  in  defense  of  their  religious 
liberties.  Many  of  these  sturdy  zealots  after- 
ward came  to  New  England  ahd  founded  a 
fknirisbing  settlement  in  New  Hampshire  and 
then  and  in  subsequent  generations  from  the 
time  of  the  imm^frant,  the  Aikens  as  a  family 
have  ever  been  noted  for  thrift.  Industry  and 
prc^essive  tendencies,  some  of  tbem  hav- 
ing won  national  distinction  as  mechanical  gen- 
iuses and  inventors,  while  others  have  attained 
celebrity  in  the  musical  arts. 

(I)  The  immigrant  ancestor  of  the  partic- 
ular branch  of  the  family  sought  to  be  treated 
here  was  Edward  Aiken,  who  was  born  in  Ire- 
land in  1660.  of  Scotch  ancestors,  and  died  in 
Londonderry,  New  Hampshire,  in  November, 
1747.  He  came  to  America  in  1722  with  other 
colonists,  families  of  his  own  countrymen,  and 
settled  on  a  farm  in  Londonderry  which  con- 
tinued in  the  possession  of  his  descendants  for 
more  than  a  centnry  afterward.  He  was  not 
one  of  ihe  so-called  Scotch-Irish  petitioners 
whose  memorial  was  presented  to  Governor 
Shiite  in  1718  praying  that  a  township  of  land 
be  set  aside  to  them  for  purposes  of  settlement 
with  assurance  "of  our  sincere  and  hearty 
Inclination  to  Transport  our  selves  to  that 
very  excellent  and  renowned  Plantation  upon 
our  obtaining  from  his  Excellency  suitable 
incouragement."  But  the  names  of  James, 
William  and  Edward  Aiken  do  appear  among 
the  proprietors  of  the  town  of  Londonderry, 
each  owner  of  one  share. 


Edward  Aiken  was  sixty-two  years  old  when  1 
he  came  to  this  country,  and  he  was  accom- 
panied by  two  of  his  brothers,  James  and  Wil^ 
iam,  and  they  too  shared  in  the  proprietor- 
ship of  lands  in  Londonderry,  He  alsobrou^t 
with  him  his  good  wife  Barbara,  whose  family 
name  was  Edwards,  and  their  son  N'athanitl. 
Barbara,  wife  of  Edward  the  immigrant,  died 
in  August.  1744,  and  three  years  later  her  hus- 
band followed  her  to  the  grave.  Both  are 
buried  in  the  old  graveyard  in  "Derry."  Il 
has  been  stated  by  one  writer  that  Edward  and 
Barbara  -Aiken  had  only  one  son,  Nathaniel, 
but  this  statement  i.s  an  error,  for  they  had 
three  sons.  Nathaniel.  James  and  William. 
Nathaniel,  the  eldest  son,  married  Margaret 
Cochran,  of  Londonderry,  December  1,  1726, 
and  died  in  July,  178^,  aged  eighty-six  years. 
hence  he  was  born  about  1696,  He  lived  on 
his  father's  farm,  and  by  his  wife  Margaret 
had  twelve  children,  among  them  sons  Edward. 
John,  James.  Thomas  and  William.  James, 
son  of  Edward  and  Barbara,  is  said  by  one 
authority  to  have  been  born  in  Londonderry. 
New  Hampshire,  probably  in  1732.  which 
would  make  him  about  thirty-six  years  younger 
than  his  brother  Nathaniel.  Be  that  as  it  may. 
he  became  a  prominent  man  in  Bedford,  New 
Hampshire,  and  was  a  soldier  of  the  revolu- 
tion, fought  at  Bunker  Hill,  later  served  under 
General  John  Stark  and  eventually  became 
captain  of  a  company  in  Colonel  Moses  Kelley's 
regiment  in  the  army  under  command  of  Gen- 
eral John  Sullivan  in  New  York,  and  was  at 
West  Point  commanding  a  company  of  Colonel 
Barllett's  regiment  when  Arnold  betrayed  the 
fort  into  the  hands  of  the  British.  He  married 
Margaret  Waugh,  who  bore  him  twelve  chil- 
dren, Ann,  Margaret,  Cochran,  Robert,  Sarah, 
Andrew,  Ruhannah,  James,  Margaret  (2d), 
Hannah.  Jane  and  Achsah. 

(II)  William  Aiken,  son  of  Edward  and 
Barbara  (Edwards)  Aiken,  was  bom  in  Lon- 
donderry, New  Hampshire,  and  spent  his 
entire  life  in  that  town,  although,  somewhat 
strangely,  the  pubhshed  records  furnish  no 
account  of  the  date  of  his  birth  and  death,  nor 
the  names  of  his  large  family  of  children, 
except  two  of  them,  Edward  and  William,  the 
former  of  whom  settled  in  Vermont,  while  the 
latter  removed  to  Truro,  Nova  Scotia.  The 
elder.  William  Wilson,  was  a  farmer,  a  man 
of  pious  mind  and  whose  walk  in  life  was 
upright  and  honorable.  His  wife  was  Janet 
(Wilson)  Aiken,  who  was  born  in  London- 
derry, daughter  or  granddaughter  of  the  James 
Wilson  who  came  from  Ireland  soon  after  the 
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?nt  of  Londonderry  and  filled  an 
nt  station  in  the  early  history  of  that 
One  of  his  grandsons,  also  James  Wil- 
oyed  the  distinction  of  being  the  maker 
first  pair  of  terrestrial  globes  made  in 
mtry. 

\  Deacon  Edward  Aiken,  son  of  Will- 
d  Janet  (Wilson)  Aiken,  was  born  in 
iderry,  New  Hampshire,  and  died  in 
iderry,  Vermont.  He  was  one  of  the 
settlers  of  the  latter  town,  having  gone

him  to  the  ground  but  not  killing  him ;  but  as 
soon  as  he  touched  the  ground  the  wounded 
bear  seized  the  dog  for  a  death  hug,  upon 
which  the  worthy  deacon  thrust  the  muzzle 
of  the  gun  into  the  animal's  mouth  and  then 
killed  him.  At  another  time  he  came  close 
upon  a  bear  in  his  cornfield  and  killed  the 
intruder  with  a  single  shot  from  his  musket. 
The  family  name  of  Deacon  Aiken's  wife  is 
not  known,  nor  the  names  and  dates  of  birth 
of  their  children.  It  is  known,  however,  that 
he  had  both  sons  and  daughters  and  that  two 
at  least  of  the  former  filled  places  of  distinc- 
tion in  Vermont  history.  John  and  James 
Aiken  lived  in  Windham,  Vermont,  at  the  Cen- 
tre, where  they  were  well  known  in  the  social 
life  of  the  town  as  well  as  being  incumbents 
of  high  office.  In  1798  John  Aiken  was  chosen 
town  clerk  and  justice  of  the  peace,  filling 
those  offices  for  twenty  years.  He  was  the 
first  representative  of  Windham  in  the  legis- 
lature and  served  eight  years  in  that  capacity. 
In  1809  he  succeeded  his  brother  as  county 
judge  of  Windham  county. 

(IV)  Judge  James  Aiken,  son  of  Deacon 
Edward  Aiken,  was  born  in  Vermont  in  1770, 
and  died  in  Cambridgeport,  Massachusetts,  in 
1847.  It  is  not  known  that  he  was  educated 
for  the  profession  of  law,  but  there  was  that 
in  the  bearing  and  character  of  the  man  which 
indicated  the  possession  of  mental  attainments 
far  above  the  average  of  his  fellow  townsmen. 
In  1797  he  was  appointed  justice  of  the  peace, 
serving  in  that  office  until  1808,  when  he  was 
chosen  to  the  higher  judicial  office  of  county 
judge.  In  1808  he  was  succeeded  by  his 
brother  John.  On  leaving  Windham  Judge 
Aiken  removed  to  Walpole,  New  Hampshire, 
and  later  came  to  live  in  Cambridgeport,  where 
he  died  in  1847,  aged  about  seventy-seven 
years;  and  to  the  close  of  his  useful  life  he 
was  always  the  same  dignified,  courteous  gen- 
tleman as  of  the  years  when  he  was  in  the 
prime  of  manhood.  He  married  Eusebia  P. 
Alexander,  of  Northfield,  Massachusetts,  a 
woman  of  superior  education  and  refined  liter- 
ary attainments.  She  survived  him  about 
fourteen  years  and  died  in  1861. 

(V)  James  Rodney  Aiken,  son  of  Judge 
James  and  Eusebia  P.  (Alexander)  Aiken, 
was  born  in  Walpole,  New  Hampshire,  and 
was  a  boy  of  about  two  years  when  his  parents 
removed  to  Boston  about  1820,  and  later  to 
Cambridgeport  about  1840.  He  chose  a 
mechanical  trade  for  his  vocation  in  business 
life  and  became  proficient  as  a  tin  plate  worker. 
After  marriage  he  settled  in  Somerville  and 
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during  the  period  of  the  civil  -war  was  a 
government  employee  at  the  Chariestown  navy 
yard.  But  Mr.  Aiken  was  perhaps  best  known 
&s  a  vocalist,  possessing  a  voice  of  rare  quality 
and  one  which  for  many  years  gave  him  a 
prominent  place  in  musical  circles.  He  will 
be  remembered  as  a  member  of  the  famous 
ciiiartette  choir  of  the  Hollis  Street  Church, 
Boston,  and  the  once  celebrated  Handel  and 
Haydn  Society,  Boston,  the  latter  of  which  he 
joined  as  early  as  1835.  In  1839  he  married 
Hannah  O.  Henry,  of  Duxbury,  a  descendant 
of  an  old  and  prominent  Massachusetts  family.

(II)  Hezekiah  Underbill,  son  of  Sampson 
and  Elizabeth  (Ambrose)  Underbill,  was  a 
shoemaker  by  trade  and  had  his  home  on  lot 
number  forty-seven,  according  to  the  plan  of 
Chester,  being  the  same  property  afterward 
owned  by  his  son  Josiah,  and  still  later  by 
Jesse  Underbill,  son  of  Josiah.  He  married 
Tabitha  Foss,  widow  of  John  Foss.

Hezekiah  Under- 
bill died  March  8,  1800,  and  his  widow  died 
August  24,  1803.

(III)  Josiah  Underbill,  youngest  son  and 
child  of  Hezekiah  and  Tabitha  (Sargent- Foss) 
Underbill,  was  born  about  1759  and  died  May 
I,  1822.  He  bore  the  military  title  of  lieuten- 
ant, and  was  perhaps  most  widely  known  as 
a  maker  of  edged  tools,  for  it  is  a  fact  that 
the  Underbills  of  Chester  were  famous 
mechanics  in  early  days.  Lieutenant  Josiah 
served  a  short  apprenticeship  and  when  he 
set  up  in  business  for  himself  it  is  said  that 
he  **did  not  dare  undertake  to  weld  a  collar 
on  to  the  bearing  of  a  grindstone  crank,  but 
upset  the  end,  and  the  crank  is  yet  (1869)  in 
use.''  "As  Mr.  Underbill's  sons  grew  up," 
says  Mr.  Chase  in  his  excellent  "History  of 
Chester."  "they  learned  the  trade"  of  axemak- 
ing,  which  then  were  wrought  of  Russian  iron 
and  blistered  steel.  "At  the  time  of  the  war 
of  1812  it  was  very  diflficult  to  get  steel,  it 
being  of  English  manufacture,"  and  the  Ameri- 
can product  proved  worthless:  but  Jesse 
Underbill,  then  engaged  in'  the  business, 
appears  to  have  been  equal  to  the  emergency 
and  secured  a  quantity  of  the  English  product 
which  was  smuggled  through  Canada  and  for 
which  he  paid  seventy-five  cents  per  pound. 
In  1784  Josiah  Underbill  married  Anna,  daugh- 
ter of  Benjamin  Melvin.  She  was  born  March 
27,  1763,  and  died  September  18,  1851,  Ben- 
jamin Melvin  was  born  December  9,  1733,  died 
December  29,  1802:  married  Mehitable  Brad- 
ley, whose  father.

(IV)  Jay  Temple  Underbill,  son  of  Lieu- 
tenant Josiah  and  Anna  (Melvin)  Underbill, 
was  born  in  Chester,  New  Hampshire.  March 
17,  1802,  and  died  February  7,  1839.  In  1S22 
he  was  an  apprentice  to  the  trade  of  edged 
tool  making,  with  his  eldest  brother  Jesse  J., 
and  in  that  year  went  with  him  to  Boston  to 
work  for  a  Mr.  Faxon,  who  then  was  con- 
sidered a  .superior  workman.  He  died  in  1824 
and  the  Underbills  took  his  shop,  but  returned 
to  Chester  two  years  later.  In  [828  Jay  Tem- 
ple Underbill  built  a  shop  in  Chester  street, 
moved  his  machinery  and  horsepower  from 
Boston  and  "ran  four  fires."  He  continued 
in  business  until  his  death  in  1839,  after  which 
the  factory  soon  passed  into  other  hands.  On 
October  9,  1828,  Mr.  Underbill  married  Sally 
(Sarah  S.)  Brown,  who  died  August  17.  1862. 
Her  father,  Nathaniel  Brown,  was  born  in 
Hamilton,  Massachusetts,  September  3,  1770, 
and  married  Mary  Sleeper,  of  Newburyport, 
Massachusetts,  who  was  born  March  16,  1779.

The  surname  Fogg  or  Fogge,  pos- 

FOGG    sibly   identical   with    Fagge,    is   of 

ancient   origin,   in   use    since    the 

custom  of  using  surnames  came  into  vc^ue. 


Its  derivation  is  uncertain.    The  family  was  in 

county  Kent  as  early  as  A.  D.  11 15,  and  in 
1400  some  of  the  family  were  living  at  Ash- 
ford,  fifty  miles  from  London,  and  Sir  John 
Fogg  was  the  founder  of  the  college  at  Ash- 
ford,  where  he  died.  His  son,  Sir  John  Fo^, 
also  resided  there :  his  will  is  dated  November 
14,  1533,  and  there  was  a  Sir  Francis  Fogg  of 
the  same  place.  There  is  but  one  coat-of-arms, 
varied  slightly  by  different  branches  of  the 
family.  The  principal  family,  having  its  seat 
at  Ricbbury,  Kent,  bears:  Argent  a  fesse  be- 
tween three  annulets  sable  as  many  mullets 
pierced  of  the  first.  Crest:  A  unicorn's  head 
argent.  Fogg  is  a  common  Welsh  name  also. 
( I )  Samuel  Fogg,  immigrant  ancestor,  bom 
in  England,  February  20,  1600,  died  in  Hamp- 
ton, New  Hampshire,  April  16,  1672.  There  is 
a  tradition  that  two  brothers  came  with  him. 
There  were  two  others  in  Massachusetts,  hut 
their  relationship  has  not  been  establishcil. 
James  Fogg  was  living  in  Gloucester  in  1648: 
Ralph  Fogg  came  from  Dedham,  Essex,  Eng- 
land;  was  first  at  Plymouth,  then  at  Salem; 
son  John  was  living  in  Barnstable,  England,  in 
1665.  Samuel  Fogg  came  with  Wintbrop  in 
1630;  settled  in  1638  or  soon  afterward  in 
Hampton.

{dm  Pffldns  of  Boston  and 
psmtb,  who  fignres  as  one  of 
the  notable  characters  in  early 
colonial  history"  in  New  England,  was  bom 
probably  in  Newent,  Gloucestershire,  England. 
m  1590^  and  came  to  America  is  the  "Lion"  in 
1630,  with  his  wife  and  five  childnin  and 
landed  at  Boston,  February  6,  1631.  It  was  a

J(rfm  Peridna  remamed  in  Boston  about  two 
jrears,  was  made  freeman  there  in  1631,  and 
m  1633  settled  permanently  in  Ipswich,  where 
be  had  lands  granted  him  on  various  occasions. 
and  where  he  fulfilled  several  important  offices, 
chiefest  among  which  was  that  of  deputy  to 
ti»e  general  court  in  1636.  He  died  in  1654, 
leavu^  an  estate  which  amounted  to  two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds.  His  wife's  name  was 
Judith  and  01  thor  six  children  five  were  born 
ifi  Et^and  and  one  in  Boston :  John,  Thomas, 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  Jacob  and  Lydia. 

(II)  Quartermaster  John  Perkins,  son  of 
John  and  Judith  Perkins,  bom  England,  1614, 
died  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  December  14, 
1686.  It  was  he  whom  a  band  of  Indians 
sought  to  kill  while  he  was  living  "in  a  little 
hut  on  his  father's  island,"  but  was  forewarned 
of  his  danger  by  Robin,  a  friendly  Indian.  He 
opened  the  first  publishing  house  in  Ipswich, 
also  engaged  early  in  the  fisheries,  and  by 
reason  of  his  connection  with  the  trainband 
gained  the  title  of  Quartermaster  Perkins,  by 
which  he  ever  after  was  addressed.  He  mar-

( \'  1  Captain  Robert  Perkins,  son  of  John 
and  Elizabeth  (Endicott)  Perkins,  baptized 
Ipswich,  1728,  died  May,  1797.  He  was  a 
farmer  and  from  the  fact  that  he  is  frequently 
mentioned  as  Captain  Perkins  it  is  probable 
that  he  followed  the  sea,  fisliing  or  trading, 
and  he  may  have  gained  his  title  as  did  others 
of  his  family  a  generation  or  two  later,  by  the 
fame  they  achieved  in  piloting  vessels  in  and 
out  of  the  harbor  at  Salem.  Captain  Perkins 
never  accumidated  any  property  for  his  chil- 
dren and  is  said  to  have  died  insolvent;  hence 
his  children  became  scattered  and  some  of 
them  went  down  to  live  in  Maine.  His  first 
wife  was  Elizabeth  (Brown)  Perkins,  daugh- 
ter of  James  Brown,  a  merchant  of  Ipswich.

►f  business  one  of  Mr.  Perkins's  bio- 
rrs  says  that  he  "was  endowed  with 
^r  mental  gifts  for  an  accountant,  and 
most  methodical  bookkeeper,  possessing 
nirable  system,  and  was  a  highly  valued 
His  exactness  and  method  won  for 
e  distinguished  consideration  of  bankers 
.  In  making  his  returns  to  the  comp- 
of  the  currency  at  Washington,  he  fre- 


quently made  valuable  suggestions  to  that 
officer,  and  some  of  which  were  carried  out 
by  the  department.  He  was  a  man  of  the 
strictest  integrity  and  of  unblemished  character, 
who  was  revered  and  looked  up  to  as  their 
adviser  by  many  young  men  who  received 
their  early  banking  training  at  his  hands,  and 
all  of  his  young  pupils  profited  by  his  instruc- 
tions. Mr.  Perkins  was  the  first  agent  in 
Salem  for  the  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  New  York,  and  for  many  years  held 
profitable  connection  with  that  company.  He 
was  a  member  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the 
Salem  Savings  Bank,  for  several  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  school  committee  and  for  four  years 
a  member  of  the  common  council.  In  1829 
he  became  a  member  of  the  Salem  Light 
Infantry  and  was  a  member  of  the  Veterans 
Corps  at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  a  man 
of  strong  convictions,  outspoken  in  the  expres- 
sions of  his  opinions  and  withal  was  genial  in 
companionship,  generous  in  his  impulses,  and 
possessed  a  high  moral  character.  In  politics 
he  was  originally  a  Whig,  afterward  a  firm 
Republican  and  always  was  consistent  in  his 
party  affiliations.

(IV)  Allen  Breed,  son  of  Allen  and  Huldah 
(Newhall)  Breed,  born  April  19,  1744,  was  a 
yeoman  and  resided  in  Lynn  until  about  1777, 
when  he  removed  to  Merrimack,  New  Hamp- 
shire, where  he  was  living  in  1780.  He  mar- 
ried.

(V)  Captain  Holton  Johnson  Breed,  son 
of  Alien  and  Abigail  (I,indsey)  Breed,  horn 
Ljiin,  .March  8,  1772,  died  S'alem,  April  16, 
1868,  Sged  eighty-seven  years.  He  was  a 
shipmaster  of  the  old  school  and  in  the  second 
v/ar  with  Great  Britain  won  distinction  as  a 
privateersman,  having  been  second  lieutenant 
of  the  famous  ship  "America"  on  her  fourth 
cruise,  and  having  commanded  those  private 
armed  vessels,  the  brigs  "Grand  Turk"  and 
"Montgomery,"  The  "America"  was  the  fast- 
est sailing  vessel  afloat  during  the  war  and 
also  the  most  fortunate.  The  "Grand  Turk" 
was  one  of  the  finest  vessels  of  her  class,  as 
famous  for  good  qualities  as  the  "America," 
in  some  respects  better,  and  also  most  fortu- 
nate as  a  cruiser.  After  one  of  his  cruises  of 
one  hundred  and  nine  days  in  the  "Grand 
Turk,"  Captain  Breed  was  chased  into  Port- 
land. Maine,  by  a  superior  force,  but  he  car- 
ried in  thirty  prisoners  and  prize  goods  of  the 


\alue  of  $65,000.  Just  before  his  entrance  to 
the  harbor  at  Salem,  his  brig  was  boarded  by 
a  person  from  Cape  Ann  who  supposed  the 
"Grand  Turk"  was  an  English  cruiser,  and  not 
being  undeceived  by  Captain  Breed  he  gave 
full  information  to  the  supposed  British  officer 
of  the  Yankee  vessels  expected  and  offered 
supplies  and  provisions.  "Capt.  Breed  admin- 
istered to  him  a  heavy  dose  of  tartar  cmelir 
and  jalap  in  a  glass  of  grog,  to  cure  his  dispo- 
sition for  treason."  In  August,  1813,  Captain 
Breed  was  one  of  the  ten  shipmasters  who 
manned  the  flag  of  truce  brig  "Henry"  which 
proceeded  to  Halifax  and  obtained  the  bodies 
of  Captain  Lawrence  and  Lieutenant  Ludlow, 
both  of  whom  were  killed  in  the  action  between 
the  "Chesapeake"  and  the  "Shannon."  He 
himself  was  for  several  years  the  sole  sur- 
vivor of  that  gallant  band.  He  was  a  man  of 
remarkable  bravery  and  energy,  and  his 
ex-ploits.  could  they  be  written  in  full,  would 
furnish  many  stirring  chapters  in  the  annals 
of  Salem  adventurous  patriotism  and  mari- 
time activity.  Captain  Breed  and  Captain 
Ephraim  Symonds  were  students  of  navigation 
uniJer  Dr.  Cutler  in  1803.  The  former  spent 
considerable  time  in  his  studies  and  became  one 
of  the  most  successful  East  India  master- 
mariners,  and  was  a  member  of  the  East  India 
Marine  Society  of  Salem.  Captain  Breed  mar- 
ried Nancy  Symonds,  and  their  daughter, 
Susan  E.  Breed,  became  the  wife  of  Nathaniel 
Brown  Perkins.

)  True,  born  in  New  Gloucester, 
May  I,  1824,  died  in  South  Maiden, 
lusetts,   March    11,    1895.     When   he 


reached  his  majority  he  left  New  Gloucester 
and  settled  in  that  part  of  Maiden  which  is 
now  the  city  of  Everett,  where  he  followed 
farming,  then  conducted  a  milk  route  nine 
years,  then  to  Boston,  where  he  conducted  a 
restaurant  at  13  Brattle  street,  Wilsons  Lane,  5 
Water  street,  several  others,  for  a  few  years 
and  later  became  proprietor  of  the  Merchants* 
Hotel  in  Boston,  conducting  it  for  about  five 
to  eight  years.  In  1871  he  sold  out  his  hotel 
interests,  and  afterward  devoted  his  attention 
to  the  management  of  his  real  estate  and  other 
property  interests  in  South  Maiden  or  Everett. 
Mr.  True  always  was  an  active  and  energetic 
business  man,  and  his  efforts  were  rewarded 
with  substantial  success.  He  took  a  sincere 
interest  in  town  and  city  affairs,  and  exercised 
great  influence  in  the  local  politics  on  the  Dem- 
ocratic side.  He  was  selectman  from  1872  to 
1874,  road  commissioner  from  1875  to  1877 
and  again  from  1890  to  1893,  ^^^^  declined 
further  service  in  town  office. 

On  September  6,  1849,  Lewis  P.  True  mar- 
ried Adeline  Pierce,  daughter  of  William  and 
Sarah  (or  Elizabeth)  (Floyd)  Pierce.  Will- 
iam Pierce  was  born  in  West  Cambridge^ 
Massachusetts,  January  2,  1786,  and  was  a 
son  of  Solomon  and  Amity  (Fessenden) 
Fierce.  In  1808  he  married  (first)  Sarah  or 
Elizabeth  Floyd,  of  Maiden,  and  removed  to 
that  town  in  181 3.  The  children  of  this  mar- 
riage were:  Susan  Pierce,  Eliza  Pierce,  Will- 
iam Pierce  and  Adeline  Pierce.  He  married 
for  his  second  wife  Sarah  Perkins,  and  by 
her  had  two  children,  Joseph  P.  Pierce  and 
George  W.  Pierce.  He  married  (third),  Feb- 
ruary 2Sj  i860,  Caroline  Mansfield.  In  1818 
Mr.  Pierce  purchased  a  three-quarter  interest 
in  a  farm  of  one  hundred  seven  and  one-half 
acres  in  Maiden  and  seventeen  acres  in  Med- 
ford  and  Stratham.  Later  on  he  became  sole 
owner  of  the  entire  tract  at  a  total  cost  to 
himself  of  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.  At 
a  still  later  date  Mr.  Pierce  acquired  other 
tracts  of  land,  and  became  one  of  the  largest 
property  owners  in  the  vicinity.  He  was  an 
enterprising  business  man,  and  served  as  select- 
man and  also  as  representative  in  the  legisla- 
ture. He  died  March  10,  1878.  Lewis  P.  and 
Adeline  (Pierce)  True  had  two  children:  i. 
Louise  A.,  married  Samuel  Freeman ;  both  now 
dead.

Edward  Lewis  True,  only  son  of  Lewis  P. 
and  Adeline  (Pierce)  True,  was  born  in  Ever- 
ett, then  South  Maiden,  Massachusetts,  July 
28,  1852.  He  attended  the  public  and  high 
schools  of  South  Maiden,  the  latter  for  two 
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years,  after  which  he  pursued  a  course  at 
Comers  College,  Boston.  For  a  few  years  he 
was  a  merchant  in  Maiden,  after  which  he 
went  to  Chicago,  remaining  from  1880  to  1884. 
Since  he  has  conducted  a  small  farm,  but  de- 
votes the  greater  part  of  his  time  to  the  over- 
sight of  his  real  estate  interests.  Mr.  True 
married,  December  28,  1886,  Mary  Abbie  Bas- 
sett,  born  in  Lovell,  Maine,  December  20, 
1854,  daughter  of  Alanson  Crossman  and 
Judith  Johnson  (Hutchins)  Bassett,  the  for- 
mer a  native  of  Bartlett,  New  Hampshire,  and 
the  latter  of  Stowe,  Maine.  The  children  of 
ihis  marriage  were:  Seth  C.  Bassett,  who 
married  Anna  Ophelia  Rugg  and  now  lives 
in  Haverhill,  Massachusetts,  and  Mary  Abbie 
Bassett,  who  became  the  wife  of  Edward 
Lewis  True.  Alanson  C.  Bassett  married  (sec- 
ond) Abby  Hanson,  of  Dover,  New  Hamp- 
shire; no  issue.  The  father  of  Alanson  C. 
Bassett  was  Joseph  Bassett,  who  lived  in  Lov- 
ell, Maine,  and  whose  children  were:  James, 
Joseph,  John,  Seth,  Thomas,  Alanson  Cross- 
man,  William,  Belinda,  Lydia,  Anna,  Lucy, 
and  two  other  children  whose  names  are  not 
known.    Mr.  and  Mrs.  True  have  no  children. 


The  American  ancestor  of  one 
BAILEY     of  the  several  important  branches 

of  the  Bailey  family  of  New 
England  was  Richard  Bailey,  first  of  Lynn  and 
afterwards  of  Rowley,  Massachusetts.  He 
was  a  brother  of  James  Bailey  of  Rowley,  and 
came  to  this  country  in  the  ship  **Bevis,"  150 
tons,  Robert  Batten,  master,  from  Southamp- 
ton, England,  in  April,  1638,  in  the  service  of 
Richard  Dummer,  and  then  was  aged  about 
fifteen  years.  He  died  sometime  between 
1647  ^"^  1^50-  It  is  quite  certain  that  he  was 
from  Yorkshire,  England.  The  name  of  his 
wife  was  Edna  Lambert  (some  authorities  say 
HaJstcad). 

(I)  Richard  Bailey  owned  an  estate  in  Row- 
ley and  was  one  of  the  company  that  set  up 
the  first  cloth  mill  in  America,  which  was  in 
Rowley,  where  the  mills  stand  that  are  owned 
by  a  Dnmnier  at  the  present  time  (1858).  He 
was  very  pious,  and  it  is  said  that  in  a  storm 
which  came  up  on  the  voyage  to  America,  the 
passengers  in  the  ship  called  upon  him  to  pray 
for  their  safety.  After  his  death  his  widow 
Edna  married  Ezckiel  Northend,  of  Rowley, 
who  was  born  probably  in  Hunsley  or  Wee- 
ton  Parva,  in  Rowley,  Yorkshire,  England, 
1622.  They  married  December  i,  1648,  and 
the  record  mentions  her  as  the  widow  of  Rich- 
ard Hailcy,  whose  maiden  name  was  Halstead. 


She  was  bom  probably  in  Halifax  parish, 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  England,  and  died 
in  Rowley,  Massachusetts,  February  3,  1706. 
T>y  her  first  husband,  Richard  Bailey,  she  had 
one  son,  Joseph,  born  about  1635  or  a  little 
Later,  for  when  he  made  his  will,  in  1647-8, 
his  father  speaks  of  his-  son  Joseph  as  being 
then  under  fourteen  years. 

(II)  Joseph  Bailey,  only  child  of  Richard 
and  Edna  Bailey,  of  Rowley,  settled  in  the 
north  part  of  that  town,  on  the  Merrimac 
river,  not  far  from  the  western  border  of  New- 
bury, at  the  time  when  several  of  the  Rowley 
families  first  began  to  settle  there.  The  region 
was  at  first  called  "the  Merrijtnack  lands,"  but 
soon  afterward  was  incorporated  as  a  town 
under  the  name  of  Bradford  (now  Grove- 
land).  He  was  one  of  the  leading  men  of 
Bradford  for  many  years,  and  was  chosen  to 
fill  several  important  civil,  military  and 
ecclesiastical  offices ;  was  one  of  the  selectmen 
of  the  town  twenty-three  years  between  1675 
and  1710,  and  one  of  the  deacons  of  the 
church  from  the  time  of  its  organization  until 
his  death.  October  11,  1712.  His  wife,  Abi- 
gail, died  November  17,  1735.  Their  chil- 
dren were:  i.

Their  business  prospered  and 
became  the  lar^^est  in  their  line  in  Essex 
county.  He  retired  from  this  firm  in  1885  to 
establish  a  new  business  in  partnership  with 
Stephen  Berger  and  William  B.  Mansfield, 
under  the  firm  name  of  William  G.  Webber  & 
Company.  Both  Mr.  Berger  and  Mr.  Mansfield 
soon  after  retired  from  the  firm.  The  dry  goods 
store  of  this  firm  was  opened  in  a  new  building 
erected  expressly  for  the  purpose.

fe  Johanna  he  had  sons  Edward,  John, 


Joshua  and  Jonathan,  and  daughters  Mary, 
Sarah  and  Ruth. 

Edward  Woodman,  son  of  the  immigrant, 
born  probably  in  England,  about  1628,  is  the 
only  son  of  Edward  whose  descendants  are 
not  mentioned  in  the  "Woodmans  of  Buxton, 
Maine,"  but  his  descendants,  or  at  least  many 
of  them,  settled  in  the  province  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  founded  families  there.  In  1653  he 
married  Mary  Goodrich,  and  besides  seven 
daughters  he  had  two  sons  who  grew  to  matur- 
ity, Edward  and  Archelaus.  The  latter  was 
born  in  1672,  married  and  had  six  sons,  one 
of  whom  is  believed  to  have  been  the  father 
or  grandfather  of  Paul  Woodman,  the  immedi- 
ate progenitor  of  the  family  sought  to  be 
treated  in  these  annals. 

According  to  well  authenticated  records, 
Paul  Woodman  was  bom  in  Farmington, 
New  Hampshire,  December  21,  1770,  although 
a  careful  search  of  the  vital  records  of  that 
town  fails  to  reveal  the  fact.  He  died  in  Alton, 
New  Hampshire,  January  25,  1855,  aged 
eighty-two  years,  and  in  the  clerk's  books  in 
Alton  is  found  the  date  of  his  death  with  mem- 
orandum that  his  birthplace  was  Farmington. 
This  appears  to  be  all  that  is  known  of  him 
previous  to  his  marriage  with  Sally  Went- 
worth, April  18,  1796,  at  which  time  his 
place  of  residence  is  mentioned  as  Shapleigh, 
Maine,  and  that  of  his  wife  as  Rochester,  New 
Hampshire.  The  marriage  ceremony  was  per- 
formed by  Rev.  Asa  Piper.  After  marriage 
Paul  and  Sally  went  to  live  in  Acton,  Maine, 
where  he  was  a  farmer,  and  he  died  at  West 
Alton,  New  Hampshire.  They  had  eleven 
children :  Mary,  born  October  4,  1797 ;  Daniel, 
July  13,  1800;  Asa,  March  14,  1802,  died  Jan- 
uary II,  1803;  Susanna,  born  November  22, 
1804;  Giles,  April  2,  1806;  Tamsen,  March 
30,  1808;  Sally,  June  17,  1810;  Paul,  June  13, 
1813;  Lucretia,  November  24,  1817;  Jonathan, 
July  30,  1819;  Livonia,  March  19,  1823,  mar- 
ried Isaac  Riker  and  lived  at  Alton  Corners. 

Daniel  Woodman,  son  of  Paul  and  Sally 
(Wentworth)  Woodman,  was  born  July  13, 
1800,  at  Acton,  Maine,  and  died  in  Danvers, 
Massachusetts,  July  3,  1881.  When  about 
twelve  years  old  he  went  to  West  Alton,  New 
Hampshire,  with  his  father  and  mother  and 
brothers  and  sisters,  and  began  working  out  on 
a  farm,  remained  there  a  few  years  and  then 
made  up  his  mind  to  go  into  Massachusetts  in 
the  hope  of  bettering  his  condition.  With  this 
purpose  in  view  the  young  man  packed  his 
belongings  in  a  handkerchief  and  with  a  stout 
walking-stick  started  out  and  travelled  on  ifoot 
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WiUT  several  others  aH  the  long  distance  from 
'  Alton  to  Danvers,  where  be  found  enqtloyment 
fost  witii  a  Mr.  Pwter,  then  on  Burley  farm, 
and  after  marriage  in  the  iron  woiics  at  Dan- 
ver^poTt.  Having  saved  a  Kttle  money  he 
eventually  started  in  business  on  his  own 
account  as  an  expressman  and  teamster.  He 
always  was  an  industrious  and  hardworking 
man  and  enjoyed  a  good  reputation  among  his 
fellow  townsmen.  He  married  Fanny  Fnend, 
who    died    in    Octd>er,    1882,    daughter   of 

Nathaniel    and    (Butman)     Friend. 

Nathaniel  Friend  was  a  soldier  of  tfie  revolu- 
tion, and  for  his  service  received  a  grant  of 
two  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Somerset  county. 
Maine.  Daniel  Woodman  had  seven  chil- 
dren: I.  Edwin  Wentworth,  born  in  Danvers, 
died  Salem;  married  Helen  Ray,  of  Beverly;

Robs  ;  one  son,  Frank  Wentworth  Ross,  a  busi- 
ness man  of  Danvers.  4.  Sarah  EUzabeth, 
bom  and  died  in  Danvers.  5.  Daniel,  bom 
May  27,  1839,  in  Beverly.  6.  Adeline,  bom 
in  Beverly;  not  married.  7.  Joseph  Warren, 
born  in  Danvers,  died  there  1907 ;  married 
Carrie  Bennett,  of  Salem ;  children,  both  born 
in  Danvers :  Frank  Bennett,  married  Gertrude 
O'Hearn ;  and  Fanny  Elizabeth.  During  the 
many  years  of  his  residence  in  Danvers,  Joseph 
Woodman  was  a  prc^ressive  and  successful 
business  man,  a  member  of  the  old  firm  of 
Woodman  Brothers,  manufacturers  of  wooden 
and  paper  packing  boxes,  and  later  of  the  firm 
of  Woodman  Brothers  &  Ross,  manufacturers 
as  before  mentioned,  and  also  proprietors  of 
the  formerly  known  Bragdon  sawmills  Mr. 
Woodman  for  many  years  was  a  prominent 
figure  in  Danvers  political  history,  a  firm  adher- 
ent to  Republican  principles  and  served  as 
member  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  repre- 
sentative to  the  general  court. 

Daniel  Woodman,  son  of  Daniel  and  Fanny 
(Friend)  Woodman,  was  bom  in  Beverly, 
May  27,  1839.  and  has  spent  nearly  his  entire 
life  in  Danvers.  After  leaving  school  he  set 
out  to  leam  shoe  making  and  cutting,  and  hav- 
ing learned  the  trade  he  worked  some  ten  or 
twelve  years  as  a  journeyman,  until  he  had 
saved  sufficient  money  from  his  wages  to  set 


Bp  in  business  as  proprietor  of  a  meat  markel. 
Tnis  he  continued  for  a  time,  then  sold  out  and 
with  his  younger  brother  Joseph  engaged  in 
the  manufacture  of  paper  boxes  at  the  old 
Br^don  mills  in  Danversport.  In  1878  die 
firm  of  Woodman  Brothers  purchased  the  saw 
mills  and  added  wooden  boxes  to  the  products 
of  the  concern  ;  and  later  on,  when  consoiidai- 
ing  their  interests  and  enlarging  the  capacity 
of  the  works,  John  Thomas  Ross,  their  brother- 
in-law,  former  partner  of  J.  M.  Bragdon. 
b*came  a  partner  in  the  new  firm,  the  name  of 
which  then  changed  to  Wocxlman  Bros.  &  Ros5, 
as  since  known  in  trade  circles.  Joseph  W. 
Woodman  is  not  now  living,  but  the  old  firm 
still  stands  and  the  business  is  still  carried  on 
with  gratifying  success  to  its  owners.  Like  his 
brother,  Daniel  Woodman  is  a  substantiil 
business  man  in  Danvers,  having  made  his 
own  way  in  life  since  early  boyhood  and  hav- 
ing honestly  earned  every  dollar  he  ever  pos- 
sessed; and  from  a  purely  business  point  of 
view  his  endeavors  have  not  gone  unrewarded. 
He  wears  his  years  well  and  is  still  active. 
Strong,  and  possessed  of  the  characteristics  of 
rugged  honesty  and  straightforward  methods 
for  which  he  was  noted  forty  years  ago.  He 
married  first,  Mary  Etta  Galencia,  great-grand- 
daughter of  Lieutenant  Daniel  and  Hannah 
(Lindsey')  Galencia.  Lieutenant  Galencia  was 
an  officer  of  Captain  Ebenezer  Lindsey's  com^  \ 
pany  in  the  revolution,  and  when  the  captain 
was  unfitted  for  duty  through  sickness.  Lieu- 
tenant (jalencia  was  placed  in  command.  Mr. 
Woodman  married  second,  Luella  Prisdfla 
Bragdon.  He  had  five  children,  bom  in  Dan- 
vers of  his  first  marriage,  and  of  these  four 
are  now  living:  i.  Chester,  married  Emna 
L.  Hunlress,  of  Beverly;  seven  children,  ax 
now  living;  Daniel  C,  Rachel  H..  Philip  E., 
Dexter  E.,  Hilda  F.  and  E.  Donnetl.

Cornelius  and  Sarah  Conner,  bom  in  Salisbury, 
Massachusetts^  November  6,  1671,  was  an  early 
settler  in  Exeter,  New  Hampshire,  as  also  were 
two  or  more  of  his  brothers,  all  of  whom  are 
mentioned  in  the  history  of  that  town  as  men 
of  considerable  prominence.  Jeremiah  Con-

(IV)  Benjamin  Conner,  son  of  Benjamin 
and  Abigail  (Bartlett)  Conner,  born  in  Exeter, 
New  Hampshire,  March  28,  1748,  died  prob- 
ably in  Kensington,  New  Hampshire,  where 
he  is  known  to  have  lived  for  a  time  at  least 
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and  where  some  of  his  children  were  born.  He 
is  believed  to  be  the  person  referred  to  by  Mr.

(\')  Jonathan  Conner,  son  of  Benjamin  and 
Mercy  Conner,  was  born  in  Kensington,  New 
Hampshire,  attended  school  there,  and  after- 
ward i:ame  to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  and  set 
lip  in  business  as  a  dealer  in  wood  and  bark, 
long  before  coal  as  fnel  came  into  use  in  that 
locality.  He  carried  on  an  extensive  business. 
was  careful  and  straightforward  in  all  his 
dealings,  and  enjoyed  an  excellent  reputation 
as  well  as  a  wide  acquaintance  throughout  the 
town.  He  was  a  Friend,  otherwise  Quaker, 
as  were  his  ancestors  for  several  generations 
before  him,  as  may  be  inferred  from  the  mar- 
riage of  his  great-grandfather,  Jeremiah  Con- 
ner, with  Anne  Gove.  He  married  February 
18,  1807.  Alice  Newhall,  daughter  of  Richard 
and  Anna  Breed.  Richard  Breed  was  born 
in  Lynn  September  11.  1738,  son  of  Ebenezer 
Bread,  who  married  February  5.  1691-2,  Anna 
Hood.  Samuel  Breed  was  born  in  Lynn,  25 
7  mo..  1699.  (See  Breed).  Jonaihan  and 
Alice  (Breed)  Conner  had  children,  all  born 
in  Lynn:  i.

(VI)  James  Woodside  Conner,  son  of 
Jonathan  and  Alice  (Breed)  Conner,  was  bom 
in  Lynn,  August  9,  1823,  and  still  lives  in  that 
city,  retired  from  active  pursuits  and  in  the 
luiet  and  comfortable  enjoyment  of  fruits  of 
former  years  well  spent  in  honest  and  earnest 
endeavor.  He  was  sent  to  school  until  he 
reached  an  age  when  he  should  be  at  work  and 
afterward  for  a  time  was  employed  at  his 
father's  wood  wharf.  Later  on  he  learned  the 
trade  of  shoemaking  and  cutting  and  for  many 
years  afterward  was  employed  as  pattern 
cutter  in  the  factory  operated  by  George  Keen. 
Mr.  Conner  himself  was  the  owner  of  a  good 
factory  property  which  yielded  a  fair  income, 
but  this  he  eventually  sold  and  invested  a  part 


of  his  means  in  building  the  Bne  residi 
which  he  now  lives.  He  always  has  been  i 
man  of  quiet  habits,  a  devout  member  of  iIk 
Society  of  Friends,  and  a  thoroughly  hone9 
and  upright  citizen.  In  politics  he  is  a  Repub- 
lican, but  has  not  taken  an  active  part  in  pub- 
lic affairs  beyond  the  duties  of  good  ciliien- 
ship,  and  whatever  measures  have  been  pro- 
posed foi  the  welfare  of  the  city  and  its  peoj^ 
have  found  in  him  a  willing  friend  and  sup- 
porter. On  May  20,  1847,  at  Salem,  Mr.  Con- 
ner married  Lydia,  daughter  of  Daniel  W.  and 
Hannah  Osborne,  of  Danvers  (now  Peabodj') 
Massacluisetls. 

(  \'  11)  James  Henry  Conner,  only  child  of 
James  Woodside  and  Lydia  ( Osborne  )  Conner, 
was  l«rii  in  Lynn,  September  17,  1848.  and 
for  many  years  has  carried  on  a  general  jew- 
elry business  in  that  city.  He  is  a  member  of 
the  congregation  of  the  Universalist  Church, 
a  Master  Mason,  a  Republican  in  politics,  and 
member  of  the  Oxford  Club  in  Lynn.  Ht 
married  first,  Helen  A.  Trasker,  of  Lynn,  and 
second,  Adelaide  M.,  daughter  of  Joseph  and 
Caroline  (Hill)  Gardner. 


The  surname  Broughtoa 
BROL'GHTON     is   derived  from  the  Saxon 

Broc,  which  means  bro(* 
or  broken  land,  and  Tun,  the  dwelling  or  town. 
In  King  Ethelred's  charter  to  the  monastefT 
of  Shartesbury  in  England,  Elfwig's  boundar- 
ies at  Uroctun  are  mentioned.  The  Domestlsy 
book  describes  thirty- four  manors  of  Broctun. 
variously  latinized  by  the  clerks  of  the  records 
to  Brochthon,  Brocton,  Brotton,  Broton,  Brog- 
ton  and  Broughton.  Later  the  orthography 
of  Broughton  seems  to  have  been  generally 
adopted.  There  are  now  twenty  distinct  par- 
ishes, besides  hamlets  and  diflFerent  localities 
in  England  that  bear  the  name,  and  in  America 
it  is  locally  applied  to  a  small  parish  in  Canada, 
and  to  an  island  in  the  Alatamaha  river  in 
Georgia.  The  coat-of-arms  of  John  Brou|^ 
ton,  a  sea  captain  of  Marblehead,  were: 
Argent,  a  chevron  between  three  mullets  gules. 
The  arms  were  found  in  "Fuller's  Worthies," 
published  in  London  in  1662,  borne  by  John 
de  Broughton,  sheriff  of  Bedford  and  Bucks, 
and  by  Nicholas  Broughton,  sheriff  of  Devon- 
shire. With  few  exceptions,  all  the  families 
that  have  borne  the  name  in  England  are  traced 
to  the  counties  of  Chester  and  Buckingham, 
where  the  families  were  very  ancient.  The 
name  continued  prominent  among  the  knights 
and  sheriffs  of  England  for  three  or  four  cen- 
turies.

History  and  tradition  prove 
ELLIOTT     that  among  the  Normans  who 

invaded  England  in  1066  and 
fought  at  Hastings  was  a  Norman  knight, 
William  de  Aliot,  who  is  claimed  as  the 
ancestor  of  the  Eliotts  of  Stobs  and  the 
Elliots  of  Minto,  in  Roxborough,  Scotland, 
both    related    collaterally    to    the    Eliots    of 
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Cornwall  in  Somersetshire  and  Devonshire, 
England.  It  is  possible  that  the  family  was 
first  sealed  in  England  and  afterward  drifted 
to  Scotland.  They  each  had  arms,  much 
alike;  "a  baton  or  on  a  field  azure,  with 
an  arm  and  a  sword  for  a  crest ;"  and 
the  motto:  "per  saxa  per  ignes  fortiter  et 
rrcU'."  In  the  early  part  of  the  sixteenth  cen- 
If  tury  the  Cornwall  and  Devonshire  Eliots  were 

granted  other  arms:  "Argent  a  fess  gules 
between  four  cotises  wavy  azure;"  and  the 
crest:  an  elephant's  head  couped  argent. 

The  family  intended  to  be  treated  in  these 
annals  is  descended  from  the  parent  stock  in 
Somersetshire,  England,  where  the  name  first 
appears  as  that  of  Edmund  Elyot,  1417,  and 
where  in  1433  Ihe  name  of  Walter  Eliot  is 
,  recorded  among  "the  gentry  of  the  shire  of 
Devon,  where  he  was  a  resident  in  great  hospi- 
talitie."  In  1503  one  Hugh  Eliot  of  Bristol  in 
Somersetshire  was  granted  a  patent  to  explore 
I  new  countries.  The  immediate  ancestor  of  the 
immigrant  was  William  Eliott,  who  was  bap-

(I)  Andrew  Eliott,  the  immigrant,  was  bap- 
tized in  East  Coker,  Somersetshire,  England. 
in  1627,  and  was  last  mentioned  there  in  166S. 
He  appears  next  in  New  England  as  having 
been  received  as  a  member  of  the  church  in 
Beverly,  Massachusetts,  in  1670.  He  was  a 
man  of  goodly  estate,  both  in  property  and 
social  position,  and  while  he  was  possessed  of 
means  he  seems  to  have  employed  himself  in 
the  vocation  of  cordwainer,  besides  having 
performed  the  duties  of  important  town  offices, 
one  of  which  was  that  of  transcribing  the  town 
records  into  a  new  book,  and  in  1690  he  him- 
self was  ohosen  town  clerk.  He  served  five 
years  as  representative  to  Ihe  general  court. 
In  1686  he  was  one  of  five  witnesses  to  attend 
the  execution  of  the  Indian  deed  of  tlic  town 
of  Salem,  and  in  1692  he  was  one  of  the 
jurors  summoned  to  sit  on  the  witch  trials  in 
Salem,  and  with  the  others  who  comprised  the 
jury  that  sat  in  judgment  he  afterward  made  a 


public  recantation  and  greatly  reproached  him- 
self for  the  part  he  had  taken  in  that  unfor- 
timate  period.  The  written  declaration  to 
which  the  jurors  subscribed  their  ijames  set 
forth  in  detail  the  influences  which  had  impel- 
led their  action,  and  says  in  one  of  its  sen- 
tences, we  "do  hereby  declare  that  we  justly 
fear  that  we  were  sadly  deluded  and  mistaken 
— for  which  we  are  much  disquieted  and  dis- 
tressed in  our  minds,  and  do  therefore  humbly 
beg  forgiveness,  first,  of  God,  for  Christ's 
fiake,  for  this  our  error,  and  pray  that  God 
will  not  impute  the  guilt  of  it  to  ourselves  nor 
others:  and  we  also  pray  that  we  may  be  con- 
sidered candidly  and  aright  by  the  living  suf- 
ferers, as  being  then  under  the  power  of  a 
strong  and  genera!  delusion,  utterly  unac- 
quainted with,  and  not  experienced  in  matters 
of  that  nature."  Andrew  Eliott  died  in  Bev- 
erly, March  i.  1703-04,  aged  seventy-six  years.

( I )  Lawrence  Ellison,  the  immigrant  ances- 
tor of  the  Ellison  families  of  New  York  and 
New  England,  was  born  in  England  about 
1590.  He  settled  first  in  Watertown,  Massa- 
chusetts, and  went  thence  to  Wethersfield^ 
Connecticut,  and  Stamford,  and  later  to 
Hempstead,  Long  Island,  with  others  in  the 
party  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Denton  in  1644. 
Most  of  these  families  who  located  at  Hemp- 
stead were  from  Hemel,  Hempstead,  Eng- 
land, a  town  twentv  miles  from  London. 
Others  were  from  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  whence

(III)  Thomas  Ellison,  son  of  Richard  Elli- 
son {2).  was  bom  in  Braintree,  Massachusetts, 
January  1,  1655,  He  inherited  property  from 
his  father  and  his  brother  John.  His  older 
brother  Richard  settled  in  New  Jersey,  while 
he  seems  to  have  remained  at  Hempstead, 
though  he  doubtless  held  property  at  Brain- 
tree,  and  may  have  lived  there  some  of  the 
time.  The  evidence  all  points  to  him  as  the 
fathiT  of  John  Ellison,  of  Mendon  and  Ux- 
bridge,  Massachusetts,  which  were  settled 
mainly  by  Braintree  and  Weymouth  families. 

(IV)  John  Ellison,  grandson  of  Richard 
Ellison  (2),  and  son  probably  of  Thomas  Elli- 
son (3),  was  born  about  1710.  He  married. 
1731,  Hannah  Aldrich,  daughter  of  Peter  and 
Hannah  Aldrich,  and  they  settled  in  Uxbridge 
from  Worcester  county.  His  first  land  he 
bought  June  17,  1740,  of  Peter  Aldrich,  forty 
acres  in  Uxbridge.  He  was  a  blacksmith  by 
trade,  sometimes  called  bloomer  in  the  records, 
and  doubtless  divided  his  time  between  his 
forge  and  his  farm,  after  the  custom  of  the 
early  settlers  who  had  trades.  He  may  have 
learned  his  trade  at  some  iron  works  in  New 
York  province  where  his  father  lived  or  at 
Braintree  in  this  province,  for  blacksmiths 
were  not  unually  called  bloomers.  He  bought 
more  land  at  Uxbridge.

During  the  last  fifteen  years,  devoting 
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leisure  hours  to  the  work,  he  has  searched  the 
Salem  land  titles  in  quest  of  the  original 
houselots,  thoroughfares  and  water  boundar- 
ies, and  ancient  court  files  and  records  of  deeds 
and  wills  for  materials  for  the  ample  and 
accurate  genealogies  which  are  published  in 
the  "Essex  Antiquarian,"  of  which  he  is  edi- 
tor and  one  of  the  founders.  This  work,  a 
quarterly  magazine  devoted  to  genealogy,  bio- 
graphy, history  and  antiquities  of  Essex 
county,  is  now  in  its  twelfth  year  and  the 
survivor  of  nearly  all  publications  of  the  same 
general  character.  Mr.  Perley  enjoys  an  excel- 
lent reputation  as  a  faithful  chronicler  of  his- 
tory, a  very  accurate  genealogist,  and  a  poet 
of  more  than  ordinary  talent,  yet  he  is  per- 
haps most  widely  known  as  an  author  of 
standard  text  works  on  subjects  pertaining  to 
law,  some  of  which  have  passed  through  new 
editions.  Briefly,  their  titles  may  be  noted  as 
follows:  "Law  of  Interest,"  1893;  "Adjudi- 
cated Forms,"  1895;  "Mortuary  Law,"  1896; 
"Practice  in  the  Probate  Court  of  Massachu- 
setts," 1898;  "Practice  in  Personal  Actions  in 
the  Courts  of  Massachusetts,"  1902.  His 
other  works  include  the  "Essex  Antiquarian," 
to  which  reference  has  been  made;  "History 
of  Boxford,"  1880;  "Goodridge  Memorials," 
1884;  "Poets  of  Essex  County,  Mass.,"  1889; 
"Historic  Storms  of  New  England,"  1891 ; 
"Dwellings  of  Boxford,  Mass.,"  1893.  He 
has  been  editor  and  collaborator  in  several 
other  large  works  in  which  his  name  does  not 
appear  on  the  title  page,  as  well  as  pamphlets 
and  monographs. 

Since  1877  Mr.  Perley  has  been  a  member 
of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical 
Society,  and  he  also  is  a  member  of  the  Essex 
Institute,  and  various  professional  and  literary 
organizations.  In  political  preference  he  is  a 
Republican,  with  decided  prohibition  pro- 
clivities. Indeed,  at  one  time  he  was  regarded 
as  the  leading  man  of  the  Prohibition  party  in 
Essex  county  and  stood  as  its  candidate 
for  the  offices  of  attorney-general  of  Mass- 
achusetts, member  of  the  governor's  coun- 
cil, clerk  of  courts  and  senator,  and 
locally,  he  has  been  the  no-license  candi- 
date for  the  mayoralty  and  also  for  member- 
ship in  the  board  of  aldermen.  From  1881 
to  1886  he  was  town  auditor  of  Boxford,  and 
from  1900  to  1903  a  member  of  the  school 
committee  of  the  city  of  Salem.

(IV)  Joseph  Bartlett,  son  of  Richard  Bart- 
lett (3\,  bom  November  18,  1682,  died  in 
1754,  aged  sixty-eight.  In  1707  he  was  drafted 
and  sent  with  others  to  Haverhill  to  defend 
the  town  against  an  expected  attack  of  French 
and  Indians  frotti  Canada.  About  one  hnn- 
dred  and  six^  French  and  Indians  attacked 
the  town  and  set  fire  to  several  buildings. 
A^igust  29,  1708.  Mr.  Bartlett  and  others  were 
in  the  chamber  of  Captain  Wainwright's  house, 
from  the  windows  of  which  they  fired  iipon 
the  enemy.  They  were  informed  that  their 
only  chance  was  in  surrender.  Bartlett 
secreted  his  gun  in  the  chimney  above  the 
fireplace,  went  down,  asked  for  quarter,  was 
bound  and  carried  to  Canada  where  he  remain- 
ed a  prisoner  until  ransomed.  He  started  to 
return  to  his  home  in  Newbury,  October  5, 
and  arrived  November  8,  1712,  after  four 
years  of  captivity.  He  afterward  visited  Hav- 
erhill, found  his  gun  where  he  had  hidden  it 
and  this  very  interesting  relic  descended  to 
his  grand-nephew,  Richard  Bartlett,  of  Ames- 
bury,  Massachusetts,  who  carried  it  while  a 
soldier  in  the  revolution.  At  a  later  date  this 
old  gun  was  blown  to  fragments,  but  the  pieces 
were  collected  and  patched  together  in  1874 
by  a  descendant,  Levi  Bartlett,  of  Warner, 
New  Hampshire,  and  deposited  in  the  rooms 
of  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society. 
After  Joseph  Bartlett  returned  from  Canada 
he  settled  on  a  farm  in  Newton,  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  was  a  useful  citizen,  justice  of  the 
peace  and  deacon  of  the  church.  He  mar-

(VI)  Stephen  Bartlett,  son  or  nephew  of 
Joseph  Bartlett  (5),  of  Newton,  New  Hamj^- 
shire,  was  born  about  1735:  removed  to  Bath, 
New  Hampshire,  about  1784,  with  his  wife, 
six  sons  and  tliree  daughters.  The  esteem  io 
which  he  was  held  by  his  townsmen  is  shown 
by  the  fact  that  a  year  after  he  came  lie  was 
elected  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  and 
was  elected  a  selectman.  In  September  fol- 
lowing the  town  voted  that  "the  selectmen 
prefer  a  petition  to  the  general  court  to  enable 
tlieiu  to  tax  the  Proprietors'  and  non -residents' 
land  in  that  town  and  appointed  Mr.  Stephen 
Bartleit  to  carry  forward  the  petition."  While 
attending  the  general  court  for  this  purpose 
he  died  suddenly  at  the  home  of  his  brother 
Eliphalet  at  Newton,  New  Hampshire.

1639  Isaac  Cummings,  the  immigrant, 
?d  land  in  Ipswich  and  Topsfield,  Massa- 
etts,  and  was  made  freeman  in  1642.    He 


then  was  called  "Goodman"  Cummings,  indi- 
cating social  position,  influence,  and  perhaps 
means  beyond  that  of  many  other  of  the 
planters  in  the  town,  where  he  dwelt.  He  ful- 
filled various  offices,  grand  juror,  moderator, 
and  deacon  of  the  church  in  Topsfield  many 
years.  The  name  of  his  wife  does  not  appear.

(II)  Deacon  Isaac  Cummings,  son  of  John 
Cummings,  was  born  in  1633  and  died  in  1731. 
He  lived  in  Ipswich,  on  land  given  him  by  his 
father,  whereon  he  built  his  house  and  main- 
tained an  estate  of  importance.  He  was  a 
soldier  in  King  Philip's  war  in  1675,  and  in 
1678  is  called  sergeant.  He  held  several  town 
offices,  tithingman,  constable,  selectman,  town 
treasurer,  moderator,  and  from  1686  was  dea- 
con of  the  church.  He  married,  in  1659,  Mary 
Andrews,  born  1638,  died  before  1712,  daugh- 
ter of  Robert  and  Grace  Andrews,  of  Rowley. 
Of  their  ten  children  the  first  three  died  in 
infancy,  and  those  who  grew  to  maturity  were 
Isaac,  John,  Thomas,  Mary,  Rebecca,  Abigail 
and  Stebbins,  the  last  mentioned  of  whom  was 
killed  by  Indians  in  1706. 

(III)  John  Cummings,  son  of  Deacon  Isaac 
and  Mary  (Andrews)  Cummings,  was  born 
in  Topsfield,  June  7,  1666,  and  died  there 
before  July  16,  1722.  He  inherited  from  his 
father  the  estate  still  known  as  the  Hobbs- 
Bell  farm,  and  acquired  other  lands,  in  all 
possessing  about  two  hundred  acres.  The 
house  in  which  he  lived  stood  on  the  old 
estate  until  1882,  when  it  was  burned.

He  was  a  husbandman,  possessed  a  good 
estate,  and  in  his  will  provided  that  "an  annual 
allowance  of  the  various  necessities  of  life" 
be  furnished  his  widow,  among  them  being 
"five  barrels  of  cider  yearly."  His  first  wife, 
Anna  Cummings,  died  February  9,  1741,  and 
he  married  second,  October  30,  1741,  (inten- 
tions) Sarah  Goodhue,  of  Ipswich,  born  1713, 
died  in  Tdpsfield,  June  30,  1776,  daughter  of 
John  and  Sarah  (Sherwin)  Goodhue.

(V)  David  Cumnungs,  son  of  Cornet 
David  and  Anna  Cununings,  bom  in  Topsfield, 
March  26,  1729,  died  in  Burlington,  Klassa- 
chusetts,  Octt^r  7,  1799.  He  was^  a  tanner 
as  also  were  many  of  his  descendants  after 
him  even  to  the  present  generation.  Previous 
to  1773  he  lived  m  the  first  parish  of  Woburn, 
and  then  removed  to  the  second  parish,  or 
what  now  is  the  town  of  Burlington,  where  he 
^ed.  He  was  a  private  in  Captain  Jabez  Car- 
ter's company  of  Colonel  Eleazer  Tyng's  regi- 
ment in  June,  175^  and  in  that  year  hired  a 
substitute  to  take  his  place  as  a  soldier  in  the 
expedition  against  Canada.  During  the  revo- 
lution he  was  a  private  in  Captain  Joshua 
Walker's  ccmqwny  and  served  two  days  at  the 
time  of  the  battte  at  Lexington,  April  19,  1775. 
He  married  first,  (intentions)  July  t^  1748, 
Joamia  Jones,  born  in  Wilmington,  about  1 730, 
died  in  Woburn,  October  10,  1794,  daughter 
of  Captain  Ebenezer  and  Elizabeth  (Dale) 
Jones.  Captain  Jones  commanded  a  company 
in  service  during  the  French  and  Indian  war 
and  was  killed  in  battle  at  Lake  Georgo.  July

DELAND    appears  in  Beverly,  Massachu-

He 
is  supposed  to  have  been  born  in  Beverly, 
although  no  mention  of  his  birth  is  found  in 
the  vital  records  of  that  town,  nor  in  Salem, 
from  which  Beverly  was  set  off.  He  married, 
December  7,  1681,  Catherine  Hodges,  and  died 
before  November  23,  1691.

May 
10,  171 1,  Bethiah  Peters,  the  latter  being  the 
first  of  the  Peters  surname  in  Salem,  and  who 
married  in  1669  Elizabeth  Hillard.  Hillard 
was  a  mariner,  as  also  were  some  of  the  Peters 
family.

The  name  of  Carleton  is 
CARLETON     derived     from    the     Saxon 

ceorl,  signifyii^  husband- 
man, and  tdn,  a  town,  and  existed  in  England 
at  a  very  early  period.  BlocMnfield  in  his 
"History  of  Norfolk"  mentions  Carleton  Hall 
Manor  as  belonging  to  Hakene  at  the  Con- 
fessoj's  Survey,  and  there  are  still  some  vil- 
lages bearing  the  name  in  Cumberland,  York- 
shire, and  the  eastern  counties.  At  the  Visita- 
tion of  Cumberland  by  Dugdale  in  1665  Sir 
William  Carleton,  of  Carleton  Hall,  certified 
his  descent,  eighteen  generations  ill  all,  from 
Baldwin  de  Carleton.  As  far  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, the  only  representatives  of  the  name, 
now  comparatively  few  in  number,  are  the 
descendants  of  the  Fermanagh  and  Tipperary 
Carletons,  most  of  whom  reside  in  Ireland, 
and  the  American  branch  mentioned  below. 
From  the  old  English  visitations  the  ancient 
pedigree  of  the  Carietons  here  given  is  taken. 
The  arms  of  the  family  from  which  the  Amer- 
ican tine  descends  and  to  which  they  are 
entitled :  Argent  on  a  bend  sable  three  mascles 
of  the  field.

In 
his  younger  days,  however,  he  followed  the  sea 
for  a  time.  A  few  years  before  his  death  he 
retired  from  business.  Though  he  had  only 
the  common  school  education  usual  in  his 
youth,  he  was  a  man  of  broad  and  liberal  edu- 
cation. Possessed  of  singular  public  spirit 
and  an  abiding  interest  in  the  welfare  and 
future  of  the  city,  he  was  always  a  very  use- 
ful and  progressive  citizen.  He  ranked  high 
among  business  men  and  held  a  place  of  promi- 
nence in  the  business  and  political  circles  of 
Salem  for  a  long  time.  In  his  own  line  of 
business  he  had  a  splendid  reputation.  He 
attended  the  First  Baptist  Church.  In  politics 
he  was  originally  a  Whig,  but  later  a  Repub- 
lican. He  was  once  the  nominee  of  his  party 
for  councilman  in  bis  ward,  but  he  declined 
the  honor  and  withdrew.     He  was  a  member 


He  was  short  in  stature,  being, 
according  to  his  seaman's  papers,  but  five  feet, 
one  inch  and  a  quarter  in  height,  wilh  fair 
complexion  and  brown  hair.

(IX)  Henry  Frazier  Carleton,  son  of  Ed- 
ward Frazier  Carleton  was  born  in  Salem, 
October  19,  1848,  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools  of  Salem,  and  entered  the  rail- 
road business  when  a  young  man.  He  became 
locomotive  engineer  on  the  old  Eastern  rail- 
road, now  the  Boston  &  Maine,  and  continued 
for  a  period  of  twenty  years.  In  i88g  he 
retired  from  the  railroad  business  and  estab- 
lished a  livery  stable  on  Mason  street,  Salem, 
and  was  highly  successful  until  he  was  obliged 
to  retire  on  account  of  injuries  received  in  a 
runaway  accident,  in  1903.  Through  liis  posi- 
tion on  the  railroad  he  made  a  wide  acquaint- 
ance in  this  section  and  he  is  greatly  esteemed 
by  all  who  know  him.  In  politics  Mr.  Carle- 
ton is  independent.  He  is  a  member  of  no 
fraternal  or  secret  orders.  He  has  never  mar- 
ried.

He  removed  to  Wentworth, 
New  Hampshire,  where  his  last  two  children 
were  born,  and  then  returned  to  Orford  about 


1840,  where  he  died  of  old  age,  June  17, 18^4.

He  removed  when 
with  his  parents  to  Orford,  New  Hamp- 


shire, and  was  educated  there  in  the  common 
schools.  At  the  age  of  seventeen  he  went  to 
Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  and  served  an 
apprenticeship  with  Littlefield  &  Sheppard^ 
contractors  and  builders,  remaining  with  them 
three  years.  He  later  worked  as  a  journey- 
man for  Mr.  Sheppard,  and  then  entered  into 
partnership  with  Horace  W.  Kempton  of  Cam- 
bridge, under  the  firm  name  of  Kempton  & 
Norris,  contractors  and  builders.  In  August, 
1862,  Mr.  Norris  sold  his  business  interests 
to  his  partner,  and  enlisted  in  Company  A^ 
47th  Regiment,  Massachusetts  Volunteers, 
and  went  into  camp  at  Box  ford,  thence  to 
Readville  and  then  to  New  York  City.  From 
there  the  regiment  went  to  Carrollton,  and 
then  to  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  where  they 
were  from  January  to  August,  1863,  holding 
the  city  under  General  Banks,  who  succeeded 
General  Butler  in  command.  The  regiment 
then  came  home  and  he  was  honorably  dis- 
charged, August  31,  1863.  Again  he  started 
in  the  contracting  business,  with  Benjamin 
Steele  as  a  partner,  at  Cambridge,  under  the 
firm  name  of  Norris  &  Steele,  on  Brighton 
street.  In  two  years  the  firm  was  dissolved 
and  Mr.  Norris  continued  the  business  alone 
for  a  time,  selling  out  to  Hall  &  Company. 
He  then  built  houses  for  investnient  and  spec- 
ulation in  Cambridge,  and  at  present  is  a  large 
owner  of  houses  and  stores.  About  1878  he 
became  interested  in  the  fire  insurance  busi- 
ness, and  had  offices  at  27  Kilby  street,  Bos- 
ton, and  later  at  44  Kilby  street,  and  at  other 
places,  acting  as  agent  for  most  of  the  insur- 
ance companies  of  Boston.  Although  Mr. 
Norris  has  practically  retired  from  active  busi- 
ness, he  still  looks  out  for  his  real  estate  inter- 
ests.

V  Edward  Bangs  (i),born 

BANGS  land  about  1592,  came  in  tne 
"Anne"  to  Plymouth  in  1(123.  and 
in  the  same  year  had  a  grant  of  four  acres  of 
land  for  a  garden.  He  was  made  freeman, 
1633,  assessor  of  taxes,  1634-36,  juror,  1636, 
grand  juror,  1636-37  and  afterward,  and  ful- 
filled other  offices  in  the  Plymouth  colony  until 
1645,  when  he  was  made  freeman  at  Eastham, 
Cape  Cod.  He  was  deputy  to  the  colony  court 
about  1650  and  1652.  town  treasurer  of  East- 
ham  from  1646  to  1665,  selectman  in  1665  and 
afterwards,  and  was  licensed  as  merchant  in 
1657.  He  died  in  Eastham  in  1678.  He  mar- 
ried a  daughter  of  Robert  Hicks,  whose  wife 
and  children  came  in  the  "Anne"  in  1623.  Her 
name  was  Lydia,  and  she  bore  him  one  son 
John.  She  died  soon  after  marriage,  and  he 
married  a  second  wife,  Rebecca,  and  had  chil- 
dren: Lieutenant  Joshua,  Rebecca,  Sarah, 
Captain  Jonathan,  Lydia,  Hannah,  Bethia, 
Apphia  and  Mercy,  twins. 

(]])  Captain  Jonathan  Bangs,  son  of  Ed- 
ward and  Rebecca  Bangs,  was  born  in  1640. 
at  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  and  died  in 
Brew?iter,' November  9,  172S.  He  was  a  man 
of  considerable  influence  and  generally  was 
addressed  by  his  military  title,  captain.  While 
living  in  Eastham  he  was  selectman  three 
years,  and  between  1764  and  1788  served  six 
times  as  deputy  to  the  Old  Colony  general 
court.  In  1692  he  was  representative  to  the 
general  court  at  Boston,  and  for  several  years 
was  town  treasurer  of  Eastham.  It  is  sup- 
posed that  Captain  Bangs  took  up  his  residence 
in  Brewster  about  1694,  he  having  inherited 
lands  in  that  town.  He  married  first,  July  16, 
1664,  Mary  Mayo,  born  at  Barnstable  in  1649- 
50,  died  at  Brewster  in  1711.  She  was  a  daugh- 
ter of  Captain  Samuel  Mayo,  mariner,  born 
about  1625,  died  about  1663-64,  and  married 
Tamosine  Lumpkin,  born  1626,  died  1709.

(VIII)  Harry  Nathan  Bangs,  son  of  Na- 
than and  Frances  A.  (Newell)  Bangs,  was 
born  in  Durham,  Maine,  July  31,  1871,  and 
received  his  education  in  the  district  school  in 
that  part  of  Durham  which  was  locally  known 
as  **Methodist  Meeting-house  Corners."  He 
was  hardly  more  than  a  boy  when  he  started 
out  to  make  his  own  way  in  life,  and  subse- 
quent events  have  shown  that  his  efforts  have 
not  been  vain.  At  first  he  found  work  on  a 
dairy  farm,  later  was  employed  as  clerk  in  a 
store  in  Cumberland,  Maine,  and  after  two 
years  went  to  Portland  and  was  given  work 
in  Sawyer's  confectionery  establishment  in 
that  city.  In  1892  Mr.  Bangs  came  to  Boston 
and  entered  the  service  of  the  American  Ex- 
press Company,  at  first  as  wagon  driver,  but 
as  years  passed  he  developed  into  one  of  the 
most  capable  and  efficient  men  connected  with 
the  Boston  office.  He  established  a  business  of 
his  own  in  Winthrop,  and  the  American  Ex- 
press Company  transferred  their  Winthrop 
business  to  him.  He  formed  a  partnership 
with  Mr.  Ramsey  under  the  firm  style  of  Bangs 
&  Ramsey,  and  began  a  general  express  busi- 
ness which  has  continued  to  the  present  day 
and  has  been  a  source  of  great  convenience  to 
all  mercantile  interests  as  well  as  of  corre- 
sponding profit  to  its  proprietors.  The  firm  of 
Bangs  &  Ramsey  had  not  a  long  existence,  the 
senior  partner  soon  succeeding  to  the  sole  pro- 
prietorship and  continuing  the  business  alone,, 
and  with  remarkable  success,  for  he  has  be- 
come possessed  of  one  of  the  best  properties 
in  Winthrop,  while  he  himself  has  come  to  be 
regarded  as  one  of  the  substantial,  progressive 
men  of  the  town.  And  still  a  fair  measure  of 
credit  for  the  gratifying  reward  of  his  efforts 
in  business  life  Mr.  Bangs  gives  to  the  efficient 
assistance  of  his  wife,  for  she  has  been  his 
constant  helper  and  adviser  ever  since  the  day 
of  their  marriage,  June  i,  1896.  Before  mar- 
riage she  was  Nellie  Macdonald,  born  Decem- 
ber 2,  1870,  in  New  York  City,  was  educated 
at  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  and  a  descendant 
of  ancient  Scotch  ancestors  of  the  famous 
Clan  Macdonald  of  feudal  times,  whose  chief 
seat  was  in  Ayrshire.  Her  father,  Alexander 
Macdonald,  was  a  stone  cutter  of  remarkable 
skill,  and  after  his  marriage  with  Jeannie  Allan, 
also  of  an  old  Scotch  family,  they  came 
together  to  New  York  from  Glasgow,  Scotland, 
in  1866,  lived  there  some  time  and  then  took 
up  their  permanent  home  in  Roxbury,  after  a 
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sojourn  of  seven  years  at  Sharon,  Massachu- 
setts, where  he  died  at  the  age  of  about  forty 
years.  His  widow  survives  and  lives  with  her 
son  and  daughter  in  Winthrop.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Bangs  had  three  children,  Harold  Nathan, 
Allan  C.  and  \ancy  Frances  Bangs. 


Jeremy  {or  Jeremiah)  Belcher 
BELCHER  came  to  America  from  Eng- 
land in  the  "Susan  and  Ellen," 
in  1635,  and  is  mentioned  in  the  ship's  list  of 
passengers  as  being  twenty-two  years  old.  The 
tradition  is  that  he  was  born  in  Wiltshire  and 
came  of  an  old  family  of  that  county.  He  sat 
down  in  the  New  England  plantation  at  Ips- 
wich, and  is  mentioned  in  the  records  as  a 
merchant,  also  sometimes  as  sergeant,  from 
which  it  appears  that  he  was  a  member  of  the 
trainband.  He  was  made  freeman  1638-9,  and 
appears  to  have  engaged  in  trade  from  1655 
to  1674.  In  1680  lie  is  called  yeoman,  and  is 
mentioned  as  Jeremiah.  Sr.,  first  in  1664.  He 
acquired  considerable  tracts  of  land  by  grant 
and  by  purchase.  In  1659  he  was  granted 
three  hundred  acres  by  order  of  general  court, 
same  to  be  located  beyond  the  settled  planta- 
tions. This  land  was  not  taken  up  and 
improved  during  his  lifetime,  and  in  1722  the 
grant  was  revived  in  favor  of  his  son  Jeremiah. 
Sergeant  Jeremiah  Belcher  died  in  Ipswich. 
March,  1792-3,  aged  about  eighty  years,  and 
bis  estate  was  administered  by  bis  eldest  son. 
Rev.  Samuel  Belcher.  He  married  first,  about 
J637,  (it  is  believed)  Mary  Clifford,  who  came 
over  in  the  same  ship  in  1635,  her  name  being 
entered  in  the  list  next  to  that  of  Jeremy;  and 
the  belief  that  she  became  his  wife  is 
strengthened  by  the  fact  that  one  of  Jeremiah's 
grandsons  had  a  son  named  Clifford. 
Sergeant  Jeremiah  married  second,  Mary 
Lockwood,  having  entered  into  a  marriage 
agreement  with  her  September  30,  1652,  in 
which  he  conveyed  lands  to  trustees  for  her 
use  and  benefit  during  her  life.  She  survived 
him  and  died  in  October,  1700,  He  had  four 
children  by  his  first  marriage  and  seven  by 
the  second:  i.  Samuel,  born  1639,  died  March 
10,  1714-5;  graduated  from  Harvard  College, 
165Q;  entered  the  ministry  and  was  preaching

(11)  Jeremiah  Belcher,  son  of  Jeremiah 
Belcher  (i),  by  first  wife,  born  in  Ipswich, 
June,  1641,  died  in  that  part  of  Chelsea  now 
Revere,  February  6,  1722-3.  aged  eighty-one 
years  si.\ 'month.s.  In  1674  he  was  one  of  the 
smaller  taxpayers  of  Rumney  Marsh,  and  in 
1702  he  paid  the  highest  tax  there.  He  first 
went  to  Rumney  Marsh  as  tenant  on  the  Gov- 
ernor Bellingham  farm,  later  purchased  the 
property,  and  later  in  life  conveyed  the  prop- 
erty to  his  sons,  who  divided  it  among  them- 
selves. The  original  lease  of  the  Bellingham 
farm  was  written  in  the  governor's  own  Sand, 
and  that  instrument,  as  well  as  the  deed  con- 
veying the  farm  to  Mr.  Belcher,  was  one  of  the 
most  valued  of  the  many  relics  and  heirlooms 
of  the  late  Warren  Belcher,  of  Winthrop.  of 
whom  mention  will  be  found  in  a  later  para- 
yraj)li.  Jeremiah  Belcher  was  founder  of  the 
Rumney  Marsh  and  Chelsea  branch  of  the 
family,  and  perhaps  attained  greater  promi- 
nence and  means  than  any  others  of  his  gen- 
eration of  the  descendants  of  Jeremiah  of  Ips- 
wich. He  was  constable  of  Rumney  March 
1672  and  1679,  surveyor  of  highways  1678, 
1686  and  1687.  "In  1687,"  says  the  "History 
of  Chelsea,"  "the  property  listed  was  equally 
divided  between  Jeremiah  Belcher  and  his 
step-son.  John  Senter.  Each  had  z  pair  of 
oxen,  7  head  of  cattle,  one  hf^  and  lo  she^. 
Jeremiah  Belcher  had  a  horse  and  coit  and 
John  Senter  two  horses.  Each  paid  the  same 
tax  for  land  and  housing.  The  followii^  year 
Jeremiah  Belcher  was  a  tenant  of  Samuel 
Sewall  of  Hog  island."  October  i,  1697 
Judge  Sewall  described  in  his  diary  an  interest- 
ing visit  made  by  himself  and  family  to  the 
farm  there,  including  the  bill  of  fare.

(I\^)  Jonathan  Belcher,  son  of  Ensign  Jo- 
seph and  Hannah  (Bill)  Belcher,  born  in  Chel- 
sea, February  27,  171 7-8,  died  there  October 
17.  1785.  He  is  mentioned  in  Shurtleff*s  "De- 
scription of  Boston"  as  one  of  the  residents 
at  Point  Shirley  in  1750,  at  which  time  he  had 
a  wife  and  four  children.  He  is  again  men- 
tioned more  prominently  on  **A  Rool  of  the 
men  that  Keept  Guard  att  Pullin  Point  in 
Chelsea  by  order  of  Capt.  Saml.  Sprague  from 
April  19,  177s,  till  Discharged  by  there  offi- 
cers." In  the  most  recent  history  of  Chelsea 
it  is  written  that  "a  part  of  the  service  by  the 
seventeen  men  above  mentioned"  (three  of 
whom  were  Jonathan  Belcher  and  his  son 
Jonathan,  also  Nathaniel  Belcher,  Jr.  and 
Nathaniel  Belcher  3d)  "was  probably 
performed  at  Point  Shirley  in  the  old 
fort,  the  earthworks  of  which  were 
clearly  defined  up  to  a  few  years  ago.  A  paper 
is  still  preserved,  signed  by  some  military 
authority  of  the  time,  granting  leave  to  Mr. 
Joseph  Belcher,  the  ancestor  of  many  of  the 
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present  Witithrop  Belchers,  to  pass  and  repass 
Point  Shirley.  Captain  Spragiie  had  twenty- 
eight  men  belonging  tu  his  company  from  the 
section  of  Chelsea,  now  the  town  of  Revere, 
and  under  his  command  they  served  fifteen 
days  following  the  Lexington  alarm.  The 
company  assisted  in  removing  the  live  stock 
from  the  island  on  May  4,  1775,  and 
on  May  27  burnt  a  British  armed 
schooner  somewhere  in  Chelsea  creek.  Rec- 
ords show  that  Jonathan  Belcher  served  one 
month  on  guard  duty  at  Pullin  Point,  and 
received  two  pounds  pay  therefor.  On  May 
13,  1742.  he  married  Elizabeth  Tuttle.  born 
October  23.  1718,  died  December  5,  1796, 
daughter  of  Samuel  and  Abigail  (Floyd) 
Tuttle  of  Chelsea.  Deacon  Samuel  Tuttle,  Sr., 
father  of  Elizabeth,  was  born  March  20,  1691- 
92.  and  died  in  1742.  He  married,  1713,  Abi- 
gail noyd,  daughter  of  Lieutenant  John  and 
Rachel  Floyd,  granddaughter  of  Captain  John 
and  Sarah  (Doolittle)  Floyd  (see  Floyd). 
Deacon  Samuel  Tuttle  was  son  of  Deacon  John 
Tuttle,  Jr.,  whose  wife  was  Martha,  grand- 
son of  Lieutenant  John  and  ^Tary  (Holyoke) 
Tiuilf.  and  great-grandson  of  Richard  Tuttle, 
husbandman,  who  came  from  London.  Eng- 
land, in  1635.  and  whose  family,  "unlike  those 
of  many  of  the  Revere  allotees,  cultivated  their 
ancestral  acres."  He  died  May  8,  1640,  leav- 
ing a  widow  Anne  and  minor  children.  Their 
only  son,  John,  then  aged  fifteen,  took  the 
Rumney  Marsh  farm  and  their  daughters  the 
properly  in   Boston.

(VIl)  Warren  Belcher,  son  of  Joseph,  Jr., 
and  Nancy  (Burrill)  Belcher,  born  in  Win- 
throp. June  3.  1825,  died  there  March  17. 
1907.  aged  nearly  eighty-two  years.  He  was 
educated  in  the  Chelsea  public  schools,  and  in 
1839  graduated  from  the  old  Lyman  school 
in  East  Boston,  .^fter  leaving  school  he  was 
employed  as  clerk  in  the  store  of  William 
Thomas,  State  street.  Boston,  remained  ihert 
several  years  and  then  began  business  on  his 
own  account  in  East  Boston,  dealing  in  coal 
and  wood.  In  1851  he  returned  to  Winthn^ 
and  was  a  contractor  and  builder  imtil  his 
appointment  as  postmaster.  For  more  than 
half  a  century  he  was  a  conspicuous  figure 
in  the  Hfe  of  his  native  town,  a  man  of  upright 
character  in  every  respect  and  whose  influence 
was  always  for  the  welfare  of  the  town  and 
the  people  and  not  for  the  promotion  of  self- 
ish ends.  In  1853,  during  the  administration 
of  President  Franklin  Pierce,  he  was  appointed 
postmaster  of  Winthrop  and  was  reappointed 
either  as  postmaster  or  chief  clerk  (after  Win- 
throp became  a  sub-station  of  Boston,  1875) 
under  each  succeeding  administration  to  that 
of  President  Roosevelt,  when  he  resigned  the 
office.  May  28, 1906,  having  performed  its  duties 
faithfully  and  conscientiously  for  fifty-three 
years,  a  record  of  incumbency  rarely  equalled 
in  our  national  history.  When  he  assumed  the 
postmaster  ship  in  1853  the  town  of  Winthrop 
contained  a  population  of  perhaps  five  cr  six 
hundred  inhabitants,  and  when  he  laid  a^dc 
the  cares  of  office  in  1906  the  inhabitants  num- 
bered fully  six  thousand,  and  had  become  a 
flourishing  municipality  within  the  metropoli- 
tan district  of  Greater  Boston.  'Even  at  an 
earlier  date,  when  Winthrop  was  incorporated 
and  organized  as  a  town,  Mr,  Belcher  was 
elected  its  first  town  clerk  and  held  that  <rfSce 
thirty-six  years.

(VI)  Samuel  Belcher,  a  son  of  Joseph  and 
Rachel  (Shute)  Belcher,  was  born  in  Winthrop 
September  24,  1790,  in  what  is  traditionally 
known  as  the  "Parliament  house,"  but  why  so 
called  is  not  quite  clear  unless  that  designation 
was  given  the  old  homestead  place  which  Gov- 
ernor Bellingham  first  leased  and  afterward 
sold  to  Jeremiah  Belcher,  son  of  Jeremy  of 
Ipswich,  the  immigrant.  Samuel  Belcher 
appears  to  have  taken  considerable  interest  in 
local  affairs  in  Winthrop  (then  Chelsea), 
especially  in  matters  relating  to  the  church 
society  there  before  the  erection  of  a  meeting- 
house. It  is  related  that  on  one  occasion  ser- 
vices had  been  announced  to  b*e  held  in  a  small 
grove,  and  that  in  order  to  secure  the  attend- 
ance of  the  minister  Mr.  Belcher  took  a  small 
boat  and  rowed  to  Boston,  there  met  the  cler- 
gyman, and  rowed  him  all  the  way  back  to  the 
meeting  place ;  and  thus  the  earliest  Methodist 
services  were  held,  leading  ultimately  to  the 
organization  of  a  church  society  and  the  erec- 
tion of  a  house  of  worship  in  what  now  is 
Winthrop.  Both  Samuel  Belcher  and  his  wife 
Mary  were  devout  Christians,  leaders  of  the 
little  flock  which  eventually  grew  into  a  flour- 
ishing religious  society;  and  it  is  said  that 
both  were  respected  in  the  town  according  to 
their  work.  She  was  Mary  Whiting,  born  in 
Maine,  July  2,  1797,  died  in  Winthrop  in 
February,  1876.

f\'II)  Frederick  W,  Belcher,  son  of  Sam- 
uel and  Mary  (Whiting)  Belcher,  was  born  in 
Wimlirop,  on  the  old  family  homestead,  at  ten 
o'clock  p.  m..  night  of  December  31,  1828,  but 
he  has  always  reckoned  the  date  from  January 
I,  following.  He  has  led  a  (|uiet  farm  life, 
devoting  himself  induslriously  to  the  cultiva- 
tion of  his  lands,  which  he  made  fertile  by 
practical  husbandry,  hence  productive  to  a 
degree  that  ha.-!  enabled  him  to  accumulate  a 
comfortable  fortune  and  lately  to  lay  aside 
hard  work  and  spend  his  remaining  years  in 
contentment  Many  years  ago,  in  connection 
with  his  farming  pursuits,  Mr.  Belcher  got 
together  a  herd  of  good  dairy  cows  and  estab- 
lished a  profitable  milk  business  in  Boston. 
His  stock  always  was  kept  in  excellent  condi- 
tion and  therefore  produced  well ;  and  as  his 
milk  product  was  known  to  be  of  superior 
quality  he  never  was  at  loss  regarding  its 
ready  sale  in  the  city.  Mr.  Belcher  originally 
was  a  Democrat;  but  he  was  a  "War  Demo- 
crat," and  July  3,  1863,  while  Gettysburg  was 
being  fought,  he  saw  very  sufficient  reason  for 
a  change  in  his  political  allegiance,  and  from 
that  lime  he  has  stood  firmly  for  the  principles 
of  the  Republicaji  party.  In  Winthrop  he  has 
held  some  minor  offices,  such  as  tax  collector 
and  assessor,  but  has  little  inclination  for  oflti- 
cial  position.  He  and  his  wife  attend  the  Bap- 
tist church.  On  March  26.  1866,  Mr.  Belcher 
married  Mrs.  Eliza  Martin,  born  in  Salem, 
almost  under  the  shadow  of  the  historic  old 
"witch  house,"  on  October  15,  1838.  She  mar- 
ried first,  Samuel  Martin,  a  native  of  England, 
who  died  leaving  one  child,  Ida  E.  Martin, 
now  wife  of  Edward  I.  Wadsworth,  of  Stone- 
ham,  Massahcu setts.  Before  her  first  marriage 
Mrs,  Belcher  was  Eliza  Poor,  daughter  of 
James  and  Hannah  Poor,  her  father  having 
been  a  mariner.  The  Poors  are  a  numerous 
family  in  New  England,  and  much  concerning 
them  in  both  early  and  more  recent  generations 
will  be  found  in  these  annals.  The  children 
of  James  and  Hannah  Poor  were:  Mary  A., 
married  James  H.  Taylor ;  James,  a  veteran  of 
the  civil  war,  now  hving  in  Salem;    Sarah.

(\'II)  Thomas  Jefferson  Belcher,  born  in 
Winthrop,  1812.  died  there  in  1884.  He  is 
presumed  to  have  been  a  son  of  Joseph  and 
Nancy  (Burrill)  Belcher,  and  not  the  son  of 
Joseph  Belcher  (Joseph  4,  Jonathan  3,  Richird 
2.  Jeremiah  i )  who  married  Abigail  Hunt. 
January  11,  1814.  and  was  one  of  the  Fram- 
ingham  Belchers;  nor  the  son  of  Joseph 
Belcher,  fisherman,  whose  father,  Joseph 
Belcher  Jr.  (Joseph  3.  David  2,  Jeremiah  i). 
married  Mary  Cross,  1730,  and  was  progeni- 
tor of  the  Belchers  of  Manchester;  nor  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Belchers,  whose  progenitor  was 
Colonel  Joseph  (Joseph  4.  Ensign  Joseph  3, 
Jeremiah  2,  Jeremiah  j)-  Belcher,  brazier  and 
pewter  manufacturer,  officer  and  patriot  of  the 
revolution,  and  who  married  Elizabeth  English 
of  Boston. 

Thomas  J.  Belcher  was  twin  with  James 
Madison,  and  was  brought  up  to  farm  work; 
but  when  a  yoimg  man  he  appears  to  have 
departed  from  the  previous  general  family 
occupation  by  setting  up  in  a  transportation 
business  with  a  vessel  of  small  carrying  capac- 
ity in  and  about  Boston  harbor,  where  he  built 
up  a  flourishing  trade.  As  a  young  man  he 
always  displayed  a  certain  independent  inclina- 
tion and  showed  considerable  inventive  genius, 
but  these  traits  were  not  particularly  marked 
until  just  before  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war, 
when  he  set  up  in  business  in  Winthrop  and 
began  making  torpedoes  in  a  small  way  at  first 
and  gradually  increasing  his  output  as  his 
means  would  permit  and  the  trade  seemed  to 
require.  In  the  course  of  time  he  built  up  an 
extensive  and  profitable  business  and  sljipped 
his  p««Juct  to  the  tnitting  regions  of  (lie  coun- 
try from  Maine  to  California.  Dtiring  the  war 
he  made  many  torpedoes  under  order  of  the 
federal  government  and  for  several  years  the 
capacity  of  his  works  was  taxed  to  supply  the 
demand  for  his  wares.  In  his  business  opera- 
tions Mr.  Belcher  was  abundantly  successful, 
and  gained  an  ample  fortune  and,  what  was  of 
equal  if  not  of  greater  value,  the  unbounded 
confidence  and  respect  of  every  person  with 
whom  he  was  acquainted.  His  perfect  hoiicsty 
was  remarkable,  and  as  men  had  absolute  fwtb 
in  his  integrity  of  purpose  and  character,  so 
had  he  that  same  degree  of  confidence  tn 
others,  and  the  trust  he  so  frequently  placed 
in  others,  sometimes  comparative  strangers, 
never  resulted  in  his  disadvantage.  This  qual- 
ity in  the  man  together  with  his  generous  good 
nature,  public  spirit  and  liberality  gave  him  > 
warm  place  in  the  affections  of  the  people  of 
Winthrop  and  his  splendid  character  will  con-

(VII)  William  B.  Belcher,  presumably  a 
son  of  Joseph  and  Nancy  (Burrill)  Belcher, 
as  mentioned  in  a  preceding  paragraph,  was 
born  in  Winthrop,  and  was  a  substantial 
farmer  in  that  town  throughout  the  period 
of  his  life.  He  married  Esther  Greenough 
Fuller,  who  was  baptized  in  Winthrop  in  1816, 
daughter  of  Jonathan  Fuller,  Jr.,  baptized 
1760,  married  in  1807,  Elizabeth  Bruce.  Jona- 
than Fuller,  Jr.,  was  a  son  of  Jonathan  Fuller, 
of  Boston,  who  married  in  1758  Mary  Tuttle. 

(VIII)  Orlando  F.  Belcher,  son  of  William 
B.  and  Esther  G.  (Fuller)  Belcher,  was  bom 
in  Winthrop. 

(VU)  John  Wesley  Belcher,  son  of  Samuel 
(6)  and  Mary  (Whiting)  Belcher,  was  born  in 
Chelsea,  August  21,  1836,  and  died  at  his 
home  in  Winthrop,  May  2^,  1904.  He  was 
named  in  honor  of  John  Wesley,  the  great 
apostle  of  Methodism,  and  for  whom  Samuel 
Belcher  always  had  the  highest  admiration, 
both  the  man  and  his  character,  as  well  as  his 
wonderful  works.  Mr.  Belcher  was  brought 
up  on  his  father's  farm,  attended  the  district 
school  and  continued  to  live  with  his  parents 
until  he  was  about  twenty-four  years  old.  But 
during  these  years  at  home  he  laid  plans  for 
his  own  future  and  having  gained  a  position 
where  he  was  able  to  do  so,  he  started  for  the 
gold  fields  of  California,  crossed  the  continent 
by  way  of  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  and  in 
twenty-seven  days  arrived  at  his  destination. 
The  journey  by  land  and  voyages  by  sea  were 
accomplished  in  comparatively  short  time,  but 
the  trip  was  not  altogether  agreeable,  for  our 
young  man  was  not  a  seasoned  sailor  and  the 
passage  at  times  found  the  vessel  in  pretty 
heavy  seas.  Young  Belcher  was  twenty-four 
years  old  when  he  started  out  for  the  Pacific 
coast  country  in  March,  i860,  to  make  his 
fortune  in  the  far  west,  but  in  the  latter  part 
of  April  he  found  himself  in  the  famed  "Span- 
ish dry  diggings"  of  the  Greenwood  valley  in 
Eldorado  county,  California.  There  with 
others  a  claim  was  secured,  staked  out,  and 
worked  only  as  strong  and  ambitious  young 
men  could  work  with  "pay  dirt**  in  sight  every 
day.  In  the  course  of  the  next  year  and  a  half 
young  Belcher  sold  out  his  share  in  the  claim 
and  with  several  thousand  dollars  in  his  belt 
returned  to  his  father's  house  in  Winthrop  for 
a  visit  and  rest  and  make  plans  for  the  future. 
However,  he  was  again  seized  with  the  "gold 
fever"  and  an  ambition  to  know  something  of 
other  regions  of  the  great  west,  and  once  more 
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made  the  journey  to  the  gold  diggings;  but 
after  working  for  a  time  in  the  mines  with  fair 
success,  he  started  out  on  a  prospecting  and 
exploring  journey  into  the  wilds  of  Idaho  and 
Oregon,  "footing  it"  along  across  mountain 
ranges  and  through  fertile  valleys  for  a  dis- 
tance of  more  than  twelve  hundred  miles,  with 
his  gim  for  his  most  trusted  companion — and 
also  for  the  double  purpose  of  killing  game  on 
which  to  subsist  and  for  protection  in  case  of 
need.  At  length,  however,  he  once  more  set 
his  face  toward  the  east  and  in  due  season 
arrived  at  his  old  house  in  Wiiithrop,  sound 
in  body,  with  purse  well  filled  with  gold,  and 
his  moral  being  untarnished  by  Ihc  rough  life 
of  the  mining  country  west  of  the  Rocky 
mountains.  Mr,  Belcher  became  a  stock- 
holder in  several  vessels  anrl  engaged  in  a 
general  shipping  and  transportation  business 
in  Boston,  From  a  purely  financial  standpoint 
this  business  was  a  failure.  Mr.  Belcher  lost 
his  last  dollar  and  faced  the  future  with  clean 
hands,  but  with  less  ready  money  than  when 
as  a  boy  on  the  farm  he  had  planned  to  seek 
his  fortune  in  the  west.  But  it  seems  to  have 
been  a  characteristic  of  the  Chelsea  Belchers 
never  to  become  discouraged  by  reverses  of 
fortune,  and  therefore  this  John  Wesley 
Belcher  at  once  set  about  the  difficult  task  of 
repairing  his  broken  fortunes,  and  in  time, 
with  the  encouragement  and  substantial  moral 
])t-]p  oi  a  devoted  wife,  he  succeeded  in  accomp- 
lishing the  desired  end  to  an  extent  which  was 
satisfactory  to  his  family  and  himself,  although 
his  means  were  not  so  large  as  formerly.  But 
he  stood  up  strongly  under  adversity  and  show- 
ed his  genuine  manly  character  in  every  action 
of  his  hfe,  and  no  member  of  his  family  ever 
had  caijse  to  blush  by  reason  of  any  misdeed 
being  laid  at  his  door. 

At  West  Dennis,  Cape  Cod,  Mr.  Belcher 
married  Helen  F.  Chase,  who  was  born  in 
South  Dennis,  October  22,  1848,  daughter  of 
James  and  Betsey  (Nickerson)  Chase,  both 
natives  of  Harwich,  and  descendants  of  some 
of  the  best  old  colonial  families  of  New  Eng- 
land. Mr.  and  Mrs.  Belcher  had  four  chil- 
dren, all  born  in  Winthrop:  i.

(VIII)  Alphonso  W.  Belcher,  son  of  John 
Wesley  and  Helen  F.  (Chase)  Belcher,  was 
born    in    Winthrop,  Massachusetts,  July    23, 


1872,  and  was  given  a  good  education  in  the 
public  schools  of  that  town.  In  1889.  then 
being  seventeen  years  old,  he  secured  a  minor 
position  with  the  novelty  manufacturing  and 
jobbing  house  of  George  Frost  &  Company,  of 
Boston,  and  has  continued  in  the  ser\ice  of 
that  great  establishment,  advancing  from  oik 
position  to  another  of  greater  importance  and 
responsibilitiy  until  now  he  is  a  stockholder 
of  the  corporation  of  The  George  Frost  Com- 
pany, assistant  superintendent  of  its  manu- 
facturing department  and  also  assistant  pur- 
chasing agent.  Mr.  Belcher  has  achieved  suc- 
cess and  whatever  prominence  he  has  attainfli 
as  a  man  of  character  is  entirely  the  result  of 
his  own  personal  efl^ort;  In  Portland,  Maine, 
October  16,  1907,  Mr.  Belcher  married  Mary 
Edith  Moses,  who  was  born  in  Winthrop,  July 
19,  1879,  daughter  of  George  Warren  and 
Aldora  (Paine)  Moses,  formerly  of  Winthrc^. 
Massachusetts,  and  now  of  Portland,  Mainf, 
(See  belowj. 

John  Moses  (i),  (sec  above),  of  Sagamore 
creek,  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  was 
descendant  of  Scotch  ancestors  and  was  not 
in  any  wise  related  to  the  John  Moses,  of 
Plymouth,  with  whom  he  is  frequently  con- 
fused, the  tatter  having  come  of  Welch  ances- 
tors. John  of  Portsmouth  came  to  New  Eng- 
land in  1639,  an  indentured  apprentice,  and 
after  a  service  of  seven  years  was  given  a 
deed  of  release  in  1646,  and  also  a  grant  of 
one  hundred  acres  of  land  on  Sagamore  creek, 
to  which  eighty-three  more  acres  were  added 
in  1660.  He  was  known  as  Sergeant  John  and 
it  is  believed  that  he  was  a  soldier  and  petty 
officer  of  the  troops  organized  under  the  Sir 
Ferdinand  Gorges  proprietory,  for  we  have 
no  account  of  his  having  distinguished  him- 
self in  any  of  the  early  colonial  wars.  He  was 
assigned  the  first  of  the  three  seats  "under  the 
pulpit"  in  the  meeting  house,  and  this  in  con- 
nection with  his  having  circulated  a  subscrip- 
tion for  the  first  meeting  house  indicates  some- 
thing of  his  prominence  in  matters  pertaining 
to  the  church.  He  married  twice,  but  the  name 
of  his  first  wife  does  not  appear.  His  second 
wife  was  the  Widow  Ann  Jones,  whom  he 
married  about  1667.

(Vni)  George  Warren  Moses,  son  of 
Joshua  Freeman  and  Sarah  Elizabeth  (Gray) 
Moses,  was  born  August  8,  1851,  in  Portland, 
Maine,  for  many  years  lived  in  Boston  and  in 
Winthrop,  Massachusetts,  but  later  returned 
to  Portland,  his  present  place  of  residence.  He 
was  an  active  business  man  until  stricken  blind 
and  on  that  account  was  compelled  to  retire.

^        (VII)  Francis  Nelson  Belcher, 
BELCHER    fourth  son  and  sixth  child  of 

Samuel  and  Mary  (Whiting) 
Belcher,  was  bom  on  the  old  Belcher  home- 
stead in  Chelsea,  August  15,  1831,  and  when 
a  young  man  started  out  to  make  his  own  way 
in  life.  He  was  a  good  farmer,  but  he  also 
possessed  some  original  ideas  concerning  busi- 
ness pursuits  and  the  energy  to  carry  them 
into  effect.  In  the  first  place  he  started  a 
small  milk  distributing  business  in  East  Bos- 
ton and  was  one  of  ti\e  pioneers  in  that  line 
of  trade;  but  it  was  not  long  until  he  found 
himself  so  extensively  engag^  in  distributing 
milk  in  the  city  that  it  became  necessary  to 
reach  out  into  the  surrounding  country  for 
his  milk  supply  and  have  it  shipped  to  his 
place  of  business  in  the  city.  In  this  too  he 
was  a  pioneer,  and  the  beginning  made  by 
him  in  that  direction  was  the  foundation  of 
the  operations  of  other  milk  dealers  in  later 
years.  In  his  business  enterprise  down  to  this 
time  Mr.  Belcher  was  entirely  successful  even 
from  the  very  beginning  and  rapidly  accumu- 
lated a  comfortable  fortune,  much  of  which 
was  afterward  lost,  not  through  any  fault  of 
his  own,  but  rather  by  having  too  great  conii-. 
dence  in  the  representations  of  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Lockwood,  inventor  of  the  Lockwood  dredge, 
itself  a  very  useful  machine,  and  who  then  was 
promoting  the  scheme  of  constructing  the  Cape 
Cod  canal.  Mr.  Belcher  was  persuaded  to 
invest  rather  heavily  in  this  enterprise,  and 
while  he  lost  several  thousand  dollars  by  rea- 
son of  it  he  was  not  financially  wrecked,  did 
not  lose  his  old  native  courage,  but  with  com- 
mendable energy  at  once  proceeded  to  recover 
lost  ground.  This  he  succeeded  in  doing  to  a 
great  extent  by  his  connection  with  various 
public  improvement  enterprises,  notably  the 
construction  of  the  first  steam  railroad  in  Win- 
throp,  thus  giving  the  town  rapid  transit  facili- 
ties to  and  from  Boston,  and  which  ultimately 
became  the  Revere  Beach  and  Lynn  railroad, 
as  now  known.  All  through  his  life  Mr. 
Belcher's  business  career  was  characteristic  of 
the  same  energy  and  enterprise  displayed  by 
him  in  establishing  one  of  the  first  milk  depots 
in  East  Boston,  the  shipping  of  milk  from 
distant  towns  to  the  city,  and  the  conversion 
of  an  old  unprofitable  horse  railroad  into  a 
steam  road  for  passenger  traffic  between 
suburban  towns  and  Boston ;  and  in  the  doing 
of  these  things  he  at  the  same  time  did  much 
for  his  old  home  town,  although  he  did  not 
take  a  specially  active  part  in   local  politics 


beyond  the  requirements  of  good  citizenship. 
He  was  a  consistent  Democrat  in  party  lean- 
ing, a  man  who  was  highly  respected  and 
whose  character  was  above  suspicion.  Mr. 
Belcher  died  in  Winthrop,  April  17,  1884.  He 
married  Mary  Adelia  Shute,  who  was  bom  in 
that  part  of  Prospect  now  Stockton,  Maine, 
in  August,  1839,  and  died  in  Winthrop,  Octo- 
ber 24,  1882.  Her  father  was  Captain  Thomas 
Shute,  who  was  bom  in  Stockton,  November 
I,  1794,  and  died  there  December  3,  1873.  He 
was  one  of  the  famous  mariners  on  the  Maine 
seacoast  and  was  captain  of  vessels  engaged 
in  trans-atlantic  passenger  service  for  many 
years.  During  his  long  career  he  sailed  ships 
to  nearly  every  important  seaport  in  the  world, 
and  in  maritime  circles  he  enjoyed  wide 
acquaintance.  He  married  Mary  Stanwood 
French,  who  was  bom  in  Stockton,  May  30, 
1800,  and  who  during  her  husband's  active 
career  was  a  woman  of  high  social  positicm 
and  maintained  one  of  the  most  hospitable 
houses  in  New  England.  Captain  Thomas  and 
Mary  Stanwood  (French)  Shute  had  nine 
children :  i.

The  late  Dr.  Frank  D.  S. 
VENS     Stevens,    who    practiced    his 

profession  in  the  city  of  Lynn 
*en  years,  achieved  success  as  a  result 
skill  and  ability  in  the  diagnosis  and 
nt  of  disease,  was  a  native  of  Auburn, 
born  May  30,  i860,  died  February  9, 


1896.  He  was  a  son  of  Martin  Van  Burefi 
and  Eliza  (Felt)  Stevens,  of  Lynn. 

Martin  Van  Buren  Stevens  (father),  son 
of  William,  Jr.  and  Lydia  (Jackson)  Stevens, 
was  born  in  Poland,  Maine,  August  27,  1832. 
He  received  his  education  in  his  native  town 
and  for  a  number  of  years  was  a  farmer. 
Shortly  after  his  marriage  he  removed  to  Port- 
land, Maine,  where  he  engaged  for  a  time  with 
hi3  brother-in-law,  Jesse  S.  Felt,  in  the  jewelry 
business.  Mr.  Stevens  had  early  learned  the 
trade  of  carpenter,  which  he  pursued  after 
leaving  the  jewelry  business.  In  1857  he 
moved  to  Auburn,  Maine,  and  in  1861  to  Gor- 
ham.  New  Hampshire,  where  he  took  a  posi- 
tion as  road  master's  assistant  on  the  Grand 
Trunk  railroad,  and  remained  in  the  employ 
of  that  corporation  until  1875,  when  he 
removed  to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  where  for 
a  number  of  years  he  conducted  a  general 
variety  store.  Fie  then  engaged  in  the  trade 
of  carpenter  and  contractor,  and  continued  in 
that  business  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in 
Lynn,  July  23,  1900.  He  married  (first) 
Eliza  Roberts  Felt  (see  Felt),  born  in  Green- 
wood, Maine,  June  5,  1838,  died  February  15, 
1870.  Among  their  children  were  Frank  D. 
S.,  (see  forward),  and  Velmar  E.,  formerly 
a  resident  of  Bride's  Pond,  Maine,  but  now  of 
South  Paris,  Maine.  He  married  second,  De- 
cember 23,  1 87 1,  Georgia  Symonds,  born  in 
Greenwood,  April,  1844,  died  in  Lynn,  June 
22.  1903. 

George  F^lt,  ancestor  of  Eliza  R.  (Felt) 
Stevens,  was  in  Chelsea,  Massachusetts,  in  1633. 
He  was  born  in  1601,  and  is  believed  to  be  of 
Welch  origin.  He  came  to  America  with  John 
Endicott  who,  with  a  small  party,  reached 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1628.  George  Felt 
is  found  on  record  first  in  Charlestown,  and 
later  removed  to  North  Yarmouth,  to  what 
was  called  by  the  Indians  Wescustogo,  but 
after  a  few  years  residence  there  returned  to 
Charlestown,  and  resided  in  what  is  now  a 
part  of  the  town  of  Maiden,  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  life,  dying  in  1693,  ^^^^ 
ninety-two  years.  His  wife,  Elizabeth  (Wil- 
kinson) Felt,  probably  born  in  Charlestown, 
died  in  1694;  she  with  three  of  her  children 
joined  the  First  Church  between  the  19th  and 
26th  of  January,  1639.  Their  children  were: 
Elizabeth,  Mary,  George,  Moses,  died  in 
infancy;  Aaron,  Moses,  see  forward. 

(II)  Moses  Felt,  son  of  George  and  Eliza- 
beth (Wilkinson)  Felt,  born  about  1651,  lived 
at  North  Yarmouth,  near  Casco  Bay,  about 
fourteen  years  before  the  Narragansett  war 
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broke  out,  vtben  he  was  driven  away  by  the 
Indians.  Is  1714'he  was  resident  of  Rumney 
Harsh,  then  8  part  of  Boston,  now  Chelsea, 
Massachusetts,  and  later  he  purchased  land  in 
Lynn  in  what  was  then  known  as  th^  Lynn 
town  cMnmons.

(III)  Aaron  Felt,  son  of  Moses  Felt,  was 
bom  at  Casoo  Bay.  He  removed  to  Rumney 
Mareh  with  his  father,  and  subsequently 
became  a  resident  of  Lynn  and  purchased  of 
his  brother  Joshua  a  lot  of  nine  acres  in  the' 
six  hundred  acre  division  which  is  described 
as  being  in  L3mn  and  Boston  for  one  hundred 
and  sixty  dollars,  April  12,  1737.  He  was  a 
husbandman  and  cooper.  About  the  year  1765 
he  removed  to  Andover  Massachusetts,  but 
in  1769  was  back  again  in  Lynn,  and  March 
30th  of  that  ]rear  purchased  land  there  running 
forty  rods  by  Chelsea  line.

(IV)  Peter  Felt,  son  of  Aaron  and  Mary 
(Wyatt)  Felt,  bom  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts, 
November  3,  1745,  died  in  Temple,  New 
Hampshire,  January  2,  1817,  He  was  a  shoe- 
maker. He  settled  in  Temple  about  1763.  In 
1799  he  erected  a  large,  square  and  commodi- 
ous house,  which  is  still  standing  and  in  good 
condition.  He  enlisted  in  the  Continental 
army  and  served  in  the  revolutionary  war  one 
year  from  January  7,  1776,  in  Colonel  Reed's 
regiment  under  Captain  Ezra  Towne.  and  in 
September,  1777,  served  in  the  Saratoga  cam- 
paign under  Captain  G.  Drury  in  Colonel 
Moore's  regiment.  He  married,  November  8, 
1769,  Lucy  Andrews,  daughter  of  Jeremiah 
and  Lucy  Andrews,  of  Ipswich,  Massachu- 
setts.

Isaiah  Stone,  father  of  Mrs.  Georgia  E. 
(Stone)  Stevens,  was  born  in  Shapley,  Maine, 
and  educated  there.  He  was  on  the  old  home 
farm  there  for  a  time  as  a  young  .man,  but 
when  the  gold  fever  was  at  its  height,  he  ven- 
tured with  the  many  other  seekers  to  the  Cali- 
fornia gold  fields.  Later  he  returned  and 
located  in  Danvers,  Massachusetts,  but  after 
remaining  there  for  a  time  removed  to  Lynn, 
where  he  was  one  of  the  first  manufacturers, 
his  factory  being  on  South  Common  street, 
now  one  of  the  leading  residential  streets  of 
the  city.  There  he  continued  in  business  until 
the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  when  he  enlisted 
in  the  signal  corps  in  the  Department  of  the 
Gulf.  After  his  discharge,  he  returned  to  Lynn 
and  followed  his  trade  of  shoemaking  for  a 
time,  when  he  became  connected  with  the 
police  department  as  a  special  officer;  for 
thirty-five  years  he  was  connected  with  this 
department,  twenty-seven  of  which  he  did  duty 
as  a  special  watchman,  looking  after  the  bank 
buildings  and  the  Boston  &  Revere  Beach 
railroad  station,  performing  his  duties  in  a 
highly  conscientious  and  creditable  manner, 
being  well  known  in  the  city  of  Lynn.  He 
resigned  in  1899,  ^^e  years  prior  to  his  death, 
which  occurred  in  Lynn,  August  21,  1904.  He 
was  an  active  member  of  General  Landes  Post, 
No.  5,  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  of  Lynn, 
and  of  Everett  Lodge,  No.  20,  Knights  of 
Pythias,  also  member  of  the  Association  of 
Gold  Diggers.

(II)  John  Poor,  son  of  John  Poor 
POOR  (i),  born  June  21,  1642,  died  Feb- 
ruary 15,  1700-01.  He  settled  in 
Newbury  on  the  homestead  of  his  father.  He 
took  oath  of  allegiance  in  1678,  when  he  was 
thirty-six  years  of  age.  He  was  on  the  jury; 
was  frequently  called  to  offices  of  trust  in  his 
native  place,  as  overseer  of  wills,  and  appraiser 
of  estates;  was  tything-man  many  years  and 
constable  to  collect  taxes,  etc.  He  probably 
bought  or  sold  but  little  real  estate  during  his 
life,  but  his  heirs  sold  the  out-lands,  most  of 
which  were  in  Rowley,  to  Joseph  Plummer, 
Jr.,  in  1706.  In  his  will,  made  July  12,  1700, 
proved  March  3,  1700-01,  he  mentions  his  wife 
Mary,  and  all  his  children  except  his  first-born, 
who  died  in  infancy.  He  gave  his  homestead 
to  his  son  Jonathan  with  a  provision  that  he 
pay  the  debts  and  legacies  thereof.  He  mar- 
ried, February  27, 1665,  Mary  Titcomb,  daugh- 
ter of  William  and  Joanna  (Bartlett)  Titcomb. 
She  was  alive  in  1709,  when  she  sold  to  her 
son-in-law,  Joseph  Morse,  her  interest  in  the 
estates  of  her  uncle,  John  Bartlett,  and  cousin, 
John  Bartlett.  Her  mother  was  daughter  of 
Richard  Bartlett,  Sr.,  of  Newbury,  and  the 
Titcomb  and  Bartlett  kin,  of  whom  she  was 
a  descendant,  have  resided  in  Newbury  and 
vicinity  from  its  first  settlement.  Children:

(IV)  Daniel  Poor,  son  of  Jonathan  Poor 
(3),  was  born  in  Newbury,  Massachusetts, 
March  13,  1716.

It  was  in  that  part  of  old  Haverhill  which  fell 
into  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  when  the 
present  line  of  the  state  was  established.  That 
territory  was  called  Haverhill  District  for  a 
time,  then  incorporated  as  Plaistow,  and  in 
1765  that  part  of  the  town  was  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  Atkinson,  and  this  farm 
was  very  near  the  south  line,  next  to  Haver- 
hill. He  built  his  house  about  a  dozen  rods 
north  of  the  street  which  runs  from  the  church 
in  the  old  north  parish  of  Haverhill,  by  the 
south  side  of  his  farm,  over  Providence  Hill 
to  old  Londonderry,  and  near  the  east  side  of 
the  street  which  extends  from  said  London- 
derry street,  to  the  church  in  Atkinson.

He  removed  to  Haverhill,  Massa- 
chusetts, November,  1868,  and  established 
himself  there  as  a  manufacturer  of  boots  and 
shoes.  He  built  up  a  large  and  prosperous 
business  and  became  one  of  the  most  promi- 
nent shoe  manufacturers  of  the  city.  His 
place  of  business  for  many  years  was  in  the 
Kimball  block,  Washington  street,  and  his 
home  built  in  1869  was  at  83  Cedar  street. 
He  retired  in  1882  and  has  since  then 
engaged  in  the  real  estate  business,  having 
large  investments  to  occupy  his  attention. 
He  has  taken  a  leading  part  in  building 
up  the  residential  section  of  the  city.  He 
and  his  son  own  some  thirty  tenements 
at  the  present  time  in  Haverhill.  Mr.  Poor 
is  a  member  of  Mizpah  Lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows.  He  has  been  a  Republican  since 
the  organization  of  the  party,  but  has  never 
sought  public  office.  Mr.  Poor's  career  is  an 
example  of  the  self-made  American,  beginning 
without  capital  and  with  few  advantages  in 
education,  and  building  up  a  large  business 
and  acquiring  a  fortune  as  the  fruits  of  his 
energy,  industry  and  ability.

(VHI)  Benjamin  Franklin  Poor,  son  of 
Benjamin  Harris  Poor  (7),  born  Newbury- 
port, October  28,  1846,  was  educated  there 
in  the  public  schools.  He  was  clerk  for  a  time 
in  his  father's  store  and  succeeded  him  in  the 
meat  and  provision  business,  which  he  con- 
ducted until  1885,  when  he  sold  his  store. 
Since  then  he  has  been  occupied  in  the  care 
and  improvement  of  his  real  estate.  He  has 
built  and  sold  many  houses  in  Newburyport. 
In  1905  he  bought  two  large  farms  beautifully 
situated  in  the  suburbs  of  the  city  of  Newbury- 
port on  Ferry  Road,  commanding  a  superb 
view  of  the  country  and  city,  and  here  he  is 
enjoying  the  agricultural  life  at  its  best.  He 
has  planted  two  large  apple  orchards  and  other 
fruit  trees  and  vastly  improved  the  property. 
He  is  a  Republican  in  politics,  but  has  never 
held  public  office  and  is  a  member  of  no  secret 
order.  He  belongs  to  the  Unitarian  church  of 
Newburyport.

The  surname  Card  is  identical  with 
CARD  Caird  in  England.  The  word 
means  a  traveling  tinker  and  some- 
times a  Gipsy,  and  the  surname  may  be  classed 
with  trade  names,  such  as  tailor,  carpenter, 
etc.  There  were  two  early  settlers  of  this 
name  in  New  England.  Richard  Card  settled 
in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  and  was  admitted 
freeman  there  in  1655;  had  sons  John,  Job, 
Joseph  and  James,  from  whom  are  descended 
the  Card  families  of  Rhode  Island.  We  have 
no  proof  that  he  was  related  to  the  other,  but 
the  rareness  of  the  name  both  in  England  and 
America  suggests  that  they  were  related.  The 
coat-of-arms :  Ermine  a  demi-lion  rampant 
erased  azure  collared  or  thereon  three  tor- 
teaux.  Crest :  Out  of  a  cloud  a  hand  holding 
a  letter  proper.  Only  one  other  Card  coat-of- 
arms  is  given  and  that  is  very  similar  in  design. 
(I)  Captain  William  Card,  immigrant  an- 
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cestor,  was  the  other  pioneer.  He  was  bom 
in  England  in  1662  and  may  have  been  a  son 
of  the  Rhode  Island  pioneer.

He  received 
his  education  in  the  public  schools.  At  the

In  the  year  iioo  many  Hol- 
BREED  landers  emigrated  to  England 
and  it  was  about  that  time  that 
the  town  of  Brede  in  Sussex  county  was  set- 
tled. It  was  here  that  King  Edward  I  in  the 
year  1297  received  the  oath  of  fealty  from  the 
Scottish  chieftains,  Comyer  and  Monteith. 
The  register  of  the  town  dates  back  to  1359. 
In  its  church  there  are  brasses  with  •  Latin 
inscriptions  to  Robert  Oxenbridge,  dated  1487 
and  1492.  The  Atford  family  mansion  which 
is  now  called  Brede  Place  was  erected  in  the 
reign  of  Edward  III.  In  England  the  name 
is  now  spelled  Brede,  Bread,  Breed  and 
Breeds.  London  has  a  Bread  street,  and  in 
Leyden,  Holland,  not  many  years  age  the  name 
of  the  principal  street  was  Brede.  The  family 
spread  over  England  and  we  know  very  little 
of  its  history  until  the  time  of  Allen  Bread, 
who  sailed  for  America  with  Governor  Win- 
throp. 

On  June  12,  1630,  the  "Arabella"  and  fif- 
teen other  vessels  arrived  at  Salem  with  eight 
or  nine  hundred  persons,  being  the  Massachu- 
setts company  under  John  Winthrop.  Win- 
throp  went  to  Boston,  and  Allen  Bread  and 
others  stopped  at  Saugus  and  founded  Lynn. 
Allen  Bread  was  a  Puritan  when  he  landed. 
He  came  to  this  country  to  assist  in  establish- 
ing a  government  which  should  be  based  upon 
the  principles  which  were  supported  by  the 
Puritans.  lie  was  identified  with  the  first 
Congregational  church  in  Lynn,  and  as  late  as 
1692  we  find  that  his  son  Allen  was  assigned 
to  a  seat  in  the  pulpit  by  vote  of  the  town 
meeting.  He  had  gone  to  Long  Island  and 
assisted  in  the  organization  of  a  Congrega- 
tional church  there,  which  afterward  became  a 
Presbyterian  church.  We  find  his  grandson 
signing  the  list  of  ''those  called  Quakers"  in 
1692.  The  greater  i)art  of  the  family  which 
remained  in  Lynn  are  members  of  the  Society 
of  Friends. 

(I)  Allen,  the  immigrant,  si)elled  his  name 
Bread,  but  soon  after  the  family  settled  in 
New  England  the  name  was  spelled  Breed, 
and  this  form  is  now  universally  used  here  bv 
his  descendants.  The  Breed  family  in  the 
Ignited  vStates  is  one  family,  all  being  descend- 
ants of  Allen  Bread  and  his  first  wife  who 
came  to  America  in  1630  with  their  two  sons, 
having  two  other  sons  born  to  them  after  their 
settlement  in  Lvnn.     Allen  Bread,  the  ances- 


tor  of  all  of  the  Breed  surname  in  America, 
was  born  in  Westonning,  England,  in  1601.  In 
Lynn  he  lived  near  where  Summer  street 
crosses  the  turnpike,  and  that  part  of  the  city 
is  still  known  as  "Breed's  End."  In  1638, 
when  the  town  lands  were  divided  by  a  com- 
mittee, Allen  Bread  received  two  hundred 
acres  for  his  share.  In  1640  about  forty  fami- 
lies left  Lynn  to  settle  a  new  plantation,  and 
Allen  Bread  was  one  of  them.  They  sailed  in 
the  vessel  of  Captain  Daniel  Howe  to  the 
western  part  of  Long  Island,  and  bought  land 
there  from  the  agent  of  Lord  Sterling  and  also 
extinguished  the  Indian  titles.  On  hearing  of 
this  the  Dutch  laid  claim  to  that  part  of  the 
island  by  virtue  of  previous  purchase  from  the 
Indians,  and  sought  to  enforce  their  right  by 
sending  a  party  to  take  possession,  but  met 
with  resistance  from  the  colonists,  whereupon 
the  Dutch  governor  arrested  six  of  the  Lynn 
men  and  kept  them  in  prison  until  Governor 
Winthrop  compelled  their  release.  They  then 
removed  to  the  eastern  end  of  Long  Island  and 
planted  the  town  of  Southampton,  naming  it 
in  allusion  to  the  town  in  England  from  which 
they  had  sailed  to  America.  In  1642  these 
settlers  built  a  church  and  called  as  minister 
Mr.  Pier  son,  and  it  was  doubtless  because  of 
the  withdrawal  that  Allen  Bread  returned  to 
Lynn.  In  the  latter  town  in  1656  he  married  his 
second  wife,  Elizabeth  Knight,  daughter  of 
William  Knight,  one  of  the  settlers  in  Lynn  in 
1630.  In  1692  Allen  Breed  "senior"  was  one 
of  eight  assigned  by  vote  to  a  seat  in  the  pul- 
pit, and  at  that  time  he  must  have  been  ninety- 
one  years  old.  Me  died  March  17,  1692.  He 
had  four  children,  sons,  all  born  of  his  first 
marriage:  Allen.  1626;  Timothy,  1628:  Jo 
seph,  1632;  John,  1634,  died  June  28.  1678.

further  military  duty  and  ultimately  resulted 
in  his  discharge  on  account  of  disability.  On 
returning  to  his  home  Mr.  Breed  engaged  in 
out-door  work,  and  in  the  course  of  the  next 
two  years  succeeded  in  regaining  normal 
strength.  He  then  became  connected  with  a 
Lynn  co-operative  shoe  manufacturing  enter- 
prise, and  still  later  was  employed  by  Frank 
Breed  in  shoe  manufacturing  until  1889,  when 
the  plant  was  destroyed  by  fire.  He  later 
became  vice-president  of  the  Order  of  Aegis 
and  also  editor  of  their  official  organ  known 
as  the  Aegis  Record,  and  in  addition  to  his 
literary  work  here  he  wrote  a  number  of 
articles  on  insurance  for  the  Lynn  Item.  Be- 
sides this  he  bought  and  sold  real  estate  to 
good  advantage  to  himself,  dealt  in  blooded 
horses  and  other  stock,  and  engaged  exten- 
sively in  poultry  breeding  and  raising.  He 
had  the  largest  poultry  farm  in  Eastern  Mass- 
achusetts, known  as  the  Lynn  wood  poultry 
farm.     Few   men   in   Lynn  enjoyed  a   more 
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extended  and  favorable  acquaintance  than  he. 
and  few  indeed  were  more  popular  with  all 
classes  of  Lynn's  citizenship,  in  politics  he 
was  a  firm  and  unyielding  Democrat,  but  one 
of  the  leading  spirits  of  his  party  in  Essex 
county,  yet  he  never  allowed  himself  to  stand 
as  the  nominee  of  his  party  for  public  office, 
but  was  for  a  number  of  years,  and  up  to  his 
death,  polling  clerk  of  his  district.  He  also 
served  frequently  as  a  delegate  to  city,  county 
and  state  political  conventions,  and  exercised 
a  large  influence  in  shaping  the  policy  of  the 
Democratic  party  in  Massachusetts.  He  was 
one  of  the  charter  members  of  the  West  Lynn 
Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fel- 
lows, passed  all  of  the  chairs  of  the  subordi- 
nate bodies,  and  was  first  chief  patriarch  of 
the  Lynn  Encampment.  At  one  time  he  was 
prominently  identified  with  the  w-ork  of  Calan- 
tha  Lodge,  Knights  of  Pythias,  and  keeper  of 
records  and  seals.  Mr,  Breed  was  a  man  of 
plea.iing  personality,  and  enjoyed  considerable 
local  celebrity  as  an  extemporaneous  speaker. 
On  January  i,  1873.  he  married  Alice  Maria 
Guilford,  born  in  Lynn,  January  23,  1852, 
second  daughter  of  Samuel  Augustus  and 
Lydia  Jane  (Goodwin)  Guilford  (see  Guil- 
ford family).  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Breed  had  no 
children.

fIV)  Samuel  Breed,  eldest  snn  of 
BREED  Samuel  and  Anna  THood)  Breed, 
married,  June  25,  1720,  Deliver- 
ance Bassett,  and  thus  again  was  formed  a 
union  of  two  notable  New  England  families. 
Their  children  were:  .•Vnna,  Sarah,  Huldah. 
Nehemiah  and  William.  Samuel,  son  of  the 
first  Samuel,  was  generally  called  Governor 
Breed,  and  was  a  man  of  much  influence  in 
the  town  and  especially  that  pari  of  Lynn 
which  was  known  as  Nahant.  where  he  bought 
a  house  in  1717,  the  same  which  afterward 
was  owned  by  his  son  Nehemiah,  and  still  later 
by  his  grandson,  William  Breed,  by  whom  the 
old  house  was  rebuilt.  For  about  twenty-five 
years  it  was  kept  as  a  hotel  by  Jesse  Rice,  and 
in  1841  passed  into  the  hands  of  a  Mr.  Whit- 
ney. 

The  Bassetts  settled  in  Lynn  in  1640,  the 
head  of  the  family  being  William  Bassett,  a 
farmer,  whose  house  was  on  the  road  leading 
from  Lynn  to  the  Nahant  settlement.  He  was 
ensign  of  a  company  during  King  Philip's 
war,  and  took  part  in  the  swamp  fight  in  the 
Narragansett  country,  and  for  his  service  in 
that  war  he  received  a  grant  of  land  from  the 


general  court.  WiUiam  Bassett  died  March 
31,  1703.  His  son  William  married,  Octdier 
^5-  i'^75'  Sarah  Hood,  who  was  arrested  and 
tried  on  a  charge  of  witchcraft  on  May  23, 
1692.  She  was  imprisoned  in  Boston  and  kepi 
there  until  November  following.

(\'il)  Daniel  Breed,  younger  son  of  Will- 
iam and  Hannah  (Bassett)  Breed,  was  bom 
January  14.

He  was  proprietor  of  a  wood  wharf  where 
the  Sprague  &  Breed  Company  is  now  located. 
He  was  the  first  Lynn  man  to"  carry  on  the  coal 
business  regidarly,  and  has  been  regarded  as 
its  pioneer,  although  Henry  A.  Breed  broughi 
the  first  anthracite  coal  to  Lynn  in  1834  and 
unloaded  it  from  boats  at  his  wharf  at  the  foot 
of  Commercial  street,  the  wharves  at  that  place 
having  been  used  chiefly  for  unloading  wood. 
Mr.  Breed  was  prominently  identified  with  the 
business  life  of  Lynn  and  with  Nathan  Breed 
built  the  brick  building  occnpied  by  the  old 
Mechanics  Bank,  one  of  the  first  bankii^  insli- 
tutions  in  Lynn,  and  which  stood  on  the  site 
of  the  present  Essex  Trust  Company  on  Ex- 
change street.  Mr,  Breed  married  Abigail 
Newhall.  born  .August  29.  1802,  died  Augwsi

Gove,  born  in  Nahant,  daughter  of  George 
and  Isabella  E.  (Johnson)  Gove,  of  Nahant, 
Mrs.  Breed  was  one  of  four  children:  Anna 
E.,  Joseph  H.,  James  Arthur  and  Edith  H. 
Mr.  Gove  was  engaged  in  the  fishing  business, 
and  was  drowned  at  sea  off  Nahant.  Children 
of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Breed:  Helen  May,  Edith 
Sutton  and  William  Johnson,  all  born  in  Lynn. 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  Breed  represent  the  oldest 
families  in  Lynn  and  Nahant.  In  the  early 
part  of  the  nineteenth  century,  (over  one  hun- 
dred years  ago)  there  were  only  three  families 
in  the  town  of  Nahant — the  Breeds,  the  Hoods 
and  the  Johnsons — and  the  marriage  of  Mr. 
Breed  and  Miss  Gove,  who  through  her  mother 
was  a  Johnson,  was  the  first  union  of  these 
families  in  that  century. 


The  known  antiquity  of  this 
GUILFORD     English   patronymic   carries 

back  to  a  period  far  anterior 
to  the  Norman  invasion,  to  the  time  when 
Guil  lived  near  by  to  the  fording  place,  and  in 
the  subsequent  association  of  surnames  with 
nature's  localities  the  Guil  whose  abiding  place 
lay  to  the  ford  took  the  name  Guilsford;  and 
from  this  as  the  foundation  we  have  the  usual 
variations  of  Gilford  and  Guilford,  the  former 
being  frequently  found  in  parish  and  town 
records  in  the  plantations  where  the  family 
became  seated  in  New  England  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  seventeenth  century.  The  name  of 
Guilford  in  English  history  is  both  ancient  and 
distinguished,  held  by  descendants  of  kings  and 
princes  of  the  blood  since  the  Conqueror,  known 
in  the  wars  which  swept  over  Europe  both 
before  and  after  William's  reign,  and  known  too 
in  high  governmental  stations,  the  houses  of 
the  lords  and  the  parliaments,  in  seats  of  learn- 
ing and  the  great  professions,  and  in  the  arts 
of  trade  and  commerce.  Sir  Edward  North, 
born  about  1496,  became  the  first  Baron  Guil- 
ford, having  been  elevated  to  the  peerage  in 
1553-4,  and  from  him  the  title  has  descended 
to  those  of  his  house,  having  seats  at  Walder- 
share  Park,  Kent,  and  Glemham  Hall,  Wick- 
ham  Market,  Suffolk. 

So  far  as  our  American  genealogical  refer- 
ences disclose,  the  first  of  the  name  Guilford 
or  Gilford  to  set  foot  on  the  soil  of  New  Eng- 
land was  William  Gilford,  of  Boston,  of  whom 
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Savage  says  that  by  his  wife  Mary  he  had  a 
son  John,  bom  May  14,  1653.    The  "History 

of  Hingham,"  Massachusetts,  informs  us  that 
s  Mary  Gilford  died  there  in  1660,  and  that 
John  died  there  in  the  same  year,  leaving  chil- 
dren Susanna,  Paul  and  Priscilla.  From  this 
it  is  clear  that  John  Gilford,  of  Hingham, 
could  not  have  been  the  son  of  William  Gil- 
ford, of  Boston,  and  the  Vriter  of  the  his- 
tory of  Hingham  mentions  him  as  "perhaps 
son  or  near  relative  of  widow  Mary." 
It  is  more  probable  that  John  may  have 
been  a  brother  of  William  Gilford,  of  Boston, 
whom  genealogists  have  frequently  dis- 
issed  with  a  mere  mention  of  his  name. 
However,  very  Httle  importance  is  to  be 
attached  to  any  of  the  foregoing  statements, 
for  there  seems  no  present  means  by  which  to 
connect  either  William  of  Boston  or  John  of 
Hingham  with  Ihe  earliest  known  ancestor  of 
the  particular  branch  of  the  Guilford  family 
intended  to  be  treated  in  Ihese  annals.  Other 
than  mentioned  in  preceding,  there  appears  to 
be  no  reliable  record  of  the  Guilford  family 
in  Massachusetts  until  nearly  a  hundred  years 
after  the  time  of  John  Gilford,  of  Hingham. 
The  marriage  records  of  Leicester.  Massachu- 
setts, mention  ihe  intention  of  marriage  of 
John  Gilford  and  Susannah  Whitney,  of 
Shrewsbury.  Massachusetts,  pubhshed  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1749-50;  also  the  intention  of  mar- 
riage of  William  Gilford  and  Jene  Parsons, 
of  Brookfield.  Massachusetts,  published  March 
4,  1759;  and  the  Lynn  vital  records  mention 
the  intention  of  marriage  of  William  Gilford 
of  Leicester  and  Abigail  Very,  published  April 
6, 1760.

(HI)   Samuel  Augustus  Guilford,  youngest 

child  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Witt)  Guilfonl, 
was  born  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts.  He  spent 
his  entire  business  life  in  that  town  and  sub- 
sequent city,  and  by  his  work  and  personal 
achievement  contributed  his  full  share  to  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  that  municipality. 
He  received  his  early  education  in  the  public 
schools  and  academy  and  after  leaving  school 
learned  the  trade  of  a  carpenter  and  joiner. 
When  about  twenty-one  years  old  he  was 
employed  by  the  Boston  &  Maine  Railroad 
Company  in  bridge  and  other  construction 
work,  and  after  something  like  three  years  in 
that  service  became  partner  with  S.  Oliwr 
Breed,  the  firm  being  Breed  &  Guilford,  con- 
tracting builders,  a  firm  which  was  afterward 
well  known  in  business  circles  in  Lynn  and  its 
vicinity  from  1844  to  i860,  when  the  senior 
partner  retired  and  Mr.  Guilford  conducted  the 
business  alone  for  about  fourteen  years  more. 
In  1875  he  started  a  general  lumber  business  in 
Lynn,  continued  it  as  sole  proprietor  until 
1896,  and  then  took  as  partners  H.  H,  Ather- 
ton  and  Samuel  F.  Guilford,  his  son,  the  firm 
style  being  Guilford,  Atherlon  &  Co.  The 
partnership  was  dissolved  by  the  death  of  the 
senior  member,  April  25,  1902,  but  the  business 
has  since  been  continued  by  the  Atherton  Guil- 
ford Lumber  Company,  which  was  incorpor- 
ated shortly  before  Mr.  Guilford's  death.

(IV)  Frank  Chester  Guilford,  youngest 
child  and  son  of  Samuel  Augustus  and  Lydia 
Jane  (Goodwin)  Guilford,  was  bom  in  Lynn, 
Massachusetts,  August  19,  1865,  and  was  edu- 
cated in  the  public  schools  of  that  city,  gradu- 
ating from  the  high  school  with  the  class  of 
'83.  After  leaving  school  he  became  clerk  in 
his  father's  office,  and  since  that  time  has  been 
engaged  in  one  capacity  and  another  in  con- 
nection with  the  business  operations  of  first, 

5,  A.  Guilford,  sole  proprietor,  then  with  the 
firm  of  Guilford,  Atherton  &  Co.,  and  since 
1902  with  the  Guilford- Atherton  Lumber  Com- 
pany, of  which  company  he  is  now  a  director. 

Aside  from  business  interests  Mr.  Guilford 
has  for  several  years  been  identified  with  vari- 
ous institutions  of  Lynn.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  city  fire  department  from  1889  ""^il 
1902,  and  holds  a  life  membership  in  the  relief 
association  of  the  department.  He  is  a  Knight 
of  Pythias,  and  was  for  some  years  master  of 
finance  of  his  lodge,  a  member  of  the  Ancient 
.\scenic  Order,  and  in  politics  is  a  firm  Repub- 
lican. He  also  is  president  of  the  Harrison 
Hotel  Company,  which  owns  Hotel  Harrison, 
at  Harrison,  Maine.  Mr.  Guilford  matried, 
November  23,  1892,  Cleora  M.  Kimball,  born 
May  19,  1871.    Three  children  have  been  born 
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of  tliis  marriage;  Chester,  born  September 
12,  1895;  Russell,  born  April  i.  1897;  Elsie, 
born  May  19,  1901,  died  September  4.  1901. 


Samuel    Selman    Caraer,    who 
HARDER     married   Lydia  Jane   Guilford, 

eldest  daughter  of  Samuel  Au- 
gustus and  Lydia  Jane  (Goodman)  Guilford. 
(see  preceding  sketch)  was  born  in  Marble- 
head,  Massachusetts,  September  15,  1S46,  and 
died  in  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  July  15.  1902. 
His  father  was  William  Carder,  who  died  in 
1870,  and  his  motlicr  was  Mary  Selman.  They 
married  November  6,  1834.  In  the  early  parish 
and  town  records  of  Marblehead  the  name 
Carder  is  frequently  written  Cardar  and  Char- 
der.  and  there  is  a  tradition  that  the  Marble- 
head  Carders,  whose  births,  deaths  and  mar- 
riages in  that  town  are  recorded  as  far  back 
as  the  early  years  of  the  eighteenth  cenlury. 
are  descendants  of  Spanish  ancestors. 

Richard  Carder,  of  Boston,  Massachusetts, 
and  Portsmouth  and  Warwick,  Rhode  Island, 
was  made  freeman  in  1636  and  in  the  follow- 
ing year  became  involved  in  the  heretical  con- 
troversy which  aroused  such  excitement  in 
orthodox  church  circles  and  by  reason  of 
which  he  and  others  were  ordered  "to  deliver 
Up  all  guns,  pistols,  swords,  powder  and  shot. 
the  court  declaring  that  'the  opinions  and  reve- 
lations of  Mr.  Wheelwright  and  Mrs.  Hutch- 
inson have  seduced  and  lei  into  dangerous 
errors  many  of  the  people  here  in  New  Eng- 
land.'" In  Portsmouth  in  1636  he  was  one 
of  the  compact :  "We  whose  names  are  under- 
written do  here  solemnly  in  the  presence  of 
Jehovah  incorporate  ourselves  into  a  Bodie 
Politick,  and  as  he  shall  help  will  submit  our 
persons,  lives  and  estates  unto  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  the  King  of  Kings,  and  Lord  of  Lords, 
and  to  all  those  perfect  and  most  absolute  laws 
of  his,  given  us  in  his  holy  word  of  truth  to 
be  guided  and  judged  thereby."  In  1641  he 
was  disfranchised  and  his  name  stricken  from 
the  roll  of  freemen,  but  in  1642,  having 
expressed  a  desire  to  be  reunited  was  received 
back  into  the  church.  In  1643,  with  others, 
he  bought  lands  in  Warwick  of  Miantonomi 
for  one  hundred  and  forty-four  fathoms  of 
wampum,  and  in  the  latter  part  of  the  same 
year  was  called  to  the  general  court  in  Boston 
to  hear  the  complaint  of  two  Indians  sachems, 
Pomham  and  Socconocco,  regarding  some 
alleged  "unjust  and  injurious  dealing  towards 
them  by  yourselves."  He  and  the  others  con- 
cerned with  him  in  this  transaction  refused 
to  obey  the  summons  of  the  general  court. 


declaring  that  they  were  not  within  the  juris- 
diction of  Massachusetts,  and  defended  them- 
selves in  a  fortified  house.  They  subsequently 
engaged  in  a  parley  with  the  officers  sent  to 
arrest  them,  and  then  were  charged  with  "blas- 
phemous errors  which  they  must  repent  of." 
and  were  forthwith  taken  to  Boston  for  trial. 
There  they  were  tried,  convicted  and  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  during  the  pleasure  of  the 
court,  with  the  admonition  that  if  they  should 
attempt  lo  break  jail  and  again  preach  their 
heresies,  or  speak  against  the  church  or  state. 
on  conviction  they  should  die.  In  1644  Rich- 
ard Carder  was  released  from  jail,  and  was 
banished  from  both  Warwick  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts colony.  In  1655  he  was  again  made 
freeman  and  afterward  was  commissioner 
three  years,  deputy  three  years,  and  in  i66fi 
was  chosen  assistant,  but  refused.  He  died 
at  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  in  1675,  having 
taken  refuge  there  in  the  early  part  of  King 
Philip's  war. 

Richard  Carder  married  twice  and  had  sev- 
eral children,  iiis  will  mentioning  .sons  Jame.* 
and  John,  daughters  Mary  and  Sarah  and 
stepdaughter,  Susanna  Waterman,  daughter  of 
his  second  wife.

His  brother 
William  was  lost  at  sea  in  1707.  and  his 
brother  Richard  was  living  in  New  London, 
Connecticut,  in  1714. 

The  Marblehead  vital  records  show  that  one 
John  Charder  married  Elizabeth  Stevens 
before  October,  1722,  and  also  that  one  John 

Charder  and  Elizabeth married  before 

1729.  In  this  narrative  it  is  not  assumed  that 
John  Charder  (or  Carder,  for  the  names  mean 
the  same),  of  Marblehead.  was  identical  with 
the  John  Carder  who  was  bom  June  15,  1707.

The  Thayer  family  is  of  ancient 
YER     English   origin.     The   name  is 

derived  from  the  root-word 
to  dress  skins,  and  the  usual  English 


spelling  is  without  an  "h" — Tayer,  sometimes 
Tawier.  The  family  from  which  the  Ameri- 
can Thayers  sprung  lived  in  the  parish  of 
Thornbury  in  the  western  part  of  Gloucester- 
shire, near  the  river  Severn,  eleven  miles  from 
Bristol,  whence  the  two  emigrant  ancestors, 
Thomas  and  Richard  Thayer,  embarked  for 
New  England. 

(I)  Thomas  Thayer,  immigrant  ancestor, 
was  baptized  at  Thornbury,  England,  August 
t6,  1596;  married  there  April  13,  1618,  Mar- 
gerie  Wheeler,  daughter  of  Abel  Wheeler,  of 
Thornbury,  a  farmer,  whose  will,  dated  Febru- 
ary 26.  161 3,  proved  January  24,  1614, 
bequeathed  to  son  William  Wheeler,  daughter 
Elizabeth  W^heeler :  (laughter  Margery 
Wheeler ;  son  Giles  Wheeler ;  wife  Jane.  The 
will  of  his  widow,  Jane  Wheeler,  dated  March 
30,  1629,  mentions  Giles  and  William  Wheeler ; 
Thomas  and  Ferdinando  Thayer  (Tayer),  her 
grandsons;  daughters  Elizabeth  Osborn  and 
Margery  Thayer.  She  appoints  Thomas 
Thayer  her  **cosen'*  (i.  e.  son-in-law),  exe- 
cutor, calling  him  a  son  of  Thomas.  But  the 
will  of  Thomas  Thayer,  of  Thornbury,  does 
not  mention  Thomas  by  name,  nor  Richard, 
who  was  a  brother  of  Thomas  Thayer,  the 
immigrant,  though  he  had  sons  Francis  and 
Ferdinando. 

Thomas  Thayer  came  to  Boston  before  Feb- 
ruary 24,  1639-40,  when  land  was  granted  to 
him  at  Mount  Wollaston  (Braintree)  for  nine 
heads  in  his  family — including  his  wife  Mar- 
gery, sons  Thomas,  Ferdinando  and  Shad- 
rach,  and  perhaps  two  daughters,  Sarah  and 
Hannah,  born  soon  after  his  arrival  in  New 
England,  and  perhaps  two  servants.  His 
brother  Richard  came  to  New  England  in 
1641  with  eight  children  and  settled  at  Brain- 
tree,  afterwards  removing  to  Bo.ston.  It  is 
likely  that  Nathaniel  Thayer,  who  was  in 
Taunton  before  1668,  and  Benjamin  Thayer, 
who  died  in  Newport,  Rhode  Island,  in  17 16, 
were  related  to  Thomas  and  Richard. 

Thomas  Thayer  was  a  shoemaker  by  trade ; 
was  admitted  a  freeman  in  1647;  died  June  2, 
1668  His  will  dated  June  24,  1664,  wjis 
proved  September  13,  1665.  His  widow  died 
February  11,  1672.

(HI)  Ephraim  Thayer,  son  of  Shadrach 
Thayer  (2),  was  born  January  17,  1669-70. 
He  lived  in  Braintree  and  became  a  citizen  of 
prominence,  holding  various  town  offices ;  field 
driver  1693-94;  fence  viewer  1705-12-14-15; 
tithingman  in  1717;  selectman  1723-24-25-26. 
He  married  Sarah  Bass,  daughter  of  John  and 
Ruth  (Alden)  Bass,  and  granddaughter  of 
John  Alden,  the  "Mayflower"  Pilgrim,  and 
all  their  descendants  have  "Mayflower"  ances- 
tors. Ruth  Alden  was  bom  in  1632,  married. 
May  12,  1657,  John  Bas3,  who  died  September 
12,  1716;  she  died  October  12,  1674.  John 
Alden  was  bom  in  England  in  1599;  joined 
the  Pilgrims  on  the  "Mayflower"  at  Southamp- 
ton as  the  ship  was  on  its  way  to  America, 
being  hired  as  a  cooper;  married  Prisdlla 
Mullens  who  also  came  on  the  "Mayflower"; 
settled  with  Miles  Standish  and  others  at  Dux- 
bury;  was  assistant  in  1633,  serving  in  this 
office  most  of  the  remainder  of  his  life ;  was 
deputy  to  the  colonial  council,  1640-50,  and 
held  other  positions  of  trust  and  honor. 

Sarah  (Bass)  Thayer  died  August  19,  1751, 
aged  seventy-nine  years,  five  months.  We  are 
told  that  "this  couple  enjoyed  the  singular 
felicity  of  presenting  themselves  with  the  four- 
teen children  God  had  so  graciously  given 
them  at  the  table  of  our  Lord  to  receive  the 
emblems  of  His  redeeming  love."  He  married 
second,  when  eighty-four  years  old,  Mary 
Kingman,  who  is  said  to  have  been  a  pious, 
good  Christian,  and  was  supported  in  her 
widowhood  by  his  children.  Mr.  Thayer  was 
killed  in  his  eighty-eighth  year,  by  the  sharp 
end  of  a  rail  at  his  barn  door^  where  he  was 
found  dead.

(IV)  Christopher  Thayer,  son  of  Ephraim 
Thayer  (3),  bom  in  Braintree,  March  4,  1703, 
married,  1735,  Mary  Morse,  and  settled  at 
Braintree.

(VIII)  Dr.  Alfred  Irving  Thayer,  son  of 
George  Thayer  (7),  was  born  in  Holyoke, 
April  30,  1859.  He  was  educated  in  the  public 
schools  and  at  Colby  University,  Waterville, 
Maine,  where  he  was  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1884.  He  studied  the  profession  of  medi- 
cine at  the  New  York  Medical  College  where 
he  was  graduated  in  1887,  beginning  the  prac- 
tice of  his  profession  in  Newark,  New  Jersey. 
In  1901  he  established  a  sanitarium  at  Balston 
Spa,  New  York,  and  has  been  very  successful 
in  the  treatment  of  chronic  diseases.  He  is 
prominent  in  the  Congregational  church,  of 
which  his  wife  is  a  member,  and  he  is  active  in 
public  affairs.  He  married  Sarah  Dimon 
Turnay,  June  14,  1892,  at  Fairfield,  Connec- 
ticut. They  have  one  son,  Lyman  Irving,  born 
July  28,  1893.    

William  Parker  ( i ) ,  immigrant 
PARKER     ancestor,  was  born  in  England 

about  1660  and  came  to  Ports- 
mouth about  1703.  He  married,  February  26, 
1703.  in  England,  Zerviah  Stanley,  who  died 
August  18,  1 7 18,  aged  fifty-three  years.  Her 
gravestone  was  recovered  in  1847  ^"  ^^  inter- 
esting way.  While  digging  a  drain  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  old  Parker  farm,  workmen 
found  several  gravestones  which  they  made 
use  of  in  their  work.  Afterward  the  incident 
was  known  and  the  stone  that  was  set  to  mark 
the  grave  of  Parker's  wife  was  found  where 
the  workman  remembered  having  placed  it. 
Tradition  says  she  was  the  daughter  of  the 
Earl  of  Derby,  had  married  without  her 
father's  consent,  had  abandoned  her  claims  to 
nobility  and  with  her  husband  fled  to  the  new 
world.  Portsmouth  was  their  place  of  refuge 
and  a  lovely  spot  by  the  riverside  was  selected 
by  them  for  their  home,  and  here  the  fifteen 
remaining  years  of  her  life  were  spent.  The 
tradition  that  she  was  a  daughter  of  the  Earl 
is  not  substantiated  by  the  records.    The  his- 
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torian  of  Portsmouth  (Brewster)  suggests 
that  her  name  may  have  been  changed  or  sup- 
pressed or  she  was  not  legitimate.  William 
Parker  was  a  gentleman  of  education.  He 
kept  himself  as  obscure  as  possible,  fearing,  it 
is  said,  some  act  of  vengeance  on  the  part  of 
his  wife's  father;  he  worked  hard  and  was 
pour.  He  worked  in  a  tannery  near  his  home. 
Both  he  and  his  wife  were  buried  in  the  gar- 
den of  their  farm,  now  the  site  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Steam  Factory.  Children:  i.  Hon. 
William,  born  1703-04,  mentioned  below.  2. 
John,  left  one  son.  Rev,  Noah,  raised  by  his 
nncle  William. 

(H)  Hon.  Wiliiam  Parker,  son  of  William 
Parker,  was  born  in  Portsmouth,  1703-04,  and 
was  educated  there  in  the  public  schools.  He 
became  a  school  teacher,  then  studied  law  and 
was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1732.  He  was 
appointed  judge  of  probate  by  Governor 
Belcher,  He  was  also  judge  of  the  admiralty 
and  for  many  years  the  only  notary  pubHc  in 
the  province  of  New  Hampshire.  From  1765 
to  1774  he  was  a  member  of  the  provincial 
legi.slature.  and  he  was  judge  of  the  superior 
court  from  August,  1771,  until  the  revohition. 
After  that  he  took  no  part  in  politics,  on 
account  of  ill  health.  He  died  April  29.  1781, 
aged  seventy -seven,  "He  was  esteemed  a 
well-read  and  accurate  lawyer  and  was  fond 
of  classic  literature  and  belles  Icttrcs."  Har- 
vard conferred  upon  him  the  honorary  degree 
of  A.  M.  in  1763.  Children :  i.  Zerviah  Stan- 
ley, married  William  Earl  Treadwell,  2.

(HI)  Benjamin  Parker,  of  Portsmouth, 
according  to  the  Lynn  vital  records  was  doubt- 
less nephew  of  William  Parker  (2),  no  other 
family  of  the  name  being  in  Portsmouth  at 
that  early  date.  Benjamin  was  doubtless  a 
seafaring  man.  He  married,  at  Lynn,  Massa- 
chusetts, June  25,  1762,  Anna  Taylor.  They 
had  a  son,  William  Taylor,  born  1763,  men- 
tioned below. 

(IV)  William  Taylor  Parker,  son  of  Ben- 
jamin  Parker,  born  in  Lynn  or  Portsmouth, 


1763,  died  at  Saugus,  Massachusetts,  formerly

I  \*1 1  Albert  Henry  Parker,  son  of  WilliaTn 
Parker,  born  Saugus,  January  7,  1828,  died 
there  May  3,  1905.  He  was  educated  in  the 
public  schools,  and  learned  the  trade  of  car- 
penter. He  engaged  in  business  as  a  builder 
and  contractor  and  for  many  years  was  inter- 
ested extensively  in  real  estate  in  Saugus,  buy- 
ing farm  land,  laying  it  out  in  building  lots, 
building  houses  and  selling  them  as  well  as 
the  lots.  He  laid  out  Taylor,  Parker  and  Pleas- 
ant streets.  He  was  a  prominent  citizen.  In 
politics  he  was  a  Republican,  and  in  religion 
a  Congregational ist.  He  was  a  member  of 
William  Sutton  Lodge  of  Free  Masons,  Sau- 
gus. He  married  Susan  F.  Harris,  bora  in 
North  Chelsea,  now  Saugus,  daughter  of  Dea- 
con Harris.  Children,  bom  at  Saugus:  i, 
Josephine,  married  Fernando  W.  Cheever.  of 
Saugus.

(VII)  Henry  A.  Parker,  son  of  Albert 
Henry  Parker,  was  born  at  Saugus,  November 
9.  r86l.  He  attended  the  public  schools  of  his 
native  town  and  was  graduated  from  the  Sau- 
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giis  high  school  in  the  class  of  1879.  He  enter- 
ed the  employ  of  a  manufacturer  of  dress 
trimming  goods  and  for  twelve  years  was 
traveling  salesman  for  this  firm.  He  was  the 
first  to  introduce  the  cash  railway  now  in  gen- 
eral use  in  retail-stores  throughout  the  coun- 
try. In  1892  he  engaged  in  the  leather  busi- 
ness in  which  he  has  continued  with  marked 
success  to  the  present  time.  He  has  been  inter- 
ested extensively  in  real  estate  in  Saugus,  suc- 
ceeding to  his  father's  interests,  and  now  owns 
all  the  rights  and  flowage  of  the  Saugus  river 
for  three  miles,  on  which  he  has  two  large 
boat  houses.  It  is  his  intention  to  improve  the 
river  banks  for  building  purposes  and  to  make 
the  river  more  popular  as  a  place  for  boating, 
canoeing,  etc.  In  politics  Mr.  Parker  is  a  Re- 
publican. He  was  town  clerk  of  Saugus  from 
1894  to  1898  inclusive,  and  he  has  been  clerk 
of  the  board  of  selectmen  since  1905.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  board  of  health  in  1893,  ^"^ 
in  1908  was  chosen  building  inspector,  a  posi- 
tion which  his  knowledge  of  real  estate  and 
building  and  his  own  large  property  interests 
fit  him  for  most  admirably.  He  was  formerly 
a  member  of  Sylvan  Grove  Lodge  of  Free 
Masons  of  New  York  City,  now  of  William 
Sutton  Lodge,  of  Saugus ;  Corinthian  Chapter, 
Royal  Arch  Masons;  Morton  Commandery, 
Knights  Templar,  No.  4,  of  New  York  City; 
and  of  Mecca  Temple,  Mystic  Shrine.  He  is 
also  a  member  of  the  Bay  State  Lodge  of  Odd 
Fellows  and  charter  member  of  Palestine  Can- 
ton. He  was  president  of  the  Namepashemet 
Qub  of  Saugus  in  1893-94-1900-01-02.  He 
was  president  of  the  Saugus  Canoe  and  Tennis 
Qub  from  1902  to  1908.  He  belongs  to  Saga- 
more Tribe,  Independent  Order  of  Red  Men : 
was  founder  and  president  of  the  Lethus  Glee 
Qub.  He  is  president  of  the  Saugus  High 
School  Alumni  Association.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  Congregational  church  of  Saugus,  has 
sung  for  twenty  years  in  the  choir,  and  for  a 
number  of  years  has  been  assistant  superin- 
tendent of  the  Sunday  school  and  president  of 
the  Young  People's  Society  of  Christian  En- 
deavor. 

He  married.  May  5,  1892,  Josephine  P.  Hill, 
daughter  of  Alfred  C.  Hill.  Their  only  child 
is  Marion  H.,  born  August  26,  1893. 


The  Lambert  family  can 
LAMBERT     trace  its  descent    from    high 

antiquity  and  can  go  back 
with  all  the  certainty  of  written  records  to  the 
time  of  William  the  Conqueror,  in  the  eleventh 
century,  and  by  history  of  undoubted  credibil- 


ity to  the  kingdom  of  the  Lombards  in  Italy. 
That  such  was  the  origin  of  the  family  cannot 
be  doubted,  for  were  there  no  proofs  of  it  in 
the  records  of  heraldry,  the  name  itself  would 
indicate  such  to  be  the  fact  (according  to  the 
ancient  orthography),  as  it  was  formerly 
spelled  Lombard.  This  spelling  some  branches 
of  the  family  still  retain. 

The  earliest  accounts  of  the  Lombards  indi- 
cate that  they  were  a  roving  clan  from  Scan- 
dinavia (Norway),  that  they  settled  and  lived 
for  a  time  in  Vindili  (in  Germany),  until 
attracted  by  the  fine  plains  of  Modena  they 
quit  their  mountain  fastnesses  and  took  pos- 
session of  and  founded  one  of  the  most  power- 
ful states  in  Italy.  The  significance  of  the 
name  Lombard  in  their  language  was  *iong 
beard,"  as  history  informs  us  that  the  members 
of  this  clan  parted  their  hair  and  suffered  it  to 
grow  to  whatever  length  it  might  attain;  and 
from  this  circumstance  the  ancient  state  in 
which  they  established  themselves  took  its 
name. 

When  William  the  Conqueror  invaded  Eng- 
land he  took  with  him  Rodolph  de  Lambert,  as 
his  armor  bearer  or  knight  at  arms.  His  name 
appears  to  indicate  that  his  family  was  from 
Lombardy,  as  the  **de"  signifies  "from"  or 
**of."  It  appears  by  English  heraldry  that 
Rodolph  de  Lambert  had  a  family  in  Nor- 
mandy, previous  to  his  going  into  England: 
**Of  this  ancient  family  of  Norman  French 
extraction,  one  branch  settled  in  Bologna  in 
Italy,  and  has  always  been  considered  one  of 
the  most  illustrious  in  that  place.  Cardinal 
Lambertini  of  this  family  was  elected  bishop 
of  Rome,  1730,  and  took  the  title  of  Benedict 
XIV.  He  claims  relationship  with  the  family 
of  the  Earl  of  Craven,  whose  descent  is 
traced  from  Rodolph  de  Lambert,  who  went 
to  England  with  William  the  Conqueror." 

Rodolph  de  Lambert  left  one  son  Hugh, 
and  from  him  are  descended  all  of  the  sur- 
name in  England  and  North  America.  Hugh 
had  by  his  wife  Matilda,  Sir  William,  his  heir, 
who  married  Gundred,  daughter  of  the  Earl  of 
Warren  and  Surrey,  by  Gundred,  fourth 
daughter  of  William  the  Conqueror,  and 
widow  of  Robert  de  Bellamont^  Earl  of  War- 
wick. By  her  he  had  a  son  Henry,  standard 
bearer  to  Henry  H.  He  married  Alice,  sister 
of  William  Manderville,  Earl  of  Essex.  He 
had  a  son  John,  who  settled  in  Skipton,  in 
York,  and  who  had  two  sons,  Sir  Edmund  and 
Thomas ;  and  from  these  sons  there  descended 
a  numerous  family.  (Contemporary  account 
— Lambert). 
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{ ! )  Tile  immigrant  Lambert  ancestor  of  the 
line  here  under  consideration  was  Thomas 
Lambert,  bnt  in  this  narrative  it  is  not  assumed 
that  he  is  identical  with  the  Thomas  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  paragraph,  nor  is  it  known 
that  he  was  descended  from  any  particular 
one  of  the  heads  of  the  ancient  house  of  Lam- 
bert to  which  reference  has  been  made, 
although  it  is  a  fair  presumption  that  such  in 
fact  was  the  case.  The  earliest  definite  knowl- 
adge  of  Thomas  Lambert  is  ihat  lie  was  born 
in  England  in  1696  and  died  in  Reading,  Mass- 
achusetts, in  1/51,  Ibcn  being  fiftv-seven  vears 
nlil.  There  is"rea>nn  fur  the  b'elief  that  he 
was  in  some  waiy  related  to  the  Lamberts  of 
Rowley,  Massachusetts,  whose  ancestor  was 
Francis  Lambert,  an  early  settler  there,  ad- 
mitted freeman,  i^io,  and  died,  1647.  This 
Francis  had  a  son  Thomas,  born  1645- 
46.  and  w  iio  was  adopted  by  his  uncle,  Thomas 
Barker.  This  last  Thomas  Lambert  married 
and  had  a  son  Thomas,  born  1678,  who  mar- 
ried and  named  one  of  his  sons  Thomas.  Thus 
the  christian  name  Thomas  appears  to  have 
been  carried  down  through  several  generations 
of  the  descendants  of  Frands  L.«nbert,  but 
this  fact  in  itself  does  nrt  establish  a  relation 
between  his  family  and  tfiat  of  the  particular 
line  here  under  consideration;  and  hence  our 
present  narrative  musi  begin  with  Thomas 
Latnbert,  1696-1753,  in  the  first  generation. 

Thomas  Lambert  married  Elizabeth  Nichols, 
of  Reading,  Massachusetts,  daughter  of  Jona- 
than Nichols,  whose  father,  James  Nicholas, 
was  bom  in  Reading  in  1665  and  died  in  1745- 
Richard  Nicholas,  father  of  James,  was  born 
in  England  and  on  coming  to  this  country 
settled  first  in  Ipswich,  Massachusetts,  and 
afterward  in  Reading,  and  lived  on  the  farm 
which  in  later  years  was  occupied  by  Thomas 
Lambert  who  married  Elizabeth  Nichols.  It 
appears  in  various  records  that  Thomas  Lam- 
bert was  a  man  of  wealth  and  leisure,  a  gentle- 
man who  was  dignified  with  the  title  of 
"Esquire,"  and  his  wife  with  that  of  "Mis- 
tress," thus  indicating  gentle  breeding  as  well 
as  wealth  and  high  position ;  and  from  this 
fact  it  is  reasonable  to  assume  that  he  might 
have  come  of  the  gentility  of  the  English  Lam- 
berts, to  some  of  whom  allusion  has  been 
made.  Children  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth 
fNichols)  Lambert:  i.  John,  born  about  1752. 
see  forward.  2.  William,  a  sailor  for  many 
years,  an  honest  but  peculiar  man  and  an  excel- 
lent penman :  never  married.

(II)  Captain  John  Lambert,  eldest  child  of 


Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Nichols)  Landieit, 
was  bom  about  the  year  1752  and  died  in  1794. 
He  was  a  conspicuous  figure  in  New  Ei^Iaod 
history  during  the  revolutionary  war  and  en- 
listed first  as  a  private  in  Captain  John  Wal- 
ton's company  of  Colonel  David  Green's  fo- 
ment on  the  occasion  of  the  Lexington  alarm. 
He  was  captain  of  the  schooner  "Diligent"  ini 
service  in  1776  and  later  mate  of  the  brigsntine 
■'Massachusetts,"  Captain  David  Souther,  en- 
gaged June  10,  1776,  and  discharged  December 
21,  1776.  and  was  entitled  to  five  shares  of  tbe 
prize  money.  On  December  22,  i77*S,  Captain 
Lambert  \\;ii  asain  mate  oti  boanl  the  "Mass-  ■ 
achusetts"  under  Captain  John  Foster  Will- 
iams and  was  discharged  Fetniiary  17,  1777. 
He  was  on  another  cruise  from  March  17  to 
July  3ir  ^777,  again  from  July  31  to  October, 
1777,  and  was  himself  captain  of  the  slup  from 
November  15,  1777.  His  last  service  of  which 
there  is  any  reoird  was  as  prize  master  of  tbe 
"Franklin,"  December  2,  1780,  his  last  cruise 
having  b^n  October  8  of  that  year.  His 
age  at  that  time  was  given  as  twenty-«{^ 
years,  complexion  dark,  and  birthplace  R^Ar 
ing,  Massachusetts. 

Captain  John  Lambert  married,  March  4* 
1777,  Mary  Rea,  bom  in  Gloucester,  Massa^ 
chusetts,  May  5,  1755,  daughter  of  Dr.  Calefcv 
Rea  and  his  second  wife,  Ruth  (P(»ter)  Rea*. 
daughter  of  Jonathan  and  Lydia  (Tyler)  Poi — 
ter,  of  Wenham,  Massachusetts.  Like  his  dis- 
tinguished son-in-law  Dr.  Rea  was  a  conspicu- 
ous figure  in  the  defence  of  the  American  col- 
onies, although  the  scenes  of  his  militarj' 
life  were  laid  during  the  period  of  |he 
French  and  Indian  war.  In  the  spring  of  1757 
he  removed  from  Gloucester  and  settled  in 
Danvers.  He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Zerrubabel 
and  Margaret  (Rogers)  Rea,  and  of  the  fifth 
generation  from  Daniel  Rea,  who  according  to 
family  tradition  was  born  in  Scotland  and  on 
coming  to  America  lived  first  at  Plymouth. 
where  in  1630  he  purchased  a  garden  plot. 
Soon  afterward  he  removed  to  Massachusetts, 
"for  we  find  him  mentioned  under  date  of 
February  6,  1631,  O.  S.,  in  a  letter  from  Gov- 
ernor Bradford  to  his  contemporary  Winthrop. 
commending  to  the  favorable  notice  of  the  lat- 
ter several  persons  who  had  then  lately  gone 
from  Plymouth  lo  the  Massachusetts  colony." 
The  earhest  field  of  professional  labor  of  Dr. 
Rea  appears  to  have  been  that  part  of  the  old 
town  of  Gloucester  which  after\vard  was  set 
off  to  form  the  town  of  Rockport.

Something  like  thirty  or  forty 
WEBBER     years   ago,   in   the   latter  part 

of  the  last  century,  almost 
every  person  bearing  the  surname  Webber  (or 
Weber)  was  given  to  understand  that  all  of 
the  Webbers  in  America  were  descendants  of 
one  Wolfert  Webber,  deceased,  remotely  of 
Amsterdam,  Holland,  and  as  such  were  enti- 
tled to  share  in  the  distribution  of  vast  estates 
in  lands  and  equally  vast  sums  of  money  in 
both  this  country  and  Europe.  That  there  was 
such  a  man  as  Wolfert  Webber  in  Holland  in 
the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth  century  there 
is  no  doubt,  and  it  is  an  equally  well  settled 
fact  that  the  son  of  this  Wolfert  came  from 
Amsterdam  in  Holland  to  New  Amsterdam 
(New  York)  in  or  about  the  year  1633,  in 
company  with  the  Dutch  Governor  Van 
Twiller. 

In  her  somewhat  voluminous  history  of  New 
York,  published  something  more  than  a  quarter 
of  a  century  ago,  Mrs.  Martha  J.  Lamb  men- 
tions the  original  grant  in  1636  of  the  famous 
Anneke  Jans  estate  and  Trinity  Church  prop- 
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erty  as  being  granted  to  Roelof  Jansen  (or 
Jans),  the  first  husband  of  Anctje  {or  Anneke) 

Jans,  whose  family  name  was  Webber,  and 
comprising  sixty-two  acres  of  land.  It  is 
claimed  that  this  land  originally  was  granted 
to  Wolfert  Webber,  Jr.,  and  by  him  was  sub- 
sequently conveyed  to  his  Aunt  Anneke.  The 
same  writer  also  speaks  of  the  death  of  Roelof 
Jans,  leaving  a  wife  and  several  children,  and

In  this  connection  the  following  extract 
from  Harper's  Weekly  ( November  8,  1873) 
will  he  found  of  interest;  "About  the  middle 
of  the  seventeenth  century  one  Sarah  Webber 
died  in  Holland,  bequeathing  property  then 
valued  at  £36.000  to  her  heirs;  but  the  prop- 
erty was  to  be  invested  at  compound  interest 
until  the  third  generation  thereafter  should 
appear  upon  the  stage  of  life."  In  the  same 
year  a  Chicago  paper  published  the  following 
interesting  article  of  news  bearing  on  the  fam- 
ous Webber  Millions:  "Sarah  and  Wolfert 
Webber  and  Wintie  Sybrants  Brower  died  in 
Holland  in  the  early  part  of  the  seventeenth 
century,  leaving  a  considerable  number  of  heirs 
an<l  a  large  amount  of  property.  They  also 
left  wills  bequeathing  their  possessions  to  their 
heirs,  but  in  the  course  of  a  generation  or  two 
these  important  documents  became  lost  in 
some  of  the  musty  cobweb  courts  of  Dyke- 
Jand-  Recently  and  while  exploraiions  were 
being  made  in  the  interest  of  the  Anneke  Jans 
heirs  (who  it  appears  are  identical  with  the 
Webber  and  Brower  heirs)  the  long  lost  wills 
were  found,  and  it  was  discovered  that  about 
$70,000,000  were  awaiting  lawful  claimants  in 
Holland."

)  John  Lord  Parker,  son  of  Ebenezer 
7),  was  bom  June  7,  1837,  in  Charles- 
[assachusetts.  Besides  the  ancestors 
*d  above,  his  ancestry  has  been  traced 


to  these  immigrants  of  early  colonial  days, 
sketches  of  some  of  whom  are  to  be  found  in 
this  work:  Henry  Adams,  ancestor  of  the 
Presidents  Adams;  Robert  Fletcher,  John 
Keep,  John  Lawrence,  John  Morse,  George 
Bowers,  Matthias  Farnsworth,  John  Prescott, 
and  George  Farr.  On  his  mother's  side  he 
was  a  descendant  of  Valentine  Rowell,  one  of 
the  founders  of  Amesbury,  and  also  of  Han- 
nah Dustin,  the  Haverhill  heroine.  Mr.  Parker 
received  his  education  in  the  public  school.  In 
1843  h^  removed  with  his  parents  to  Woburn, 
and  at  the  age  of  fourteen  entered  the  office 
of  the  Woburn  Journal  as  a  printer's  appren- 
tice, thus  beginning  a  life  work  that  has  been 
followed  for  fifty-six  years.  He  worked  as  a 
printer  in  several  parts  of  New  England  and 
in  the  course  of  his  career  has  been  at  different 
times  the  founder  or  publisher  of  seven  dif- 
ferent newspapers.  In  1880  he  came  to  Lynn 
as  editor  of  the  Lynn  Item,  one  of  the  best 
known  and  most  progressive  newspapers  in  the 
state,  and  has  continued  in  that  capacity  ever 
since.  His  prominence  in  the  newspaper  world 
is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  for  eight  years  he 
was  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Press  As- 
sociation. 

In  1 86 1  he  enlisted  in  Company  F,  Twenty- 
second  Regiment  Massachusetts  Volunteers, 
and  saw  service  in  several  battles,  being 
wounded  and  taken  prisoner  at  Gaines*  Mills, 
Virginia,  and  confined  in  Libby  prison.  After 
his  parole  he  was  taken  to  the  West  Philadel- 
phia hospital,  and  after  a  long  time  there  was 
able  to  rejoin  the  army  and  take  part  in  the 
Centreville  campaign.  In  1864  he  joined  the 
Eleventh  Massachusetts  Volunteers,  was  made 
second  and  later  first  lieutenant  in  command 
of  Company  A.  He  also  served  as  adjutant 
of  the  regiment,  aide  on  the  staff  of  General 
McAllister,  and  acting  assistant  adjutant  gen- 
eral of  the  third  brigade,  third  division,  sec- 
ond army  corps,  and  was  present  at  Lee's 
surrender.  Mr.  Parker  joined  the  Grand  Army 
of  the  Republic  as  charter  member  of  Post  No. 
.^3.  of  Woburn,  November  10,  1867,  and  was 
its  commander  in  1870.  He  transferred  his 
membership  to  Post  No.  5,  Lynn,  and  was 
adjutant  in  1884,  1888  and  1894,  commander 
in  1904.  He  was  junior  vice-commander  in 
1907,  senior  vice  commander  in  1908,  and 
commander  in  1909  of  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment, G.  A.  R.  He  was  president  of 
Essex  county  association  of  the  Grand  Army 
posts  in  1903,  president  of  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of    Union    Survivors    of    Rebel 
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Prisons  in  1903.  and  junior  vice  commander- 
in-chief  of  the  national  body  of  ex-prisoners 
in  1904. 

In  politics  Mr.  Parker  is  a  Republican,  hav- 
ing served  on  many  working  committees  and 
as  an  officer  in  many  conventions.  In  1883  he 
represented  the  nintli  Essex  district  in  the 
legislature.  He  is  at  present  deputy  collector 
of  customs  of  Lynn.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  First  Congregational  Church  in  Woburn, 
and  later  transferred  to  the  Central  Congre- 
gational Church  of  Lynn.  In  each  he  served 
as  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  school,  and 
fur  eight  years  was  a  deacon  of  ihe  latter 
church. 

He  has  published  several  books  and  songs, 
the  "History  of  the  Henry  Wilson  Regiment" 
being  the  most  important  of  the  former,  and 
"We  Old  Boys,"  without  the  singing  of  which 
no  Grand  Army  campfire  is  complete,  of  the 
latter.  He  has  also  earned  considerable  of  a 
reputation  as  a  public  speaker.  He  is  a  Chap- 
ter Mason,  member  of  Ihe  Massachusetts 
Conimandery  of  the  Loyal  Legion,  the  Lynn 
Hi.storical  Society  and  many  other  state  and 
local  organizations  of  a  military,  historical  and 
charitable  nam  re. 

On  June  21,  i860,  Mr.  Parker  married 
Amelia  Jane  Andrew.s,  who  died  suddenly  Sep- 
tember 21,  1904,  after  forty-four  years  of 
marital  happiness.  She  was  a  daughter  of 
Timothy  and  Lydia  Jane  (Taylor)  Andrews, 
Timothy  Andrews  was  a  son  of  Mark  and 
Polly  (Ross)  Andrews,  and  grandson  of  Amos 
and  Joanna  (Bumham)  Andrews.  Polly  Ross, 
wife  of  Mark  Andrews,  was  a  daughter  of 
Timothy  Ross,  soldier  of  the  American  revolu- 
tion, and  who  married  Mary  Burnham.  Lydia 
Jane  Taylor,  wife  of  Timothy  Andrews,  was 
a  daughter  of  Gordon  and  DoUy  (Robie)  Tay- 
lor, and  granddaughter  on  her  father's  side  of 
Joseph  and  Lydia  (Ryan)  Taylor,  Dolly 
Robie,  wife  of  Gordon  Taylor,  was  a  daugh- 
ter of  Samuel  Robie,  soldier  of  the  American 
revolution,  and  who  married  Dorothy 
Worlhen.

(IX)  Horace  Rowell  Parker,  second  son 
and  child  of  John  Lord  and  Amelia  Jane  (An- 
drews) Parker,  was  bom  in  Woburn,  Massa- 
chusetts, January  14,  1871. 

Mr,  Parker  was  educated  in  public  schools 
in  Woburn  and  Lynn,  graduating  from  Ingalls 
grammar  school,  Lynn,  class  of  '84,  and  from 
the  classical  high  school,  Lj-nn,  class  of  '88, 
His  first  introduction  to  business  life  after  the 
completion  of  his  school  days  came  August 
2,  1888,  when  he  was  tendered  a  position  as 
office  boy  in  the  office  of  Mr.  R.  E.  Eavenson, 
then  superintendent  of  the  eastern  division  of 
the  New  York  &  New  England  railroad  at 
Boston.  This  position  it  was  understood  was 
to  be  merely  temporary,  for  a  month  at  the 
longest,  but  the  months  came  and  went,  and 
as  his  predecessor  did  not  return  the  boy 
plodded  on.  At  last  an  imperative  order  from 
headquarters  gave  instructions  for  reductions 
all  along  the  line,  and  the  long  expected  notice 
came.  On  the  day  that  it  was  to  go  into  effect, 
however,  the  superintendent  notified  Ihe  young 
man  that  his  work  had  been  so  satisfactory  that 
he  would  not  allow  him  to  go  until  he  had 
found  him  another  place,  and  so  it  was  tliat  oa 
December  15,  1889,  the  office  boy  became  a 
clerk  in  the  car  service  office  at  more  wages 
than  before.  Eight  months  later  there  came 
another  transfer  and  promotion,  when  the 
superintendent  of  the  western  division,  Charles 
N,  Chevalier,  drafted  him  a.s  time  clerk  at  his 
headquarters  in  Hartford,  Connecticut.  Here 
again  the  superintendent  kept  a  watchful  eye 
on  the  young  man,  and  when  Mr.  Chevalier 
was  transferred  to  Boston  he  took  his  clerk 
with  him,  and  still  later  brought  him  back  to 
Hartford  again.  When  Superintendent  Cheva- 
lier retired  and  went  to  Peru,  he  offered  youi^ 
Parker  a  position  in  that  foreign  country,  but 
home  ties  were  stronger,  and  the  offer  was 
declined.  A  later  offer  to  go  to  Birmingham. 
Alabama,  also  was  declined.  From  this  time 
until  February  15,  1894,  Mr.  Parker  remained 
at  the  office  of  the  superintendent  at  Hartford. 
and  later  at  East  Hartford,  Connectinit,  as 
assistant  chief  and  then  chief  clerk,  which 
fatter  position  he  filled  tlirough  many  and 
varied  changes  in  administration,  finally  resign- 
ing on  that  date  and  returning  to  the  parental 
roof  in  Lynn.

This  posi- 
ic  was  obliged  to  relinquish  upon  his 
al  to  Hartford  during  the  same  year, 
as  never  a  member  of  a  strictly  active 


military  organization,  but  during  the  last  year 
of  his  school  days  he  was  one  of  those  who 
took  an  active  part  in  the  formation  of  the  Lynn 
high  school  battalion,  which  was  organized  in 
the  spring  of  1888,  and  included  pupils  of  both 
the  classical  and  the  English  high  school.  At 
the  first  election  of  officers  he  was  unanimously 
chosen  as  captain  of  Company  C,  and  as  such 
served  until  his  graduation  in  June  of  the  same 
year.

of  the  Twenty-second  Regiment  Association. 
He  is  also  a  member,  ex-president  and  ex-sec- 
retary of  the  Swampscott  Club,  Swampscott, 
and  of  the  Men's  Club,  Church  of  the  Holy 
Name,  Swampscott. 

Soon  after  the  Swampscott  Club  was  organ- 
ized at  Swampscott,  in  1898,  Mr.  Parker,  who 
was  then  covering  the  town  in  a  reportorial 
capacity,  for  the  Lynn  Item,  was  enrolled  on 
the  list  of  members,  and  at  once  became  an 
active  participant  and  worker  for  its  welfare. 
After  serving  on  many  important  committees 
he  was  chosen  president  of  the  club,  an  office 
which  he  filled  for  two  years  with  credit  to 
himself  and  success  for  the  organization.  His 
retirement  from  the  presidency  did  not  sever 
his  interest,  and  for  nearly  ten  years  every 
important  event  found  him  ready,  and  he  was 
gladly  welcomed  to  a  place  on  the  guiding  com- 
mittee. He  was  at  the  head  of  the  club  at  the 
time  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  incorpor- 
ation of  the  town  of  Swampscott,  and  the 
part  that  the  Swampscott  Club  played  in  that 
event  will  remain  a  matter  of  history.  On 
that  occasion  not  only  did  he  introduce  the 
only  electrical  display  in  the  town,  but  as  the 
head  of  a  committee  of  three  he  arranged  a 
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display  of  fireworks  which  being  set  off  from 
a  float  anchored  in  Swampscott  bay,  was  wit- 
nessed by  a  vast  concourse  of  people,  so  dense 
that  vehicular  travel  was  an  impossibility  for 
fully  two  hours.  Mr.  Parker's  greatest  suc- 
cesses in  clubdom  have  been  made  along 
theatrical  lines,  and  in  that  field  of  endeavor 
he  always  has  been  considered  ihe  leader. 
With  a  ready  wit  and  fruitful  pen  he  has  been 
able  to  bring  to  the  Swampscott  Club  a  reputa- 
tion of  more  than  ordinary  strength  for  pro- 
ducing enjoyable  amateur  theatricals.  Start- 
ing with  parodies  on  popular  songs,  Mr, 
Parker  wrote,  in  1903.  a  very  successful  two 
act  farce,  "A  Trip  to  Cuba,"  which  was  put  on 
by  the  club  and  proved  a  very  gratifying  suc- 
cess. In  1907  he  wrote  and  produced  the 
"House  Warmers,"  which  was  even  more  suc- 
cessful than  its  predecessor  and  which  has 
been  produced  by  other  organizations.  His 
attempts  in  this  line,  however,  have  been  only 
for  the  benefit  and  success  of  the  Swampscolt 
Club.  In  1905  he  was  again  called  to  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  club,  and  for  a  year 
and  a  half  served  as  secretary.  Since  then  he 
has  been  content  lo  be  relieved  of  the  strain 
of  active  duties,  but  his  advice  is  still  eagerly 
sought.  Of  the  other  clubs  and  social  organi- 
zations of  which  he  is  a  member,  Mr.  Parker 
has  taken  no  active  official  part,  but  has  kept 
up  a  keen  and  intelligent  interest  in  their 
afl'airs.  There  is,  however,  one  single  excep- 
tion, and  that  the  Lynn  Press  Club,  which  had 
a  short  but  eventful  life  from  189810  1902,  and 
in  which  he  served  as  a  member  of  the  board 
of  directors  and  house  committee  and  helped 
make  the  organization  a  worthy  one  in  the 
social  life  of  the  community  during  its  exist- 
ence. He  is  a  member  of  the  Central  Congre- 
gational Church  of  Lynn,  and  his  wife  is  a 
churchwoman,  a  communicant  of  Ihe  f-loly 
Name  Church  (Protestant  Episcopal)  of 
Swampscott.

tin  James  Edwards,  son  of  James  Ed- 
wards (i).  was  born  in  Quincy,  Massachu- 
setts, March  9,  1829.  His  educational  training 
was  limited  to  the  public  schools.  During  his 
early  manhood  years  he  was  taught  habits  of 
industry  and  economy,  being  part  of  the  time 
engaged  at  learning  bootmaking,  and  at  inter- 
vals assisting  his  father  in  the  granite  quarries, 
one  of  the  leading  industries  at  Quincy.  In 
1849,  before  having  attained  his  majoritj', 
being  ambitious  to  succeed  in  life,  he  embarked 
with  other  Quincy  men  boiuid  for  the  Cali- 
fornia gold-fields,  via  Cape  Horn.  He  did  not 
however  remain  long  in  California,  and  return- 
ed lo  Quincy.  Not  realizing  the  goal  of  his 
ambition  here  in  his  native  place,  he  again 
returned  to  the  Pacific  coast  during  the  eady 
fifties.  This  lime  Mr.  Edwards  again  sailed 
around  Cape  Horn,  in  a  small  schooner,  arriv- 
ing safely  at  his  destination.  He  again  soon 
returned  to  Quincy.  He  did  not  remain  long  j 
idle,  and  became  engaged  in  the  leather  busi- 
ness in  Boston,  in  the  employ  of  Rodgers, 
Johnson  &  Thompson,  where  he  remained  until 
the  retirement  of  Mr.  Rodgers  from  the  finn 
in  1862,  w(fen  Mr.  Edwards  succeeded  Mr. 
Rodgers  in  the  firm,  and  the  firm's  interests 
were  conducted  under  the  name  of  Johnson 
&  Thompson.  Mr.  Edwards  continued  his 
interests  in  the  last  named  firm  until  1864, 
when  he  became  associated  in  partnership  witfi 
William  Querin,  under  the  firm  name  of 
Querin  &  Edwards.  This  arrangement  was 
successfully  continued  up  to  1876,  when  Mr. 
Edwards  allied  his  interests  in  the  leather 
trade  with  George  A.  Brackett.  under  the  finn 
name  of  Edwards  &  Brackett,  which  was  sue- 
cessfnlly  continued  up  to  1884,  when  Mr.  Ed- 
wards practically  retired  from  the  leatbef 
trade.  During  his  long  and  active  career  in 
one  of  the  most  important  industries  in  Bos- 
ton, Mr.  Edwards  became  well  and  extensively 
known  in  commercial  circles,  and  everj-where 
he  was  highly  regarded  for  his  honorable  and 
straightforward  methods  in  all  his  business 
transactions.     Mr.  Edwards  had  to  a  remark-

(I)  Samuel  Bass,  immigrant  ancestor  of  all 
of  this  name  in  New  England,  was  born  in 
England  in  1600.  He  came  to  New  England 
with  his  wife  Anne  about  1630  and  settled 
first  in  Boston.  He  was  among  the  earliest 
members  of  the  Roxbury  church,  which  was 
organized  in  1632.  He  lived  near  Hog  Bridge, 
Roxbury.  He  removed  to  Braintree  in  1640 
and  became  one  of  the  leading  citizens.  He 
was  admitted  a  freeman  May  14,  1634;  was 
elected  the  first  deacon  of  the  church  at  Brain- 
tree,  and  filled  that  office  fifty  years.  He  was 
elected  deputy  to  the  general  court  in  1641, 
and  for  twelve  years  in  all,  represented  the 
town  in  the  legislature.  He  had  a  strong 
character  and  vigorous  mind,  and  was  for 
many  years  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  the 
town.  He  died  December  30,  1694,  aged  nine- 
ty-four, at  Braintree,  and  the  statement  is 
made  in  the  town  records  at  the  time  of  his 
death  that  he  was  father,  grandfather  and 
great-grandfather  of  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  persons.

The  family  of  Woodbury, 

WOODBURY    of  which  John  P.  Wood- 

bury  is  a  representative 
member,  was  among  the  earliest  settlers  of 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  locating  there  in  1624, 
and  the  line  is  traced  through  seven  genera- 
tions down  to  John  P.  Woodbury.  John 
Woodbury,  pioneer  settler,  held  the  first  (^cial 
appointment  in  the  old  Colonial  records. 

John  Woodbuty,  a  descendant  of  the  immi- 
grant, and  grandfather  of  John  P.  Woodbury, 
came  to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  in  1820.  He 
was  a  skillful  master  shipwright  and  carpenter, 
and  the  first  in  this  part  of  the  country  to 
introduce  the  square  rule  in  framing  build- 
ings. He  married  and  was  the  father  of  five 
sons — Jepthah  P.,  Seth  D.,  Joseph  P.  and 
James  A. — ^who  became  prominent  as  business 
men  in  Lynn,  the  last  two  especially  as  invent- 
ors, and  John,  the  eldest,  see  forward. 

Rev.  /ohn  Woodbury,  eldest  son  of  John 
Woodbury,  and  father  of  jfohn  P.  Woodbury, 
was  bom  at  Beverly.  His  early  years  were 
spent  in  various  New  England  towns,  where 
he  acquired  a  practical  education,  and  later 
pursued  a  course  in  theology,  and  was  first 
settled  as  a  Baptist  clergyman  at  Northfield, 
Massachusetts.  Later  he  was  changed  from 
time  to  time  to  other  New  England  parishes, 
in  all  of  which  he  performed  his  duties  in  a 
conscientious  and  efficient  manner,  striving  to 
do  his  Master's  will.  He  was  a  man  of  liberal 
views,  devoted  to  his  chosen  life  work,  but  in 
1850  his  health  compelled  him  to  retire  from 
the  ministry.  He  married  Myra  Page,  of 
Atkinson;  children:  John  P.,  see  forward. 
M.  Josephine,  widow  of  Matthew  J.  Plum- 
stead;  the  latter  died  in  Lynn,  February, 
1908;  one  child,  Winifred,  wife  of  Charles  E. 
Warner,  of  East  Haddam,  Connecticut. 

John  P.  Woodbury,  only  son  of  Rev.  John 
and  Myra  (Page)  Woodbury,  was  born  in 
Atkinson,  New  Hampshire,  May  24,  1827. 
His  boyhood  was  spent  in  the  various  New 
England  towns  in  which  his  father  was  located, 
and  in  addition  to  a  common  school  education 
he  had  the  advantage  of  three  years  study  at 
the  Hancock  (New  Hampshire)  Literary  and 
Scientific  Institution,  of  which  his  father  was 
a  trustee.  At  the  age  of  thirteen  years  he 
was  employed  for  six  months  on  one  of  the 


most  sterile  farms  in  New  England,  at  the  foot 
of  old  Monadnock,  and  subsequently  he 
entered  the  office  of  the  Keene  (New  Hanqp- 
shire)  Sentinel  and  soon  became  a  thorough 
and  practical  compositor.  The  following  year^ 
having  a  taste  for  mechanical  employment,  he 
went  to  Bangor,  Maine,  and  spent  three  years 
of  hard  work  in  acquiring  a  thorough  knowl- 
edge of  various  wood  working  trades.  He 
then  came  to  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  and  was 
employed  for  a*  year  as  journeyman  cabinet- 
maker in  the  factory  of  Seth  D.  Woodbury, 
which  stood  on  the  present  site  of  the  Bc^ston, 
Revere  Beach  &  Lynn  railroad  station.  The 
following  year  he  became  the  confidential 
clerk  of  Joseph  P.  Woodbury,  and  in  1849-50 
visited  Buffalo  and  the  principal  cities  of  the 
west  in  connection  with  patent  business.  He 
was  in  Washington,  D.  C,  in  the  si»'ing  of 
1850,  spending  nearly  six  months  in  the  senate, 
while  the  famous  Missouri  Compromise  bill 
was  before  congress,  and  he  heard  the  ques- 
tions which  led  to  the  dvil  war  being  discussed 
by  Qay,  Webster,  Calhoun  and  many  other  dis- 
tinguished members  of  congress.  On  his  retura 
he  became  a  partner  of  Jepthah  P.  Woodbury 
in  the  lumber  and  building  business,  which  was 
carried  on  at  the  commercial  wharf  at  the  foot 
of  Commercial  street,  Lynn.  In  1854  he  dis- 
posed of  his  interest  in  the  lumber  business 
and  established  himself  in  the  real  estate  and 
insurance  business,  being  the  pioneer  in  this 
line  in  the  city  of  Lynn,  and  by  steady  and 
close  application  he  obtained  the  confidence 
of  his  fellow  citizens  and  succeeded  in  estab- 
lishing the  largest  business  of  its  kind  in  Essex 
county ;  in  fact  only  two  insurance  offices  in 
the  state  made  larger  returns  to  the  insurance 
commissions.  Mr.  Woodbury's  firm  belief  in 
the  future  of  Lynn  led  him  to  invest  all  his 
savings  in  real  estate,  and  in  1867,  after  a 
quarter  of  a  century  of  labor,  he  sold  his  busi- 
ness, which  had  become  the  largest  outside  of 
Boston,  and  with  his  family  enjoyed  a  well- 
earned  holiday  in  Europe.  Seven  months 
were  spent  in  Paris,  France,  at  the  time  when 
Napoleon  III,  then  in  the  height  of  his  glory, 
was  entertaining  the  crowned  heads  of  the 
world,  and  making  Paris  the  most  brilliant 
capital  of  Europe.  The  remainder  of  the  year 
was  spent  in  visiting  the  principal  cities  of  the 
Continent,  including  Naples,  Sorrento,  and 
other  cities  in  southern  Italy.  On  his  return 
to  his  native  land,  Mr.  Woodbury  accepted  the

of  John  Woodbury,  the

mond. Philip,  father  of  Philip  Hammond, 
was  baptized  at  Marblehead,  July  18,  1742. 
and  during  the  revolution  was  a  private  in 
Captain  Joseph  Thompson's  company  of  Lieu- 
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tenant  Colonel  Nixon's  fourth  Massachusetts 
regiment,  which  was  stationed  at  North  Castle 
in  November,  1776.  He  married,  January  i, 
1765,  Hannah  Green,  and  had  three  children: 
1.  Philip,  baptized  October  13,  1765.  2.  Han- 
nah, baptized  November  i,  1767.  3.  Mary, 
baptized  September  17,  1769.  Philip  Ham- 
mond, father  of  Philip  Hammond  last  men- 
tioned, and  grandfather  of  Philip  Hammond, 
was  born  about  17 10,  but  his  birthplace  and 
names  of  his  parents  are  not  known.

Captain  Mark  Woodbury  came  of  a 
family  of  mariners,  and  he  himself  was  master 
and  owner  of  a  sloop  engaged  in  the  freighting 
trade  between  Marblehead,  Ipswich  and  Dan- 
vers and  the  port  of  Boston.  It  is  more  than 
probable  too  that  he  traded  in  the  West  Indies 
and  possibly  sailed  some  foreign  voyages.  He 
carried  in  his  sloop  from  Danvers  to  Boston 
the  brick  used  in  the  construction  of  Perkins 
Institute  for  the  Blind,  and  at  that  time  could 
sail  his  vessel  close  up  to  the  site  of  the  build- 
ing. 

(VI)  Captain  Mark  Woodbury,  son  and 
fourth  child  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Patch) 
Woodbury,  born  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  Au- 
gust 31,  1765,  was  a  mariner  of  wide  reputa- 
tion and  Qiany  years  service  in  the  foreign 
trade.  With  his  brother  Freeborn,  also  a  mar- 
iner, he  built  a  large  house  on  Hale  street  in 
Beverly,  and  so  arranged  it  that  each  of  their 
families  could  occupy  it  during  the  absence 


of  the  captains  on  foreign  voyages.  During 
the  later  years  of  his  life,  after  he  quit  the  sea. 
Captain  Woodbury  settled  down  to  the  habits 
of  a  landsman  and  did  a  little  farming.  His 
wife,  whom  he  married  March  20,  1790,  was 
Anna  Lovett,  and  by  her  he  had  three  chil- 
dren: I.  Mark,  born  December  5,  1791.  2. 
Nancy,  born  October  2^^  ^797-  3-  Orpha, 
born  September  18,  1799. 

(VII)  Captain  Mark  Woodbury,  only  son 
and  eldest  child  of  Mark  and  Anna  (Lovett) 
Woodbury,  born  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  De- 
cember 5,  1791,  died  there  October  9,  1866. 
Like  his  father  he  was  a  seafaring  man,  mar- 
iner and  captain  of  a  vessel  engaged  in  the 
foreign  trade  for  many  years,  and  when  he 
quit  the  sea  he  also  took  up  farming  as  a 
vocation  during  the  later  years  of  his  life.  He 
appears  also  to  have  taken  some  interest  in 
town  affairs  and  held  minor  offices,  such  as 
surveyor  of  highways.  In  politics  he  orginally 
was  a  Whig  and  later  became  a  Republican. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  Dane  Street  Congre- 
gational Church.  On  April  20,  1820,  Captain 
Woodbury  married  Hannah  Hammond,  born 
July  15,  1799,  daughter  of  Philip  and  Mehit- 
able (Woodbury)  Hammond,  of  both  of 
whom  mention  is  made  in  preceding  para- 
graphs. Mark  and  Hannah  (Hammond) 
Woodbury  had  nine  children:  i.  Orpha  A., 
born  January  7,  182 1.

(VIII)  Mehitable  Frances  Woodbury, 
(laughter  and  eighth  child  of  Captain  Mark 
and  Hannah  (Hammond)  Woodbury,  born 
Beverly,  Massachusetts,  May  29,  1837,  mar- 
ried, April  7,  1863,  Nathaniel  W.  Black,  bom 
Beverly.  October  24,  183 1,  died  there  June 
26,  1880.  Mr.  Black  was  brought  up  in  Bev- 
erly, educated  in  the  town  schools  and  early 
took  to  the  sea.  When  a  young  man  he  proved 
himself  a  capable  navigator  and  was  made 
mate  of  a  large  vessel.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  war  of  1861-65  he  entered  the  naval  ser- 
vice and  was  acting  ensign  throughout  the 
term  of  his  enlistment.  After  his  return  home 
he  took  up  work  as  a  carpenter  and  was  so 
employed  when  he  received  a  call  to  re-enter 
the  naval  service  for  an  extended  voyage  to 
foreign  ports  in  both  Europe  and  the  far  east, 
including  many  of  the  Pacific  ocean  islands. 
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The  voyage  covered  a  period  o£  eighteen 
months  and  was  one  of  much  interest  to  the 
young  sailorman. 

Mr.  Black's  father  was  Nathaniel  Black, 
Jr..  who  was  baptized  November  29,  1801,  and 
married,  December  7,  1824,  Mary  Ford.  Na- 
thaniel Black,  Jr..  was  a  son  of  Nathaniel 
Black,  who  was  baptized  January  15,  1765, 
and  married,  May  19,  1786,  Anna  Woodbury. 
Nathaniel  Black  last  mentioned  was  a  son  of 
Benjamin  Black,  who  was  born  in  Beverly, 
March  27,  1738,  and  married,  January  30, 
1758,  Anna  Leach.  Benjamin  Black  was  a 
son  of  Nathaniel  Black,  who  was  born  in 
Beverly,  March  18,  1709-10,  and  married, 
March  13,  1734,  Mary  Ober.  Nathaniel  Black 
last  ntentioned  was  a  son  of  Nathaniel  Black, 
whose  wife's  name  was  Elizabeth. 

Anna  Woodbury,  who  married  Nathaniel 
Black,  mentioned  in  the  last  paragraph,  was 
born  in  Beverly,  April  6,  1762,  and  was  a 
daughter  of  Nathaniel  Woodbury,  born  April 

I,  1720,  died  December  24,  1805,  and  married, 
September  24,  1747,  Abigail  Dike,  baptized 
February  6,  1720-21,  daughter  of  Benjamin 
and  Anna  Dike.  Nathaniel  Woodbury  was  a 
son  of  Jonathan  Woodbury  (4),  and  brother 
of  Cornelius  Woodbury,  whose  second  wife 
was  Jerusha  Thorndike.  Among  the  children 
of  Cornelius  and  Jerusha  (Thorndike)  Wood- 
bury was  a  daughter  Mehitable,  who  married 
Philip  Hammond  and  had  a  daughter  Hannah, 
who  married  Mark  Woodbury  and  had  a 
daughter,  Mehitable  Frances  Woodbury,  who 
became  the  wife  of  Nathaniel  Black.

In 
the  town  he  held  the  office  of  poundkeeper, 
the  duties  of  which  could  be  performed  by 
members  of  his  household  as  well  as  by  him- 
sel  f.  He  was  a  member  of  the  old  South  Qiurch, 
regular  in  his  attendance  at  service  and  his 
daily  life  was  entirely  consistent  with  his 
religious  professions.  And  he  was  a  sturdy 
adherent  to  the  principles  of  democracy  as 
expounded  by  Thomas  Jefferson  and  he  held 
to  them  so  long  as  he  lived.  He  married  Han- 
nah West  Wales,  born  November  17,  1812, 
daugliter  of  Captain  John  and  Mary  Wales. 
They  had  eight  children :  Levi  Jackson,  bom 
December  20,  1832;  John,  born  June  27,  1835. 
a  soldier  of  the  civil  war,  killed  in  battle  at 
Spotlsylvania  Court  House.  Virginia;  Francis 
\\'ales,  born  April  13,  1837;  Byron  Austin. 
born  .August  3,  1839;  Josephine,  bom  June 
27.  1842,  married  Benjamin  Grant:  Richard

(Vni)  Levi  Jackson  Woodbury,  son  of 
Levi  and  Hannah  West  (Wales)  Woodbury, 
was  born  in  Beverly,  Massachusetts,  Decem- 
ber 20,  i8j2,  and  during  the  earlier  part  of  iiij 
life  followed  the  sea.  Later  on  he  took  up  ' 
shoemaking,  not  as  a  cordwainer,  however, 
but  as  a  manufacturer,  although  for  several 
years  he  did  business  in  a  limited  way.

The  partners  comprising  this  finn 
are  George  Millett,  Levi  Jackson  Woodbury 
and  his  son,  Melville  Woodbury,  all  of  Bev- 
erly, and  V.  G.  Eldridge.  During  the  dvil 
war  Mr.  Woodbury  served  one  year  as  private 
in  Company  E  of  the  Twenty-third  Massa- 
chusetts Infantry.  He  is  a  Grand  Army  nan. 
a  Democrat  in  political  preference  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  congregation  of  the  Unitarian 
church.  He  married  Emily  Woodbury,  boni 
in  Beverly,  a  daughter  of  Joseph  and  Edith 
(Wallace)  Woodbury,  and  a  descendant  of 
William  Woodbury,  younger  brother  of  the 
immigrant,  John  Woodbury,  and  who  came  to 
this  country  sometime  previous  tq  1630.

mouth, New  Hampshire.  He  was  witness  to 
a  deed  in  Kittery  in  1702  and  had  a  grant  of 
fifty  acres  of  land  in  1703.  He  also  acquired 
by  purchase  from  one  Joseph  Smith  of  Dover, 
in  1712,  a  tract  of  fifty-five  acres  of  land  in 
that  part  of  Kittery  which  was  called  "Old 
Eliot"  and  which  soon  afterward  was  set  off 
to  Berwick.  Here  the  Shoreys  settled  and 
lived  for  many  years.  In  1722  Samuel 
Shorey's  only  neighbors  were  Daniel  Furbush 
and  Alexander  Furguson,  and  in  the  three 
families  were  twenty-eight  children.  They 
defended  the  homes  of  each  other  against 
Indian  attack  and  in  case  of  sudden  alarm  they 
all  took  refuge  in  Furbush*s  house.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  sopn  after  the  purchasing  of  the 
land  from  Smith  a  new  house  was  built  by 
Samuel  Shorey,  probably  about  17 14,  and 
which  was  still  standing  a  century  later  and 
then  was  in  possession  of  one  of  his  descend- 
ants. Samuel  Shorey  died  about  1769,  and 
must  have  been  a  very  old  man.  He  married, 
April  29,  1702,  Mary,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  (Thompson)  Rhodes,  and  by  her 
had  nine  children,  all  born  in  Kittery:  i.

(II)  Joseph  Shorey,  youngest  son  and  child 
of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Rhodes)  Shorey,  was 
born  in  Berwick,  (Kittery)  Maine,  December 
29,  1722,  and  died  there  probably  in  the  latter 
part  of  1756.  He  married  Elizabeth,  daughter 
of  James  and  Sarah  Chadbourne.  She  survived 
him  and  is  said  to  have  married,  in  1760,  Jo- 
seph Libby.  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  (Chad- 
bourne)  Shorey  had  four  children,  born  in 
South  Berwick,  and  baptized  as  follows:  I. 
Elizabeth,  May  13,  1752.  2.  Lydia,  May  13, 
1752.  3.  Mehitable,  November  18,  1754.  4. 
John,  August  II,  1756. 

(III)  John  Shorey,  son  of  Joseph  and  Eliz- 
abeth (Chadbourne)  Shorey,  was  born  in  Ber- 
wick sometime  between  the  years  1750  and 
1756,  and  lived  to  be  one  hundred  and  one 
years  old.  He  spent  the  early  part  of  his  life 
in  Berwick,  then  lived  for  a  time  in  Wolf- 
borough,  New  Hampshire,  afterward  returned 
to  Maine,  but  later  returned  to  New  Hamp- 
shire and  died  there.  He  was  a  farmer  and 
ship  carpenter,  and  also  a  soldier  of  the  revo- 
lution. The  records  show  that  John  Shorey 
enlisted  May  5,  1775,  as  private  in  Captain 
Philip  Hubbard's  company  of  Colonel  James 
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Scammon's  thirtieth  regiment,  and  was  dis- 
charged August  I,  1775 ;  service,  three  months 
four  days ;  received  order  for  money  in  lieu  of 
bounty  coat,  December  21,  1775.  He  enlisted 
May  I,  1777,  as  private  in  Colonel  Calvin 
Smith's  thirteenth  regiment  of  the  continental 
I  army,  and  was  in  service  to  February  i, 
■1780;  also  private  in  Captain  Daniel  Pills- 
bury's  company  of  Colonel  Edward  Wiggle- 
worth's  regiment,  service  in  the  continental 
army,  three  years.  It  is  said  that  during 
his  service  in  the  continental  army  John 
Shorey  was  for  a  part  of  the  time  an  aide 
or  attendant  lo  General  Washington,  He 
was  present  at  battle  of  Bunker  Hill.  In 
1796  John  Shorey  went  to  Wolfborough, 
New  Hampshire,  and  bought  one  of  the  fifty 
..acre  lots  on  Pinehill  which  originally  had  been 

framed  by  Paul  March  {or  Marsh)  to  the 
rst  six  settlers  on  the  main  road,  each  of 
whom  was  entitled  to  one  hundred  and  6fty 
acces.  This  land  was  bought  by  John  Shorey 
frcnn  Abigail,  widow  of  Thomas  Piper.  They 
prcAably  were  the  parents  of  Mr.  Shorey's 
wife,  whose  family  name  was  Piper.  John 
Shorey's  children  were:  John,  Lyford  (who 
lived  to  the  age  of  ninety-five  years),  Joseph 
and  Mary. 

(IV)  Joseph  Shorey,    son    of   John    and 

(Piper)  Shorey,  was  bom  in  Berwick, 

Maine,  June  15,  1792,  and  was  four  years  pld 
when  his  father  left  that  town  and  took  up 
his  residence  in  Wolfborough,  New  Hamp- 
shire. He  attended  the  town  schools  which 
during  his  boyhood  offered  little  more  than 
the  elements  of  an  education,  but  fortunately 
he  possessed  a  naturally  studious  mind  and 
gave  much  time  to  study  after  leaving  school. 
At  all  events  he  was  considered  a  good  teacher 
and  when  a  young  man  was  employed  in  teach- 
ing several  terms  of  winter  school.  He  doubt- 
less was  something  of  a  mechanic,  for  the 
"History  of  Wolfborough"  mentions  that  he 
made  the  "watering-trough"  which  is  still 
standing  by  the  side  of  the  road  near  the 
Shorey  home  now  over  a  century  old.  While 
a  young  man  he  went  from  Wolfborough 
down  into  Maine  and  settled  in  Jonesborough 
and  for  several  years  was  a  leading  man  in 
that  town.  He  was  a  land  surveyor,  tavern 
keeper,  justice  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  latter 
capacity  is  said  to  have  performed  nearly  all 
the  marriage  ceremonies  of  the  locahty  so 
long  as  he  lived  there.  He  also  was  a  man  of 
good  business  capacity  both  for  himself  and 
the  town,  for  he  was  chosen  to  some  important 
office  nearly  every  year.     About  1830  he  re- 


turned to  Wolfborough,  remained  the 
few  years  and  carried  on  the  old  home: 
farm,  later  moved  to  Tuftonborough,  w 
he  was  a  farmer,  and  in  1838  removed 
his  family  to  Lynn,  where  he  died  Jui

(V)  John  Langdon  Shorey,  ddest  wpa 
child  of  Joseph  and  Sylvia  Howland  (E 
Shorey,  was  bom  in  Jtmesboroi^,  IC 
May  I,  1820,  but  has  spent  tiie  greatfTpK 
his  long  and  useful  life  in  Lyim,  Hastt 
setts,  and  its  vicinity.  As  a  boy  be  was 
to  the  district  school  in  Wolfeborongfa,  w 
his  father  then  lived,  but  his  educatioa'Wa 
ceived  in  the  tAd  Lynn  Academy,  under 
instruction  of  Jact^  Ba^elder,  master.  .^ 
leaving  school  he  turned  his  attention  to  te 
ing,  first  in  Lynnfield,  afterward  in  Peal 
later  in  the  public  school  in  old  ward  i,  L 
and  later  in  ward  3,  fifteen  years.  It  ma 
said,  however,  that  when  Mr.  Shorey  h 
teaching  school  it  was  not  his  purpose  to  n 
pedagogy  his  profession  and  life  work,  ft 
that  time  he  was  determined  to  enter  the  n 
cal  profession  and  had  begun  a  course  of  s 
preparatory  to  that  end ;  and  while  he  enji 
the  life  of  the  schoolmaster  and  proved  I 
the  outset  a  successful  teacher,  that  occ 
tion  was  only  a  means  of  supporting  bin 
and  earning  the  money  necessary  to  tal 
medical  college  course.  But  in  the  cours 
time  he  abandoned  the  idea  of  entering 
medical  profession  and  then  gave  his  w 
attention  to  pedagogical  work  with  gr< 
earnestness  than  ever  before.  In  1841 
Shorey  became  master  of  the  school  at  V 
End,  Lynn,  and  taught  there  for  the  nexl 
teen  years,  and  during  that  period  thert 
in  the  classes  many  boys  who  afterward 
came  prominent  factors  in  the  civil  and  ir 
trial  life  of  the  city.

Be  kind  and  pleasant  your- 
nd  those  whom  you  meet  will  be  the 
This  Sunday  school  had  been  carried 
twelve  years  when  I  became  superin- 
and  had  had  already  two  superintend- 


ents, Mr.  Edwin  Thompson  and  James  M. 
Sargent.  I  was  teacher  during  Mr.  Sargent's 
term  of  service.  The  school  was  much  smaller 
than  it  is  now,  but  we  had  some  good  workers. 
I  remember  we  started  the  first  Christmas 
tree  in  the  city  for  this  Sunday  school.  I  re- 
member that,  and  I  am  glad  I  do,  for  it  made 
so  many  children  happy,  and  it  is  a  pleasant 
memory  now  I  am  old.  Brother  W.  A.  Kelley 
was  Santa  Claus,  and  he  made  a  good  one. 
Rev.  E.  G.  Brooks  was  our  pastor  then,  and  he 
had  some  fear  that  some  of  the  parents  would 
not  be  able  to  make  a  present,  and  we  wanted 
every  child  to  have  something  on  the  tree.  So 
the  ladies  arranged,  as  they  always  do  it,  and 
every  child  received  a  present.  Santa  Claus 
was  dressed  in  characteristic  costume,  which 
he  carried  out  finely.  Not  a  child  knew  him, 
but  he  knew  all  the  children,  and  made  it  a 
happy,  merry  Christmas  to  them  all,  as  well 
as  to  the  audience.  We  set  the  Christmas  tree 
ball  rolling,  and  after  that  all  the  churches  in 
the  city  had  Christmas  trees." 

On  September  24,  1844,  Mr.  Shorey  mar- 
ried Sarah  Batchelder  Newhall,  of  Lynn, 
daughter  of  Joseph  and  Adeline  (Batchelder) 
Newhall.  For  many  years  Joseph  Newhall 
was  identified  with  the  business  history  of 
Lynn,  was  a  contracting  stone  mason,  and 
resided  on  the  same  spot  where  Mr. 
Shorey  now  lives.  Mrs.  Shorey  herself 
was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the 
Lynn  school  committee,  and  after  marriage 
gave  valuable  assistance  to  her  husband  [n  his 
work  as  teacher.  Two  children  were  born  of 
their  marriage:  i.  Mary  Ada,  born  in  L)mn, 
October  7,  1846,  died  August  16,  1848.  2. 
George  Langdon,  born  in  Lynn,  April  11, 
1849,  lawyer,  member  of  the  Boston  bar ;  mar- 
ried Mary  F.  Alley,  who  died  1907,  leaving 
two  children:  John  A.,  married  Nellie  Har- 
rington, and  George  N.,  lawyer,  who  lives  in 
Alabama. 


Wood  or  Woods  is  a  surname  of 
WOOD     ancient   English   origin,   and  had 

its  origin  in  designating  some 
men  from  their  residence  near  woods.  At- 
wood  and  Bywood  are  forms  of  the  same 
name.  The  surname  Hill  is  of  similar  origin, 
and  perhaps  quite  as  generally  used.  Other 
surnames  formed  in  this  way  are  Pond,  Riv- 
ers, Lake,  Bridge,  etc.  The  medieval  spelling 
of  this  surname  was  Atte  Wode,  afterwards 
softened  to  A'lvood.  Even  since  the  immi- 
grants came  to  this  country  with  the  early  set- 
tlers at  Plymouth  we  find  Wood  and  Atwood 
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used  interchangeably.  Almost  every  con- 
ceivable Wood  ill  England  surname  some 
family  back  in  the  tenth,  eleventh  or  twelfth 
centuries,  and  hence  the  multitude  bearing  the 
name.  In  Domesday  Book  the  name  is  found 
in  the  Latin  form  De  Silva,  in  county  Suffolk. 
In  the  Hundred  Rolls  the  forms  de  la  Wode, 
In  le  Wode  and  Ate  Wode  are  found.  Many 
famous  men  in  England  and  .\merica  have  be- 
longed to  the  Wood  family.  In  England  and 
Scolland  one  hundred  different  coats-of-arms 
belong  to  the  various  Wood  families.  A 
branch  of  the  Scotch  Wood  family  is  numer- 
ous in  Ireland.  There  is  a  general  similarity 
of  design  in  the  armorials  of  many  of  these 
families  that  indicate  common  ancestry  at  some 
remote  period.  The  Derbyshire  family  coat- 
of-arms ;  Azure  three  naked  savages  proper, 
each  holding  in  the  de.\ter  hand  a  shield  ar- 
gent charged  with  a  cross  gules,  and  in  the 
sinister  a  club  resting  on  the  naked  hand 
proper.  Crest :  .An  oak  tree  proper  acorncd  or. 
Many  are  like  this  old  one.  The  families  bear- 
ing arms  and  the  surname  Wood  are  numer- 
ous in  Devonshire.  Gloucestershire.  Kent  and 
Middlesex.  Thomas  Wood,  chief  justice  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  in  1501  had 
these  arms:  Gules  semee  of  crosses  crosslet 
filchee  argent  Ihree  demi-woodmen  holding 
clubs  proper.  Note  the  resemblance  in  design 
to  the  other.  Viscount  Halifax  bears:  Azure 
three  naked  savages  ambulant  in  fess  proper,  in 
the  dexter  hand  of  each  a  shield  argent  charged  . 
with  a  cross  gides.  in  the  sinister,  a  club  rest- 
ing on  the  shoulder  also  proper,  on  a  canton 
ermine  three  lozenges  conjoined  fess  sable. 
Crest ;  a  savage  as  in  the  arms,  the  shield  sable 
charged  with  a  griffin's  head  erased  argent. 
Motto:  Perservando.  Most  of  the  Scotch  and 
Irish  families  bearing  arms  have  the  following 
or  one  very  like  it:  .Azure  an  oak  tree  eradi- 
cated or.  The  famiJj--  had  suats  in  Fife  and 
Forfarshire  as  early  as  the  sixteenth  century. 
(I)  Josiah  Wood,  immigrant  ancestor,  was 
one  of  a  score  or  more  by  the  name  of  Wood 
who  settled  in  New  England  before  1650  or 
soon  after  that  date.  He  was  born  in  England, 
1629,  and  died  September  24,  1691,  aged  six- 
ty-two years.  He  settled  in  Charlestown, 
Massachusetts,  and  was  a  member  of  the  First 
Church.  He  bought  the  rights  of  a  commoner 
in  Charlestown,  and  was  granted  the  rights 
of  four  common  shares  in  1681.  He  bought 
two  lots  of  Elizabeth  Checkley,  1675-76,  and 
other  lots  of  Nathaniel  Hayward  and  Samuel 
Carter  in  Chariestown.  His  will,  dated  May 
19,  i6gi.  proved  December  29  following,  men- 


tions sons  Josiah,  Samuel  and  Joseph.  The 
inventory  shows  estate  valued  at  three  hun- 
dre<l  seventy-eight  pounds.  He  married.  Oc- 
tober 28.  1657,  Lydia  Bacon  (by  Captain  Ed- 
ward Johnson,  magistrate)  (see  Bacon  fam- 
ily). She  was  admitted  to  the  Charlestown 
church,  June  29.  1662.  and  died  November 
25,  1712.  aged  seventy-foiir  years  (from  Wy- 
man's  "Charlestown,"  vol.  2,  K.  Z.).  The 
gravestone  of  Lydia  (Bacon)  Wood  (i),  is 
stilt  standing  (1908)  in  the  old  Charlestown 
burying  ground.  Children,  born  at  Charles- 
town: 1.

(II)  Josiah  Wood,  son  of  Josiah  Wood  (i). 
born  in  Charlestown.  Massachusetts,  July

vard University  in  1874,  and  after  being  with 
the  class  of  '78  over  two  years  wa$  obliged  to 
take  a  vacation  on  account  of  an  affection  of 
the  eyes.  He  graduated  in  1879,  and  gradu- 
ated from  the  Harvard  Law  School  in  1882. 
He  was  immediately  afterwards  admitted  to 
the  Massachusetts  bar,  practised  law  at  30 
Court  street,  Boston,  for  some  years,  being 
associated  with  Gorham  D.  Williams  during 
several  years  of  the  latter  part  of  his  legal 
career.  Mr.  Williams  has  recently  (1908) 
died  in  Greenfield,  Massachusetts.  After  a 
few  years  Stephen  became  interested  in  a 
granite  business  in  Vermont  and  in  some  coal 
fields  in  Nova  Scotia,  which  matters  came  to 
his  attention  in  his  legal  practice.  These 
required  considerable  traveHng  and  served  to 
interrupt  the  practice  of  his  profession.  As 
they  did  not  prove  profitable  he  finally  accepted 
a  position  with  his  brother  and  cousin  in  the 
ice-tool  business,  which  was  then  being  con- 
ducted under  the  title  of  Wm.  T.  Wood  &  Co., 
in  the  factory  at  Arlington.  This  work  he  fol- 
lowed for  several  years  until  failing  health  in 
1904  developed  into  invalidism  which  resulted 
in  his  death,  December  31,  1906.  He  was  an 
unusually  well-read  man  and  was  a  brilliant 
conversationalist.  He  wrote  numerous  edi- 
torials on  special  subjects  for  the  Boston 
Transcript,  As  a  musical  critic  he  was  keen 
and  exact  in  his  judgment,  and  wrote  for  the 
regular  newspaper  critics  as  substitute  at 
times.  His  taste  for  music  developed  while 
he  was  a  young  man,  and  he  sang  tenor  in 
quartet  choirs  in  various  churches.  He  had 
filled  this  position  in  the  First  Baptist  Church 
of  Arlington  at  the  time  he  relinquished  it  in 
1901,  for  many  years.  He  was  also  chorister 
of  the  Sunday-school  of  that  church  for  a  long 
period,  and  was  able  in  this  work  and  in 
chorus  conducting  to  develop  an  interest  among 
those  under  him  in  the  highest  grade  of  music. 
He  was  long  a  member  of  the  Cecilia  Society 
of  Boston,  and  served  as  its  librarian  for  a 
number  of  years.  He  was  also  secretary  of 
the  Committee  of  Twenty-one  for  the  Town 
of  Arlington,  which  position  he  was  obliged  to 
give  up  on  account  of  ill-health.

Both  firms  had 
the  same  customers — the  ice  dealers  of  the 
country — one  making  the  elevating  machinery, 
the  other  the  ice  cutting  tools,  etc.,  and  it  has 
proved,  as  was  expected,  economical  to  join 
forces.  The  company  now  employs  at  the 
Arlington  shop  about  one  hundred  hands,  and 
it  has  floor  space  in  this  plant  aggregating  over 
thirty  thousand  square  feet.

The  surname  Doblc^  Dobel  or 
DOBLE     Dobcll.  was  in  use  as  early  as  the 

twelfth  century  in  Normandy  in 
the  form  of  Dolbell,  originally  from  the 
Roman  personal  name.  Dolaballa.  In  1296  the 
name  occurs  in  Sussex,  England,  as  De  Doble, 
implying  a  local  origin,  and  in  the  sixteenth 


century  the  Sussex  Doble  family  ranked  as 
gentry,  bearing  the  canting  arms  (twisting  the 
name  into  Doe-bell  and  representing  these  by 
symbols) :  a  doe  between  three  bells.  The 
seat  of  the  family  is  at  Falmere,  county  Sus- 
sex.

He  exchanged  this  farm  later  for  one  at  West 
Sumner,  Oxford  county,  Maine,  having  the 
same  number  of  acres,  located  in  the  west  part 
of  the  town,  about  two  miles  from  Jackson 
village.

(HI)  Alfred  Wood,  son  of  James  Wood 
(2),  born  at  Rawdon,  Nova  Scotia,  January 
28,  1842,  died  April  14,  1906.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  district  school,  and  then  learned 
the  trade  of  carpenter  with  his  brother  John, 
working  for  him  for  a  time.  Later  he  worked 
at  blacksmi thing  with  his  father,  and  finally 
started  farming  on  the  home  farm,  working 
the  place  on  shares.  Just  before  his  marriage 
he  purchased  a  farm  of  two  hundred  and  sev- 
enty-five acres  in  South  Rawdon,  known  as- 
the  old  Ross  place.  He  remained  there  about 
thirty-eight  years,  raising  general  farm  pro- 
duce and  live  stock.  He  sold  his  farm  to 
James  Hopkins  and  removed  to  Brooklyn 
Newport,  Nova  Scotia,  where  he  engaged  in 
the  cattle  business,  butchering  for  the  market, 
and  also  kept  a  grocery,  seed  and  feed  store. 
After  being  engaged  at  this  business  only  two 
years,  he  died,  his  death  occurring  April  14, 
1906.  Mr.  Wood  was  a  hard-working  man; 
was  of  medium  height,  of  a  social  nature, 
popular  in  social  life,  making  many  friends.

(H)  Samuel  Haskins,  son  of  William  Has- 
kins (i),  was  bom  August  8,  1654.  He  mar- 
ried, February  5,  1684,  Mary  Austin.  He 
settled  in  Taunton.  He  was  a  farmer.  His 
will  is  dated  March  17,  1732,  bequeathing  to 
wife  Mary  and  children,  as  follows:  Samuel, 
Joshua,  mentioned  below ;  Nehemiah,  Lydia, 
Mary,  Hannah. 

(HI)  Joshua  Haskins,  son  of  Samuel  Has- 
kins (2),  was  born  at  Taunton,  Massachusetts, 
where  his  father  died.  He  was  a  farmer  near 
the  Taunton  river,  and  his  farm  was  mention- 
ed as  Joshua  Haskins's  meadow  land,  near  the 
borders  of  Dighton.  He  was  also  a  blacksmith 
and  was  known  as  "Smith  Haskins,"  being  a 
powerfully  built  man.

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(IV)  Lemuel  Haskins,  son  of  Joshua  Has- 
kins  (3).  was  born  about  1710,  but  on  account 
of  the  lack  of  records  the  exact  date  cannot 
be  given.  He  k'srned  the  trade  of  blacksmith 
of  his  father,  and  followed  the  same  through 
life,  doing  considerable  ship  work,  and  in  later 
years  lived  in  Scituate.  He  was  a  devout 
churchman  and  attended  the  orthodox  church. 
He  married,  late  in  life,  a  Miss  Haskins,  doubt- 
less a  relative,  and  among  his  children  were: 
Rebecca,  I'etsey,  William,  Lemuel,  mentioned 

^below. 

(V)  Lemuel  Haskins,  ac  Hoskins,  as  it  was 
often  spdied,  was  bom  January  14,  1772, 
according  to  family  records.  His  biith  was 
not  recorded  at  Scituate,  nor  was  he  baptized 
in  the  Sdtuate  church.  It  seems  that  he  may 
have  been  bom  in  Taunton.  When  the  history 
of  Sdtoate  was  written  in  1823  Lemuel  was 
living  in  South  Scituate.  He  was  a  farmer 
at  South  Scituate  and  also  a  ship  carpenter 
and  caulker  by  trade,  and  he  followed  his  trade 
till  within  a  few  years  of  his  death,  his  sons 
Isaac  and  William  woilcii^  with  him  during 
their  minority,  both  on  tlK  farm  and  in  the 
ship-yards  of  the  vicinity.  After  the  death  of 
his  widow  Betsey,  the  farm  passed  into  the 
hands  of  his  son,  Isaac,  who  bought  the  inter- 
ests of  his  brothers  and  sisters,  and  after  him 
the  farm  was  owned  by  William  C.  Haskins, 
grandson  of  Lemuel  (5).  He  was  active  in 
public  life' and  in  St.  Andrews  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  of  Hanover.  He  was  genial 
and  kindly  in  his  disposition  and  made  friends 
readily.

(\'I)  Colonel  Isaac  Hall  Haskins,  son  of 
Lemuel  Haskins  {$),  was  born  at  South  Scit- 
uate, May  16,  1803,  died  at  Medford,  August 
4,  1869.  He  learned  the  trade  of  ship  cauTker 
in  the  Xorth  river  ship  yards,  and  after  remain- 
ing there  a  short  lime  went  with  his  brother 
William  to  Boston  and  worked  in  the  shiff- 
yards.  He  worked  for  Sprague  &  James,  and 
later  for  Foster  &  Taylor,  in  Medford.  Ht 
still  lived  in  Scituate,  and  was  accustomed  ta 
walk  each  week  from  Scituate  to  Medfad 
and  back.  After  his  brother  William  wentto 
Boston,  Isaac  continued  to  work  for  Foster  i 
Taylor,  and  had  a  large  force  of  men  to  do  the 
contract  work.

(\'II)  Edward  Haskins,  son  of  Isaac  Hall 
Ha^skins  (6),  was  born  at  South  Scituate,  Au- 
gust 3,  1846,  and  died  at  Waverly,  January 
4,  1908.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools 
of  his  native  town  and  at  Hanover  Academy., 
with  a  course  at  Comer's  Commercial  College 
in  Boston.  When  he  was  about  eighteen  his 
father  removed  to  Medford  and  he  entered 
the  ofiice  of  his  uncle's  firm,  William  Haskins 
^  Son,  where  he  was  bookkeeper  for  about 
f\vQ  years.  He  then  removed  to  Fall  River 
and  about  1871  entered  into  partnership  with 
Frank  L.  Stetson,  of  Medford.  under  the  firm 
name  of  Haskins  &  Stetson,  dealers  in  crock- 
ery. Four  years  later  he  bought  out  his  part- 
ner, and  continued  the  business  two  years 
more.  On  account  of  business  depression  he 
sold  (^ut  and  went  to  Boston,  later  to  Waverly, 
where  he  engaged  in  the  grocery  business  with 
Herbert  H.  Russell,  as  the  firm  of  Russell  & 
Haskins.  Later  he  sold  to  Russell  and  entered 
the  employ  of  Henry  Callender  &  Company, 
Boston,  wholesale  grocers,  as  salesman,  re- 
maining with  them  ten  years.  The  firm  was 
dissolved  and  he  was  next  associated  with  the 
tea  and  cofifee  house  of  Caswell  &  Foster,  38 
and  39  India  street.  He  was  a  salesman  for 
Iioston  and  vicinity  up  to  the  time  of  his  death.
